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PREFACE. 


The  publication  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  Union  and  Confederate 
navies  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion  was  begun  November  1, 1894,  by  the 
Navy  Department,  under  authority  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  31,  1894.  The  plan  of  publication  adopted  by  the  Department 
for  the  compilation  includes  only  the  use  of  such  material  as  may  be 
certified  to  be  contemporaneous'  naval  records  of  the  war,  which  is 
divided  into  three  series,  in  the  following  order  of  arrangement: 

I.  The  first  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspondence, 
both  Union  and  Confederate,  relating  to  all  naval  operations  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  and  inland  waters  of  the  United  States  during 
the  war  of  the  rebellion,  together  with  the  operations  of  vessels  acting 
singly,  either  as  cruisers  or  privateers,  in  difl'erent  parts  of  the  world. 
These  reports  are  accompanied  by  occasional  maps  and  diagrams. 

In  this  series  the  papers  are  arranged  according  to  squadrons  and 
flotillas,  chronologically,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Union  reports  of 
any  events  are  immediately  followed  by  the  Confederate  reports. 

II.  The  second  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspond- 
ence relating  to — 

1.  The  condition  of  the  Union  Navy  in  1861,  before  the  commence- 
ment of  hostilities,  and  to  its  increase  during  the  progress  of  the 
war,  including  the  annual  and  special  reports  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  and  chiefs  of  the  various  bureaus. 

2.  The  construction  and  outfit  of  the  Confederate  Navy,  includ- 
ing privateers,  setting  forth  also  the  annual  and  special  reports  of 
the  Confederate  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of  bureaus. 

3.  Statistical  data  of  all  vessels,  Union  and  Confederate,  as  far 
as  can  be  obtained. 

4.  Returns  of  naval  and  military  property  captured  by  the  navies 
of  both  sides  during  the  war. 

5.  Correspondence  relating  to  naval  prisoners. 
This  series  is  also  arranged  chronologically  in  each  of  the  above  sec- 
tions as  far  as  practicable. 

IX 
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m.  The  third  series  embraces  all  reports,  orders,  correspondence, 
and  returns  of  the  Uniou  and  Confederate  authorities  not  specially 
relating  to  the  matter  of  the  first  and  second  series. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  introduce  throughout  the 
volumes  of  the  different  series  illustrations  of  each  class  or  type  of  ves- 
sels referred  to,  in  order  to  preserve  the  identity  of  these  ships  as  they 
actually  appeared  during  the  war.  These  cuts  have  been  reproduced 
either  from  photographs  of  the  vessels  themselves  or  from  carefully 
prepared  drawings  made  from  ofBicial  sources. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  found  in  collecting  the  records,  for  while 
the  official  reports  of  commanders  of  fleets  and  of  vessels  acting  singly 
are  on  file  in  the  JSarj  Department,  it  is  found  that  the  correspondence 
between  flag-officers  and  their  subordinates  is  frequently  missing. 
Without  this  squadron  correspondence  the  historical  value  of  the  work 
would  necessarily  be  incomplete,  and  the  Department,  therefore,  has 
spared  no  pains  to  secure  the  letter  books  and  papers  of  the  chief 
actors  on  both  sides.  These  papers  have  for  the  most  part  been  obtained, 
and  they  have  been  copiously  used  in  the  compilation  of  the  work. 
Tlie  reports  of  the  Union  commanders  are  full  and  fairly  complete.  It 
is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the  Confederate  records  are  not  equally 
complete,  due  to  the  great  difficulty  found  in  collecting  them,  and  also 
to  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  archives  of  the  Confederate  Navy 
Department  was  burned  at  the  close  of  the  war.  Frequent  careful 
searches  throughout  various  parts  of  the  country,  conducted  by  a 
special  agent  of  the  Department,  have  brought  to  light  many  duplicates 
of  these  papers,  found  among  the  personal  files  of  participants.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  publication  will  revive  the  interest  of  the  participants 
in  the  events  referred  to  and  lead  them  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  the  whereabouts  of  any  papers  bearing  upon  naval  oper- 
ations in  the  civil  war  of  which  they  may  have  knowledge. 

The  third  volume  of  the  records  (Series  I,  vol.  3),  which  has  been 
recently  published  by  the  Department,  completes  the  reports  of  the 
operations  of  the  cruisers  to  the  close  of  the  war.  The  compilation, 
under  the  plan  of  publication  of  the  work,  now  treats  of  earlier  events 
in  that  struggle,  more  especially  of  those  which  occurred  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  of  the  United  States.  The  present  volume 
(Series  I,  vol.  4)  is  divided  into  three  divisions,  and  comprises  the 
reports  of  (1)  early  operations  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  prior  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  blockading  squadrons,  (2)  operations  upon  the  Atlantic 
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coast  during  the  same  period,  and  (3)  operations  on  the  Potomac  and 
Bappahannock  rivers  up  to  December  7,  1861.  The  reports  and  cor- 
respondence are  placed  chronologically  in  each  division,  with  a  distinct 
heading  for  every  paper.  In  the  record  of  events  in  which  both  sides 
took  part,  the  Confederate  reports  immediately  follow  the  Union 
reports,  while  the  miscellaneous  Confederate  correspondence  is  placed 
at  the  end  of  each  division.  Reference  to  the  table  of  contents  will 
show  the  context  of  these  Confederate  papers.  It  is  believed  that 
the  chronological  arrangement  of  the  records,  in  connection  with  the 
full  and  copious  index  to  each  volume,  will  afford  ample  means  of 
reference  to  its  contents  without  other  subdivision  or  classification. 
In  reports  of  special  or  single  events,  in  which  the  papers  bear  specific 
relation  to  those  events,  the  chronological  order  has  been  somewhat 
modified,  and  such  documents  have  been  placed  together  in  the 
compilation.

Note. — The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  law  governing  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  sets  comprising  the  publication  (act  of  Congress 
approved  July  31, 1894) : 

•  *  *  Of  said  number,  six  thousaud  eight  hundred  and  forty 
copies  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  twelve  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Senate,  and  one 
thousand  and  forty-eight  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Navy  Department 
and  for  distribution  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  among  officers  of  the 
Navy  and  contributors  to  the  work.  The  quotas  herein  authorized  of 
said  publication  for  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  such  libraries,  organizations,  and 
individuals  as  maybe  designated  by  the  Senators,  Representatives,  and 
Delegates  of  the  Fifty-third  Congress,  it  being  the  purpose  of  this  dis- 
tribution herein  provided  for  to  place  these  records  in  public  libraries, 
and  with  permanent  organizations  having  libraries,  so  far  as  such  libra- 
ries may  exist  in  the  several  States  and  Territories.  Each  Senator 
shall  designate  not  exceeding  twenty-four  and  each  Representative  and 
Delegate  not  exceeding  nineteen  of  such  addresses,  and  the  volumes 
shall  be  sent  thereto  from  time  to  time,  as  they  are  published,  until  the 
publication  is  completed,  and  all  sets  that  may  not  be  ordered  to  be  dis- 
tributed as  provided  herein  shall  be  sold  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
for  cost  of  publication,  with  ten  per  centum  added  thereto,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury.  If  two  or  more 
sets  of  said  volumes  are  ordered  to  the  same  address,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  shall  inform  the  Senators,  Representatives,  or  Delegates  who 
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have  designated  the  same,  who  thereapon  may  designate  other  libraries, 
organizations,  or  individuals.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  inform 
distributees  at  whose  instance  the  volumes  are  sent. 

The  following  joint  resolution  regarding  the  distribution  of  the  work 
was  approved  January  30, 1896 : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  m  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  send  the  undistributed 
copies  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  both  of  the 
Union  and  of  the  Confederate  navies,  to  such  libraries, organizations,  and 
individuals  as  may  be  designated  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Con- 
gress by  the  Representatives  in  the  J^  ifty-fourth  Congress  of  the  dis- 
tricts whose  Representatives  in  the  Fifty  third  Congress  failed  to 
designate  the  distributees  of  their  quota  of  said  Olficial  Records,  or 
any  part  thereof,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July 
thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  the  joint  resolution 
approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  to  the  extent 
and  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  m  said  act.

Key  West,  November  15,  1860. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  I  have 
received  from  Captain  M.  C.  Meigs,  U.  S.  Engineers. 

Believing  that  in  the  present  deplorable  condition  of  affairs  in  the 
Southern  States  the  interests  of  the  General  Government  will  be  best 
subserved  by  taking  such  measures  as  will  prevent  the  possibility  of 
the  seizure  of  these  strongholds  by  any  band  of  lawless  men,  I  consider 
it  my  duty  to  guard  against  that  contingency.  I  will  therefore  sail 
to-morrow  for  the  Tortugas,  and  have  advised  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Stanly  to  guard  this  place. 
I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  Stanly. 
I  need  not  say  to  you,  sir,  that  I  have  adopted  this  measure  only  from 
calm  and  mature  deliberation,  and  with  great  ho])e  that  my  fears  may 
not  be  realized,  but  that  our  country  may  yet  recover  from  the  agitation 
which  seems  disturbing  it  to  its  center. 

I  can  assure  you  that  I  will  proceed  with  the  utmost  circumspection, 
and  in  such  a  way  as  can  not  give  offense  nor  provoke  cavil. 

Will  yon  be  pleased  to  furnish  me  with  instructions  for  my  future 
guidance  under  this  unforeseen  and  melancholy  state  of  affairs?

Sir:  The  news  received  by  the  steamer  Isabel  last  night  indicates 
such  a  state  of  excitement  among  a  portion  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  that  it  appears  to  me  proper  that  some  precautions  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  an  attempt  by  some  small  expedition  to  seize  upon 
Fort  Taylor  or  Fort  Jefferson. 

The  first  contains,  I  understand,  a  considerable  supply  of  ammuni- 
tion and  some  guns.  Fort  Jefferson,  at  the  Tortugas,  is  without  guns 
or  ammunition. 
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1  look  for  no  expedition  authorized  by  the  constituted  authorities  of 
any  State,  but  any  small  party  of  men  anxious  to  embroil  tlie  different 
sections  of  the  Union  might  find  a  tempting  bait  in  either  oi  these 
important  fortresses. 

I  addressed  to  day  a  note  to  Captain  J.  M.  Brannan,  of  the  First 
Artillery,  who,  with  only  eighteen  men  fit  for  duty,  is  stationed  at  the 
Key  West  barracks,  calling  his  attention  to  this  subject,  and  I  beg  leave 
respectfully  to  suggest  to  you  the  propriety  of  so  disposing  of  the  naval 
forces  under  yonr  command  as,  while  exciting  the  least  attention,  to 
make  the  success  of  any  such  expedition  impossible.

I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  Captain  Meigs. 
Whatever  be  the  result  of  tlie  issue  now  raised  against  the  General 
Government  by  the  people  of  a  few  Southern  States,  the  importance  of 
the  posts  at  this  place  and  the  Tortugas  (;an  not  be  overestimated,  com- 
manding as  they  do  the  commerce  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.    I  there 
fore  deem  it  my  duty  to  advise  you  to  use  the  vessel  under  your  com- 
mand for  the  defense  of  Fort  Taylor,  while  the  Mohawk  will  hold  the 
Tortugas. 

It  IS  not  necessary  to  advise  an  officer  of  your  discretion  of  the 
extreme  delicacy  of  the  positions  occupied  here  by  the  oflicers  of  the 
United  States.  We  must  beware  of  giving  any  offense  by  which 
to  ])erplex  the  questions  at  issue,  while  at  the  same  time  we  must 
firmly  discharge  our  duties  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States.

Sir  :  With  extreme  regret  I  find  myself  compelled  to  represent  to 
the  Department  the  suffering  condition  of  many  of  the  mechanics  and 
laborers  employed  in  this  navy  yard,  in  consequence  of  the  nonpay- 
ment of  the  wages  due  them  since  the  1st  of  November  last,  the  pay- 
master not  having  funds  to  pay  the  rolls.  Numerous  appeals  have  been 
made  to  me  for  interposition  and  aid,  which  I  can  not  afford. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  executive  officer 
of  the  yard  by  a  worthy  ship  carpenter,  showing  the  distress  in  which 
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liis  family  is  involved;  and  this  is  but  one  of  many  cases  of  sufiFer- 
ing,  some  of  which  are  greater  than  his.  He  desires  that  in  the  absence 
of  money  provisions  may  be  issued  from  the  naval  store,  and  in  order 
to  relieve  the  suffering  as  far  as  practicable,  I  very  earnestly  solicit  that 
authority  may  be  given  me  to  cause  supplies  to  be  furnished  from  that 
source  to  those  persons  to  wliom  pay  for  labor  is  due,  the  cost  thereof 
to  be  charged  to  their  respective  accounts.

Sir  :  On  the  12th  instant  I  telegraphed  you  from  Pensacola  that  the 
niAvj  yard  near  that  place  had  been  surrendered  by  myself  on  the 
demand  of  authorized  commissioners  of  the  State  of  Florida,  counte- 
nanced and  supported  by  a  superior  force  of  State  troops,  aided  by 
reenforcements  from  an  adjoining  State.  In  order  to  exonerate  myself 
from  even  the  suspicion  of  a  failure  to  exercise  the  utmost  vigilance,  I 
have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  ai)pended  correspondence,* 
which  took  place  between  others  and  myself,  the  result  of  your  order 
issued  to  me  on  the  3d  instant.  This  order  was  received  on  the  9th, 
and  simply  directed  me  to  "be  vigilant  to  ])rotect  the  public  property," 
further  informing  me  that  the  commanding  officer  of  Fort  Barrancas 
had  been  instructed  to  consult  with  me,  and  that  I  should  cooijerate 
with  him.  I  endeavored  to  perform  my  duty  in  these  particulars,  and 
every  precaution  that  could  be  taken  in  guarding  and  protecting  a 
property  so  defenseless  and  ill  supplied  with  jiien  and  arms  was  at 
once  adopted.  Not  for  a  moment  was  my  watchfulness  relaxed,  nor 
did  I  hesitate  to  cooperate  to  tlie  extent  of  my  instructions  with  the 
commanding  officer  at  Fort  Barrancas. 

I  had  no  specific  instructions  to  guide  me.  I  was  nofadvised  of  the 
intended  policy  of  the  Government  in  dealing  with  these  troubles,  and 
wholly  destitute  of  the  necessary  means  for  coping  with  so  superior  a 
force,  I  was  left  to  the  conclusions  of  my  own  .judgment.  As  already 
stated,  the  yard  was  surrendered  on  the  12th  instant.  On  the  morning 
of  that  day  I  was  apprised  by  an  officer  of  the  yard  that  a  formidable 
military  force  had  invested  the  east  gate,  having  on  their  way  already 
possessed  themselves  of  the  magazine.  Circumstanced  as  I  was,  resist- 
ance was  worse  than  a  desperate  venture.  My  first  act  was  to  secure 
the  signal  books  and  destroy  them.  This  efiected,  1  was  confronted  by 
the  State's  commissioners,  who  demanded  the  surrender  of  the  navy 
yard.  My  position  was  a  most  painful  one.  With  but  twenty-three 
marines  on  duty  and  a  mechanical  force  disaffected  and  sympathizing 
with  the  revolutionists,  what  show  of  resistance  could  I  have  made,

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opposed  as  I  was  by  five  or  six  hundred  well-armed  and  picked  troops  ? 
The  defenseless  condition  of  the  yard  rendered  it  an  easy  prey,  and  the 
utmost  vigilance  could  not  have  averted  the  attack.  Besides,  I  had  no 
instructions  to  guide  me  in  dealing  vrith  this  serious  movement,  involv- 
ing the  most  fearful  consequences.  And  could  I  dare  assume  so  grave 
a  responsibility  as  striking  a  blow,  useless  in  practical  results,  and  a 
signal  for  inaugurating  all  the  dread  horrors  of  a  civil  war?  My 
impression  was  that  conciliation  and  a  forbearing  treatment  was  the 
policy,  apparently,  of  the  Government,  and  so  impressed  I  pursued 
that  course  which,  in  view  of  my  defenseless  state,  received  the  sanc- 
tion of  my  judgment.  Resistance  would  have  availed  nothing,  but, 
increasing  the  already  feverish  irritation  of  feeling,  led  to  acts  of  merci- 
less slaughter  and  destruction,  complicating  these  unfortunate  diffi- 
culties ;  all  this  without  one  desired  result  or  hoped-for  success  to  my 
Government  being  attained.  Had  I  been  directed  to  defend  my  position 
at  every  hazard  and  under  all  circumstances,  I  and  the  little  band  of 
brave  hearts  under  my  command  would  have  freely  sacrifiQed  our  lives 
in  obedience  to  superior  authority.  I  have  never  yet  sought  to  evade 
any  duty,  never  disobeyed  an  order,  or  been  found  wanting  in  loyalty 
to  my  Government  and  its  flag.  I  may  have  erred,  my  judgment  may 
have  been  at  fault,  but  my  conscience  acquits  me  of  either  perpetrated 
or  intended  faithlessness  to  my  country.  I  harbored  no  sympathy  with 
the  views  and  objects  of  the  revolutionists,  but  sought  alone  to  do  my  duty 
faithfully  and  efficiently  until  overpowered  by  a  force  I  had  no  means 
of  repelling.  Had  my  loyalty  to  the  Federal  Government  been  at  all 
questionable,  it  would  have  yielded  to  the  tempting  and  seductive  over- 
tures made  to  me  after  the  capitulation  to  enter  the  naval  service  of 
the  seceding  States.  I  refused  to  entertain  such  a  proposition,  and  at 
once  and  peremptorily  rejected  every  offer.  My  allegiance  and  duty  to 
the  Federal  Government  were  explicitly  announced  with  the  expressed 
determination  to  die  as  I  had  lived,  under  the  Stars  and  Stripes  of  my 
country. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate,  in  submitting  this  statement  and  accom- 
panying papers,  to  refer  to  my  service.  For  a  half  century  on  land 
and  sea  I  have  served  my  country.  Twenty-three  years  of  this  time 
have  been  spent  afloat,  and  whether  ashore  or  afloat  I  have  always 
striven  to  perform  my  duties  acceptably  and  faithfully. 

And  now,  when  my  life  is  fast  drawing  to  a  close,  I  have  increased 
motives  for  avoiding  everything  calculated  to  imperil  my  hard-earned 
reputation,  and  can  but  feel  acutely  any  imputation  on  the  part  of  my 
fellow-citizens  questioning  my  fidelity  to  a  Government  I  revere  and 
love,  and  my  devotion  to  a  flag  I  have  ever  been  proud  to  serve  under. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  most  respectfully  to  ask  your  consideration 
of  the  accompanying  correspondence.

the  navy  yard  at  Warrington,  Fla.,  on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1861, 

under  the  following  circumstances  and  upon  the  following  terms  of 
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capitulation,  to  wit:  A  commission  under  authority  of  tlie  governor 
of  Florida,  accompanied  by  an  armed  force  very  much  superior  in  num- 
bers and  equipments  to  that  under  his  command,  the  latter  not  being 
sufficient  to  enable  him  to  defend  the  place,  demanded  its  immediate  sur- 
render, with  all  the  public  property  therein,  which  demand  was  acceded 
to  with  the  understanding  that  he  (the  commandant)  and  all  the  offi- 
cers and  other  citizens  of  the  United  States  attached  to  the  station  who 
desire  to  move  therefrom  shall  be  freely  permitted  to  do  so,  and  to 
remove  their  families  and  all  their  private  property  at  any  time,  or  to 
remain  on  parole  of  honor. 

In  witness  whereof  we,  the  commissioners  and  the  commandant 
above  referred  to,  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  this  12th  day  of  Jan-

Washington,  D.  C,  January  26,  1861. 
Sir:  Having  made  my  report  to  the  Department  on  the  capture  of 
the  navy  yard  at  Pensacola,  late  under  my  command.  I  now  have  to 
request  that  a  court  of  enquiry  may  be  instituted  to  enquire  into  all 
the  facts  and  circumstances  of  said  capture,  with  the  opinion  of  the 
court.

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Estracts  from  proceedings  of  a  naval  court  of  enquiry  convened  at  Washington  City  Febmary 
8,  1861,  to  enquire  into  the  surrender  of  the  IT.  S.  navy  yard,  etc.,  near  Fensacola,  Fla.,  by 
Captain  James  Armstrong,  V,  S.  Navy. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  "for  the 
better  government  of  tlie  Navy  of  the  United  States,"  approved  April 
23, 1800, 1  hereby  appoint  Captain  George  W.  IStorer  president,  Captains 
Blie  A.  P.  Lavallette  and  Levin  M.  Powell  members,  and  James  M. 
Carlisle,  esq.,  judge-advocate,  of  a  naval  court  of  enquiry  which  is 
ordered  to  convene  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  Friday,  the  8th 
instant,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  for  the  puri)ose  of  enquir- 
ing into  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  surrender  by  Captain 
James  Armstrong,  of  the  Navy,  on  or  about  the  12th  day  of  January, 
1861,  of  his  command  and  the  public  property  under  his  charge  at  the 
navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla.  The  court  will  report  to  this  Dei^art- 
ment  the  testimony  and  evidence,  the  material  facts  which  they  deem 
to  be  established,  and  their  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  conduct 
of  the  said  Captain  Armstrong  in  the  matter  which  is  the  subject  of 
this  enquii'y.

The  court  met  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  orders.  Present,  Captain 
George  W.  Storer,  Captain  Elie  A.  F.  Lavallette,  Captain  Levin  M. 
Powell;  William  B.  B.  Gross,  esq.,  judge  advocate;  Captain  James 
Armstrong  also  present. 

The  iudge-advocate,  having  read  the  orders  convening  the  court, 
asked  Captain  Armstrong  if  he  had  any  objection  to  any  member 
named  therein,  to  which  he  replied  he  had  not.  The  court  was  then, 
in  the  presence  of  Captain  Armstrong,  duly  sworn  by  the  judge-advo- 
cate, and  the  judge-advocate  was  duly  sworn  by  the  presiding  ofdcer  of 
the  court. 

The  privilege  of  introducing  his  counsel,  P.  Phillips,  esq.,  was  here 
asked  by  Captain  James  Armstrong,  and  the  same  was  granted  by  the 
court. 

And  then,  at  12 :  30  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  court  adjourned  to  meet  at  10 
o'clock  a.  m.  to-morrow. 
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Washington  City,  February  9, 1861 — 10  a.  m. 

The  court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  all  the  members; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  judge  advocate;  Captain  James  Armstrong  also 
present. 

The  record  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read  over.  The  judge- 
advocate  then  read  in  evidence  to  the  court  the  following  documentary 
matter,  being  an  official  report,*  with  papers  appended  thereto,  made 
by  Captain  James  Armstrong  to  the  Hon.  I.  Toucey,  Secretary  of  the 
Navy.  The  report  M'as  admitted  by  Captain  James  Armstrong,  in  the 
presence  of  the  court,  to  bear  his  signature,  and  to  have  been  trans- 
mitted by  him,  with  the  copies  of  papers  attached  thereto,  which  copies 
he  likewise  admitted  to  be  correct  copies  of  genuine  papers,  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy. 

At  this  point  of  the  proceedings  Captain  Armstrong  presented  to 
the  court  the  following  objection  in  connection  with  the  letter  last  read : 

I  object  to  the  paper  purporting  to  be  signed  by  V.  M.  Randolph  on  tho  16th  of 
January,  1861,  as  evidencing  the  truth  of  the  fact  therein  stated,  to  wit:  "Commo- 
dore James  Armstrong,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  having  given  his  parole  of  honornot  to 
bear  arms  against  the  State  of  Florida,"  etc.  This  is  not  intended  as  a  mere  tech- 
nical objection ;  the  allegation  that  any  such  parole  was  given  is  wholly  untrue.  This 
paper  was  handed  to  me  while  on  board  the  steamer  at  Pensacola,  bound  for  Mobile, 
and  its  terms  were  not  discovered  by  me  until  some  time  after  I  had  left  Pensacola. 
This,  it  will  be  perceived,  bears  date  four  days  after  the  capitulation,  and  by  the 
terms  of  that  capitulation  no  such  condition  is  mentioned. 

James  Armstrong. 

The  judge-advocate  stated  that  he  had  not  felt  at  liberty,  in  offering 
the  report  of  Captain  Armstrong  and  the  papers  annexed,  to  discrim- 
inate. Such  a  course  might  have  been  attended  with  injustice  to  Cap- 
tain Armstrong.  The  paper  referred  to  relates  to  a  fact  intimately 
connected  with  and  a  part  of  the  subject-matter  to  be  enquired  into  by 
this  court,  and,  as  affecting  Captain  Armstrong's  conduct,  is  evidence 
of  what  is  recited  therein,  it  having  been  appended  by  Captain  Arm- 
strong himself  to  his  own  report,  and  thereby  made  a  part  thereof,  and 
submitted  without  explanation  as  a  narrative  of  occurrences  that 
transpired  in  connection  with  the  surrender  of  the  navy  yard.  If  there 
be  error  or  mistake  therein.  Captain  Armstrong  can  be  allowed  to  cor- 
rect the  same  by  proof,  or  to  explain  it  hereafter  in  his  statement  to  the 
court;  but  the  paper  itself,  being  part  of  the  official  report,  should  be 
admitted  with  it  as  evidence  for  what  it  is  worth. 

Captain  Armstrong,  with  the  permission  of  the  court,  objected  fur- 
ther, as  follows : 

The  objection  that  what  Randolph  says  in  his  paper  of  the  Igth  as  to  my  having 
given  my  parole  of  honor  can  not  bo  received  as  evidence  rests  upon  priiiciples  of 
law  too  plain  and  familiar  to  be  denied. 

It  is  not  denied  that  the  fact  is  relevant  to  the  enquiry  before  the  court,  but  the 
fact  must  be  proved  according  to  the  principles  of  law.  Nor  will  it  do  to  say  we 
will  admit  tho  fact  is  proved  by  Randolph,  and  then,  if  untrue,  Captain  Armstrong 
can  disprove  it. 

Nor  can  it  be  properly  said  the  paper  can  be  admitted  for  what  it  is  worth.  The 
question  whether  or  not  the  paper  is  evidence  must  be  made  when  the  paper  is 
introduced. 

It  is  said  that  Captain  Armstrong,  having  sent  the  paper  to  the  Department  with- 
out explanation,  has  thereby  made  it  evidence  against  him.  But  this  certainlv  can 
not  for  a  moment  be  entertained  as  a  just  conclusion  of  law.  The  report  of  all  the 
facts  was  made  by  him  in  his  letter  to  the  Secretary,  and  he  deemed  it  proper  while 
fully  vindicating  and  asserting  the  propriety  of  his  action,  in  order  to  possess  the 
Secretary  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  anomalous  condition  of  affairs  existing  at 
Pensacola  to  send  in  all  the  papers  and  letters  in  his  possession  which  could  shed

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light  iipou  the  transaction.  But  surely  in  doing  this  he  did  not  intend  to  vouch 
for  tlie  truth  of  anything  except  as  to  those  transactions  in  which  ho  was  himself 
concerned. 

jAMiis  Armstrong. 

The  judge-advocate  asked  leave  to  reply  to  the  last  objection  of  Cap- 
tain Armstrong,  as  the  first  one  urged  by  him  (Captain  Armstrong) 
gave  irregularly  a  statement  of  facts  rather  than  legal  objections  to 
the  admissibility  of  the  evidence.  The  rule  is,  undoubtedly,  as  alluded 
to  by  Captain  Armstrong,  that  what  one  person  says  can  not  be  adduced 
in  evidence  against  another.  But  one  of  the  well-recognized  exceptions 
is  when  a  statement  afl'ecting  a  party  is  made  by  another  person  in  his 
presence  and  hearing  and  is  not  denied  or  qualified  by  him.  By  failing 
to  do  either  he  may  be  taken  to  assent  to  its  truth,  and  the  effect  of 
the  proof  is  only  to  establish  an  admission  coming  from  the  person 
addressed.  The  present  case  is  a  strong  illustration  of  the  exception 
contended  for;  and  Captain  Armstrong,  in  receiving  and  transmitting 
this  paper  with  his  report  as  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  surrender  of 
his  command,  without  correction  or  any  allusion  to  its  inaccuracy,  must 
be  taken  to  have  endorsed  its  truth,  subject  to  explanation,  as  before 
stated. 

The  court  was  cleared  for  deliberation,  and  decided  that  the  objection 
be  not  sustained. 

The  court  was  reopened  and  the  decision  announced. 

Lewis  Warrington,  a  witness  called  by  the  judge-advocate,  was 
then  duly  sworn. 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  on  duty  or  present  at  the  navy  yard  at  Warring- 
ton, near  Pensacola,  on  or  about  the  12th  of  January  last?    If  yea,  in 
what  capacity? 

Answer.  I  was  there  at  that  time  on  duty  as  paymaster  of  the  yard. 

Question.  Who  was  in  command  of  said  navy  yard  at  the  time  re- 
ferred to? 

Answer.  Commodore  James  Armstrong. 

Question.  State  as  concisely  as  you  can,  and  in  the  order  of  their 
occui-rence,  the  circumstances  that  immediately  preceded  and  attended 
the  surrender  of  the  navy  yard  and  public  property  at  that  point  by 
Captain  James  Armstrong. 

Answer.  The  troops  came  down  to  the  yard  ahout  12  o'clock  on  the  day  of  the  12th 
of  .lannary.  The  two  ofiioers  came  into  the  yard  and  told  the  crfmmodore  they 
wished  the  surrender  of  the  yard.  Commander  Parrand  went  to  the  yard  gate  and 
came  in  with  them.  Beyond  that  I  do  not  know  what  transpired,  except  that  after- 
wards, when  walking  in  front  of  the  office  of  the  paymaster,  I  heard  I^ieutenant 
Benshaw  give  an  order  to  William  Conway,  seaman,  to  haul  the  flag  down.  Don't 
know  by  whose  direction  same  was  given.  The  flag  was  on  the  staff  near  the  center 
wharf.  "  Conway  was  an  American  and  alone.  Shortly  afterwards  Commodore  Arm- 
strong told  me  he  had  surrendered.  Commander  Parrand  was  then  attached  to  the 
yard  as  executive  officer. 

Question.  What,  if  any,  was  the  force,  at  the  time  of  the  surrender, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Armstrong? 

Answer.  There  were  260  men — officers  and  marines — under  his  command  in  the 
yard  and  on  shipboard.  In  the  yard  there  were  80  ordinary  men,  40  marines,  and  60 
inen,  abont,  in  each  of  the  two  vessels — the  Supply  and  Wyandotte.  The  Wyandotte  is  a 
steamer  with  four  or  six  battery  guns.  The  Supply  is  a  storeship ;  had  two  guns  used 
for  signals.  Lieutenant  Berrymau  commanded  the  Wyandotte,  Commander  Walke  the 
Supply. 
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Question.  What  was  the  character  of  the  force  brought  against  the 
navy  yard  prior  to  its  surrender  by  Captain  Armstrong,  as  regards 
numbers,  discipline,  and  equipments? 

Answer.  There  were  .about  600  or  800  men.  They  were  armed  with  muskets;  had 
no  fieldpieceo.  Can't  speak  as  to  discipline.  They  came  from  Alabama,  and  a  part, 
say  about  100,  from  Florida. 

Question.  What  was  the  condition  of  Captain  Armstrong's  command 
at  the  time  referred  to.  as  regards  discipline,  subordination,  and  general 
efficiency? 

Answer.  The  discipline  and  subordination  was  about  the  same  that  I  have  seen  in 
other  yards.     There  was  no  disaflection  that  I  knew  of. 

Question.  When  was  it  first  known  at  the  navy  yard,  or  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  thereof,  that  a  hostile  force  was  about  to  march,  or  had 
marched,  against  the  yard  to  attack  it  ? 

Answer.  It  was  talked  about  a  week  before  they  took  the  yard  that  a  force  would 
leave  for  Pensacola  to  take  the  yard. 

Question.  State  whether  any,  and,  if  any,  what,  preparations  were 
made  by  Captain  Armstrong,  or  any  one  under  his  authority,  for  the 
defense  of  the  yard  and  the  public  property  thereat. 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  of  any. 

Question.  Were  any  such  arrangements  of  a  special  character  made, 
to  your  knowledge,  from  the  9th  to  the  12th  of  January,  inclusive? 

Answer.  There  was  not. 

Question.  Describe  briefly  what  facilities,  if  any,  the  navy  yard 
offered  for  defense. 

Answer.  There  was  none.  The  navy  yard  was  enclosed  by  a  brick  wall  about  2 
feet  high,  except  on  the  water  front. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  suspended,  his  testimony 
read  over  to  him,  and  then,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  court  adjourned,  to 
meet  again  at  10  o'clock  on  Monday,  the  11th  instant. 


Washington  City, 
Monday,  February  11,  1861 — 10  a.  m. 

The  court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  all  the  members; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  judge-advocate;  Captain  James  Armstrong  also 
present. 

The  record  of  Saturday's  proceedings  was  read  over  and  the  exam- 
ination of  Lewis  Wareington,  paymaster,  the  witness  under  examina- 
tion when  the  court  last  adjourned,  was  resumed. 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 
Question.  What  were  the  usual  approaches  to  the  navy  yard,  and  by 
what  route  did  the  Alabama  and  Florida  troops  approach,  and  could 
the  same  be  commanded  by  the  guns  of  the  vessels  from  the  bay? 

Answer.  The  troops  came  by  the  route  b.y  the  bay  shore,  crossing  the  bridge,  the 
usual  road  from  Pensacola.  I  should  not  think  it  could  bo  commanded  by  the  guns 
of  the  vessels  from  the  bay. 

Question.  What  disposition  was  made  of  the  public  property  and 
accounts  in  your  possession,  and  did  you  receive  any  command  in  rela- 
tion thereto;  and  if  any,  from  whom,  and  what  was  it? 

Answer.  I  received  no  orders  from  anyone  connected  with  the  navy  yard.  A  part 
of  my  accounts  I  have,  and  a  part  I  have  not.     The  property  was  all  left  there.     The 
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property  was  taken  possession  of  by  Captain  Randolph.  There  was  no  person  to 
(Tivo  mo  any  receipt  except  for  $700  or  $800  given  by  Mr.  Gonzales  by  order  of  Cap- 
t.iiin  Randolph.     I  do  not  now  know  whore  that  ia. 

By  the  Court  : 

Question.  Was  there  a  saluting-  battery  at  the  yard?  If  so,  what 
number  of  guns  comijosed  itf 

Answer.  There  was  one,  consisting  of  twonty-four  gnus.  Tlicy  wore  small  gnns, 
!)  or  12  pounders. 

Question.  You  have  stated,  in  tlie  answer  to  the  question  to  "describe 
what  facilities  were  at  the  yard  for  defense,"  that  you  know  of  none. 
J)o  you  not  consider  the  Wyandotte  and  the  Sujrply,  in  front  of  tbe  yard, 
the  saluting  battery  and  the  marines,  seamen  and  crews  of  the  vessels, 
composing  240  men,  facilities  which  might  have  been  made  use  of  in 
the  defense  of  the  yard  and  the  public  property! 

Answer.  No;  I  do  not.  They  could  be  used,  but  were  not  enough^  I  think,  to 
defend  it. 

Question.  Did  you  consider  yourself  a  prisoner  after  the  surrender? 
If  so,  how  did  you  get  a  release? 

Answer.  I  was  told  by  Captain  Randolph  to  consider  myself  a  prisoner  of  war  on 
parole.     He  sent  me,  when  I  left,  a  parole,  which  I  now  have. 

Witness  produced  the  paper,  which  was  as  follows : 

Pknsacola  Navy  Yard,  January  14,  1861. 
Paymaster  L.  Warrington,  U.  S.  Navy,  having  given  his  parole  of  honor  not  to  bear 
arms  against  the  State  of  Florida,  has  permission  to  leave  this  naval  station  with  his 
private  property  without  hindrance  or  molestation.  V.  M.  Randolph, 

Captain,  Commanding  Navy  Yard. 

The  witness  then  added,  "I  have  no  recollection  of  giving  my  parole." 
By  Captain  Armstrong  : 

Question.  In  speaking  of  the  force  of  the  yard  you  say  there  were 
40  marines,  80  ordinary  men,  and  about  60  on  each  of  the  vessels,  the 
Supply  and  Wyandotte.  Do  you  know  that  a  day  or  two  before  the  12th 
some30  of  the  ordinary  men  had  been  sent  to  Fort  Pickens  to  strengthen 
that  post? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  the  fact  of  my  own  knowledge.  I  was  ordered  to  send 
over  small  stores  for  about  30  men  whom  Commander  Farrand  said  had  gone  to  Fort 
Pickens. 

Question.  You  say  it  was  talked  about  a  week  before  the  12th  that 
troops  would  be  sent  from  Alabama  to  take  the  yard.  Did  you  regard 
this  as  authentic  information,  or  as  mere  idle  rumor? 

Answer.  I  did  not  consider  it  authentic  information.  I  considered  it  mere  idle 
rumor  until  about  two  days  before  they  did  come. 

Question.  Have  you  any  reason  to  know  that  Commodore  Armstrong 
had  any  information  which  would  authorize  the  belief  on  his  part  that 
the  yard  would  be  assailed  prior  to  the  day  when  the  troops  came  ? 

Answer.  No,  sir;  I  have  none. 

Question.  You  were  asked  if  any  special  arrangement  was  made  by 
Commodore  Armstrong  for  the  defense  of  the  yard  and  replied  in  the 
negative.    Could  any  such  have  been  effectively  made  by  him? 

(The  judge-advocate  objected  to  this  question  as  inviting  an  opinion 
rather  than  facts.  The  opinion  of  the  witness  objected  to.  The  court 
decided  that  the  witness  must  state  the  facts,  if  any,  or  condition  of 
things,  which  precluded  arrangements  of  the  character  referred  to 
being  made  by  Captain  Armstrong  for  the  defense  of  the  yard.) 
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Answer.  It  was  not  within  my  province  to  know  aboxit  the  defense.  I  can  not 
state  any  facts  or  circumstances  that  would  have  prevented  the  defense  of  the  yard. 

Question.  Do  you  mean  to  be  understood  by  anything  you  have  said 
that  Commodore  Armstrong  was  derelict  in  his  duty  in  guarding  the 
public  property,  or  that  he  had  omitted  to  do  anything  which  an  officer 
in  his  position  ought  to  have  done? 

Answer.  No ;  I  do  not. 

Question.  Besides  the  600  or  800  men  who  came  to  the  yard,  have 
you  any  reason  to  believe  that  there  were  other  forces  at  Pensacola, 
and  that  the  citizens  themselves  were  in  a  state  of  revolt? 

Answer.  I  have  no  reason  to  suppose  the  citizens  were  in  revolt.  I  saw  another 
company  at  Pensacola  three  or  four  days  after  the  capture  of  the  yard,  but  do  not 
know  that  it  was  there  at  the  time  of  the  capture. 

Question.  Where  were  the  Supply  and  Wyandotte  at  the  time  of  the 

surrender? 

Answer.  I  think  they  were  lying  off  Fort  Pickens. 

Question.  Did  not  the  ordinary  men  of  the  yard  immediately  after 
the  surrender  associate  and  sympathize  with  the  capturing  party  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  I  ask  the  same  question  in  reference  to  the  other  employes 
of  the  yard. 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  We,  the  officers,  were  not  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  gate 
for  two  days. 

By  the  Court  : 
Question.  Were  the  ships,  when  at  anchor  off  Fort  Pickens,  within 
signal  distance  from  the  yard? 
Answer.  They  were. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  taken  to-day  was  then  read  over  to 
him,  and  then,  at  12 :  30  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  court  adjourned  to  meet  again 
at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  to-morrow. 


Washington  City,  February  12, 1861 — 10  a.  m. 

The  court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present  all  the  members ; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  the  judge- advocate;  Captain  James  Armstrong 
also  present. 

The  record  of  Monday's  proceedings  was  read  over. 

JosiAH  Watson  called  as  a  witness  by  the  judge-advocate. 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  on  duty  or  present  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pen- 
sacola on  the  12th  of  January  last?    If  so,  in  what  capacity? 

Answer.  I  was  on  duty  there  on  the  12th  as  captain  of  marines. 

Question.  Who  was  in  command  of  that  navy  yard  at  that  time? 

Answer.  Commodore  Armstrong. 

Question.  State  as  concisely  as  you  can,  but  in  some  detail,  the  cir- 
cumstances, in  the  order  of  their  occurrence,  that  immediately  preceded 
and  attended  the  surrender  of  the  navy  yard  and  the  public  property 
at  that  point  by  Captain  Armstrong. 

Answer.  About  breakfast  time — 8  or  9  o'clock — the  commodore  sent  for  me,  and  the 
messenger  who  came  for  me  told  me  that  the  commodore  directed  that  all  the  marines 
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should  be  under  anus  and  ready  for  immediate  use  and  service.  I  got  the  men  under 
arms,  muskets  and  bayonets  complete,  aud  then  went  up  to  report  to  the  commodore 
in  person,  leaving  the  men  at  the  barracks.  When  I  reached  the  commodore's  office 
he  told  me  that  he  had  heard  a  body  of  men  were  coming  toward  the  yard ;  that  ho 
did  not  know  whether  it  was  true  or  not,  but  that  he  wished  me  to  be  ready  all  day 
until  further  instructed.  We  had  at  that  time  a  sergeant  and  a  corporal  aud  three 
privates  stationed  at  the  north  gate,  with  instructions  not  to  let  any  strangers  come 
in  unless  passed  in  by  an  officer  of  the  yard.  That  guard  had  been  there  with  these 
orders  ever  since  the  Tuesday  before:  the  12th  was  Saturday.  The  large  gate  was 
kept  closed  and  the  small  gate,  or  wicket  gate,  only  was  kept  open.  The  north  gate 
and  wicket  gate  were  one,  and  were  on  the  north  side  of  the  yard,  50  yards  from  the 
beach.  There  was  another  gate  on  the  west  side.  After  seeing  the  commodore  on 
Saturday  I  returned  to  the  barracks ;  and  it  might  have  been  about  1 :  30  o'clock  the 
commodore  sent  for  me  again.  I  met  him  coming  out  of  his  gate.  The  commodore 
told  me  that  he  had  surrendered,  and  asked  me  to  go  into  Captaiu  Farrand's  quarters 
with  him,  where  the  commissioners  were.  Arriving  there  I  was  introduced  to  the 
commissioners — Colonel  Lomax,  Captain  Kandolph,  and  Mr.  Campbell,  commissioners 
upon  the  part  of  Florida.  Captain  Randolph  used  to  be  in  the  Navy  of  the  United 
States.  Commodore  Armstrong  then  handed  over  the  key  of  the  magazine  to  Colonel 
Lomax ,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  attacking  force.  Colonel  Lomax  replied  [that] 
he  received  the  key  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Florida  and  for  the  use  of  that  State. 
Shortly  afterwards  Colonel  Lomax  came  down  and  took  possession  of  the  marine 
barracks  and  all  the  public  property.  He  came  not  with  troops,  but  with  his 
aids.  I  had  my  arms  stacked.  He  told  me  he  wanted  to  quarter  300  men  in  the  bar- 
racks. I  moved  my  men,  38  in  number,  into  two  rooms,  and  he  occupied  the  rest  of 
the  barracks,  except  the  house  I  occupied.  We  had  on  haud  100  muskets  and  3,000 
cartridges  at  the  barracks ;  had  furnished  Lieutenant  Slemmer  a  few  days  before — I 
think  the  Friday  before — with  1,000  cartridges.  By  2  o'clock  we  were  all  prisoners 
in  the  barracks,  and  we  were  not  allowed  to  go  out  or  in  without  the  permit  of  the 
captain  of  the  company  at  the  gate.  He  had  sentries  placed  all  around  the  barracks. 
Colonel  Lomax  gave  me  a  receipt  for  all  the  public  property  delivered  up. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  understand  from  Captain  Armstrong  prior 
to  the  surrender  what  would  be  his  course  if  called  on  to  give  up  his 
command  and  the  public  property?    If  yea,  state  what  that  was. 

Answer.  I  never  did.  The  commodore  had  told  me  to  be  always  ready,  day  and 
night,  for  any  orders  or  any  emergency  that  might  happen.  The  usual  guard  at  the 
north  gate  was  one  sentry.  The  addition  was  made  by  Captain  Armstrong,  as 
before  stated. 

Question.  What  point  on  the  road  from  Pensacola  had  the  State 
troops  reached  before  their  approach  was  known  to  you  at  the  yard? 

Answer.  I  was  on  duty  at  the  barracks  and  did  not  see  them  approach.  The  first 
I  knew  of  their  coming  was  as  I  before  stated. 

Question.  Was  it  the  duty  of  the  guard  at  the  gate  to  report  the 
advance  of  any  hostile  force?  If  yea,  to  whom  should  the  report  have 
been  made  ? 

Answer.  The  orders  to  the  guard  at  the  gate  were  to  give  the  alarm  by  firing  a 
musket  if  at  night,  and  sending  a  messenger,  and  if  during  the  day  by  sending  a 
messenger  to  the  commandant  of  the  yard,  also  to  Commander  Farrand  and  to  the 
barracks. 

Question.  Did  you  receive  any  report  of  the  approach  of  the  force 

by  messengers  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  What  part  did  each  of  the  other  officers  of  the  command 
take  in  the  surrender  of  the  yard? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  I  was  at  the  barracks  until  sent  for  by  the  commodore. 
It  was  reported  to  me  by  the  corporal,  officially,  that  Commander  Farrand  had 
passed  in  the  commissioners  at  the  gate.     I  did  not  see  the  flag  hauled  down. 

Question.  State  as  accurately  as  you  can  what  force  Captain  Arm- 
strong had  under  his  command  at  the  time  of  the  surrender. 

Answer.  The  marine  guard  consisted  of  myself  as  captain  of  marines,  4  sergeants, 
3  corporals,  1  fifer,  and  29  privates ;  total,  38.     Some  of  the  marines  had  been  sick, 
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but  on  the  12th  they  were  all  out  and  on  duty.  There  were  some  ordinary  men,  but 
how  many  I  can't  Bay  ;  we  generally  averaged  about  40  to  50.  The  TVi/andoite  and 
the  Supply  were  at  Fort  Pickens  on  the  12th.  I  tliink  the  crew  of  the  Wyandotte  was 
60  and  that  of  the  Supply  35  men. 

Question.  What  cannon  were  at  the  yard  available  for  defense,  and 
•vrhat  guns  were  on  the  vessels? 

Answer.  There  were  several  ol<l  guns,  four  of  them  from  the  Fulton's  battery,  wliich 
was  wrecked  there.  There  was  a  saluting  battery  on  the  north  beach — about  twenty 
guns  in  all — old  guns  that  had  been  n.sed  a  lon^- while.  I  can't  state  the  caliber; 
they  were  carronades ;  we  had  no  fieldpieces. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  the  force  brought  against  the 
yard  prior  to  the  surrender  thereof  by  Captain  Armstrong  as  regards 
numbers,  discipline,  and  equipments? 

Answer.  There  were  about  650  men  in  all.  They  were  uniformed  companies.  All 
well  equipped  with  nmskets  and  revolvers,  except  the  cavalry,  who  had  the  usual 
arms.  Three  hundred  went  to  the  barracks  and  were  quartered  there ;  one  company 
to  the  large  guard  room  at  the  north  gate ;  cue  company  to  the  assistant  surgeon's 
house,  and  the  balance,  some  three  companies,  went  to  the  Barrancas  barracks.  One 
of  these  three  was  a  horse  company.  There  was  one  artillery  company  in  the  com- 
mand, but  it  had  no  field  guns. 

Question.  What  was  the  condition  of  Commodore  Armstrong's  com- 
mand about  the  time  of  the  surrender,  as  respects  subordination;  and 
was  there  any  disaffection  among  men  or  officers  that  impaired  the 
efficiency  of  his  command  ? 

Answer.  I  will  speak  of  the  marine  guard  and  say  that  it  was  well  disi-iplined,  and 
every  man  perfectly  reliable  for  any  duty  he  might  have  been  called  (ra  to  do.  I  know 
of  no  disaft'ection  prevailing  among  the  rest  of  the  command. 

Question.  When  was  it  first  known  in  the  yard  that  a  force  had. 
marched,  or  was  about  to  march,  against  the  yard? 

Answer.  I  can't  say.  We  had  at  times  rumors,  but  I  never  knew  when  they  arrived 
until  as  before  stated. 

Question.  Were  any  other  arrangements  than  those  you  have  already 
■  referred  to  made  by  Captain  Armstrong  for  the  defense  of  the  yard; 
and  if  any,  what  were  they? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  of  any  others. 

Question.  By  what  route  did  the  hostile  force  approach  the  yard,  and 
could  the  vessels  in  the  bay  approach  the  same  at  any  point  near 
enough  to  command  it  with  the  guns  ? 

Answer.  The  troops  came  by  the  ordinary  road  from  Pensacola,  crossing  two 
bridges  to  the  north  gate.  Can't  say  how  near" tins  vessels  could  come  in,  as  the  water 
is  shallow.  The  draft  of  the  vessels  I  do  not  know,  but  think  it  was  about  12  or  15 
feet. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  acts  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
Captain  Armstrong  and  his  command  with  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  U.  S. 
Army?    If  so,  state  their  character. 

Answer.  None  of  my  command  were  sent  to  Fort  Pickens.  I  understood  that  on 
Wednesday  night  some  thirty  ordinary  men  were  sent  over  in  launches,  but  did  not 
see  them  go.     I  missed  some  of  the  men  from  the  yard  afterwards. 

By  Captain  Armstrong  : 
Question.  Had  not  the  magazine  been  taken  possession  of  prior  to 
the  meeting  when  you  say  the  commodore  gave  up  the  key  to  the 
commissioners? 

Answer.  1  have  no  personal  knowledge.     I  could  only  answer  by  hearsay. 
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Question.  Have  you  any  reason  to  know  that  Oomraodore  Armstrong 
had  any  reliable  information  that  the  yard  would  be  assailed  prior  to 
the  actual  investment  of  it? 

Ans-n-er.  No,  sir;  I  have  not.     I  do  not  think  that  he  had. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  discipline  maintained  in  the 
yard '?  Was  there  any  lack  of  care  in  the  preservation  or  defense  of 
the  public  property  while  under  Commodore  Armstrong's  command? 

An.swer.  There  was  no  lack  of  such  care  on  Captain  Aruistrong'.s  part.  Everything 
went  on  at  the  yard  after  his  arrival  as  prior  to  it. 

Question.  Could  any  effective  resistance  have  been  made  under  the 
circumstances  which  you  have  narrated?  In  other  words,  if  every 
officer  and  man  had  been  willing  to  sacrifice  his  life  in  the  defense  of 
the  yard,  could  it  have  been  preserved  from  the  attacking  force? 

(This  question  was  objected  to  by  the  judge-advocate  on  the  grounds 
presented  yesterday  to  a  similar  enquiry  calling  for  the  opinion  of  the 
witness,  and  the  court  sustained  the  objection.) 

By  the  Coxtkt  : 
Question.  How  long  were  you  detained  as  prisoners,  and  on  what 
terms  were  you  released,  and  by  what  authority? 

Answer.  On  Saturday  at  half  past  1  o'clock  p.  m.  we  were  taken  prisoners.  On 
Sunday  morning  Captain  Armstrong  sent  for  me,  and  told  me  that  the  Supply  had 
come  in  under  a  flag  of  truce  from  Fort  Pickens  and  would  take  to  New  York  all  of 
the  marines  and  such  of  the  other  officers  as  wished  to  go.  Captain  Walke,  of  the 
Supply,  told  me  Monday  he  was  ready  to  move  the  men  aboard,  and  I  sent  the  men 
aboard  the  ship  and  turned  them  over  to  Captain  Walke.  1  remained  until  Monday 
and  went  to  Mobile  then  and  returned  by  the  land  route.  On  the  day  I  left  Mr. 
Shipley,  secretary  or  clerk  to  Captain  Randolph,  brought  me  this  paper  from  Cap- 
tain Randolph,  and  signed  by  him : 

"Pensacola  Navy  Yard,  January  16,  1861. 

"Captain  Josiah  Watson,  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps,  having  given  his  parole  of 
honor  not  to  bear  arms  against  the  State  of  Florida,  has  permission  to  leave  this 
place  with  his  family  and  private  property  without  hindrance  or  molestation. 

"V.  M.  Randolph, 
"Captain,  Commanding  Navy  Yard." 

I  never  read  this  paper  and  had  no  occasion  to  use  it  on  leaving.  I  never  gave  my 
parole.  I  was  told  by  Colonel  Lomax  that  I  was  on  parole.  I  said  nothing  in  reply. 
Mr.  Shipley  told  me  this  paper  might  be  of  service  to  me  in  passing  through  Alabama 
and  Georgia  home. 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 
Question.  What  is  the  relative  position  of  the  magazine  to  the  navy- 
yard  enclosure,  and  was  any  guard  placed  thereat,  or  at  any  other  point 
distant  from  the  yard  prior  to  the  surrender  ? 

Answer.  The  large  magazine,  the  one  of  which  I  have  been  apcjiking,  is  out  of  the 
yard  enclosure  a  half  mile  from  the  north  wall.  No  guard,  to  my  knowledge,  was 
ever  placed  thereat,  or  anywhere  beyond  the  yard  enclosure. 

By  Captain  Armstrong  : 
Question.  Are  you  certain  that  it  was  Commodore  Armstrong  who  sent 
you  the  message  about  embarking  the  marines  on  board  the  Supply  f 

Answer.  I  am. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him. 

Blbridge  Lawton,  a  witness  called  by  the  judge-advocate,  was 
then  duly  sworn,  and  examined  as  follows: 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  on  duty  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pensacola  on  the 
12th  of  January  last?    If  so,  in  what  capacity? 
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Answer.  I  -was,  as  superintendent  of  the  machinery  of  tlie  United  States  steamer 
Fulton.    My  position  is  chief  engineer  in  the  Navy. 

Question.  Wlio  was  in  the  command  of  the  yard  at  that  time? 

Answer.  Commodore  Armstrong. 

Question.  State  as  concisely  as  you  can,  but  in  some  detail,  and  in 
the  order  of  their  occurrence,  the  circumstances  that  immediately  pre- 
ceded and  attended  the  surrender  of  the  navy  yard  and  public  prop- 
erty at  that  point  by  Captain  James  Armstrong. 

Answer.  The  night  previous  to  the  taking  of  the  yard  I  heard  men  were  on  their 
way  from  Montgomery,  Ala.  I  heard  they  were  expected  in  the  train  at  9  o'clock. 
I  did  not  mention  this  to  Captain  Armstrong;  I  did  to  Captain  Watson.  Mr.  James, 
on  duty  as  engineer  in  the  yard,  told  me  next  morning  about  9  or  10  o'clock  that 
they  had  arrived.  About  12  o'clock  I  was  standing  in  conversation  with  Com- 
mander Farrand,  and  a  watchman  came  from  the  direction  of  the  gate  next  to  Wool- 
sey,  the  north  gate,  to  Captain  Farrand  and  said,  "  They  are  here,"  or  "They  want 
you,"  or  words  to  that  effect,  and  he  broke  off  immediately  and  said,  "  I  have  to  go." 
He  went  in  the  direction  of  the  north  gate.  As  he  started  off  I  said,  "Are  the 
troops  here  ?"  and  he  said,  "  Yes."  I  followed  on  close  behind  him  and  arrived  at  the 
gate  just  after  him.  There  were  two  gentlemen  standing  inside  the  gate  in  citizen's 
dress — Captain  Randolph  and  Mr.  Campbell.  Captain  Kaudolph,  I  understood,  was 
acting  as  commissioner  for  the  State  of  Alabama  and  Mr.  Campbell  for  that  of 
Florida.  Commander  Farrand  shook  hands  with  them  very  cordially;  seemed  io 
know  them  well,  and  had  some  conversation  with  them — a  few  words.  I  did  not 
hear  the  words.  I  passed  on  out  of  the  gate,  and  Commander  Farrand  turned  back 
with  them  and  went  up  the  yard.  I  went  out  of  the  yard  to  see  the  troops.  Aboat 
a  fourth  of  a  mile  off  from  the  yard  saw  them.  I  returned  to  the  yard,  and  as  I 
entered  the  gate  Commander  Farrand  was  returning  with  Captain  Randolph  and 
Mr.  Campbell.  They  passed  out,  and  at  that  time  Colonel  Lomax,  with  his  aids,  was 
riding  up  toward  the  gate,  leaving  the  troops  where  they  first  stood.  Captain  Ran- 
dolph and  Mr.  Campbell  had  then  an  interview  with  Colonel  Lomax  and  Commander 
Farrand.  The  gates  were  then  opened  and  Colonel  Lomax  and  his  aids  rode  in.  I 
did  not  hear  the  conversation  that  passed.  They  went  in  the  direction  of  the  com- 
modore's office,  and  went  into  the  building  in  wnich  the  office  is,  and  had  been  in 
there  about  five  minutes  when  Lieutenant  Renshaw  called  the  watchman  and  said  to 
him,  "Haul  the  flag  down."  Colonel  Lomax  and  party  then  came  out  again,  went 
out  [of]  the  yard  and  marched  in  the  troops.  I  did  not  see  the  flag  hauled  down; 
could  not  see  it  done  from  the  position  I  was  then  in.  Saw  afterwards  that  it  was 
down.  The  troops  came  in  iit  the  north  gate  and  marched  around  to  the  west  gate, 
and  there  they  halted.  I  passed  out  the  small  gate  and  went  to  see  Captain  Watson, 
who  was  standing  at  the  barracks  with  some  of  the  marines ;  can't  say  they  were 
under  arms.  I  had  some  conversation  with  him  and  he  said,  "  Here  comes  the  officer 
I  am  to  surrender  to."  Colonel  Lomax  rode  up  and  dismounted,  and  he  and  Cap- 
tain Watson  passed  in  under  the  arch.  No  conversation  had  occurred  between  them. 
I  then  went  into  the  yard  again.  I  saw  Commodore  Armstrong  soon  after  the  flag 
was  ordered  to  be  hauled  down.  I  asked  him  if  I  could  leavethe  yard,  and  told  him 
I  wanted  to  go  to  Washington.  He  said  he  had  no  control  over  me;  that  his  func- 
tions had  ceased  as  commander  of  the  yard,  and  I  could  go  where  I  pleased.  I  sup- 
posed from  that  I  could  go,  but  when  I  attempted  that  evening  to  go  I  was  pre- 
vented from  passing  by  Colonel  Lomax. 

By  the  Court  : 

Question.  Do  you  know  if  any  other  flag  was  hoisted  in  the  place  of 
the  one  taken  down  1 

Answer.  I  did  not  notice  that  one  was  hoisted  on  that  day.  On  Sunday  I  saw  one 
hoisted.  It  was  a  dingy  white  flag;  looked  like  an  old  signal  flag  with  a  star  put 
on  it. 

Question.  How  far  could  a  body  of  troops  marching  on  the  yard  be 
seen  from  the  gate  or  any  other  part  of  the  navy  yard  ? 

Answer.  By  the  road  the  troops  approached  they  could  be  seen  for  a  third  of  a  mile, 
as  the  road  is  in  a  direct  line.  If  they  left  the  road  and  went  into  the  woods  they 
could  approach  much  nearer  before  being  seen. 
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By  the  Jtjdgb-Advocate  : 
Question.  Did  you  ever  understand  from  Captain  Armstrong,  prior 
to  the  arrival  of  the  troops,  what  was  to  be  done  in  the  event  of  their 
coming?    And  if  so,  state  what  that  understanding  was. 

Auswer.  Nothing  whatever  was  so  understood  by  me. 

Question.  State  whether  any,  and,  if  any,  what,  arrangements  were 
made  by  Captain  Armstrong,  or  others  under  his  authority,  for  the 
defense  of  the  navy  yard  and  the  public  property  thereat,  and  especially 
as  between  the  9th  and  12th  of  January,  inclusive. 

Answer.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge.  I  only  know  what  Captain  Watson  told 
me  he  was  doing  under  orders. 

Question.  What  was  the  condition  of  Captain  Armstrong's  command 
in  respect  of  subordination,  and  was  there,  to  your  knowledge,  any 
disaffection  therein? 

Answer.  I  know  of  no  disaffection  .among  the  ofBuers,  except  it  be  in  the  case  of 
Mr.  Gonzales,  the  naval  storekeeper,  who  wa.s  a  secessionist,  .and  talked  openly  about 
secession  and  appeared  anxious  to  bring  about  secession  and  the  capture  of  the  prop- 
erty there.  He  said  they  would  capture  it,  and  were  right  to  do  so.  He  was  not  at 
all  loyal ;  he  furnished  provisions  out  of  his  own  house  to  one  of  the  companies  after 
the  surrender.  I  do  not  know  of  any  further  disaffection  among  the  officers.  I  said 
at  the  time  the  order  was  given  to  haul  down  the  flag,  to  Lieutenant  Eenshaw,  "I 
had  hoped  I  would  never  live  to  see  the  day  when  that  would  hajipen."  He  replied, 
"I  am  not  hauling  it  down  to  an  enemy;  I  am  hauling  it  down  to  our  own  people." 
I  replied  I  did  not  know  any  such  people  myself.  The  master  machinist  of  the  yard, 
James  Doyle,  was  by  at  the  time,  and  when  he  heard  the  order  given  said  that  that 
was  right,  and  he  was  glad  to  hear  that  order  given.  He  had  also  denied  to  me  that 
any  troops  had  arrived,  and  when  I  mentioned  that  Mr.  James  had  told  me  they  had 
arrived  he  said,  "  Well,  I  am  like  the  telegraph  office  or  company,  and  don't  tell 
secrets."  It  was  almost  impossible  to  find  out  whether  troops  had  arrived  at  Pensa- 
cola  or  not.  1  asked  a  great  many  who  ought  to  have  known  and  they  denied  it. 
All  the  master  workmen  except  the  painter  were  disaffected.  I  can't  speak  as  to 
him.  The  mechanics,  I  judge  200  in  all — 120  whites,  the  balance  blacks — under  the 
master  workmen,  1  can't  speak  of,  except  that  after  the  surrender  they  fraternized 
with  the  capturing  force ;  I  mean  as  a  body ;  there  were  some  few  exceptions.  I 
know  nothing  of  the  men  in  ordinary.     There  was  no  disaffection  among  the  marines. 

Question.  What  was  the  strength  of  the  force  brought  against  the 
navy  yard  prior  to  its  surrender? 

Answer.  About  four  hundred. 

By  Captain  Armstrong  : 
Question.  Was  the  population  of  Woolsey  and  Warrington  all  dis- 
affected toward  the  Government  and  countenancing  and  encouraging 
the  movement  against  the  yard? 

Answer.  I  think  not.  I  know  that  all  of  them  were  not.  I  can' not  say  that  a 
large  portion  even  were  disaffected.  I  only  know  that  after  the  surrender  most  of 
them  appeared  to  be  on  the  side  of  the  insurgents.  Those  who  were  not  remained 
passive.  I  know  that  Mr.  Saint  made  himself  unpopular  by  trying  to  form  a  com- 
pany to  defend  the  yard,  and  was  driven  off  after  the  surrender  by  Major  Chase. 

(Commodore  Armstrong  here  requested  the  judge-advocate  to  note 
that  he  desired  to  ask  this  witness  the  same  question  that  was  put  to 
the  last  witness,  and  objected  to,  relative  to  his  opinion  of  their  ability 
to  defend  the  yard  at  any  cost  of  life.) 

Question.  How  did  yon  get  away?    Did  you  give  any  parole? 

Answer.  I  did  not  give  any  parole.  I  had  a  permit  signed  by  Captain  Randolph ; 
this  IS  it: 

"Permit  Engineer  Lawton  and  Engineer  Musgrave  to  pass  with  their  effects  out 
of  the  navy  yard. 

"V.  M.  Randolph. 
"14th  January,  1861." 
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The  date  here  should  have  been  on  the  13th ;  it  was  delivered  to  mi!  Suuday,  the 
I3tli. 

The  testimony  of  this  wituess  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  the 
court  then,  at  3 :  15  o'clock  p.  ni.,  adjourned  to  meet  again  to-morrow 
morning  at  10  o'clock  a.  ni. 


Washington  City,  February  IS,  1801 — 10  a.  m. 

The  court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  all  the  members; 
William  B.  B.  Gross,  judge-advocate;  Captain  Armstrong  also  present. 

The  judge-advocate  having  been  prevented  by  indisposition  from 
writing  up  the  record,  the  court,  to  allow  him  an  opportunity  to  do  so, 
then  adjourned  to  meet  again  to-morrow  morning  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 


Washington  City,  February  14, 1861 — 1-0  a.  m. 

The  court  met  imrsuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  all  the  members ; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  judge-advocate;  Captain  James  Armstrong  also 
present. 

The  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  12th  and  13th  February  were 
then  read  over. 

Captain  Josiah  Watson,  a  wituess  previously  examined,  was  then 
recalled  by  the  judge-advocate  and  interrogated  as  follows: 

By  the  Judge  Advocate  : 
Question.  You  stated  in  your  previous  examination  that  when  Cap- 
tain Armstrong  handed  the  key  of  the  magazine  to  Colonel  Lomax  the 
latter  replied  he  "received  it  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Florida,"  etc. 
What  had  Captaiji  Armstrong  said  ijreviously?  And  state  generally 
what  passed  at  that  interview  relative  to  the  surrender  of  the  navy 
yard  or  magazine. 

Answer.  He  handed  the  key  and  merely  said  he  turned  over  to  him  the  keys  of  the 
magazine.  There  was  no  other  conversation  that  I  heard  relative  to  the  surreudor  of 
the  yard  or  magazine.     The  yard  itself  had  been  surrendered  previously. 

Question.  Do  you  know  that  a  request  was  ever  made  by  Lieutenant 
Slemmer,  U.  S.  Army,  in  command  of  Fort  Pickens,  of  Captain  Arm- 
strong, that  if  he  had  determined  to  capitulate  he  would  send  him 
(Lieutenant  Slemmer)  the  marines  to  aid  in  the  defense  of  Port  Pickens? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  Do  you  know  who  were  present  at  the  interview  between 
Captain  Armstrong  and  the  commissioners  when  the  "Surrender  took 
place  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

By  the  Court  : 
Question.  How  long  before  the  surrender  of  the  yard  had  Lieutenant 
Slemmer  left  Fort  Barrancas  to  occupy  Fort  Pickens? 

Answer.  I  think  he  went  over  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  night  prior ;  I  think  Wednes- 
day. I  understood  that  men  and  launches  were  sent  down  from  the  yard  to  aid  him, 
and  that  the  Wyandotte  towed  them  over. 

Question.  How  long  before  the  surrender  of  the  yard  did  the  Sup- 
jily  and  Wyandotte  go  over  to  Fort  Pickens? 

Answer.  The  Supplj)  went  over  on  the  Thursday  before ;  the  Wyandotte  Friday. 
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Blbridge  Lawton,  chief  eugiiieer,  a  witness  previously  examined, 
was  then  recalled  by  the  judge-advocate,  and  interrogated  as  follows: 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Do  you  know  how  your  pass  or  permit  to  leave  came  to 
difler  from  the  others  granted  ?    If  so,  state  how. 

Answer.  I  do  uot  know,  unless  it  wiis  thiit  my  name  did  not  nppoiir  npou  tbo  roll 
of  the  y;ird.     I  did  not  muster  with  the  otiicei's  of  tlui  yiird. 

This  testimony  was  then  read  over  to  the  witness. 

William  MusGRAAre,  a  witness  called  by  the  judge-advocate,  was 
then  duly  sworn. 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
(Juestion.  Were  you  present  at  the  U.  S.  navy  yard  near  Pensacola, 
Fla.,  on  the  12th  of  January  last?    If  so,  were  you  on  duty,  and  in 
what  capacity  1 

Answer.  I  was  there  at  that  time  on  duty  as  assistant  engineer  to  Mr.  Lawton. 

Question.  State  briefly  what  material  circumstances  connected  with 
the  surrender  of  the  yard  on  that  day  by  Captain  Armstrong  came 
under  your  notice. 

Answer.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th,  between  10  and  11  o'clock,  in  the  company 
of  Mr.  Lawton  I  met  Commander  Farrand,  and  someone  came  up  and  mentioned, 
"They  are  at  the  gate."  I  was  with  Mr.  L.awton  nearly  all  the  morning,  until  about 
3,  and  saw  only  what  ho  saw.  I  have  heard  his  testimony  re.ad  and  can  add  noth- 
ing additional  to  it  from  my  own  knowledge,  except  that  I  had  been  informed 
by  Mr.  Lamberton,  the  postmaster  at  Warrington,  that  the  troops  would  be  down  at 
Ihe  yard  that  evening — Friday,  the  11th.  I  mentioned  it  to  Mr.  Lawton;  I  did  not 
mention  it  to  Captain  Armstrong;  and  further,  that  when  Colonel  Lomax  and  his 
aids  came  out  of  the  commodore's  office  they  did  not  go  immediately  out  of  the  yard, 
but  went  over  to  Commander  Farrand's  house  and  remained  there  a  half  hour  or  so. 
That  was  before  the  troops  were  brought  in. 

Question.  What  was  the  strength  of  the  force  brought  against  the 
yard? 

Answer.  About  400  men .  There  were  six  or  seven  companies  with  about  70  men  in 
each,  as  near  as  I  could  judge.  They  all  came  in  the  first  place  against  the  yard,  and 
were  then  afterwards  distributed  at  the  yard,  the  magazine,  and  Fort  Barrancas. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  disaffection  in  the  command  of  Gom- 
modore  Armstrong?    If  so,  state  its  character  and  extent. 

Answer.  Most  all  of  the  master  mechanics  wore  secessionists;  I  judge  so  by  their 
talk ;  I  have  heard  them  say,  "We  will  soon  have  the  yard  and  you  will  bo  put  out 
of  it."  I  never  hoard  anything  from  the  officers,  but  it  was  generally  reported  in  the 
yard  that  Mr.  Gonzales,  Commander  Farrand,  Lieutenant  Eenshaw,  and  the  chaplain, 
Mr.  Thomas,  were  secessionists. 

Question.  Are  you  aware  of  any  special  arrangements  made  by  Cap- 
tain Armstrong  for  the  defense  of  the  yard,  especially  between  the  9th 
and  12th  of  January,  inclusive?    If  so,  state  them. 

Answer.  No,  sir;  I  am  not  aware  of  any,  except  that  a  few  days  before  tlic  yard 
was  taken  we,  the  residents  of  the  yard,  were  required  in  passing  in  and  out  to  have 
the  countersign,  which  was  not  so  bt^foro. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  that  men  were  sent  from  the  yard 
to  Fort  Pickens?  If  yea,  state  when  they  were  sent,  how,  and  their 
number  and  character. 

Answer.  I  was  on  board  the  steamer  Wyandotte  Wednesday  or  Thursday  prior  to 
the  12th,  in  the  afternoon  between  4  and  5  o'clock.  Ther<!  was  excitement  aboard  in 
consequence  of  the  master  machinist  of  the  navy  yard,  James  Doyle,  dropping  over- 
board an  important  part  of  the  machinery,  wliich  had  been  in  repair  at  the  shop. 
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Thev  supposed  it  had  been  done  purposely,  and  it  was  not  recovered.  And  about  an 
hour  after  I  went  some  thirty  or  thirty-two  men  in  ordinary  came  aboard.  It 
appeared  to  be  kept  secret  where  they  were  going.  I  do  not  know  where  they  went. 
I  know  they  left  in  the  Wyandotte.  The  next  morning  the.  vessel  was  off  Fort  Pickens, 
and  during  that  day  the  vessels  were  engaged  in  moving  Lieutenant  Slemmer  and 
his  command  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens. 

By  Captain  Akmstkong  : 
Question.  When  the  message  was  given,  "They  are  at  the  gate,"  did 
Commander  Farrand  seem  to  understand  the  meaning  of  the  words,  and 
act  on  the  information? 

Answer.  The  impression  made  on  me  was  that  he  knew  they  were  coming.  He  h.ad 
been  standing  xhere  some  time  before  the  message  came,  and  when  he  received  it  he 
left  abruptly  and  went  away. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  John- 
L.  PoKTEE  was  then  called  as  a  witness  by  the  judge-advocate,  and 
duly  sworn. 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 

Question.  What  is  your  position  in  the  Navy,  and  were  you  present 
on  duty  at  the  U.  S.  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla.,  on  the  12th  of 
January? 

Answer.  I  am  naval  constructor.     1  was  present  on  duty  at  the  yard  at  that  time. 

Question.  State  as  briefly  as  you  can  such  material  facts  connected 
with  the  surrender  of  the  yard  as  came  under  your  observation. 

Answer.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  (Saturday)  a  couple  of  workmen,  ship  car- 
penters, came  to  my  house  early,  about  sunrise,  and  stated  that  a  force  had  come  to 
take  the  yard.  I  came  out  as  soon  as  I  had  had  my  breakfast  and  heard  in  the  yard 
that  the  force  was  then  on  its  way  to  take  the  yard.  The  men  I  spoke  of  came  from 
Warrington  and  had  heard  there  of  the  arrival  of  troops  and  that  they  were  coming 
down  to  take  the  commodore  prisoner.  At  1  o'clock  I  was  at  the  muster  office,  and 
when  the  roll  was  called  but  few  of  the  workmen  answered.  I  heard  the  troops  had 
arrived.  I  went  up  the  yard  and  saw  the  officers  ride  in ;  Commander  Farrand  con- 
ducted them  in ;  they  went  to  the  commodore's  office.  I  went  to  see  the  troops,  and 
when  I  came  back  the  ilag  had  been  hauled  down.  The  troops  then  marched  in  and 
went  to  the  marine  barracks  and  the  barracks  at  Barrancas.  I  heard  no  conversation 
that  passed  between  the  commissioners  and  Captain  Armstrong  relative  to  the 
surrender. 

Question.  What  was  the  strength  of  the  force  brought  against  the 
yard? 

Answer.  About  350  men.  I  noticed  them  particularlj- — I  mean  in  the  column  that 
halted  in  front  of  the  yard.  I  do  not  know  how  many  went  to  the  magazine.  I  do 
not  know  of  my  own  knowledge  that  any  went  there.  I  counted  the  companies  and 
averaged  the  men.  There  were  seven  companies,  and  averaged  about  50  men  each — 
two  from  Montgomery,  Ala.,  two  from  Wetumpka,  Ala.,  and  one  from  Lowndes,  Ala., 
and  two  from  Pensacola,  Fla.  All  were  uniformed  companies  except  one  from  Pen- 
sacola; that  was  a  new  company.  One  of  the  Pensacola  companies  was  part 
mounted  and  part  on  foot,  and  had  double-barreled  guns.  The  rest  of  the  com- 
panies were  well  armed  with  rifled  muskets  and  revolvers;  they  had  no  artillery. 
On  Sunday  a  large  uniformed  company  of  60  men  came  from  Alabama,  and  on  Wed- 
nesday following  350  more  troops  arrived  by  the  Oregon,  mostly  from  Mississippi,  and 
on  Thursday  the  steamer  Oregon  brought  over  from  Mobile  300  or  400  more  men ;  so 
that  by  that  night  they  had  1,000.  The  steamer  passed  in  between  the  forts  and  the 
yard. 

Question.  What  number  of  men  were  there  in  ordinary  at  the  yard 
at  the  time  of  its  surrender,  or  had  been  there  shortly  before  the 
surrender? 

Answer.  I  should  judge  that  there  were  sixty  men  in  ordinary  at  the  yard  before 
the  surrender.  Before  its  surrender  thirty  of  them  had  been  sent  to  the  fort.  They 
were  sent  about  three  days  before  the  surrender.  They  were  sent  to  aid  in  the  trans- 
portation of  stores  and  munitions  of  war  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens.    They 
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had  a  large  coaling  lighter  ■with  them  belonging  to  the  navy  yard  to  carry  the  stores, 
and  the  Wyandotte  towed  them  backward  and  forward. 

Questiou.  What  kuowledge  liave  you  of  any  disaffection  in  the  com- 
mand of  Captain  Armstrong? 

Answer.  As  far  as  the  military  officers  of  the  yard  were  concerned,  I  believe  they 
were  all  loyal;  but  as  regards  the  civil  oiHcers,  the  storekeeper,  the  master  workmen, 
and  all  the  clerks  of  the  yard  were  strong  secessionists.  Tlaey  nsed  to  say  boldly  in 
the  yard  that  it  would  be  taken  possession  of  just  as  soon  as  Alabama  and  Florida 
went  out  of  the  Union.  They,  the  master  workmen,  the  clerks,  and  a  few  of  the 
workmen,  had  joined  an  association  pledged  to  sustain  the  Southern  Confederacy 
when  formed.     The  mechanics  generally  were  strong  Union  men. 

Question.  What  arrangements  were  made  or  directions  given,  to  your 
kuowledge,  by  Captain  Armstrong  for  the  defense  of  the  yard,  espe- 
cially between  the  9th  and  12th  of  January? 

Answer.  Nothing  that  I  know.  I  had  an  order  from  the  commodore  to  hurry  up 
the  work  on  the  It'yandotte  and  get  her  out  of  the  dock  as  soon  as  possible.  This 
was  given  on  the  Monday  or  Tuesday  previous  to  the  Saturday  on  which  the  yard 
was  taken.  The  vessel  was  got  out  on  Tuesday,  took  her  powder  on  board  Wednes- 
day, and  on  Thursday  she  assisted  in  moving  stores  from  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens. 

By  Captain  Aemsteong  : 
Question.  What  was  the  condition  of  the  population  of  Woolsey, 
Warrington,  and  Pensacola  in  reference  to  the  attack  on  the  yard? 
Did  they  or  not  sympathize  with  and  countenance  the  movement? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  they  countenanced  the  movement,  but  they  were  awed  and 
afraid  to  express  their  opinion.  The  workmen  from  the  yard  on  the  day  of  the  elec- 
tion, prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  troops,  all  voted  in  a  body  against  the  secession  can- 
didates in  spite  of  an  appeal  from  Colonel  Chase,  whom  they  hooted;  and  they 
defeated  those  candidates  in  that  county  by  the  large  vote  had  at  the  yard.  After 
secession  they  were  intimidated  by  the  leading  secessiouists,  not  by  the  military. 
They  were  afraid  to  oppose  the  movement.  I  do  not  think  the  commodore  could 
have  obtained  the  aid  of  a  single  workman  to  aid  in  the  defense  of  the  yard;  not 
that  they  favored  the  movement,  but  that  they  were  afraid  to  move  against  it. 

Question.  How  long  prior  to  the  surrender  was  the  election  of  which 
you  speak? 

Answer.  About  two  weeks. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  Lieu- 
tenant John  Ikwin,  U.  S.Navy,  was  then  called  by  the  judge- advocate 
as  a  witness,  and,  being  duly  sworn,  was  interrogated  as  follows : 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla.,  on  the 
12th  of  January  last,  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof?     If  yea,  in  what 
capacity? 

Answer.  X  was  in  the  vicinity  of  the  yard,  at  the  village  of  Warrington ,  on  the  12th, 
the  day  of  the  surrender,  on  leave  of  absence.  I  was  that  morning  detached  from 
the  Wyandotte  by  Commodore  Armstrong. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  attending 
the  surrender  of  the  yard?    If  so,  state  it. 

Answer.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  what  transpired  in  the  yard,  as  I  was 
not  there  at  the  time. 

Question.  When  was  it  first  known  at  Warrington  on  the  morning 
of  the  12th  that  troops  were  on  their  way  from  Pensacola  to  attack  the 
yard! 

Answer.  It  was  known  in  the  village  early  in  the  morning  of  the  12th  that  troops 
were  on  the  way.  The  principal  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  were  to  act 
with  them,  and  seemed  well  informed  on  the  subject. 
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Question.  State  to  what  extent,  if  any  to  your  knowledge,  Commo- 
dore Armstrong  coo])erated  witli  Lieutenant  Slemmer  in  arranging  lor 
the  defense  of  the  public  property  at  the  yard  and  in  the  vicinity  thereof. 

Answer.  I  know  tliat  Commodore  Armstrong  on  the  9tli  of  January  orilered  the 
commanding  officers  of  the  steamers  Wyandotte  and  Supply  to  iinchor  oft  Fort  Barran- 
cas to  convoy  the  troops  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens.  On  the  night  ot  tlui 
9th  the  fog  was  too  great  to  do  anything.  At  daylight  on  the  10th  I  took  commaiul 
of  the  boats  of  the  Wyandotte,  with  a  navy-yard  lighter  in  tow,  and  proceeded  to 
Fort  Barrancas  wharf;  took  on  board  the  fieldpieces,  the  garrison,  and  all  their  eftects. 
There  were  about  forty-eight  men,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Wyandotte  they  were 
towed  across  the  harbor  and  landed  at  Fort  Pickens.  Two  boats  of  the  navy  yard, 
under  the  command  of  Sailing  Master  Pearson,  were  engaged  that  day  in  transport- 
ing the  powder,  22,000  pounds,  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens.  On  the  11th 
the  boats  of  the  Wyandotte  were  engaged  transporting  the  effects  of  the  officers 
and  men  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens.  Lieutenant  Erben,  of  the  Supply, 
was  in  command  of  a  boat  from  that  vessel,  and  engaged  on  the  11th  in  destroying 
powder  taken  from  Fort  McKee.  He  destroyed  22,000  pounds  by  rolling  the  barrels 
into  the  sea.  There  were  rumors  of  an  attack  that  day,  and  we  had  not  force  enough 
to  move  the  powder  over  the  bay.  Thirty  of  the  men  in  ordinary  were  taken  over 
by  the  Wyandotte  and  landed  at  Fort  Pickens  the  evening  of  the  10th,  to  aid  in  the 
defense  of  that  place.  They  carried  with  them  30  muskets,  4,600  cartridges  and  caps. 
A  quantity  of  provisions  were  ordered  by  Commodore  Armstrong  to  be  landed  at 
Fort  Pickens,  and  on  the  12th  early  in  the  morning  they  were  landed. 

Question.  Where  Avere  the  vessels,  the  Wyandotte  and  the  Supply,  at 
the  time  of  the  surrender  of  the  yard? 

Answer.  I  saw  the  Wyandotte  under  steam  300  or  400  yards  from  the  wharf  in  the 
navy  yard  a  short  time  after  the  surrender  of  the  yard.  She  was  heading  to  Fort 
Pickeus.  Shortly  after  that  a  signal  was  made  from  the  Supply  to  take  her  in  toW; 
and  both  vessels  went  to  sea  that  afternoon  and  returned  to  the  harbor  of  Pensacola 
under  a  flag  of  truce  on  the  13th. 

Question.  What  was  the  strength  of  the  crews  of  the  Wyandotte  and 
the  Supply,  and  what  number  of  gun.s  had  they  aboard,  and  what  was 
the  caliber  of  the  guns? 

Answer.  The  Wyandotte  had  four  3?,-pounder  guns  of  27  cwt.  and  two  Dahlgren 
howitzers.  I  do  not  know  exactly  how  many  men ;  I  believe  72  or  73,  all  told,  offi- 
cers and  men.  The  storeship  Supply  had  two  32-pounder«  of  27  or  30  cwt.  .small 
guns.     Should  not  judge  from  my  own  observation  that  the  crew  exceeded  36  men. 

Question.  How  near  could  these  vessels  approach  the  beach  at  any 
point  to  the  northeast  of  the  yard  by  which  ran  the  usual  road  or 
aijproach  from  Pensacola? 

Answer.  They  could  certainly  approach  within  a  ([uarter  of  a  mile.  The  Supply 
drew  16  feet  and  the  Wyandotte  13  feet. 

Question.  What  was  the  distance  of  the  road  from  the  beach,  and 
could  the  guns  of  the  vessels  from  the  bay  command  that  approach? 

Answer.  The  guns  from  the  vessels  in  the  bay  would  reach  the  road.  The  distance 
of  the  road  varies;  at  the  bayou  it  is  narrow.    The  beach  itself  is  the  road. 

Question.  What  disaffection,  if  any,  was  there  in  the  command  under 
Commodore  Armstrong? 

Answer.  I  know  positively  of  disaffection  among  the  employes  of  the  yard,  and  of 
rumored  disaffection  among  the  officers.  Some  expressed  a  desire  not  to  bear  arms 
against  the  South. 

Question.  How  far  was  this  disaffection  known  to  Cai)tain  Arm- 
strong? 

Answer.  That  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  For  how  long  a  time  had  it  prevailed  in  the  yardl 

Answer.  I  reached  the  village  of  Warrington  on  the  10th  of  December,  where  I 
resided.     I  found  a  good  deal  of  excitement  there  then.     The  feelings  of  some  of  the 
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officers — Commaiuler  Farrand,  Lieutenant  Roiisliaw,  and  tlio  naval  storekeeper,  Mr. 
Gonzales — were  enli.stetl  in  behalf  of  the  South.  I  know  of  no  refusal  to  obey  orders 
among  officers  or  euiploy(58. 

By  Captain  Akmstrong  : 
Question.  You  were  asked  if  tbe  vessels  in  the  bay  could  not  liave 
commanded  the  approach  by  the  bay  road.     If  the  vessels  had  been 
stationed  for  that  purpose,  could  not  the  attacking  party  just  as  easily 
have  reached  the  yard  by  another  route? 

Answer.  Tbe  attacking  force  could  bave  reacbed  tbe  yard  by  another  route,  but  not 


By  the  Court  : 

Question.  What  was  the  armament  of  the  steamer  Fulton,  and  where 
were  these  arms  deposited,  if  in  the  yard! 

Answer.  Four  32-pounders  of  33  cwt.  They  were  deposited  in  tbe  artillery  park 
of  tbe  yard.     Tbey  were  dismounted  at  tbe  time  of  the  surrender  of  tbe  yard. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  then, 
at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  court  adjourned,  to  meet  again  to-morrow  morning 
at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  15th  instant. 


Washington  City,  February  15, 18C1 — 10  a.  m. 

The  court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  all  the  members; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  the  judge-advocate;  Captain  James  Armstrong 
also  present. 

The  record  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday,  the  14th  instant,  were 
then  read  over,  after  which  Jeremiah  H.  Gilman,  second  lieutenant. 
First  Artillery,  U.  S.  Army,  was  then  called  as  a  witness  by  the  judge- 
advocate,  and,  being  duly  sworn,  was  interrogated  as  follows: 
By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 

Question.  Were  you  present  on  duty  in  the  vicinity  of  the  U.  S.  navy 
yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla.,  on  the  12th  of  January  last!  If  yea,  state 
where  and  in  what  capacity. 

Answer.  I  was  at  Fort  Pickens  on  tbe  12tli,  as  second  lieutenant  of  tbe  troops 
stationed  there,  under  tbe  command  of  Lieutenant  Slemmer. 

Question.  What,  if  any,  official  intercourse  had  you  with  Captain 
Armstrong  relative  to  the  protection  of  the  public  projierty  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  navy  yard? 

Answer.  On  tbe  7tb  of  January  Lieutenant  Slemmer  and  myself,  bearing  tliat  tlie 
troops  were  coming  to  take  possession  of  the  public  property  there,  visited  Commo- 
dore Armstrong  to  see  whether  he  could  unite  with  us  in  any  way  to  defend  the  pub- 
lic property.  We  did  tbe  same  thing  on  the  8th,  and  he  decided,  in  the  absence  of 
instructions,  that  nothing  could  be  done.  On  the  morning  of  tbe  9tb  Lieutenant 
Slemmer  received  orders  from  the  Headquarters  of  tbe  Army  to  defend  cither  of  the 
forts,  and  was  notified  that  tbe  commandant  of  the  yard  had  probably  received 
instructions  to  cooperate  with  us.  Lieutenant  Slemmer  and  myself  went  immedi- 
ately to  see  tbe  commodore  and  found  that  be  had  received  tlie  sanio  day  orders, 
which  he  showed  us.  The  paper*  which  appe.irs  in  tbe  record  bearing  date  January 
3,  1861,  from  I.  Toueey  to  Commodore  James  Armstrong,  is  a  copy  thereof  as  I  recol- 
lect. After  some  conversation  tbe  commodore  agreed  with  us  that  Fort  Pickens  was 
the  only  place  that  could  be  defended  by  the  united  for(  e  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
stationed  there.  He  promised  )is  to  funiisb  us  with  provisions,  with  what  men  he 
could  spare ;  that  tbe  Wyandotte  slioukl  tow  us  across  to  Fort  Pickens  from  Barrancas 
that  day,  the  9th,  at  1  o'clock,  and  that  the  Wyandotte  find  tbe  Supply  were  to  anchor 
near  the  Fort  to  assist  us  in  protecting  it.  At  1  o'clock  I  went  to  the  yard.  Lieuten- 
ant Slemmer  being  at  Fort  Pi<'kens,  at  which  time  the  commodore  said  that  the  only 
assistance  which  he  could  render  would  be  to  furnish  some  provisions  and  allow  the

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Wyandotte  to  tow  us  across,  I  replied  that  this  amonnt  of  assistance  would  not  be 
enough  to  warrant  us  in  going  to  Fort  Pickens,  and  that  I  would  report  the  tact  to 
Lieutenant  Slemmer  before  going  over.  I  immediately  reported  to  him,  and  he  and 
myself  returned  at  onoe  to  the  navy  yard.  Mr.  Slemmer  stated  to  the  commodore 
that  this  was  not  the  assistance  ho  had  promised  him  in  the  morning ;  that  he  had  it 
in  his  power  to  assist  him;  that  he  (Mr.  Slemmer)  had  been  deceived,  and  that  in 
going  over  to  Fort  Pickens  he  had  lost  a  whole  day,  which  he  might  have  spent  in 
preparing  Fort  Barrancas  for  defense.  The  commodore  then  sent  for  Captain  !•  ar- 
rand.  Captain  Berryman,  and,  I  think.  Lieutenant  Renshaw.  They  came,  and  after 
some  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  Wyandotte  should  tow  us  over  at  5  o'clock  p.  m. 
that  dav.  In  this  discussion  the  commodore  stated  he  had  very  small  means  at 
hand  (Tthink  he  stated  some  twenty  or  thirty  marines  and  some  seventy  or  eighty 
ordinary  men),  and  that  there  was  a  hungry  mob  outside.  Captain  Farrand  also 
stated  the  same,  and  said  if  they  ordered  away  the  marines  they  would  be  at  the 
mercy  of  the  hungry  mob,  to  which  we  replied  that  even  according  to  his  own  (Cap- 
tain Farrand's)  confession  everything  in  the  yard  would  be  lost  in  two  or  three  days. 
Captain  Farrand  also  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  it  was  perfectly  useless  to  defend 
anything  in  the  harbor,  as  a  sufficient  number  of  troops  would  swarm  there  in  a  few 
days  to  take  any  place,  no  matter  what  resistance  we  might  make.  Lieutenant 
Renshaw,  either  at  this  interview  or  another,  said  they  were  our  own  brethren  who 
were  coming  against  us,  and  spiUing  the  blood  of  our  own  brethren  was  a  very  differ- 
ent thing  from  fighting  a  foreign  foe,  when  several  in  the  room  (I  can't  state  whether 
Captain  Farrand  was  among  them)  exclaimed  that  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
question.  Captain  Farrand  took  the  ground  that  the  yard  and  the  forts  had  been 
shamefully  neglected  by  the  Government,  and  that  in  his  opinion  this  neglect  to 
reenforce  the  place  showed  that  the  Government,  knowing  the  state  of  affairs  in  the 
South,  did  not  expect  the  places  to  be  defended  against  a  large  body  of  troops,  which 
we  had  heard  were  then  coming.  The  commodore  in  the  interview  said,  "Great  God, 
what  can  I  do  with  the  means  that  I  have?"  I  do  not  recollect  particularly  any- 
thing else  coming  from  the  commodore. 

The  commodore  also  promised  some  ordinary  men — as  many  as  were  good  men — 
and  referred  to  Captain  Farrand  and  asked  if  there  were  not  fifty  good  ones,  and  Cap- 
tain Farrand  said  there  could  not  be  more  than  thirty  young  and  active  men.  The 
commodore  seemed  anxious  to  afford  u.s  all  the  assistance  in  his  power,  and  Captain 
Farrand  anxious  to  withhold  it.  The  Wyandotte  did  not  come  until  next  day.  The 
officers  then  said  that  they  had  been  detained  by  some  accident  to  the  machinery 
and  by  the  fog.  She  then  towed  us  across  in  a  scow,  which  had  been  previously  sent 
under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Irwin.  On  the  way  over  tbe  ba  y  Captain  Berryman 
turned  over  to  Lieutenant  Slemmer  thirty  ordinary  men,  who  had  been  sent  from  the 
yard  without  arms  or  equipments  of  any  kind  or  even  a  change  of  clothing.  About 
the  time  we  arrived  at  Fort  Pickens  some  stores  which  I  had  made  a  requisition  for 
the  day  before  were  sent  from  the  yard.  Either  that  day  or  the  next  Captain  Ber- 
ryman obtained  from  the  yard  some  muskets  and  ammunition,  but  no  clothing,  for 
these  men,  and  brought  them  to  Fort  Pickens.  The  Supply  was  anchored  at  this 
time,  the  10th,  and  I  think  from  the  10th  to  the  12th,  near  the  fort.  There  was  some 
correspondence  at  this  time  between  Captain  Slemmer  and  Commodore  Armstrong 
as  to  where  the  vessels  should  go.  We  received,  I  think,  on  the  12th  the  supplies 
we  wanted  from  the  storeship. 

Question.  Where  were  the  Supply  and  the  Wyandotte  at  the  time  the 
yard  was  surrendered? 

Answer.  The  Wyandotte  was  near  the  yard,  nearly  opposite  t»  it,  under  steam. 
The  Supply  was  about  500  yards  from  the  beach,  near  the  fort.  I  was  on  her  at  the 
time  the  flag  was  hauled  down;  I  saw  it. 

Question.  What,  if  anything,  did  Captain  Armstrong  say  to  you  and 
Lieutenant  Slemmer  in  regard  to  supposed  disaffection  in  his  command, 
officers  or  men  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  he  ever  8ai<l  anything  about  his  men.  Lieutenant  Slem- 
mer told  him  he  thought  the  officers  in  the  yard  on  whom  he  called  for  advice  were 
badly  affected  toward  the  Government,  nni  the  commodore  replied  he  thought  he 
(Lieutenant  Slemmer)  was  mi.staken,  and  that  these  olTicers  were  still  acting  under 
their  oaths  to  support  the  Constitution,  and  would  bo  true  until  they  resigned.  We 
mentioned  to  the  commodore  that  gentlemen  had  told  us  that  volunteers  could  be 
raised  outside  for  the  ])rotcction  of  the  public  property ;  but  the  commodore  did  not 
think  it  advisable,  and  Captain  Farrand  objected  to  it  very  strongly.  The  Army 
officers  as  well  as  the  commodore  thought  so,  as  it  had  not  been  done  elsewhere,  and 
no  authority  had  been  given  for  raising  troops, 
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Question.  Are  you  aware  what,  in  the  first  instance,  changed  the 
mind  of  Commodore  Armstrong  as  to  sending  you  reenforcements? 

AusTcev.  I  have  only  my  own  opinion  as  to  that.  Tho  commodore,  in  the  interview 
with  Lieutenant  Slemmer  and  myself,  at  first  did  not  seem  to  remember  that  he  had 
promised  what  Lieutenant  Slemmer  stated  he  had;  hut  when  Lieutenant  Slemmer 
called  his  attention  to  a  particular  circumstance  that  seemed  to  remind  the  commo- 
dore of  it. 

Question.  Are  you  aware  that  Lieutenant  Slemmer  ever  requested 
that  Captain  Armstrong,  in  the  event  of  his  determining  to  capitulate, 
would  send  him  further  aid  from  the  yard  to  enable  him  (Lieutenant 
Slemmer)  to  defend  Fort  Pickens ?  If  yea,  was  it  sent;  and  if  not, 
what,  to  your  knowledge,  prevented  it? 

Answer.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  such  request.  I  only  know  what  Lien- 
tenant  Slemmer  said. 

By  the  CoUKT: 
Question.   What  orders  or  information  had    Lieutenant  Slemmer 
received,  to  your  knowledge,  on  the  7tli  or  8th  to  induce  liim  to  visit 
Commodore  Armstrong,  and  what  information  had  you  of  dangerous 
designs  against  the  forts  or  navy  yard  at  that  time? 

Answer.  Nothing  but  the  common  talk  of  the  people  about  town  and  the  fact  of 
some  of  the  forts  having  been  taken  near  Mobile. 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 
Question.  In  ijromising  the  aid  of  the  vessels  to  Lieutenant  Slemmer 
to  cooperate  in  the  defense  of  Port  Pickens,  did  Captain  Armstrong 
ever  qualify  it  by  stating  to  him  (Lieutenant  Slemmer)  how  far  the  offi- 
cers might  go  in  that  cooperation  ? 

Answer.  I  only  know  that  from  Lieutenant  Berryman. 

(The  witness  desired  to  add  here  that  in  the  interview  of  the  9th, 
before  referred  to,  he  understood  the  Supply  and  the  Wyandotte  were 
to  anchor  at  the  fort  to  cooperate  in  protecting  the  land  approach  to 
the  fort.) 

By  Captain  Aemstkong  : 
Question.  Did  you  discover  in  any  intercourse  with  Commodore  Arm- 
strong any  want  of  fealty  to  the  Government  or  any  disposition  to  avoid 
the  full  discharge  of  the  duties  intrusted  to  him  ? 

Answer.  No,  sir;  not  from  my  intercourse  with  him.  I  saw  no  evidence  of  want 
of  good  faith  toward  the  Government  more  than  appears  in  my  testimony. 

Question.  I  wish  you  to  distinguish  between  errors  of  judgment  and 
the  want  of  good  faith.  Do  you  mean  by  your  qualification  to  your 
last  answer  to  say  that  the  commodore  was  untrue  to  his  allegiance  to 
the  Government? 

Answer.  At  his  interviews  with  me  he  indicated  in  his  manner  and  conversation 
an  eager  desire  to  do  his  duty.  As  to  the  acts  I  have  mentioned,  I  leave  them  to 
speak  for  themselves. 

Question.  What  vessels  of  war  are  now  at  or  near  the  harbor  of 
Pensacola,  or  were  there  when  you  left?  Do  they  lie  inside  or  outside; 
and  if  outside,  why  do  they  not  go  in  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  what  vessels  .are  there  at  this  moment.  When  I  left  Fort 
Pickens  on  the  9th  of  February  the  Wyandotte,  the  Brooklyn,  the  Saline,  and  the  Si. 
Louis  were  there.  They  were  outside  at  the  time  I  left.  I  think  they  were  all  under 
sail,  lying  off  and  on.  They  do  not  go  in  on  account  of  the  existing  armistice 
between  the  Government  and  the  State  authorities. 

Question.  Has  the  Government  reenforced  Fort  Pickens  since  Com- 
modore Armstrong  surrendered  the  yard?    If  not,  have  they  agreed 
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not  to  do  SO  at  present  in  order  to  avoid  collision  with  tlie  State  forces? 
Wliat  force  is  iio%y  within  the  fort? 

(The  judge  advocate  here  suggested  that  the  witness  might  be 
exempt,  on  grounds  of  public  policy,  from  responding  to  this  enquiry; 
and  the  witness  answering,  "I  would  prefer  not  to  answer  this  ques- 
tion," Commodore  Armstrong  thereupon  agreed  to  waive  it.) 

By  the  Court  : 
(Question.  At  the  interview  with  Commodore  Armstrong  wherein  you 
say  that  it  was  agreed  between  you  that  Fort  Pickens  was  the  only 
phice  you  could  defend  with  your  united  means,  is  it  to  be  understood 
that  you  all  concurred  in  such  opinion,  and  that  the  navy  yard  was 
deemed  one  of  the  indefensible  places? 

Answer.  As  to  myself  and  Lieutenant  Slemmer  and  Commodore  Armstrong  I  have 
already  answered ;  as  to  the  other  officers  present,  Captain  Farrand  and  Lieutenant 
Kenshaw  did  not  wish  to  defend  any  place;  said  it  would  he  useless. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  James 
M.  Cooper  was  then  called  by  the  judge-advocate  as  a  witness,  and 
interrogated  as  follows: 

By  the  Juuge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla., 
on  the  12th  of  January  last?    If  so,  in  what  capacity? 

Answer.  I  was  there  as  gnnner  of  the  yard. 

Question.  State  what  number  of  guns  were  then  in  the  yard,  their 
size  and  condition. 

Answer.  There  were  twenty-two  18- pounders,  a  saluting  battery,  four  32-pounders 
belonging  to  the  Fulton,  and  four  32-pounders  l)elonging  to  the  yard,  that  had  been 
left  there,  iind  two  8-inch  guns.  There  was  also  a  howitzer  in  the  armory ;  it  had  no 
elevating  screw,  and  there  wa.s  no  ammunition  for  it.  None  of  the  guns  were 
mounted  but  tlio  saluting  batter}'.  Those  were  stationary,  mounted  on  carriages 
without  trucks,  and  the  carriages  were  rotten.  They  were  not  movable.  I  do  not 
know  of  my  own  knowledge  that  there  were  any  gun  carriages  in  the  yard.  The 
saluting  battery  pointed  toward  Pensacola,  and  was  not  more  than  100  yards  from 
the  north  gate. 

Question.  What  number  of  men  in  ordinary  were  there  in  the  yard 
on  the  12th  or  shortly  prior  thereto? 

Answer.  There  were  some  thirty-one  or  thirty-two  sent  to  the  fort  before  the  troops 
came  to  the  yard,  leaving  about  forty  in  the  yard. 

Question.  What  quantity  of  ammunition  was  on  hand  at  that  time  in 
the  magazine  or  elsewhere? 

Answer.  I  could  not  say  with  certainty.  All  the  ammunition  w.as  under  the  charge 
of  the  storekeeper.  There  was  only  two  barrels  in  the  yard ;  just  enough  for  saluting. 
The  magazine  was  large.  I  have  seen  it  often,  and  slionld  think  there  must  have 
been  400  or  500  barrels  of  powder  in  it.  The  magazine  was  some  300  yards  from  the 
navy  yard.     There  were  a  number  of  large  8  and  10  inch  shells  in  it. 

Question.  Do  you  know  any  material  circumstance  connected  with 
the  surrender  of  the  yard?    If  so,  state  it. 

Answer.  I  do  not,  except  that  Commander  F.arrand  ordered  me  to  go  to  the  maga- 
zine to  show  the  officers  of  the  troops  what  was  there.  I  did  not  go  because  they 
would  not  allow  me  to  pass  out. 

Question.  What  disaffection,  if  any,  was  there  among  the  ofiicers  or 
men  under  the  command  of  Captain  Armstrong  at  the  yard? 

Answer.  Captain  Farrand  and  Lieutenant  Rensh.aw  appeared  disaffected.  Captain 
Farrand  came  after  me  often  for  the  dimension  of  the  cartridges  of  the  guns  at  the 
fort.     This  was  after  the  yard  was  seized ;  it  was  on  the  Monday  following.    He  also 
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enquired  about  the  shells  that  belonged  to  the  howitzer  in  the  armory.  The  men  iu 
ordinnry  I  knew  but  little  about.  The  storekeoper,  Gonzales,  who  luid  charge  of  the 
amiiumition,  was  disaft'ected ;  very  much  so. 

By  Captain  Armstrong  : 
Question.  Did  not  Commodore  Armstrong  prior  to  the  surrender 
caution  you  to  be  vigilant  and  to  give  him  any  information  of  what  was 
going  on  outside? 

Answer.  He  did,  sir. 

Question.  Could  the  guns  of  the  saluting  battery  have  been  used  in 
an  engagement  with  an  enemy? 

Answer.  No,  sir;  they  could  not.  The  carriages  were  so  rotten  they  could  not  be 
used.  The  guns  themselves  were  fit  for  service.  In  firing  a  salute  one  day  the  side 
of  a  carriage  fell  out. 

Question.  Did  any  officer  but  yourself  ever  serve  with  Captain  Arm- 
strong before? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge.  I  was  there  when  the  commodore  fame,  and  he 
appeared  to  be  a  stranger  to  all  the  rest  there. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  then,  at 
3  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  court  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 
to-morrow. 


Washington  City,  February  16,  1861 — 10  a.  m. 

Court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  all  the  members; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  judge-advocate;  Captain  James  Armstrong  also 
present. 

The  record  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read  over,  and  then  Lieu- 
tenant Henry  Erben,  U.  S.  Navy,  was  called  as  a  witness  by  the 
judge-advocate,  and,  being  duly  sworn,  was  interrogated  as  follows : 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  on  duty  in  the  vicinity  of  the  navy  yard  near 
Pensacola,  Fla.,  on  the  12th  of  January  last  ?    If  so,  in  what  capacity? 

Answer.  I  was  on  duty,  attached  to  thestoreship  Supply,  off  Fort  Pickens,  on  the 
12th  of  January. 

Question.  Had  you  any  interviews  with  Captain  Armstrong  relative 
to  the  protection  of  the  public  property  at  the  navy  yard?  If  so,  state 
what  passed  thereat. 

Answer.  I  had  hut  one  interview  with  Commodore  Armstrong,  and  that  was  on 
the  evening  of  the  11th.  I  ottered  to  Commodore  Armstrong  to  destroy  the  powder 
in  the  naval  magazine  in  Warrington,  and  to  remove  the  rope  and  blocks  that  could 
he  used  for  mounting  guns,  and  any  small  arms  that  might  be  in  the  yard  I  wanted 
to  take  to  Fort  Pickens  and  place  them  there.  My  reason  for  proposing  this  was 
that  the  afternoon  previous  to  this  visit  on  the  11th  I  had  destroyed  the  powder, 
between  20,000  and  30,000  pounds,  and  mounting  tackling  at  the  fort  and  carried 
away  the  blocks  from  Fort  McRee.  The  commodore  told  me  he  was  very  glad  I  had 
called  on  him,  .-md  I  thought  the  commodore  about  to  give  me  the  permission.  Then 
Captain  Farrand  and  Lieutenant  Koushaw  came  in.  I  am  not  positive  that  the 
commodore  sent  for  them.  When  Captain  Farrand  ascertained  my  purpose  he 
seemed  not  at  all  pleased,  and  he  asked  the  commodore  if  I  had  seen  his  (Commodore 
Armstrong's)  instructions.  The  commodore  then  read  me  instructions  which  directed 
that  he  should  be  vigilant  in  protecting  the  public  property,  .and  Captain  Farrand 
said  to  me  in  a  menacing  manner,  "Do  you  call  this  protecting  Government 
property  by  destroying  it?  "  Captain  Farrand  was  so  excited  in  his  manner  that  the 
commodore  had  to  request  him  not  to  speak  so  loud.  He  told  the  commodore  that 
I  was  rash ;  that  I  wanted  to  do  what  the  Army  officers  had  done ;  that  what  they  had 
done  was  wiong,  and  that  if  he  (the  commodore)  gave  me  the  permission  it  would 
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incite  a  riot  and  cause  bloodshed.  I  told  Captain  Farrand  tbat  if  any  gnns  -vrere 
fired  from  the  fort  the  rope  and  blocks  for  mounting  them  would  come  trom  tne 
navy  yard.  Captain  Farrand  then  got  very  angry,  and  said  he  would  not  sit  in  a 
room  and  be  spolien  to  in  that  manner.  He  also  complained  that  the  oflicers  ol  toe 
Svpply  and  Wyandotte  did  not  obey  the  commodore's  orders  to  return  to  the  yard  ana 
bring  the  ships  back.  Lieutenant  Eenshaw  said  nothing  in  this  interview  except 
to  the  commodore.  "  Your  instructions  are  to  send  the  Supply  to  Vera  Cruz  and  the 
Wyandotte  to  the  coast  of  Cuba ;  why  don't  they  go  ?"  I  left  without  obtaining  the 
permission  or  order.  My  impression  is  that  Commodore  Armstrong  would  have  given 
me  the  order  but  for  Captain  Farrand  and  Lieutenant  Kenshaw. 

Question.  Can  you  recall  any  further  remarks  from  Captain  Arm- 
strong himself,  showing  what  his  purpose  was  in  reference  to  the  defense 
of  the  public  property  at  that  point? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  anything. 

Question.  By  whose  direction  did  you  destroy  the  powder  and  other 
property  at  Port  McEee? 

Answer.  I  did  it  at  the  request  of  the  Army  officers  at  Fort  Pickens,  as  they  had 
no  time  to  do  it. 

Question.  Are  you  cognizant  of  any  material  occurrences  attending 
the  surrender  of  the  yard  on  the  12th  of  January?    If  so,  state  them. 

Answer.  I  know  nothing  of  them.     I  was  then  ashore  at  Fort  Pickens. 

Question.  What,  if  any,  disaffection  was  there  in  the  command  of 
Captain  Armstrong,  and  how  far  was  the  same,  if  any  existed,  known 
to  him? 

Answer.  I  would  frequently  hear  the  mechanics  talking  in  the  yard  in  a  manner 
to  show  disaffection.     That  is  all  I  know  positively. 

By  Captain  Armstrong  : 
Question.  As  to  Captain  Farrand's  statement  that  the  officers  of  the 
Supply  and  Wyandotte  had  not  obeyed  orders  to  return  to  the  yard, 
had  there  been  sufficient  time  to  comply  with  the  orders? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  when  the  orders  were  given ;  I  do  not  know  of  any  dis- 
obedience myself 

Question.  When  did  the  Supply  enter  Pensacola  Bay,  what  did  she 
go  there  for,  and  from  whence  did  she  come,  and  what  was  her 
destination? 

Answer.  She  arrived  on  the  7th  of  December,  1860;  we  came  from  Vera  Cruz 
[Mexico]  for  stores,  among  them  coal.  It  was  said  on  the  vessel  she  was  to  return 
to  Vera  Cruz;  I  never  saw  the  orders.  Wo  never  obtiiined  .ill  our  stores  prior  to  the 
surrender;  why  I  can  not  state;  wc  were  delayed  by  bad  weather,  and  they  did  not 
work  as  rapidly  in  the  yard  as  I  thought  they  might  have  done. 

Question.  How  long  did  it  take  to  get  the  sand  ballast  out  of  the 
vessel? 

Answer.  I  think  we  were  discharging  ballast  two  weeks;  we  worked  at  it  twice, 
taking  in  coal  between  these  times. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and 
Samuel  F.  Eeynolds,  sergeant  of  marines,  was  then  called  as  a 
witness  by  the  judge-advocate,  and,  being  duly  sworn,  was  interrogated 
as  follows : 

By  the  Jxjdge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla.,  on  the 
12th  of  January  last?    If  so,  in  what  capacity? 

Answer.  I  was  there  as  orderly  sergeant  of  the  post. 

Question.  State  any  material  circumstances  attending  the  surrender 
of  the  yard  that  came  under  your  observation. 
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Answer.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  I  received  an  order  from  Captain  "Watson  to 
have  the  men  formed  under  arms.  After  forming  them  I  reported  to  him  and  he  directed 
me  to  let  them  rest  their  pieces  against  the  barracks  and  stand  ready  to  fall  in  at 
the  order;  this  was  about  10  o'clock  a.  m.  The  next  order  I  received  was  to  form 
the  men,  and  let  them  stack  their  arms;  this  was  probably  after  12  o'clock.  It  was 
an  order  that  all  of  the  men  seemed  very  reluctant  to  obey.  They  were  very  much 
artected,  some  of  them  to  tears,  and  said  they  would  not  obey;  they  would  not  suffer 
the  humiliation ;  they  would  sooner  be  shot.  Some  time  after  the  arms  were  stacked, 
probably  an  hour  and  a  half,  there  was  a  commissioner,  as  Captain  Watson  called 
him,  came  and  cast  his  eye  over  the  men,  and  after  he  inspected  the  quarters  we 
were  directed  to  occupy  two  of  the  rooms.  About  an  hour  after,  the  balance  of  the 
quarters  were  occupied  by  the  troops  from  Alabama.  This  must  have  been  two  hours 
and  a  half  after  the  arms  were  stacked.  Alter  that  we  were  not  allowed  to  leave 
the  yard.  From  what  I  saw  I  judged  the  number  of  the  troops  was  about  300.  I 
tried  my  best  to  ascertain  precisely.  This  estimate  includes  all  that  came  against 
the  yard.  I  can't  state  exactly  how  many  companies  were  there ;  five  companies 
came  in  the  first  instance  to  the  barracks ;  we  had  thirty-seven  enlisted  men  in  the 
Marine  Corps,  and  one  officer;  they  were  all  out  that  day. 

By  tlie  Court  : 

Question.  Was  ball  cartridge  issued  to  the  men  that  day  or  at  any 
day  before  ? 

Answer.  I  received  an  order  three  days  before  to  detail  a  guard  for  the  north  gate 
and  to  issue  them  ball  cartridges.  That  order  was  countermanded  that  same  even- 
ing as  to  issuing  ball  cartridges.  No  ball  cartridges  were  issued  to  the  rest  of  the 
company.  1  was  directed  not  to  issue  them  to  any  of  the  company.  This  order  came 
from  Captain  Watson.  I  did  issue  the  ball  cartridges  to  the  sergeant  detached  to 
take  charge  of  the  guard  at  the  north  gate,  and  I  afterwards  acted  on  the  order 
to  take  them  back. 

By  Captain  Armstrong  : 
Question.  Where  were  the  ball  cartridges  kept  that  were  to  be  used 
by  the  marines  ? 

Answer.  In  the  marine  store  room  in  the  barracks.  We  had  from  800  to  1,000  ball 
cartridges  there  and  more  in  the  small  magazine  within  the  navy  yard. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  Cap- 
tain Watson,  a  witness  previously  examined,  was  recalled  by  the 
judge- advocate. 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 
Question.  What  orders  had  you  given  just  before  the  surrender  of 
the  yard  relative  to  the  issue  or  nonissue  of  ball  cartridges,  and  were 
the  same  received  by  you  from  Captain  Armstrong? 

Answer.  Three  or  four  days  before  the  surrender  of  the  yard,  when  the  additional 
guard  was  put  at  the  north  gate,  they  were  supplied  with  three  pfickages  of  ball 
cartridges.  The  seutry  on  post  had  a  blank  cartridge  to  give  the  alarm.  The  ball 
cartridges  were  in  possession  of  the  sergeant  at  the  gate,  who  was  the  sergeant  of 
the  guard.  That  order  was  not  countermanded.  The  sergeant  was  told  that  evening 
not  to  load  with  them  unless  it  was  necessary.  I  received  no  orders  in  relation  to 
the  issue  of  ball  cartridges  from  Captain  Armstrong. 

By  the  Court  : 
Question.  Were  ball  cartridges  issued  to  the  marine  guard  on  the 
day  of  the  surrender? 

Answer.  No,  sir;  we  had  them  in  the  guard  room  ready,  but  not  in  the  cartridge 
boxes  of  tBe  men ;  the  marines  paraded  that  day  without  ball  cartridges;  they  had 
the  cartridge  boxes  on ;  I  now  think  the  ball  cartridges  were  in  the  boxes.  We  had 
some  3,000  ball  cartridges  at  the  bari-acks.  The  weather  was  so  wet  that  the  muskets 
were  not  kept  loaded. 

Question.  Did  you  order  Sergeant  Eeynolds  to  furnish  the  guard  at 
the  north  gate  with  ball  cartridges,  and  did  you  direct  him  to  withdraw 
them? 
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Answer.  I  ordered  Sergeant  Reynolds  to  furnish  ball  cartridges  to  the  guard,  and 
I  saw  that  they  were  furnished  before  the  guard  went  up.  I  did  not  direct  him  to 
withdraw  them  from  the  guard.  I  told  him  not  to  load  the  muskets  with  them. 
They  remained  at  tlie  gate  with  the  sergeant  of  the  guard  ready  for  use. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  here  read  over  to  him,  and 
Egbert  Dixon,  boatswain,  was  then  called  by  the  judge-advocate, 
and,  being  duly  sworn,  was  interrogated  as  follows: 

By  the  Judge- Advocate  : 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  tlie  navy  yard  near  Pensacola  on  the 
12th  of  January  last"?  If  so,  state  in  what  capacity,  and  add  any 
material  circumstance  connected  Avith  the  surrender  of  the  yard  that 
came  under  your  notice. 

Answer.  I  was  at  the  yard  on  the  12th  of  January  last  .as  boatswain.  About  1 
o'clock  I  heard  the  troops  had  arrived.  I  went  up  toward  the  gate  and  saw  the  com- 
missioners come  in.  Captain  Farraiul  was  with  them.  I  then  went  out  and  saw  the 
troops.  I  then  went  down  to  the  flagstaff.  The  ilag  had  then  been  hauled  down  and 
the  quartermaster  had  it  in  his  baud.  Nothing  further  of  any  particular  importance 
came  under  my  notice.  Tlie  quartermaster,  1  think,  took  the  flag  to  the  watch- 
house. 

Question.  Did  you  estimate  with  care  the  number  of  troops  that 
came  against  the  yard?    If  so,  what  was  the  number? 

Answer.  I  went  out  and  looked  at  them  and  I  said  then  to  myself  there  was  no  500 
troops  there.  From  the  room  they  occupied  1  thought  there  were  about  300.  I  speak 
of  the  troops  in  front  of  the  north  g.ate. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  Rob- 
ert Hunter,  sailmaker,  was  then  called  by  the  judge-advocate,  and, 
being  duly  sworn,  was  interrogated  as  follows: 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  jn'esent  at  the  United  States  navy  yard  near 
Pensacola,  Fla.,  on  the  llitli  of  January  last?    if  so,  state  in  what 
capacity,  and  add  any  material  circumstance  attending  the  surrender 
of  the  yard  that  came  under  your  observation. 

Answer.  I  was  present  as  master  sailmaker  of  the  yard.  I  heard  the  troops  were 
at  the  bayou,  and  when  I  heard  they  wore  at  the  gate  I  went  up  and  saw  them 
march  in.  There  were  from  27.5  to  300.  They  came  in  open  order.  I  then  under- 
stood the  yard  was  surrendered.  I  went  to  Captain  Armstrong  and  asked  him  if 
tUis  place  was  surrendered,  and  lie  gave  me  to  understand  that  he  had  no  further 
command  over  it;  that  he  was  a  prisoner  and  I  was  the  same.  I  then  went  to  Cap- 
tain Farrand  and  asked  him  with  regard  to  the  property,  if  I  was  to  deliver  it  up, 
and  he  said,  "Yes;  everything."  And  he  then  told  rae  if  I  did  not  wish  to  join  the 
Southern  Confe'fieracy  I  might  consider  myself  a  prisoner  on  parole,  and  told  me  at 
the  same  time  that  he  had  no  further  control  over  me.  He  did  not  try  to  coerce  me, 
or  anything  of  the  kind.  I  then  asked  him  as  to  my  private  quarters,  whether  I 
would  be  disturbed  in  tbem  or  not,  and  he  said  no;  I  would  remain  as  long  as  I 
wished.  Sunday  I  had  another  interview  with  Captain  Farrand  relative  to  the 
property,  as  to  taking  a  list  of  the  stock.  He  said  at  lirst  it  was  not  worth  while, 
and  afterwards  said  I  had  better  do  so.  I  then  took  two  copies  of  same  from  the 
books,  one  of  which  I  gave  him;  the  other  I  brought  ofif  with  me.  An  order  came 
from  Captain  Randolph  next  morning  to  make  some  sand  bags  for  breastwork.  I 
said  Captain  Randolph  had  nothing  to  do  with  me;  I  was  a  prisoner.  He  (the  aid- 
de-camp  who  brought  the  order)  said  the  men  h.ad  better  do  it;  if  they  did  not,  they 
would  be  taken  care  of.  All  the  men — sailmakers — went  to  work,  except  one  who 
came  off  with  me. 

By  the  Court: 
Question.  Had  you  reason  to  know  or  believe  that  any  of  the  com- 
mand of  Captain  Armstrong  were  false  or  disaffected? 

Answer.  Among  the  naval  officers  I  did  not  know  anything  of  it  before  the  sur- 
render. I  thought  that  some  who  after  the  surrender  went  from  one  service  into 
another  were  disaffected. 
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The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  Lewis 
HoL^MES,  a  witness  called  by  the  judge-advocate,  being  duly  sworn, 
was  interrogated  as  follows: 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
Question,  Were  you  present  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla., 
on  the  12th  of  January  last?    If  so,  in  what  capacity?    And  state  any 
material  circiumstances  that  came  under  your  observation. 

Answer.  I  was  present  at  the  nn  vy  yard  as  cnrpentor.  I  Kil.^v  nothing  in  particular 
of  the  surrender  except  the  troops  come  in  and  the  Hag  hauled  down.  I  do  not  Icnow 
by  whose  order  it  was  hauled  down.  I  looked  at  the  troops,  iind  1  should  think  those 
at  the  gates  did  not  exceed  ,300  or  325  men. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  then, 
at  2:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  court  adjourned,  to  meet  again  on  Monday, 
the  ISth  instant,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 


"Washington  City, 
Monday,  February  18,  1861 — 10  a.  in. 
Court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.     Present,  all  the  members; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  judge-advocate;  Captain  James  Armstrong  also 
present. 

S.  Thayer  Abeet  was  then  called  by  the  judge-advocate,  and,  being 
duly  sworn,  was  interrogated  as  follows : 

By  the  Judge-Advocate  : 
Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla., 
on  the  12th  of  January  last?    If  so,  in  what  capacity? 

Answer.  I  was  there  as  civil  engineer  of  the  yard. 

Question.  State  any  material  occurrences  relating  to  the  arrival  of 
the  troops  that  came  against  the  yard  and  connected  with  the  surrender 
of  the  yard,  that  came  under  your  observation. 

Answer.  I  was  in  Pensacola  the  day  before  the  yard  was  taken.  It  was  the  talk 
that  400  troops  were  expected  that  night,  and  that  more  were  expected  the  next  day. 
I  saw  Major  Chase,  and  told  him  that  an  attack  on  the  yard  would  be  an  act  of  war, 
as  the  State  was  at  peace  with  the  United  States,  and  I  thought  it  would  be  at  vari- 
ance with  the  wishes  of  his  own  State,  as  it  had  appointed  commissioners  to  negotiate 
for  the  peaceable  retrocession  of  this  property.  I  returned  to  the  navy  yard.  It  was 
a  little  after  dark  that  evening.  I  called  upon  Captain  Farrand  as  soon  as  I  returned, 
and  stated  to  him  the  material  points  of  my  conversation  with  M.ajor  Chase,  espe- 
cially the  knowledge  I  had  gained  with  reference  to  the  arrival  of  troops.  I  then 
called  on.  Commodore  Armstrong,  and  stated  the  substance  of  my  conversation  with 
Major  Chase  to  him  and  the  rumor  of  the  arrival  of  troops.  I  can  not  recollect  any 
material  reply  made  by  Captain  Armstrong.  I  was  at  the  marine  barracks  with 
Captain  Watson  at  the  time  of  the  surrender,  and  saw  nothing  of  importance  con- 
nected with  it.  I  also  learned  that  day  in  town  that  Alabama,  Slississippi,  and  Flor- 
ida had  seceded,  and  th.at  Major  Chase  had  been  commissioned  in  the  State  service. 
This  I  also  told  to  Captain  Armstrong  and  Captain  Farrand.  The  impression  I  took 
up  was  that  the  troops  were  coming  next  day  to  tlie  yard.  I  can  not  say  that  I  com- 
municated that  to  the  officers. 

By  Captain  Armstrong  : 
Question.  What  did  Captain  Farrand  say  when  you  gave  him  the 
information? 

Answer.  He  said  he  would  call  and  see  Captain  Arm.strong. 

By  the  Court  : 
Question.  Did  you  know  of  disafi'ection  among  the  officers  or  employes 
of  the  yard  prior  to  the  surrender? 
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Answer.  "With  regard  to  the  employ6a  of  the  yard,  I  know  that  a  great  many  of 
them  are  Southerners,  who  could  not  "in  any  event  have  been  induced  to  take  arms 
against  tlie  South.  With  regard  to  ofBcers  I  know  nothing.  Lieutenant  Kell  always 
said  that  when  Georgia  seceded  he  would  resign.  This  he  did,  but  as  long  as 
he  remained  in  the  service  he  acted  in  good  faith.  He  was  not  present  at  the  sur- 
render of  the  yard;  he  had  received  a  le.ave  of  absence  about  three  weeks  before  to 
carry  his  wife,  who  was  sick,  home ;  he  returned  a  week  after  the  yard  was  surren- 
dered. I  heard  Captain  Farraud  say  he  had  property  in  Alabama,  and  that  when  she 
seceded  he  would  resign.  These  remarks  were  made  publicly,  but  I  know  of  no  act 
of  these  gentlemen  which  was  contrary  to  their  fealty  to  the  United  States  up  to 
the  time  that  they  resigned.  I  would  say  the  same  of  Mr.  Gonzales,  the  naval  store- 
keeper. He  expressed  hopes  of  the  settlement  of  this  question  on  the  basis  of  the 
Crittenden  resolutions. 

Question.  Did  the  oflacers  or  men  you  si^eak  of  ever  say  in  your 
presence  tliat  tbey  would  not  defend  tlie  public  property  in  their  post, 
as  well  as  that  they  would  not  bear  arms  against  the  State? 

Answer.  No;  I  did  not  hear  them  say  they  would  not  defend  the  yard.  My  own 
impression  is  that  the  mass  of  the  employes  of  the  yard  would  not  have  borne  arms; 
some  few  might  have  done  so.  The  officers,  I  think,  would  have  done  so.  I  recog- 
nized it  as  the  duty  of  a  man  as  long  as  he  was  in  the  service  to  obey  orders,  and 
they  agreed  with  me,  I  think,  in  this  opinion. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  was  then  read  over  to  him,  and  Sur- 
geon W.  [S.J  Bishop,  the  only  other  witness  to  whom  a  summons  was 
sent,  never  having  reported  to  the  court,  the  evidence  was  here  closed 
by  the  judge-advocate. 

Whereupon  Captain  Armstrong  then  offered  the  following  docu- 
mentary evidence :

This  is  to  certify  that  Commodore  James  Armstrong,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  surrendered 
the  command  and  relinquished  the  possession  of  the  navy  yard  at  Warrington,  Fla., 
on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1861,  under  the  following  circumstances,  and  upon  the 
following  terms  of  capitulation,  to  wit:  A  commission  under  authority  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  Florida,  accompanied  by  an  armed  force  very  much  superior  in  numbers  and 
equipments  to  that  under  his  command,  the  latter  not  being  sufficient  to  enable  him 
to  defend  the  place,  demanded  its  immediate  surrender  with  all  the  public  property 
therein;  which  demand  was  acceded  to  with  the  understanding  that  he,  the  oom- 
mandaut,  and  all  the  offleers  and  other  citizens  of  the  United  States  attached  to  the 
station  who  desire  to  remove  therefrom  shall  be  freely  permitted  to  do  so,  and  to 
remove  their  families  and  all  their  private  property  at  any  time,  or  to  remain  on 
parole  of  honor.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  14th  instant  I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  resig- 
nation of  Commander  Farrand  was  tendered  not  "by  telegraph,"  but  by  a  letter 
dated  January  13,  which  was  received,  and  the  resignation  accepted  January  21, 1861. 
The  resignation  of  Lieutenant  Reiishaw  was  tendered  in  like  manner  by  letter,  dated 
January  16,  and  was  received  and  accepted  January  22,  1861.  The  Department  has 
not  been  informed  that  their  testimony  is  necessary  before  the  court  of  enquiry,  and 
it  has  no  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  a  private  citizen  as  a  witness.

Captain  Armstrong  here  informed  the  court  that  he  had  no  further 
evidence  that  he  desired  to  otter,  and  asked  the  indulgence  of  the  court 
until  to-morrow  morning  at  12  o'clock  to  prepare  his  remarks  explaua 
tory  of  the  evidence,  which  was  granted. 

The  court  thereupon,  at  12 :30  o'clock  p.  m.,  adjourned,  to  meet  again 
to-morrow,  the  19th  instant,  at  12  o'clock  m.

The  court  was  then  closed  for  deliberation,  and  it  proceeded  to  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  testimony  adduced,  and  was  engaged 
thereon  until  12 :  30  o'clock  p.  m.,  Avhen  it  adjourned,  to  meet  to-morrow, 
Tuesday,  February  20,  18G1,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  . 


Washington  City,  February  20,  1861—9  a.  m. 

The  court  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present,  all  the  members; 
William  B.  B.  Cross,  judge-advocate. 

The  court  closed  for  deliberation,  and  having  resumed  the  consider- 
ation of  the  testimony  and  evidence,  determined  as  follows: 

The  court  having  enquired  fully  into  the  circumstances  connected 
with  the  surrender  by  Captain  James  Armstrong,  of  the  Navy,  on  the 
12th  of  January,  1861,  of  his  command  and  the  public  property  under 
his  charge  at  the  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla.,  report  herewith  to  the 
Navy  Department  the  foregoing  record  of  the  testimony  and  evidence; 
and  they  further  report  the  following  as  the  material  facts  they  deem 
to  be  established: 

That  Captain  James  Armstrong  on  the  9tli  of  January,  1861,  being 
in  command  of  the  TJ.  S.  navy  yard  near  Pensacola,  Fla.,  received  an 
order  from  the  Navy  Department  directing  him  to  be  vigilant  to  pro- 
tect the  public  property  and  to  cooperate  with  the  commanding  officer 
at  Fort  Barrancas,  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  U.  S.  Army;  that  at  the  date 
of  the  receipt  of  this  order  Captain  Armstrong  had  under  his  command 
the  following  force:  Thirty-eight  marines,  80  men  in  ordinary,  the 
steamer  Wyandotte,  carrying  four  .32  pounders  and  two  Dahlgren  how- 
itzers, with  72  men  as  crew,  and  the  storeship  Supply,  carrying  two 
32-pounders  and  a  crew  of  36  men ;  that  there  was  also  in  the  yard  a 
saluting  battery  of  twenty -two  18-pounders  and  eight  32-pounders,  two 
8-inch  guns,  and  a  howitzer;  that  all  these  guns  in  the  yard  were  dis- 
mounted except  the  saluting  battery,  and  the  howitzer  was  without 
elevating  screw  or  ammunition ;  that  the  saluting  battery  was  station- 
ary near  the  north  gate;  that  its  carriages  were  rotten  and  unfit  for 
use,  but  the  guns  themselves  were  serviceable  and  could  have  been 
made  efficient  had  due  preparation  been  made  for  the  defense  of  the 
yard;  that  on  the  9th  January,  1861,  and  prior  thereto,  Captain  Arm- 
strong and  Lieutenants  Slemmer  and  Gilman  had  interviews  in  regard 
to  cooperating;  that  they  agreed  that  Fort  Pickens  was  the  only  point 
on  the  harbor  that  could  be  defended  by  the  united  forces  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  then  there ;  that  Caiitain  Armstrong  agreed  to  give  Lieutenant 
Slemmer  aid  in  stores,  men,  and  transportation  over  to  Fort  Pickens, 
and  that  the  Wyandotte  and  Supply  should  anchor  near  Fort  Pickens  to 
aid  in  its  protection.  And  the  court  further  find  that  on  the  10th  of 
January,  1861,  Captain  Armstrong  transported  the  command  of  Lieuten- 
ant Slemmer,  consisting  of  forty-eight  men,  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort 
Pickens,  together  with  their  garrison  effects  and  some  fieldpieces  and 
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22,000  pounds  of  powder,  and  on  the  11th  of  January  sent  from  the 
yard  thirty  ordinary  men  to  aid  in  the  defense  of  Fort  Pickens,  and 
a  lot  of  stores.  The  court  also  iind  that  for  many  days  prior  to  the 
12th  reliable  rumors  had  prevailed  at  the  yard  and  in  its  vicinity  that 
State  troops  were  coming  to  attack  the  yard ;  that  no  precautions  of  any 
character  were  taken  by  Captain  Armstrong  looking  to  a  defense  of  the 
yard,  except  to  increase  the  guard  at  one  of  the  gates ;  that  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  12th  of  January,  1861,  a  force  came  against  the  yard,  consisting 
of  seven  companies^five  from  Alabama  and  two  from  Florida — making 
in  all  about  350  men,  well  armed  but  without  artillery ;  that  the  surrender 
of  the  yard  was  then  demanded  by  persons  styling  themselves  commis- 
sioners of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  that  soon  thereafter,  at  1 :  30  o'clock 
p.  m.,  Captain  Armstrong,  without  offering  any  resistance,  surrendered 
the  yard  and  public  property  thereat  and  all  his  command  except  the  two 
vessels  the  Wyandotte  and  Supply  and  their  crews  and  the  thirty  men  in 
ordinary  sent  to  Fort  Pickens ;  that  at  the  time  of  such  surrender  by 
Captain  Armstrong  the  Supply  was  at  Fort  Pickens,  within  signal  dis- 
tance, and  the  Wyandotte  near  the  wharf  in  the  yard,  steam  up,  and 
that,  although  there  were  other  approaches  to  the  yard,  the  road  by 
which  the  State  troops  came,  as  also  the  yard  gate  by  which  they  en- 
tered, could  be  commanded  by  the  guns  of  these  vessels,  properly  sta- 
tioned in  the  bay. 

The  court  also,  in  respect  of  the  propriety  of  the  conduct  of  Captain 
Armstrong  in  the  matter  of  this  enquiry,  report  as  their  opinion  that 
Commodore  Armstrong  was  culi)able  in  not  taking  any  precautionary 
measures  for  the  defense  of  his  post  and  the  public  property  thereat. 
They  also  think  he  had  such  a  force  under  his  command  as  should  have 
induced  a  resistaiice  on  his  part  against  the  forces  brought  against  him 
on  the  12th  of  January.  They  are  further  of  opinion,  too,  that  having 
determined  not  to  defend  the  yard,  there  was  no  reason  why  he  should 
not  have  carried  his  men,  with  such  public  property  as  he  could  remove, 
to  Fort  Pickens,  and  what  he  could  not  remove  have  destroyed.

Captain  Armstrong's  explanatory  statement. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Court : 

I  took  the  command  of  the  navy  yard  at  Pensacola  on  the  30th 
October,  1860,  being  the  first  duty  of  the  kind  assigned  me  during  my 
long  service  in  the  Navy.  I  was  a  stranger  to  all  the  officers  I  found 
there,  and  unfamiliar  with  the  details  of  the  particular  service.  On 
the  12th  January,  1861, 1  surrendered  the  yard  to  commissioners  acting 
under  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Florida,  supported  by  a  large  body 
of  Alabama  and  Florida  troops. 
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A  circumstance  so  painful  and  unusual,  whether  considered  in  refer- 
ence to  my  own  honor  of  to  the  interests  of  the  public  service,  demanded, 
in  my  opinion,  an  authoritative  investigation,  and  on  my  application 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  this  court  has  been  organized  to  report 
the  facts,  together  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

This  enquiry  has  been  made.  All  the  oflicers  in  anywise  connected 
with  the  yard,  and  within  reach,  have  been  examined  hf  the  Govern- 
ment. The  investigation  has  extended  over  a  period  of  nine  days. 
The  minutest  facts  have  been  stated,  and  all  the  conversations  con- 
nected therewith ;  and  now,  in  the  presence  of  all  this  evidence,  I  feel 
warranted  in  saying  that  no  act  or  expression  of  mine,  nay,  more, 
no  inference  from  such  act  or  expression,  is  to  be  found  in  the  volumi- 
nous record  of  this  case  which  is  in  the  least  inconsistent  with  my 
good  faith  and  fidelity  as  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post. 

Shortly  after  my  arrival  at  the  yard  I  found  that  the  Government 
had  neglected  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  employes,  and  this 
continued  to  be  the  case  up  to  the  time  of  the  surrender.  I  wrote  and 
telegraphed  the  Department  on  the  subject,  but  never  received  an 
answer.  The  excitement  produced  by  this  cause  outside  of  the  yard 
found  vent  in  public  meetings  and  strong  resolutions.  This  was  addi- 
tional fuel  cast  upon  the  fire  of  political  discontent  existing  in  the 
locality  of  the  yard.  Believing  it  proper  to  do  what  I  could  to  remedy 
this  evil,  on  the  10th  of  January  I  directed  Paymaster  Warrington  to 
furnish  "such  articles  of  provisions  on  hand  sufficient  to  supply  the 
immediate  necessities  of  such  of  the  employes  of  the  navy  yard  as  were 
suffering  for  the  want  of  food  in  consequence  of  the  failure  to  receive 
pay  for  their  services  during  more  than  two  months  past." 

The  disturbance  which  immediately  preceded  and  followed  the  seces- 
sion of  South  Carolina  on  the  20th  December,  1860,  is  well  known. 
The  States  of  Alabama  and  Florida  most  deeply  sympathized  in  the 
movement,  and  this  was  also  well  understood;  yet  during  the  whole 
of  this  perilous  period  I  was  left  without  any  instructions  but  such  as 
are  contained  in  the  very  brief  letter  of  the  3d  of  January,  1861,  received 
by  me  on  the  9th  of  the  same  month,  as  follows : 

Be  vigilant  to  protect  the  public  property.  The  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Bar- 
rancas has  been  instructed  to  consult  with  you,  and  you  will  cooperate  with  him. 

Thus  exposed  to  this  double  cause  of  excitement,  my  conference  was 
held  with  Lieutenants  Slemmer  and  Gilman  on  the  morning  of  the  9th 
January,  when  we  concurred  in  the  conclusion  that  Fort  Pickens  was 
the  only  point  which  could  be  defended  against  any  considerable  force. 

Acting  under  these  instructions,  I  immediately  arranged  to  give 
Lieutenant  Slemmer  such  aid  as  was  in  my  power.  In  the  evidence  of 
Lieutenant  Irwin  it  is  stated  that  orders  were  given  to  him  as  executive 
officer  of  the  Wyandotte  on  the  same  day,  the  9th,  the  same  being 
extended  to  the  Supply,  to  anchor  off  the  Barrancas  for  the  purpose  of 
transporting  the  men  and  provisions  collected  there  to  Fort  Pickens. 
He  states  further  that,  owing  to  an  accident  to  the  machinery  of  the 
Wyandotte,  and  a  dense  fog  during  the  night  of  that  day,  they  did  not 
reach  the  Barrancas  until  early  the  next  morning,  when  the  duty 
assigned  them  was  then  performed,  with  the  assistance  of  a  lighter 
from  the  yard  and  two  other  boats,  also  from  the  yard,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Sailing  Master  Pearson,  who  transported  22,000  pounds  of 
powder  to  Fort  Pickens;  that  on  the  11th  they  were  engaged  in  trans- 
porting firewood,  etc.,  from  the  Barrancas,  and  also  provisions,  which 
were  landed  early  on  the  morning  of  the.  12th,  and  that  daring  this

service  lie  also  carried  over  from  the  yard  30  of  the  ordinary  men,  30 
muskets,  a  quantity  of  caps,  and  4,600  cartridges  to  aid  in  the  defense 
of  the  fort.  The  formal  orders*  on  this  subject  to  Commander  Walke 
and  Lieutenant  Berryman  are  spread  upon  the  record. 

That  I  was  anxious  to  supply  Lieutenant  Slemmerwith  all  the  aid  in 
my  power  is  shown  by  the  evidence  of  Lieutenant  Gilman,  in  which  it 
is  said  that  in  the  interview  referred  to  I  promised  as  many  good  men 
as  could  be  spared,  and  mentioned  fifty,  when  Commander  Farrand 
said  there  could  not  be  found  more  than  thirty  good,  active  young  men; 
and  he  adds,  "During  the  discussion  the  commodore  seemed  anxious 
to  furnish  as  much  assistance  as  possible." 

From  the  9th  to  the  time  of  the  surrender  the  Wyandotte  and  Supply 
were  in  the  service  of  Fort  Pickens  and  cooperating  with  the  com- 
mander of  that  post.  The  force  left  in  the  yard  consisted,  as  started 
by  the  witnesses,  of  thirty-eight  marines  all  told,  and  about  thirty 
ordinary  men.  There  were  no  guns  mounted  save  those  of  the  saluting 
battery,  which,  as  shown  by  the  gunner,  could  not  have  been  used  to 
repel  an  attack.  The  yard  itself,  as  is  weU  known  to  the  court,  is  not  a 
fortified  position,  but  depends  alone  upon  the  forts  which  command  the 
entrance  to  the  bay. 

The  force  to  which  the  yard  surrendered  consisted  of  uniformed  com- 
panies, one  of  them  cavalry,  and  all  well  armed  with  rifled  muskets 
and  revolvers.  The  number  has  been  variously  estimated,  the  highest 
estimate  being  that  of  Paymaster  Warrington,  who  states  it  as  from 
700  to  800,  and  the  lowest  places  it  at  300.  Some  of  this  discrepancy 
may  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  while  certain  witnesses  speak  of  the 
whole  force,  including  those  sent  to  the  magazine,  others  confine  them- 
selves to  the  number  who  entered  the  yard  at  the  time  of  the  surren- 
der. Captain  Watson,  of  the  marines,  who  had  good  opportunity  for 
judging,  says  300  were  quartered  in  the  barracks,  one  company  in  the 
assistant  surgeon's  house,  and  three  or  four  companies,  including  one 
company  of  horse  and  one  of  artillery,  went  to  the  Barrancas,  making 
in  all  650.  Averaging  the  several  statements,  and  allowing  for  the 
company  stated  by  Mr.  Porter  to  have  been  sent  to  the  magazine,  it 
would  give  upward  of  500. 

I  had  proposed  to  Commander  Farrand  to  arm  the  ordinary  men,  but 
he  objected  on  the  ground  that  there  were  no  cartridge  boxes,  and  that 
if  they  were  supplied  with  arms  and  ammunition,  from  their  dissolute 
character  they  would  be  more  dangerous  to  those  inside  of  the  yard 
than  the  persons  without.  The  disaffection  existing  among  the  men  is 
painted  in  strong  colors  by  the  witnesses,  several  of  them  stating  they 
were  satisfied  I  could  not  have  obtained  the  assistanfee  of  one  of  the 
employes  in  defending  the  yard. 

There  is  only  one  witness  who  says  that  any  information  was  com- 
municated to  me  in  reference  to  any  impending  danger,  and,  without 
intending  to  raise  any  issue  of  veracity  with  Mr.  Abert,  I  can  only  say 
I  have  no  remembrance  whatever  of  the  conversation  alleged  by  him 
to  have  been  held  with  me  on  the  night  of  the  11th  January,  and  that  1 
do  not  believe  any  such  took  place.  Be  this  as  it  may,  his  communica- 
tion was  confined  to  the  expected  arrival  of  troops  that  night  at  Pensa- 
cola.  He  says  that  what  he  heard  made  an  impression  on  his  mind 
that  the  yard  would  be  attacked  the  next  day,  but  that  this  impression 
was  not  communicated  to  me. 

I  can  truly  say  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  record  to  contradict  it; 
that  I  did  not  know,  and  had  no  reason  to  believe,  that  the  yard  would

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be  attacked  prior  to  tlie  day  on  wMch  the  surrender  was  made.  I 
knew  tliat  outside  of  tlie  yard  was  a  hungry  mob  and  much  political 
excitement,  but  of  the  intention  of  marching  upon  the  yard  with  a  mil- 
itary force  I  was  wholly  ignorant.  Eumors  were  abundant,  but  so 
contradictory  I  knew  not  what  to  believe.  The  condition  of  things  was 
so  anomalous  experience  shed  no  light  upon  the  judgment.  To  add  to 
my  embarrassments  I  was  surrounded  by  officers  who  were  strangers 
to  me.  To  the  suggestion  of  Lieutenant  Slemmer  that  my  officers  were 
badly  affected  toward  the  Government  I  replied  1  thought  he  was  mis- 
taken. I  had  seen  nothing  in  their  conduct  to  warrant  an  opposite 
conclusion.  How  far  the  evidence  now  given  may  show  that  in  this  I 
was  deceived  I  leave  the  court  to  consider.  It  is  too  painful  a  subject 
for  me  to  comment  upon. 

It  was  under  such  circumstances  that  about  1  o'clock  on  Saturday, 
the  12th  January,  I  was  informed  by  a  messenger  that  some  gentlemen 
desired  to  see  me  at  my  office.  There  I  was  introduced  by  Commander 
Farrand  to  Mr.  Campbell  and  Captain  Eandolph,  who  informed  me  that 
they  had  come  with  a  large  force  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Florida 
to  demand  an  immediate  and  unconditional  surrender  of  the  yard,  with 
orders  if  they  were  refused  to  take  the  same  by  force  of  arms,  and  that 
they  had  already  taken  possession  of  the  magazine.  The  statement 
was  that  the  force  at  the  gate  consisted  of  a  full  regiment  of  men,  well 
armed,  and  this  was  corroborated  by  Mr.  Farrand.  I  thus  found  myself 
a  prisoner  before  I  knew  I  should  be  attacked.  The  issue  thus  sud- 
denly presented  to  me  was  a  bloody  and  bootless  resistance  or  a  sur- 
render, and  I  accepted  the  latter  alternative  under  a  written  stipulation 
that  all  who  were  attached  to  the  station  should  be  permitted  to  remove 
with  their  families  and  property  at  any  time. 

In  judging  of  this  transaction  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  was 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  country  that  hostility  to  the  Govern- 
ment ever  appeared  in  armed  force,  organized  under  State  authority 
and  acting  under  the  forms  of  law.  Nor  can  we  ignore  the  fact  that 
from  the  commencement  of  these  difficulties  the  President's  messages 
and  the  whole  tone  of  public  opinion  as  expressed  through  the  various 
channels  of  communication  spoke  but  one  voice — that  civil  war  should 
be  avoided  at  all  cost,  and  that  the  spilling  of  blood  in  such  a  strife 
would  obliterate  forever  all  hope  of  restoring  the  Government  to  its 
integrity. 

'  Independently,  therefore,  of  the  disparity  of  force,  and  however 
willing  I  may  have  been  under  ordinary  circumstances  to  sacrifice  my 
own  life  and  that  of  my  small  band  in  vindication  of  the  honor  of  the 
flag,  the  policy  of  the  Government,  as  I  understood  it,  in  treating  this 
peculiar  condition  of  affairs  lent  its  strong  influence  in  bringing  me  to 
the  conclusion  I  adopted.  To  condemn  this  act  of  mine  would  be  to 
reprobate  the  whole  course  of  the  Government  from  the  commencement 
of  these  troubles  to  the  present  time.  There  stands  Fort  Pickens 
to  day  in  the  condition  in  which  I  left  it;  the  secessionists  hold  the 
other  forts  and  yard  by  military  power;  a  fleet  of  Government  vessels 
are  outside  of  the  bay,  but  they  do  not  go  in,  says  Lieutenant  Gilman, 
because  of  an  armistice  between  the  Government  and  the  State 
authorities. 

It  is  true  I  might  have  adopted  the  suggestion  made  by  Lieutenant 
Erben  on  the  evening  of  the  11th  to  destroy  the  ammunition,  but  in 
doing  this  I  would  have  acted  on  mere  apprehension  of  an  attack  by  a 
resistless  force.    There  were  then  no  troops  in  the  vicinity.    It  was 
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only  expected  they  would  arrive  that  night  at  Pensacola.  What,  if  I 
had  destroyed  my  ammunition  and  the  troops  had  not  arrived  and  no 
attack  [been]  made,  would  have  been  my  condition? 

My  instructions  were  "to  protect  the  public  property,"  and  if,  under 
the  circumstances  last  supposed,  I  had  destroyed  it  I  should  have 
found  great  difBculty  in  attempting  to  sustain  my  action  by  alleging 
mere  rumors,  which  the  result  showed  were  baseless. 

So  it  may  be  said  that  I  could  have  removed  the  public  property,  and 
this  certainly  could  have  been  done  if  timely  notice  and  the  necessary 
means  had  been  possessed;  but,  as  before  stated,  I  had  no  reason  to 
believe  that  any  such  attack  would  be  made  in  time  to  effect  such 
removal,  and  from  the  9th  to  the  period  of  surrender  the  Wyandotte 
and  Supply  were  in  the  service  of  Fort  Pickens,  and  were  there  when 
the  surrender  was  made.  I  could  not  believe  that  a  surrender  of  the 
yard  would  be  demanded  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Florida,  at  least 
until  that  State  had  thrown  off  its  allegiance,  and  this  was  not  done 
until  the  10th  of  January,  the  news  of  which  only  reached  Pensacola 
on  the  evening  of  the  11th. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  that  the  Wyandotte  came  in  to  procure  her 
smokestack,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  she  required  other  necessary 
repairs.  For  this  purpose,  under  orders  from  the  proper  Department, 
she  was  hauled  out  and  the  repairs  made.  She  was  got  out  of  the  dock 
on  Tuesday,  the  8th  of  January,  took  in  her  powder  on  the  9th,  and 
from  that  time  to  the  close  of  my  command  was  cooperating  with  the 
fort. 

The  Supply  was  sent  in  for  provisions  and  coal,  under  special  instruc- 
tions that  she  was  not  to  be  detained  but  sent  directly  back.  Hence 
in  my  letter  to  Lieutenant  Slemmer  under  date  of  the  11th  January  I 
state : 

The  U.  S.  storesMp  Supply  was  sent  to  Fort  Pickens  by  my  order  merely  to  convey 
the  provisions  yo\i  required  and  then  to  return  to  the  navy  yard.  The  Supply  is  not 
a  vessel  of  -war,  and  having  been  sent  to  this  station  for  the  special  service  of  con- 
veying stores  and  coal  to  Vera  Cruz  for  the  vessels  of  the  Home  Squadron  stationed 
there,  it  is  my  duty  to  dispatch  her  to  that  port  at  the  earliest  moment  practicable, 
in  conformity  with  the  orders  I  have  received  from  the  Navy  Department,  from 
which  orders  I  can  not  deviate  further.  The  steamer  Wyandotte  may  be  retained  for 
the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  you  until  further  orders. 

On  the  12th  January  I  wrote  to  Lieutenant  Berryman : 

You  will  continue  to  cooperate  with  the  commanding  oflcer  at  Fort  Pickens,  hut 
should  an  attack  be  made  you  will  not  fire  a  gun  unless  it  may  be  actually  necessary 
in  defense  of  the  vessel  under  your  command.  In  the  event  of  the  capture  of  the 
fort  you  will  proceed  immediately  to  the  station  to  which  you  have  been  ordered 
by  the  Navy  Department.  It  is  reported  this  navy  yard  is  stftrounded  by  armed 
men. 

This  letter  was  written  by  my  secretary,  and  signed  by  me  when  in  a 
disturbed  state  of  mind.  I  find  that  it  may  bear  a  construction  not 
intended  by  me,  and  be  made  inconsistent  with  itself;  for  after  order- 
ing that  the  Wyandotte  should  cooperate  with  the  commander  at  Fort 
Pickens,  Lieutenant  Berryman  is  directed  not  to  fire  a  gun  unless  in 
the  defense  of  the  vessel  under  his  command.  It  is  clear  that  if  the 
fort  was  attacked  and  the  Wyandotte  did  not  assist  in  the  defense  she 
would  not  cooperate  as  she  was  directed  to  do.  She  was  by  my  order 
attached  to  the  service  of  the  fort,  and  was  part  and  parcel  thereof 
while  she  so  remained.  What  I  intended  by  the  remark  "unless 
actually  necessary  in  the  defense  of  the  vessel  under  your  command" 
was  not  to  draw  a  distinction  between  firing  on  the  fort  and  firing  on 
the  vessel,  for  this  I  regarded  as  one  and  the  same  thing;  but  that  the 
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first  shot  should  not  come  from  the  Wyandotte.  In  other  words,  I 
desired  that  if  civil  war  was  inaugurated  it  should  not  be  said  that  it 
was  commenced  by  my  orders. 

This,  however,  I  do  not  regard  as  involved  in  the  enquiry  which  this 
court  has  been  directed  to  consider,  to  wit,  the  surrender  of  my  com- 
mand and  the  pubUc  property  under  my  charge.  It  has  no  bearing,  it 
seems  to  me,  upon  the  question  whether  that  surrender  under  the  cir- 
cumstances was  proper  or  improper. 

But  a  few  observations  more.  I  have  already  stated  that  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  such  conversation  was  had  with  me  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Abert.  In  one  other  particular  there  is  a  mistake  in  the  evidence  of 
Captaiii  Watson  when  he  speaks  of  my  delivering  the  keys  of  the 
magazine  to  the  commissioner  of  the  State  of  Florida  at  an  interview 
subsequent  to  the  surrender.  I  do  not  know  that  this  is  material,  but 
the  truth  is  that  the  keys  were  delivered  by  me  at  the  time  the  surren- 
der took  place,  and  when  this  was  done  Captain  Watson  was  not 
present.    He  is,  therefore,  in  this  clearly  mistaken. 

Among  the  papers  sent  by  me  to  the  Department  accompanied  with 
my  report  was  the  pass  or  safe  conduct  sent  to  me  by  Captain  Eandolph, 
in  which  it  is  recited  that  I  had  given  my  parole  not  to  bear  arms 
against  the  State  of  Florida.  This  paper  was  handed  to  me  as  a  pass- 
port when  on  the  steamboat  on  the  eve  of  departure  from  Pensacola, 
and  was  not  read  by  me  until  some  time  on  my  journey.  The  statement 
thus  recited  is  not  true  in  point  of  fact.  The  terms  of  capitulation 
speak  for  themselves;  all  persons  who  desired  were  to  be  allowed  to 
remove  with  their  families  or  property  or  to  remain  on  their  parole  of 
honor. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  it  is  more  than  I  have  a  right  to  expect 
that  no  errors  of  judgment  on  my  part  should  be  found  while  passing 
through  the  troubled  scenes  of  this  extraordinary  event;  but  I  feel  safe 
in  the  consciousness  that  I  have  discharged  my  duty  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  with  an  eye  single  to  what  I  believed  was  for  the  good  of  the 
country.  During  my  long  career  as  an  of&cer  I  have  never  been  visited 
with  the  slightest  mark  of  disapprobation  on  the  part  of  my  Govern- 
ment. To  courts  I  am  entirely  a  stranger.  By  always  promptly  dis- 
charging my  duty  I  have  never  had  occasion  to  learn  the  means  by 
which  its  neglect  might  be  excused.  I  can,  then,  with  entire  confidence 
leave  my  honor  to  this  tribunal,  composed  of  officers  who  are  my  peers, 
expressing  to  them  my  unfeigned  thanks  for  their  patient  attention, 
and  to  the  judge-advocate  for  the  courtesy  and  candor  which  have 
characterized  his  conduct  in  this  investigation.

At  a  naval  general  court-martial  convened  in  the  city  of  Washington 
on  the  12th  day  of  March,  1861,  Captain  James  Armstrong,  of  the  Navy, 
was  tried  on  the  following  charges  and  specifications,  preferred  against 
him  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy : 

Charge  1 :  Neglect  of  duty. 

Specification  I. — In  this,  that  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong,  being  on  the  12th 
day  of  January,  1861,  in  command  of  the  U.  S.  navy  yard  at  Warrington,  State  of 
Florida,  and  a  naval  force  thereat  adequate  to  the  defense  of  said  yard,  did  then  and 
there,  on  the  demand  of  commisaiouers  of  the  State  of  Florida,  supported  by  a  mill- 
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tary  force  from  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Florida,  surrender  to  them  without  resist- 
ance said  yard,  the  public  property  thereat,  and  a  portion  of  the  force  under  his 
command. 

Specification  ^.— In  this,  that  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong,  being  on  the  7th 
day  of  January,  or  thereabout,  1861,  in  command  of  the  U.  S.  navy  yard  at  "Warring- 
ton, State  of  Florida,  and  the  naval  forces  thereat,  and  having  reason  to  appre- 
hend the  approach  of  hostile  force,  did  then  and  there,  and  at  all  times  subsequent 
thereto  to  the  12th  day  of  January,  inclusive,  1861,  fail  to  take  the  ordinary  and 
proper  measures  for  the  defense  of  said  yard  and  the  public  property  thereat. 

Specification  3.— In  this,  that  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong,  being  on  the  9th 
flay  of  January,  1861,  in  command  as  set  forth  in  tlie  last  preceding  specification,  did 
then  and  there,  and  at  all  times  subsequent  thereto  to  the  12th  day  of  January, 
1861,  neglect  to  remove  to  Fort  Fiokens  or  other  place  of  safety  the  men  under  his 
command,  and  munitions  of  war  and  other  public  property  in  his  charge,  or  the  latter 
to  destroy,  although  at  the  time  aforesaid  he  was  in  constant  expectation  of  the 
approach  of  a  hostile  force  which  he  believed  he  could  not,  vrith  the  forces  under 
his  command,  successfully  resist. 

Charge  2 :  Disobedience  of  orders  and  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer. 

Specification  1. — In  this,  that  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong,  [being]  on  the  9th 
day  of  January,  1861,  in  command  of  the  U.  S.  navy  yard  at  Warrington,  Fla.,  and  the 
naval  forces  thereat,  and  in  charge  of  the  public  property  attached  thereto  and  in 
receipt  also  at  that  time  of  an  order  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  dated  January  3, 
1861,  of  the  tenor  following :  "Be  vigilant  to  protect  the  public  property.  The  com- 
manding officer  at  Fort  Barrancas  has  been  instructed  to  consult  with  you.  You  ■will 
cooperate  with  him,"  did  then  and  there,  and  at  [all]  times  subsequent  thereto  to  the 
12th  of  January,  1861,  in  violation  of  said  order,  neglect  to  send  the  marines  and 
other  men  under  his  command  to  Fort  Pickens  to  cooperate  in  the  defense  thereof, 
and  to  remove  to  a  place  of  safety  the  public  property  in  his  charge,  or  to  take  any 
measures  or  to  practice  any  vigilance  for  the  protection  of  said  navy  yard  and  the 
public  property  attached  thereto,  except  to  double  the  guard  at  one  of  the  gates  of 
said  yard. 

Specification  S. — In  this,  that  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong,  being  in  command 
of  the  U.  S.  navy  yard  at  Warrington,  Fla.,  and  the  naval  force  thereat,  and  under 
instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  directing  him  to  be  vigilant  to  protect 
the  public  property  and  to  cooperate  with  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Barrancas, 
who  was  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  U.  S.  Army,  did  on  the  10th  day  of  January,  1861, 
then  and  there,  in  accordance  with  an  understanding  previously  had  with  Lieutenant 
Slemmer,  dispatch  the  steamer  Wyandotte  to  aid  him.  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  in  the 
defense  of  his  post.  Fort  Pickens,  Fla.,  to  which  he.  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  had  removed ; 
and  thereafter,  to  wit,  on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1861,  the  said  Captain  James 
Armstrong,  in  violation  of  such  understanding  and  his  instructions,  issued,  without 
the  knowledge  of  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  to  Lieutenant  O.  H.  Berryman,  commanding 
said  steamer,  an  order  of  the  following  tenor: 

"You  will  continue  to  cooperate  with  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Pickens,  but 
should  an  attack  be  made  you  will  not  fire  a  gun  unless  it  be  actually  necessary  in 
the  defense  of  the  vessel  under  your  command.  In  the  event  of  the  capture  of  the 
fort  you  will  proceed  immediately  to  the  station  to  which  you  have  been  ordered  by 
the  Navy  Department.    It  is  reported  that  the  yard  is  surrounded  by  armed  men." 

Upon  these  charges  and  specifications  the  "  finding  "  of  the  court  is 
in  the  following  terms : 

The  court,  having  maturely  considered  the  whole  case,  with  the  evidence  and  the 
defense  aforesaid,  find  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  first  specification  of  the  first  charge  against  the  said  Captain  James 
Armstrong  is  proved,  except  as  to  the  words  in  said  specification  "  adequate  to  a 
defense  of  said  yard." 

2.  That  the  second  specification  of  the  first  charge  against  the  said  Captain  James 
Armstrong  is  proved. 

3.  Thatthe  third  specification  of  the  first  charge  is  proved,  except  that  the  accused 
did  remove  or  send  to  Fort  Pickens  thirty  men  (a  part  of  his  command),  thirty  mus- 
kets, and  some  ammunition  and  a  barge  load  of  provisions. 

And  the  court  thereupon  further  find  that  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong  is 
guilty  of  the  first  charge  of  neglect  of  duty. 

And  the  court  doth  further  find  that  the  first  specification  of  the  second  charge 
against  the  accused  is  proved,  except  that  thirty  men  (a  part  of  his  command)  were 
sent  by  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong  to  cooperate  in  the  defense  of  Fort  Pickens. 

And  they  further  find — 

2.  That  the  second  specification  of  the  second  charge  is  proved. 

And  thereupon  the  court  find  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong  to  be  guilty  of  the 
second  charge  of  disobedience  of  orders  and  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer. 
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And  the  sentence  of  the  court  is — 

That  the  said  Captain  James  Armstrong  be  suspended  from  duty  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  ■with  loss  of  pay  for  the  first  half  of  said  term,  and  he  reprimanded  by 
the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  general  orders. 

I  have  approved  the  sentence,  and  Captain  James  Armstrong  will 
accordingly  be  suspended  from  duty  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  this 
date,  with  loss  of  pay  for  the  first  half  of  the  said  term. 

In  carrying  into  execution  that  part  of  the  sentence  which  directs 
that  Captain  Armstrong  be  reprimanded  in  general  orders  I  have  a 
painful  duty  to  perform.  The  sentence  in  this  case  might  be  consid- 
ered severe  without  the  addition  of  a  reprimand;  but  a  court  composed 
of  ofiicers  of  the  highest  rank  and  most  experienced  in  the  service  has 
deemed  otherwise,  and  its  judgment  can  not  but  be  approved.  The 
misconduct,  indeed,  which  led  to  this  trial  does  not  affect  alone  the 
reputation  and  discipline  of  the  naval  service,  but  the  interests  of  the 
whole  people;  and  the  age  and  length  of  service  of  the  officer  who  has 
been  found  guilty  of  dereliction  of  duty  under  such  circumstances, 
instead  of  constituting  any  claim  [to]  lenity,  only  render  it  the  more 
imperative  that  the  discipline  of  the  service  should  be  vindicated. 

It  was  the  duty  of  Captain  Armstrong,  as  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  naval  force  at  Pensacola — a  duty  which  he  could  not  but  know  was 
expressly  and  "strictly  enjoined"  on  him  by  law — to  show  in  himself 
"a  good  example  of  patriotism,"  as  well  as  to  be  "vigilant  in  inspect- 
ing the  conduct"  of  those  under  his  command.  Whatever  the  embar- 
rassments of  his  position  may  have  been,  an  earnest  patriotism  would 
have  taught  him  to  make  the  best  possible  use  of  all  the  resources  at 
his  disposal,  adequate  or  inadequate,  and  to  have  imparted  zeal  by  his 
example  to  those  around  him,  instead  of  suffering  the  promptings  of 
loyalty  to  be  checked  either  by  any  speculations  or  conjectures  of  his. 
own  or  any  suggestions  from  others,  as  to  the  possible  views  and 
designs  of  superiors  in  office.  Had  he  discharged  his  duty  with  stern 
fidelity  he  might  have  disappointed  some,  but,  as  events  have  recently 
shown  in  the  case  of  another  officer  placed  in  similar  circumstances,  he 
would  have  been  upheld  by  the  applause  of  his  fellow-countrymen 
and  the  respect  even  of  antagonists.  The  safest  as  well  as  the  most 
honorable  course  for  every  individual  in  the  public  service,  whether 
commander  or  subordinate,  is  to  be  true  to  the  flag  of  his  country,  no 
matter  what  dangers  or  difficulties  encompass  it. 

This  general  order  will  be  promulgated  as  usual  at  all  the  naval  sta- 
tions and  on  board  of  all  vessels  of  the  Navy  in  commission.

A  naval  general  court-martial,  consisting  of  a  full  complement  of  offi- 
cers in  the  highest  rank  in  the  service,  was  recently  convened  in  the 
city  of  Washington  for  the  trial  of  Captain  James  Armstrong,  of  the 
Navy,  on  charges  growing  out  of  his  surrender  of  the  navy  yard  at 
Warrington,  Fla. 

Before  the  court  separated  the  members  of  it  addressed  a  communi- 
cation to  the  Navy  Department  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy : 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  8,  1S61. 

The  president  and  members  and  j  udRe-advocate  of  the  court  lately  held  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  T>.  C,  for  the  trial  of  Commodore  Armstrong  beg  leave  respectfully 
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to  Bubmit  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy  the  propriety,  justice,  and  good 
policy  of  bestowing  some  appropriate  mark  of  its  approbation  of  the  loyalty,  spirit, 
and  good  conduct  of  William  Conway,  a  quartermaster  of  the  Navy  on  duty  in  the 
navy  yard  at  Warrington,  Fla.,  when  the  same  was  surrendered  on  the  12th  January, 
1861,  who  with  manly  pride  and  in  a  spirit  of  patriotic  devotion  refused  to  obey  the 
order  to  haul  down  the  national  flag  on  the  occasion  of  said  surrender. 

The  evidence  of  this  honorable  devotion  to  the  dignity  and  credit  of  the  flag  of 
his  country  is  found  in  the  record  of  the  testimony  in  Commodore  Armstrong's  case.

It  appears  from  the  testimony  taken  in  Captain  Armstrong's  case 
that  William  Conway,  an  aged  seaman  doing  duty  as  quartermaster  in 
the  Warrington  [Pensacola]  navy  yard  at  the  time  of  its  surrender, 
when  ordered  by  Lieutenant  F.  B.  Eenshaw  to  haul  down  the  national 
flag  promptly  and  indignantly  refused  to  obey  the  order. 

The  love  and  reverence  thus  impulsively  exhibited  for  his  country's 
flag  in  the  hour  of  its  peril  is  not  the  less  worthy  of  being  called  noble 
and  chivalric  because  displayed  by  one  in  an  humble  station.  It  is  the 
more  deserving  of  commemoration,  for  subordinates  in  the  service  are 
not  usually  expected  to  set  examples  of  patriotism  and  fidelity  in  their 
trusts,  but  to  follow  them. 

The  Department  deems  it  no  more  than  strict  justice  to  William  Con- 
way that  this  testimonial  from  the  court  in  his  behalf  should  be  made 
known  throughout  the  service.  It  therefore  directs  that  this  general 
order  be  publicly  read  as  early  as  practicable  after  its  receipt  by  the 
commanders  of  all  naval  stations  and  all  vessels  in  the  Navy  in  commis- 
sion, in  the  presence  of  the  officers  and  men  under  their  command.

I  confide  in  you  to  do  the  best  you  can.  You  can  be  of  great  service 
to  Lomax. 

The  company  expected  to-night  will  be  ordered  down  immediately. 
Those  reenforcements  from  Mobile  will  arrive  to  morrow  night.  I  have 
ordered  two  companies  from  Sparta  and  Greenville.

SiE :  I  have  seen  in  your  paper  of  the  23d  instant  a  statement  which 
justice  to  myself,  as  well  as  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
which  I  had  the  honor  of  serving  for  thirty-three  years,  requires  me 
promptly  to  request  to  correct. 

The  statement  referred  to  recites  that  the  Navy  Department  had 
received  the  resignation  of  Commander  Farrand,  who  was  attached  to 
the  Pensacola  navy  yard,  and  who  was  among  those  who  in  the  name 
of  Florida  demanded  its  surrender,  and  also  that  of  Lieutenant  Een- 
shaw, who  gave  the  order  to  haul  down  the  flag  of  the  Union, 

I  submit  the  following  true  record  of  the  proceedings  which  attended 
and  resulted  in  the  surrender  of  this  navy  yard  to  the  authorities  of 
ehe  State  of  Florida,  and  I  rely  upon  your  sense  of  right  to  do  me  jus- 
tice by  its  publication  in  your  columns. 

On  the  12th  instant  Flag-OfBcer  Armstrong,  then  commandant  of 
the  station,  was  informed  that  a  commission  appointed  by  the  governor 
of  Florida,  with  a  regiment  of  armed  men,  were  at  the  navy-yard  gate 
demanding  the  surrender  of  the  place.  Flag-Offlcer  Armstrong  directed 
Commander  Farrand,  the  executive  ofBcer  of  the  yard,  to  conduct  the 
commissioners  to  his  ofBce.  The  commissioners  came  accordingly, 
escorted  by  Commander  Farrand.  Colonel  Lomax,  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  forces  on  the  expedition,  with  his  staff,  were  then  aent  for 
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and  conducted  to  the  flag-officer's  office  by  Commander  Farrand  to 
meet  the  commissioners,  when  they  presented  their  credentials  to  Flag- 
Officer  Armstrong,  informing  him  that  they  had  already  taken  posses- 
sion of  the  magazine,  situated  about  a  third  of  a  mile  distant  from  the 
yard,  and  demanded  the  immediate  surrender  of  the  navy  yard  and  the 
public  property  therein. 

The  veteran  commodore  declared  with  deep  emotion  that  although  he 
had  served  under  the  flag  of  the  United  States  in  sunshine  and  in  storm 
for  fifty  years,  loving  and  cherishing  it  as  he  did  his  heart's  blood,  he 
would  strike  it  now,  together  with  the  blue  pennant,  the  insignia  of  his 
present  command,  rather  than  fire  a  gun  or  raise  his  sword  against  his 
countrymen,  especially  in  circumstances  like  the  present,  when  he  was 
without  means  of  defending  his  position  and  when  an  attempt  to  do  so 
would  result  in  a  useless  loss  of  life  and  destruction  of  property.  He 
accordingly  ordered  the  executive  officer,  Commander  Farrand,  to  cause 
the  flag  of  the  United  States  and  the  blue  pennant  to  be  hauled  down. 
The  order  was  passed  in  accordance  with  usage  in  the  naval  service  to 
the  senior  lieutenant  (myself),  under  whose  direction  the  time-honored 
flags  were  hauled  down.  The  descent  was  witnessed  by  none  in  whose 
heart  the  regret  and  grief  at  the  fate  of  our  long-beloved  Union  were 
more  deeply  felt  than  in  mine.  I  now  became  a  prisoner  on  parole  and 
remained  so  for  several  days,  when  I  resigned  my  commission  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy,  which  I  have  held  as  a  lieutenant  for  twenty  years,  and 
tendered  my  services  to  the  sovereign  State  of  Florida,  with  whose 
destiny,  whether  it  be  bright  or  adverse,  I  am  fully  identified.

Confederate  States  op  America, 
Navy  Department,  Montgomery,  May  13, 1861. 
Sir  :  The  Warrington  navy  yard  was  captured  by  the  Florida  forces 
on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1861, 

Possession  thereof  passed  at  once  to  the  State  of  Florida,  and  under 
the  authority  of  Colonel  Chase,  commanding  the  State  forces,  the 
mechanics,  laborers,  and  other  employes  of  the  yard  were  retained 
and  continued  in  their  several  places,  employments,  and  labors. 

These  men,  who  have  acted  with  fidelity  and  zeal  in  sustaining  the 
interests  of  the  State  and  of  this  Confederacy,  have  not  only  lost  all 
their  pay  that  was  due  from  the  United  States  for  the  previous  month, 
but  they  have  received  nothing,  I  am  informed,  for  their  services  after 
the  surrender  of  the  yard  and  up  to  the  25th  day  of  March,  when  this 
Department  detailed  its  officers  to  it. 

I  can  not  doubt  that  justice,  wisdom,  and  policy  dictate  that  these 
men  should  be  paid,  and  I  therefore  submit  the  facts,  and  also  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  due,  $12,857.22.

SiE :  The  Macedonian  is  at  sea  before  she  is  all  ready,  but  in  obedi- 
ence to  your  repeated  telegraphic  orders.  It  is  due  to  the  of&cers  and 
crew  to  say  that  they  have  been  exposed  to  a  very  intense  degree  of 
cold  within  a  few  days  and  have  labored  cheerfully  under  disadvan- 
tages. Kepeatedly  during  this  time  the  mechanics  in  the  yard  have 
not  been  mustered  in  consequence  of  the  cold.  The  thermometer  was 
9°  below  zero  this  morning.  A  number  of  the  men  are  frost-bitten, 
and  one  more,  chilled  by  the  cold,  was  required  to  be  helped  down  ixom 
aloft. 

The  ship  is  in  confusion  fore  and  aft,  and  were  it  necessary  for  her  to 
go  into  action  in  this  condition  she  might  be  captured  by  a  vessel  of 
half  her  force.  We  have  not  been  able  to  do  much  more  than  quarter 
the  men.  The  necessity  is  presumed  to  be  urgent,  and  no  efltbrt  shall 
be  withheld  to  execute  my  orders  in  the  shortest  time;  but  the  facts  as 
stated  above  I  feel  should  be  placed  upon  the  records  of  the  M'avy 
Department  ta  event  of  any  untoward  consequences. 

There  has  been  no  time  within  the  last  week  that  the  pilot  would 
have  taken  the  ship  to  sea  before  to-day.

SiE :  Under  the  orders  we  now  have  from  the  War  Department  we 
have  decided,  after  consultation  with  the  Government  officers  in  the 
harbor,  that  it  is  our  duty  to  hold  our  position  until  such  a  force  is 
brought  against  us  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  defend  it,  or  until  the 
political  condition  of  the  country  is  such  as  to  induce  us  to  surrender 
the  public  property  in  our  keeping  to  such  authorities  as  may  be  dele- 
gated legally  to  receive  it.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Craven,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  MohawTc, 
regarding  the  threatening  aspect  of  affairs  at  Fort  Jefferson,  Fla. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Mohawk, 
Tortugas,  January  23, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  no  official  letters  came  by 
the  last  mail  to  Key  West,  and  I  must  confess  a  natural  anxiety  for 
instructions  from  the  Department. 

In  consequence  of  a  threatened  attack  on  Fort  Jefferson  by  500  men 
from  New  Orleans,  I  came  to  this  place  on  Monday.  So  far  the  expe- 
dition has  not  been  able  to  procure  a  suitable  steamer.  Meanwhile  six 
heavy  guns  have  been  brought  from  Key  West  and  are  now  being 
=  landed.  As  soon  as  they  are  mounted  in  the  fort  I  will  return  to  Key 
West.  The  people  of  that  city  are  very  apprehensive  of  an  invasion 
from  the  mainland,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  if  the  Government  wiU 
send  a  sloop  of  war  for  their  protection  the  town  will  stand  by  the 
Union.  Quite  a  number  of  Bahama  families  have  left  the  place;  others 
are  preparing  to  leave. 

Under  the  threatening  aspect  of  affairs,  I  purpose  removing  the  naval 
provisions  and  clothing  into  Fort  Taylor  for  safe-keeping,  and  hope  you 
will  approve  of  the  measure.  I  have  taken  on  board  of  my  vessel  all 
that  can  be  stowed. 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  boiler  of  this  ship  is  becoming  so  thin  and 
weak  as  to  be  unsafe  with  a  pressure  exceeding  10  pounds,  and  I  have 
recently  been  delayed  by  three  weeks  of  repairs;  and  if  any  service  is 
exi)ected  of  the  Mohawk  she  ought  immediately  to  be  provided  with 
a  new  boiler,  to  give  all  on  board  that  feeling  of  confidence  in  the  ship 
which  is  a  necessary  ingredient  to  successful  enterprise. 

I  wrote  you  on  the  20th,  requesting  two  additional  32-pounder  guns 
of  33  cwt.;  the  steamer  will  carry  them  with  ease.  I  also  asked  for 
ammunition,  that  I  may  be  prepared  for  whatever  emergency  may  arise. 
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1  need  not  assure  you,  sir,  that  my  heart  and  life  are  at  the  disposal 
of  my  country  and  its  Government.

Report  of  Captain  Barron,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  of  his  arrival  at  Pensacola  and  the 
condition  of  affairs  there. 

Navy  Yard,  Warrington,  Fla.,  January  29, 1861. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  my  arrival  in  Pensacola  on 
Sunday  night.  At  11  o'clock  Monday  morning  I  had  an  interview  with 
Colonel  Chase,  commanding  the  forces  in  this  district,  who  has  afforded 
me  every  necessary  facility  for  communicating  with  the  vessels  that 
may  appear  off  the  harbor,  and  also  with  Fort  Pickens. 

Neither  of  the  vessels  for  which  I  have  dispatches  has  yet  appeared. 
I  find  the  Wyandotte,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Berrymau,  here  cooper- 
ating with  I'ort  Pickens  under  an  order  from  Commodore  Armstrong. 
I  have  directed  him  to  remain  off'  this  harbor,  as  the  most  ready  and 
certain  means  for  carrying  out  my  orders  from  you.  I  am  happy  to 
iuform  you  that  the  officers  and  others  at  Fort  Pickens  receive  their 
mail  regularly  from  this  post-office,  and  are  allowed  to  obtain  fresh  pro- 
visions, etc.,  from  the  town  and  neighborhood. 

I  am  reliably  informed  that  Governor  Perry,  of  this  State,  has  issued 
orders  to  prevent  any  reenfbrcements  being  thrown  into  Fort  Pickens. 
May  I  be  permitted  to  suggest  that  if  orders  to  that  effect  have  been 
given  they  may  be  suspended ;  if  they  be  so,  and  made  contingent  upon 
any  absolute  necessity  for  relief  to  the  fort,  the  Brooklyn  (if  reenforce- 
meiits  be  on  board  her)  can  lay  off"  and  on  the  harbor  until  necessity  for 
landing  shall  occur,  and  thus  stave  off"  all  pretense  for  collision.  The 
object  of  my  visit  here,  to  warn  vessels  not  to  enter  the  harbor  and  to 
avoid  collision,  seems  to  have  given  great  satisfaction  and  comfort  to  all 
parties.  The  trooi)S  in  this  district,  numbering  about  1,500,  are,  I  under- 
stand, anxious  to  make  an  assault,  but  have  thus  far  been  successfully 
restrained  by  Colonel  Chase.  Should,  however,  reenforcemeuts  be 
landed,  the  impatience  of  these  men,  combined  with  the  expressed 
determination  of  Governor  Perry,  may  prove  too  strong  for  even  Colonel 
Chase's  influence.  Communications  to  me  either  by  letter  or  telegraph 
will  probably  come  safely  if  directed  to  navy  yard,  Warrington,  Fla.

In  consequence  of  the  assurances  received  from  Mr.  Mallory  in  a  tele- 
gram of  yesterday  to  Messrs.  Slidell,  Hunter,  and  Bigler  (with  a  request 
that  it  should  be  laid  before  the  President)  that  Fort  Pickens  would 
not  be  assaulted,  and  an  ofler  of  such  an  assurance  to  the  same  effect 
from  Colonel  Chase  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  a  hostile  collision,  upon 
receiving  satisfactory  assurances  from  Mr.  Mallory  and  Colonel  Chase 
that  Fort  Pickens  will  not  be  attacked  you  are  instructed  not  to  land 
the  company  on  board  the  Brooklyn  unless  said  fort  shall  be  attacked 
or  preparations  shall  be  made  for  its  attack.  The  provisions  necessary 
for  the  supply  of  the  fort  you  will  land.  The  Brooklyn  and  the  other 
vessels  of  war  on  the  station  will  remain,  and  you  will  exercise  the 
utmost  vigilance  and  be  prepared  at  a  moment's  notice  to  land  the 
company  at  Fort  Pickens,  and  you  and  they  will  instantly  repel  any 
attack  on  the  fort. 

The  President  yesterday  sent  a  special  message  to  Congress  com- 
mending the  Virginia  resolutions  of  compromise.  The  commissioners 
of  different  States  are  to  meet  here  on  Monday,  the  4th  February,  and 
it  is  important  that  during  their  session  a  collision  of  arms  should  be 
avoided,  unless  an  attack  should  be  made,  or  there  should  be  prepara- 
tion for  such  an  attack.  In  either  event  the  Brooklyn  and  the  other 
vessels  will  act  promptly. 

Your  right  and  that  of  the  other  officers  in  command  at  Pensacola 
freely  to  communicate  with  the  Government  by  special  messenger,  and 
its  right  in  the  same  manner  to  communicate  with  yourselves  and 
them,  will  remain  intact  as  the  basis  on  which  the  present  instruction 
is  given.

Naty  Yard,  Warrington,  Fla.,  February  2,  1861. 
Sir  :  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  send  you  a  copy  of  letters  from 
Colonel  Chase,  commanding  the  forces  in  this  district,  and  the  Hon. 
S.  E.  Mallory.    I  have  delivered  a  copy  to  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  com- 
manding Fort  Pickens,  and  shall  deliver  the  originals  of  these  and  the 
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telegram  from  the  honorables  tlie  Secretaries  of  the  War  and  Navy 
Departments  to  the  senior  naval  officer  that  may  arrive  here.  Neither 
of  the  vessels  for  whom  I  have  dispatches  has  yet  arrived.  1  under- 
stand that  some  of  the  forces  which  have  assembled  here  from  other 
States  wiU  in  a  short  time  return  to  their  homes,  in  consequence  of 
the  armistice  established  by  these  papers.  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  my  mission  here  has  been  productive  of  much  comfort  and  has 
prevented  a  collision  of  arms.  Colonel  Chase  and  Captain  Bandolph 
have  extended  to  me  every  facility  for  executing  my  orders,  and  are 
uniformly  courteous  and  kind.  The  Wyandotte  is  now  at  the  wharf 
taking  in  coal  and  water,  upon  my  representation  that  I  wish  to  use 
her  as  a  dispatch  vessel  for  communicating  with  vessels  that  may 
appear  off  the  harbor,  and  other  purposes. 

I  wrote  you  the  day  after  my  arrival  here  a  letter  containing  sugges- 
tions which  have  been  anticipated  by  your  telegram.  I  shall  remain 
here  until  a  senior  officer  to  myself  shall  arrive.  I  think  the  vessels 
expected  off  this  harbor  may  be  looked  for  in  the  course  of  three  or 
four  days.

Report  of  Commander  Wallce,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  ship  Supply, 
of  the  arrival  of  that  vessel  at  New  York  from  Pensacola,  and  giving 
account  of  affairs  at  Fort  PicTcens,  Fla. 

IJ.  S.  Stoeeship  Supply, 
Navy  Yard,  New  York,  February  4, 1861. 

SiE:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  ship,  nineteen 
days  from  Warrington  [Pensacola]  navy  yard,  and  I  beg  leave  most 
respectfully  to  explain  the  circumstances  of  my  return  to  this  port. 

Two  or  three  days  previous  to  the  surrender  of  the  Warrington  navy 
yard  the  of&cers  and  crew  of  this  ship  were  zealously  engaged,  day 
and  night,  transporting  military  stores,  provisions,  and  otherwise  assist- 
ing in  the  defeDses  at  Fort  Pickens. 

About  2  o'clock  on  the  12th  January  the  navy  yard  was  taken  pos- 
session of  by  troops  of  Florida.  As  soon  as  the  flags  were  struck  I 
signalized  to  the  Wyandotte  (then  underway)  to  bring  off  the  marines 
to  strengthen  Fort  Pickens.  But  being  informed  that  they  had  laid 
down  their  arms,  and  that  the  navy  yard  and  all  the  public  property, 
with  the  hospital  and  forts  (except  Pickens),  were  captured  by  the

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militia  of  Florida,  I  put  to  sea  in  tow  of  the  Wyandotte  and  anchored 
beyond  the  range  of  cannon  shot.  But  I  could  not  desert  our  officers 
and  men,  who  were  so  suddenly  deprived  of  their  homes  without  pay 
or  credit,  [and]  short  of  provisions,  under  such  painful  humiliation, 
without  an  effort  on  my  part  to  relieve  them.  As  this  ship  had  none  of 
her  stores,  and  but  260  tons  of  coal  on  board,  barely  sufficient  for  bal- 
last, and  being  prevented  from  carrying  out  my  orders  at  Warrington, 
I  lesolved  to  return  to  New  York  for  the  double  purpose  of  obtaining 
the  stores,  coal,  etc.,  required  by  the  Gulf  Squadron  and  of  ofl'ering  a 
passage  to  the  officers,  employes,  seamen,  and  marines  of  the  navy  yard, 
who,  being  faithful  to  their  allegiance,  were  considered  prisoners  of 
war  on  parole;  and  also  to  communicate  the  condition  of  affairs  at 
Warrington  to  the  Navy  Department  with  all  dispatch,  as  the  United 
States  mails  to  that  place  had  for  some  time  past  been  interrupted. 

Fort  Pickens  is  defended  with  about  100  men  who  are  provisioned  for 
six  months,  and  will  resist  any  attack  upon  the  fort  by  a  force  of  less 
than  4,000  men.    Troops  were  daily  arriving  by  steamer  from  Mobile. 

We  transported  all  the  powder  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens 
and  destroyed  all  that  was  in  the  magazine  at  Fort  McEee. 

With  the  enclosed  list  of  officers  and  crew  of  this  ship  I  also  send  a 
list  of  the  passengers  and  of  the  officers  and  seamen  of  our  Navy  who 
are  reported  to  have  joined  the  Florida  navy,  who  continue  to  occupy 
their  quarters  with  the  same  rank  they  held  in  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

I  reported  the  sailing  of  this  vessel  and  the  circumstances  by  letter 
to  you  from  Warrington,  but  the  mails  not  being  reliable,  I  respectfully 
repeat  the  same  in  this  report.

U.  S.  S.  Beooklyn,  February  8, 1861. 
SiE :  This  will  be  handed  to  you  by  Lieutenant  Langdon,  of  the 
U.  S.  Army,  who  will  show  to  you,  if  you  desire  it,  the  order  by  which 
I  am  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  forts  in  this  harbor.  Under  the 
instructions  which  I  have  received  from  the  War  Department  I  am  led 
to  believe  that  instructions  have  been  given  to  the  naval  commanders 
on  this  station  to  cooperate  in  the  defense  of  Fort  Pickens,  the  only 
one  of  the  forts  now  in  possession  of  the  United  States.  If  I  am  cor- 
rect in  this  inference,  I  should  like  to  be  informed  as  to  your  views,  and 
the  forces  and  disposition  you  may  be  disposed  to  assign  for  the  defense 
of  that  place.  I  would  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  Fort  Pickens  is  in  a 
very  poor  state  of  defense  with  its  present  weak  garrison,  and  that  I 
should  desire  to  have  the  ships,  and  especially  the  Brooklyn,  upon 
which  my  company  is  at  present,  as  near  to  Fort  Pickens  as  it  is  possi- 
ble for  her  to  be  stationed.  Of  course  you  must  be  governed  in  this 
case  by  the  instructions  which  you  may  have  received  from  the  Navy 
Department.  I  should  desire  to  have  a  consultation  with  you  at  as 
early  a  period  as  may  be  convenient  to  you.  I  should  also  suggest  that 
it  would  be  desirable  that  we  should  both  visit  Fort  Pickens,  in  order 
that  we  may  agree  upon  a  system  of  defense  proper  to  carry  out  the 
views  of  the  Government.  If  you  desire  it.  Lieutenant  Langdon  will 
remain  for  your  reply  to  this  communication.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Irwin,  U.  S.  Wavy,  late  of  U.  S.  8.  Wyandotte,  trans- 
mitting, in  explanation  of  his  absence  from  duty,  copies  of  orders  to 
and  detachment  from  that  vessel. 

Pittsburg,  Pa,,  February  10, 1861. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  8th  instant,  and  to  enclose  you  my  orders  to  and  detach- 
ment from  the  U.  S.  S.  Wyandotte.  In  justice  to  myself  I  deem  a 
further  explanation  necessary.  I  visited  Warrington  for  the  purpose 
of  moving  my  wife  and  children  to  my  home  in  Pittsburg,  but  was 
detained  by  sickness  in  my  family.  On  the  9th  ultimo  I  reported  for 
duty  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Wyandotte,  and  was  employed  transporting 
the  garrison  of  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort  Pickens.  On  the  11th  ultimo 
I  was  informed  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Berryman  that  he  had 
orders  to  fill  up  with  coal  and  proceed  to  his  station  on  the  south  coast 
of  Cuba.  Early  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  ultimo  I  was  informed  that 
he  was  ordered  not  to  fire  a  gun  unless  his  own  vessel  was  attacked, 
and  in  the  event  of  the  surrender  of  the  navy  yard  he  was  to  proceed 
to  his  station.  At  this  time  Lieutenant  J.  E.  Egglestou  was  still  attached 
to  the  Wyandotte  and  had  not  sent  in  his  resignation.  I  was  also 
informed  that  another  lieutenant  would  take  passage  in  her  as  far  as 
Key  West,  and  at  Key  West  Lieutenant  Abner  Eead  was  to  join  her. 
Knowing  all  this,  I  asked  Lieutenant  Commanding  Berryman  if  he 
could  dispense  with  my  services,  for  I  knew  that  my  family  would  be 
in  great  danger  from  the  lawless  mob  of  Warrington.  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding Berryman  sent  me  with  a  communication  to  Commodore  Arm- 
strong, in  answer  to  which  I  received  the  enclosed  detachment. 

I  endeavored  to  get  a  conveyance  for  Pensacola  in  order  to  proceed 
to  Pittsburg  by  land,  but  it  was  utterly  impossible.  Shortly  afterwards 
I  heard  that  the  navy  yard  had  been  surrendered  and  saw  the  Wyan- 
dotte towing  the  Supply  out  of  the  harbor.  The  next  morning  both 
vessels  returned  under  a  flag  of  truce.  Hearing  that  Commander  Walke 
had  determined  to  take  the  families  of  the  Army  officers  and  the  prison- 
ers to  New  York,  and  not  wishing  to  be  taken  prisoner  by  the  forces  of 
Florida,  I  took  a  boat  from  the  beach  and  moved  my  family  on  board  the 
U.  S.  S[hip]  Supply.  When  I  joined  the  Wyandotte  I  supposed  that  we 
were  to  defend  the  Government  property,  and  I  worked  cheerfully  night 
and  day  to  prepare  for  it,  but  when  I  found  that  the  navy  yard  was  to  be 
surrendered  without  a  blow,  and  that  the  Wyandotte  was  ordered  to  her 
station,  I  deemed  that  I  had  a  right  to  think  of  my  helpless  family.

At  10 :  30  a.  m.  to-day  the  last  of  the  8-inch  guns  brought  from  Fort 
Taylor  was  in  position,  and  this  would  not  have  been  so  soon  accom- 
plished without  the  assistance  of  a  gang  of  sailors  kindly  lent  me  by 
Captain  Craven. 
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To  Captain  Mafltt,  of  the  U,  S.  S.  Crusader,  we  are  also  under  obliga- 
tions for  convoying  the  vessels  bringing  the  armament  and  ammunition 
which  render  this  place  safe  from  attack.

U.  S.  Frigate  Sabine, 
Off  Pensacola,  February  19,  1861, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  Captain  Glynn  sailed  on 
the  evening  of  the  11th  instant  in  the  Macedonian  for  Vera  Cruz. 

It  devolves  on  rue  as  senior  officer  present  to  give  you  an  account  of 
the  condition  of  the  ships  now  remaiiiing  off  Pensacola. 

The  Sabine  is  in  good  condition,  but  begins  to  want  calking.  She 
has  water  for  thirty-five  days  and  fifty  rounds  of  ammunition  for  the 
great  guns.  I  enclose  a  list  of  the  number  of  days'  provisions  of  each 
kind  now  on  board. 

The  Brooklyn  has  coal  for  eight  days.  She  has  fifty  days'  provisions. 
I  have  ordered  all  over  that  to  be  transferred  to  this  ship  and  the  St.  Louis. 

The  St.  Louis  is  in  good  condition.  I  enclose  a  list  of  provisions  on 
board,  which,  as  well  as  the  Sabine's  list,  includes  those  to  be  received 
from  the  BrooMyn. 

The  Wyandotte  lies  inside  the  harbor  and  carries  a  flag  of  truce,  com- 
municating with  the  ships  outside  when  necessary.  She  has  hitherto 
been  allowed  to  procure  coal  and  water  from  the  navy  yard. 

Ko  provisions  or  water  can  be  obtained  nearer  than  Key  West  or 
Havana,  whicb  may  be  estimated  at  eight  or  ten  days'  sail.  No  provi- 
sions could  be  had  at  Vera  Cruz  when  I  sailed.  Bread  for  twenty-five 
days  and  some  other  articles  were  supplied  us  by  the  Cumberland.  In 
general,  the  ships  can  remain,  either  at  anchor  or  underway,  near 
enough  to  the  harbor  to  communicate  with  the  Wyandotte,  lying  inside, 
by  signal ;  but  when  a  southeast  gale  blows  it  is  necessary  to  run  offshore. 
TLe  last  one,  which  occurred  on  the  10th  instant,  dispersed  the  ships 
and  drove  some  of  them  almost  down  to  Mobile.  The  ships  will  at  the 
best  times  be  2  miles  from  Fort  Pickens,  and  if  advantage  should  be 
taken,  as  it  most  probably  would  be,  of  their  temporary  absence  in  a 
southeaster,  or  during  the  prevalence  of  a  strong  north  wind,  to  make 
an  assault  on  Fort  Pickens,  it  might  be  taken  by  a  coup  de  main  before 
it  would  be  possible  to  land  reenforcements  by  boats.  An  expedition 
could  leave  the  navy  yard  under  cover  of  the  night,  and  iu  less  than 
two  hours  the  fate  of  the  place  be  decided.  There  should  be  another 
steamer  of  light  draft  here, to  remain  outside  in  readiness  at  all  times 
to  tow  boats  in.  The  Wyandotte  is  too  necessary  inside  for  purposes  of 
observation  and  communication  to  be  withdrawn  for  this  purpose. 
Should  the  existing  pacific  arrangements  come  to  an  end  the  people  on 
shore  will  have  the  advantage  of  knowing  it  long  before  we  can.  There 
seems  to  be  no  agreement  that  notice  shall  be  given  of  its  termination 
by  either  party. 

In  case  of  necessity  I  propose  to  land  200  men  from  this  ship,  140 
from  the  Brooklyn,  and  50  from  the  St.  Louis.  All  the  marines  of  the 
ships  are  included  in  these  numbers. 

Should  I  not  be  able  to  obtain  fresh  water  from  shore  I  shall  be 
obliged  to  go  in  quest  of  some  elsewhere  by  the  15th  of  March. 

We  are  now  upon  an  allowance. 

I  send  this  communication  by  Commander  Hazard,  who  goes  home 
sick  from  the  Pocahontas.

Sir  :  I  have  the  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commu- 
nication* of  yesterday's  date,  and  with  a  view  of  producing  a  perfect 
understanding  between  us  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  particularly 
to  the  last  paragraph  of  my  letter  to  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  dated  the 
13th. 

The  works  which  have  been  thrown  up  on  this  side  bearing  upon  the 
channel  were  the  necessary  consequence  of  the  threatening  position 
assumed  by  your  Government,  and  can  no  more  be  regarded  as  menac- 
ing Fort  Pickens  than  the  mounting  of  guns  in  Fort  Pickens  could  be 
considered  as  menacing  us.  Both  should  be  looked  on  as  precautions 
against  threatened  attack. 

The  whole  question  has  been  referred  to  my  Government,  and  its 
decision  will  be  made  known  to  you.  In  the  meantime  you  may  rest 
assured  that  I  shall  make  no  disposition  for  the  attack  of  Fort  Pickens.

U.  S.  Frigate  Sabine, 

Off  Fensacola,  March  18,  1861. 
SiE :  I  had  the  honor  on  the  19th  of  February  of  addressing  a  com- 
munication to  the  Navy  Dex)artment,  giving  an  account  of  the  condition 
of  the  ships  at  this  place  and  the  quantity  of  provisions  and  water  on 
board  them.  This  communication  was  sent  by  Commander  Hazard, 
and  reached  Washington  on  the  24th  ultimo.  Since  then  I  have  heard 
nothing  from  the  Department,  nor,  indeed,  anything  since  I  first  arrived 
here,  on  the  6th  of  February.  I  have  now  to  inform  you  that  we  shall 
soon  be  much  straitened  for  provisions.  The  stock  on  board  the  differ- 
ent ships  is  getting  very  low,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  returns  herewith 
enclosed.  There  are  now  100  rations  stopped  on  board  this  ship,  83  on 
board  the  Brooklyn,  and  53  on  board  the  8t.  Louis,  leaving  barely 
enough  drawn  for  the  subsistence  of  the  men.  Some  of  the  small 
stores,  as  tea,  sugar,  coffee,  soap,  tobacco,  etc.,  are  entirely  out.  I  have 
managed  to  obtain  some  small  supplies  from  shore  at  times,  but  our 
means  for  purchasing  are  exhausted.  There  is  not  a  dollar  of  public 
money  in  the  squadron.  I  have  been  using  my  own  private  funds  to 
pay  bills,  and  Lieutenant  Belknap  and  Paymaster  Pierce,  of  the  8t. 
Louis,  Lieutenant  Gash,  of  the  Marine  Corps,  of  this  ship,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Gwathmey  have  tendered  me  what  money  they  have  for  the 
same  purpose.  I  have  been  obliged  to  buy  water  at  the  rate  of  4  cents 
a  gallon.  The  soldiers  who  were  sent  out  in  the  Brooklyn  are  still  on 
board  of  her.  They  have  been  living  on  ship's  rations,  their  own  sup- 
plies having  been  landed — or  the  greater  part  of  them — at  Fort  Pick- 
ens, agreeably  to  orders.  The  apparatus  for  distilling  water  on  board 
the  Brooklyn  was  so  much  out  of  order  that  her  chief  engineer  thought 
it  could  not  be  repaired,  and  she  was  reduced  to  two  days'  supply  at 
3  quarts  per  man.  I  contracted  for  10,000  gallons  to  be  delivered  to 
her.  Subsequently  the  apparatus  has  been  put  in  working  order.  We 
have  now  water  on  board  all  the  ships  to  last  longer  than  the  provi- 
sions. These  details  are  given  that  you  may  know  exactly  our  situa- 
tion. A  New  York  paper  lately  received  mentions  that  the  8upply 
storeship  would  sail  for  this  place  on  the  1 1th  instant.  Allowing  her 
three  weeks  passage,  she  would  arrive  here  about  the  1st  of  April,  by 
which  time,  it  will  be  seen,  we  shall  be  almost  out  of  provisions;  and 
should  she  meet  with  an  accident  to  detain  her,  or  be  lost,  we  shall  have 
about  1,000  people  here  iji  danger  of  starvation,  as  nothing  to  eat  can 
be  had  nearer  than  Key  West  or  Havana,  eight  or  ten  days'  sail  at  this 
season.  Under  these  circumstances  1  think  it  would  be  unwise  and 
dangerous  to  wait  too  long  for  the  8upply,  and  may  feel  obliged  to  go 
with  this  ship  and  the  St.  Louis  in  quest  of  provisions,  and  return  as 
soon  as  they  can  be  procured.  If  I  am  compelled  to  do  this  I  will 
leave  the  Brooklyn  here  and  put  all  we  can  spare  on  board  of  her. 
But  I  hope  to  be  able  to  obtain  enough  from  shore,  by  some  means  or 
other,  to  avoid  it.  If  we  had  money  I  feel  quite  sure  it  could  be 
done,  but  cash  is  required,  and  nobody  will  buy  a  draft  on  the  Govern- 
ment. All  transactions  for  provisions,  etc.,  are  attended  with  risk  and 
difficulty.

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The  officers  and  men,  as  I  mentioned  in  my  letter  of  February  19, 
are  kept  in  readiness  to  land  at  the  shortest  notice ;  but  I  have  received 
the  assurance  of  General  Bragg,  who  commands  the  troops  on  shore, 
that  he  will  respect  the  engagement  made  by  Mr.  MaUory  and  Colonel 
Chase  with  the  U.  S.  Government,  and  will  make  "no  disposition  for  the 
attack  of  Fort  Pickens."  This  engagement,  as  you  are  aware,  binds 
us  not  to  reenforce  Fort  Pickens  unless  it  is  attacked  or  threatened. 
I  could  easily  have  thrown  any  number  of  men  in  it  almost  at  any  time 
within  the  last  four  weeks.  For  reasons  given  iu  my  letter  of  the  19th 
[ultimo],  it  would  be  very  desirable  that  a  small  steamer  should  be  here 
m  addition  to  the  Wyandotte,  to  remain  outside.  I  beg  leave  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  want  of  officers  in  the  ships. 
The  Sabine  has  not  a  passed  midshipman  or  midshipman  on  board. 
Her  second  lieutenant  died  some  months  ago,  and  no  one  has  been  sent 
in  his  place.  The  first  lieutenant  is  now  ill  with  a  lingering  disease, 
which  may  prevent  him  from  doing  any  more  duty  during  the  cruise. 
The  Brooklyn  has  but  three  lieutenants  (Mr.  Gwathmey  having  just 
been  detached  by  order  of  the  Department)  and  one  midshipman.  The 
St.  Louis  has  no  midshipmen.  If  the  men  are  landed  the  ships  will 
be  almost  without  officers.  I  send  this  by  Lieutenant  Gwathmey,  who 
I  hope  will  go  through  without  detention.  A  telegraphic  dispatch  was 
received  some  time  since  stating  that  a  special  messenger  would  leave 
Washington  oa  the  6th  instant  with  orders  for  the  squadron.  He  has 
not  appeared,  and  may  have  been  stopped  on  the  way.  I  shall  hope 
for  instructions  from  you  as  soon  as  this  is  received,  with  regard  to 
going  for  provisions,  and  if  no  messenger  arrives  from  Washington  in 
ten  days  after  Mr.  Gwathmey  leaves  Pensacola  shall  consider  either 
that  he  has  not  been  allowed  to  come  through  or  that  the  matter  is  left 
to  my  discretion.  I  could  not  rely  on  a  telegraphic  dispatch.  I  wish 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  a  circumstance  that  may  be 
the  cause  of  mischief  at  some  future  day.  When  the  TJ.  S.  S.  Fulton 
was  brought  into  Pensacola,  after  having  run  ashore  on  Santa  Bosa, 
her  signal  book  was  deposited  in  the  navy  yard,  and  probably  still 
remains  there.    I  can  not  devise  any  means  of  getting  it. 

Mr.  Gwathmey  is  well  informed  on  the  state  of  affairs  here,  ashore 
and  afloat,  and  will  give  any  information  you  may  require.

The  commanding  general  learns  with  surprise  and  regret  that  some 
of  our  citizens  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  furnishing  supplies  of 
fuel,  water,  and  provisions  to  the  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States, 
now  occupying  a  threatening  position  off  this  harbor. 

That  no  misunderstanding  may  exist  on  this  subject,  it  is  announced 
to  all  concerned  that  this  traf&c  is  strictly  forbidden,  and  all  such  sup- 
plies which  may  be  captured  in  transit  to  said  vessels  or  to  Port  Pickens 
will  be  confiscated. 

The  more  effectually  to  enforce  this  prohibition,  no  boat  or  vessel 
will  be  allowed  to  visit  Fort  Pickens  or  any  United  States  vessel  with- 
out special  sanction. 

Colonel  John  H.  Forney,  acting  inspector-general,  will  organize  an 
efScient  harbor  police  for  the  enforcement  of  this  order.

Report  of  Captain  Adams,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  senior  officer  present  off  Pensacola, 
Fla.,  regarding  urgent  need  of  supplies  for  the  vessels  of  his  command. 

TJ.  S.  Frigate  Sabine, 

Off  Pensacola,  March  22, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  since  my  communication  of 
the  18th  instant,  sent  by  Lieutenant  Gwathmey,  an  order  has  been 
issued  on  shore  prohibiting  all  boats  from  visiting  the  ships.  This, 
besides  other  inconveniences,  cuts  off  a  daily  supply  of  fresh  bread 
which  I  had  lately  been  receiving  for  the  crew;  nothing  can  be  had.  I 
am  disappointed  in  not  being  able  to  get  the  quantity  of  stores  and 
provisions  which  I  had  ordered  from  Mobile,  and  I  see  by  a  New  York 
paper  that  the  Supply  was  still  there  on  the  15th  instant.  The  St.  Louis 
is  entirely  out  of  bread  and  other  articles,  and  by  the  1st  or  2d  of  April 
we  shall  have  eaten  up  everything  on  board  this  ship.  Under  these 
circumstances  I  have  felt  compelled  to  order  the  Brooklyn  to  Key  West, 

"Not  found. 
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or  Havana  if  necessary,  to  procure  supplies.  I  am  very  sorry  to  part 
with  her,  as  in  case  of  an  attempt  to  take  Fort  Pickens  she  would  by 
her  steam  power  and  formidable  battery  be  able  to  prevent  any  body  of 
men  from  reaching  it  on  the  land  side.  I  do  not  hear  that  any  prepa- 
rations are  being  made  to  assault  the  fort,  but  every  day  the  defeases 
on  the  mainland  are  strengthened.  Ifew  batteries  are  thrown  up,  and 
heavy  guns  mounted  on  them  and  on  Fort  McRee.  Colonel  Chase, 
Colonel  Forney,  and  General  Bragg,  who  have  successively  commanded 
the  troops  on  shore,  protest  these  are  only  defensive  measures.  The 
Wyandotte  is  still  lying  inside,  and  is  of  the  greatest  use  in  various  and 
important  ways.  If  she  were  not  so  very  necessary,  I  would  have  sent 
her  to  Key  West  instead  of  the  BrooMyn.  We  have  now  been  here  six 
weeks,  and  my  last  communication  from  the  Department  is  dated  Feb- 
ruary 16.  It  merely  repeats  a  previous  order  of  January  21.

SiE :  As  it  may  be  possible  that  in  passing  Havana  I  may  have  an 
opportunity  of  forwarding  letters  to  you  by  some  vessel  bound  in,  I 
take  advantage  of  the  same  to  inform  you  of  my  movements  thus  far. 

I  wrote  the  Department  last  off  Sandy  Hook,  steamer  Umpire  City  in 
company.  The  Umpire  City  kept  from  4  to  5  miles  ahead  of  this  vessel, 
we  carrying  all  the  steam  and  sail  that  it  was  safe  for  us  to  carry. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  14th  the  wind  from  the  northeast  increased 
to  a  fresh  gale,  with  a  heavy  fall  of  snow.  At  about  6  p.  m.  we  lost 
sight  of  the  Umpire  City,  and  up  to  this  date  have  not  seen  her. 

From  the  manner  in  which  that  vessel  was  managed  I  am  disposed 
to  think  that  they  left  us  intentionally,  this  vessel  steaming  so  much 
slower  than  they. 

We  have  encountered  a  great  deal  of  bad  weather  thus  far,  and  have 
twice  had  to  stop  the  engines  to  repair  damages,  and  once- to  repair  a 
leak  of  the  boiler — one  day  in  all. 

I  shall  shape  my  course  direct  for  Indianola,  and  carry  out  my 
instructions. 

I  would  respectfully  request  that  letters  may  be  sent  me  to  Havana, 
where  I  will  stop  on  my  return. 

I  was  obliged  to  leave  New  Tork  without  any  funds  for  the  ship  or 
other  purposes. 

Bills  of  exchange  were  sent  me  before  sailing,  but  no  letters  of  credit, 
which  I  respectfully  request  may  be  forwarded.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Craven,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S.  Crusader, 
of  the  arrival  of  that  vessel  at  Key  West,  Fla. 

U,  S.  S.  Crusader, 

Key  West,  March  29, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  arrived  at  this  place  on  the 
25th  instant  and  was  detained  twenty-four  hours  by  a  leak  in  the 
boiler. 

On  the  morning  of  the  26th  the  U.  S.  S.  Brooklyn  arrived.  I  showed 
my  orders  to  Captain  Walker,  who  stated  to  me  that  he  was  to  return 
to  his  station  oft'  Pensacola  with  all  possible  dispatch,  and  would  con- 
vey the  communications  from  the  War  Department,  which  I  therefore 
delivered  to  him. 
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I  regret  to  inform  you  that  there  has  been  a  material  change  in  this 
town  since  I  left  here  in  January  last.  The  Union  party,  fearing  they 
were  not  to  have  the  protection  of  the  Government,  have  been  discour- 
aged. The  cessation  of  the  ofBce  of  TJ.  S.  marshal  has  rendered  the 
U.  S.  district  court  inoperative,  and  the  consequent  disorganization, 
which  has  rapidly  progressed,  can  only  be  checked  by  the  early  appoint- 
ment of  a  marshal,  the  restoration  of  the  court,  and  decided  evidence 
of  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  hold  this  place  perpetually. 

It  is  believed  that  Mr.  Mcintosh  (the  judge  of  admiralty  recently 
appointed  by  the  convention)  wUl  be  here  on  the  6th  [of]  April,  and  he 
will  proceed  to  the  trial  of  salvage  cases.  Should  any  appeal  be  made 
to  me  against  the  exactions  of  this  mock  tribunal,  I  shall  deem  it  my 
duty  to  afford  such  protection  as  may  be  required  in  the  premises. 

I  hope  soon  to  have  from  you,  sir,  such  further  instructions  as  may 
be  necessary  for  my  guidance.  The  orders  of  the  11th  March  certainly 
did  not  contemplate  the  fact  that  I  should  find  on  my  arrival  here  the 
U.  S.  district  court  had  already  virtually  ceased  to  exist,  and  thus  far 
the  wrecking  influence  of  this  town  has  accomplished  all  that  was 
desirable  to  them  in  the  act  of  secession. 

Judge  Marvin  has  become  greatly  depressed  by  the  spread  of  the 
revolution,  and  although  he  expresses  an  unwillingness  to  remain 
among  these  people,  it  is  my  belief  that  with  a  firm  marshal  he  will 
remain  here  and  restore  order. 

I  must  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  the  offices  of 
this  town  are  now  filled  by  violent  disunionists,  who  spare  no  means  of 
subverting  the  Federal  Government.  The  collector  of  the  port,  his 
inspector,  the  surgeon  of  the  marine  hospital,  the  postmaster,  and  the 
light-house  keeper  (all  dependencies  of  the  said  collector)  are  among 
the  most  mischievous  people  here,  and  loud  in  their  denunciations  of 
the  Government.

The 
Goatzacoalcos  leaves  this  afternoon  with  troops.  The  Umpire  City  will 
leave  in  about  one  week  with  another  detachment,  and  from  what  I  can 
learn  it  will  not  be  earlier  than  the  middle  of  July  before  the  last 
detachment  will  be  ready  to  leave.  I  shall  be  able  to  obtain  more 
definite  information  in  a  day  or  two.  So  far  as  I  can  learn  all  is  quiet 
here;  there  seems  to  be  no  disposition  among  the  people  to  make  any 
trouble.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  shall  leave  here  to-day  in 
company  with  the  Empire  City.  The  troops  are  now  embarking  on 
board  of  her. 

I  can  procure  no  water  at  this  place,  and  as  there  is  now  bat  seven 
days'  supply  on  board,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  go  to  Key  West  for  water, 
wood,  coal,  and  some  few  articles  of  provision,  and  also,  to  Havana  for 
the  mail. 

The  SUr  of  the  West  has  gone  down  to  the  Brazos  for  the  troops  that 
are  there;  she  will  have  left  here  for  the  United  States  before  I  could 
get  back.  The  next  embarkation  will  not  take  place  (that  is,  the  last 
of  the  troops  to  be  embarked)  before  the  middle  of  May  at  any  rate 
(so  I  am  informed  by  the  commanding  officer). 

As  this  is  a  very  unsafe  and  exposed  anchorage,  I  shall  remain  at 
Havana,  allowing  sueBcienttime  to  reach  here  again  before  the  steamer 
arrives  to  take  the  next  detachment,  should  I  not  receive  other  instruc- 
tions in  the  meantime. 

Since  I  have  been  anchored  here  in  this  ship  the  Empire  City  has 
lost  one  anchor  and  had  to  put  to  sea  three  times;  the  Star  of  the  West 
has  lost  one  anchor  and  chain  and  put  to  sea  once  in  consequence  of 
bad  weather. 
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I  have  managed  to  hold  on  by  keeping  up  steam  for  about  one  day. 
I  shall  send  this  communication  by  the  Umpire  City,  as  she  -will 
probably  have  left  Havana  before  I  can  reach  there.

Department  of  Florida,  regarding  reenfoTcement  of  Fort  Pickens. 

Headquabtees  op  the  Army, 

Washington,  April  1, 1861. 

Sir  :  Tou  have  been  designated  to  take  command  of  an  expedition 
to  reenforce  and  hold  Fort  Pickens,  in  the  harbor  of  Pensa«ola.  You 
will  proceed  with  the  least  possible  delay  to  that  place,  and  you  will 
assume  command  of  all  the  land  forces  of  the  United  States  within  the 
limits  of  the  State  of  Florida.  You  will  proceed  to  New  York,  where 
steam  transportation  for  four  companies  will  be  engaged,  and,  putting 
on  board  such  supplies  as  you  can  ship,  without  delay  proceed  at  once 
to  your  destination.  The  engineer  company  of  sappers  and  miners; 
Brevet  Major  Hunt's  Company  M,  Second  Artillery;  Captain  Johns's 
Company  C,  Third  Infantry;  Captain  Clitz's  Company  E,  Third  Infan- 
try, will  embark  with  you  in  the  first  steamer.  Other  troops  and  full 
supplies  will  be  sent  after  you  as  soon  as  possible. 

Captain  Meigs  will  accompany  you  as  engineer,  and  will  remain  with 
you  until  you  are  established  in  Fort  Pickens,  when  he  will  jeturn  to 
resume  his  duties  in  this  city.  The  other  members  of  your  staff  wUl 
be  Assistant  Surgeon  John  Campbell,  medical  staff;  Captain  Eufus 
Ingalls,  assistant  quartermaster;  Captain  Henry  F.  Clarke,  assistant 
commissary  of  subsistence ;  Brevet  Captain  George  L.  Hartsuff,  assist- 
ant adjutant-general,  and  First  Lieutenant  George  T.  Balch,  ordnance 
offtcer. 

The  object  and  destination  of  this  expedition  will  be  communicated  to 
no  one  to  whom  it  is  not  already  known.  The  naval  officers  in  theGulf 
will  be  instructed  to  cooperate  with  you,  and  to  afford  every  facility  in 
their  power  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  of  the  expedition, 
which  is  the  security  of  Fort  Pickens  against  all  attacks,  foreign  and 
domestic.  Should  a  shot  be  fired  at  you,  you  will  defend  yourself  and 
your  expedition  at  whatever  hazard,  and,  if  needful  for  such  defense, 
inflict  upon  the  assailants  all  the  damage  in  your  power  within  the 
range  of  your  guns. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Keyes,  military  secretary,  will  be  authorized  to 
give  all  necessary  orders  and  to  call  upon  the  staff  department  for 
every  requisite  material  and  transportation,  and  other  steamers  will 
follow  that  on  which  you  embark,  to  carry  reenforcements,  supplies,  and 
provisions  for  the  garrison  of  Fort  Pickens  for  six  months.  Captain 
Barry's  battery  will  follow  as  soon  as  a  vessel  can  be  fitted  for  its 
transportation.  Two  or  three  foot  companies  will  embark  at  the  same 
time  with  the  battery.     All  the  companies  will  be  filled  up  to  the 
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maximum  standard,  those  to  embark  first  from  the  recruits  in  the 
harbor  of  New  York.  The  other  companies  will  be  filled,  if  practicable, 
with  instructed  soldiers. 

Tou  will  make  Fort  Jefferson  your  main  depot  and  base  of  opera- 
tions. Yoa  will  be  careful  not  to  reduce  too  much  the  means  of  the 
fortresses  in  the  Florida  Eeef,  as  they  are  deemed  of  greater  importance 
than  even  Fort  Pickens.  The  naval  ofBcers  in  the  Gulf  will  be  instructed 
to  cooperate  with  you  in  every  way  in  order  to  insure  the  safety  of 
Fort  Pickens,  Fort  Jefferson,  and  Fort  Taylor.  You  will  fully  commu- 
nicate with  them  for  this  end,  and  will  exhibit  to  them  the  authority 
of  the  President  herewith. 

The  President  directs  that  you  be  assigned  to  duty  from  this  date 
according  to  your  brevet  rank  in  the  Army.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  me 
by  Captain  Yogdes,  U.  S.  Army,  who  is  here  in  command  of  some 
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troops  sent  out  in  January  last  to  reenforce  the  garrison  of  Fort  Pick- 
ens. I  have  declined  to  land  the  men  as  Captain  Vogdes  requests,  as 
it  would  be  in  direct  violation  of  the  orders*  from  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment under  which  I  am  acting. 

The  instructions  from  General  Scott  to  Captain  Vogdes  are  of  old 
date  (March  12t)  and  may  have  been  given  without  a  full  knowledge 
of  the  condition  of  affairs  here.  They  would  be  no  justification  to  me. 
Such  a  step  is  too  important  to  be  taken  without  the  clearest  orders 
from  proper  authority.  It  would  most  certainly  be  viewed  as  a  hostile 
act,  and  would  be  resisted  to  the  utmost.  'So  one  acquainted  with  the 
feelings  of  the  military  assembled  under  General  Bragg  can  doubt  that 
it  would  be  considered  not  only  a  declaration  but  an  act  of  war.  It 
would  be  a  serious  thing  to  bring  on  by  any  precipitation  a  collision 
which  may  be  entirely  against  the  wishes  of  the  Administration.  At 
present  both  sides  are  faithfully  observing  the  agreement  entered  into 
by  the  TJ.  S.  Government  with  Mr.  Mallory  and  Colonel  Chase.  This 
agreement  binds  us  not  to  reenforce  Fort  Pickens  unless  it  shall  be 
attacked  or  threatened.  It  binds  them  not  to  attack  it  unless  we 
should  attempt  to  reenforce  it.  I  saw  General  Bragg  on  the  30th  ultimo, 
who  reassured  me  the  conditions  on  their  part  should  not  be  violated. 
While  I  can  not  take  on  myself  under  such  insufftcient  authority  as 
General  Scott's  order  the  fearful  responsibility  of  an  act  which  seems 
to  render  civil  war  inevitable,  I  am  ready  at  all  times  to  carry  out 
whatever  orders  I  may  receive  from  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Navy. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  you  will  please  send  me  instructions  as  soon  as 
possible,  that  I  may  be  relieved  from  a  painful  embarrassment.

Late  in  the  evening  of  April  6  I  was  sent  lor  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  (Hon.  Gideon  Welles)  and  was  verbally 
ordered  by  lum  to  proceed  with  all  possible  speed  to  Pensacola  with 
dispatches  for  Captain  Adams,  commanding  the  naval  forces  off  that 
harbor,  and  in  obedience  to  that  order  I  started  early  next  morning 
(April  7)  by  the  way  of  Aquia  Creek  and  Eichmond,  reaching  Pensa- 
cola about  midnight  of  April  10.  On  April  11  by  the  time  I  was  ena- 
bled to  reach  the  Wyandotte,  then  lying  inside  the  harbor  under  Fort 
Pickens,  the  wind  was  blowing  so  hard  that  her  commander  declined 
to  take  me  out  to  the  squadron.  The  next  day  (April  12)  I  was  taken 
out  and  delivered  the  dispatches  about  noon,  or  rather  the  substance 
of  them,  having  destroyed  the  dispatches  near  Atlanta,  Ga.

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  immediately  on  receipt  of 
your  order*  by  Lieutenant  Worden,  on  the  12th  instant,  I  prepared  to 
reenforce  Fort  Pickens.  It  was  successfully  performed  the  same  night 
by  landing  the  troops  under  Captain  Vogdes  and  the  marines  of  the 
squadron  under  Lieutenant  Cash.  No  opposition  was  made,  nor  do  I 
believe  the  movement  was  known  on  shore  until  it  was  accomplished. 
A  strong  party  of  oflScers  and  seamen  were  sent  to  assist  in  case  of 
resistance,  who  afterwards  returned  to  their  ships.  The  marines 
remained  in  the  fort  at  the  request  of  Captain  Yogdes,  a  copy  of  which 
I  enclose. 

The  whole  expedition  was  under  the  charge  of  Commander  C.  H. 
Poor,  assisted  by  Lieutenant  [A.  N.]  Smith,  of  the  Brooklyn,  Lieu- 
tenants [R.  F.  K.]  Lewis  and  [L.  H.]  Newman,  of  the  SaMne,  and 
Lieutenant  [G.  E.]  Belknap,  of  the  St.  Louis,  and  it  is  highly  creditable 
to  these  officers  that  this  service  was  performed  without  accident  or 
disorder  under  unfavorable  circumstances.  The  Brooklyn,  Captain 
Walker,  and  the  Wyandotte,  Lieutenant  Commanding  MuUany,  were 
very  skillfully  managed.  They  carried  the  landing  party  to  the  desig- 
nated point  with  accuracy,  in  spite  of  the  darkness  of  the  night,  and 
not  having  the  light-house  to  guide  them,  the  light  having  been  extin- 
guished early  in  the  evening.

Deae  Captain  :  Here  we  are  all  safe.  The  enemy  did  not  evidently 
deem  it  prudent  to  attack  us.  I  am  going  to  call  on  you  for  a  large 
requisition.  I  have  first  to  request  that  you  will  land  250  sailors, 
with  the  proper  number  of  officers.  Next  I  have  to  request  that  you 
will  let  me  have  the  following  articles:  Four  barrels  whisky,  thiee 
pieces  of  flannel,  as  many  axes  and  shovels  as  you  can  spare,  and  some 
canvas  (old  will  answer),  as  much  as  you  can  let  me  have.  Will  you 
then  send  one  of  my  men  on  the  Brooldyn  to  attend  to  getting  out  the 
company  property  f  He  will  know  their  relative  importance  and  the 
order  in  which  they  should  be  sent.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  get 
the  provisions  and  fifty  shells  on  shore  as  quickly  as  possible.  I  have 
sent  a  party  up  the  beach  to  reconnoiter.  I  send  the  quartermaster 
back  with  some  men  that  were  accidentally  left.  Please  let  him  have 
the  signals  and  allow  him  to  return  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  the 
moment  that  I  ascertain  that  the  island  is  clear  I  will  signal  to  you,  in 
order  that  you  may  commence  the  operation  of  landing  men  and  stores. 
I  send  enclosed  duplicate  requisitions,  which  can  be  filled  out  by  the 
officers  responsible  for  the  property  according  to  tlie  amount  or  num- 
ber furnished.  Lieutenant  Langdon  will  receipt  for  the  stores  sent 
according  to  the  invoices,  or  will  purchase  them.

Dear  Captain  :  From  what  I  have  observed  to-day  I  deem  it  not 
improbable  that  the  enemy  may  cross  over  and  endeavor  to  establish 
himself  on  Santa  Rosa  Island.    I  would  therefore  suggest  that  it  may 
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be  prudent  tor  the  Wyandotte  and  Brooldyn  to  move  up  to  the  position 
indicated  in  Major  Tower's  and  my  conversation  with  yon.  By  that 
means  you  would  be  able  to  take  him  in  flank  should  he  attempt  to 
advance,  and  probably  deter  him  from  making  any  attempts  to  estab- 
lish himself.  I  think  that  movement  even  witliout  you  firing  on  him 
would  have  a  great  moral  effect,  and  in  any  event  observations  from 
the  ship's  masthead  might  aftbrd  us  useful  information  as  to  his  designs. 
I  send  you  a  New  York  Herald  of  the  8th  instant,  by  which  you  will 
see  that  if  newspaper  reports  can  be  trusted  there  will  be  a  large 
quantity  of  material,  etc.,  to  be  landed  here  soon,  and  consequently 
how  important  it  may  be  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  any  batteries 
on  the  island  which  might  interfere  with  their  being  landed.

I  do  not  anticipate  an  assault,  but  I  want  more  laborers  to  put 
the  fort  in  a  proper  state  of  defense.  If  you  have  any  bags  please  let 
me  have  them.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  here  of  the  steamer 
Atlantic,  on  the  16th  instant,  with  Colonel  H.  Brown,  U.  S.  Army,  and 
a  number  of  troops  and  military  stores  on  board.  At  the  request  of 
Colonel  Brown  the  soldiers  were  immediately  landed  by  the  boats  of 
the  squadron,  which  are  now  employed  getting  the  stores,  etc.,  on  shore. 

1  beg  leave  to  call  your  special  attention  to  what  follows,  as  I  think 
it  important.  The  Sabine  and  St.  Louis  are  getting  short  of  water. 
We  have  no  way  of  getting  any  but  from  the  Brooklyn,  where  it  is 
distilled.  This  resource  may  be  cut  off  from  us  at  any  moment  by  the 
breaking  of  the  apparatus  or  its  becoming  necessary  to  employ  the 
Brooklyn  elsewhere.  The  rains  are  so  scanty  that  we  can  get  none  that 
way.  The  Wyandotte  I  expect  every  day  to  break  down.  Her  engine 
is  much  worn,  and  for  the  last  hundred  days  her  fires  have  only  been 
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out  twenty-four  hours.  A  steamer  of  light  draft — 5  or  6  feet — that 
could  carry  supplies  or  reenforcements  up  to  the  very  walls  of  Fort 
Pickens  would  afford  more  important  cooperation  to  Colonel  Brown 
than  half  a  dozen  sailing  frigates.  I  have  asked  for  such  a  steamer  on 
two  former  occasions.  Coal  for  the  steamers  will  soon  be  wanted. 
Owing  to  fresh  winds  and  rough  seas,  and  the  employment  of  our  boats 
by  the  Army,  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  get  all  our  stores  from  the 
Supply.    I  am  having  it  done  as  fast  as  circumstances  will  allow. 

The  scarcity  of  officers  is  a  serious  and  growing  evil.  Since  the  date 
of  my  last  Captain  Walker,  of  the  BrooJclyn,  Lieutenant  Eead,  of  the 
Wyandotte,  and  Mr.  Parker,  acting  gunner  of  this  ship,  have  all  been 
condemned  by  medical  survey.  I  have  ordered  Commander  Poor  to 
the  BrooMyn,  Commander  Gibson  to  the  St.  Louis,  Lieutenant  Mullauy 
to  the  Supply,  and  Lieutenant  Williamson  from  the  BrooMyn  to  the 
Wyandotte.  On  board  this  ship  we  have  but  four  lieutenants,  no  mas- 
ter, no  gunner,  no  sailmaker,  no  passed  or  other  midshipmen.  The 
other  ships  are  no  better  off.

My  Deae  Colonel  :  I  have  received  your  letter,  aud  thank  you  for 
the  very  kind  terms  in  which  you  express  your  difference  in  opinion 
with  me.  Believing  that  it  was  wrong  to  interrupt  the  disembarkation 
of  stores  by  any  movement  of  this  ship  while  this  most  favorable 
weather  lasted;  yielding  in  all  naval  matters  to  the  experienced  opin- 
ion of  Captains  Porter  and  Gray;  knowing  that  the  Powhatan  has  her 
steam  down  and  her  steam  chimney  under  repairs,  and  that  she  can 
not,  therefore,  move  to  protect  us  in  any  new  position;  informed  that 
the  best  landing  yet  discovered  is  that  at  which  we  lay  (Harris  already 
in  this  quiet  sea  to  day  stove  the  only  boat  sent  toward  Fort  Pickens, 
and  drenclied  in  salt  water  the  officers'  baggage),  I  concluded  not  to 
attempt  to  move  the  ship  until,  the  work  of  the  day  being  over,  we 
could  do  so  without  delay  to  the  unloading  of  stores. 

Eeceived  your  note  as  I  was  about  entering  a  boat  to  examine  the 
beach  with  Captain  Porter  and  determine  what  place  will  do  for  her 
new  berth.  I  am  sure  that  were  you  on  board  and  had  so  seen  the 
destruction  caused  by  the  surf  last  evening  you  would  agree  with  us 
and  would  think  we  had  done  our  best.  Your  orders  are  commands  to 
which  I  shall  always  while  with  you  implicitly  conform  when  they  are 
given  without  leaving  me  discretion,  and  I  have  ordered  Captain  Gray 
to  put  up  steam  and  move  down  the  coast.  We  can  get  about  2  miles 
nearer,  no  more,  aud  then  we  will  be  within  iire  and  T  think  much 
troubled  by  the  outer  sand  bar  parallel  to  the  coast. 

As  for  the  other  matter — the  entrance  of  Captain  Porter  into  the 
harbor  at  this  time — I  agree  with  you  in  opinion.  It  was  only  by 
exhibiting  your  letter  to  him  and  endorsing  most  thoroughly  my  agree- 
ment with  it,  and  giving  him  a  copy  of  the  general  orders  just  pub- 
lished to  all  officers  to  cooperate  as  you  desired,  that  I  stopped  this 
gallant  officer,  bent  on  a  desperate  deed  of  self-sacrifice  and  devotion 
to  his  country.  He  will  await  your  orders,  as  I  shall,  in  all  obedience 
aud  fealty.

SiE:  I  enclose  a  correspondence  which  will  explain  why  I  am  not 
inside  of  the  harbor.  Will  you  please  to  lay  it  before  the  President?  I 
arrived  here  a  few  hours  behind  the  Atlantic,  my  passage  having  been 
retarded  by  heavy  gales,  head  winds,  and  defective  boilers.  I  had 
disguised  the  ship  so  that  she  deceived  those  who  had  known  her,  and 
after  neanng  our  squadron  was  standing  in  (unnoticed)  when  the 
steam  gunboat  Wyandotte,  lying  alongside  the  Atlantic,  commenced

making  signals  to  me,  which  I  did  not  answer,  but  stood  on.  The 
steamer  then  put  herself  in  my  way,  and  Captain  Meigs,  who  was  on 
board,  hailed  me  and  I  stopped.  In  twenty  minutes  more  I  should  have 
been  inside  or  sunk.  Captain  Meigs  delivered  me  Colonel  Brown's 
letter  dated  April  17, 1861,  which  will  explain  why  I  was  not  permitted 
to  proceed. 

I  shall  be  ready  at  a  moment's  notice  to  enter  whenever  Colonel 
Brown  may  notify  me  that  he  is  prepared.  It  will  be  somewhat  more 
difficult  than  at  first,  as  our  true  character  is  now  known  and  we  shall 
have  to  run  the  gantlet  of  about  eighty  guns. 

We  ai-e  covering  the  landing  of  the  Atlantic's  and  llUnois's  effects, 
and  have  been  hard  at  work  with  our  boats  in  getting  out  their  cargoes.

Deae  Sie:  In  looking  carefully  over  the  orders  of  the  President  to 
me  in  relation  to  my  entering  the  harbor  I  find  them  so  imperative

letter  to  Captain  Meigs  of  tlie  17th,  requesting  me  not  to  go  in  and 
di  aw  the  fire  on  you  before  you  had  time  to  prepare,  is  quite  sufiQcient 
to  satisfy  me  that  such  a  course  on  my  part  would  be  very  indiscreet. 
But  to  satisfy  the  authorities  in  Washington  I  would  be  obliged  to  you 
if  you  would  address  me  a  little  more  fully  on  the  subject,  and  state  as 
near  as  you  can  your  actual  condition  and  the  time  i-equired  to  make 
up  deficiencies.  If  you  think  that  in  two  days'  time  you  will  be  ready 
for  me  to  make  the  attempt,  please  notify  me,  for  after  that  time  I  shall 
have  to  run  the  gantlet  by  moonlight,  which  would  no  doubt  be  a 
good  time  for  an  exhibition,  but  darkness  would  suit  better  for  a  piece 
of  strategy.  I  know  that  I  am  here  to  give  you  aid  and  comfort  and 
keep  any  of  the  enemy  from  crossing  over  in  boats  on  the  inside;  but 
while  I  will  do  all  I  can  in  the  way  of  aid,  I  can  not  do  much  in  cutting 
oft'  boats  where  I  now  am.

Sir:  Tour  letter  of  the  18th  is  received,  and  I  can  not,  perhaps,  bet- 
ter answer  it  than  by  giving  extracts  of  dispatches  I  am  preparing  for 
Washington : 

Aware  of  the  desire  of  the  Government  that  a  ship  should  be  placed  there  (in  the 
harbor),  and  knowing  that  I  aui  opposing  thu  wishes  of  Captain  Meigs,  nothing  but 
a  profound  sense  of  its  necessity  would  have  induced  interference  on  my  part;  but 
believing  that  if  the  actual  state  of  this  fort  at  this  time  was  known  that  no  such 
instructions  would  have  been  given,  I  did  not  hesitate  fully  and  freely  to  express  my 
views  and  wishes  in  the  case. 

As  I  have  already  reported  to  you,  I  found  this  fort  in  the  worst  possible  condition 
for  hostilities — the  batteries  out  of  order,  some  of  the  largest  and  most  important 
guns  dismounted,  the  necessary  traverses  and  other  protection  for  the  troops  iinpre- 
pared,  the  garrison  deficient,  the  subsistence  nearly  exhausted,  the  aramumtion 
(except  powder)  not  snflBcient  in  important  articles  for  one  day's  service,  n.  total 
want  of  engineer,  qnartermaster,  and  ordnance  tools  and  implements,  and  the  fort 
in  a  complete  state  of  confusion,  all  requiring  the  labor  of  every  man  at  the  fort. 
Tbo  steamer  Atlantic  lying  here  with  large  supplies  of  indispensable  stores,  which 
can  only,  without  extreme  inconvenience,  involving  great  time  and  labor,  be  landed 
within  range  of  the  guns  of  Fort  McRee,  and  the  vital  importance  of  getting  these 
stores  ashore,  rendered,  in  my  judgment,  delay  in  encountering  hostilities  of  the 
utmost  importance,  and  any  act  of  ours  provoking  or,  I  may  say,  assure<lly  and  cer- 
tainly causing  it,  to  be  premature  and  unwise.  Time  with  us  is  everything,  and  I 
cau  see  but  little  injury  to  accrue  from  delay. 

You  say,  "If  you  think  that  in  two  days'  time  you  will  be  ready  for 
me  to  make  the  attempt,  iilease  notify  nie."  I  know  that  in  a  week  1 
can  not  get  ready  to  warrant  a  voluntary  provoking  of  hostilities,  and 
how  much  longer  I  can  not  tell;  but  in  two  days  I  can  be  in  but  little 
better  condition  than  I  now  am,  and  I  can  only  repeat  that  if  you  do 
enter  before  I  am  prepared,  in  my  judgment  the  movement  will  be 
):nwise  and  deeply  injurious  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country.

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Extracts*  from  a  letter  from  Captain  Adams,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  to  Captain  Du  Pont,  V.  S.  Navy, 
regarding  affairs  at  Fort  Pickens. 

U.  S.  S[hip]  Sabine, 
Off  Pemacola,  April  30,  1861. 

My  Dear  Du  Pont:  *  *  *  Our  mail  facilities  are  cut  oflF,  though 
General  Bragg  still  allows  letters  to  be  sent  on  shore  to  be  mailed,  and 
some  come  ott  to  the  fort  and  ships.  But  it  is  noticed  that  all  the  let- 
ters and  telegrams  which  are  allowed  to  reach  us  are  addressed  to  ofB- 
cers  from  the  South,  and  iu  general  calling  on  them  to  resign.  We 
believe  now  that  all  others  arc  examined  and  detaiued.  Your  letter 
was  full  of  sad  presages,  and  I  fear  they  are  more  than  realized.  We 
have  heard  of  the  secession  of  Virginia,  of  the  destruction  at  the  Nor- 
folk yard,  the  riots  at  Baltimore  and  along  the  railroad,  the  resignation 
of  many  of  the  very  best  officers  in  the  ifavy,  and  other  bad  news, 
enough  to  make  the  heart  bleed  and  everyone  who  feels  as  I  do  wishes 
himself  in  his  grave.  We  are  fallen  upon  fearful  times,  and  I  have  had 
my  share  of  trouble  and  perplexity. 

It  is  now  very  near  three  months  since  i  arrived  here,  and  was  met 
by  orders,  four  times  repeated,  not  to  enter  the  harbor,  but  to  remain 
ofi'Fort  Pickens  ready  to  cooperate  in  its  defense  if  it  was  attacked, 
and  to  act  strictly  on  the  defensive. 

We  had  a  great  deal  of  bad  weather,  some  heavy  gales  from  the 
south  and  southeast  which  made  it  difficult  to  keep  off  the  shore, 
and  anything  like  landing  men  on  a  sudden  alarm  would  have  been 
impossible.  Fortunately  none  was  made,  but  every  night  was  one  of 
iinxiety.  Sometimes  we  were  underway,  sometimes  at  anchor,  and  you 
know  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  keep  a  sailing  frigate  near  enough  to 
Fort  Pickens  to  land  reenforcements  at  a  "  moment's  notice."  You 
may  suppose  I  did  not  get  much  sleep.  This  state  of  things  continued 
till  the  31st  of  March,  when  the  Brooklyn  returned  from  Key  West, 
where  I  had  sent  her  for  provisions,  as  we  were  entirely  out  and  I  could 
hear  of  none  coming.  The  BrooMyn  brought  an  order  from  General 
Scott  to  Captain  Vogdes  to  land  his  troops  at  Fort  Pickens.  Vog- 
des  applied  to  me  for  boats.  1  refused,  stating  that  it  would  be  in 
direct  violation  of  the  orders  under  which  I  was  acting  from  the  Navy 
Department,  and  I  could  receive  none  from  General  Scott.  At  this 
time  a  sort  of  armistice  existed  by  which  we  were  bound  not  to  reenforce 
Fort  Pickens  unless  it  was  assaulted  or  threatened,  and  the  other  side 
were  not  to  assault  it  unless  we  undertook  to  reenforce  it.  This  armis- 
tice was  entered  into  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  of  the  Navy  on  our 
side  and  Mr.  Mallory  and  Colonel  Chase  on  theirs,  and  my  orders  were 
based  on  it.  I  wrote,  however,  immediately  to  Mr.  Welles;  told  him 
what  I  had  done,  but  that  though  I  could  receive  no  orders  from  Gen- 
eral Scott  I  was  ready  to  carry  out  any  he  might  choose  to  give.  I  sent 
this  communication  by  an  officer  of  the  Army  to  Washington  and 
received  an  immediate  answer  by  Lieutenant  Worden.  That  answer  I 
received  about  2  o'clock  on  the  12th  instant.  It  was  an  order  to  land 
the  troops,  and  by  12  o'clock  that  night  it  was  done,  without  collision 
and  without  discovery,  I  think,  till  it  was  accomplished.  A  few  days 
after  this  Colonel  Brown  arrived  iu  the  Atlantic  with  460  men.  These 
were  also  landed  immediately  without  difficulty.  The  Atlantic  was 
loaded  with  artillery,  horses,  ammunition,  and  all  sorts  of  military 
stores.  She  was  soon  followed  by  the  Illinois  with  a  similar  cargo. 
Since  then  the  labor  of  the  squadron  has  been  excessive  in  getting  these

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things  on  shore.  They  have  to  be  landed  through  the  surf  on  tne  open 
beach,  in  the  boats  of  the  ships,  the  boats  getting  knocked  to  pieces 
and  the  men  working  up  to  their  necks  in  water.  Besides  this,  Colonel 
Brown  has  all  the  marines  to  help  him  in  the  fort,  and  above  twenty 
men  to  row  guard  inside.  The  Atlantic  is  discharged  and  gone,  but 
the  Illinois  is  not  quite  empty  yet.  The  men  are  wearing  out,  and  then 
they  are  kept  in  readiness  to  be  landed  "  at  a  moment's  warning  "  if  a 
signal  is  made  for  them  at  night.  Not  one  of  the  ships  has  half  her 
complement  of  ofiicers.  The  SaMne  has  but  four  lieutenants;  no 
younger  of&cers  except  three  master's  mates,  who  are  of  very  little  use 
and  not  respected  by  the  crew.  Of  our  four  lieutenants,  Mr,  Murdaugh 
is  first,  and  he  has  sent  his  resignation  home,  as  have  several  others 
from  Virginia.  I  have  refused  to  let  them  go  or  excuse  them  from 
duty  till  I  hear  their  resignations  are  accepted ;  this  causes  some  heart- 
burning. And  I  have  another  source  of  trouble — the  men  are  getting 
discontented  at  the  length  of  the  cruise  and  the  hard  work.  The  times 
of  many  have  expired,  and  they  have  asked  their  discharges  on  the 
ground  that  they  were  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  I 
keep  them  all,  but  the  ship  ought  to  be  relieved.  At  one  time  we  were 
so  nearly  out  of  provisions  that  I  was  obliged  to  send  the  BrooMyn 
after  some,  at  the  risk  of  the  fort  being  attacked  during  her  absence; 
and  neither  this  ship  nor  the  St.  Louis  have  had  any  water  for  a  long 
while  but  what  has  been  distilled  for  us  by  the  Brooklyn.  As  for  get- 
ting any  fresh  grub,  that  is  out  of  the  question.  They  hung  a  man  in 
Mobile  who  undertook  to  briug  some  mess  stores  for  the  officers,  though 
he  had  the  written  permission  of  the  governor  and  the  military  com- 
mandant to  do  so.  *  *  *  She  (the  Water  Witch)  is  not  here  yet; 
her  mails  were  brought  down  by  the  Mohawk,  but  I  look  for  her  in  a 
day  or  two.  *  *  *  Money  is  of  no  use  here;  if  it  was,  we  have 
none.  I  and  several  other  officers  used  our  own  money  out  of  our 
purses  to  pay  bills  of  the  ship  as  long  as  anything  could  be  bought. 

Now,  if  I  chose  to  inflict  any  more  complaints  on  you  I  have  plenty 
behind,  but  1  will  spare  you.  Think,  however,  of  my  personal  feelings 
at  this  dreadful  juncture,  with  all  my  interests  and  affections  in  the 
South,  and  then  give  me  credit  for  sticking  at  my  post  and  doing  my 
duty. 

When  I  look  at  the  register  and  see  how  many  are  gone,  or  likely  to 
go,  who  have  been  near  and  dear  to  me,  and  whom  1  have  been  proud  to 
call  my  friends  for  the  best  part  of  half  a  century,  my  heart  shrivels 
up  till  it  feels  no  bigger  than  a  pea. 

******* 

It  is  impossible  to  say  what  Bragg  is  contemplating;  7,000  or  8,000 
men  are  said  to  be  collected  about  the  forts  and  navy  yard.  Batteries 
of  10-inch  guns  line  the  beach  between  the  light-house  and  Fort  McEee, 
some  plain  in  sight,  others  masked  by  bushes. .  They  are  said  to  have 
several  good  engineer  officers,  educated  at  West  Point,  with  them. 
The  opinion  that  prevails  is  that  when  everything  is  in  readiness  over 
there  a  demand  will  be  made  for  the  surrender  of  Fort  Pickens,  and  in 
case  of  refusal  they  will  proceed  to  bombard  it,  as  was  done  at  Fort 
Sumter;  but  the  distance  is  long  and  the  walls  thick  enough  to  stand  a 
good  deal  of  hammering,  with  no  houses  inside  to  burn  down.  Colonel 
Brown  says  he  can  repel  any  attempt  at  assault.  Hitherto  vessels 
have  been  allowed  to  pass  in  and  out  of  Pensacola  without  being  ques- 
tioned, but  since  the  late  news  I  have  taken  the  responsibility  of  insti- 
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tuting  a  sort  of  blockade  to  prevent  auy  munitions  of  war  being  carried 
in.  I  am  altogether  without  instructions  from  the  Navy  Department, 
but  have  an  order  from  the  President  to  assist  the  Army.  I  wish  he 
knew  what  the  Army  understands  by  that  word  "assist."  It  seems  to 
be,  "Work  for  us  by  day,  watch  over  us  at  night,  and  be  ready  to  land 
and  fight  for  us  when  we  make  the  signal."  But  to  do  them  justice 
they  are  very  clever  (American  clever)  fellows,  and  are  worked  hard 
enough  themselves.  A  great  deal  is  yet  to  be  done  in  the  fort.  It  was 
in  a  most  melancholy  condition  when  Slemmer  took  possession  of  it. 

The  Powhatan  came  here  a  few  days  ago  on  a  secret  and  desperate 
expedition,  which  perhaps  you  know  something  about  by  this  time. 
Fortunately,  I  think,  he  did  not  undertake  it,  and  I  have  therefore 
added  the  Powhatan  to  my  squadron,  and  find  her  very  useful,  as  she 
is  fully  oflBcered.  We  have  here  now  the  Sabine,  Brooklyn,  Powhatan, 
Wyandotte,  MohawTc,  Supply,  and  a  small  schooner  borrowed  from  the 
Army  for  a  guarda  costa.  I  learn  from  the  Department  that  String- 
ham  will  sail  for  this  place  on  the  1st  of  May — to-morrow.  I  hope  he 
is  to  relieve  me. 

At  the  request  of  Colonel  Brown,  I  have  sent  the  St.  Louis  to  Tortu- 
gas  to  protect  Fort  Jefferson. 

The  Water  Witch  is  to  run  as  a  mail  packet  between  this  place  and 
Havana,  connecting  with  the  steamers  from  New  York.  Eemember 
this,  and  from  time  to  time  give  all  the  news  you  can  about  Navy  mat- 
ters and  Navy  friends. 

******* 

I  want  this  ship  ordered  into  Philadelphia.  I  anticipate  much  trou- 
ble with  the  crew  if  she  goes  to  New  York  or  Boston.  She  was  in  most 
excellent  order  three  months  ago,  with  a  good,  docile  crew,  but  this 
irregular  scattering  work  in  boats  and  the  want  of  ofBcers  is  fast  disor- 
ganizing them.  All  our  exercises,  etc.,  are  interruxited  and  disorder 
and  offenses  are  increasing.  How  seriously  the  want  of  midshipmen 
Is  felt  now !  There  is  but  one  in  the  squadron.  Do  you  remember  the 
crowd  in  the  old  FranTdin's  steerage  in  1817? 

May  1st. — Lieutenant  Eenshaw  came  off  from  the  navy  yard  this 
morning  with  a  flag  of  truce.  He  brought  me  a  letter  from  Ingraham, 
who  has  gone  to  Montgomery  to  establish  a  bureau  of  ordnance,  I  sup- 
pose. Tattnall  is  to  command  the  yard.  It  is  believed  they  have  our 
signal  books  on  shore,  and  Strong  has  given  me  the  numbers  as  they 
have  been  changed.  But  this  won't  do,  unless  kept  secret  by  the  cap- 
tains, and  I  don't  know  whether  they  are  all  to  be  trusted.  '  Any  ofBcer 
leaving  the  service  can  carry  the  change  of  numbers  in  his  head,  or  in 
his  pocket  on  a  slip  of  paper,  and  then  the  enemy  will  soon  have  the 
key.  I  have  not  allowed  the  alterations  to  be  known  in  the  squadron, 
and  won't  till  those  who  have  or  who  are  about  to  resign  have  gone 
home. 

May  3d. — The  Water  Witch  has  arrived.  *  *  *  i  hear  of  more 
vessels  on  the  way  with  army  stores  which  we  shall  have  to  land.  For 
Heaven's  sake  tell  them  at  Washington  to  send  out  some  fresh  hands 
to  the  bellows.  Our  wind  is  nearly  gone.  General  Scott  seems  to  have 
forgotten  the  necessity  of  surfbonts,  which  he  found  so  great  at  Yera 
Cruz.  But  indeed  it  would  be  hard  to  take  care  of  them,  lying  as  we 
do  in  the  open  sea,  with  frequent  hard  winds  and  heavy  swells  from  the 
southward. 
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Berryman  died  a  victim  to  anxiety  and  overwork,  and  the  same  causes 
broke  down  his  first  lieutenant,  Abner  Eead. 

Now,  I  have  written  a  mighty  long  letter,  but  not  said  half  I  would 
like  to.  If  you  want  to  know  my  sentiments  on  the  present  crisis,  they 
are  true  to  the  flag  I  have  served  under  so  long.    *    *    •

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Letter  from  Captain  Adams,  IT.  S.  Navy,  to  the  Kavy  Department,  transmitting  correspondence 
in  justification  of  his  conduct  when  cooperating  for  the  defense  of  Fort  Pickens. 

Philadelphia,  Octoher  1, 1863. 

SiE :  I  have  been  credibly  informed  that  certain  letters,  written  by 
persons  unknown  to  me  during  the  time  I  was  in  command  of  the 
U.  S.  naval  forces  off  Fort  Pickens,  are  lodged  at  the  Department,  and 
have  seriously  affected  my  reputation  and  prospects.  I  am  mortified 
and  surprised  at  this,  particularly  as  during  the  frequent  conversations 
I  liave  had  with  you  no  notice  was  given  me  of  it.  I  was  aware  that 
such  letters,  written  by  ignorant  and  malicious  i^ersons,  had  been  pub- 
lished in  the  New  York  Tribune,  and  I  made  several  efforts  to  get  the 
names  of  the  authors  from  the  editor,  but  without  success.  I  never 
dreamed  that  these  or  similar  letters  were  filed  at  Washington  with- 
out my  being  informed  of  it  or  called  upon  for  explanation.  I  would 
think  such  irresponsible  charges  unworthy  of  being  enquired  into  if  I 
had  not  found  I  was  suffering  from  their  evil  influence. 

The  papers  which  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  will  show  you 
that  in  all  I  did,  or  forebore  to  do,  I  was  acting  in  strict  obedience  to 
orders  under  the  President's  own  hand,  delivered  to  me  by  Colonel  H. 
Brown,  the  military  commandant  of  the  Department  of  Florida,  and 
will  also  show  how  faithfully  and  efiBciently  they  were  obeyed.  It  will 
appear,  too,  by  them  how  earnest  the  wish  of  Colonel  Brown  was  that 
no  act  of  hostility  should  be  committed  which  might  provoke  retalia- 
tion or  serve  as  an  excuse  to  the  enemy  for  an  attack  on  the  fort,  and 
that  he  had  informed  General  Bragg  his  instructions  were  only  to  act 
on  the  defensive.  I  was  called  upon  by  him  to  give  all  possible  protec- 
tion and  assistance  to  the  fort,  and  unite  iu  this  nonoffensive  policy 
which  he  considered  so  important  to  be  observed.  The  safety  of  the 
fort  was  considered  of  the  greatest  consequence  in  view  of  Santa  Rosa 
Island  being  the  intended  base  of  future  operations  on  a  grand  scale 
against  the  Gulf  States.  Minor  considerations  or  trifling  advantages 
must  be  sacrificed  to  its  security  while  in  an  unprepared  state.  In  all 
my  proceedings  I  carried  out  strictly  this  idea  in  obedience  to  the 
wishes  of  Colonel  Brown  and  the  order  of  the  President.  As  that 
order  did  not  come  through  the  Navy  Department,  it  seems  possible  it 
might  not  have  been  known  there ;  but  I  was  not  the  less  bound  to  obey 
it.  It  will  be  seen,  too,  that  I  was  always  ready  and  prepared  to  attack 
the  forts  or  take  any  other  active  measures  to  annoy  the  enemy  at  a 
moment's  notice.  I  believe  it  will  be  conceded  by  everybody  that  the 
policy  pursued  by  Colonel  Brown  and  the  commanding  position  of 
the  ships  were  the  salvation  of  the  fort.  In  carrying  out  this  plan  I 
was  obliged  to  exercise  constant  activity,  vigilance,  and  forbearance. 
This  forbearance  it  is,  as  I  am  told,  which  has  been  the  subject  of  the 
accusations  entertained  against  me,  coming  from  sources  unknown  to  me. 

I  respectfully  beg  your  careful  examination  of  the  accompanying 
papers.  They  are  but  a  portion  of  what  I  have  on  the  subject,  but  I 
tliink  will  be  found  quite  sufficient  to  relieve  me  from  the  false  iwsition 
iu  which  I  now  stand,  and  procure  me  some  such  testimony  from  tlie 
Department  as  is  due  to  one  who  has  faithfully  performed  his  duty 
under  novel  and  trying  circumstances,  and  only  been  rewarded  by  suf- 
fering from  misrepresentation.

Newport,  August  24,  1862. 

Deak  Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  communication  of  August  22,  asking 
my  recollections  of  the  state  of  affairs  at  Fort  Pickens  on  my  arrival 
there,  the  state  of  the  defenses,  the  orders  under  which  Colonel  Brown 
was  acting,  and  the  extent  of  authority  with  which  he  was  invested  by 
the  President,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  fort  was  not  in  a  state  of 
defense  until  Colonel  Brown  entered  it  with  his  troops,  though  he  con- 
sidered himself  even  then  entirely  dependent  on  the  ships  for  protec- 
tion. His  orders  from  the  President  authorized  him  to  call  upon  every 
naval  officer  for  assistance  and  obedience  to  his  orders  (which  were  to 
act  on  the  defensive),  and  officers,  men,  and  boats  were  freely  supplied 
whenever  they  were  required.  Colonel  Brown  strenuously  protested 
against  any  movement  on  the  part  of  the  ships  until  he  was  ready  in 
the  fort.  I  know  that  the  great  disappointment  of  my  life  was  not 
being  permitted  to  enter  the  harbor  of  Pensacola  when  my  plans  were 
so  well  laid  and  wlieu  I  was  certain  of  success. 

In  relation  to  the  last  question  you  ask,  whether  anything  could  have 
been  attempted  at  that  time  by  the  naval  force  there  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  justify  a  violation  of  the  President's  order  to  cooperate  faith- 
fully witli  Colonel  Brown,  I  reply:  I  think  the  Brooklyn  and  Powhatan 
might  have  run  in  there  at  night  and  caused  the  rebels  to  retreat,  but 
Colonel  Brown  encouraged  nothing  of  the  kind ;  on  the  contrary,  opposed 
it.  He  did  on  one  occasion  propose  a  bombardment  and  the  ships  were 
to  take  part  in  it.  I  sounded  outside  the  bar  to  find  a  place  for  the 
Brooklyn  to  lie,  but  found  she  could  not  get  within  gunshot  without 
going  inside,  and  it  would  have  been  an  unwise  thing  if  it  (the  bom- 
bardment) had  ever  been  undertaken  in  the  manner  proposed.  This 
has  since  been  proved  by  Commodore  McKean's  attack  of  Fort  McEee, 
which  amounted  to  nothing  at  all.  A  few  gunboats  at  that  time  could 
have  entered  Pensacola  with  ease,  but  there  were  none  on  the  station. 
I  do  not  know  what  Commodore  McKean's  instructions  were,  or  what 
took  place  after  his  arrival,  as  I  left  there  the  same  day;  but  I  am  of 
opinion  that  during  the  time  I  was  before  Fort  Pickens  Colonel  Brown 
is  responsible  for  any  inactivity  on  the  part  of  the  naval  forces,  and  that 
you  expressed  yourself  willing  to  make  an  attack  whenever  it  was  pro- 
posed to  you.  The  oft-expressed  opinion  of  Colonel  Brown  that  "we 
must  act  on  the  defensive"  prevented  the  Navy  from  showing  that  zeal 
it  has  since  exhibited  against  stronger  places  than  Pensacola.

No  force  is  to  be  used  in  stopping  those  bound 
out.  The  Wyandotte  will  afford  assistance  in  towing  your  boat  and  intercepting 
vessels  when  necessary.

This  order  was  issued  and  enforced  before  any  knowledge  of  the 
President's  proclamation  (which  is  dated  on  the  19th  Ai^ril)  had  reached 
me.  On  the  evening  of  May  12  received  from  Havana  by  the  Water 
^yitch  a  copy  of  the  President's  proclamation  of  blockade,  and  announced 
to  General  Bragg  nest  morning  the  blockade  of  the  place. 


Philadelphia,  September  2, 1862. 
Dear  Captain  :  I  received  your  letter  of  the  1st  instant  referring  to 
certain  complaints  made  through  correspondents  of  your  course  while 
in  command  off  Fort  Pickens,  to  the  effect  that  the  ships  might  have 
been  more  actively  engaged,  and  that  opportunities  were  neglected  for 
accomplishing  some  brilliant  and  important  exi^loit.  My  own  judg- 
ment so  entirely  approves  of  your  management  and  disposition  of  the 
force  under  your  command  during  the  exciting,  peculiar,  and  delicate 
circumstances  under  which  you  were  placed  that  I  look  back  with  much 
satisfaction  to  the  fact  that  I  was  associated  with  you.  All  the  events 
are  quite  fresh  in  my  recollection.  I  know  that  during  the  first  iieriod 
of  your  command  an  armistice  existed  which  required  that  nothing 
should  be  done  by  the  ships  that  could  be  construed  into  a  reenforce- 
ment  of  Fort  Pickens,  during  which  time  the  squadron  enjoyed  many 
advantages  in  procuring  supplies  from  the  port  and  navy  yard,  and, 
indeed,  without  which  we  could  not  have  remained  oft"  Pickens,  but 
would  have  been  obliged  to  detail  one  of  the  vessels  constantly  to  pro- 
cure them.  In  the  meantime  every,  preparation  was  made  to  land  a 
force  (night  or  day)  in  case  the  rebels  should  violate  the  armistice  and 
make  an  attack.  Men,  marines,  boats,  and  officers  were  detailed  and 
kept  in  a  constant  state  [of]  readiness  to  embark.  Stations  were 
assigned  them  in  the  fort  and  signals  established  to  regulate  the  land- 
ing and  attack.  Subsequently  an  order  was  received  to  reenforce.  It 
was  immediately  and  successtuUy  carried  out  by  landing  a  large  force 
of  seamen  and  marines.  In  a  few  days  after  Colonel  Harvey  Brown 
arrived,  in  command  of  a  considerable  force,  accompanied  by  a  number 
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of  transports,  all  the  troops,  artillery  horses,  munitions,  and  baggage 
Avere  landed  by  the  boats  of  the  squadron — a  work  of  great  labor  and 
exposure. 

Colonel  Brown  brought  orders  from  Washington  that  all  officers  of 
the  Navy  should  cooperate  with  him,  and  render  him  every  aid  in  car- 
rying out  his  plans  and  instructions,  which  were  to  defend  Fort  Pickens 
against  attack,  but  at  the  same  time  to  act  strictly  on  the  defensive; 
great  stress  was  laid  upon  this  last  point.  An  order  was  given  that 
nothing  should  be  done  that  was  likely  to  bring  on  an  attack,  as  the  fort 
was  not  in  a  state  of  sufficient  readiness  to  engage  the  enemy's  bat- 
teries. The  ships,  by  his  request,  were  placed  as  close  to  the  beach  of 
Santa  Rosa  as  their  draft  of  water  would  permit,  in  order  to  command 
the  approaches  by  land,  and  while  so  placed  it  would  have  been  impos- 
sible for  the  enemy  to  have  landed  as  they  afterwards  did.  Upon  the 
arrival  of  Captain  McKean  the  squadron  was  dispersed  on  blockading 
duty. 

I  am  aware  that  you  enforced  the  blockade  of  Pensacola  before  any 
official  order  was  received  from  Washington  to  do  so.  No  other  ports 
were  blockaded,  because  Colonel  Brown  required  the  presence  of  all  the 
ships  for  the  protection  of  the  fort.  1  recollect  having  had  frequent 
consultations  with  you  upon  the  best  mode  of  attacking  the  enemy  in 
case  active  hostilities  should  commence;  that  you  had  arranged  that 
the  Wyandotte  should  tow  your  ship,  the  Sabine,  into  the  harbor,  and 
the  St.  Louis  to  a  position  to  the  westward  of  Fort  Mcliee,  and  1  sounded 
in  that  direction  to  ascertain  it  the  St.  Louis  could  approach  near 
enough  to  make  her  guns  available.  I  recollect  that  upon  the  approach 
of  the  Powhatan  under  English  colors,  with  the  purpose,  as  afterwards 
ascertained,  of  entering  the  port,  her  destination  was  changed  by  the 
request  of  Colonel  Meigs,  who  had  seen  the  enemy's  strength,  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  in  the  fort,  and  conferred  with  its  commander.  I  do 
not  recollect  of  anything  being  suggested  by  Colonel  Brown  that  was 
not  fully  and  promptly  carried  out  by  the  ships  under  your  command, 
and  up  to  the  time  of  my  departure  from  Pickens  (on  blockading  duty) 
I  do  not  think  the  shi^js  could  with  any  advantage  have  engaged  in  any 
operations  against  the  enemy  further  than  was  done.

Sir:  In  my  letters  to  you  of  the  17th  ultimo  I  announced  my  intention  of  acting 
only  on  the  defensive  unless  assailed.  Since  then  your  so-called  Government  has 
commenced  an  unholy  and  parricidal  war  on  our  common  country,  and  you  personally 
have  been  hostilely  engaged  iu  erecting  batteries  against  this  fort,  and  last  night  in 
anchoring  a  floating  hattery  -within  range  of  and  menacing  my  command.  You  -will 
therefore  be  pleased  to  notice  that  I  shall  act  on  the  ofiensive  whenever  the  interests 
and  honor  of  my  country  [require  it] .

It  will  be  seen  by  other  papers  how  earnest  Colonel 
Brown  was  in  his  desire  that  nothing  should  be  done  by  the  squadron 
which  might  be  considered  an  act  of  hostility  by  the  enemy,  and  bring 
on  a  collision  before  he  was  fully  prepared  for  it.

This  letter  shows  how  far  Colonel  Brown  considered  himself  author- 
ized by  the  President's  orders  to  dispose  of  the  ships,  and  I  did  not 
question  It,  as  it  was  undeniable.

Captain  ;    *    *    *    The  enemy,  besides  Forts  McEee  and  Barran- 
cas, have  as  you  know,  batteries  extending  from  the  former  place  to 
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tlie,  navy  yard,  inclusive,  desigued  for  the  double  purpose  of  prevent- 
ing your  ships  entering  the  harbor  and  of  bombarding  this  work.  I 
do  not  see  that  the  ships  can  be  of  any  essential  assistance  to  us  here 
in  ease  of  bombardnaent.  I  have  force  enough  to  defend  this  fort  on 
every  side  on  which  it  can  be  now  attacked,  and  the  only  vulnerable 
point  is  the  island,  an  attack  on  the  land  side.  If  the  enemy  can  make 
a  lodgment,  and  establish  batteries  so  as  to  drive  off  the  ships,  he  can 
then  make  regular  approaches  to  the  fort,  and  render  our  situation  veiy 
precarious.  If  his  force  is,  as  represented,  8,000  or  10,000  men,  I  am 
not  strong  enough  to  prevent  his  making  such  a  lodgment.  Major 
Tower,  chief  engineer,  considers  such  a  movement  to  be  not  only  pos- 
sible, but  one  that  will  almost  certainly  occur.  I  do  not  agree  with 
him  in  this  view,  feeling  confident  your  forces  can  and  will  prevent  itj 
but  thinking  that  great  deference  is  due  to  his  opiuion,  I  give  you  a 
brief  statement  on  what  he  founds  it.  He  thinks  it  is  the  move  the 
enemy  ought  to  make,  and  that  he  therefore  will  make  it;  that  the 
dry  or  floating  dock  is  to  be  floated  over  and  grounded  near  the  shore, 
so  as  (in  connection  with  some  other  vessels)  to  be  used  as  a  battery  for 
covering  the  landing  and  protecting  the  troops  in  making  their  lodg- 
ment; that  the  troops  being  landed  some  3  or  4  miles  off',  and  having 
established  on  the  shore  batteries  to  drive  your  ships  off,  will  then 
advance  by  regular  approaches,  protected  by  their  numerous  batteries 
to  the  fort,  until  he  can  get  sufficiently  near  to  establish  his  breaching 
batteries.  If  he  can  do  this  we  shall  be  entirely  surrounded,  and  this 
place  would  probably  fall.  Now  if,  as  I  believe  they  can,  the  Navy 
will  keep  the  ivsland  free  from  the  enemy,  it  will  fulfill  all  the  duties  of  a 
belligerent  nature  that  I  desire  now,  and  its  services  will  be  of  the  first 
importance.  If,  therefore,  you  will  take  the  duty  on  you,  and  free  me 
from  such  an  attack,  I  shall  consider  you  to  have  done  me  most  valu- 
able service.  I  need  not  say  that  so  far  as  my  ability  goes  you  will 
receive  my  active  cooperation.    *    *     *

Montgomery,  April  16,  1861. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statement,  in  relation 
to  my  recent  visit  to  Pensacola,  to  your  attention : 

I  left  Washington  City  on  the  morning  of  April  7  with  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Captain  Adams,  of  the  U.  S. 
ship  Sabine,  and  was  informed  by  the  Secretary  that  I  would  have  uo

diflBculty  in  making  the  communication  to  Captain  Adams  under  the 
existing  agreement.  I  arrived  at  Peusacola  on  the  morning  of  the  11th 
instant,  announced  myself  to  Mr.  LeBaron  as  an  officer  of  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  who  sent  an  officer  with  me  to  General  Bragg.  I  informed  Gen- 
eral Bragg  that  I  had  come  from  Washington,  and  desired  to  commu- 
nicate witli  Captain  Adams,  of  the  Sabine.  He  wrote  me  a  pass 
authorizing  me  to  go  to  the  Sabine,  and  upon  handing  it  to  me  he  asked 
if  1  had  dispatches  for  Captain  Adams.  I  replied  that  I  had  not  writ- 
ten ones,  but  that  I  had  a  verbal  communication  to  make  to  him  from 
the  Navy  Department.  I  then  asked  him  if  I  would  be  permitted  to 
land  on  my  return  toward  Washington.  He  replied  that  I  would,  pro- 
vided Captain  Adams  or  myself  did  nothing  in  violation  of  the  agree- 
ment existing  between  them.  I  remarked  that  I  knew  nothing  of  the 
agreement  he  mentioned.  I  then  left  General  Bragg  and  went  to  the 
navy  yard,  from  whence  I  embarked  for  the  Wyandotte  about  4  o'clock 
p.  m.  On  reaching  her  I  was  informed  by  her  commander  that  he 
could  not  carry  me  out  to  the  Sabine  that  night,  in  consequence  of  the 
strong  wind  and  rough  sea  on  the  bar. 

During  that  evening  Lieutenant  Slemmer,  of  Fort  Pickens,  came  on 
board  and  I  had  a  few  moments'  social  conversation  with  him.  I  had 
no  dispatches  for  him  whatever,  and  I  gave  him  no  information  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  communication  which  I  had  to  make  to  Captain 
Adams.  Of  course  he  knew,  as  did  every  officer  on  board,  that  I  came 
from  the  Navy  Department  to  communicate  with  Captain  Adams.  On 
the  next  morning,  the  12th  instant,  while  waiting  for  the  sea  to  subside 
on  the  bar  so  that  the  Wyandotte  could  go  out,  one  of  the  officers  sug- 
gested that  we  should  go  on  shore  and  take  a  look  at  Fort  Pickens,  to 
which  1  assented.  We  accordingly  about  9  o'clock  a.  m.  landed  there 
and  walked  about  the  ramparts  for  half  an  hour  and  then  returned  on 
board.  During  my  visit  to  the  fort  I  did  not  see  Lieutenant  Slemmer, 
as  he  was  asleep,  and  I  did  not  desire  to  disturb  him,  as  I  had  no  object 
in  seeing  him  except  to  pay  him  the  proper  visit  of  courtesy  on  going 
within  the  limits  of  his  command. 

At  about  10:30  or  11  o'clock  a.  m.  the  Wyandotte  went  out  of  the 
harbor  and  put  me  on  board  the  Sabine  somewhere  near  12  o'clock.  I 
made  my  communication  to  Captain  Adams  and  stated  to  him  what 
General  Bragg  had  said  in  relation  to  the  agreement  between  them. 
He  nevertheless  gave  me  a  written  order  to  return  to  Washington  as 
"special  messenger,"  which  order  you  have.  Of  course  1  proceeded  to 
obey  the  order,  and  was  landed  by  the  Wyandotte  at  Pensacola  about 
5  o'clock  p.  ni.  I  was  told  by  Captain  Adams  that  it  was  not  necessary 
for  me  to  see  General  Bragg  on  my  return,  and  therefore  I  did  not  stop 
at  his  quarters. 

I  make  this  statement,  leady  with  the  solemnity  of  an  oath  to  be 
confirmed.  It  is  made  not  with  regard  to  personal  safety  or  of  any 
consequences  that  might  result  to  me  personally,  but  purely  in  defense 
of  my  honor  as  an  officer  and  a  gentleman.  Several  officers  in  the 
Confederate  service — among  them  1  Avill  mention  Captain  D.  N.  Ingra- 
ham  and  Surgeon  W.  F.  Carrington— I  think  I  can  appeal  to  with 
confidence. 

I  respectfully  submit  this  statement  to  the  consideration  of  the  hon- 
orable Secretary  of  War.

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The  principal  service  of  the  Water  Witch  will  be  as  a  dispatch  vessel. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  securing  as  often  as  possible  mail 
communication  by  way  of  Havana  between  the  seat  of  Government 
and  Key  West.  It  is  highly  important  to  maintain  it  between  Key 
West  and  Fort  Pickens.  You  will  therefore,  under  the  direction  of 
your  senior  commanding  oflScer,  make  arrangements  for  frequent  and 
regular  trips  with  the  Water  Witch  between  those  points,  unless  your 
senior  commanding  ofiQcer  should  deem  it  important  and  advisable  to 
communicate  with  other  points,  so  regulating  your  trips  as  to  correspond 
with  those  of  the  mail  steamers  between  Havana  and  jSTcw  York. 

The  Department  will  keep  a  supply  of  coal  at  Key  West  in  charge 
of  the  naval  storekeeper.  You  will  touch  there  on  your  way  to  Fort 
Pickens,  communicate  with  the  commanding  officer  at  P^ort  Taylor,  and 
take  charge  of  any  mail  matter  to  be  transmitted. 

On  reporting  to  the  senior  commanding  officer  off  Fort  Pickens  you 
will  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  these  instructions.  You  will  communi- 
cate frequently  with  the  Department,  sending  your  communications 
direct  when  not  in  the  presence  of  a  senior. 

Transmit  to  the  Department  before  sailing  a  muster  roll  of  the  crew 
of  the  Water  Witch  and  a  separate  list  of  her  officers.

Sir:  I  liave  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  arrived  in  this  port  yes- 
terday morning  direct  from  Indianola  [Tex.],  having  only  two  days' 
water  on  board. 

I  found  here  the  first  lieutenant  of  the  steamer  Crusader,  wlio  had 
been  sent  over  for  the  mail.  He  informed  me  that  no  provisions  could 
be  procured  at  Key  West.  The  Empire  City,  with  the  troops  on  board, 
being  here,  I  purchased  from  the  U.  S.  Ai-my  Subsistence  Department, 
Captain  [A.  li.]  Eddy  in  charge,  the  provisions  that  wo  required,  as

that  was  the  only  means  that  I  had  of  obtaining  them,  giving  the 
quartermaster  a  draft  on  the  Navy  Department  for  the  amount  [at] 
cost  prices. 

Our  boilers  started  again  to  leak  before  reaching  port.  We  are  now 
repairing,  and  shall  probably  be  able  to  leave  here  to-morrow  for  Key 
West,  where  I  shall  take  in  coal  and  leave  ior  Indianola,  should  I 
receive  no  orders  to  the  contrary  after  touching  here  again  for  the 
mail.

Letter  from  Captain  Meigs,  U.  8.  Army,  to  Colonel  Brown,  U.  8.  Army, 
commanding  Department  of  Florida,  offering  suggestions  as  to  disposi- 
tion of  troops  at  Fort  Piehens. 

U.  S.  Troopship  Atlantic, 

Off  8anta  Rosa,  April  20,  1861. 

Dear  Colonel  :  If  my  estimate  is  correct  you  have  now  about  690 
men  inside  Fort  Pickens.    The  Illinois  is  here  with  two  companies, 
say  168.    The  St.  Louis  has  gone  to  order  up  two  companies  of  infantry 
from  Key  West,  say  154.    You  have,  then,  here  858;  coming  up,  154 
total,  1,012.     The  Sabine's  crew  is  450;  Powhatan,  300;  Brooklyn,  300 
Wyandotte,  75;  total,  1,125.     Crew  of  the  St.  Louis,  250;  Crusader,  100 
Minnesota,  600;  total,  950.    Total  force  to  be  concentrated  about  Fort 
Pickens  subject  to  your  orders,  3,087. 

The  soldiers  will  have  six  months'  supplies  as  soon  as  the  Illinois  is 
discharged,  Now  what  to  do  with  them.  I  agree  with  you  in  regard 
to  the  great  importance  of  avoiding  everything  that  will  bring  on  a 
collision  as  long  as  possible.  The  policy  of  the  Government  I  under- 
stand to  be  to  hold,  occupy,  and  possess  what  we  now  have,  and  not  to 
produce  collision  if  it  can  be  avoided;  in  no  case  to  fire  the  first  hos- 
tile gun.  The  attack  upon  Fort  Pickens  must  be  made  by  bombard- 
ment or  cannonade.  I  believe  that  it  is  impossible  to  land  a  force  upon 
this  island  in  face  of  the  batteries  of  the  Powhatan,  Brooklyn,  and 
Wyandotte,  properly  placed,  without  exposing  it  to  sudden  and  swift 
destruction.  If  your  men  and  means  are  all  concentrated  in  Fort 
Pickens,  every  shell  which  enters  the  fort  will  tell  a  tale  of  destruc- 
tion. To  concentrate  all  these  appears  to  me  to  be  Ifke  putting  the 
depot  of  a  besieging  army  in  the  ricochet  and  breaching  batteries.  I 
think  that  the  true  mode  of  treating  [it]  is  that  which  regulates  the 
advance  batteries  of  a  siege. 

The  sand  hills  of  Santa  Eosa  afford  good,  well  protected  bayous  or 
approaches,  along  which  material,  men,  horses,  and  artillery  can  be 
moved,  properly  prote(;ted  from  all  direct  and  enfilading  fire  by  works 
of  very  small  extent,  needed  only  to  close  a  few  gaps  and  to  cut  through 
a  few  ridges.  An  approach  should  be  constructed  across  the  open 
space  at  tlie  foot  of  the  glacis,  and  I  think  that  a  gallery  through  the 
glacis  into  the  ditch  may  be  advisable.  I  think  that  a  gateway  might 
be  cut  with  advantage  through  the  south  entrance.  I  save  the  haul- 
ing of  material  and  the  hoisting  of  gun  carriages  over  the  ramparts. 
This  gate,  too,  not  being  exposed  to  the  direct  fire  of  the  opposing  batter- 
ies, will  not  tempt  an  insubordinate,  undisciplined  volunteer  to  fire  the 
shot  which  will  open  the  war. 
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The  three  10-iuch  mortars  brought  from  Key  West  and  some  other 
pieces  of  artillery  I  think  might  be  well  placed  in  battery  outside  the  fort. 
The  division  of  these  batteries  will  divide  the  enemy's  fire,  and  thus 
lessen  its  destructive  eii'ect.  The  mortars,  being  reserved  to  throw  out 
light  and  fire  balls  from  the  fort,  may  be  placed  behind  one  of  the  sand 
ridges  in  position  to  bombard  the  navy  yard  and  its  batteries.  Here  the 
mortar  battery  would  be  protected  by  the  guns  of  Pickens.  The  light  bat- 
tery and  a  large  portion,  say  two-thirds,  of  the  garrison  I  think  should 
be  placed  in  an  intrenched  camp,  in  the  woods  where  the  horses  landed. 
Here  they  could  be  without  the  range  of  the  batteries  on  the  mainland. 
They  would  occupy  then  5  miles  of  the  island.  A  plank  road,  with  nat- 
ural epauleinent  on  east  side,  would  afford  plenty  of  communication. 
This  communication  would  be  protected  by  the  guns  of  the  fleet,  which 
should  be  moved  in  position,  and  which  could  destroy  any  enemy 
attempting  to  cut  it  oft'. 

Vedettes  and  sentinels  upon  the  ridge  could  keep  uj)  constant 
communication  between  the  fort  and  the  intrenched  camp.  Captain 
Barry  will  undertake  it,  as  a  boat  expedition  shall  land  in  face  of  his 
guns.  The  working  party  and  guard,  detailed  for  twenty-four  hours' 
duty,  should  be  kept  in  the  fort  to  protect  the  provisions  and  ammuni- 
tion there  deposited,  to  work  the  guns  and  repel  a  sudden  assault,  should 
the  enemy  be  rash  enough  to  undertake  one.  The  troops  in  camp  and 
in  fort  would  be  healthy,  not  exposed  to  fire  or  too  hard  worked,  and  I 
think  that  all  would  be  more  cheerful,  more  comfortable,  and  more  safe. 
The  present  crowded  condition  of  the  fort  will,  if  it  continues,  bring 
on  disease  that  in  even  a  not  crowded  place  will  be  destructive. 

I  have  thrown  these  ideas,  the  fruit  of  much  reflection  upon  this 
subject,  together,  colonel,  for  your  consideration,  and  hope  they  will 
I)rove  worthy  of  your  approval  and  adoption.  Upon  you  rests,  of  course, 
the  resiDonsibility  which  accompanies  command,  and  I  defer  to  your 
greater  experience,  rank,  and  responsibility,  merely  offering  that 
advice  Avhich  commends  itself  to  my  judgment.

commanding  Bepartment  of  Florida,  suggesting  means  of  defense  at 

Key  West  and  Tortugas. 

U.  S.  Troopship  Atlantic, 

Santa  Eosa,  April  22,  1861. 

Dear  Sir  :  If  the  news  sent  to  Major  Hunt  by  Oolonel  Bragg  be 
correct  as  reported  to  me  by  Captain  Porter,  it  becomes  necessary  to 
look  for  means  to  guard  your  communications  and  the  most  important 
posts  of  Key  West  and  Tortugas  against  a  naval  enterprise.  If  the 
State  of  Virginia  has  really  rebelled  and  surprised  the  Gosport  [Nor- 
folk] navy  yard,  she  has  some  good  vessels,  and  she  will  very  soon  have 
ofBcers  to  fight  them,  as  Virginians  will  follow  the  fortunes  of  their 
native  State.  I  do  not  think,  then,  that  the  two  companies  ordered  up 
from  Key  West  sliould  now  be  withdrawn  from  that  place.  I  tliink 
that  the  Sabine  and  St.  Louis,  unless  here,  should  go,  one  to  Key  West 
and  one  to  Tortugas,  and  be  moored  in  position  to  aid  in  the  occupation 
and  defense  of  these  harbors.  The  letter  of  the  President  of  1st  April, 
which  you  bear  and  which  Ca])taiii  Adams  has  seen,  gives  you  full  and 
ample  authoiity  to  call  ujion  him  to  make  this  disposition  of  his  ships. 

The  expedition  under  your  command  embraces  the  coast  and  islands 
of  Florida  in  its  scope,  and  your  attention  was  particularly  called  to 
the  "even  greater  importance"  of  Forts  Taylor  and  Jefferson  than  of 
Fort  Pickens.  The  value  of  all  these  posts  is  greatly  increased  if  the 
news  referred  to  be  correct.  1  would  call  upon  Captain  Adams,  in  virtue 
of  the  authority  in  you  vested  by  the  President,  to  "cooperate"  by 
sending  these  ships  to  Key  West  and  Tortugas.  The  Crusader  will  be 
very  useful  here,  the  sailing  ships  there.  Here  you  need  steamers ;  and 
sailing  ships,  except  as  depots,  are  useless.  From  his  present  position 
it  would  take  Captain  Adams  half  a  day  in  good  weather  to  bring  his 
guns  into  play,  and  in  bad  weather  he  could  not  move  at  all. 

The  team  road  should  be  extended  up  the  island  to  the  landing.  The 
sailors  are  hard  worked  and  should  be  spared  rowing.  The  plank 
between  the  gate  and  dock  would  make  the  road.  Now  less  than  ever 
would  I  put  this  precious  material  on  the  Atlantic  and  Illinois,  at  peril 
of  destruction  by  a  rough,  drunken  volunteer's  shot. 

If  one  of  these  ships  is  struck  by  such  a  shot,  apologies  will  not 
restore  her.    Too  little  work  was  done  yesterday  on  ship  and  shore. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  your  letter  of  the  17th  instant  to  me,  which  I 
handed  to  Captain  Porter  endorsed,  as  you  will  see.  By  this  I  suc- 
ceeded in  stopping  him.

I  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  scurvy  has  broken  out  on  board  the 
Sabine,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon  is  likely  to  spread.  She 
ought  to  go  immediately  to  some  place  where  fresh  meat  and  vegetables 
for  the  crew  can  be  had.  Since  Fort  Pickens  has  been  reenforced  and 
no  difficulty  now  exists  in  getting  supplies  to  it,  and  the  Brooklyn,  Pow- 
hatan, and  Wyandotte  are  here,  1  think  her  longer  presence  may  be  dis- 
pensed with,  and  I  beg  your  orders  on  the  subject. 

Lieutenant  Murdaugh  has  sent  in  his  resignation.  This  will  reduce 
the  number  of  lieutenants  to  three,  a  number  far  too  small  to  keep  the 
ship  and  crew  in  order.

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to  US,  and  renders  precautionary  measures  for  the  protection  of  Tortu- 
gas  and  Key  West  necessary,  and  1  wish  very  much  to  confer  with  you 
on  the  subject  at  as  early  a  moment  as  possible. 

I  will,  if  you  will  send  me  a  boat,  wait  on  you,  but  as  my  time  is  con- 
stantly employed  and  my  presence  almost  indispensable  here,  if  you 
would  come  to  me  I  will  thank  you. 

Work  presses  on  me  so  much,  and  I  have  so  great  a  quantity  of  valu- 
able property  scattered  on  the  beach,  that  I  have  to  solicit  100  marines 
or  sailors  for  two  or  three  days  to  bring  the  stores  from  the  beach  to 
the  fort.

Colonel  Brown  thinks  it  probable  that  an  attempt  may  be  made  by 
General  Bragg  to  land  forces  on  Santa  Eosa  Island  with  a  view  of 
making  approaches  by  land  against  Fort  Pickens,  in  wliich  case  lie 
asks  the  cooperation  of  the  squadron  to  prevent  it.  You  will  therefore 
have  as  many  men  ready  to  land  as  can  be  spared  with  safety  to  your 
ship.  The  signal  of  danger  will  be  two  rockets  thrown  up  from  the 
fort,  which  are  to  be  answered  by  the  ships.  On  seeing  this  signal 
you  will  immediately  have  your  boats  manned  and  armed  for  service.

Captain:  I  received  yesterday  the  lanterns  and  your  order,*  for 
which  I  am  much  obliged. 

We  are  sadly  deficient  in  8-iuch  shells  for  our  seacoast  howitzers  to 
act  against  the  navy  yard.  I  am  told  that  you  have  some;  if  so,  and 
you  can  spare  me  a  part  of  them,  it  will  greatly  relieve  me.  I  am  also 
told  that  the  Brooklyn  has  an  abundance  of  9-inch  shell  guns.  1  would 
submit  to  your  consideration  the  expediency  of  establishing  with  three 
of  these  guns  a  naval  battery  near  the  fort,  to  be  exclusively  manned 
and  fought  by  the  Navy.  Your  cooperation  in  this  manner  would  bo  of 
the  most  essential  importance,  and  the  Navy  associated  with  the  Army 
in  the  defense  of  this  fort  would  cause  a  generous  emulation  between 
the  two  services,  productive  of  the  best  and  most  generous  feeling. 

I  am  told  that  a  vessel  is  now  on  her  way  from  Oharlestou  to  this 
place,  loaded  with  an  Armstrong  gun,  ammunition,  and  projectiles.  It 
is  of  vital  importance  to  us  that  such  a  gun  should  not  be  used  against 
us,  and  I  can  not  but  think  that  with  the  information  we  now  have  of 
the  actual  commencement  of  hostilities  you  will  be  fully  warranted  in 
detaining  her  or  any  other  vessel  having  articles  contraband  of  war. 
Will  you  permit  me  to  suggest  whether  your  not  doing  so  may  not  be 
viewed  unfavorably  at  home. 

I  would  not  under  existing  circumstances  propose  capturing  vessels 
containing  articles  contraband  of  war,  but  only  that  entrance  to  the 
harbor  shall  be  prohibited  to  them.

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orders  to  that  effect.  The  establishment  of  a  naval  battery  on  shore 
seems  to  mo  at  this  time  almost  impracticable.  Our  men  are  exhausted 
by  hard  work,  which  is  still  accumulating,  and  diminished  by  sickness 
and  detachments.  The  remainder  are  necessary  for  the  care  and  defense 
of  the  ships  and  for  landing  ])arties  to  cooperate  -with  you.  Officers  we 
have  none.  I  am  hourly  looking  for  the  arrival  of  Flag-Offlcer  Striug- 
liam,  to  whom  I  will  refer  your  proposal  immediately.  He  will  have  a 
fresh  crew  and  officers  to  spare.  In  the  meantime  I  would  suggest  that 
a  place  for  the  battery  be  selected  and  prepared  for  the  guns  by  laying 
platforms,  etc.  They  are  very  heavy  and  will  require  solid  foundations.

He 
wrote  another  yesterday,  which  I  shall  get  hold  of  before  long.  Please 
s,ave  the  enclosed  for  me.

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guard  boat  to  keep  clear  of  me?  I  shall  be  in  a  black  double-banked 
boat,  and  the  enemy  have  none  such.  If  the  guard  boat  gets  close  to 
us,  the  watchword  Is  "Bragg." 

A  little  pilot-boat  schooner  chartered  by  the  Army  arrived  here  yes- 
terday. She  would  be  a  great  acquisition  to  us  for  certain  purposes, 
while  here  doing  nothing.  I  am  to  act  as  guard  ship  hereafter  and  pre- 
vent the  inside  people  from  receiving  munitions  of  war.  The  schooner 
would  be  a  great  assistance  in  enabling  me  to  cut  off  fast  sailing  ves- 
sels. If  you  have  the  authority,  do  you  not  think  that  it  would  be  well 
to  keep  her  here?  I  will  mount  a  rifle  gun  on  her.  Captain  Adams 
has  appointed  the  Wyandotte  to  assist  me,  but  she  draws  15  feet  of 
water,  and  could  not  chase  those  fellows  over  the  shoal  spots,  and  her 
machinery  is  defective.  I  could  do  more  with  the  schooner,  particu- 
larly with  a  breeze.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  ship  arrived  here  on  the  25th 
instant  from  Pensacola  and  that  she  is  now  under  orders  from  Captain 
Adams,  tlie  senior  officer  of  the  Home  Squadron,  to  proceed  to  Tortu- 
gas,  to  remain  there  until  further  orders. 

I  shall  leave  here  the  very  moment  I  can  lill  the  ship  with  the  neces- 
sary water  and  provisions  for  the  Tortugas. 

I  would  respectfully  represent  that  there  are  two  men  on  board  this 
ship  whose  term  of  service  has  expired  over  three  months,  one  of  them 
over  five  months;  these  men  have  asked  for  their  discharge,  the  ship 
being  in  an  American  port,  and  on  the  ground  that  they  did  not  ship 
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for  war  service.  These  men  are  both  foreigners.  I  would  also  repre- 
sent that  there  are  live  men  whose  term  of  service  will  expire  in  May 
and  June,  and  that  the  time  of  the  remainder  of  tlio  old  crew  of  the  ship 
will  expire  in  July  and  August.  I  am,  sir,  somewhat  at  a  loss  how  to 
act  in  this  matter;  the  law  only  justifies  us  in  detaining  men  in  our 
own  ports  for  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service, 
and  if  I  should  commence,  in  obedience  to  that  law,  to  discharge  the 
men  as  their  term  of  service  expires  I  should  disable  the  ship.  I  have 
concluded  to  keep  these  men  whose  term  of  service  has  expired  until 
suflBcient  time  elapses  to  enable  me  to  hear  from  you  and  to  obtain  your 
directions  on  the  subject.

Captain  :  In  my  letter  of  the  26th  [27th]  I  requested  to  know  whether 
you  had  any  8-iuch  howitzer  shells  that  you  could  spare,  as  Ave  are  much 
in  want  of  some.  You  do  not  notice  this  request  in  your  answer,  hav- 
ing probably  overlooked  it.  Will  you  now  be  so  good  as  to  inform  me; 
and  if  you  can  furnish  any,  how  many'?  I  wish  to  know  before  the 
sailing  of  the  Illinois,  that  I  may  make  the  necessary  requisitions  for 
what  I  can  not  get  here. 

It  is  reported  to  me  by  the  officer  in  charge  on  the  beach  that  the 
coxswains  and  crews  of  some  of  the  boats  yesterday  were  negligent 
and  insubordinate,  staying  a  long  time  on  the  beach,  and  in  two  instances 
entirely  leaving  the  boats,  regardless  of  the  positive  orders  of  the  officer. 
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I  have  placed  a  sentinel  and  a  barrel  of  water  on  the  beach  with  orders 
prohibiting  the  crews  leaving  it,  but  an  officer  of  the  Navy  detailed  for 
this  duty,  whom  the  sailors  would  obey,  would  very  much  facilitate  our 
work.

Letter  from  Commander  Meade,  IT.  8.  Wavy,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Wavy, 

making  suggestions  for  the  blockade  of  the  coast  of  Texas  and  requesting 

appointment  to  active  service. 

New  Tokk,  April  30,  1861. 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  press  upon  your  attention  the  fitting  out  of 
a  steam  propeller  tug,  to  draw,  when  loaded,  between  9  and  10  feet, 
and  to  carry  sufficient  armament;  the  tug  to  be  very  fast,  with  a  view 
to  service  between  New  Orleans  and  Texas;  to  have  a  complement  of 
officers  and  men  to  serve  as  prize  crews  in  certain  captures,  which  can 
and  will  assuredlj'  be  made.  The  great  aim  to  be  to  interrupt  the  enemy's 
communications,  keep  open  our  own,  drive  from  these  waters  every 
hostile  bottom,  threaten  all  points,  attack  and  break  up  all  trade  in 
rivers,  inlets,  harbors,  and  their  approaches  from  Key  West  around  to 
the  Eio  Grande,  at  the  same  time  [to]  protect  loyal  citizens,  convoy,  tow, 
and  be  generally  useful. 

There  is  at  present  a  certain  locality  where  there  is  a  large  trade  car- 
ried on  with  impunity,  viz,  the  Opelousas  road  to  Berwick  Bay,  that 
carries  all  the  supplies  that  Texas  now  requires,  such  as  war  implements, 
stores,  and  provisions.  These  could  be  readily  stopped  by  such  a  tug 
as  I  respectfully  suggest,  and  thus  put  an  end  to  and  destroy  so  lucra- 
tive and  dangerous  a  trade  carried  on  by  the  enemy. 

So  long  as  these  ports  are  open  the  Government  can  not  cripple  the 
resources  of  Texas  materially,  as  requisite.  I  beg  to  offer  my  services 
for  this  command,  should  it  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Department.  1 
respectfully  refer  the  Department  for  further  particulars  to  Master 
Edv.ard  M.  Keige,  bearer  of  this  communication. 

Captain  Keige's  character  as  a  seaman  and  a  gentleman,  extensively 
known,  will  not  suffer  by  comparison  with  any  other  shipmaster,  as 
eminently  qualified  to  command  any  steamship  or  other  vessel.  I  hope 
the  Department  will  assign  him  to  my  command  as  acting  master,  and 
that  I  may  be  allowed  four  master's  mates,  competent  to  take  charge  of 
prizes.  Captain  Keige  has  commanded  for  over  six  years  on  the  coast 
of  Texas  and  Florida,  is  intimate  with  those  inland  bahias  and  shoals 
running  out  to  the  westward  of  Ship  Island  from  5  to  7  leagues  from 
the  land,  around  the  Sabiue  Pass,  where  there  are  channels  between 
which  you  can  get  from  2^  to  5  fathoms,  and  it  is  between  these  chau- 
nels  that  the  Berwick  Bay  and  Texas  steamers  pass.  It  is  here,  where 
no  surveys  have  yefc  been  made  by  the  Government  of  our  coast  to  the 
westward  of  Shell  Keys  light,  tliat  the  utility  of  such  a  steam  tug  [as 
is]  herewith  suggested  will  be  prominently  manifested. 

There  are  now  three  of  the  finest  steamships  belonging  to  New 
Orleans  running  from  Berwick  Bay  to  Texas,  two  of  which  (iron  steam- 
ers) are  loaded  with  freight  and  passengers,  from  New  Orleans  and  back 
four  times  a  week.  They  ply  with  impunity  and  without  suspicion 
that  Government  can  molest  them.    I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  with  this 
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steam  tug  I  could  certainly  capture  two.  of  these  ships.  I  would 
respectfully  beg  to  refer  the  Government  to  my  communication  of  the 
7th  of  February,  applying  for  active  service. 

Captain  Keige,  bearer  of  this  communication,  will  demonstrate  the 
valuable  service  to  be  rendered  and  name  the  proper  and  available  ves- 
sel that  can  be  at  once  chartered  for  this  duty,  should  it  be  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Government  to  honor  my  suggestion.

Report  of  Captain  Adams,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  senior  officer  present  offPensacola, 
regarding  detention  of  vessels  suspected  of  carrying  munitions  of  war. 

U.  S.  Frigate  Sabine, 

OffPensacola,  May  1,  1861. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  13th  ultimo,  acquainting  me  that  money  for  the  squadron  would 
come  out  by  the  Water  Witch  and  Minnesota. 

The  Mohawlc  arrived  here  yesterday  from  Key  West,  in  obedience  to 
an  order  from  me.  She  left  the  Water  Witch  at  Key  West  waiting  for 
the  next  mail,  and  sailed  to-day  for  the  coast  of  Texas  to  carry  out  her 
original  orders,  after  which  she  will  return  here.  Having  heard  that 
an  Armstrong  gun  was  to  be  shipped  from  Charleston  for  Pensacola,  I 
cause  every  vessel  bound  into  the  harbor  to  be  brought  to  and  exam- 
ined, with  orders  to  detain  any  that  may  have  munitions  of  war  on 
board.  Colonel  Brown  has  given  me  the  use  of  the  pilot  boat  Oriental 
for  this  purpose.  I  hope  this  step  will  meet  the  approbation  of  the 
Department.  I  must  beg  leave  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  circumstances  of  this  ship's  company.  They  are  getting  very  much 
discontented  at  the  length  of  the  cruise.  The  scurvy  is  increasing 
among  them  and  they  have  had  no  fresh  meat  for  more  than  three 
months.  The  term  of  service  of  about  seventy  has  expired,  or  will 
expire  in  the  course  of  the  month,  and  after  that  the  time  of  a  majority 
will  soon  be  out.  All  wish  to  be  discharged.  The  extra  pay  they  don't 
care  for.  They  want  to  get  home,  and  if  they  do  so  now  the  country 
can  have  the  services  of  three-fourths  of  them  again  in  a  month.  By 
that  time  they  will  have  recovered  their  health  and  spirits,  si:en  their 
friends,  spent  their  money,  and  be  ready  to  ship  again.  It  will  be  very 
desirable  to  get  men  as  well  drilled  and  taught  as  they  are  on  board 
ships  just  starting  on  a  cruise.  I  hope  this  may  receive  the  favorable 
consideration  of  the  Department.  The  crew  is  a  good  one  and  has 
served  faithfully  through  a  cruise  which  has  been  long  and  unpleasant. 
Since  they  came  on  board  in  1858  they  have  had  liberty  on  shore  but 
once  for  twenty-four  hours.  Sailing  ships  are  unsuited  for  the  kind  of 
service  required  on  this  coast;  steamers  only  will  answer.  I  take  the 
liberty  to  suggest  also  that  the  Brooklyn  should  be  called  home  for 
repairs.  Her  engines  and  boilers  are  getting  in  bad  condition  fi'om 
long  use  and  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  fires  constantly  up.

Letter  from  P.  Phillips,  esq.,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  malting 
enquiry  regarding  status  of  the  blockade. 

Washington,  May  2, 1861. 

Sir:  Eeferring  to  the  conversation  I  had  the  honor  to  hold  with  you 
this  morning,  I  have  now  to  inform  you  that  under  date  24th  April 
Messrs.  D.  Solomon  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  write  that  their  agents  at 
Mobile  have  shipped  on  board  of  the  British  ship  James  Yeo,  now 
at  that  port,  for  Liverpool,  250  bales  of  cotton.  They  inform  me  that 
many  other  parties  are  in  the  same  condition,  and  are  all  anxious  to 
learn  the  views  of  the  Government  as  to  the  effect  of  the  blockade 
which  it  has  proclaimed. 

I  presume  it  is  too  well  settled,  at  least  in  this  country,  where  the 
most  hberal  views  have  been  maintained,  that  as  to  neutrals  the  block- 
ade dates  from  the  time  when  it  exists  in  point  of  fact,  to  wit,  when 
there  is  a  power  present  to  enforce  it,  and  that  it  does  not  debar  a  neu- 
tral found  in  port  when  it  was  instituted,  or  prevent  egress  with  a  cargo 
bona  fide  purchased  and  laden  before  its  commencement. 

It  is  as  clearly  the  interest  of  the  Government  as  that  of  the  shippers 
that  whatever  construction  may  be  given  should  be  at  once  made  pub- 
lic. I  therefore,  in  behalf  of  my  clients,  respectfully  request  to  be 
informed  at  your  earliest  leisure  whether  any  instructions  on  this  head 
have  been  given  to  the  blockading  squadron,  or  that  I  may  have  such 
other  information  as  would  authorize  me  to  give  satisfactory  assurance.

Off  Pensaeola,  May  3, 1861. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  of  the  Water 
Witch  yesterday  from  Key  West.  Owing  to  the  nonarrival  of  the  New 
York  steamer  at  Havana  in  time,  she  brought  no  later  intelligence  from 
the  United  States  than  had  previously  been  received  by  the  Mohawlc. 
The  Water  Witch  will  be  immediately  employed  in  carrying  out  your 
instructions  regarding  the  mail  between  this  place  and  Key  West.  For 
the  sake  of  expedition  I  may  sometimes  judge  it  best  to  send  her  direct 
to  Havana.  The  steamer  Philadelphia  arrived  this  morning  with  mili- 
tary stores.  The  boats  of  the  squadron  are  now  engaged  in  landing 
them.  The  Illinois  was  discharged  and  sailed  yesterday.  The  follow- 
ing changes  have  been  made  in  the  distribution  of  officers  to  the  ships: 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Baldwin  and  Lieutenants  Stillwell  and  Fitch 
have  joined  the  Wyandotte;  Lieutenant  Williamson  has  returned  to  the 
BrooMyn;  Lieutenant  Murdaugh,  whose  resignation  I  lately  forwarded, 
I  have  ordered  to  the  Supply;  Lieutenant  Jones,  of  the  8t.  Louis,  to 
the  Supply;  Lieutenants  Maxwell  and  Hopkins  from  the  Supply  to  the 
Sabine.    1  hope  to  get  the  Supply  off  in  about  a  week. 

The  Water  Witch  sails  to-day  for  Tortugas,  carrying  an  Army  offlcer 
who  is  to  bring  down  some  military  stores  in  her.  She  will  go  to 
Havana  and  Key  West  for  the  mail  and  to  make  arrangements  for  its 
speedy  conveyance  in  future.

Order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Captain  MeKean,  U.  S.  Navy,  com- 
manding U.  S.  S.  Niagara,  to  proceed  to  blockade  duty  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico. 

Confidential.]  Navy  Department,  May  4, 1861. 

Sir  :  A  dispatch*  was  sent  to  you  to  New  York  on  the  2d  to  proceed 
and  institute  a  blockade  at  Charleston.  This  morning,  however,  a 
communication  was  received  from  the  Secretary  of  State  enclosing  a 
letter,  of  which  I  send  you  a  copy,  containing  information  so  important 
that  I  deem  it  necessary  to  order  the  Niagara  at  once  to  the  Gulf.  It 
is,  moreover,  as  essential  that  an  immediate  and  actual  blockade  of 
New  Orleans  and  Mobile  should  take  place  as  of  Charleston. 

You  will  therefore  on  the  receipt  of  this  proceed  to  the  Gulf  and 
take  measures  for  instituting  and  carrying  into  effect  a  rigid  blockade 
of  the  Mississippi,  and  such  other  ports,  especially  Mobile,  as  the  force 
under  your  command  will  admit,  and  in  connection  therewith  use  all 
diligence  to  capture  the  A'essels  with  arms  and  munitions  on  board. 

Herewith  you  will  receive  a  copy  of  the  President's  proclamation 
ordering  a  blockade.  This  on  your  arrival  out  yon  will  proceed  to 
carry  into  effect,  giving  public  notice  thereof  in  the  best  manner  you 
can,  allowing  no  vessels  to  obtain  ingress  into  the  port  or  river  block-

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aded.  Neutrals  will  be  allowed  fifteen  days  to  leave,  with  or  without 
cargo.  No  neutral  vessel  proceeding  toward  the  entrance  of  a  block- 
aded port  should  be  captured  or  detained  if  she  shall  not  have  previ- 
ously received  from  one  of  the  blockading  squadron  a  specific  notification 
of  the  existence  of  the  blockade.  This  notification  should  be  inserted 
in  Avriting  on  the  muster  roll  of  the  neutral  vessel  by  the  cruiser  which 
meets  her,  and  it  should  contain  the  announcement,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  day  and  the  latitude  in  which  it  was  made. 

At  present  there  are,  mostly  at  Pensacola  and  Key  West,  the  steam- 
ers BrooMyn,  Pow]iatan,Wyan(lotte,  Crusader,  and  MoTiawTc,  and  sailing 
vessels  Sabine,  St.  Lovis,  and  Supply. 

I  trust  y.-e  may  get  the  blockade  systematized  and  in  vigorous  prose- 
cution forthwith. 

Let  us  hear  from  you  frequently  and  fully  in  regard  to  all  matters, 
and  especially  as  to  the  wants  of  the  squadron.

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. — A  Froclamation. 

Whereas  an  insurrection  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
has  broken  out  in  the  States  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Florida,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  and  Texas,  and  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  can  not  be  effectually  executed 
therein,  conformably  to  that  provision  of  the  Constitution  which  requires 
duties  to  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  a  combination  of  persons  engaged  in  such  insurrection 
have  threatened  to  grant  pretended  letters  of  marque  to  authorize  the 
bearers  thereof  to  commit  assaults  on  the  lives,  vessels,  and  property 
of  good  citizens  of  the  country  lawfully  engaged  in  commerce  on  the 
high  seas  and  in  waters  of  the  United  States;  and 

Wliereas  an  Executive  proclamation  has  been  already  issued  requir- 
ing the  persons  engaged  in  these  disorderly  proceedings  to  desist 
therefrom,  calling  out  a  militia  force  for  the  purpose  of  repressing  the 
same,  and  convening  Congress  in  extraordinary  session  to  deliberate 
and  determine  thereon : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States, 
with  a  view  to  the  same  purposes  before  mentioned,  and  to  the  protec- 
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tion  of  the  public  peace  and  the  lives  and  property  of  quiet  and  orderly 
citizens  pursuing  their  lawful  occupations  until  Congress  shall  have 
assembled  and  deliberated  on  the  said  unlawful  proceedings,  or  until 
the  same  shall  have  ceased,  have  further  deemed  it  advisable  to  set  on 
foot  a  blockade  of  the  ports  within  the  States  aforesaid,  in  pursuance 
of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  law  of  nations  in  such  case 
provided.  For  this  purpose  a  competent  force  will  be  posted  so  as  to 
l)revent  entrance  and  exit  of  vessels  from  the  ports  aforesaid.  If,  there- 
fore, with  a  view  to  violate  such  blockade  a  vessel  shall  approach  or 
shall  attempt  to  leave  either  of  the  said  ports,  she  will  be  duly  warned 
by  the  commander  of  one  of  the  blockading  vessels,  who  will  endorse 
on  her  register  the  fact  and  date  of  such  warning,  and  if  the  same 
vessel  shall  again  attempt  to  enter  or  leave  the  blockaded  port  she  will 
be  captured  and  sent  to  the  nearest  convenient  port  for  such  proceed- 
ings against  her  and  her  cargo  as  prize  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

And  I  hereby  proclaim  and  declare  that  if  any  person,  under  the 
pretended  authority  of  the  said  States,  or  under  any  other  ijretense, 
shall  molest  a  vessel  of  the  United  States,  or  the  persons  or  cargo  on 
board  of  her,  such  person  will  be  held  amenable  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  for  the  prevention  and  punishment  of  piracy. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Frailey,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  bark  Release 
of  the  cruise  of  that  vessel  from  New  YorJc  to  Fort  Pickens. 

U.  S.  Stoebbark  Release, 
Off  Fort  Pickens,  May  4,  1861. 

SiB:  In  compliance  with  your  instructions  of  the  27th  March,  1861, 1 
had  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  my  sailing  from  I<rew  York  on  the  5th 
instant  [ultimo],  and  now  beg  leave  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  ship 
off  this  anchorage  to-day  after  a  rather  lengthy  passage  of  twenty-nine 
days. 

On  the  night  of  the  14th  April,  in  nine  and  a  half  days  from  Sandy 
Hook,  I  passed  Abaco  light  and  on  through  North  West  Providence 
Channel  with  a  fresh  easterly  wind,  with  a  fond  hope  of  being  able  to 
pass  through  [the]  Straits  of  Florida  to  the  southward  and  thereby  make 
a  quick  run  to  my  destination.  In  this  expectation  I  was,  however, 
sadly  disappointed,  as  on  reaching  the  neighborhood  of  the  Moselle 
Shoal  [Bank],  some  few  miles  south  of  the  Great  Isaac  light-house,  the 
wind  shifted  to  the  southward  and  with  a  falling  barometer  forced  me 
into  the  Gulf  Stream.  An  effort  was  then  made  to  run  in  on  the  bank 
and  anchor,  but  in  a  very  short  time  afterwards  the  wind  freshened 
and  blew  in  squalls  accompanied  by  heavy  rain,  thunder,  and  light- 
ning, and  the  current  drifting  me  rapidly  to  the  northward,  induced 
me  to  bear  up  and  stand  in  that  direction.  Early  the  following  morn- 
ing it  was  blowing  heavily  from  the  southward  and  westward,  continu- 
ing for  that  and  the  following  day,  accompanied  with  a  heavy  sea.    A 
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course  was  then  shaped  for  the  Caicos  Passage,  through  -which  I  passed 
on  the  22d  ultimo,  westerly  winds  generally  prevailing  until  we  reached 
the  latitude  of  24 Jo  n.  Since  reachiug  the  east  end  of  Cuba  to  this 
period  the  winds  have  been  exceeding  light. 

I  need  scarcely  add  that  my  discomfiture  on  the  15th  gave  me  no 
little  concern,  but  trust  the  Department  will  approve  at  least  the  efforts 
made  to  comply  with  my  orders  to  proceed  with  all  practicable  dis- 
patch.

The  Runtsville  will  go  prepared  to  accompany  the  Niagara  to  the  Gulf 
and  assist  in  the  blockade  and  such  other  duties  as  Captain  McKean, 
or  the  senior  officer  on  that  station,  may  order. 

A  telegram  was  sent  you  this  morning  in  relation  to  this  steamer, 
but  no  answer  has  been  received  up  to  the  time  this  dispatch  was  closed.

Navy,  senior  officer  present  off  Pen- 
saeola, urging  the  necessity  of  preserving  a  strict  bloclcade. 

Headquarters  Department  of -Florida, 

Fort  Piclcens,  May  8, 1861. 
Captain  :  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance 
to  the  defense  of  this  fort  of  excluding  all  steamers  from  the  harbor. 
Their  introduction  would  be  of  essential  injury  to  us  and  benefit  to  the 
enemy,  so  that  every  possible  precaution  should,  I  think,  be  used  to  pre- 
vent it.  I  think  that  under  no  circumstances  should  a  steamer  or  a 
vessel  loaded  with  forage  or  provisions  or  articles  contraband  of  war  be 
permitted  to  enter.  All  those  articles  are  for  the  consumption  of  the 
Army  of  the  enemy,  and  we,  by  permitting  their  introduction,  are  really 
feeding  our  enemies  and  giving  them  the  means  of  assailing  us.  We 
have  information  which,  though  not  official,  is  authentic,  that  our  steam- 
ers have  been  seized  and  appropriated  by  the  enemy ;  that  he  has  issued 
letters  of  marque  and  is  fitting  out  privateers,  and  that  our  officers  have 
been  taken  jirisoners,  our  property  stolen,  and  that  one  of  your  own 
officers  is  now  a  prisoner  in  his  hands.    Under  these  circumstances 
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should  not  effective  measures  be  taken  to  stop  all  vessels'?  I  certainly 
think  so.  Permit  me  to  suggest  that  the  passage  at  the  north  of 
the  island  and  the  landing  of  the  Perdido  should  be  strictly  watched, 
and  that  every  possible  exertion  should  be  used  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  supplies  of  any  and  every  kind.

Off  Pensacola,  May  8,  1861. 
Colonel:  I  have  given  orders  to  the  guard  vessels  to  allow  no 
provisions  to  enter  Pensacola  Harbor.  In  the  absence  of  all  instruc- 
tions with  regard  to  the  blockade  I  do  not  know  how  to  proceed  toward 
foreign  ships,  which  by  the  laws  and  customs  of  nations  are  usually 
allowed  a  certain  time  to  come  and  go  after  tlie  declaration  of  a  block- 
ade, nor  towai'd  those  coasting  vessels  which  exhibit  a  license  from  the 
U.  S.  Government.  My  doubts  on  this  subject  prevented  me  from  mak- 
ing prizes  of  the  two  steamers  detained  last  night,  which  had  cargoes 
of  provisions  consigned  to  Judah  &  LeBaron.  I  have  sent  them  back 
to  Mobile.  The  President's  proclamation  of  blockade  is  dated  April 
19,  and  it  is  more  than  time  some  specific  directions  about  it  should 
have  reached  me  here.  Should  1  hear  of  any  privateer,  man-of-war, 
or  letter  of  marque  being  at  sea  under  the  secession  flag,  I  intend  to 
commence  making  captures  immediately;  but  I  shall  be  greatly  embar- 
rassed what  to  do  with  them,  as  I  have  no  officers  to  put  on  board  and 
carry  them  to  a  port  of  the  United  States  for  adjudication.  Has  any 
progress  been  made  in  the  preparation  of  a  battery  to  receive  the 
BrooMyn's  9-inch  guns,  if  it  should  be  thought  advisable  to  land  them? 
I  am  afraid  the  work  of  discharging  the  Philadelphia  will  go  ou  but 
slowly,  as  the  large  boats  of  the  Poivhatan  have  been  so  much  injured 
as  to  require  extensive  repairs,  and  those  of  the  Brooklyn  will  be 
employed  for  a  few  days  in  ballasting  the  Supply.

far  anticipated  my  wishes.  I  am  not  prepared  to  express  a  decided 
opiniou  as  to  the  foreign  vessels,  but  as  the  port  has  not  been  actually 
declared  in  a  state  of  blockade  I  should  suppose  it  to  be  expedient  to 
let  them  pass  unless  they  actually  have  on  board  articles  contraband 
of  war.  I  am,  however,  decidedly  of  opinion  that  no  United  States 
vessel  containing  any  article  which  will  nourish  or  assist  the  enemy 
should  be  permitted  to  enter,  and  most  certainly  no  one,  either  Amer- 
ican or  secession,  from  a  rebel  State.  I  regret  that  you  did  not  feel  it 
to  be  your  duty  to  detain  the  two  steamers^  they  being  in  my  opinion 
lawful  prizes. 

I  have  done  nothing  in  relation  to  the  batteries  for  the  guns  of  the 
Brooklyn,  because  I  distinctly  understood  you  to  say  that  you  could 
not  possibly  spare  any  guns  from  her.  I  may  also  say  that  other  and 
more  pressing  work  would  have  prevented  my  doing  it,  but  that  I  will 
have  an  engineer  detailed  to  lay  out  and  superintend  such  a  work 
whenever  you  may  wish  to  commence  it,  presuming,  as  I  do,  that  your 
oflBcers  will  wish  the  whole  to  be  a  navy  work. 

Is  not  the  unloading  of  the  Philadelphia  and  provisioning  and  sup- 
plying this  work  of  very  paramount  importance  to  ballasting  the  Sup- 
ply? I  think  that  now,  while  the  sea  is  smooth  and  the  enemy  quiet, 
nothing  should  take  the  boats  off,  and  I  most  respectfully  urge  that 
the  ballasting  the  Supply  may  be  deferred  until  after  the  steamer  is 
unloaded.

Whereas  an  insarrection  exists  in  the  State  of  Florida,  by  which  the 
lives,  liberty,  and  property  of  loyal  citizens  of  the  United  States  are 
endangered;  and 

Whereas  it  is  deemed  proper  that  all  needful  measures  should  be 
taken  for  the  protection  of  such  citizens  and  all  officers  of  the  United 
States  in  the  discharge  of  their  public  duties  in  the  State  aforesaid : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  1,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of 
the  United  States,  do  hereby  direct  the  commander  of  the  forces  of  the 
United  States  on  the  Florida  coast  to  permit  no  person  to  exercise  any 
office  or  authority  upon  the  islands  of  Key  West,  the  Tortugas,  and 
Santa  Eosa  which  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  authorizing  him  at  the  same  time,  if  he  shall  find 
it  necessary,  to  suspend  there  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  to  remove 
from  the  vicinity  of  the  United  States  fortresses  all  dangerous  or  sus- 
pected persons.

Sir  :  Unavoidable  delays  have  prevented  Commodore  Mervine,  ap- 
pointed to  command  the  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron,  from  entering 
upon  the  special  duty  assigned  him,  and  you  will,  if  you  have  not 
already  done  so,  institute  a  rigid  blockade  of  Pensacola  and  its  vicinity, 
in  pursuance  of  the  proclamation*  of  the  President,  a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  transmitted. 

You  will  allow  no  vessel  ingress.  After  giving  notice  that  an  effect- 
ive blockade  has  commenced  you  will  allow  fifteen  days  only  for  the 
egress  of  neutrals  with  or  without  cargo. 

You  will  warn  off  all  neutral  vessels^  but  will  capture  none  unless 
notice  has  been  duly  entered  on  the  muster  roll  that  the  vessel  seized 
had  been  already  warned  of  the  blockade,  with  the  time  and  latitude  in 
which  notice  was  given.  This  does  not,  however,  apply  to  vessels  hav- 
ing on  board  public  enemies,  arms,  munitions,  or  articles  contraband 
of  war.  Privateers  or  vessels  sailing  under  any  assumed  flag  not 
known  to  and  recognized  by  the  world,  or  of  a  State  or  combination  of 
States  in  insurrection  with  or  making  war  on  the  United  States,  you 
will  seize  and  capture. 

On  all  occasions  you  will  afford  protection  to  those  wha  seek  shelter 
under  the  American  flag,  and  guard  the  persons  and  property  of  loyal 
and  patriotic  citizens  who  invite  your  aid. 

Information  has  been  received  of  large  shipments  of  arms  in  England 
and  Belgium  for  New  Orleans  and  Mobile.  A  copy  of  a  letter  on  the 
subject  is  herewith  transmitted.  You  will  be  vigilant  to  detect  and 
capture  all  such  vessels.  It  is  the  object  of  the  Government  to  make 
the  blockade  rigid  and  to  admit  of  no  importations  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, nor  exports  after  notice  of  the  blockade  has  been  given  for  fifteen 
days.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  the  notorious  yacht 
Wanderer  arrived  iu  this  port  April  5  from  Havana.  Her  papers  are 
good,  though  with  some  irregularities,  and  on  cousulting  with  the  U.  IS. 
district  attorney  I  am  satisfied  that  uo  libel  can  be  sustained  against 
the  vessel. 

The  course  of  my  investigation  has  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  this 
schooner  is  to  be  sold  to  certain  parties  in  New  Orleans  at  a  high  price, 
to  be  fitted  out  as  a  privateer.  I  have  therefore  detained  her  as  a 
vessel  which  can  be  used  for  no  valuable  purpose  except  as  a  cruiser  or 
dispatch  vessel.  As  a  privateer  she  would  be  most  formidable,  as  you 
may  perceive  from  her  dimensions,  as  follows:  Length,  106  feet;  breadth, 
2oJ  I'eet;  depth,  9i  feet;  burden,  231  tons.  She  was  built  in  1857,  has 
the  reputation  of  being  a  remai'liably  fast  sailer,  and  is  ready  for  sea. 

Arnied  with  one  long  24-pounder,  and  with  a  crew  of  25  men,  this 
vessel  may  be  disastrously  destructive  to  our  shipping  in  the  West 
Indies,  and  there  was  a  general  feeling  of  relief  expressed  among  ship- 
masters in  Havana  when  it  was  learned  that  I  had  seized  theWanderer. 

I  submit  to  you,  sir,  this  case.  While  aware  that  1  have  no  legal 
grounds  for  detaining  the  vessel,  I  do  not  feel  justified  in  permitting 
her  to  escape  to  the  rebels,  and  the  only  way  in  which  that  result  can 
be  i)revented  is  by  the  it.  S.  Government  becoming  purchasers  or 
charterers. 

Slie  can  be  bought  for  $15,000,  and  without  expense  or  alteration  can 
be  fitted  out  as  a  dispatch  vessel  or  as  a  serviceable  light  cruiser. 

You  have  probably  learned,  sir,  that  vessels  of  the  United  States  are 
being  transferi-ed  to  the  English  flag  in  the  x^ort  of  Havana  by  a  sim- 
ple and  expeditious  process  which  enables  vessels,  however  strongly 
suspected,  to  escape  the  vigilance  of  the  U.  S.  consul-general.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  New  Yorh,  regarding  employment  of 
chartered  steamer  Mount  Vernon  on  convoy  duty. 

Navy  Yard,  New  York,  May  16, 1861. 

Sir  :  In  reference  to  the  Department's  telegram  of  yesterday,  I  have 
no  recollection  of  having  reported  the  Mount  Vernon  as  coppered.  I 
have  no  apprehension  that  she  will  suffer  any  injury  if  she  is  not  in  the 
Gulf  some  time.  I  therefore  telegraphed  you  yesterday  that  in  view  of 
the  urgent  necessity  of  the  army  stores,  with  workmen  for  the  forts,  as 
well  as  the  fresh  provisions  collected  here  by  Mr.  Bridge  for  the  Gulf 
Squadron,  I  would  send  the  Mount  Vernon  to  convoy  tlie  two  steamers 
and  two  sail  vessels  to  that  station,  with  orders  to  her  commander,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  his  superior  oflcer  in  the  Gulf,  to  return,  after 
seeing  his  convoy  safe,  to  the  Chesapeake,  and  on  his  way  to  keep  a 
diligent  lookout  for  enemy's  vessels,  etc. 

I  hope  before  she  actually  leaves,  which  will  probably  be  at  3  p.  m. 
this  day,  that  I  may  have  a  telegraphic  reply  to  mine  of  last  evening 
on  the  subject.  I  send  the  Department  another  list  of  the  chartered 
vessels,  which  I  think  is  in  effect  identical  with  the  others  heretofore 
sent.  The  necessity  for  these  stores  going  forward  without  delay,  and 
being  convoyed,  seems  to  me  so  urgent  that  I  will  hope  the  departure 
from  the  Department's  order  by  telegraph  of  the  15th,  to  send  the 
Mount  Vernon  to  the  Chesapeake  at  once,  will  not  be  disapproved  of 
by  you.

SlE :  "When  the  steamer  Massachusetts,  nnder  your  cominaiid,  is  in  all 
respects  prepared  for  sea,  you  will  proceed  with  her,  with  all  jiractica- 
ble  dispatch,  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  On  the  way  you  will  touch  at  Key 
West  and  proceed  thence  to  Fort  Pickens,  for  the  purpose  of  landing 
the  munitions  to  he  sent  out  in  the  Massachusetts. 

Until  the  arrival  of  Flag-OlFicer  Mervine  in  the  Mississippi  you  will 
be  governed  by  the  instructions  of  the  senior  commanding  ofUcer  in  the 
Gulf,  to  whom  you  will  report.  The  commandant  of  the  navy  yard  at 
Boston  will  furnish  you  witli  a  copy  of  the  instructions  relative  to  the 
seizure  of  privateers,  etc.,  which  the  Department  has  directed  him  to 
give  to  each  vessel  sailing  from  the  yard. 

Before  sailing  you  will  transmit  to  the  Department  a  muster  roll  of 
the  Massachusetts,  and  a  separate  list  of  her  ofBcers.

Recommendations  submitted  to  the  Navy  Department  by  Captain  Meigs, 
TJ.  S.  Army,  regarding  defense  of  Fort  Pickens. 

Washington,  May  16,  1861. 
The  proper  disposition  of  the  garrison  of  Fort  Pickens,  in  my  opin- 
ion, is  to  encamp  it  upon  the  island  of  Santa  Kosa  at  some  point  within 
communication  of  the  fort,  and  yet  out  of  the  reach  of  shot  and  shell 
from  the  rebel  batteries ;  the  fort  itself  to  be  occupied  by  such  a  guard  as 
will  sufiflce  to  work  its  guns  and  make  it  secure  against  surprise  by  any 
small  party  coming  in  boats.  At  night  a  stronger  guard  will  be  neces- 
sary than  by  day. 
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The  guard  boats  of  the  squadron  should  row  inside  the  harbor  and 
prevent  any  such  boat  expedition  reaching  Wanta  Eosa  unchallenged. 

The  island,  being  narrow  and  covered  with  sand  ridges  parallel  to  the 
coast,  may  require  some  work  of  the  sappers  to  lay  it  entirely  open  to 
the  tire  of  steamers  anchored  or  cruising  along  the  outer  beach.  This 
should  be  done. 

With  proper  naval  force  and  proper  vigilance  I  consider  that  no  con- 
siderable force  can  land,  or,  if  landed,  remain  long  enough  upon  the 
island  to  seriously  endanger  or  injure  the  camj)  or  guard.  But  the 
enemy,  being  strong,  well  provided  with  boats,  scows,  tugs,  and  other 
means  of  transporting  troops,  may  effect  a  landing  at  any  time  when 
the  fleet  is  driven  oft'  by  stress  of  weather  or  removed  for  any  block- 
ading or  cruising  duty.  There  should  be  at  no  instant  less  than  two 
powerful  steamships  with  heavy  batteries  in  position  to  command  the 
island  and  protect  the  communication  between  fort  and  camj).  A  ten- 
der, a  smaller  steamer  for  messages,  for  boarding  vessels,  and  keeping 
up  the  blockade  should  always  be  off  the  harbor. 

Steamers  should  take  coal  from  storeships  at  anchor  alongside,  and 
should  not  be  compelled  to  leave  their  posts  to  get  coal  or  supplies 
from  Key  West  or  the  better  depot,  Tortugas. 

Whenever  fire  is  opened  by  the  rebels  tlie  fleet  should  attempt  to 
destroy  the  enemy's  guard  boats,  steamers,  etc. 

Attempts  to  enter  the  liarbor  under  the  fire  of  the  numerous  batteries 
of  heavy  guns  established  on  the  mainland  would,  in  my  opinion,  be 
wasteful  of  life  and  of  force.  The  ships  coidd  only  by  extraordinary  for- 
tune escape  destruction.  The  loss  of  a  ship  in  such  an  attempt  would 
give  great  encouragement  to  the  rebel  party.  As  they  are  undis- 
ciplined and  probably  not  very  watchful,  I  think  that  the  time  may 
come  when  sorties  or  cutting-out  expeditions  may  be  practicable  with 
good  effect. 

It  is  possible  that  a  determined  leader  might  spike  the  guns  in  some 
of  the  batteries,  cut  out  or  destroy  the  steamers  and  guard  boats,  etc. 

The  narrow  part  of  the  island  reconnoitered  by  Captain  Porter  and 
Captain  Meigs  should  be  cut  through.  If  the  opening  is  made  at  a 
favorable  moment,  when  the  water  is  higher  on  one  side  of  the  island 
than  the  other,  the  current  will  undoubtedly  make  a  boat  channel  in 
a  short  time,  and  if  natural  causes  conspire  this  may  become  a  navi- 
gable inlet  and  turn  all  the  hostile  fortifications. 

During  the  summer  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  keeping  the  ships  in 
position,  and  I  take  it  for  granted  that  by  the  time  the  weather  grows 
cold  and  stormy  the  Government  will  be  prepared  to  advance  from  this 
position  and  reoccupy  Pensacola. 

For  the  present  the  1,000  men  on  Santa  Eosa  keeping  10,000  idle  on 
the  mainland  are  doing  most  useful  and  effective  service  in  the  cause  of 
the  country  and  inflicting  great  damage  and  expense  ui)on  the  rebels. 
There  should  be  such  activity  as  to  keep  them  in  constant  fear  and 
prevent  their  sending  to  parts  where  subsistence  is  cheaper  the  men 
now  at  Pensacola. 

By  treating  Fort  Pickens  as  a  mere  battery,  firing  only  at  intervals 
with  great  deliberation  and  accuracy,  placing  the  guard  safely  in  case- 
mates, keeping  sentinels,  and  the  men  to  man  only  a  lew  guns  exposed, 
there  can  be  but  little  loss  of  life,  and  the  Southern  States  not  pro- 
ducing saltpeter,  thoroughly  blockaded,  will  find  the  amusement  of 
bujiuQg  gunpowder  both  expensive  and  weakening. 
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In  conclusion,  the  true  policy  appears  to  me  to  be  to  keep  a  strong 
naval  force  off  this  important  harbor,  to  keep  the  rebels  on  the  alert  by 
threatening  sorties  and  cutting-out  expeditions,  but  to  avoid  any 
attempt  to  enter  the  harbor  or  engage  the  batteries  likely  to  lead  to 
bloodshed  or  disaster. 

The  offtcers  of  the  garrison,  the  commander  of  the  military  depart- 
ment, Colonel  Brown,  should  be  consulted  and  aided  in  every  possible 
way. 

Of  the  number  of  vessels  to  be  present  I  am  not  competent  to  speak, 
I  think  two  powerful  vessels  should  always  be  in  position  to  fire  on  the 
island  at  any  moment;  that  every  hostile  guard  boat  coming  within 
range  should  be  treated  to  a  shell;  that  one  light  steamer  and  the 
Oriental,  armed  pilot  boat,  would  make  the  blockade  effectual  by 
anchoring  off  the  bar  or  cruising  there. 

The  meat  and  fresh-provision  boat,  of  course,  should  run  constantly 
to  Key  West,  and  perhaps  to  Havana.  Fresh  beef,  vegetables,  and 
provisions  generally  can  be  procured  cheaply  and  in  abundance  on  the 
coast  of  Yucatan,  and  this  source  of  supply  should  be  resorted  to. 

Coal  vessels  should  be  always  at  anchor  near  the  squadron.

Sir:  I  have  the  Department's  telegram  of  the  16tluinstant  to  send 
man-of-war  or  surfboats  to  the  Gulf  Squadron.  There  are  none  of  the 
latter  belonging  to  the  Government,  and  none  but  launches  in  the  yard. 
Am  I  to  purchase  them  for  the  Government;  and  if  so,  how  many? 
And  to  what  point  in  the  Gulf  and  to  whose  charge  am  I  to  send  them? 
I  have,  with  the  naval  constructor,  looked  at  some  surfboats  at  the 
builder's  in  the  city.  The  cost  for  such  is :  Those  of  26  feet,  $5  per 
foot;  for  those  of  less  length,  $4  per  foot.  May  I  expect  some  specific 
direction  on  the  subject?

Report  of  Captain  McKean,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Niagara, 
of  having  hlocl'aded  Charleston,  8.  C,  for  five  days,  and  of  his  arrival 
at  Havana,  Gtiba,  en  route  to  blockade  duty  in  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

U.  S.  Steam  Frigate  Niagara, 

Havana,  May  21, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  at  7  p.  m.  on  the 
14th,  [of]  your  order*  of  the  4th  instant  (triplicate),  by  the  steamer 
Huntsville.  I  proceeded  immediately  in  obedience  thereto,  accompanied 
by  the  Huntsville. 

I  regret  that  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  raise  the  blo(5kade  of  Charles- 
ton, as  I  consider  that  that  port  and  Savannah  are  two  of  the  most 
important  points  upon  the  coast.  Between  the  evening  of  the  9th 
instant,  the  time  of  my  arrival  oft'  Charleston,  and  the  evening  of  the 
14th  seven  ships  from  Liverpool,  English  and  American,  bound  to 
Charleston  and  Savannah,  were  boarded  and  warned  off  the  whole 
Southern  coast. 

I  learned  from  the  English  consul,  who  came  off  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  13th  instant  in  a  steamer  under  Enghsh  colors  and  a  flag  of  truce, 
that  seven  or  eight  other  ships  were  daily  expected  from  Liverpool. 
He  made  application  in  behalf  of  the  consignees  for  permission  for  the 
captains  of  these  vessels  to  land  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  instruc- 
tions. This  I  refused,  but  consented  to  deliver  to  them  unsealed  let- 
ters of  instructions,  provided  they  contained  nothing  objectionable.

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Directed  by  your  order  of  the  2d  instant  to  allow  a  reasonable  time 
for  neutral-  vessels  to  leave,  twenty  days  from  the  actual  commence- 
ment of  the  blockade  were  allowed.  One  frigate  or  sloop  of  war  and 
two  small  steamers  are,  in  my  opinion,  requisite  for  an  efficient  block- 
ade of  each  of  the  ports,  Charleston  and  Savannah,  I  received  infor- 
mation that  four  or  five  steamers  and  a  brig  were  being  fitted  out  in 
Charleston.  Two  of  the  steamers  are  said  to  be  fine  vessels  of  about 
1,100  tons  burden,  and  it  is  said  each  will  mount  six  guns. 

Having  but  a  small  quantity  of  coal  and  water  on  board  I  deemed  it 
necessary  to  touch  here  for  a  supply,  it  being  uncertain  if  a  sufficient 
quantity  could  be  procured  at  Key  West.  I  directed  Commander 
Price,  however,  to  proceed  to  that  place  and  procure  a  supply  for  the 
Huntsville  if  it  could  be  had,  and  to  join  me  here  as  soon  as  possible, 
or,  in  the  event  of  my  having  left,  to  follow  me  to  Fort  Pickens  with- 
out delay;  and  I  sent  orders  by  him  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  Cra- 
ven to  proceed  to  the  Gulf  in  the  Crusader. 

We  reached  Havana  at  noon  on  Sunday,  the  19th  instant,  and  we 
are  now  coaling  and  watering,  and  I  expect  to  leave  to-morrow  morn- 
ing. I  am  fully  sensible  of  the  importance  of  the  service  upon  which 
I  am  ordered,  and  assure  you,  sir,  there  shall  be  no  unnecessary  delay 
in  its  performance. 

I  beg  to  be  furnished  with  instructions  in  regard  to  the  search  of 
neutral  vessels  approaching  blockaded  ports.  All  those  boarded  off 
Charleston  had  coal  or  salt  for  ballast,  and  it  may  be  had  arms  and 
munitions  of  war  concealed  underneath. 

I  earnestly  request  that  a  condenser  may  be  ordered  for  this  ship. 
She  carries  less  water  than  any  of  our  large  frigates,  and  it  is  very  try- 
ing to  both  officers  and  men  to  be  kept  on  short  allowance  in  a  hot 
climate.  On  the  passage  to  Japan  we  were  at  one  time  on  half  a  gallon 
per  day  for  all  purposes. 

The  Crusader  has  just  arrived  from  Key  West.  From  information 
derived  from  Lieutenant  Commanding  Craven  and  from  Majjor  Eoberts, 
who  accompanied  him,  it  is  essential  that  an  armed  vessel  should  be 
kept  there,  and  I  have  therefore  revoked  my  order  and  shall  leave  him 
to  act  under  the  instructions  from  the  Department  dated  in  March  last. 

I  learn  that  the  sloop  St.  Louis  is  at  Tortugas.  Unless  there  are 
strong  reasons  why  she  should  remain  there,  I  will  order  her  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi. 

,  On  entering  this  harbor  two  vessels  were  discovered  with  secession 
flags  hoisted  at  the  main  and  Union  flags  about  18  inches  square  at 
the  peak. 

.  Learning  from  the  consul  that  the  commanders  had  refused  to  haul 
down  the  secession  flags  when  ordered  by  him  to  do  so,  I  sent  an  officer 
on  board  with  instructions  to  order  them  hauled  down,  and  if  not 
obeyed  to  have  it  done  by  the  boat's  crew,  and  the  flags  delivered  to 
the  consul.  The  order  was  obeyed,  however,  and  the  flags  left  on 
board. 

I  think  it  essential  that  a  vessel  with  coal  should  be  kept  at  Fort 
Pickens.    If  our  ships  are  obliged  to  proceed  to  Key  West  or  to  this 
place  for  a  supply,  much  time  will  be  lost.    Lieutenant  Commanding 
Craven  states  that  there  is  but  a  small  supply  at  Key  West.

U.  S.  Ship  St.  Louis, 

Tortugas,  May  24,  1861. 

SiE :  This  ship  having  been  ordered  to  proceed  off  Fort  Pickens,  I 
feel  called  upon  before  leaving  this  place  to  represent  to  you  the  present 
state  of  health  of  her  crew.  In  the  first  place  there  are  now  on  the 
sick  list  24  men,  and  the  number  has  been  increasing  daily,  6  having 
been  added  to  that  list  since  yesterday.  This,  with  a  deficiency  in  her 
crew  of  12  men,  makes  us  short  36  working  men,  which,  out  of  a  com- 
plement of  134,  is  very  severely  felt  in  the  management  of  the  ship. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  crew  as  represented  to  me  by  the  sur- 
geon (whose  report  has  been  made  to. the  liureau  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery) is  very  bad,  the  men  generally  being  enervated  by  their  long 
service  in  a  tropical  climate,  which  condition  renders  them  peculiarly 
sensitive  to  the  contraction  of  disease,  and  particularly  so  to  that  which 
is  at  present  prevailing,  namely,  dysentery. 

In  a  previous  letter  to  you,  sir,  from  Key  West,  I  made  known  that 
the  period  for  which  two  of  the  crew  of  this  ship  had  entered  the 
service  had  expired.  I  have  now  to  report  that  there  are  two  more  to 
be  added  to  that  number;  the  next  month  will  increase  the  number  to 
nine,  and  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September  will  terminate 
the  service  of  all  the  old  crew  of  this  ship — that  is,  of  those  who  came 
out  in  her. 

Those  men  whose  terms  of  service  have  expired  hjive  made  frequent 
ai)plication  for  their  discharge,  and  show  no  disposition  to  reenter  the 
service  until  (to  use  their  own  language)  they  have  had  "a  run  at 
home  to  bring  themselves  up  again."  This,  sir,  is  a  very  natural  feel- 
ing, based  upon  the  fact  that  they  have  been  cooped  up  within  the 
narrow  limits  of  a  small  ship  for  nearly  twenty-nine  months.  I  have 
but  little  doubt  that  if  the  ship  was  ordered  home  and  an  opportunity 
afforded  this  crew  of  recuperating  or  recovering  their  wasted  energy 
there  would  be  but  very  few  of  them  who  would  not  be  in  the  service 
again  in  a  very  short  time. 

I  have  made  this  representation  to  you,  sir,  from  a  sense  of  duty, 
and  should  have  sent  my  communication  through  the  commanding 
ofiicer  of  the  squadron  if  I  had  been  within  reach  of  him ;  but  such  not 
being  the  case,  and  deeming  that  the  matter  herein  contained  should 
reach  the  Department  as  soon  as  possible,  I  have  concluded  to  send 
my  dispatch  by  the  first  opportunity. 
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The  storeship  Supply  being  here,  bound  home,  and  this  snip  being 
bound  on  a  cruise,  I  have  considered  it  necessary  to  exchange  a  boat 
of  this  ship  for  one  of  hers.  This  exchange  was  in  contemplation 
before  these  vessels  left  Pensacola,  but  there  was  not  time  to  effect  it. 
The  subject  Avas  mentioned  to  the  senior  officer,  who  made  no  objection 
to  it.

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 

Key  West,  May  25,  1861. 
SiE:  I  have  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon  at 
this  port  with  the  disabled  steamer  Parlcershurg  in  tow. 

The  Parlcershurg  broke  her  main  shaft  30  miles  north  of  Cape  Florida, 
a  heavy  sea  running  at  the  time.  She  was  taken  in  tow  as  soon  as 
practicable  and  brought  to  this  place,  a  distance  of  170  miles,  in  safety. 
It  will  require  one  day  to  overhaul  our  engine  before  leaving  to  tow 
the  Parlcershurg  500  miles.  I  shall  leave  for  Pensacola  in  the  morning. 
I- have  ordered  the  steamer  Chesapeake  (chartered  by  the  Army)  to 
remain  here  until  my  return  from  Pensacola  for  the  purpose  of  towing 
the  Parlcershurg  to  New  York,  both  vessels  being  the  property  of  the 
same  firm,  and  the  steamer  Mount  Vernon  having  been  ordered  to 
Hampton  Eoads.  I  hope  that  the  Department  will  approve  of  this 
order.

She  is  a  fine 
vessel,  mounting  one  8-inch  gun  on  a  pivot  and  two  32-pounder  carriage 
guns,  and  has  sufficient  power  to  tow  a  vessel  of  the  largest  size.  I 
have  ordered  the  sloop  8t.  Louis  here,  and  she  may  be  looked  for  hourly. 
Do  you  not  think  that  the  Sabine  and  those  vessels  will  be  a  sufficient 
force  to  prevent  a  landing  of  the  rebels  on  the  island?  I  am  of  opinion 
that  it  will,  and  as  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  port  of  Mobile 
should  be  blockaded  before  the  arms  are  received,  I  am  very  anxious 
to  proceed  to  that  point.  In  the  event  of  a  threatened  attack  the 
Mohawl-  could  be  dispatched  for  me,  and  as  the  distance  is  short  I 
could  reach  here  in  a  few  hours.  Please  let  me  hear  from  you  by  the 
bearer.

Sir  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  26th  instant".  Although  the 
two  sailing  vessels  you  propose  leaving  will  give  a  very  inadequate 
support  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  moving  them,  their  inability  to 
lie  close  to  the  shore,  and  their  projectiles  being  principally  solid  shot, 
yet,  appreciating  the  importance  of  blockading  Mobile  and  capturing 
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the  vessel,  I  will  interpose  no  farther  objections  to  the  departure  of  the 
Niagara  after  the  arrival  of  the  St.  Louis,  provided  the  MohawTc  is  per- 
mitted to  continue  to  guard  the  north  pass,  which  I  consider  of  great 
importance,  and  that  the  Wyandotte  and  Water  Witch  continue  here 
with  the  JSuntsville  to  enforce  the  blockade  and  protect  the  island. 

I  again  respectfully  request  that  you  will  order  Captain  Porter 
immediately  to  return  to  me  the  small  schooner  which  I  lent  him  espe- 
cially to  assist  him  here,  and  which  in  so  extraordinary  a  manner  he 
took  away  without  my  knowledge  or  consent.

She 
had  but  one  week's  water  when  she  left,  and  can  not  obtain  a  supply  untilshe  reaches 
the  Mississippi.

Report  of  Captain  McKean,  U.  S.  Navy,  senior  officer  present  off  Pensa- 
cola, regarding  affairs  in  relation  to  the  defense  of  Fort  Pickens  and 
the  blockade. 

TJ.  S.  Steam  Frigate  Niagara, 

Off  Pensacola,  May  27, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  announce  my  arrival  at  this  place  on  the 
morning  of  the  25th  instant. 

Learning  at  Havana  that  the  St.  Louis  was  at  the  Tortugas,  I  sent 
the  Huntsville  there  with  au  order  to  Commander  Gibson  to  proceed 
to  this  place  without  delay.  He  has  not  yet  arrived.  Immediately  on 
my  arrival  I  issued  orders  to  the  commanders  of  the  Brooklyn  and  the 
'  Powhatan  to  proceed  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi,  intending  to  pro- 
ceed myself  in  this  ship  the  same  evening  to  Mobile.  I  was  obliged, 
however,  to  change  my  purpose  in  consequence  of  a  communication 
from  Colonel  Brown  (copy  enclosed,  marked  A;  also  a  copy  of  a  com- 
munication addressed  to  him  by  Z.  B.  Tower,  major  of  engineers, 
marked  B).  On  tlie  receipt  of  this  I  had  an  interview  with  him.  He 
said  most  decidedly  that  he  considered  the  presence  of  this  ship,  or  of 
some  other  large  steamer,  essential  to  the  safety  of  the  fort;  that  it 
would  not  be  in  his  power  to  defend  it  should  the  rebels  succeed  in 
lauding  on  the  island  of  Santa  Eosa  and  in  erecting  batteries  in  his 
rear,  and  that  this  could  be  prevented  by  ships  only.  He  stated  also 
that  he  was  in  hourly  expectation  of  an  attack;  that  the  enemy  had  a 
force  on  shore  of  from  8,000  to  10,000  men,  and  at  least  100  guns  in 
battery. 

I  differ  with  him  in  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  large  steamer  in 
rendering  the  required  aid.  I  consider  the  Sabine,  with  a  small  steamer 
to  tow  her,  if  necessary,  into  a  required  position,  sufficieut  to  prevent  a 
landing  on  the  island. 
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Knowing,  however,  the  importance  attached  to  this  point  by  the 
Government,  I  did  not  think  it  proper  to  leave,  and  therefore  directed 
Commander  Poor  to  station  the  Powhatan  at  Mobile,  and  to  proceed  in 
the  BrooMyn  to  the  Mississippi.  On  the  arrival  of  the  St.  Louis  I  shall 
send  her  and  the  Euntsville  to  Mobile  to  relieve  the  Powhatan  and 
allow  her  to  proceed  to  the  station  first  assigned  to  her.  I  do  not  con- 
sider the  Euntsville  of  sufficient  force,  or  I  would  send  her  at  once  to 
relieve  the  Powhatan  off  Mobile. 

The  Wyandotte  was  dispatched  by  Captain  Adams  on  the  20th  instant 
to  Key  West  for  the  mail  and  to  bring  troops  from  that  place  ordered 
here  by  Colonel  Brown.  As  soon  as  she  arrives  I  will  dispatch  her  or 
the  Mohawlc  (now  blockading  the  entrance  to  Pensacola  Harbor  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  island  of  Santa  Eosa),  if  either  can  be  spared,  to 
blockade  Apalachicola,  which  I  regard  as  an  important  point. 

All  the  steamers  are  short  of  coal.  The  Brooklyn  and  Powhatan  had 
but  a  week's  supply  when  they  left.  I  therefore  send  by  tlie  steamer 
Water  Witch  instructions  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  Craven  at  Key 
West  to  charter  a  vessel  and  send  a  supply  to  those  ships.  In  the 
event  of  his  not  having  it  in  his  power  to  do  this,  I  have  written  to  Mr.,' 
Shufeldt,  our  consul-general  at  Havana,  to  purchase  a  cargo  there,  and 
to  dispatch  it  without  delay.  Should  convoy  be  required,  I  have 
directed  Lieutenant  Commanding  Ronckendorff  to  afford  it,  and  to 
take  the  vessel  in  tow  when  this  can  be  done  advantageously.  After 
this  service  he  is  to  return  to  this  place. 

It  is  essential  that  a  vessel  with  coal  should  be  kept  here.  Coal  must 
be  kept  afloat,  as  it  can  not  be  landed  except  at  a  very  heavy  expense 
and  at  great  risk,  owing  to  the  heavy  surf  on  tlie  beach. 

Two  vessels  are  not  sufficient  for  the  blockade  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Mississippi,  and  I  will  send  another  as  soon  as  practicable.  I  am 
desirous  of  blockading  Mobile  in  this  ship,  as  the  distance  from  this 
])lace  is  short,  and  in  the  event  of  an  attack  on  Fort  Pickens  a  small 
steamer  might  be  sent  for  me  and  I  reach  here  in  a  few  hours. 

Water  can  not  be  procured  at  this  place,  and  several  of  the  vessels 
are  short  in  their  supply  of  it.  The  BrooMyn  is  the  only  vessel  that 
has  a  condenser.    No  steamer  should  be  sent  here  without  one. 

There  are  a  number  of  ports  on  the  Gulf  which  it  is  important  should 
be  blockaded  by  light  steamers — Apalachicola,  Charlotte  Harbor,  and 
Tampa,  in  Florida,  and  Berwick  Bay,  to  the  westward  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, from  which  place  I  learn  there  is  a  railroad  to  New  Orleans.  A 
small  vessel  could  also  be  employed  tp  advantage  off  Ship  Island,  a 
short  distance  to  the  westward  of  Mobile. 

Previous  to  leaving  New  York  a  requisition  for  .'§20^00  for  the  use  of 
this  shij)  was  made.  I  beg  that  money  may  be  sent  by  the  first  oppor- 
tunity, as  the  i)ay master  is  without  fund-s. 

I  learn  from  Captain  Adams  that  his  ship  and  the  BrooMyn,  if  not 
shortly  relieved,  will  require  a  supply  of  powder.  Of  this,  however,  he 
has  already  informed  the  Department.

Sir:  I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Adams,  commanding 
the  U.  S,  ship  Sabine,  stating  that — 

The  ship  just  arrived  is  the  Xiagara,  Captain  McKean.  She  has  been  ortiered 
down  here  to  blockade  Mobile  and  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi,  and  will  require 
the  Brooklyn  and  Powhatan  or  perhaps  this  ship  to  assist  her.  These  vessels  will  sail 
this  evening. 

I  respectfully  represent  to  you  that  the  taking  away  these  ships  will 
jeopardize  the  safety  of  this  fort.  The  forces  of  the  enemy  are  repre- 
sented to  be  from  8,000  to  10,000  men.  My  force  (exclusive  of  marines 
and  sailors)  is  a  little  less  than  700  for  duty,  so  that  if  the  .shijis  are 
taken  away  I  can  not  prevent  a  landing  of  the  enemy  on  Santa  Kosa 
Island,  thus  making  a  permanent  lodgment  there  and  subsequent 
approach  to  the  fort. 

The  Sabine  might  be  spared  in  case  of  great  emergency,  but  neither 
of  the  steamers  should  be  taken  away  at  this  time  without  a  more  press- 
ing urgency  than  that  of  blockading  Mobile  Harbor. 

I  therefore  enter  my  solemn  protest  against  the  removal  at  this  time 
of  any  of  the  steamships  from  this  harbor,  the  safety  and  j)reservation 
of  this  fort  imperiously  demanding  their  continuance  here. 

I  enclose  you  the  authority  I  have  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  make  this  protest,  the  expedition  named  being  the  preserva- 
tion of  this  fort;  and  I  do  now  call  on  you  in  his  name  to  aid  me  in  pre- 
serving it  by  keeping  these  ships  in  their  present  position.

'  Fort  Pickens,  Fla.,  May  25, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  state  my  opinion  that  Fort  Pickens  can  not 
be  successfully  defended  against  the  forces  of  the  enemy  now  arrayed 
against  it  unless  a  sufficient  number  of  steamships  aid  your  command 
to  prevent  any  landing  upon  Santa  Eosa  Island.  Should  the  enemy 
once  establish  himself  upon  this  island,  in  the  absence  of  a  powerful 
steam  fleet  he  can  in  a  few  days  put  guns  enough  in  battery  behind 
the  coast  sand  bank  to  prevent  ships  from  approaching  this  end  of  the 
island,  and  thus  be  enabled  to  advance  rapidly  and  reduce  this  place 
by  a  short  siege.  The  heavy  fire  upon  the  flank  and  reverse  of  our 
land  fronts  will  prevent  us  from  making  a  strong  resistance,  if  [it]  does 
not  dismount  nearly  all  our  guns.  Two  curtains  of  our  two  land  fronts 
are  seen  in  reverse  by  probably  seventy  or  eighty  guns  of  the  enemy. 
The  bastions  are  also  seen  in  reverse  and  the  whole  work  is  exposed  to 
a  mortar  tire  that  can  penetrate  almost  every  part  of  the  work.  If, 
now,  the  island  be  occupied  by  the  enemy,  the  fire  on  every  side  from 
10-inch,  8-inch  guns,  and  seacoast  mortars  will  be  concentrated  upon  us  in 
such  power  that  we  can  not  make  a  suitable  resistance  should  that  fire 
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leave  us  any  guns  mounted  for  the  i)urpose.  It  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  tlie  Xavy  hold  the  island  until  troops  come  in  sufficient  numbers 
to  perform  that  office.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Craven,  TJ.  8.  Wavy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Crusader, 

regarding  the  detention,  for  the  iise  of  the  Government,  of  steamer 

Suwanee. 

U.  S.  S.  Oeusadek, 

Key  West,  May  27, 1861. 

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  14th  instant  the  steamer 
Sttwanee  (late  Pampero)  arrived  here  from  New  Orleans. 

Under  the  proclamation  of  blockade,  as  also  the  order  of  the  honor- 
able Secretary  of  [the]  Treasury,  denying  clearances  to  ports  of  "  seceded 
States,"  I  refused  to  permit  the  Suwanee  to  return  to  New  Orleans.  I 
offered  to  clear  her  for  New  York,  which  offer  was  declined.  I  there- 
fore detained  her  for  the  use  of  the  Government,  and  the  captain 
relinquished  the  command. 

The  Suwanee  belongs  to  the  same  company  who  loaned  their  steamer 
Buslc  to  the  pirates  who  seized  the  Star  of  the  West,  and  I  must  confess 
some  degree  of  satisfaction  in  being  thus  able  to  inflict  on  that  party  a 
retaliation  by  using  their  own  steamer  in  aid  of  the  returning  Texan 
troops. 

I  placed  the  Suioanee  at  the  disposal  of  the  commandant  of  this  post, 
and  seat  her  to  Havana  on  the  18th  instant  to  meet  the  troops  who 
were  said  to  have  arrived  there.  Lieutenant  Duncan,  of  this  ship,  was 
in  command. 

The  two  schooners  had  sailed  from  Havana  before  Lieutenant  Dun- 
can's arrival;  he  therefore  cruised  iu  search  of  the  brig  Mystic,  about 
which  great  anxiety  was  felt.  He  fell  in  with  her  at  sea  and  ordered 
her  into  this  port,  having  first  made  tender  of  any  aid  they  required. 

On  the  23d  instant  an  order  was  received  here  from  Colonel  Brown 
for  troops  and  stores  for  Fort  Pickens,  and  at  10  [o'clock]  that  night  Lieu- 
tenant Duncan  sailed  in  the  Suwanee  with  seventy  soldiers  and  a  full 
freight  of  stores  of  various  kinds  for  Fort  Pickens. 

I  will  detain  the  steamer  for  the  use  of  the  Government,  or  such 
further  orders  as  I  may  receive  from  the  Navy  Department.

Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  communication  of  May  27, 18^1, 1  beg  leave 
to  inform  you  that  British  ships  will  be  permitted  to  use  towboats  or 
any  other  means  to  get  to  sea,  and  that  the  towboats  will  not  be  molested 
by  US  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  in  so  towing  British  ships.  I  beg 
leave  to  add  that  the  28th  is,  I  believe,  the  day  assigned  for  rigid  block- 
ade; but  as  I  am  here  only  temporarily  and  without  special  instructions, 
I  will  give  the  most  liberal  construction  to  the  order.  It  would  be  better, 
if  it  can  be  done  without  injury  to  British  interests,  to  get  the  ships  to 
sea  as  soon  as  possible.

Dear  Sir  :  The  uudersigned  insurance  companies  are  largely  inter 
ested  as  insurers  ou  many  vessels  bound  from  IS'ew  Orleans  to  uortbern 
United  States  ports  and  to  ports  iu  Europe.  Many  of  these  vessels 
have  left  the  city  of  New  Orleans  some  time  since,  and  we  are  informed 
now  lie  aground  on  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River, 
where  they  are  obliged  to  remain  until  the  water  is  sufficiently  high  to 
enable  theni  to  float  over. 

As  the  Government  is  about  to  establish  a  blockade  of  that  port,  our 
purpose  is  to  ask  the  Government  to  give  orders  to  the  Gulf  Squadrou 
to  exempt  such  vessels  from  the  blockade  as  may  have  sailed  from  that 
port  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  blockading  squadron,  and  which  may  have 
grounded  in  going  out  of  the  river. 

We  believe  such  orders  can  not  compromise  any  rule  of  law,  while 
they  will  greatly  relieve  commerce.

Sir:  We  learn  the  ship  Danube,  bound  from  Liverpool,  has  been 
seized  at  or  near  Mobile,  her  destination,  by  privateers,  and  the  ship 
Ariel  at  New  Orleans.  It  is  also  reported  that  a  number  of  other  ves- 
sels have  been  captured  near  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver.    We 
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have  to  ask  whether  the  blockading  squadron  has  been  ordered  to  those 
ports  and  whether  they  can  not  be  hastened  to  the  relief  of  our  mer- 
chant shipping. 

It  is  reported  here  that  thirty- five  vessels  have  received  privateer  com- 
missions at  New  Orleans  and  are  now  depredating  upon  our  commerce.

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  captured  as  a  prize  the  bark- 
entine  M.  E.  Spearing,  of  and  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee 
from  Eio  de  Janeiro.  I  have  placed  a  prize  crew  on  board  in  charge  of 
Midshipman  Mauley  and  Boatswain  Bartlett,  with  orders  to  proceed  to 
Key  West  for  adjudication. 

I  hope  the  Department  will  find  it  convenient  to  send  additional  men 
and  officers  to  this  ship,  as  her  efficiency  will  be  much  affected  by 
reducing  her  complement  of  either,  especially  the  former. 

1  arrived  off  the  Pass  a  I'Outre  on  the  2Gth  instant  and  sent  in  a  noti- 
fication of  a  rigid  blockade,  allowing  fifteen  days  to  neutrals  to  depart, 
with  or  without  cargo.  In  this  I  followed  the  precedent  established  at 
Pensacola.  Under  the  head  of  neutrals  I  class  the  vessels  of  all  nation- 
alities at  peace  with  the  United  States.    I  found  several  Americaii 
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vessels  on  the  bar;  all  of  them  had  loaded  and  cleared  before  the  proc- 
lamation of  blockade  was  issued,  but  having  no  instructions  or  precedent 
to  except  American  vessels  so  circumstanced,  I  have  given  them  the 
usual  warning  not  to  leave.  They  appear  to  be  bona  fide  United  States 
vessels  and  their  cargoes  are  mostly,  if  not  entirely,  foreign  property. 

If  they  are  compelled  to  remain  they  may  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy,  and  if  I  capture  them  for  violating  the  blockade  there  is  a  great 
doubt  of  their  condemnation,  and  I  shall  have  to  weaken  my  ship  by 
placing  prize  crews  on  board,  with  officers  to  take  charge  of  them.  In 
either  case  I  think  the  United  States  will  suffer  more  than  the  other 
party.  I  should  like  to  have  more  deiinite  instructions  with  reference 
to  such  cases.  It  has  happened  also  that  emigrant  vessels  have 
arrived  short  of  provisions  and  water.  To  turn  them  off  without  sup- 
plying them  with  provisions  is  not  only  inhuman,  but  might  subject 
them,  among  whom  arc  women  and  children,  to  starvation.  I  can  not 
well  spare  provisions  from  this  ship,  and  it  is  impossible  for  them  to 
procure  them  at  New  Orleans.  I  should  like  to  know  what  course  I 
am  to  pursue  in  such  cases,  especially  when  the  vessels  only  contain 
passengers. 

Several  captures  have  been  made  by  private  armed  steamers  under 
the  secession  flag.  Since  my  arrival  they  keep  well  up  the  river  out  of 
my  reach.  There  is  not  water  enough  for  this  vessel  to  cross  the  bar, 
and  if  there  was  I  could  not  take  her  through  the  intricate  channel  of 
the  river  without  a  pilot. 

Without  other  vessels  the  blockade,  I  fear,  will  not  be  considered  a 
legal  one,  as  there  are  three  or  four  entrances  to  watch.  I  can  only 
guard  the  princi]ial  one  (Pass  k  I'Outre),  the  only  one  at  this  time 
accessible  to  large  vessels.  Light-draft,  swift  steamers,  with  a  gun  or 
two  of  long  range,  are  much  needed,  and  I  think  it  would  require  at 
least  four  vessels  to  effectually  blockade  the  mouths  of  the  Mississippi 
and  New  Orleans.    The  Potchatan  is  off"  Mobile. 

It  will  soon  be  necessary  to  supply  this  ship  with  coal. 

Vessels  are  often  detained  on  the  bar,  waiting  for  a  rise  to  get  over, 
for  several  weeks.    One  English  ship  remains  fast  i7i  the  mud,  with  a 
cargo  she  took  on  board  two  months  or  more  since.    Do  vessels  under 
such  circumstances  come  under  the  strict  rule  of  blockade  ?

Report  of  Lieutenant  Porter,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Pow- 
hatan, of  the  capture  of  the  schooner  Mary  Clinton. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Powhatan, 
Off  8outh  West  Pass,  Mississippi  River,  May  30, 1861. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  captured  and  sent 
home  the  schooner  Mary  Clinton,  of  New  Orleans,  for  attempting  to  run 
the  blockade  after  being  warned  by  the  frigate  Niagara  not  to  approach 
the  Southern  coast. 

Gunner  Diiycker  goes  in  charge  of  her,  and  is  directed  to  proceed  to 
New  York  to  turn  over  the  crew,  whose  times  are  mostly  out.  I  beg 
leave  to  request  that  Gunner  Duycker  may  be  sent  back  to  this  ship  by 
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the  first  favorable  opportunity,  and  if  we  have  to  send  North  many 
prizes  (which  is  more  than  jjrobable)  I  request  that  an  addition  may  be 
made  to  our  crew  by  the  first  vessel  that  comes  out. 

1  desire  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  present  allowance 
of  crews  to  vessels  is  for  peace  establishment  and  is  not  suited  at  all  to 
times  of  war,  if  it  is  intended  that  the  vessels  shall  be  efiftcient.  I  also 
request  that  this  ship  may  be  supplied  with  four  midshipmen,  as  we  have 
no  master's  mates,  and  no  one  to  take  charge  of  the  boats. 

I  am  at  present  engaged  in  blockading  the  South  West  Pass  of  the 
Mississippi,  which  will  be  done  effectually.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  requesting 
cooperation  in  the  matter  of  increasing  the  defenses  at  Fort  Pickens. 

Secret  and  confidential.]  War  Department,  May  29, 1861. 

Sir  :  For  increasing  the  defenses  on  Santa  Rosa  Island  and  restor- 
ing the  equilibrium  lost  since  the  late  completion  of  the  Montgomery 
and  Pensacola  Eailroad,  which  has  enabled  the  rebels  to  multiply  their 
batteries  and  arm  them  with  large  guns  and  mortars,  the  War  Depart- 
ment desires  the  use  of  thirty  IX-iuch  guns,  navy  pattern,  with  car- 
riages and  implements  complete,  and  as  many  shells  as  can  be  supplied 
on  short  notice. 

Understanding  that  you  have  at  Portsmouth,  or  can  have  in  a  few 
days,  the  above  number  of  guns,  I  request  you  to  give  the  necessary 
orders  for  their  shipment  on  board  a  steamer  to  be  chartered  and  sent 
there  to  receive  them  by  the  War  Department. 

It  is  proposed  to  send  out  not  less  than  two  large  steamers,  with  a 
regiment  of  troops. 

It  is  important  that  these  steamers  should  be  each  armed  with  at 
least  two  guns,  the  heavier  the  better,  and  supplied  with  some  sailors 
of  the  Navy  to  work  the  guns,  under  the  direction  of  a  competent 
naval  officer  on  each ;  these  sailors,  with  those  on  the  fleet  off  Santa 
Eosa,  to  be  ready  to  assist  in  landing  and  setting  these  guns  in  battery 
on  the  island  of  Santa  Eosa. 
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The  steamers  will  be  chartered  or  purchased  as  transports  by  the 
War  Department,  and  their  usual  working  crew  and  sailing  comman- 
der, if  chartered,  will  be  furnished  by  the  owners  under  their  charter 
party. 

As  late  advices  from  Fort  Pickens  show  that  some  error  has  been 
committed  which  has  left  the  fort  insufficiently  provided  with  ammuni- 
tion and  guns  to  resist  a  bombardment,  daily  threatened,  all  this  should 
be  executed  with  the  greatest  speed  and  secrecy. 

The  destination  of  the  vessel  and  the  character  of  her  cargo  should 
be  kept  secret  from  all  but  those  to  whom  it  is  necessary  to  make  them 
known  in  order  to  the  speedy  preparation  of  the  expedition. 

These  vessels  will  carry  also  a  supply  of  army  X-inch  guns,  and  of 
army  shells,  mortars,  etc.,  and,  it  is  hoped,  a  battery  of  Whitworth 
rifled  guns  and  some  rifled  42-pounders. 

Heavy  boats  for  landing  the  guns  are  needed. 

If  a  suitable  scow  can  be  purchased  and  carried  out  by  any  naval 
vessel  going  to  Fort  Pickens  it  will  much  facilitate  the  landing  of  the 
guns  and  carriages.  The  next  best  means  will  be  probably  to  send  out 
paddle-box  boats  of  large  size. 

In  this  the  War  Department  must  depend  upon  the  cooperation  of 
the  Navy,  which  is  earnestly  invited,  to  secure  the  holding  of  Fort 
Pickens,  whose  military  and  political  importance  just  now  can  not  be 
exaggerated.

Letter  from  Commander  Poor,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Brooklyn, 
to  Captain  McKean,  U.  8.  Navy,  senior  officer  present,  relative  to  affairs 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  Biver,  and  desiring  instruction  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  blockade. 

U.  S.  S.  Beooklyn, 
Off  Pass  a  V  Outre,  May  30, 1861. 
Sie  :  I  have  just  boarded  the  Mexican  schooner  Brilliante,  from  Cam- 
peche.  She  has  on  board  the  American  consul  of  that  place,  together 
with  several  passengers  who  came  here  (in  ignorance  of  the  blockade) 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  passage  to  New  York.  Mr.  Briccard's  case 
is  [such]  a  peculiar  one  that  I  advised  him  to  proceed  to  Mobile  and 
represent  his  case  to  you.  It  appears  he  has  four  sons  at  college  at 
Mobile,  and  wishes  to  take  them  home  if  possible,  or  if  not  allowed  to 
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do  SO,  to  remain  with  and  protect  them.    1  have  encouraged  him  with 
the  hope  that  yon  will  be  able  to  do  something  for  hira. 

1  fear  cases  of  this  kind,  appealing  perhaps  too  strongly  to  our  sym- 
pathies, will  be  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  1  would  like  to  know  your 
views  upon  the  subject,  as  well  as  of  many  others.  For  example,  ves- 
sels arrive  with  emigrants,  having  a  number  of  passengers,  short  of 
provisions — not  enough  to  take  them  to  the  nearest  neutral  port;  they 
can  not  get  supplied  here,  so  I  must  either  supply  them  or  send  them 
ott"  to  starve.  1  have  turned  ott'  two  Bremen  ships,  one  so  reduced  that 
I  had  to  supply  them  with  bread,  which  I  exchanged  for  cordage.  I 
shall  in  the  case  of  this  schooner  [have]  to  furnish  beef,  taking  turtle 
in  exchange.  In  one  of  the  emigrant  ships  there  was  a  young  woman 
who  was  on  her  way  to  Texas  to  meet  her  intended  husband.  The  cap- 
tain represented  that  if  she  was  not  allowed  to  proceed  she  would  have 
to  return  to  Bremen,  and  in  case  of  freight  offering  at  New  York  to 
any  other  part  of  the  world,  he  did  not  know  what  would  become  of 
her.    I  concluded,  therefore,  to  let  her  proceed  to  New  Orleans. 

I  arrived  here  about  2  o'clock  on  Sunday  afternoon.  The  next  day  I 
furnished  a  notice  of  the  blockade  to  the  colonel  commanding  the  Pass, 
allowing  fifteen  days  to  neutral  vessels  to  depart. 

I  found  a  number  of  vessels,  among  them  several  American,  in  the 
mud  at  the  bar,  where  they  have  to  remain  until  a  rise  takes  them  off. 
One  English  vessel  so  situated  had  been  detained  two  months  nearly. 
There  are  several  other  American  vessels  a  short  distance  within  the 
river,  detained  for  the  same  cause,  all  of  which  loaded  and  cleared 
before  blockade.  I  should  like  to  know  if  I  am  to  include  these  Ameri- 
can vessels  among  the  neutrals  and  allow  them  the  same  facilities  of 
departure.  They  are  all  bona  fide  American  property  and  their  car- 
goes belong  to  persons  in  England  and  France,  and  have  probably 
been  already  paid  for.  Their  clearances  are,  of  course.  Confederate,  as 
are  all  the  neutrals.  If  they  are  not  allowed  to  depart  they  may  be 
destroyed  by  the  enemy,  or  towed  back  and  seized.  I  can  not  cross 
the  bar.  There  are  several  privateers,  who  keep  up  the  river  since  my 
arrival.    They  have  made  several  captures. 

I  captured  a  bark  belonging  to  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee 
from  Kio,  and  have  sent  her  to  Key  West  for  adjudication. 

The  Powhatan  arrived  here  last  evening,  having  in  tow  a  schooner 
loaded  with  rice  as  a  prize.  She  had  been  boarded  by  the  Niagara,  I 
believe. 

Please  inform  me  as  early  as  possible  what  I  am  to  do  with  the  Ameri- 
can ships,  and  in  case  the  obstructions  are  not  removed  from  the  bar 
at  the  end  of  the  fifteen  days  if  the  foreign  ships  should  be  allowed  a 
longer  time.  It  is  my  impression  they  should,  as  it  is  no  fault  of  theirs 
if  they  are  unable  to  move. 

In  case  of  the  American  ships,  if  left  on  the  bar  and  not  permitted  to 
pass  I  think  the  interests  of  the  llTiited  States  will  suffer  much  more 
than  those  of  the  other  party.  On  the  6th  of  June  I  understand  all 
American  vessels  in  the  port  of  New  Orleans  are  to  be  seized,  the  cap- 
tains and  crews  to  be  made  prisoners  of  war. 

Ihope  you  will  have  an  opportunity  of  replying  to  this  at  an  early 
date.  If  I  do  not  hear  from  you,  I  shall  let  the  American  ships  depart. 
The  Powhatan  is  off'  the  South  West  Pass.  I  think  another  vessel  quite 
requisite  here.

Sir:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  28th  instant.    A  force  of 

fourteen  vessels  is  in  the  Gulf  or  on  its  way  thither  to  blockade  the 
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harbors  and  ports  and  protect  our  commerce  in  that  quarter.    To  this 
force  the  Department  is  making  additions  with  all  the  dispatch  it  can 
command.    It  is  hoped  the  vigilance  and  activity  of  our  squadron  will 
terminate  any  serious  depredations  by  privateers  or  illegal  cruisers.

Report  of  Ideutenaut  Porter,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  8.  S.  Powhatan, 
regarding  the  blockade  at  the  mouth  of  Mississippi  Miver. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Powhatan, 
South  West  Pass,  Mississippi  River,  June  1, 1861. 

SlE:  In  the  absence  of  a  commander  in  chief  and  with  no  prospect 
of  seeing  one  here  for  some  time,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  communicate 
directly  with  the  Department,  to  enable  them  to  understand  the  exact 
position  of  affairs  at  the  point  where  I  am  stationed  to  rigidly  blockade 
the  mouth  of  the  river.  Notice  having  been  given  in  due  form,  vessels 
have  been  warned  off  or  captured,  according  to  circumstances. 

Such  is  the  anxiety  of  neutral  vessels  to  get  to  sea  before  the  day 
expires  to  prevent  their  exit  that  they  tow  down  to  the  lower  bar, 
where  they  invariably  stick  fast  and  remain  mixed  up  in  inextricable 
confusion.  Some  of  these  vessels  have  their  flying  jib  booms  at  sea  (or 
over  the  bar)  while  their  sterns  are  fast  in  the  mud,  and  they  can  not 
possibly  move  either  way  until  the  current  of  the  river  cuts  them  out 
or  the  tugboats  come  to  their  assistance.  Under  these  circumstances, 
and  not  beiiig  instructed  on  this  point,  I  have  thought  it  nothing  more 
than  just  to  friendly  powers  to  consider  every  vessel  out  of  the  port  of 
New  Orleans  when  she  is  fast  on  the  bar  of  the  Mississippi,  and  I  there 
endorse  their  papers.  In  Ihis  arrangement  I  include  United  States 
vessels  (already  there)  which  are  owned  at  the  North  and  have  Euro- 
pean property  on  board,  and  hold  subject  to  condemnation  all  vessels 
owned  in  New  Orleans  and  carrying  secession  papers  and  colors.  Some 
of  the  tugboats  here,  in  defiance  of  all  law,  have  enticed  over  the  bar 
and  made  prizes  of  five  or  six  American  vessels,  which  have  been  con 
'  demned  at  New  Orleans  and  awarded  to  the  captors.  This  act  justi- 
fies the  holding  of  all  vessels  attempting  to  enter  New  Orleans,  owned 
there,  or  sailing  under  secession  flag  and  papers. 

I  sent  a  lawful  prize  to  the  United  States  on  the  30th  of  May,  and 
intend  to  dispatch  another  to-day. 

Since  this  ship  went  into  commission  (now  nearly  two  months)  she 
has  received  no  supply  of  coal.  Having  been  fifty-four  days  under 
steam,  we  are  really  unable  to  go  any  distance  without  further  sup- 
plies, nor  can  w^e  chase  vessels.  We  will  soon  only  be  able  to  lie  at 
the  bar  like  a  sailing  ship,  without  the  ability  of  a  sailing  ship  to 
maneuver  under  sail.  I  can  not  impress  upon  the  Department  too 
strongly  the  importance  of  having  plenty  of  coal  vessels  at  the  points 
here  where  steamers  of  the  Navy  are  blockading.  The  blockade  of 
this  part  of  the  Southern  coast  is  very  incomplete  for  want  of  small 
steamers  of  very  light  draft  of  water.  There  are  many  points  where 
the  vigilance  of  our  large  steamers  must  be  constantly  eluded.  All 
along  from  Mobile  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  there  are  a  dozen 
N  w  E— VOL  4 13 
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places  where  commerce  is  carried  on  in  defiance  of  United  States  ships. 
Then,  from  South  West  Pass  to  the  westward,  as  far  as  Atchafalaya  and 
Berwick  Bay,  where  a  railroad  connects  with  New  Orleans  and  sup- 
plies that  place  Avith  provisions  and  munitions  of  war  of  all  kinds. 
This  blockade  has  created  a  great  sensation  here,  and  will,  if  eflfectually 
carried  out,  go  far  to  bring  about  a  change  of  public  sentiment,  or 
else  ruin  and  depopulate  New  Orleans.  The  people  generally  will 
suffer  much  by  it,  and  do  not  seem  to  view  the  prospect  before  them  in 
a  very  favorable  light.  The  Broolclyn  is  blockading  Pass  a  I'Outre,  35 
miles  from  here,  but  the  South  and  North  East  Passes,  between  this 
ship  and  the  Brooklyn,  are  open  to  small  vessels  and  suitable  for  the 
entrance  and  exit  of  small  vessels  and  privateers.  There  should  be 
two  steamers  at  the  mouth  of  each  Pass,  one  to  lie  at  anchor  and  one  to 
chase  vessels  with.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Adams,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  detention  of  the 
steamer  General  Miramon. 

U.  S.  S.  NlAGAEA, 

Off  Mobile,  June  3, 1861. 
Sir  :  On  the  morning  of  the  31st  of  May  the  steamer  General  Mira- 
mon appeared  oft'  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River,  flying  English 
colors,  steering  for  Pass  d,  I'Outi-e.  On  seeing  the  U.  S.  S.  Broolclyn 
she  altered  her  course  and  steered  for  the  South  Pass.  While  endeav- 
oring to  enter  this  Pass,  before  the  guns  of  the  Brooklyn  could  reach 
her,  she  ran  ashore.  The  Brooklyn,  on  coming  within  range,  fired  a  shot 
at  her  and  afterwards,  seeing  her  propeller  still  moving,  fired  a  second 
one  (a  shell).  The  General  Miramon  then  got  off  the  shoal  and  came 
alongside  of  the  Brooklyn.  She  was  boarded  by  Lieutenant  Mitchell, 
who  reported  her  as  having  papers  all  correct,  except  the  register, 
which  was  a  provisional  one  given  by  the  English  consul  at  New 
Orleans;  also  that  the  vessel  had  but  one  day's  coal,  water,  and  provi- 
sions on  board,  and  that  she  had  thirty-one  passengers,  among  them 
five  ladies  and  three  children.  Captain  Poor  then  ordered  me  to  take 
a  boat's  crew  and  bring  the  vessel  here  and  report  her  case  to  you,  as 
the  Brooklyn  could  not  conveniently  furnish  her  with  sufficient  coal  and 
proper  provisions,  and  Captain  Poor  did  not  feel  authorized  to  let  the 
steamer  pass  in. 

Her  cargo  consisted  of  cigars  and  fruit.  Her  passengers  were  chiefly 
foreigners.

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was  also  very  great.  On  my  arrival  here  the  General  Miramon  had 
but  five  hours'  coal  on  board;  the  last  of  her  provisions  was  being 
cooked,  and  she  had  only  sufficient  water  for  the  day.  She  leaked 
very  badly  through  her  stern  stuffing  box,  as  the  bolts  were  working  out.

Petition  of  master  of  British  steamship  General  Miramon  to  senior  officer 
•present  in  Gulf  of  Mexico  for  release  of  that  vessel. 

On  Board  the  British  Steamship  General  Miramon, 

June  1, 1861. 
Sir  :  On  the  28th  ultimo  I  left  Havana  for  New  Orleans  with  twenty- 
eight  passengers,  and  cargo  composed  of  a  few  thousand  cigars,  with 
sufficient  coal  and  provisions  and  water  to  last  me  for  the  voyage.  I  left 
Havana  in  perfect  ignorance  of  the  blockade,  nor  [had]  the  British 
consul  had  any  intimation  thereof. 

In  perfect  good  faith,  therefore,  my  vessel  was  ordered  back  and  prize 
crew  put  on  board  to  carry  her  to  Mobile  and  confer  with  the  senior 
officer,  and  as  such  I  address  you  to  take  my  case  under  your  serious 
consideration,  and  either  allow  me  to  proceed  to  Mobile  or  New  Orleans. 
1  have  no  coal,  provisions,  or  water  to  carry  me  a  longer  voyage.  My 
crew  are  shipped  from  New  Orleans.  If  sent  back  to  Havana  when 
my  owner  is  not  there,  how  am  I  to  procure  the  necessaries  of  life,  pay 
my  crew,  and  perhaps  have  to  sustain  litigation?  Whereas  if  sent  to 
Mobile  I  could  communicate  with  my  owner  and  make  arrangements 
accordingly. 

The  circumstances  are  very  distressing  and  certainly  admit  some 
extension  of  courtesy  to  a  neutral  vessel  carrying  on  a  lawful  trade.

Report  of  Commander  Gibson,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  ship  St. 
Louis,  regarding  the  withdrawal  of  that  vessel  from  Fort  Jefferson, 
Fla. 

U.  S.  Ship  St.  Louis, 

Off  Pensacola,  June  2, 1861. 

Sir:  I  am  requested  by  the  commandant  at  Fort  Jefferson  (Major 
Arnold),  Tortugas,  to  make  known  to  you,  as  he  has  already  done  to 
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Colonel  Brown,  the  commander  in  chief  of  this  Department,  hia  extreme 
disappointment  at  the  withdrawal  of  this  ship  from  that  place,  and  the 
consequent  failure  of  many  of  the  plans  which  were  being  carried  out 
for  the  strengthening  of  the  works  there,  in  which  this  ship  was  an 
important  agent. 

The  men  and  boats  of  this  ship  have  been  employed  since  her  arrival 
at  that  place  in  the  furtherance  of  those  works,  and  their  withdrawal 
at  this  time  is  most  severely  felt;  besides  which,  the  approach  to  an 
important  anchorage  situated  on  the  weaker  side  of  the  fortification 
was  intrusted  to  her  guardianship.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  safe  arrival  of  this  vessel  at  this 
port,  five  days  and  twenty-one  hours  from  New  York.    All  well. 

In  the  absence  of  any  officer  senior  to  myself,  I  will  discharge  and 
turn  over  to  the  U.  S.  naval  storekeeper  at  this  place  the  stores  put  on 
board  this  vessel  at  the  navy  yard,  New  York,  in  pursuance  of  the 
orders  of  Commodore  Breese,  fill  up  with  coal  and  water  and  proceed 
without  delay  in  the  further  execution  of  your  order*  of  the  17th 
of  May.

Beport  of  Captain  McKean,  U.  S.  Navy,  senior  officer  present  off  Mobile, 
regarding  matters  pertaining  to  the  blockade, 

U.  S.  Steam  Frioate  Niagara, 

Off  Mobile,  June  4,  1861. 

Sir:  I  had  the  honor  to  address  you  on  the  27th  ultimo,  off  the 
harbor  of  Pensacola.  I  left  there  on  the  28th  for  this  place  to  relieve 
the  Powhatan,  which  vessel  proceeded  at  daylight  on  the  morning  of 
the  29th  to  the  mouth  of  the  MississjiDpi  to  join  the  Brooklyn  in  the 
blockade  of  New  Orleans. 

On  the  evening  of  the  31st  ultimo  Commander  Glisson  arrived  in  the 
Mount  Vernon  with  a  communication  from  Captain  Adams,  reporting 
the  arrival  of  the  steamer  Parkersburg  with  a  supply  of  fresh  beef,  live 
stock,  vegetables,  and  stores  for  the  use  of  the  vessels  in  the  Gulf. 

«  See  p.  175. 
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In  the  absence  of  Flag-Offlcer  Stringham  Captain  Adams  opened 
the  communication  from  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Provisions  and 
Clothing.  The  Mount  Vernon  returned  to  Fort  Pickens  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  1st  instant,  and  I  instructed  Captain  Adams,  after  having 
taken  out  the  proportion  of  provisions,  vegetables,  etc.,  for  the  Sabine, 
St.  Louis,  Huntsville,  Mohatvic,  Wyandotte,  and  the  Release,  to  dispatch 
the  Parkcrsburg  in  tow  of  the  Mount  Vernon  to  this  place.  I  will  take 
from  her  the  proportion  for  this  ship  and  dispatch  her  in  a  like  manner 
to  supply  the  Brooldyn  and  Powhatan.  After  this  Commander  Glisson 
will  proceed  to  act  under  his  order  from  the  Department. 

On  the  morning  of  the  1st  instant  the  English  steamer  General 
Miramon,  Captain  Golding,  arrived  here  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Adams 
and  a  boat's  crew  from  the  Brooklyn.  Commander  Poor  states  in  a 
letter  to  me  that  he  was  not  satisfied  as  to  the  correctness  of  her 
papers,  and  that  she  endeavored  to  force  the  blockade.  She  was  from 
Havana  with  thirty-six  passengers  (a  list  herewith  enclosed),  having  no 
cargo  except  a  few  thousand  cigars  and  a  little  fruit.  She  was  furnished 
with  a  provisional  register  signed  Wm.  Mure,  her  Britannic  Majesty's 
consul,  New  Orleans,  dated  May  4, 1861  (previous  to  the  blockade).  It 
appeared  to  be  genuine.  The  captain  stated  that  neither  he  nor  the 
British  consul  at  Havana  was  aware  of  the  blockade. 

As  the  vessel  did  not  attempt  to  enter  port  after  having  been  boarded 
and  warned  off,  and  as  the  order  of  the  Department  directs  that  no 
neutral  vessel  proceeding  toward  the  entrance  of  a  blockaded  port 
should  be  captured  or  detained  if  she  shall  not  have  previously  received 
from  one  of  the  blockading  squadron  a  specific  notice  of  the  existence 
of  the  blockade,  I  did  not  think  there  were  sufficient  grounds  for  her 
capture.  Lieutenant  Adams,  immediately  on  his  coming  on  board, 
stated  that  there  was  great  distress  among  the  passengers;  that  the 
last  meal  had  been  served ;  that  there  was  water  only  for  the  day,  and 
that  the  vessel  was  leaking  badly  and  had  but  four  hours'  coal  on  board. 
Three  ladies  among  the  passengers  were  very  ill;  one  of  them,  an 
American,  in  premature  travail,  brought  on  by  alarm  caused  by  the 
firing  of  a  shot  over  the  Miramon  by  the  BrooTclyn,  and  subsequently 
another  by  the  Mount  Vernon  off  this  place.  It  was  thought  that  if 
not  landed  she  would  not  live  through  tlie  day. 

Not  having  coal  or  water  to  spare,  and  there  being  no  means  of 
sending  the  passengers  on  shore,  the  females  not  being  in  a  state  to 
'  bear  removal  in  a  boat,  I  decided,  as  an  act  of  humanity,  to  let  the 
vessel  go  into  Mobile,  having  first,  however,  received  the  written  pledge 
of  the  captain  that  he  would  come  out  without  cargo  as  soon  as  he 
could  obtain  a  sufiQcient  supply  of  coal,  water,  and  provisions  to  carry 
him  off  the  coast.  I  can  not  but  hope  that  my  action  in  the  case  will 
be  ajjproved  by  the  Department.  The  Miramon  is  a  small  and  very  old 
vessel,  having  her  boilers  and  part  of  her  machinery  on  deck. 

Commander  Poor,  in  a  communication  of  the  31st  ultimo,  says : 

Vessels  arrive  ■with  emigrants,  having  a  numher  of  passengers,  short  of  provisions — 
not  enough  to  take  them  to  the  nearest  neutral  ports ;  they  can  not  get  supplied 
here,  so  I  must  either  supply  them  or  turn  them  oft  to  starve.  I  have  turned  oft'  two 
Bremen  ships,  one  so  reduced  that  I  had  to  supply  them  with  bread,  which  I 
exchanged  for  cordage. 

He  also  says : 

I  found  a  number  of  vessels  (among  them  several  American)  in  the  mud  at  the 
bar,  -where  they  have  to  remain  till  a  rise  takes  them  off.  One  English  vessel  had 
been  detained  two  months  nearly.  There  are  several  other  American  vessels  a  short 
distance  within  the  river,  detained  for  the  same  cause,  all  of  which  loaded  and 
cleared  before  the  blockade.    I  should  like  to  know  if  I  am  to  include  the  American 
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vessels  among  the  neutrals,  and  allow  them  the  same  facilities  of  departure.  They 
are  all  bona  fide  American  property,  and  the  cargoes  belong  to  persons  in  England 
and  France.  Their  clearances  are  all  Confederate,  as  are  all  the  neutrals.  If  they 
are  not  allowed  to  depart  they  may  be  destroyed  by  the  enemy  or  towed  back  and 
seized.  I  can  not  cross  the  bar.  There  are  several  privateers,  who  keep  up  the 
river  since  my  arrival ;  they  have  made  several  captures. 

Commander  Poor  requests  to  be  informed  what  lie  is  to  do  with  the 
American  ships,  and  in  case  the  obstructions  are  not  removed  from 
the  bar  at  the  end  of  the  fifteen  days,  if  the  foreign  ships  are  to  be 
allowed  an  extension  of  time. 

Flag-Oflicer  Stringham  not  having  arrived,  I  shall  instruct  Com- 
mander Poor  to  allow  the  neutral  ships  an  extension  of  time,  and  to 
place  the  American  vessels  on  the  same  footing  if  clearly  satisfied  that 
the  cargoes  are  not  the  property  of  citizens  of  New  Orleans  or  of  any 
of  the  secession  States,  and  to  permit  them  to  employ  tugs  to  drag  them 
over  the  bar  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  regard  to  emigrant  ships,  I  have  instructed  him  that  if  after 
a  careful  examination  he  is  clearly  satisfied  that  they  have  not  suffi- 
cient provision  and  water  to  carry  them  to  the  nearest  neutral  port,  he 
may  allow  the  emigrants  to  be  sent  to  New  Orleans. 

1  can  see  no  other  course,  as  it  would  not  be  proper  to  turn  off  inno- 
cent people  to  suffer  and  perhaps  perish  by  starvation  or  drought.  I 
presume  there  will  be  but  few  more  cases  of  the  kind,  as  the  news  of 
the  blockade  will  have  soon  reached  Europe.  Commander  Poor  states 
in  his  communication  that  he  haS  been  informed  that  all  American  ves- 
sels in  the  port  of  New  Orleans  after  the  6th  instant  will  be  seized  and 
the  captains  and  crews  made  prisoners  of  war. 

The  Brooklyn  and  Powhatan  are  both  getting  very  short  of  coal,  but 
1  hope  a  supply  will  soon  reach  them  from  Key  West  or  Havana.  No 
neutral  vessel  has  arrived  off  this  place  since  the  commencement  of  the 
blockade,  and  all  neutral  and  American  vessels  have  left  Mobile.  Two 
English  ships  and  an  American  brigantine,  belonging  to  and  bound  to 
New  York,  came  out  on  the  31st  ultimo.  A  small  steamer  is  needed 
here,  and  several  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi. 

This  ship  is  very  slow  in  answering  her  helm,  and,  owing  to  this  and 
her  very  great  length  and  heavy  draft  of  water,  is  much  less  efficient 
in  blockade  than  she  would  be  in  an  attack  uj)on  a  fort  or  batteries, 
for  which  service,  with  her  twelve  Xl-inch  guns,  she  is  admirably 
calculated.

Pickens.

Off  Key  West,  June  4, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  arrived  here  on  the  31st  ultimo  from  Fort  Pickens.  I  am  hav- 
ing repairs  done  to  the  engine  and  boilers,  deemed  necessary  by  the 
senior  engineer.  I  hope  to  get  through  with  them  and  coal,  so  [as]  to 
leave  when  the  mail  arrives,  which  is  expected  within  the  next  forty- 
eight  hours. 

I  left  the  anchorage  off  Pensacola  bar  at  11  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of 
the  28th  ultimo,  in  company  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Niagara,  losing  sight  of 
her  about  2  p.  m.  The  SaJnne  and  Euntsville  were  at  anchor  when  I 
left. 

About  150  miles  out  I  spoke  the  steamer  Mount  Vernon,  having  in 
tow  the  steamer  Parkersburg,  which  was  disabled  from  the  breaking  of 
her  shaft. 

Since  my  last  communication  there  has  been  a  case  of  smallpox  on 
board,  but  of  a  mild  form  and  of  short  duration ;  at  present  all  are  well.

Off  Fensacola,  June  5, 1861. 
SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  steamer  Mount 
Vernon  from  New  York  at  this  place  on  the  30th  ultimo.  She  had  in 
tow  the  Parlcershurg,  laden  with  live  stock  and  fresh  provisions  for  the 
squadron,  which  vessel  had  broken  her  shaft  on  the  passage  out.  The 
supply  of  fresh  provisions  is  very  seasonable.  The  scurvy  has  nearly 
disappeared  from  this  ship.  The  Niagara  is  oft  Mobile;  the  Brooklyn 
and  Powhatan  oft'  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi. 

No  demonstrations  have  yet  been  made  against  Fort  Pickens.  I 
continue  to  occupy  a  position  with  this  ship  which  I  think  will  eftec- 
tually  prevent  hostile  troops  from  approaching  it  by  way  of  Santa  Eosa 
Island. 

Yesterday  the  South  Carolina  arrived  from  Boston  with  some  heavy 
mortars  and  ordnance  stores  for  Fort  Pickens,  which  I  will  have  landed 
as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  boats  of  this  ship  are  now  engaged  in  discharging  a  schooner 
loaded  with  similar  materials.

Report  of  Captain  McKean,  U.  S.  Navy,  senior  officer  present  off  Mobile, 
of  the  position  of  vessels  and  affairs  in  the  Gulf,  and  of  the  capture 
of  the  schooner  Aid  in  Mobile  Bay. 

U.  S.  Steam  Frigate  Niagara, 

Off  Mobile,  June  6,  1861. 

Sir  :  The  steamer  Parkersburg  arrived  here  on  the  evening  of  the 
4th  instant  from  off  Pensacola.  Having  carried  away  her  shaft,  she 
was  brought  here  in  tow  of  the  Mount  Vernon.  The  proportion  of  the 
supplies  for  this  ship  will  be  transferred  from  her  to-day,  and  she  will 
proceed  this  evening  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  to  deliver  the  bal- 
ance to  the  Brooklyn  and  Powhatan. 

The  fresh  provisions  and  vegetables  are  very  acceptable,  as  the  crews 
of  most  of  the  vessels  have  been  long  without  a  supply  of  this  kind. 
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I  learn  from  Captain  Adams  that  the  St.  Louis  had  arrived,  and  I 
herewith  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  her  commander.  I 
have  instructed  Captain  Adams  to  send  the  St.  Louis  to  this  place  on 
the  10th  instant.  Upon  her  arrival,  I  will  proceed  with  the  Niagara 
off  Pensacola  and  dispatch  the  Huntsville  immediately  here.  By  that 
time  I  hope  the  Wyandotte  will  have  returned  from  Key  West,  where 
she  has  been  detained  to  repair  her  machinery.  On  her  arrival,  as  more 
vessels  are  needed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi,  I  shall  proceed 
there  in  this  ship,  unless  I  hear  in  the  meantime  that  other  vessels  have 
reached  there. 

A  supply  of  coal  will  soon  be  needed  for  the  Niagara.  I  have  not 
ordered  it  from  Key  West,  as  I  am  informed  by  your  chief  engineer, 
Mr.  Long,  that  when  he  left  New  York  vessels  were  about  being  char- 
tered to  bring  down  a  supply.  Should  it  not  arrive  I  may  be  compelled 
to  proceed  to  Key  West. 

I  neglected  to  report  in  my  communication  of  the  4th  instant  that  on 
my  arrival  at  Pensacola  I  administered  an  oath  (a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  transmitted)  to  the  officers  of  the  Sabine,  BrooMyn,  Powhatan, 
Huntsville,  Water  Witch,  and  Release.  It  was  taken,  I  believe,  and  sub- 
scribed to  by  all,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  of  the  Powhatan, 
who  were  unable  to  get  on  board  the  Niagara  for  the  purpose,  and 
Lieutenant  J.  L.  Broome,  Lieutenant  George E.  Graham,  of  the  Marine 
Corps,  and  Second  Assistant  Engineer  Marshall  P.  Jordan,  who  refused. 
I  leave  them  to  assign  their  reasons  to  the  Department. 

No  opportunity  of  sending  these  officers  to  the  North  offered  at  the 
time,  but  as  Commander  Glisson  has  orders  to  proceed  in  the  steamer 
Mount  Vernon  to  the  Chesapeake,  I  shall  order  them  to  take  passage  in 
her,  and  on  her  arrival  to  report  to  the  senior  naval  officer  there. 
Some  of  the  officers  considered  the  administration  of  the  oath  by  me 
a  high-handed  measure,  but  I  trust  it  will  meet  your  approbation. 

A  schooner,  supposed  to  be  armed,  and  having  a  number  of  men  on 
her  deck,  has  been  seen  for  a  number  of  days  past  beating  about  the 
harbor  of  Mobile,  just  within  the  bar.  Yesterday  morning  she  was 
discovered  becalmed  alongside  the  wreck  of  a  large  ship,  with  a  num- 
ber of  hands  apparently  engaged  in  dismantling  her.  Lieutenants 
Guest,  de  Krafft,  and  Lieutenant  Butler,  of  the  marines,  and  Midship- 
men O'Kane,  Swann,  and  Casey,  were  dispatched  in  three  boats  to  cut 
her  out,  the  boats  being  towed  in  near  the  bar  by  the  steamer  Mount 
Vernon.  They  reached  the  schooner  about  3  o'clock,  took  possession, 
and  brought  her  out.  She  is  not  armed,  but  is  a  strong-built  and  well- 
found  vessel  of  about  100  tons,  called  the  Aid,  and  belongs  to  Mobile. 

Had  I  not  supposed  she  was  armed  I  would  not  have' sent  in  after 
her.  I  feel  justified,  however,  in  keeping  her,  as  the  enemy  have  cap- 
tured several  of  our  vessels  in  the  Mississippi.  She  sails  fast,  and  I 
purpose  to  mount  a  24-pounder  howitzer  upon  her  (she  could  carry  a 
long  32-pounder)  and  to  employ  her  to  aid  in  the  blockade  until  the 
arrival  of  the  flag-officer,  when  she  can  be  restored  or  sent  to  Key 
West  for  adjudication,  as  he  may  deem  best.

gress for  the  better  government  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  we  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 


U.  S.  Ship  St.  Louis, 

Off  Pensacola,  June  4,  1861. 

Sir:  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  state  of  the 
ship  under  my  command,  so  that  in  the  event  of  anything  occurring  in 
which  the  matters  reported  are  involved  I  shall  be  relieved  of  any 
responsibility. 

This  ship  was  fitted  out  for  two  years'  cruise.  She  has  now  been  out 
two  years  and  five  months.  During  the  greater  part  of  that  time  she 
was  on  the  Mosquito  coast,  where  the  rains  are  almost  constant  (the 
intervals  being  but  very  short) ;  her  sails  consequently  suffered  very 
much,  and  she  has  at  this  time  but  one  suit,  and  they  are  not  to  be 
depended  upon  in  case  the  ship  should  be  caught  in  a  gale  on  a  lee 
shore  where  they  would  be  required  to  claw  the  ship  off;  and  in  the 
performance  of  this  duty  of  blockading  she  is  most  likely  at  some  time 
to  be  brought  in  such  a  position,  when  she  must  inevitably  goon  shore. 
I  would  also  state  that  there  is  not  a  spare  breeching  in  the  ship,  and 
those  which  are  now  in  use  have  seen  good  service. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  important  matters,  I  would  respectfully 
i-'tate  that  the  men  of  this  ship,  as  represented  to  me  by  the  surgeon, 
are  in  a  completely  enervated  state,  having  been  cooped  up  in  this  ship 
in  a  tropical  climate  for  nearly  two  years  and  a  half,  and  they  are  con- 
sequently most  susceptible  to  disease,  which  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  the  sick  list  has  shown  an  average  of  twenty-eight  for  the  last 
week.  That  number  of  men,  added  to  the  number  that  the  ship  is 
short  of  her  complement,  which  is  twelve,  makes  us  forty  working  men 
deficient,  which  is  materially  felt  in  her  management. 

I  feel  sure  if  the  Department  were  aware  of  the  condition  of  this  ship 
and  crew,  and  of  her  utter  inefficiency  in  her  present  state  for  this  kind 
of  duty  (taking  her  safety  into  consideration),  that  they  would  imme- 
diately order  her  home  for  another  outfit.

Extracts  of  personal  letter  from  Captain  Adams,  U.  S.  Navy,  senior 
officer  present  off  Pensacola,  to  Captain  Bu  Pont,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  relative 
to  affairs  in  the  Oulf  of  Mexico. 

[U.  S.  Frigate]  Sabine, 

Off  Pensacola,  June  6, 1861. 
My  Dear  Du  Pont  :  Since  the  monstrous  long  letter  I  wrote  to  you 
some  time  ago  not  much  of  any  consequence  has  transpired  here.    Fort 
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Pickens  is  still  safe,  though  threatened  by  Bragg  with  8,000  or  10,000 
men,  and  our  heavy  work  and  vigilance  still  continue.  It  seems  as  if 
heavy  guns,  mortars,  military  stores,  provisions,  etc.,  never  would  cease 
arriving  for  the  fort,  and  this  ship  has  to  land  them  all,  for  McKean 
came  here  the  other  day  and  carried  off  the  Broohlyn  and  Powhatan  to 
blockade  Mobile  and  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi.  I  have  seen  in  the 
Philadelphia  Evening  Bulletin  a  very  handsome  and  complimentary 
defense  of  my  character  and  actions  against  an  attack  by  some  anony- 
mous writer  from  the  Brooldyn  in  the  New  York  Tribune.  The  article 
in  the  Tribune  is  a  tissue  of  lies  from  beginning  to  end,  and  is  written 
by  someone  who  in  a  former  communication  did  us  a  great  deal  of  mis- 
chief here,  which  I  will  tell  you  of  some  of  these  days.  I  suspect  who 
it  is,  and  he  has  no  great  reason  to  like  me  personally.  The  officers  of 
this  ship  are  very  indignant  and  would  like  to  do  something  terrible. 
But  who  can  fight  against  a  shadow?

The  South  Carolina  arrived  here  the  day  before  yesterday  from  Bos- 
ton. Alden,  who  commands  her,  says  Mervine  is  on  his  way  here  in  the 
Mississippi,  and  this  ship  is  ordered  to  Portsmouth,  N.  H.  If  this  is  so, 
I  may  hope  to  see  you  before  long  and  have  a  good  old-fashioned  talk 
about  times  past  and  present.  In  the  meantime,  God  bless  you.  *  *  *

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  New  Torlc,  regarding  surf  boats  for 

Gulf  Squadron. 

Navy  Yard,  New  York,  June  7, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  was  directed  on  the  16th  of  May  ultimo,  by  a  telegraphic  dis- 
patch from  the  Department,  to  send  surf  boats  to  the  Gulf.  The  number 
was  not  stated  nor  any  especial  order  for  their  disposition  on  arrival 
there.  I  purchased  two  which  were  ready  and  sent  them  by  the  steamer 
B.  B.  Guyler,  to  be  delivered  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Gulf 
Squadron.  Six  more  will  be  ready  in  four  days,  and  I  intended  to  send 
them  by  the  Daylight;  she  goes,  however,  to  the  Chesapeake.  What 
disposition  shall  I  make  of  the  six  when  ready? 

A  telegram  directed  to  Captain  Foote  was  received  last  evening  in 
relation  to  boats  for  landing  guns,  stores,  etc.  I  enclbse  it  to  the 
Department  that  it  may  see  its  indistinctness  and  informality.  If  I 
was  informed  of  the  size  and  the  guns  to  be  put  in  them  for  conveyance, 
where  to  send  and  to  whom  to  consign  them,  I  could  more  readily  sub- 
serve the  public  interests.  I  respectfully  request  instructions.  If  the 
Potomac's  launches  are  used  for  this  purpose  new  ones  must  be  con- 
structed, which  can  be  done  before  she  can  be  got  ready  for  sea. 
Besides  her  two  launches  we  have  one  other  and  three  cutters  to  spare.

April  13. — At  5  p.  m.  steamed  down  to  Fort  Taylor ;  anchored  off 
the  fort  and  received  thirty- two  soldiers  and  accouterments ;  took  a 
barge  in  tow  with  guns  and  ammunition.  At  10:45  sent  troops  on 
board  and  lighter  alongside  the  U.  S.  S.  Atlantic.

April  27. — From  8  to  meridian :  Saluted  the  Spanish  flag  with  twenty- 
one  guns  and  the  Spanish  admiral  with  thirteen  guns. 

April  30. — At  7:  40  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Key  West. 

May  8. — From  8  to  meridian:  Boarded  the  English  schooner  Jlfary 
Jane  from  Nassau  and  gave  him  a  copy  of  the  declaration  t  of  the  block- 
ade at  this  port.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Boarded  the  smack  W.  H. 
Middleton,  from  Havana;  no  cargo.  On  the  7th  of  May  boarded  an 
American  schooner  from  Vera  Cruz. 

May  11. — At  5  p.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  stood  to  sea.  At  7  Morro 
light  [Havana]  bore  by  compass  S.  J  W.,  8  miles.

Brought  the  sloop 
Burrows  to  with  a  shot. 

May  18. — From  8  to  meridian :  Fired  a  shot  to  prevent  the  sloop  Mien 
Oalligen  from  sailing  contrary  to  orders. 

May  20. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Brig  Mystic  arrived  with  troops ;  boarded 
a  brig  arrived  yesterday.  From  8  to  meridian :  Seized  the  smack  Nep- 
tune and  anchored  her  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Taylor,  Mounted 
24  pounder  howitzer  on  port  bow;  sent  on  board  the  cutter  Appleton 
^our  men  with  12-pounder  howitzer,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Duncan.

conunanding. 

May  5, 1861. — At  2  p.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  out  of  the  harbor 
[New  York]. 

May  10. — At  8 :  30  p.  m.  fired  a  gun  and  brought  to  the  American 
ship  Katahdin,  from  Liverpool  to  Savannah ;  lowered  tlie  second  cutter, 
boarded  her,  and  warned  her  off  the  coast.  At  10:45  came  to  off 
Charleston. 

May  11. — At  11:50  a.  m.  hoisted  the  ensign  and  fired  a  gun  and 
brought  to  a  large  ship  showing  English  colors;  lowered  second  cutter, 
boarded  and  warned  off  the  English  ship  Boyne.  At  1  p.  m.  discovered 
a  steamer  standing  out  of  Charleston  Harbor;  stood  for  her  and  dis- 
covered a  second  steamer  having  the  Confederate  flag  and  apparently 
fiUed  with  men;  beat  to  quarters  and  prepared  for  action,  loading  both 
batteries  with  15-second  shell.  On  nearing  the  entrance  to  South 
Channel  one  steamer  stood  into  port,  the  other  keeping  close  inshore 
beyond  our  range;  steered  apparently  for  Savannah.  Discovered 
twenty-eight  large  armed  launches  filled  with  men  on  the  bar  abreast 
the  light-house.  At  3  continued  in  chase.  At  4  the  chase,  being  unable 
to  pass  clear  of  us,  continued  in  shoal  water  and  put  back  to  Charleston. 

May  12. — At  7 :  30  a.  m.  boarded  and  warned  off'  several  ships  bound 
for  Charleston.  From  8  a.m.  to  meridian:  At  9,  observing  the  American 
ship  General  FarJcMll  was  making  signals  with  the  shore,  fired  a  shell 
across  her  bows  and  brought  her  to;  sent  a  boat  alongside  and  took 
possession  of  her.  At  11 :  30  sent  Midshipman  Schley  and  a  prize  crew 
of  ten  men  on  board.  The  General  Parkhill  was  owned  in  and  bound 
for  Charleston. 

May  13. — At  4 :  45  p.  m.  a  smaU  steamer  carrying  English  colors  and 
a  flag  of  truce  at  the  fore  came  alongside  and  the  English  consul  came 
on  board. 

May  19. — At  9 :  50  a.  m.  ran  into  the  harbor  of  Havana.  Sent  an 
officer  and  boat's  crew  to  haul  down  two  Confederate  flags  flying  at 
the  mastheads  of  two  brigantines,  who  wore  an  exceedingly  small 
American  flag  at  their  main  topping  lifts.  Confederate  flags  were 
hauled  down  and  boat  returned. 

May  25. — At  8:45  came  to  anchor  off  Santa  Rosa  Island,  Florida. 

May  29. — At  anchor  oft"  Mobile.  At  3  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  tried  the 
range  of  one  of  her  heavy  guns  with  shell,  reaching  nearly  across  the 
main  channel. 

May  31. — Boarded  the  Velasco  from  Galveston  and  ordered  her  to  hoist 
her  colors;  she  replied  that  she  had  none;  sent  an  officer  to  board  her, 
and  brought  her  captain  on  board;  sent  her  captain  back,  hoisted  the 
boat,  and  stood  for  the  bar.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Standing  oft" 
and  on  the  entrance  to  Mobile  Bay.  At  2  boarded  the  English  ship 
Perthshire,  from  Mobile  for  Liverpool.  At  5  boarded  the  ship  Bramley 
Moore,  from  Mobile  for  Liverpool.  Prom  6  to  8  boarded  the  brigantine 
East  and  brought  the  captain  on  board.  The  East  was  from  Mobile, 
bound  to  New  York  with  a  cargo  of  resin  and  turpentine. 

June  1. — At  8  a.  m.  the  Mount  Vernon  returned,  bringing  back  the 
brigantine  East,  which  had  been  suspected  of  making  night  signals  to 
the  shore.  On  examination  released  her  and  she  sailed  for  New  York. 
At  11  discovered  a  steamer  under  the  land  standing  toward  us,  the 
Mount  Vernon  intercepting  her  and  firing  two  guns.  We  got  underway 
and  stood  for  them.  She  proved  to  be  the  English  steamer  Miramon, 
under  consular  papers  from  Havana,  with  passengers  for  New  Orleans, 
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and  was  sent  up  by  the  Broolclyn  for  trying  to  avoid  being  informed  of 
tlie  blockade  of  New  Orleans.  On  examination,  finding  she  was  out  of 
provisions  and  coal  and  her  passengers  in  distress,  she  was  permitted 
to  land  them  at  Mobile  under  pledge  to  leave  port  without  cargo  as 
soon  as  slie  should  obtain  provisions. 

June  o. — At  1  p.  m.,  observing  operations  of  a  suspicious  character 
going  on  on  board  of  a  hulk  lying  between  Dauphin  and  Sand  Islands, 
and  that  communication  was  taking  place  with  a  schooner  anchored 
near  her,  sent  the  Motmt  Vernon  with  our  second  and  fourth  cutters 
and  the  Dolphin  in  tow  to  examine  the  hulk  and  cut  out  the  schooner. 
From  C  to  8  p.  m.:  The  boat  expedition  returned  with  the  schooner 
Aid,  of  Mobile,  as  a  prize. 

June  7. — At  7  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  for  a  schooner;  hailed 
her  and  found  her  to  be  the  Eliza  Fishe,  of  Key  West,  bound  to  New 
Orleans;  brought  the  captain  on  board  with  his  papers,  but  having  no 
clearance  ordered  him  to  anchor  near  us  for  the  night.

Made  a  schooner  with  a  gun  amidships  and  a  large  number  of  men 
on  board,  standing  on  and  off  Santa  Rosa  Island.  Called  away  first 
launch,  put  on  board  the  gun,  and  sent  her  in  charge  of  Lieutenant 
Thompson  to  anchor  off  the  beach  and  open  fire  upon  her  [the  schooner]. 
Lieutenant  Thompson  returned  with  the  launch. 

April  23. — From  6  to  8  p.  m :  Information  having  been  received  from 
Colonel  Brown,  commanding  Fort  Pickens,  that  the  secessionists  with 
two  steamers  and  several  boats  were  attempting  to  land  on  Santa  Eosa 
Island,  Lieutenant  Thompson  was  dispatched  with  the  second  launch, 
armed  with  a  howitzer  and  marines  to  watch  their  motions.  The  Sabine 
and  Broolclyn  also  sent  a  boat. 

May  1. — From  8  to  meridian:  Eeceived  from  the  shore  a  12-pounder 
howitzer.  At  11.20  a.  m.  a  tugboat  flying  the  Southern  Confederacy 
flag  came  out  and  went  alongside  the  Sabine. 

May  14. — From  4  to  8  a.  m:  Sent  on  hoskrA  the  Philadelphia  tyfohea,Yj 
12-pounder  howitzers,  with  field  and  boat  carriages  and  all  the  appur- 
tenances complete. 

May  15. — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m :  Lieutenant  Brown  in  the  Oriental 
boarded  the  schooner  Diawa,  from  Mobile,  bound  to  Pensacola;  brought 
on  board  from  her  passengers  Mr.  Eussell,  of  the  London  Times,  and 
suite.  Sent  them  to  the  Sabine  to  communicate  with  Captain  Adams, 
who  granted  them  permission  to  enter  the  harbor. 

3{ay  20. — Lieutenant  Brown  boarded  the  schooner  Gulf  Ranger  and 
warned  her  not  to  come  out  the  harbor.  An  officer  went  from  her  to 
the  Sabine.  The  tugboat  with  a  flag  of  truce  at  1 :  15  p.  m.  stood  in  for 
the  harbor  again.  At  8:30  rockets  were  fired  on  shore;  they  were 
answered  by  the  Sabine,  Broolclyn,  and  this  ship.  Called  away  all 
boats  and  armed  them. 

May  21. — At  8 :30  p.  m.  sent  second  cutter  with  armed  crew,  in  charge 
of  Lieutenant  Smith,  to  report  to  Colonel  Brown  at  Fort  Pickens. 
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May  24. — At  12 :  30  a.  m.  armed  the  tliird  cutter  and  sent  her  away  in 
charge  of  Lieutenant  Harris,  to  cut  out  a  schooner'  at  anchor  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Perdido  Eiver.  At  3 :  40  p.  m.  Lieutenan  t  Harris  returned, 
and  reported  having  gone  to  the  westward  about  18  miles,  and  that  the 
vessel  after  which  he  was  sent  was  a  wreck  that  had  been  there  some 
time. 

May  26. — Eeceived  orders  from  Commander  Poor  to  go  off  Mobile 
and  remain  there  untU  relieved.  At  9 :  30  p.  m.  descried  the  fort,  and 
anchored  off  Mobile.  Observed  on  Port  Morgan  the  American  ensign, 
union  down,  under  the  Confederate  flag. 

May  28. — The  steamer  Sivan  came  out  with  a  flag  of  truce.  Lieuten- 
ant Ball,  of  the  Southern  Army,  came  on  board  and  delivered  a  com- 
munication from  the  acting  British  consul,  and  returned  with  an 
answer. 

May  29. — Lieutenant  Thompson  was  temporarily  detached  from  this 
ship  and  ordered  to  take  charge  of  the  schooner  Oriental,  and  go  to 
Pensacola  and  deliver  her  up  to  Colonel  Brown.  At  2:20  p.  m.  spoke 
the  schooner  Mary  Clinton,  of  'New  Orleans,  from  Charleston,  S.  C, 
bound  to  New  Orleans,  and  ordered  her  to  heave  to.  Sent  Lieutenants 
Brown  and  Smith  on  board  to  examine  her  papers.  Pound  that  the 
register  had  been  endorsed  by  the  Niagara,  off  Charleston,  S.  C,  warn- 
ing her  off  the  Southern  coast.  Seized  her  as  a  lawful  prize ;  sent  Lieu- 
tenant Queen  as  prize  master,  with  two  marines. 

May  30. — At  2:05  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  South  West  Pass, 
Louisiana. 

June  2. — From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Lieutenant  Brown  boarded  the  English 
schooner  Andromeda  and  English  brig  Kate,  warning  them  not  to  enter 
any  port  south  of  Baltimore  except  Key  West.  While  on  board  the 
Andromeda  Lieutenant  Brown  was  asked  by  a  man  calling  himself 
George  Ellis,  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  for  protection  from  the  United 
States,  stating  that  he  had  been  taken  prisoner  while  employed  as 
cook  on  board  the  American  ship  Marshall  by  the  rebel  privateer  Y.  H. 
Ivy;  that  he  had  been  imprisoned  eight  days  in  New  Orleans,  and 
that  after  his  release  he  concealed  himself  on  board  the  Andromeda  with 
the  intention  of  escaping  and  joining  some  vessel  of  the  blockading 
squadron.  Mr.  Brown  brought  him  on  board  and  he  was  shipped  as 
landsman.  The  captain  of  the  Andromeda  told  Lieutenant  Brown  that 
he  had  never  seen  the  man  before. 

June  3. — Off  South  West  Pass,  Mississippi  Eiver.  Discovered  from 
top  masthead  indications  of  a  battery  being  erected  on  the  point  above 
Pilot  Town.  It  looks  as  if  a  hulk  and  tents  were  placed  there  and  men 
at  work.  Discovered  the  tugboat  Ocean  coming  down  the  river  with  a 
flag  of  truce;  had  also  the  English,  French,  and  Bremen  flags.  At 
3  p.  m.  sent  the  bark  alongside  the  tugboat  and  brought  the  English, 
French,  Bremen,  and  Spanish  consuls  on  board.

Memorandum  of  instructions  from  Colonel  Chase,  commanding  forces  of 
Florida,  to  Captain  Randolph,  commandant  navy  yard,  Pensacola,  in 
case  of  an  attack  upon  the  navy  yard  and  forts  in  vicinity  by  Fort 
Pickens. 

Headquaeteks  Pensacola  District, 

January  21,  1861. 

The  ofQcial  telegraph  signed  by  the  late  Senators  in  Congress  from 
Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Mississippi  to  the 
colonel  commanding  the  forces  of  Florida  in  this  distriot  renders  a 
modification  of  the  memorandum  dated  19th  January  necessary.  The 
admonition  that  no  blood  should  be  shed  is  emphatic.  They  unite  in 
saying  that,  "Blood  shed  now  may  be  fatal  to  our  cause."  Governor 
Moore,  of  Alabama,  has  telegraphed  to  the  colonel  commanding  that, 
"There  are,  I  suspect,  important  reasons  for  this  advice,"  and  that  he 
is  advised  to  "  telegraph  not  to  attack  Fort  Pickens." 

Under  the  line  of  policy  so  clearly  indicated  by  high  authority,  the 
navy  yard  will  not  be  defended  if  summoned  to  be  surrendered  by  a 
force  sufficient  to  attack.  In  this  case  the  detachment  stationed  at  the 
navy  yard  and  marine  barracks  will  fall  back  upon  the  Barrancas, 
where  there  will  be  concentrated  a  force  that  the  Federal  forces  would 
hardly  attack.  Should  Fort  Barrancas  be  bombarded  or  battered  by 
Fort  Pickens,  the  garrison  should  be  withdrawn  to  avoid  all  useless 
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loss  of  life,  and  take  post  with  the  maiu  body  of  troops.    Prompt 
measures  also  should  be  taken  to  withdraw  the  guard  from  Fort  McRee.

Memorandum  from  Mr.  Mallory  to  Captain  Randolph,  commanding  navy 
yard,  Pensacola,  relative  to  communication  iettoeen  the  Federal  and 
Confederate  forces  at  Pensacola. 

Pensacola,  January  38, 1861. 

At  11  a.  m.  to-day  Captain  Barron,  U.  S.  Navy,  called  upon  Colonel 
Chase  and  communicated  to  him  the  fact  that  he  had  just  arrived  from 
Washington,  and  was  the  bearer  of  written  dispatches  and  verbal 
orders  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  Toucey,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  written 
dispatches  being  directed  to  Captains  Glynn,  Adams,  and  Poor,  of  the 
ships,  severally,  Macedonian,  Sabine,  and  St.  Louis,  and  which,  together 
with  the  verbal  orders  to  him,  are  designed  and  directed  exclusively  to 
prevent  the  said  ships  from  entering  the  harbor  of  Pensacola,  and  the 
verbal  orders  authorizing  him  to  notify  any  other  national  vessel  that 
the  Department  wishes  them  not  to  enter  said  port;  and  furthermore, 
to  inform  and  instruct  the  ofllcers  of  said  ships  that  the  Department 
wishes  them  to  avoid  any  act  that  may  have  a  tendency  to  lead  to  hos- 
tilities, and  that  as  the  ships,  by  entering  this  port,  might  possibly 
induce  bloodshed,  they  are  to  keep  outside  the  port.  Captain  Barron 
also  expressed  the  Secretary's  earnest  determination  to  avoid  blood- 
shed, and  to  do  nothing  to  bring  it  about.  I  was  present  at  this 
interAdew,  and  Colonel  Chase,  upon  learning  Captain  Barron's  mission 
and  its  pacific  character,  promptly  authorized  him  to  communicate 
with  any  United  States  vessels  off  the  port,  directing  Captain  Ran- 
dolph to  furnish  the  necessary  transportation,  etc.  And  at  Captain 
Barron's  request  he  also  authorized  him.  Captain  Barron  having  no 
dispatches,  verbal  or  written,  to  the  forces  there,  to  communicate  with 
Lieutenant  Slemmer  at  Fort  Pickens.

Captain  Barron,of  the  U.S.  Navy,  upon  his  statement  that  he  is  author- 
ized to  communicate  with  the  United  States  vessels  of  war  arriving  off 
this  harbor  in  order  to  deliver  verbal  and  written  orders  to  the  com- 
manders of  said  vessels  to  keep  outside  the  port,  and  to  act  strictly  on 
the  defensive,  will  be  permitted  to  hold  such  communication  accord- 
ingly, and  he  is  also  permitted  to  commuuicate  with  Fort  Pickens  at 
his  own  request,  although  he  has  no  dispatches  for  the  fort.

January  29, 1861. 
My  Dear  Colonel:  I  have  just  received  from  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Thornton,  the  telegraph  operator  here,  a  reply  from  Messrs.  Slidell, 
Bigler,  and  Hunter,  to  my  telegram  to  them  yesterday,  and  I  herewith 
submit  it  to  you  for  such  action  as  you  may  deem  best. 

These  gentlemen  you  will  perceive  send  me  the  instructions  of  the 
Navy  and  War  Department,  as  the  President's  answer  to  my  telegram. 
Knowing  that  you  did  not  design  to  attack  Fort  Pickens  under  exist- 
ing circumstances,  I  assured  these  gentlemen  that  no  attack  would  be 
made  unless  reenforcements  were  attempted,  in  which  case  I  could  not 
feel  assured  that  the  troops  here  would  not  attack.  Permit  me  to  sug- 
gest that  if  you  shall  act  upon  this  dispatch  and  give  the  assurance  as 
indicated  therein,  you  can  have  this  dispatch  delivered  to  Lieutenant 
Slemmer  and  the  officers  named,  by  Captain  Barron,  whose  mission  is 
of  a  peaceful  character.

Sir:  I  enclose  for  your  information  memorandums  Nos.  1  and  2 
showing  the  arrangements  entered  into  for  preventing  United  States 
ships  of  war  entering  this  harbor,  and  the  landing  of  reenforcements 
from  the  U.  S.  S.  Brooklyn.

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The  policy  being  previously  established  that  no  assault  on  Fort 
Pickens  should  be  made,  I  found  no  difficulty  in  giving  the  assurance 
that  no  attack  should  be  made  and  that  preparations  for  attack  should 
be  discontinued. 

I  gave  permission  also  for  communication  by  special  messenger 
between  the  officers  of  the  ships  and  the  Government,  seeing  that  such 
communication  could  be  easily  had  in  many  other  ways  than  through 
the  navy  yard  that  could  not  be  stopped  by  us. 

The  meeting  of  the  general  convention  at  Montgomery  on  the  4th 
February  next,  and  tlie  election  of  a  president  of  that  body  will  estab- 
lish a  de  facto  Government  of  the  seceding  States,  which  will  at  once 
develop  the  future  policy  both  of  that  Government  and  the  Federal 
Government  at  Washington. 

The  opinion  is  that  an  arrangement  thereafter  will  be  made  by  which 
Forts  Sumter  and  Pickens  will  be  peacefully  surrendered  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Southern  Confederacy.

MONTGOMEKY,  February  14,  1861. 

SiE :  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  repeat  that  the  navy  yard,  Fort  Barrancas, 
and  Fort  McEee  are  untenable  under  the  fire  of  Fort  Pickens  and  ships 
.  of  war. 

That,  though  no  attack  may  be  expected  during  Mr.  Buchanan's 
Administration,  a  considerable  force  could  be  landed  from  the  ships  of 
war  off  Pensacola  and  from  those  now  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  which, 
combined  with  the  garrison  at  Fort  Pickens,  would  amount  to  1,000 
men ;  and  we  should  not  forget  that  this  force  may  be  greatly  increased 
by  and  after  the  4th  of  March  next. 

In  a  former  communication  I  urged  that  5,000  men  should  be  collected 
at  the  Barrancas  by  the  1st  of  March  next,  a  force  which  would  be  suf- 
ficient to  prevent  the  Federal  forces  fortifying  the  navy  yard  and  the 
approaches  to  the  Barrancas  until  we  could  obtain  guns  of  proper  cali- 
ber and  in  numbers  necessary  to  batter  and  capture  Fort  Pickens. 

It  would  be  better  to  withdraw  our  forces  altogether  than  to  expose 
them  to  attack  which  they  could  not  resist  by  reason  of  inadequate 
numbers.

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Her  frame  is  up,  according  to  tLe  plans;  six  strakes  of  wales  are  oa 
and  fastened;  her  port  sills  are  in;  all  of  her  old  work  inside — clamps, 
deck  frames,  and  ceiling — is  cut  out;  her  old  boiler  keelsons  and  some 
of  her  old  bilge  strakes  are  just  in;  her  spar-deck  frame  and  orlop  deck 
are  ready  to  be  put  in;  the  old  planks  on  her  bottom  are  on,  although 
from  exposure  to  the  weather  some  of  them  should  be  taken  ofl'.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  7th  instant,  received  on  the 
9th,  we  left  Norfolk  at  11 :  20  a.  m.  of  that  day,  and  arrived  off  Charleston 
Harbor  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant.  At  9 :  30  a.  m.  ( 12th )  we  spoke 
the  schooner  Edith,  of  Harwich,  Mass.,  from  Charleston,  bound  to  New 
York.  She  reported  that  the  steamer  Star  of  the  West  had  attempted 
to  enter  the  harbor  on  the  10th  instant,  but  being  fired  into  she  put  to 
sea  again;  also  that  five  vessels  were  sunk  the  day  before  our  arrival 
to  obstruct  the  passages  over  the  bar  to  the  harbor;  that  the  Charles- 
ton lights  were  put  out;  that  pilots  are  forbidden  from  going  on  board 
armed  vessels,  and  that  batteries  were  planted  all  along  the  shore. 

Considering  this  information  reliable,  and  not  deeming  it  necessary 
to  send  over  the  bar  a  boat,  which  might  have  invited  a  shot  from  the 
numerous  batteries  that  lined  the  shores,  we  put  about  for  this  port, 
which  we  reached  on  Monday  evening,  the  14th  instant.

Letter  from  Elias  H,  Derby,  esq.,  of  Boston,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  saggesting  means 
for  the  relief  of  Fort  Sumter. 

46  CouET  Street, 
Boston,  Mass.,  January  16,  1861. 

Sir  :  Although  I  have  not  the  honor  of  your  personal  acquaintance, 
I  venture  to  make  a  suggestion  which  will,  I  believe,  if  adopted,  pro- 
tect the  gallant  Anderson  and  the  honor  of  our  country  without  the 
efliision  of  blood,  all  objects  most  important  to  the  nation. 

The  idea  is  derived  from  actual  experiments  upon  mail-clad  steamers 
abroad,  which  have  led  to  the  construction  of  such  vessels  for  the  navies 
of  France  and  England,  and  can  easily  be  put  in  execution. 

My  plan  is  to  purchase  at  once  in  New  York  a  common  propeller  of 
400  tons  burden  from  those  used  for  the  conveyance  of  heavy  freight, 
and  drawing  when  laden  8  or  10  feet  of  water.  I  would  then  protect 
her  from  end  to  end  by  a  coat  of  mail  composed  of  two  sheets  of  boiler 
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iron  of  five-eighths  of  an  inch  in  thickness  and  the  sheets  3  inches  apart, 
reaching  from  the  deck  downward  on  each  side  to  a  depth  of  3  feet 
below  the  water  level,  or  to  an  entire  depth  of  5  feet  from  the  deck. 
She  would  then  be  impervious  to  balls  fired  from  32-pounders  at  a  dis- 
tance of  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  and  passing,  as  she  might,  the  batteries 
of  Fort  Moultrie  and  Morris  Island  at  a  distance  of  more  than  half  a 
mile,  could  pass  them  in  perfect  safety.  The  coating  of  iron  proposed 
would  weigh  less  than  100  tons,  and  the  steamer  laden  with  200  troops 
and  stores  for  six  months  could  deliver  her  cargo  under  the  walls  of 
Fort  Sumter  uninjured.  Such  a  propeller  can,  I  doubt  not,  be  pur- 
chased in  New  York  for  less  than  $30,000,  could  be  armed  with  ten  or 
twelve  cannon,  and  by  working  relays  of  men  night  and  day  could,  by 
the  energy  of  New  York  mechanics,  be  coated  with  iron  at  a  cost  of 
$30,000  more,  and  sent  to  sea  in  less  than  three  weeks,  and,  having  a 
light  draft  of  water,  could  enter  the  harbor  of  Charleston  without 
regard  to  removal  of  buoys  and  light-houses.  She  could  also  go  to  the 
entrance  of  the  port  under  the  convoy  of  the  BrooMyn,  sloop  of  war. 
Being  low  in  the  water,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  hit  her  with  a 
Paixhans  gun  from  Fort  Moultrie,  and  if  hit  from  a  distance  would 
doubtless  resist  the  shock.  When  I  say  that  this  ironclad  steamer 
would  be  impervious  to  common  balls  I  do  not  speak  without  book, 
and  would  refer  you  to  an  able  article  on  ironclad  ships  of  war  in  the 
last  December  number  of  Blackwood's  Magazine.  By  referring  to  the 
note  at  the  foot  of  page  645,  New  York  edition,  you  wiU  see  it  stated 
that  by  actual  experiment  sixteen  balls  out  of  seventeen  fired  from 
32-pounders  at  a  distance  of  450  yards  at  butts  of  sheet  iron  of  but  five- 
eighths  of  an  inch  in  thickness  were  shivered  into  a  cloud  of  langrage 
by  passing  through  a  single  sheet  of  iron.  The  inference  from  this  fact 
is  irresistible — that  a  second  sheet  would  have  stopped  the  fragments ; 
a  fortiori  two  sheets  and  the  ship's  side  in  addition  must  be  impervious 
to  balls  fired  at  more  than  double  the  distance  from  the  batteries  at 
Charleston. 

You  undoubtedly  noticed  that  one  of  the  balls  fired  at  the  Star  of  the 
West  actually  recoUed  from  the  plank  of  the  ship's  side.  Although 
unknown  to  you,  I  have  the  honor  to  know  nearly  all  the  Senators  and 
Eepresentatives  from  this  State,  with  Judge  CoUamer,  of  Vermont,  Mr. 
Fessenden,  of  Maine,  and  have  corresponded  with  General  Dix,  of  the 
Cabinet,  and  write  with  the  more  boldness  as  I  have  for  many  years 
been  in  the  direction  of  railways  and  steamers.

P.  S. — As  an  additional  precaution,  not  involving  any  delay  or  very 
serious  expense,  I  would  suggest  that  the  iron  plates  might  be  sepa- 
rated by  coils  of  half-inch  boiler  iron  in  sheets  20  inches  long  by  2  or  3 
inches  wide,  wound  around  each  bolt,  and  that  the  bolts  be  placed  at 
distances  of  G  inches  apart,  have  a  washer  of  4  inches  square  around 
them  and  the  interstices  filled  by  water  cement  or  other  cheap  material. 
I  am  satisfied  that  this  addition  would  nearly  treble  the  strength  of  the 
armor  and  make  it  impervious  to  balls  from  Paixhans  guns  at  the  dis- 
tance of  half  a  mile,  but  would  add  to  the  weight.  I  entertain  little 
doubt  from  the  result  of  English  experiments  that  we  shall  soon  protect 
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the  granite  walls  of  our  forts  by  coats  of  iron  mail  that  will  not  splinter. 
Large  quantities  of  boiler  iron  are  usually  on  hand  in  New  York,  and 
are  punched  by  mechanism. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  address  this  letter  in  triplicate  to  his  Excellency 
the  President,  Secretary  Toucey,  and  General  Scott,  as  the  suggestion 
may  present  itself  differently  to  different  minds,  and  is  doubtless  sus- 
ceptible of  improvement.    The  Government  alone  can  carry  it  out.

Letter  &om  G.  T.  Fox,  esq.,  to  Identenant-GeneTal  Scott,  XT,  S.  Army,  transmitting  written 
proposition  regarding  relief  of  Fort  Snmter. 

[Washington,  D.  C.,]  February  8,  1861. 

Sir  :  The  proposition  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  fully 
in  person  is  herewith  presented  in  writin  g.  Lieutenant  Hall  and  myself 
have  had  several  free  conferences,  and  if  he  is  permitted  by  the  South 
Carolina  authorities  to  reenter  Fort  Sumter  Major  Anderson  will  com- 
prehend the  plan  for  his  relief.  I  consider  myself  very  fortunate  in 
having  proposed  a  project  which  meets  the  approval  of  the  General  in 
Chief,  and  I  ask  no  reward  but  the  entire  conduct  of  the  part,  exclu- 
sive of  the  armed  vessels.  The  commander  of  these  should  be  ordered 
to  cooperate  with  me  by  affording  protection  and  destroying  their  naval 
preparations  near  the  bar,  leaving  to  me,  as  the  author  of  the  plan,  the 
actual  operations  of  relief.  I  suggest  that  the  Paionee  be  immediately 
sent  to  the  Delaware  Breakwater  to  await  orders,  the  Harriet  Lane  to 
be  ready  for  sea,  and  some  arrangement  entered  into  by  which  the 
requisite  steamer  and  tugs  should  be  engaged,  at  least  so  far  as  not  to 
excite  suspicion.  I  should  prefer  one  of  the  Collins  steamers.  They 
are  now  being  prepared  for  sea,  and  are  of  such  a  size  and  power  as  to 
be  able  fearlessly  to  run  down  any  vessels  which  might  attempt  to  cap- 
ture us  outside  by  coup  de  main.  I  could  quietly  engage  one  and  have 
her  ready  to  start  on  twenty-four  hours'  notice,  without  exciting  suspi- 
cion. I  shall  leave  for  New  York  at  3  p.  m.,  and  any  communication 
previous  will  find  me  at  Judge  Blair's.  If  the  Pawnee's  pivot  gun  is 
landed  it  should  certainly  be  remounted.

Since  the  repulse  of  the  steamer  Star  of  the  West  at  Charleston  it 
may  be  assumed  that  all  the  channels  over  the  bar  are  obstructed ;  but 
as  the  bar  is  more  than  4  miles  in  length  the  spaces  between  these  chan- 
nels are  too  extensive  to  be  closed ;  therefore  at  high  water  and  smooth 
sea  the  harbor  is  perfectly  accessible  to  vessels  drawing,  say,  7  feet  of 
water.  The  United  States  have  no  steamers  of  this  draft.  The  skill- 
ful of&cers  at  Charleston,  aware  of  this  fact,  will  conclude  that  relief 
must  go  in  at  high  water  in  boats  or  light-draft  steamers,  incapable  of 
bearing  a  very  oftensive  armament.  They  will  be  perfectly  prepared 
for  such  attempts  by  arming  and  heavily  manning  all  the  steamers  they 
possess,  at  the  critical  moment  will  throw  themselves  alongside  of  the

relief  vessels,  and  just  jeopardize  the  movement  by  tbe  very  detention 
of  the  contlict.  To  elude  their  vigilance  or  attempt  a  stratagem,  liow- 
ever  ingenious,  I  consider  too  liable  to  failure.  I  propose  to  put  the 
troops  on  board  of  a  large,  comfortable  sea  steamer  and  hire  two  pow- 
erful light-draft  Xew  York  tugboats,  having  the  necessary  stores  on 
board;  these  to  be  convoyed  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Paicnee,  now  at  Philadel- 
phia, and  the  revenue  cutter  Harriet  Lane.  (The  Pawnee  is  the  only 
available  steam  vessel  of  war  north  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  draws  12 
feet  of  water,  and  has  seven  heavy  guns.  As  a  steamer  she  seems  to 
be  a  failure,  but  may  be  got  ready  for  this  emergency;  at  least,  she  is, 
unfortunately  our  only  resource.)  The  Harriet  Lane  I  understand  to 
be  an  excellent  and  efficient  vessel,  but  either  of  these  steamers  alone 
may  be  liable  to  capture  by  an  overwhelming  force. 

Arriving  off  the  bar,  I  propose  to  examine  by  day  the  naval  prepa- 
rations and  obstructions.  If  their  vessels  determine  to  oppose  our 
entrance  (and  a  feint  or  flag  of  truce  would  ascertain  this)  the  armed 
ships  must  approach  the  bar  and  destroy  or  drive  them  on  shore. 
Major  Anderson  would  do  the  same  upon  any  vessel  within  the  range 
of  his  guns,  and  would  also  prevent  any  naval  succor  being  sent  down 
from  the  city.  Having  dispersed  this  force,  the  only  obstacles  are  the 
forts  on  Cumming's  Point  and  Fort  Moultrie,  and  whatever  adjacent 
batteries  they  may  have  erected  distant  on  either  hand  from  mid-channel 
about  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  At  night,  two  hours  before  high  water, 
with  half  the  force  on  board  of  each  tug  within  relieving  distance  of 
each  other,  I  should  run  in  to  Port  Sumter.

LetteT  from  6.  Y.  Fos,  esq.,  to  Hon.  Montgomery  Blaii,  Tegaiding  proposed  plan  for  relief  of 

Fort  Sumter. 

New  Tobk,  February  23, 1861. 

My  Dear  Blaie:  Mr.  Blunt  received  a  telegram  from  General 
Scott  a  few  days  since  which  he  thought  indicated  an  adjournment  ot 
my  plan ;  but  I  put  the  construction  upon  it  that  another  was  substi- 
tuted for  mine,  and  I  feel  certain  it  must  be  "  boats."  To  corroborate 
this  the  jSTew  York  Times,  of  February  21,  says:  "Government  has 
determined  to  relieve  Fort  Sumter  by  boats  at  night."  I  consider  this 
plan  possible,  and  the  alternative  of  mine,  but  Inferior  at  every  step. 
The  distance  from  Fort  Sumter  to  outside  is  5  miles — an  hour's  pull. 
From  this  point  the  open  ocean,  winter  season,  and  at  night,  say  200 
men  (requiring  for  six  months  546  barrels  of  provisions)  are  to  be  put 
into  boats  and  rowed  over  a  very  dangerous  bar,  and  subjected  for  half 
an  hour  to  a  fire  of  grape  from  sixty  guns.  Besides,  if  a  single  tug 
(they  have  four)  eludes  Major  Anderson's  vigilance  she  would  run  in 
amongst  these  boats  with  perfect  impunity  to  herself  and  utter  destruc- 
tion to  them.  I  have  made  two  cruises  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  where 
the  passing  of  bars  by  boats,  unless  very  light  and  in  broad  daylight, 
was  considered  the  most  dangerous  duty  we  were  subjected  to,  fatal 
accidents  being  common  in  the  smoothest  weather.  Moreover,  this  plan 
has  been  spoken  of  publicly  in  connection  with  the  U.  S.  ship  Broolclyn, 
and  from  this  fact  is  probably  made  a  special  study  by  the  Charlestonians. 

I  simply  propose  three  tugs,  convoyed  by  light  draft  men-of-war. 
These  tugs  are  seaboats,  6  feet  draft,  speed  14  knots.  The  boilers  are 
below,  with  3J  feet  space  on  each  side,  to  be  filled  with  coal.  The 
machinery  comes  up  between  the  wheelhouses,  with  a  gangway  on 
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either  hand  of  5  to  6  feet,  enabling  us  to  pack  the  machinery  with  two 
or  three  thicknesses  of  bales  of  cotton  or  hay.  This  renders  the  vulner- 
able parts  of  the  steamer  proof  against  grape  and  fragments  of  shells, 
but  the  momentum  of  a  solid  shot  would  probably  move  the  whole 
mass  and  disable  the  engine.  The  men  are  below,  entirely  protected 
from  grape;  provisions  ou  deck.  The  first  tug  to  lead  in  empty,  to 
open  their  fire.  The  other  two  to  follow,  with  the  force  divided  and 
towing  the  large  iron  boats  of  the  Baltic,  which  would  hold  the  whole 
force  should  every  tug  be  disabled,  and  empty  they  would  not  impede 
the  tugs.  When  such  men  as  George  W.  Blunt,  Charles  H.  Marshall, 
and  Eussell  Stnrgis,  all  seamen,  give  my  plan  the  preference  it  must 
have  merit.  At  Kinburn,  in  the  Black  Sea,  eight  gunboats  passed  in 
the  night  forts  mounting  eight  guns ;  only  one  boat  hit.  The  next  day, 
in  broad  daylight,  the  Cracker  (English)  came  out  under  their  deliber- 
ate fire  distance  900  yards.  The  Vladimar  (Russian  steamer  at  Sebas- 
topol)  was  under  fire  at  various  distances  during  the  whole  war,  but 
her  motion  prevented  her  being  disabled.  How  few  of  Dahlgren's 
shots  hit  the  target  with  all  the  elements  of  success  he  is  capable  of 
producing !  I  am  sure  I  could  convince  the  authorities  of  the  prefer- 
ence that  is  due  to  this  plan  if  I  could  argue  the  plan  instead  of 
write  it.

Sumter. 

New  Toek,  March  1, 1861. 

Dear  Blair:  I  just  met  Eussell  Sturgis,  who  has  charge  of  most  of 
the  towboats  in  the  harbor,  and  he  informs  me  that  the  Charleston 
authorities  have  opened  negotiations  here  for  the  purchase  of  two  tugs, 
and  that  the  two  proposed  are  two  of  the  three  I  have  selected,  being 
the  only  three  really  fit  for  the  work  in  the  whole  city.  I  thought  it 
best  to  give  you  this  information  at  once,  as  the  probability  of  reen- 
forcing  Fort  Sumter  except  by  landing  and  capturing  their  forts  will  be 
lessened  with  such  fine  boats  as  I  have  described  in  their  possession. 
Captain  Sturgis  has  put  these  boats  in  order,  notwithstanding  my  plan 
has  the  go-by,  for  we  all  feel  ihat  a  severe  discussion  must  bring  it  up 
again. 

I  met  a  Kavy  officer  to-day  who  has  just  received  a  letter  from  Hart- 
stene.  He  is  a  captain  in  the  South  Carolina  navy,  with  the  same  i^ay 
as  a  United  States  captain,  and  has  charge  of  the  coast  defenses.  He 
thinks  he  has  prevented  an  attack  upon  Sumter  so  far,  but  says  it  will 
soon  be  done  and  will  be  a  very  sanguinary  affair.  Paul  Hamilton,  esq., 
commands  the  floating  battery  now  launched.  They  have  four  tugs, 
which  do  not  amount  to  much  compared  to  one  of  these  powerful  New 
York  ones.

V.  S.  S.  Powhatan. 

Navy  Yard,  New  York,  April  2, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  send  you  a  copy  of  a  telegram  which  I  sent  from  the  telegraph 
office  at  8  o'clock  last  evening  in  reply  to  orders  by  telegraph  from  the 
Department  revoking  the  orders  for  putting  the  Powhatan  out  of  com- 
mission.   These  orders  were  received  at  7  p.  m.,  while  the  previous 
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order  to  lay  up  the  ship  and  discharge  her  crew  had  been  executed  at 
2  p.  m.  so  far  as  to  transfer  the  crew  to  the  Iforth  Carolina  and  to  give 
Captain  Mercer  the  leaves  of  absence  for  the  officers. 

Captain  Mercer,  with  two  engineers  and  three  forward  offtcers,  had 
not  left  the  city  when  the  countermanding  order  came,  and  Captain 
Mercer,  by  my  request,  ordered  the  officers  to  remain,  which  will  greatly 
facilitate  our  getting  the  ship  ready  for  sea.  With  the  exception  of 
making  some  changes  and  giving  a  new  pivot  gun  carriage  to  the  fore- 
castle gun,  etc.,  we  shall,  by  the  greatest  efforts,  strive  to  have  the  ship 
ready  in  four  days,  although  it  would  require  as  many  weeks  to  put  the 
vessel  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency.  The  four  days  are  specified  with 
the  understanding  that  the  officers  will  report  to-morrow  or  next  day, 
and  especially  the  paymaster  in  place  of  paymaster's  clerk.  Captain 
Mercer  will  go  on  board  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  officers  report 
to  take  care  of  the  crew  and  ship;  two  lieutenants  and  one  paymaster 
are  deficient  even  when  the  remaining  four  lieutenants  rejoin  the  steamer. 
The  deficient  forward  officer  is  a  sailmaker. 

In  consequence  of  the  order  to  put  the  Powhatan  out  of  commission 
being  countermanded,  I  am  unable  to  execute  the  previous  order  of  the 
Department  to  send  the  draft  of  300  men  to  Norfolk  in  the  chartered 
steamer  and  Harriet  Lane,  as  we  now  have  no  more  men  than  will  be 
required  for  the  Powhatan,  which  will  be  fully  explained  by  Paymaster 
Etting  on  his  return  to  Washington. 

I  am  not  in  receipt  of  any  letters  or  instructions  from  your  office 
to-day,  although  two  of  yesterday's  date  from  the  bureaus  were  received 
this  morning.

Sir:  This  letter  will  be  handed  to  you  by  Captain  G,  V.  Fox,  ex-offi- 
cer of  the  Navy,  and  a  gentleman  of  high  standing,  as  well  as  possessed 
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of  extraordinary  nautical  ability.  He  is  charged  by  high  authority 
here  with  the  command  of  an  expedition  (under  cover  of  certain  ships 
of  war)  whose  object  is  to  reeuforce  Fort  Sumter. 

To  embark  with  Cai)tain  Fox,  you  will  cause  a  detachment  of  recruits, 
say  about  200,  to  be  immediately  organized  at  Fort  Columbus,  with  a 
competent  number  of  oflicers,  arms,  ammunition,  and  subsistence.  A 
large  surplus  of  the  latter — indeed,  as  great  as  the  vessels  of  the  expe- 
dition will  take — with  other  necessaries,  will  be  needed  for  the  aug- 
mented garrison  of  Fort  Sumter. 

The  subsistence  and  other  supplies  should  be  assorted  like  those 
which  were  provided  by  you  and  Captain  Ward,  of  the  Navy,  for 
a  former  expedition.  Consult  Captain  Fox  and  Major  Baton  on  the 
subject,  and  give  all  necessary  orders  in  my  name  to  fit  out  the  expe- 
dition, except  that  the  hiring  of  vessels  will  be  left  to  others.  Some 
fuel  must  be  shipped.  Oil,  artillery,  implements,  fuses,  cordage,  slow 
matches,  mechanical  levers,  and  gins,  etc.,  should  also  be  put  on  board. 
Consult  also,  if  necessary  (confidentially).  Colonel  Tompkins  and  Major 
Thornton.

Sir  :  I  hastily  informed  the  Department  by  mail  to-day  of  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  Powhatan  sailed  with  Lieutenant  Porter 
on  board.  Captain  Mercer  taking  the  ship  down  as  far  as  Staten  Island, 
with  the  view  of  there  handing  her  over  to  Lieutenant  Porter;  also  that 
I  had  given  Captain  Mercer  the  telegram  received  from  the  Department, 
informing  us  that  Purser  Gulick  would  arrive  this  evening  with  a  dis- 
patch. I  had  previously  handed  Captain  Mercer  a  sealed  letter  from 
the  Department,  addressed  to  him,  which  was  this  morning  received. 
I  further  stated  that  Captains  Meigs,  Porter,  and  Mercer  had  held  a 
consultation  in  reference  to  the  orders  and  the  service  in  question. 
Before  the  Powhatan  sailed  Captain  Mercer  handed  me  a  paper  stating 
the  following : 

Captain  Mercer  has  turned  the  command  of  the  Powhatan  over  to  Lieutenant  D.  D. 
Porter  by  order*  of  the  President,  and  she  has  gone  to  sea.  Captain  Mercer  intends 
to  give  Captain  Fannce  (of  the  Harriet  Lane)  a  copy  of  his  instructions  from  the 
Navy  Department  and  direct  him  to  report  to  the  senior  naval  officer  he  may  meet 
with  off  Charleston,  giving  him  the  copy  of  instructions,  which  Captain  Mercer  will 
certify  as  a  correct  copy.  Captain  Faunce  will  be  directed  to  proceed  under  his 
order  from  the  Department  dated  April  5,  off  Charleston  bar,  unless  Captain  Faunce 
receives  counter  orders  from  the  Department.  Captains  Meigs,  Porter,  and  Mercer, 
after  consultation,  determined  upon  this  course.

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Captain  Mercer  will  probably  be  in  Few  York  this  evening  and 
explain  himself  more  fully  to  the  Department. 

J  also  referred  to  having  sent  Lieutenant  Roe,  of  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment, to  procure  a  steamer  and,  if  possible,  overhaul  the  Powhatan  and 
give  Captain  Porter  the  dispatch  sent  him  by  Hon.  Mr.  Seward,  but  I 
fear  that  the  Powhatan  had  then  proceeded  too  far  to  be  overhauled ; 
Lieutenant  Eoe  has  not  yet  returned. 

I  will  on  Monday  send  a  correct  list  of  officers  of  the  Powhatan.  By 
the  urgent  request  and  assurance  of  authority  on  the  part  of  Lieuten- 
ant Porter,  as  the  four  master's  mates  could  not  be  shipped  in  time  I 
permitted  him  to  take  seven  lieutenants — an  extra  one.  The  two  lieu- 
tenants ordered  without  express  authority  of  the  Department  were 
Lieutenant  Perry  and  Lieutenant  Smith,  of  Philadelphia.  I  had  heard 
that  the  first  had  been  ordered  by  the  Department,  and  as  he  wished 
to  go,  as  well  as  from  the  entreaties  of  Mrs.  Lavinia  Perry,  and  espe- 
cially as  Lieutenant  Porter  wanted  the  number,  I  ordered  him,  while 
Lieutenant  Smith  had  before  been  ordered  to  fill  up  the  complement, 
and  was  named  in  a  list  presented  to  me  by  Lieutenant  Porter. 

The  marine  officer,  Lieutenant  Broome,  went  out  in  the  ship,  and  Mr. 
Heap,  from  Washington,  as  acting  paymaster,  as  Lieutenant  Porter 
informed  Captain  Mercer  and  myself  on  or  by  authority  of  the 
Government.

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  5th  instant,  directing  me  to  order  one  of  the 
lieutenants  of  the  receiving  ship  North  Carolina  on  board  the  Powhatan 
provided  Lieutenant  Queen  did  not  report  for  duty  by  the  7th  instant, 
has  been  received. 

In  reply  I  respectfully  inform  the  Department  that  the  Powhatan 
sailed  on  the  0th  instant  at  2:45  p.  m.  with  Lieutenant  Queen  on 
board,  who  had  reported  on  the  5th  instant.  I  had  detailed  a  lieuten- 
ant from  the  receiving  ship  to  go  out  in  the  Powhatan  in  case  the  com- 
plement of  her  lieutenants  should  not  be  filled  when  that  vessel  sailed. 
1  had  likewise  ordered  one  of  the  yard  and  one  of  the  Coast  Survey 
lieutenants,  as  well  as  Lieutenant  Downes,  from  Boston,  and  Lieuten- 
ant Watson  Smith,  Irom  Philadelphia,  to  be  ready  to  sail  in  that  ves- 
sel; but  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  list  of  officers.  Lieuten- 
ants Perry  and  Smith  of  this  number  only  went  out  in  the  Poichatan. 
The  reasons  for  ordering  Lieutenant  Perry  have  already  been  explained. 
As  stated  in  a  former  communication,  these  gentlemen  were  ordered  by 
request  of  Lieutenant  Porter,  M'ho  showed  his  authority  for  selecting 
officers  and  informed  me  that  the  Department  understood  and  would 
approve  it  all.  I  acted  in  this  matter  after  consulting  with  Captain 
Mercer. 

I  also  directed  Third  Assistant  Engineer  F.  H.  Fletcher,  on  tempo- 
rary duty  at  this  yard,  to  take  the  place  of  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
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Glading,  who,  although  having  been  refused  permission  to  go  to  Phila- 
delphia by  Captain  Mercer,  still  did  go,  and  was  absent  when  the  Pow- 
hatan sailed.  The  enclosed  statement  of  Captain  Mercer  will  more 
fully  explain  the  case  of  Third  Assistant  Engineer  Glading.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  at  the 
anchorage  designated  in  your  order  of  the  5th  instant,  the  receipt  of 
which  I  acknowledged  off  the  capes  of  Virginia. 

The  weather  continued  unpropitious.  We  reached  here  on  the  13th 
and  found  at  anchor  the  Pawnee,  Harriet  Lane,  and  Baltic.  I  went 
immediately  on  board  the  former,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  send 
provisions  and  some  men  to  the  relief  of  Fort  Sumter  after  dark  of 
same  day. 

The  conflagration  of  the  quarters  in  Fort  Sumter  was  observed,  when, 
in  order  to  save  time,  I  requested  Commander  Eowan  to  dispatch  an 
officer  to  communicate  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  batteries  on 
shore,  expressing  our  desire  to  take  off  the  heroic  and  patriotic  Major 
Anderson  and  his  command  if  they  had  survived  the  conflagration  in 
Fort  Sumter.  The  officer  returned  with  a  reply  from  the  batteries  that 
an  answer  would  be  sent  this  morning  to  Oumming's  Point,  opposite 
Sumter.  I  was  prepared  to  go  up  in  our  boats  to  receive  it  when  one  of  the 
Charleston  steamers  came  down  with  Lieutenant  Snyder,  of  Fort  Sumter, 
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on  board,  who  brought  me  a  message  from  Major  Anderson  and  the 
fact  of  their  highly  honorable  terms  in  evacuating  the  fort.  Major 
Anderson  desired  to  know  what  means  of  transportation  we  could  give 
him.  I  placed  at  his  disposal  all  we  had,  and  proceeded  to  Fort  Sumter 
to  offer  it  in  person.  He  leaves  today  for  New  York  in  the  Baltic, 
should  she  have  accommodation  tor  himself  and  command.

Beport  of  G.  V.  Fox,  esq.,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  regarding  expedition  under  his  command 
for  the  relief  of  Fort  Sumter. 

Steamer  Baltic, 
New  York,  April  19,  1861. 

SiK :  I  sailed  from  New  York  in  this  vessel  Tuesday  morning,  the 
10th  [9th]  instant,  having  dispatched  one  steam  tug,  the  Uncle  Ben,  the 
evening  previous  to  rendezvous  oft"  Charleston.  The  Yankee,  another 
chartered  tug,  followed  us  to  the  Hook,  and  I  left  instructions  to  send 
on  the  Freeborn. 

We  arrived  off  Charleston  the  12th  instant  at  3  a.  m.,  and  found 
only  the  Harriet  Lane.  Weather  during  the  whole  time  a  gale.  At  7 
a.  m.  the  Pawnee  arrived,  and,  according  to  his  orders.  Captain  Eowan 
anchored  12  miles  east  of  the  light  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  Poic- 
hatan.  I  stood  in  with  the  Baltic  to  execute  my  orders  by  offering,  in 
the  first  place,  to  carry  provisions  to  Fort  Sumter.  Nearing  the  bar, 
it  was  observed  that  war  had  commenced,  and  therefore  the  peaceful 
offer  of  provisions  was  void. 

The  Pawnee  and  [Harriet]  Lane  immediately  anchored  close  to  the  bar, 
notwithstanding  the  heavy  sea,  and  though  neither  tugs  nor  Powhatan 
nor  Pocahontas  had  arrived,  it  was  believed  a  couple  of  boats  of  provisions 
might  be  got  in.  The  attempt  was  to  be  made  in  the  morning,  because 
the  heavy  sea  and  absence  of  the  Powhatan^s  gunboats  [boats]  crippled 
the  night  movement.  All  night  and  the  morning  of  the  13th  instant 
it  blew  strong,  with  a  heavy  sea.  The  Baltic  stood  off'  and  on,  looking 
for  the  Powhatan,  and  in  running  in  during  the  thick  weather  struck 
on  Rattlesnake  Shoal,  but  soon  got  ofl'.  The  heavy  sea,  and  not  having 
the  sailors  (300)  asked  for,  rendered  any  attempt  from  the  Baltic  absurd. 
I  only  felt  anxious  to  get  in  a  few  days'  provisions  to  last  the  fort  until 
the  Powhatan's  arrival.  The  Pawnteand  [Harriet]  Lane  were  both  short 
of  men,  and  were  only  intended  to  afford  a  base  of  operations  while  the 
tugs  and  300  sailors  fought  their  way  in. 

However,  the  Powhatan  and  tugs  not  coming.  Captain  Eowan  seized 
an  ice  schooner  and  offered  her  to  me,  which  I  accepted,  and  Lieutenant 
Hudson,  of  the  Army,  several  Navy  officers,  and  plenty  of  volunteers 
agreed  to  man  the  vessel  and  go  in  with  me  the  night  of  the  13th. 
The  events  of  that  day,  so  glorious  to  Major  Anderson  and  his  com- 
mand, are  known  to  you.  As  I  anticipated,  the  guns  from  Sumter  dis- 
persed their  naval  preparations  excepting  small  guard  boats,  so  that 
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with  the  Powhatan  a  reeiiforceiiient  would  liave  been  easy.  The  Gov- 
ernment did  not  anticipate  that  the  fort  was  so  badly  constructed  as 
the  event  has  shown. 

I  learned  on  the  13th  instant  that  the  Powhatan  was  withdrawn  from 
duty  off  Charleston  on  the  7th  instant;  yet  I  was  permitted  to  sail  on 
the  9th,  the  Pawnee  on  the  9th,  and  Pocahontas  on  the  10th,  without 
intimation  that  the  main  portion,  the  fighting  portion,  of  our  expedition 
was  taken  away.  In  justice  to  itself,  as  well  as  an  acknowledgment  of 
my  earnest  efforts,  I  trust  the  Government  has  sufficient  reasons  for 
putting  me  in  the  position  they  have  placed  me.

SiE:  •  *  #  The  expedition  organized  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
supplies  to  Major  Anderson's  starving  garrison  in  Fort  Sumter  in  1861 
has  been  referred  to  in  the  hope  of  throwing  ridicule  upon  it  and  upon 
me.  It  is  incomprehensible  how  the  attempt  to  relieve  that  heroic  band 
on  any  plan  could  provoke  a  sneer;  nor  does  the  shaft  strike  me.  It 
falls  upon  the  President,  under  whose  sanction  I  acted.  It  was  a  patri- 
otic attempt  by  him  to  sustain  the  national  flag,  and  as  such  was 
responded  to  by  the  heart  of  the  nation.  Nothing  has  more  endeared 
him  to  the  people  than  his  conduct  on  that  occasion.  My  part  in  it 
was  very  humble;  bnt  as  everything  connected  with  the  subject  is  of 
interest  and  importance  I  subjoin  a  brief  narrative  of  facts  falling 
within  my  knowledge,  to  serve  as  materials  for  the  vindication  of  the 
President. 

Memorandum  of  facts  concerning  Ike  attempt  to  send  supplies  to  Fort  Sumter  in  1861. 

January  u,  1861,  while  in  New  York,  I  heard  that  a  steamer  belong- 
ing to  M.  O.  Eoberts  was  about  to  leave  to  carry  supplies  to  the  garri- 
son of  Fort  Sumter.  When  an  officer  in  the  Navy  I  had  commanded 
one  of  the  United  States  mail  steamers  belonging  to  the- line  of  which 
Mr.  Roberts  was  president,  and  therefore  I  believed  it  possible  for  me 
to  obtain  command  of  the  vessel  designated  to  take  supplies  and  troops 
to  that  fort.  Upon  visiting  the  office  of  the  company  in  West  street  I 
found  that  Captain  McGowan  had  been  appointed  to  the  command,  and 
that  the  steamer  was  ready  for  sea.  Alter  this  steamer  (named  the 
Star  of  the  West)  had  returned  from  her  voyage,  having  been  turned 
back  by  the  rebel  batteries  of  Morris  Island  on  the  9th  of  January, 
I  called  upon  my  friend,  George  W.  Blunt,  esq.,  of  New  York,  and 
expressed  to  him  my  views  as  to  the  possibility  of  relieving  the  garri- 
son and  the  dishonor  which  would  be  justly  merited  by  the  Government 
unless  immediate  measures  were  taken  to  fulfill  this  sacred  duty.  Mr. 
Blunt  asked  me  to  explain  my  plan  to  him,  whicii  I  did  as  follows: 
From  the  outer  edge  of  the  Charleston  bar  in  a  straight  line  to  Sumter 
through  the  Swash  Channel  the  distance  is  4  miles,  with  no  shoal  spots 
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having  less  than  9  feet  at  high  water.  The  batteries  on  Morris  and 
Sullivan's  islands  are  about  2,600  yards  apart,  and  between  these  troops 
and  supplies  must  pass.  I  proposed  to  anchor  three  small  men-of-war 
off  the  entrance  to  the  Swash  Channel  as  a  safe  base  of  operations 
against  any  naval  attack  from  the  enemy,  the  soldiers  and  provisions 
to  be  carried  to  the  Charleston  bar  in  the  Collins  steamer  Baltic,  all 
the  provisions  and  munitions  to  be  put  up  in  portable  packages  easily 
handled  by  one  man,  the  Baltic  to  carry  300  extra  sailors  and  a  suf5S- 
cient  number  of  armed  launches  to  land  all  the  troops  at  Fort  Sumter 
in  one  night.  Three  steam  tugs  of  not  more  than  6  feet  draft  of  water, 
such  as  are  employed  for  towing  purposes,  were  to  form  part  of  the 
expedition  to  be  used  for  carrying  in  the  troops  and  provisions  in  case 
the  weather  should  be  too  rough  for  boats.  With  the  exception  of  the 
men-of-war  and  tugs,  the  whole  expedition  was  to  be  complete  on  board 
the  steamer  Baltic,  and  its  success  depended  upon  the  possibility  of 
running  past  batteries  at  night,  which  were  distant  from  the  center  of 
the  channel  1,300  yards.  I  depended  upon  the  barbette  guns  of  Sumter 
to  keep  the  channel  between  Morris  and  Sullivan's  islands  clear  of  rebel 
vessels  at  the  time  of  entering. 

Mr.  Blunt  and  myself  discussed  the  plan  over  a  chart,  and  he  com- 
municated it  to  Charles  H.  Marshall  and  Eussell  Sturgis,  and  they  all 
approved  it;  and  Mr.  Marshall  agreed  to  furnish  and  provision  the  ves- 
sels without  exciting  suspicion. 

February  4  Mr.  Blunt  came  to  my  hotel  with  a  telegram  from  Lieu- 
tenant-General  Scott,  requesting  my  attendance  at  Washington.  I  left 
the  next  day  and  breakfasted  with  the  general  the  6th  instant.  At  11 
a.  m.  I  met  at  his  office,  by  arrangement,  Lieutenant  [Norman  J.]  Hall, 
who  had  been  sent  from  Sumter  by  Major  Anderson.  In  the  general's 
presence  we  discussed  the  question  of  relieving  Fort  Sumter.  Lieu- 
tenant Hall's  plan  was  to  go  in  with  a  steamer  protected  by  a  vessel 
on  each  side  loaded  with  hay.  1  objected  to  it  for  the  following  reasons : 
First,  a  steamer  could  not  carry  vessels  lashed  alongside  in  rough 
water,  and,  second,  in  running  up  the  channel  she  would  be  bows  on  to 
Fort  Moultrie,  and  presenting  a  large  fixed  mark,  without  protection 
ahead,  would  certainly  be  disabled.  Lieutenant  General  Scott  approved 
my  plan,  and  on  the  7th  of  February  introduced  nie  to  Mr.  Holt,  the 
Secretary  of  War,  to  whom  I  explained  the  project  and  offered  my 
services  to  conduct  the  party  to  the  fort.  Mr.  Holt  agreed  to  present 
the  matter  to  President  Buchanan  that  evening.  The  next  day,  the 
8th  of  February,  news  was  received  of  the  election  of  Jefferson  Davis 
by  the  Montgomery  convention.  I  called  upon  General  Scott  and  he 
intimated  to  me  that  probably  no  effort  would  be  made  to  relieve  Fort 
Sumter.    He  seemed  much  disappointed  and  astonished. 

I  therefore  returned  to  New  York  on  the  9th  of  February.  On  the 
12th  of  March  I  received  a  telegram  from  Postmaster-General  Blair  to 
come  to  Washington,  and  I  arrived  there  on  the  13th.  Mr.  Blair  hav- 
ing been  acquainted  with  the  proposition  I  presented  to  General  Scott 
under  Mr.  Buchanan's  Administration,  sent  for  me  to  tender  the  same 
to  Mr.  Lincoln,  informing  me  that  Lieutenant-General  Scott  had  advised 
the  President  that  the  fort  could  not  be  relieved  and  must  be  given  up. 
Mr.  Blair  took  me  at  once  to  the  White  House,  and  I  explained  the  plan 
to  the  President;  thence  we  adjourned  to  Lieutenant-General  Scott's 
office,  where  a  renewed  discussion  of  the  subject  took  place.  The  gen- 
eral informed  the  President  that  my  plan  was  practicable  in  February, 
but  that  the  increased  number  of  batteries  erected  at  the  mouth  of  the 
harbor  since  that  time  rendered  it  impossible  in  March.

Finding  that  there  was  great  opposition  to  any  attempt  at  relieving 
Fort  Sumter,  and  that  Mr.  Blair  alone  sustained  the  President  in  his 
policy  of  refusing  to  yield,  I  judged  that  my  arguments  in  favor  of  the 
practicability  of  sending  in  supplies  would  be  strengthened  by  a  visit 
to  Charleston  and  the  fort.  The  President  readily  agreed  to  my  visit  if 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  General  Scott  raised  no  objections. 

Both  of  these  gentlemen  consenting,  I  left  Washington  on  the  19th 
of  March,  and  passing  through  Richmond  and  Wilmington  reached 
Charleston  the  21st.  I  traveled  the  latter  part  of  the  way  with  Mr. 
Holmes,  of  California,  formerly  a  member  of  Congress  from  South 
Carolina  in  the  days  of  Calhoun.  At  Florence  station  we  met  Mr. 
Keitt,  a  member  of  Congress  from  South  Carolina  when  that  State 
attempted  to  secede.  He  welcomed  Mr.  Holmes  very  warmly  and 
enquired  with  great  anxiety  whether  Sumter  was  to  be  given  up.  Mr, 
Holmes  said,  "Yes;  I  know  it,"  which  seemed  to  give  Mr.  Keitt  much 
satisfaction ;  but  he  insisted  upon  knowing  his  authority.  Mr.  Holmes 
said,  "I  have  the  highest  authority  for  what  I  say,"  and  upon  Mr.  Keitt 
again  asking  "Who?"  he  leaned  toward  him,  and  at  that  moment  the 
engine  whistle  gave  a  screech  for  starting,  so  that  the  conversation  closed 
and  I  lost  the  name.  At  a  station  near  Charleston  Mr.  Huger,  formerly 
postmaster  under  President  Buchanan,  got  into  the  cars  and  had  an 
interview  with  Mr.  Holmes,  during  Avhich  the  same  assurances  were 
repeated  relative  to  the  certainty  of  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Sumter. 
Mr.  Huger  seemed  much  depressed  with  the  condition  of  affairs.  At 
Charleston  I  sought  an  interview  with  Captain  Hartstene,  formerly  of 
the  U.  S.  Navy,  and  to  him  I  stated  my  desire  to  visit  Major  Anderson. 
Not  iinding  General  Beauregard,  he  introduced  me  to  Governor  Pickens, 
to  whom  I  showed  the  order  under  which  I  acted.  After  considerable 
delay  he  directed  Captain  Hartstene  to  take  me  to  Fort  Sumter,  and 
while  the  boat  was  preparing  I  had  an  interview  with  General  Beau- 
regard. We  reached  Fort  Sumter  after  dark  and  remained  about  two 
hours.  Major  Anderson  seemed  to  think  it  was  too  late  to  relieve  the 
fort  by  any  other  means  than  by  landing  an  army  on  Morris  Island. 
He  agreed  with  General  Scott  that  an  entrance  from  the  sea  was  impos- 
sible; but  as  we  looked  out  upon  the  water  from  the  parapet  it  seemed 
very  feasible,  more  especially  as  we  heard  the  oars  of  a  boat  near  the 
fort,  which  the  sentry  hailed,  but  we  could  not  see  her  through  the 
darkness  until  she  almost  touched  the  landing.  I  found  the  garrison 
getting  short  of  supplies,  and  it  was  agreed  that  I  might  report  that 
the  15th  of  April  at  noon  would  be  the  period  beyond  which  he  could 
not  hold  the  fort  unless  supplies  were  furnished.  I  made  no  arrange- 
ments with  Major  Anderson  for  reenforcing  or  supplying  the  fort,  nor 
did  I  inform  him  of  my  plan. 

Upon  my  return  I  had  the  honor  to  be  called  frequently  before  the 
President  and  in  the  presence  of  different  members  of  his  Cabinet  to 
answer  the  objections  presented  by  Lieutenant- General  Scott  and  the 
military  authorities;  but  as  my  project  simply  involved  passing  bat- 
teries with  steamers  or  boats  at  night  at  right  angles  to  their  line  of 
fire  and  1,300  yards  distant,  a  feat  of  which  the  Crimean  War  furnished 
many  safe  examples,  I  maintained  the  proposition  and  suggested  that 
it  was  a  naval  plan  and  should  be  decided  by  naval  ofBcers.  The 
President  asked  me  if  there  was  any  naval  ofScer  of  high  authority  in 
Washington  who  would  sustain  me,  and  if  so  to  bring  him  to  the  White 
House.  I  knew  that  Commodore  Stringham  was  at  that  time  filling 
the  position  of  detailing  ofScer  in  the  Navy  Department  and  I  took  him 
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to  the  President,  Tvhere  in  the  presence  of  Lieutenaut-General  Scott  he 
not  only  confirmed  my  views,  but  said  that  he  had  that  morning  held  a 
conversation  ^'  ith  Commodore  Stewart,  who  declared  that  Fort  Sumter 
could  easily  be  reenforced  and  provisioned  with  boats  at  night.  As 
valuable  time  was  being  lost  by  discussions  which  form  no  part  of  this 
narrative,  I  represented  that  so  important  an  expedition  required  time 
for  its  preparation  and  that  I  ought  to  be  allowed  to  take  the  preparatory 
steps  if  there  was  any  possibility  of  sending  it  out. 

On  the  30th  of  March  the  President  sent  me  to  "New  York  with  ver- 
bal instructions  to  prepare  for  the  voyage,  but  to  make  no  binding 
engagements. 

After  consultation  with  George  W.  Blunt,  esq.,  who  throughout  had 
been  of  great  assistance  to  me  with  his  advice  and  active  cooperation, 
I  met  by  previous  arrangement  Messrs.  William  H.  Aspinwall  and 
Charles  H.  Marshall,  for  the  purpose  of  making  with  them  preliminary 
arrangements  for  the  voyage.  Mr.  Marshall  declined  to  aid  me  upon 
the  ground  that  the  attempt  to  relieve  Fort  Sumter  would  kill  the  pro- 
posed loan  and  bring  on  civil  war,  and  that  the  people  had  made  up 
their  minds  to  abandon  Sumter  and  make  the  stand  upon  Fort  Pickens. 

On  the  2d  of  April  I  had  not  received  the  written  authority  which  I 
expected  from  the  Government;  therefore  I  returned  to  Washington. 

Delays  which  belong  to  the  secret  history  of  this  period  prevented  a 
decision  until  the  afternoon  of  the  4th  of  April,  when  the  President 
sent  for  me  and  said  that  he  had  decided  to  let  the  expedition  go,  and 
that  a  messenger  from  himself  would  be  sent  to  the  authorities  of 
Charleston  before  I  could  possibly  get  there,  to  notify  them  that  no 
troops  would  be  thrown  into  Sumter  if  provisions  were  allowed  peace- 
fully to  be  sent  teethe  garrison.  I  mentioned  to  the  President  that  by 
the  time  I  should  arrive  at  New  York  I  would  have  but  nine  days  in 
which  to  charter  and  provision  the  vessels  and  reach  the  destined  point, 
632  miles  distant. 

He  answered  that  I  should  best  fulfill  my  duty  to  my  country  to  make 
the  attempt.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  had  in  commission  in  the 
Atlantic  waters  of  the  United  States  only  the  Powhatan,  the  Pocahontas, 
and  Pawnee;  all  these  he  placed  at  my  disposal,  as  well  as  the  rev- 
enue steamer  Harriet  Lane,  and  directed  me  to  give  all  the  necessary 
orders.  The  Powhatan,  which  had  recently  returned  and  gone  out  of 
commission,  was  added  to  the  force  I  designated,  to  enable  me  to  have 
her  fine  boats  and  crew  for  landing  the  supplies.  I  suggested  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  place  Commodore  Stringham  in  command  of 
the  naval  force,  but  upon  consulting  with  that  distinguished  officer  he 
considered  it  to  be  too  late  to  be  successful,  and  likely  toTuin  the  repu- 
tation of  the  officer  who  undertook  it  then. 

I  arrived  at  New  York  on  the  5th  of  Ai)ril,  engaged  the  steamer 
Baltic  of  Mr.  Aspinwall,  who  used  every  possible  exertion  to  get  her 
ready  for  sea,  and  delivered  confidential  orders,  embracing  all  my 
wants,  to  Colonel  H.  L.  Scott,  aid  to  the  General  in  Chief,  and  Colonel 
D.  D.  Tompkins,  quartermaster. 

Colonel  Scott  ridiculed  the  idea  of  Government  relieving  Fort  Sum- 
ter, and  by  his  indifference  and  delay  half  a  day  of  precious  time  was 
lost.  The  recruits  that  he  finally  furnished  to  me  were  totally  unfit  to 
be  thrown  into  a  fort  likely  to  be  attacked  by  the  rebels. 

I  placed  the  hiring  of  three  tugs  in  the  hands  of  Eussell  Sturgis,  who 
labored  very  energetically;  but  he  found  great  difficulty  in  obtaining 
from  the  owners  tugs  to  go  to  sea.    Finally  three  were  promised,  at 
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exorbitant  rates,  viz,  the  Yanlcee,  which  I  fitted  to  throw  hot  water,  the 
Uncle  Ben,  and  the  Freeborn.  The  question  of  supplies  introduced  me 
to  Major  Eaton,  of  the  Commissary  Department,  who  thanked  God 
that  an  attempt  was  to  be  made  to  relieve  Major  Anderson's  command, 
and  from  the  energetic  and  enthusiastic  cooperation  of  this  ofQcer  the 
expedition  was  immediately  provisioned  for  all  contingencies. 

The  frigate  Powhatan,  Captain  Mercer,  sailed  on  the  6th  of  April, 
18C1 ;  the  Pawnee,  Commander  Rowan,  on  the  9th ;  the  Pocahontas,  Cap- 
tain Gillis,  on  the  10th;  the  Harriet  Lane,  Captain  Faunce,  on  the  8th; 
the  tug  Uncle  Ben  on  the  7th ;  the  tug  Yanlcee  on  the  8th,  and  the  Baltic, 
Captain  Fletcher,  dropped  down  to  Sandy  Hook  on  the  evening  of  the 
8th  and  went  to  sea  at  8  a.  m.  of  the  9th. 

The  ofiicers  of  the  Army  who  accompanied  the  military  force  were 
First  Lieutenant  E.  McK.  Hudson,  Second  Lieutenant  Robert  O.  Tyler, 
and  First  Lieutenant  C.  W.  Thomas. 

Soon  after  leaving  Sandy  Hook  a  heavy  gale  of  wind  set  in,  which 
continued  during  the  whole  passage.  At  3  a.  m.  of  the  12th  we  reached 
the  rendezvous  off  Charleston  and  communicated  with  the  Harriet 
Lane,  the  only  vessel  which  had  arrived ;  at  6  a.  m.  the  Pawnee  was 
seen  standing  in.  I  boarded  her  and  informed  her  commander  of  my 
orders  to  offer  to  send  in  provisions,  and  asked  him  to  stand  in  to  the 
bar  with  me.  He  replied  that  his  orders  required  him  to  remain  10 
miles  east  of  the  light  and  await  the  Powhatan,  and  that  he  was  not 
going  in  there  to  inaugurate  civil  war.  I  then  stood  in  toward  the  bar, 
followed  by  the  Harriet  Lane,  Captain  Faunce,  who  cheerfully  accom- 
panied me.  As  we  neared  the  laud  heavy  guns  were  heard  and  the 
smoke  and  shells  from  the  batteries  which  had  just  opened  fire  upon 
Sumter  were  distinctly  visible.  I  immediately  stood  out  to  inform  Cap- 
tain Rowan,  of  the  Pawnee,  but  met  him  coming  in.  He  hailed  me  and 
asked  for  a  pilot,  declaring  his  intention  of  standing  in  to  the  harbor 
and  sharing  the  fate  of  his  brethren  of  the  Army.  I  went  on  board 
and  informed  him  that  I  would  answer  for  it  that  the  Government  did 
not  expect  any  such  gallant  sacrifice,  having  settled  maturely  upon  the 
policy  indicated  in  the  instructions  to  Captain  Mercer  and  myself.  No 
other  naval  vessels  arrived  during  this  day,  but  the  steamer  Nashville, 
from  New  York,  and  a  number  of  merchant  vessels  reached  the  bar  and 
awaited  the  result  of  the  bombardment,  giving  indications  to  those 
inside  of  a  large  naval  fleet  off  the  harbor.  The  weather  continued 
very  bad,  with  a  heavy  sea. 

Neither  the  Pawnee  nor  Harriet  Lane  had  boats  or  men  to  carry  in 
supplies.  Feeling  sure  that  the  Powhatan  would  arrive,  during  the 
night,  as  she  had  sailed  from  New  York  two  days  before  us,  I  stood  out 
to  the  appointed  rendezvous  and  made  signals  all  night.  The  morning 
of  the  13th  was  thick  and  foggy,  with  a  very  heavy  ground  swell.  The 
Baltic,  feeling  I  ar  way  in,  ran  ashore  on  Rattlesnake  Shoal,  but  soon 
got  off  without  damage.  On  account  of  the  very  heavy  swell,  she  was 
obliged  to  anchor  in  deep  water  several  miles  outside  the  Pawnee  and 
Harriet  Lane. 

Lieutenant  Robert  O,  Tyler,  an  oflflcer  of  very  great  zeal  and  fidelity, 
though  suffering  from  seasickness,  as  were  most  of  the  recruits,  organ- 
ized a  boat's  crew  and  exercised  them,  notwithstanding  the  heavy  sea, 
for  the  purpose  of  having  at  least  one  boat,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Powhatan's,  to  reach  Fort  Sumter.  At  8  a.  m.  I  took  this  boat,  and 
in  company  with  Lieutenant  Hudson  pulled  in  to  the  Pawnee.  As  we 
approached  that  vessel  a  great  volume  of  black  smoke  issued  from  Fort 
Sumter,  through  which  the  flash  of  Major  Anderson's  guns  still  replied 
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to  the  rebel  fire.  The  quarters  of  the  fort  were  on  fire,  and  most  of  our 
military  and  naval  oflBicers  believed  the  smoke  to  proceed  from  an 
attempt  to  smoke  out  the  garrison  with  fire  rafts.  As  it  was  the  opin- 
ion of  the  ofQcers  that  no  boats  with  any  load  in  them  could  have 
reached  Sumter  in  this  heavy  sea,  and  no  tugboats  had  arrived,  it  was 
proposed  to  capture  a  schooner  near  us  loaded  with  ice,  which  was  done, 
and  preparations  at  once  commenced  to  fit  her  out  and  load  her  for 
entering  the  harbor  the  following  night.  I  now  learned  for  the  first 
time  that  Captain  Eowan  had  received  a  note  from  Captain  Mercer,  of 
the  Powhatan,  dated  at  New  York  the  6th,  the  day  he  sailed,  stating 
that  the  Powhatan  was  detached  by  orders  of  "superior  authority" 
from  the  duty  to  which  she  was  assigned  off  Charleston,  and  had  sailed 
for  another  destination.  I  left  New  York  two  days  afterwards  without 
any  intimation  of  this  change.  At  2  p.  m.  the  Pocahontas  arrived,  and 
at  2 :  30  the  flag  of  Sumter  was  shot  away  and  not  again  raised.  A  flag 
of  truce  was  sent  in  by  Captain  Gillis,  and  arrangements  made  to  place 
Major  Anderson  and  his  command  on  board  the  Baltic  to  return  North. 

The  fort  was  evacuated  Sunday,  the  14th  of  April.  Monday,  the 
15th,  the  steamer  Isabel  took  the  garrison  outside  to  the  steamer  Baltic, 
which  left  that  evening  direct  for  New  York,  where  she  arrived  the 
forenoon  of  the  18th  instant.  My  plan  for  supplying  Fort  Sumter 
required  300  sailors,  a  full  supply  of  armed  launches,  and  three  tugs. 

The  Powhatan  carried  the  sailors  and  launches,  and  when  this  vessel 
was  about  to  leave,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  two  officers,  Lieutenant  D.  D.  Porter,  U.  S.  Navy,  and  Captain  M. 
C.  Meigs,  U,  S.  Engineers,  presented  themselves  on  board  with  an 
order  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  authorizing  the  former 
to  take  any  vessel  whatever  in  commission  and  proceed  immediately  to 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  This  order  did  not  pass  through  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment and  was  unknown  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  when  signed 
by  the  President  he  was  not  conscious  that  his  signature  would  deprive 
me  of  the  means  to  accomplish  an  object  which  he  held  to  be  of  vital 
importance. 

In  a  letter  from  him,  which  is  annexed,  he  hastened  to  afl&rm  that 
the  attempt  to  provision  Fort  Sumter  had  advanced  the  cause  of  the 
country. 

The  tug  Freeborn  was  not  permitted  to  leave  New  York.  The  tug 
Uncle  Ben  was  driven  into  Wilmington  by  the  violence  of  the  gale  and 
subsequently  captured  by  the  rebels.  The  tug  Yankee  reached  Charles- 
ton bar  a  few  hours  after  the  Baltic  had  left  with  Major  Anderson's 
command  on  board. 

The  communications  between  New  York  and  Washington  having 
been  severed,  I  applied  to  Mr.  Aspinwall  to  obtain  for  me  a  small 
steamer,  with  arms  and  ammunition,  to  enable  me  to  reach  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay,  where  I  judged  that  armed  steamers  were  very  essential. 
This  gentleman  applied  to  Mr.  John  Jacob  Astor,  jr.,  who  very  gener- 
ously gave  him  a  check  for  $3,000.  With  this  he  procured  the  tug 
Yankee  and  persuaded  Commodore  Breese,  commandant  of  the  New 
York  navy  yard,  to  arm  and  fit  her  out;  and  having  received  froip  that 
officer  an  appointment  as  acting  lieutenant  in  the  Navy,  I  left  on  the 
26th  for  Hampton  Eoads,  where  I  reported  to  Commodore  Pendergrast, 
of  the  Cumberland. 

The  services  of  the  Yankee  not  being  required  at  this  point,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  Annapolis  and  offered  my  vessel  to  General  Butler,  who  was 
aboutopeningcommunications  with  Washington.  The  general  gratefully 
received  the  steamer  and  sent  me  through  to  the  capital  to  report  to 
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the  President,  and  immediately  afterwards  I  received  an  appointment 
in  the  Navy  Department.    Annexed  are  copies*  of  orders  and  letters 
relating  to  the  narrative  -vrhich  I  have  submitted.

Washington,  D.  C,  May  1, 1861. 

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  sincerely  regret  that  the  failure  of  the  late  attempt 
to  provision  Fort  Bumter  should  be  the  source  of  any  annoyance  to 
you.  The  practicability  of  your  plan  was  not,  in  fact,  brought  to  a 
test.  By  reason  of  a  gale,  well  known  in  advance  to  be  possible,  and 
not  improbable,  the  tugs,  an  essential  part  of  the  plan,  never  reached 
the  ground;  while,  by  an  accident,  for  which  you  were  in  no  wise 
responsible,  and  possibly  I  to  some  extent  was,  you  were  deprived  of  a 
war  vessel,  with  her  men,  which  you  deemed  of  great  importance  to 
the  enterprise. 

I  most  cheerfully  and  truly  declare  that  the  failure  of  the  undertak- 
ing has  not  lowered  you  a  particle,  while  the  qualities  you  developed 
in  the  effort  have  greatly  heightened  you  in  my  estimation.  For  a  dar- 
ing and  dangerous  enterprise  of  a  similar  character  you  would  to-day  be 
the  man,  of  all  my  acquaintances,  whom  I  would  select.  You  and  I  both 
anticipated  that  the  cause  of  the  country  would  be  advanced  by  mak- 
ing the  attempt  to  provision  Fort  Sumter  even  if  it  should  fail,  and  it 
is  no  small  consolation  now  to  feel  that  our  anticipation  is  justified  by 
the  result.

Port  SnmteT. 

U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 

At  Sea,  April  16,  1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  on  the  13th 
instant  at  the  anchorage  oft"  Charleston,  S.  C,  designated  in  your  order, 
the  receipt  of  which  I  acknowledged  off  the  capes  of  Virginia. 

The  weather  continued  unpropitious.  I  found  here  the  U.  S.  S.  Paw- 
nee (she  arrived  on  the  morning  of  the  12th),  the  Harriet  Lane,  and 
transport  Baltic.  I  went  immediately  on  board  the  Pawnee,  where  I 
received  a  copy  of  your  orders  to  Captain  Mercer,  certified  by  him  and 
Commander  Foote.  Had  there  been  pilots  for  the  channel  on  board,  I 
would  have  proceeded  up  to  the  assistance  of  Sumter,  or  made  the 
attempt  to  pass  the  long  line  of  batteries,  as  the  impulse  was  strong  to 
render  assistance  to  the  gallant  men  in  Sumter ;  but  without  pilots,  the 
buoys  and  marks  being  removed,  we  would  probably  have  grounded. 

The  flagstaft"  was  shot  away  in  Sumter  about  the  time  we  anchored 
the  Pocahontas;  the  conflagration  of  officers'  quarters  [was]  observed 
before  we  got  in,  which  we  then  supposed  was  from  their  hot-shot 
furnace.

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The  proposition  of  Captains  Fox  and  Hudson  was  referred  to  me,  and 
it  -was  concluded  an  eftort  should  be  made  to  send  provisions  and  some 
men  to  Port  Sumter  after  dark  of  the  13th  the  same  day  on  board  of  a 
small  schooner,  accompanied  by  boats  with  some  of  our  crew.  The  fir- 
ing ceased,  and  it  was  concluded  to  send  a  boat  with  a  message  by  an 
oihcer  to  commanding  ofQcer  of  batteries  in  relation  to  bringing  off 
Major  Anderson  and  his  command  if  the  heroic,  gallant  band  had  sur- 
vived the  attack  and  conflagration  in  the  fort.  To  save  time  I  requested 
Commander  liowan  to  dispatch  one  of  the  Pawnee's  boats.  The  answer 
to  the  message  was  that  a  reply  would  be  sent  in  the  morning  (14th) 
and  delivered  at  Cumming's  Point,  Morris  Island,  opposite  Fort  Sumter. 

I  was  prepared  to  go  up  in  one  of  the  Pocahontas's  boats  to  receive  it, 
when  one  of  the  Charleston  steamers,  carrying  a  flag  of  truce,  was  seen 
approaching  our  vessels.  She  came  within  speaking  distance  of  this 
vessel,  when  Captain  Hartsteue  hailed,  saying  he  wished  to  communi- 
cate with  the  commanding  officer.  I  requested  him  to  come  on  board. 
He  did  so,  and  presented  to  me  Lieutenant  Snyder,  U.  S.  Army,  of  Fort 
Sumter,  who  said  he  had  a  message  from  Major  Anderson,  and  imparted 
the  decision  of  Major  Anderson  to  evacuate  the  fort,  it  being  no  longer 
tenable. 

I  was  rejoiced  to  learn  the  patriotic  band  had  survived  the  many 
perils  they  had  encountered.  They  fouglit  like  brave  men,  long  and 
well,  and  even  in  their  desperate  condition  no  surrender  was  made,  but 
a  highly  honorable  evacuation.  The  major  desired  to  be  informed  what 
means  of  transportation  we  could  give  him.  I  placed  at  his  disposal 
all  the  vessels,  consisting  of  the  Pocahontas,  Pawnee,  Harriet  Lane, 
and  Baltic. 

I  left  the  Pocahontas  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Nicholson  and  proceeded 
to  Fort  Sumter  to  offer  them  in  person.  Found  the  fort  a  complete 
wreck,  the  fire  not  yet  all  extinguished.  Its  sh.attered  battlements,  its 
tottering  walls,  presented  the  appearance  of  an  old  ruin.  Mentioning 
to  Major  Anderson  the  intention  to  throw  supplies  and  men  into  the 
fort  after  dark,  he  replied  that  it  was  very  providential  the  attempt 
had  not  been  made,  as  it  could  not  have  been  successfully  executed  on 
account  of  the  many  guns  which  could  have  been  brought  to  bear  by 
the  batteries. 

I  remained  at  Fort  Sumter  till  the  little  band  of  patriots  had  saluted 
their  old  flag  with  a  hundred  [fifty]  guns  and  marched  out  with  their 
tattered  ensign  to  the  tune  of  our  own  Yankee  Doodle.  They  were 
taken  down  to  the  anchorage  by  the  Charleston  steamer,  and  were  made 
at  home  on  board  the  Baltic,  Captain  Fletcher,  to  disembark  at  New 
York. 

The  several  vessels  were  dispatched  same  evening  (15th  instant),  as 
directed  in  your  orders  of  the  5th.  I  sent  by  the  Harriet  Lane  a  hasty 
and  not  detailed  letter  to  the  Department. 

Commander  Eowan,  of  the  Pawnee,  received  the  morning  previous 
to  the  day  we  anchored  in  the  Pocahontas  (twenty-four  to  thirty  hours) 
the  copy  of  your  orders  to  Captain  Mercer.  He  requested  a  copy  of 
them,  which  was  given  him.

Sir  :  In  a  communication  dated  off  Cape  Henry,  April  10, 1  informed 
the  Department  that  this  ship  was  at  sea  in  obedience  to  an  order  from 
the  Department  dated  April  5,  and  delivered  to  me  April  9  at  Norfolk. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant,  at  7  o'clock,  I  was  off  Charles- 
ton Harbor  as  near  the  position  assigned  me  as  the  badness  of  the 
weather  would  enable  me  to  judge. 

On  approaching  the  harbor  a  small  paddle-wheel  steamer  approached, 
which  proved  to  be  the  Harriet  Lane.  A  boat  was  sent  from  her  with 
a  communication  addressed  to  the  senior  naval  ofBcer  present,  which  I 
opened  and  found  to  be  a  copy  of  dispatch  from  the  Navy  Department, 
dated  April  5,  addressed  to  Captain  Samuel  Mercer,  commandiug 
U.  S.  S.  Powhatan. 

Captain  Fox,  of  the  transport  Baltic,  came  on  board  and  showed  his 
instructions.  He  informed  me  that  it  was  his  intention  to  attempt  to 
reach  Fort  Sumter  in  boats  laden  with  provisions,  and  asked  for  such 
force  as  I  could  give  him.  I  immediately  gave  the  necessary  order  to 
have  the  launch  and  one  of  the  cutters  ready  and  armed  for  the  pur- 
pose. In  the  meantime  the  Baltic  and  the  Harriet  Lane  stood  in 
toward  the  bar;  soon,  however,  the  Baltic  came  out  again.  On  her 
return  Captain  Fox  reported  that  the  forts  and  batteries  in  Charleston 
were  tiring  on  Sumter.  Captain  Fox  repaired  on  board  this  ship,  after 
which  I  got  underway  and  stood  in  and  anchored  on  the  outer  edge  of 
the  Swash  Channel. 

Fort  Moultrie,  Cumming's  Point,  Fort  Johnson,  and  the  sand  and 
floating  batteries  were  all  playing  on  Fort  Sumter.  Fort  Sumter 
returned  the  fire  in  the  most  spirited  manner.  Captain  Fox  left  this 
ship  intending  to  make  the  attempt  to  land  the  provisions  early  the  next 
morning;  made  all  preparations  to  protect  him.  The  next  morning  he 
grounded  on  Rattlesnake  Shoal,  which  delayed  the  expedition  till  the 
following  night.  Early  the  same  morning  a  schooner  passed  close  to 
us,  and  suspecting  her  to  belong  to  Charleston  and  passing  thus  near 
us  to  see  what  we  were  doing,  I  brought  her  to  anchor  after  firing  three 
or  four  shots  across  her  bows.  She  proved  to  be  the ,  of  Phila- 
delphia, laden  with  ice.  I  at  once  determined  to  use  her  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transferring  both  men  and  provisions,  and  after  counseling  with 
Captain  Fox  he  coincided  with  me  in  the  plan. 

This  aiTangement  had  scarcely  been  determined  upon  before  a  dense 
smoke  issued  from  the  weather  side  of  Fort  Sumter ;  for  some  time  it  was 
thought  to  be  some  floating  fire  craft  dropped  down  against  the  walls  to 
annoy  and  prevent  the  accuracy  of  Major  Anderson's  fire.  In  two  hours 
flames  appeared  above  the  ramparts  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  fort 
from  our  position.  At  noon,  or  a  little  later,  a  body  of  flames  curled 
far  above  the  ramparts.  We  then  became  satisfied  that  the  fort  was  on 
fire  and  feared  that  the  gallant  major  and  his  little  band  would  suffer 
severely.  At  this  tivae  the  Pocahontas  came  in,  and  her  commander,  at 
my  request,  came  on  board  this  ship  and  joined  our  council.  I  related 
to  him  all  the  circumstances  and  what  preparations  we  had  made  for  the 
purpose  of  throwing  provisions  into  the  fort,  and,  delivering  the  copies 
of  orders  I  had  received,  I  placed  myself  under  his  order  as  senior 
oflQcer  present. 

At  about  2  o'clock  the  flagstaff'  on  Fort  Sumter  was  shot  away,  and 
we  witnessed  the  sad  spectacle  of  the  fall  of  our  flag,  which  we  were  so 
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impotent  to  assist.  In  vain  we  looked  for  its  reappearance  over  the 
fort;  instead  of  this,  the  firing  from  Sumter  became  more  and  more 
weak,  and  at  length  ceased  entirely. 

Lieutenant  Marcy  was  immediately  after  dispatched  m  a  boat  Witt  a 
flag  of  truce  to  Onmming's  Point  to  ascertain  whether  Major  Anderson 
had  surrendered  or  not,  and  to  make  proposals  for  bringing  him  ana 
his  officers  and  men  away  in  our  vessels.  The  answer  brought  trom 
General  Simons,  in  command  at  Oumming's  Point,  was  that  J^ort  bum- 
ter  had  surrendered  and  that  a  reply  to  the  proposition  m  regard  to 
Major  Anderson  and  his  command  would  be  given  the  next  morning  at 
the  point  where  Lieutenant  Marcy  had  already  held  communication 
with  General  Simons.  All  other  communication  with  the  authorities 
of  Charleston  was  held  by  Commander  Gilhs,  the  senior  officer  present. 

On  Monday  evening,  the  15th  instant,  after  assisting  to  transfer  Major 
Anderson's  command,  with  their  luggage  and  stores,  on  board  the  Bal- 
tic, I  took  my  departure  for  Cape  Henry,  the  Pocahontas  and  Harriet 
Lane  preceding  me.

April  9, 1861. — At  6:30  p.  m.  anchored  7  miles  from  Norfolk. 

April  10. — At  5:40  a.  m.  steaming  down  for  Hampton  Eoads. 

April  12.— A.t  5  a.  m.  Cape  Romain  light  N.  N.  W.  At  7 :  30  anchored ; 
the  revenue  steamer  Harriet  Lane  communicated  with  us.  Packet 
steamer  Baltic  lying  near  land  in  sight.  Went  to  quarters,  loaded  the 
guns  with  shell.  Captain  G.  Y.  Fox,  from  the  transport  Baltic,  and 
Captain  Faunce,  of  the  Harriet  Lane,  came  on  board ;  they  left  the 
ship  and  their  respective  steamers  stood  in  toward  Charleston  bar. 
This  ship  got  underway  at  11 :45  and  steamed  in  toward  the  bar.  The 
Harriet  Lane  and  Baltic  came  out  toward  us  and  reported  that  the 
forts  and  batteries  were  firing  on  Fort  Sumter ;  signals  were  made  to 
Captains  Fox  and  Faunce  to  repair  on  board  this  ship.  From  meridian 
to  4  p.m.:  Came  to  anchor  and  made  preparation  to  get  out  boats.  Forts 
on  shore  still  firing.  At  7  p.  m.,  heavy  squall;  batteries  on  shore  firing 
incessantly  on  Fort  Sumter,  to  which  she  replied  occasionally.  From 
8  p.  m.  to  midnight:  Fort  Johnson  firing  on  Fort  Sumter;  Fort  Sumter 
silent. 

April  13. — Midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  During  the  watch  a  desultory  fire  kept 
up  by  the  batteries  on  Fort  Sumter.  Four  to  8  a.  m. :  Hoisted  out  launch 
and  placed  the  howitzer  and  the  ammunition  boxes  in  her  preparatory 
to  sending  off  an  expedition.  At  6  a.  m.  a  fore-and-aft  schooner  beat- 
ing in  attempted  to  pass  ahead  of  us.  Fired  shell  ahead  of  her ;  she  not 
heaving  to,  fired  another  shell  when  she  went  about;  passed  astern  of 
us  and  appeared  still  to  endeavor  to  enter  the  harbor.  Fired  two 
more  at  her  when  she  came  to  anchor  on  our  starboard  beam.  Sent 
a  boat  to  board  her ;  found  her  to  be  an  American  schooner  from  Boston, 
loaded  with  ice.  At  8  a.  m.  a  dense  black  smoke  issued  from  Fort  Sum- 
ter; batteries  still  keeping  up  an  incessant  fire  on  it.    At  1:45  p.m.

smoke  and  flames  issuing  from  Fort  Sumter.  At  2  p.  m.  firing  ceased 
from  fort  and  batteries.  Sent  a  boat  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Marcy 
with  a  flag  of  truce  to  communicate  with  the  authorities.  From  4  to 
6  p.  m. :  Hoisted  iu  the  launch.  The  battery  at  Cumming's  Point  fired 
two  shots  iu  the  direction  of  the  boat  with  the  flag  of  truce.  A  large 
side-wheel  steamer  in  the  offing.  At  close  of  this  watch  a  steamer  is 
lying  alongside  Fort  Sumter  with  the  secession  flag  flying.  Many 
boats  sailing  about  Charleston  Harbor  and  a  flag  of  truce  flying  on 
the  beach  off  Fort  Moultrie.  At  7  p.  m.  the  third  cutter  returned  and 
brought  information  of  the  surrender  of  Fort  Sumter  by  Major  Ander- 
son.   This  information  was  given  by  officers  at  Cumming's  Point. 

April  14. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  The  steamboat  Catawba  came  out  of 
Charleston  Harbor  bearing  a  flag  of  truce,  communicated  with  the 
U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas,  took  a  boat  in  tow  and  returned.  When  near  the 
shore,  she  hoisted  the  Palmetto  flag.  The  steamer  Nashvillex&n  in  for  the 
harbor  and  when  near  hoisted  the  Palmetto  flag.  A  steamer  in  sight  on 
thehorizon  bearing  the  so-called  Confederate  flag.  From  8  a.  m.  to  merid- 
ian :  Appearances  of  great  rejoicing  in  Charleston  Harbor.  Smoke  still 
rising  from  Fort  Sumter.  At  1  p.  m.  observed  the  American  flag  flying 
over  Fort  Sumter.  At  2  a  salute  of  fifty  guns  was  fired  and  the  flag 
was  then  hauled  down.  At  4  p.  m.,  the  so  called  Confederate  flag,  sim- 
ilar to  the  one  flying  over  Fort  Moultrie  during  the  attack  on  Major 
Anderson,  was  hoisted  on  Fort  Sumter  amid  a  general  fire  from  all  the 
forts  and  batteries.  During  the  firing  in  honor  of  what  is  called  the 
Confederate  flag  on  Fort  Sumter,  took  the  bearings  of  the  different 
batteries  on  Morris  Island  and  Sullivan's  Island,  several  of  which  had 
hitherto  been  unnoticed.

At  7:30  p.  m.  came  in  collision  with  the  Baltic,  crushing  the  gig  and 
doing  other  damage.    The  Baltic's  stern  was  also  considerably  damaged. 

April  15. — At  9:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  Charles- 
ton bar.  At  10,  large  steamer  carrying  the  American  epsign  at  the 
fore  and  what  is  now  called  the  Confederate  flag  at  her  main  gaff,  and 
having  on  board  Major  Anderson  and  his  command,  came  out  from  the 
harbor  of  Charleston  and  steered  for  the  transport  steamer  Baltic.  The 
Charleston  steamer  proved  to  be  the  Isabel.  At  12  m.  commenced  trans- 
ferring the  officers,  men,  and  luggage  from  the  Isabel  to  the  Baltic, 
the  Pocahontas,  this  ship,  and  the  Harriet  Lane  keeping  under  steam 
near  the  Baltic.  At  4  p.  m.  the  Isabel  returned  to  Charleston.  The 
stops  of  the  flag  which  waved  over  Fort  Sumter  during  the  attack  were 
broken,  and  as  it  blew  out  from  the  main  truck  of  the  Baltic  it  was 
saluted  by  the  United  States  steamers  and  greeted  by  three  times  three 
cheers  from  the  crews  of  the  vessels.    At  5:30  took  our  departure. 

April  19. — At  8:45  a.  m.  anchored  off  Giesboro  Point  [Potomac  EiverJ. 
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Beport  of  Captain  Fannce,  V.  S.  Bevenue  Harine,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S.  Harriet  Lane,  of  the 
arrival  of  that  vessel  at  New  York  from  Charleston,  S.  C.

[Telegram.] 

Washington,  April  2,  1861. 
The  war  wing  presses  on  the  President;  he  vibrates  to  that  side.  He 
has  conferred  with  several  officers — naval  engineers — supposed  to  be  in 
regard  to  Sumter,  perhaps  to  collecting  revenues  at  New  Orleans. 
Commodore  Pendergrast  is  not  at  Key  West,  but  at  Norfolk ;  could 
not,  therefore,  land  troops.  Senator  Dixon  conversed  fully  with  Chase 
on  Saturday;  found  him  much  moderated  and  strongly  inclined  to 
peace  policy.  Their  form  of  notice  to  us  may  be  that  of  the  coward, 
who  gives  it  when  he  strikes.  Watch  at  all  points.  It  is  said  the 
Pawnee  sailed  from  this  place  this  evening  with  three  companies  of 
artillery.

Washington,  April  3, 1861. 
Much  activity  to-day  in  the  War  and  Navy  Departments.  It  is  said 
the  Minnesota,  at  Boston,  has  been  ordered  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mis 
sissippi.  Powhatan  suddenly  put  in  commission  to  sail  next  week. 
Four  companies  now  here;  three  artillery,  one  sappers  and  miners, 
ordered  to  New  York.  Report  says  these  movements  have  reference  to 
the  San  Domingo  question.  Pawnee  will  not  be  ready  for  sea  until 
Saturday.

The  commissioners  have  been  under  anxiety  and  concern  for  two  or 
three  days  by  reports,  that  have  some  appearance  of  authority,  of  con- 
versations of  the  President  relative  to  Southern  affairs,  by  the  unusual 
movements  of  troops,  and  by  the  sailing  of  the  Atlantic. 

I  have  assured  them  that  the  Government  will  not  undertake  to 
supply  Sumter  without  giving  notice  to  Governor  Pickens,  and  that 
I  should  have  notice  whenever  any  measure  changing  the  existing

status  prejudicially  to  the  Confederate  States  is  contemplated  as 
respects  Fort  Pickens.  I  do  not  experience  the  same  anxiety  or  con- 
cern as  they  express.

You  will  therefore  most  rigidly  obey  all  orders  by 
signal  or  otherwise,  using  the  iitmost  vigilance  and  giving  immediate 
notice  of  any  vessel  or  boat  approaching. 

You  will  take  station  in  MatHtt's  Channel  and  keep  always  within 
signal  distance  of  this  vessel  in  main  ship  channel.  Economize  your 
fuel,  and  if  necessary  to  replenish  and  not  able  to  communicate  with 
me  proceed  to  iStono  and  return  as  soon  as  possible. 

If  necessary  to  avoid  the  enemy,  seek  shelter  under  the  guns  of  the 
nearest  battery  or  run  for  Stono  Inlet,  or  Bull's  Bay,  or  Charleston,  if 
possible;  if  compelled  to  abandon  your  vessel,  set  her  oruflre  to  prevent 
her  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

Be  particularly  cautious  at  night  to  guard  against  the  approach  or 
attack  from  boats,  against  whom  you  will  find  it  convenient  and  useful 
to  use  your  steam  by  running  them  down,  having  small-arms  men  ready 
to  repel  boarders.

with  a  supply  of  wood  to  replenish  the  fires  on  the  rafts  if  they  should 
be  extinguished.  You  must  have  a  good  pilot  to  anchor  you  in  posi- 
tion ;  have  also  a  boat  and  crew.  You  will  wait  quietly  on  the  rafts, 
which  must  be  so  placed  and  prepared  as  to  burn  freely  and  give  the 
most  light  on  southwest  side  of  Sumter.  You  will  be  in  position  as 
soon  as  possible  after  dark,  all  prepared,  and  fire  up  both  as  soon  as 
the  batteries  open  on  approaching  boats  or  vessels. 

The  object  of  this  expedition  is  to  place  your  two  rafts  in  such  posi- 
tion as  to  give  the  best  light  on  southwest  side  of  Sumter,  that  the 
guns  may  see  to  fire  upon  a  party  disembarking  from  boats  or  vessels. 
This  service  is  very  important,  and  much  is  left  to  your  good  discre- 
tion. If  the  fires  burn  out  before  daylight,  you  must  replenish  and 
fire  up,  retreating  as  before.

Letter  from  Commander  Hartstene,  C.  S.  Navy,  to  Brigadier-General  Beauregard,  C.  S.  Army, 
stating  his  purpose  to  prevent  tiie  reenforcement  of  Fort  Snmter. 

FoET  MouLTEiE,  S.  C,  April  13, 1861. 

GENEEAii :  Fort  Sumter  has  been  set  on  fire,  and  as  it  is  very  impor- 
tant (with  the  vessels  outside  threatening  to  enter)  to  have  all  experi- 
ence, I  have  determined  to  remain  and  avoid  or  prevent  a  reenforcement. 
I  do  not  think  there  are  more  than  three  vessels  off.  Colonel  Eipley 
and  myself  will  endeavor  to  prevent  an  entry  here  to-night.  I  will,  as 
you  said,  make  myself  useful;  more  so,  probably,  than  1  could  at  any 
other  point.  I  shall  go  out  in  a  rowboat  during  the  night,  with  signals 
arranged,  and  reconnoiter  the  entrance  and  give  timely  notice  of  any 
boats  approaching.  J  think  the  fire  hulk  inside  of  Sumter  had  better 
not  be  lighted,  as  it  will  probably  dim  our  vision. 

I  have  just  made  out  the  vessels  off.  They  are  the  Pawnee,  Harriet 
Lane,  Xashville,  Atlantic  [Baltic],  and  a  merchant  schooner.  They  can 
not  enter  in  their  vessels.  With  a  good  lookout  (for  a  lookout  stationed 
here,  and  a  boat  off  in  the  channel,  together  with  their  fire  hulks,  which 
are  still  floating  in  a  line  around  Fort  Sumter)  I  think  you  need  have  no 
fear  of  an  entrance  here.  They  are  all  here  and  in  fine  spirits.  Eipley 
is  a  most  valuable  officer — cool,  collected,  and  energetic.  He  keeps  all 
in  spirits  and  up  to  their  work.  I  have  all  the  batteries  on  this  island, 
and  give  the  best  directions  as  I  think  may  be  useful,''particularly  in 
regard  to  looking  out  for  and  firing  at  boats  or  shipping.  The  guns 
are  all  intact  and  in  fine  working  order.

Ma  JOE :  On  the  afternoon  of  the  13th  instant,  shortly  after  the  sur- 
render of  Fort  Sumter,  I  was  placed  on  board  the  steamer  Catawba  to 
convey  to  the  fort,  in  connection  with  Major  Jones,  Captains  Miles  and 
Pryor  (aids  to  Brigadier-General  Beauregard),  to  arrange  with  Major 
Anderson  the  means  most  acceptable  to  him  for  his  evacuation  the  fol- 
lowing day. 

The  major,  agreeably  to  our  offer,  sent  on  board  of  us  Lieutenant 
Snyder  to  confer  with  the  commander  of  the  fleet  off'  the  bar  in  regard 
to  transportation.  I  accompanied  him  out  on  the  morning  of  the  14th 
instant,  and  after  a  short  conference  he  returned  to  the  fort,  where  it 
was  arranged  that  the  steamers  and  all  necessary  facilities  for  the 
removal  of  the  command  should  be  ready  at  11  o'clock,  and  that  they 
should  be  conveyed  to  the  fleet,  and  have  the  option  either  of  taking 
passage  in  one  of  their  vessels  or  of  going  on  the  one  furnished  by  the 
Confederacy. 

At  11  o'clock  all  facilities  were  at  the  disposal  of  Major  Anderson, 
but  the  work  of  removal  was  delayed  in  consequence  of  the  accidental 
explosion  which  killed  and  wounded  five  of  his  command.  They  were 
not  all  embarked  until  sundown,  when  it  was  too  late  to  cross  the  bar. 
This,  however,  was  effected  early  the  following  morning,  and  the  com- 
mand shortly  afterwards  was  transferred  to  the  steamer  Baltic,  one  of 
the  transports  of  the  United  States.

SiE :  In  obedience  to  the  enclosed  orders  of  Flag-Officer  Pendergrast  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  ship  at  Hampton  Roads,  Va. 

We  sailed  from  Sacriflcios,  near  Vera  Cruz,  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
22d  ultimo,  and  after  a  passage  in  which  we  encountered  heavy  weather, 
and  not  one  hour's  fair  wind,  we  arrived  at  Havana  on  the  evening  of 
the  2d  instant  with  but  4  tons  of  coal  on  board. 

We  sailed  from  the  latter  place  on  the  5th.  Part  of  the  8th  and  the 
whole  of  the  9th  and  10th  this  vessel  was  under  the  influence  of  a 
revolving  storm  or  cyclone,  in  which  she  suffered  considerably  by 
straining,  the  sea  for  fifteen  hours  being  of  a  pyramidal  form  and  com- 
ing from  all  directions  vdth  great  violence.  If  my  apprehensions  of  the 
magnitude  of  this  gale  are  correct,  we  may  expect  to  hear  of  many 
marine  disasters. 

We  suffered  the  severity  of  the  tempest  in  about  latitude  31°  if., 
longitude  79°  W.  The  body  of  the  cyclone  appeared  to  me  to  bear 
about  S.  S.  W.  and  to  move  in  a  southerly  and  westerly  direction,  its 
vortex  passing  over  the  Bahamas. 

We  left  the  steam  frigate  Powliatan  at  Havana,  to  sail  on  the  8th  for 
Xew  York. 

The  Cumberland  was  towed  out  of  Sacriflcios  by  the  Powhatan  on  the 
25th  of  February,  and  is  now  due  at  this  place. 

We  are  short  of  provisions  and  our  upper  works  leaking,  and  should 
be  at  a  navy  yard.  Lieutenant  Van  K.  Morgan  came  home  a  passenger, 
having  been  condemned  by  a  medical  survey  at  Vera  Cruz.

S.  revenue  cutter  Dobbin,  Captain  Webster,  which  arrived  in  our 
harbor  this  afternoon  at  about  5  o'clock,  twenty-four  hours  from  Hamp- 
ton Roads,  near  Norfolk,  Va. 

The  report  is,  [by]  some  of  the  men  from  her,  that  the  channel  in 
Elizabeth  River,  near  Oraney  Island,  is  obstructed  by  the  sinking  of 
two  large  vessels  near  the  island,  which  prevents  our  naval  force  there, 
consisting  of  about  six  ships,  from  getting  to  sea. 

The  TJ.  S.  S.  Water  Witch,  from  Philadelphia,  came  into  our  harbor 
at  an  early  hour  this  afternoon,  and  was  boarded  by  the  captain  of  the 
cutter  Dobbin  as  soon  as  he  arrived  in  the  harbor.  We  hope  that  you 
will  soon  be  able  to  have  the  channel  cleared  of  secession  sinks  and 
the  way  made  clear  for  the  vessels  to  get  out.

Sir:  In  view  of  the  peculiar  condition  of  the  country,  and  of  events 
that  have  already  transpired,  it  becomes  necessary  that  great  vigilance 
should  be  exercised  in  guarding  and  protecting  the  public  interests 
and  property  committed  to  your  charge.  It  is  therefore  deemed  impor-

Sir  :  The  events  which  have  transpired  since  my  confidential  com- 
munication to  you  of  the  10th  instant  impose  additional  vigilance  and 
care  in  protecting  the  public  property  under  your  charge,  and  placing 
the  vessels  and  stores,  if  necessary,  beyond  jeopardy. 

lieferring  to  my  letter  of  the  lOth,  you  will  continue  to  carry  out  the 
instructions  therein  contained.  The  Engineer  in  Chief,  B.  F.  Isherwood, 
who  was  dispatched  to  Norfolk  to  aid  in  patting  the  Merrimack  in  con- 
dition to  be  moved,  reports  that  she  will  be  able  to  take  her  departure 
on  Thursday.  It  may  not  be  necessary,  however,  that  she  should  leave 
at  that  time,  unless  there  is  immediate  danger  pending.  But  no  time 
should  be  lost  in  getting  her  armament  on  board,  and  you  will  also 
place  the  more  valuable  public  property,  ordnance,  stores,  etc.,  on  ship- 
board, so  that  they  can  at  any  moment  be  moved  beyond  the  reach  of 
seizure.  With  diligence  on  your  part,  it  is  not  anticipated  that  any 
sudden  demonstration  can  be  made  which  will  endanger  either  the  ves- 
sel or  stores.  The  Plymouth  and  Dolphin  should,  however,  be  placed 
beyond  danger  of  immediate  assault  at  once,  if  possible.  The  German- 
t.own  can  receive  on  board  stores  and  ordnance  from  the  yard,  and  be 
towed  out  by  the  Merrimack  if  an  assault  is  threatened.  Men  have 
been  ordered  from  New  York  to  man  and  assist  in  movinglhe  vessels, 
but  recent  demands  have  left  an  insufficient  number  to  meet  the  requi- 
sition. Under  these  circumstances,  should  it  become  necessary.  Com- 
modore Pendergrast  will  assist  you  with  men  from  the  Cumberland. 
You  will  please  to  submit  this  letter  and  my -confidential  commuuica- 
tion  of  the  10th  to  Commodore  Pendergrast,  who  will  assist  and  cooper- 
ate with  you  in  carrying  the  views  of  the  Department  into  efi'ect.  As 
it  is  difBcult  at  this  distance  to  give  instructions  in  detail,  the  Depart- 
ment has  thought  proper  to  dispatch  Commodore  Paulding  to  Norfolk, 
who  will  be  the  bearer  of  this  communication,  and  explain  to  yourself 
and  Commodore  Pendergrast  the  views  and  purposes  of  the  Depart- 
ment.

Sir:  A  state  of  things  has  arisen  which  renders  the  immediate 
departure  of  the  Cumberland  as  originally  intended  inexpedient.  Events 
of  recent  occurrence,  and  the  threatening  attitude  of  affairs  in  some 
parts  of  our  country,  call  for  the  exercise  of  great  vigilance  and  energy 
at  Norfolk.  Confidential  communicatioDS  have  been  heretofore  made 
to  Commodore  McCauley  on  these  subjects,  which  he  will  submit  to 
you;  and  Commodore  Paulding,  who  brings  this  letter  to  you,  will  ver- 
bally and  more  in  detail  explain  the  views  of  the  Department.  Please 
to  advise  freely  and  fully  with  both  these  gentlemen,  and  cooperate 
with  them  in  defending  the  vessels  and  public  property  at  the  navy 
yard.  As  there  is  an  insufflciency  of  men  in  the  service  at  that  station 
for  moving  the  vessels,  it  may  become  necessary  to  render  assistance 
from  the  force  under  your  command. 

Until  further  orders,  the  departure  of  the  Cumberland  to  Yera  Cruz 
will  be  deferred.  In  the  meantime  you  will  lend  your  assistance,  and 
that  of  your  command,  toward  putting  the  vessels  now  in  the  yard  in 
condition  to  be  moved,  placing  the  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  on 
board  for  moving,  and  in  case  of  invasion,  insurrection,  or  violence  of 
any  kind  to  suppress  it,  repelling  assault  by  force  if  necessary.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  last  night  about  11  o'clock 

a  steam  tug  passed  down  the  harbor,  having  in  tow  what  appeared  to 

be  two  light-boats.    Previous  reports  led  me  to  apprehend  that  they 

were  intended  to  be  sunk  for  the  purpose  of  blocking  up  the  channel. 

I  therefore  dispatched  a  boat,  under  charge  of  Sailmaker  [David] 
Bruce,  to  go  down  the  harbor  and  ascertain  their  intent.    At  half  past 

II  o'clock  I  sent  another  boat,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Selfridge,  with 
orders  to  go  down  as  far  as  the  narrowest  part  of  the  channel.  This 
boat  I  thought  it  prudent  to  arm.  Lieutenant  Selfridge  was  directed 
to  use  great  discretion  and  not  to  interfere  with  the  tugs  unless  they 
attempted  to  sink  the  light-boats,  but  if  they  did  so,  to  prevent  them 
if  possible.  Some  time  after  12  o'clock  another  tug,  having  in  tow 
another  light-boat,  passed  down  the  harbor. 

About  1  o'clock  the  boat  under  charge  of  Mr.  Bruce  returned  and 
reported  that  he  had  been  far  down  the  harbor,  but  had  not  seen  any- 
thing of  either  of  the  tugs  nor  of  Lieutenant  Selfridge.  At  half  past  2 
o'clock  Lieutenant  Selfridge  returned  and  informed  me  that  he  had 
been  2  miles  below  Craney  Island  light,  but  had  not  seen  the  tug  which 
had  the  two  light-boats  in  tow ;  but  that  the  other  tug  passed  him  2 
miles  below  Craney  Island  going  very  fast.  The  night  was  very  dark, 
blowing  fresh,  with  rain. 

Early  this  morning  two  tugs,  one  in  tow  of  the  other,  passed  up  the 
harbor,  and  since  then  another  tug  has  gone  down. 

I  have  thought  proper  to  report  these  circumstances  to  you,  not 
knowing  what  has  been  done  with  the  light-boats;  but  appearances 
are  certainly  suspicious,  though  possibly  there  may  be  no  real  cause  for 
my  apprehensions.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  April  12, 1  proceeded  to  Ports- 
mouth, Va.,  arriving  on  the  Sunday  morning  following.  I  immediately 
sought  the  chief  engineer  of  the  navy  yard  (Mr.  Eobert  Danby)  and 
with  him  called  on  Commodore  McCauley,  to  whom  I  presented  my 
orders  and  the  letter  of  instructions  to  him  from  the  Department  in 
relation  to  preparing  the  steam  frigate  Merrimach  at  once  tor  sea  and 
dispatching  her  to  the  Philadelphia  navy  yard.     He  directed  me  to

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take  whatever  measures  I  deemed  proper  for  expediting  the  work.  Ou 
leaving  him  I  went  on  board  the  Merrimaclc  and  made  a  careful  exam- 
ination of  the  machinery.  The  engines  were  in  a  wretched  state.  All 
the  braces  were  out  of  the  boilers,  having  been  removed  with  a  view  to 
the  substitution  of  other  and  larger  ones,  and  the  entire  machinery  was 
in  a  disabled  condition.  After  this  survey  was  completed  and  the 
amount  of  work  ascertained  that  was  required  to  be  done  (which  was 
considerable)  to  put  the  machinery  in  a  state  to  steam  to  Philadelphia, 
the  foremen  of  the  boiler  makers  and  of  the  machinists  were  directed 
to  employ  in  the  course  of  the  day  as  many  men  as  could  work  upon  it, 
and  to  commence  ou  Monday  morning,  which  was  done ;  and  the  work 
continued  to  be  steadily  urged  day  and  night  without  an  hour's  inter- 
mission until  Wednesday  afternoon,  when  everything  was  ready.  The 
coal  and  engineer  stores  had  been  taken  ou  board  during  this  time,  and 
forty-four  firemen  and  coal  heavers  engaged  for  the  trip.  On  Wednes- 
day afternoon  at  4  o'clock  I  called,  in  company  with  Chief  Engineer 
Danby,  on  Commodore  McCauley,  reported  the  machinery  ready  for 
steam,  informed  him  that  forty-four  firemen  and  coal  heavers  had  been 
engaged  and  were  ready  to  go  on  board,  and  asked  him  if  I  should  fire 
up  at  once.  He  replied  not  that  afternoon,  adding  that  if  I  had  steam 
on  the  next  morning  it  would  be  time  enough.  Accordingly,  a  regular 
engine-room  watch  was  kept  during  the  night  and  the  fires  were  started 
at  daybreak.  About  9  a.  m.  I  called  on  the  commodore  and  reported 
the  engineer  department  ready  for  leading ;  that  Chief  Engineer  Danby, 
the  assistant  engineers,  the  firemen,  and  the  coal  heavers  were  all  on 
board,  with  steam  up  and  the  engines  working  at  the  wharf.  The  only 
thing  wanting  was  his  order  to  cast  loose  and  go.  He  then,  to  my 
great  surprise  and  dissatisfaction,  informed  me  that  he  had  not  yet 
decided  to  send  the  vessel,  but  would  let  me  know  further  in  the  course 
of  a  few  hours.  I  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  instructions 
of  the  Department  were  peremptory  to  send  her,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  she  would  pass  any  obstructions  the  enemy  could  have  placed 
in  the  channel  without  feeling  them,  adding  that  if  he  delayed  a  few 
hours  the  vessel  would  have  to  remain  another  day,  and  that  during 
the  night  the  obstructions  would  doubtless  be  increased.  To  this  he 
replied,  as  before,  that  he  would  determine  in  the  course  of  the  day. 
Ou  leaving  him  I  requested  Commander  Alden  to  go  on  board  with  me; 
and  pointing  out  to  him  the  engineers,  firemen,  and  coal  heavers  assem- 
bled in  the  engine  room,  steam  being  up  and  the  engines  working  at 
the  wharf,  I  told  him  that  so  far  as  the  engineer  department  was  con- 
cerned the  vessel  was  ready  to  go,  and  that  my  part  was  done.  About 
2  p.  m.  I  again  called  on  the  commodore,  when  he  informed  me  that  he 
had  decided  to  retain  the  vessel,  and  directed  me  to  draw  the  fires.  I 
once  more  asked  his  attention  to  the  peremptory  nature  of  the  orders 
of  the  Department,  and  expressed  my  conviction  that  the  vessel  could 
then  be  taken  out  with  perfect  safety,  volunteering  earnestly  my  advice 
that  the  attempt  should  be  immediately  made  and  with  the  sloop  of 
war  Germantown  in  tow.  He  replied  by  reiterating  his  previous  decla- 
ration that  he  should  retain  the  vessel.  J^othing  then  remained  for  me 
to  do  but  to  request  him  to  put  his  endorsement  on  my  orders,  which 
he  did,  and  to  return  to  Washington  and  report  the  facts.

I  was  desirous  of  some  conversation  with  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  expedition,  in  order  to  suggest  the  intended  use  of  these  articles 
in  connection  with  what  might  be  on  board  ships  or  in  the  yard  at  Nor- 
folk, but  was  not  successful  in  meeting  him. 

I  believe  the  Anacostia^  did  not  suffer  any  detention  on  my  account, 
and  left  the  yard  about  5  p.  m.

BspoTt  of  late  commandant  navy  yard,  Norfolk,  of  events  preceding  the  destruction  and 
abandonment  of  tiiat  station. 

Washington,  D,  C,  April  25, 1861. 

SlE:  I  beg  leave  to  detail  to  the  Department  the  events  which  pre- 
ceded the  evacuation  and  destruction  of  the  Government  property  at  the 
Gosport  [iTorfolkj  navy  yard  ou  the  night  of  Saturday,  the  20th  of  April. 
On  Thursday  night  Flag-Officer  Peudergrast  learned  that  obstructions 
had  been  sent  down  to  be  placed  in  the  river.  He  promptly  had  two  boats 
manned  and  armed  to  prevent  it,  but  owing  to  the  thickuessof  the  weather 
his  intentions  were  foiled.  On  Friday,  the  19th  instant,  I  understood 
that  Virginia  State  troops  were  arriving  at  Portsmouth  and  Norfolk  in 
numbers  from  Eichmond,  Petersburg,  and  the  neighborhood,  and  not 
having  the  means  at  my  disposal  to  get  the  Merrimack,  Germantown,  and 
Plymouth  to  a  place  of  safety  I  determined  on  destroying  them,  being 
satisfied  that  with  the  small  force  under  my  command  the  yard  was  no 
longer  tenable.  I  did  not,  however,  carry  this  act  into  execution  until 
the  next  day,  before  which  I  discovered  that  the  insurgents  were  throw- 
ing up  batteries  immediately  in  front  of  the  yard,  when  I  sent  Lieuten- 
ant Selfridge,  of  the  Cumberland,  to  General  Taliaferro,  commanding 
Virginia  troops,  with  a  message  that  if  they  continued  to  menace  me  by 
placing  batteries  opposite  the  yard  I  should  consider  it  an  act  of  war 
and  fire  upon  them.  Colonel  Heth,  the  aid-de-camp  of  the  general,  re- 
turned with  Lieutenant  Selfridge  and  assured  me  that  the  general 
disclaimed  all  knowledge  of  such  batteries.  I  then  commenced  scut- 
tling the  Germantown,  Plymouth,  Dolphin,  and  Merrimack,  destroying 
engine  and  machinery  of  the  latter,  cutting  away  the  large  shears, 
spiking  all  the  guns  in  the  yard  and  on  board  the  ships  in  ordinary, 
including  the  Pennsylvania,  and  destroying  such  arms  of  the  old  and 
obsolete  pattern  as  could  not  be  placed  on  board  the  Cumberland  and 
throwing  them  overboard,  making  the  destruction  of  other  things,  with 
the  exception  of  the  public  buildings,  as  complete  as  possible.  By  this 
time  it  was  quite  dark.  My  officers,  with  a  few  exceptions,  had  all 
deserted  me;  even  the  watchmen  had  thrown  off  their  allegiance  and 
had  taken  part  with  the  secessionists ;  so  I  determined  on  retiring  to  the 
Cumberland  and  in  the  morning  act  as  circumstances  might  require.

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With  the  Cwnberland  I  could  have  destroyed  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth, 
and  had  batteries  opened  upon  the  ship  these  cities  would  have  been 
at  my  mercy.  Before  I  had  carried  out  my  intention  of  embarking  on 
board  the  Cumberland  flag-Officer  Paulding  arrived  in  the  Pawnee, 
As  he  had  special  instructions  from  the  Department,  which  he  substan- 
tially communicated  to  me,  and  to  which  I  gave  entire  assent,  I  took 
no  further  active  part  in  the  matter  and  embarked  on  board  the  Cum- 
berland; but  I  can  bear  testimony  to  the  gallant  manner  in  which  Flag- 
Offlcer  Paulding  and  his  brave  associates  executed  his  orders.  Toward 
morning  Flag-Offlcer  Paulding  embarked  with  his  force,  and  the  Cum- 
berland and  Pawnee,  the  former  assisted  by  the  steamer  Yankee,  from 
New  York,  stood  down  the  river  unmolested.  The  Cumberland  was 
detained  some  hours  by  the  obstructions  placed  in  the  narrows  near 
Sewell's  Point,  but  finally  overcame  them  and  anchored  in  Hampton 
Eoads  by  8  o'clock  p.  m.  Sunday.  In  making  this  my  report  to  the 
Department  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  the  gallant  and  meri- 
torious conduct  of  these  officers,  true  to  their  allegiance.  I  can  not 
speak  in  sufficiently  high  terms  of  Flag-Officer  Pendergrast  for  the 
many  valuable  suggestions  I  received  from  him.  To  Captain  Marston 
and  officers  of  the  Cumberland  I  feel  very  much  indebted.  Lieutenant 
Selfridge  bore  a  message  to  the  commanding  general  under  great  per- 
sonal risk.  I  have  to  thank  Commander  Livingston,  Lieutenants 
Semmes,  Donaldson,  and  Irwin  for  gallant  and  efficient  services,  and 
to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Edelin,  of  the  marines,  my  thanks  are  particu- 
larly due.

Beport  of  Commodoie  Paulding,  V.  S.  Kavy,  commanding  IT,  S.  naval  foice  in  waters  of 
Virginia,  regarding  the  destmction  of  the  Norfolk  nayy  yard. 

Washing-ton,  D.  C,  Ajaril  23, 1861. 
Sib  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  19th  instant,  I  embarked  in 
•  the  steamer  Pawnee,  and,  with  100  marines  sent  on  board  from  head- 
quarters, arrived  on  the  afternoon  of  the  following  day  at  Fortress 
Monroe.  Captain  H.  G.  Wright,  of  the  Engineer  Corps,  sent  under 
orders  from  General  Scott,  waited  upon  Colonel  Dimick,  anil  obtained 
the  services  of  Colonel  Wardrop's  regiment  of  Massachusetts  volun- 
teers, and  at  8  p.  m.  we  were  at  the  Gosport  [Norfolk]  navy  yard.  As 
soon  as  I  communicated  with  Flag-Officer  McCauley  I  ascertained  that 
all  the  officers  in  public  employment  here,  being  Southern  men,  had 
tendered  their  resignations  and  abandoned  their  duty.  The  workmen 
on  the  preceding  day  had  absented  themselves  from  the  usual  muster, 
and  such  people  as  came  into  the  yard  clandestinely  possessed  them- 
selves of  the  arms  belonging  to  the  Government.  An  angry  feeling 
toward  the  Government  was  known  to  exist  amongst  the  people  of 
Portsmouth  and  Norfolk.  Many  were  enrolled  in  military  companies, 
and  a  force  of  some  two  or  three  thousand  men  were  said  to  be  assem- 
bled for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  navy  yard  when  their  preparations 
were  completed.  The  powder  of  the  Government  had  been  taken  from 
the  magazine  near  Norfolk,  and  reports  were  circulated  of  batteries 
N  w  K — VOL  4 19 
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being  established  along  the  shore  approaches  to  the  navy  yard.  At 
two  different  points  where  the  main  channel  is  narrow,  at  Craney  Island 
and  Sewell's  Point,  numerous  hulks  and  other  obstructions  were  sunk, 
three  of  the  light-boats  having  been  used  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  work 
was  still  going  on,  each  day  rendering  the  difficulty  of  the  passage 
greater,  the  object  being  to  prevent  the  men-of-war  at  the  navy  yard 
from  leaving  the  port.  The Merrimach,  stiBamer  of  fifty  guns,  had  been 
fully  repaired,  and,  with  the  exception  of  her  battery  and  stowage  of 
her  hold,  was  ready  to  put  to  sea  when  orders  were  given  a  few  days 
previous  to  take  her  under  the  shears  to  put  her  guns  on  board.  The 
order  was  countermanded  upon  the  representation  of  certain  parties 
that  such  a  proceeding  would  certainly  bring  on  a  collision  with  the 
people  outside  of  the  yard,  and  nothing  further  was  done.  The  sloop 
of  war  Oermantown  was  alongside  of  the  yard,  completely  equipped  for 
sea,  requiring  nothiug  more  than  a  crew.  The  Plymouth,  sloop  also,  of 
twenty  guns,  was  in  a  similar  state  of  preparation,  and  a  few  hours 
would  have  placed  the  Dolphin  in  a  condition  to  have  gone  to  sea. 
The  guns  in  the  yard  and  at  St.  Helena  [Va.l,  with  the  exception  of 
about  200,  had  been  spiked,  as  well  as  all  on  board  the  ships,  except 
five  heavy  guns  on  a  side  on  board  the  Pennsylvania.  The  shells 
of  these  were  drawn  after  my  arrival  and  they  were  also  spiked.  The 
estimated  number  of  ordnance  of  all  calibers  at  this  place  is  about 
3,000,  and  of  these  some  300  are  the  latest  pattern  of  Dahlgren  guns, 
some  of  large  caliber.  They  could  not  be  removed,  and  there  was  no 
effectual  means  of  rendering  the  Dahlgren  guns  wholly  unserviceable. 
One  hundred  men  worked  for  an  hour  with  sledge  hammers,  and  such 
was  the  tenacity  of  the  iron  that  they  did  not  succeed  in  braaking  a 
single  trunnion.  In  carrying  out  the  orders  of  the  Department  it  was 
my  intention  to  have  placed  the  vessels  named  in  the  channel  to  protect 
it  from  further  obstructions,  and  at  my  convenience  take  them  under 
the  guns  of  Fortress  Monroe,  or  send  them  to  sea,  as  might  be  most 
expedient.  Greatly  to  my  regret,  however,  I  found  that  these  vessels 
had  all  been  scuttled  about  two  or  three  hours  before  my  arrival,  and 
were  sinking  so  fast  that  they  could  not  be  saved.  In  view  of  this 
condition  of  things  there  were  but  two  alternatives  presented  to  my 
mind — the  first,  to  leave  the  navy  yard  and  ships  in  the  hands  of 
people  hostile  to  the  Government,  for  it  was  apparent  that  the  yard 
could  not  be  held  by  our  available  means  of  defense;  or,  using  the 
power  with  which  I  was  invested,  destroy  the  public  property  of  every 
description.  I  was  not  long  in  adopting  the  latter  expedient,  and  when 
all  the  arrangements  were  made  and  the  tide  served  to  remove  the 
frigate  Cumberland,  I  took  h^r  in  tow,  and  when  she  was  out  of  danger 
from  the  fire  gave  the  concerted  signal,  and  in  a  few  minutes  afterwards 
the  ships  and  buildings  in  the  yard  were  in  flames.  Lieutenant  Henry 
A.  Wise  was  charged  with  burning  the  ships,  and  no  officer  could  have 
performed  the  duty  more  efficiently.  The  dry  dock  was  mined,  and 
this  duty  was  assigned  to  Captain  Wright,  of  the  Engineers,  and  Com- 
mander Eodgers,  of  the  Navy.  It  is  a  source  of  deep  regret  to  me  that 
neither  of  these  gentlemen  reached  the  boat  with  which  Captain  Wilkes 
was  charged  to  bring  off  the  parties  who  were  operating  in  the  yard. 
Of  this  service  Captain  Wilkes  had  the  superintendence.  I  trust  that 
these  gentlemen  may  have  made  their  way  into  the  country,  and  will 
thus  escape.  Both  are  men  .of  distinguished  merit,  and  it  is  much  to 
be  regretted  that  the  Government  should  be  deprived  of  their  services 
even  for  a  brief  period.  Having  anchored  the  Cumberland  above  the 
barrier  at  Sewell's  Point,  the  Pawnee  proceeded  to  Fortress  Monroe, 
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where  she  landed  Colonel  Wardrop  and  his  regiment.  To  him  and  his 
men  my  thanks  are  due  for  their  manly  and  military  bearing  under  cir- 
cumstances of  great  discomfort,  and  I  doubt  not  that  a  just  reliance  may 
be  placed  upon  their  gallantry  and  patriotism.  At  Fortress  Monroe  I 
found  the  steamer  Keystone  State,  of  Philadelphia,  in  command  of 
Lieutenant  Maxwell  WoodhuU,  who  in  less  than  forty- eight  hours  from 
the  date  of  his  orders  had  chartered,  manned,  and  armed  his  vessel 
and  arrived  at  the  point  of  his  destination.  Without  the  aid  of  these 
powerful  steamers  we  should  have  been  greatly  embarrassed  and  the 
Cumberland  placed  in  imminent  peril.  Soon  after  my  arrival  at  the 
navy  yard  a  flag  of  truce  came  from  General  Taliaferro,  commanding 
the  military  forces  of  Virginia.  The  purport  of  his  message  was  that 
to  save  the  effusion  of  blood  the  general  would  permit  the  Cumberland 
to  leave  the  port  unmolested  if  the  destruction  of  the  public  property 
should  be  discontinued.  To  this  I  responded  that  any  act  of  violence 
on  their  part  would  devolve  upon  them  the  consequences.  In  coming 
out  with  the  Cumberland  she  brought  up  in  crossing  the  wrecks  off 
SewelFs  Point  and  hung  for  some  hours,  and  was  finally  dragged  off 
by  the  chartered  tugs  Yankee  smd  Keystone  State.  I  have  instructed 
Flag-Ofi&cer  Pendergrast  to  anchor  in  mid-channel  off  Fortress  Monroe 
untU  the  pleasure  of  the  Department  shall  be  made  known  to  him, 
believing  it  important  to  have  a  watch  kept  upon  certain  armed  steam- 
ers said  to  have  made  their  appearance  in  that  vicinity.  The  Pawnee 
and  Keystone  State  left  Fortress  Monroe  at  7 :  30  a.  m.  on  the  22d  and 
arrived  at  the  Washington  navy  yard  at  about  2  p.  m.  this  day.  The 
of&cers  who  served  under  my  command  in  the  performance  of  the  duty 
devolved  upon  me  have  a  claim  upon  the  respectful  consideration  of 
the  Government  for  the  intelligence,  energy,  and  patriotism  with  which 
they  gave  me  their  support  and  assistance.

Abstract  log  of  the  0.  S.  S.  Favnee,  April  20-23,  1861. 

AprilSO,  1861. — Steaming  down  the  Potomac.  At  2 :  30  p.  m.  rounded 
to  off  Fortress  Monroe.  At  5 :  15  the  Third  Massachusetts  Eegiineut, 
Colonel  Wardrop,  marched  out  of  Fortress  Monroe  and  embarked  on 
this  ship  to  the  number  of  about  349,  rank  and  file.  Observed  a  num- 
ber of  vessels  sunk  in  the  narrow  part  of  channel  off  Sewell's  Point, 
for  the  purpose  of  obstructing  navigation.  At  6:45  steaming  up 
toward  Norfolk.  Passed  the  obstructions  in  the  channel  without  difiQ- 
culty.  Kept  men  at  qjiarters,  guns  loaded.  At  8  p.  m.  ran  alongside 
the  navy-yard  wharf,  to  the  northward  of  first  ship  house.  Hailed  by 
the  TJ,  S.  ship  Pennsylvania,  who  greeted  our  arrival  with  three  cheers. 
The  flagship  Cumberland  did  likewise.  At  8 :  10  Lieutenant  Command- 
ing Donaldson,  of  the  receiving  ship  Pennsylvania,  came  aboard  and 
informed  us  that  all  the  vessels  at  the  yard  had  been  scuttled  and 
the  machinery  of  the  Merrimack  completely  disabled  this  afternoon,  to 
prevent  their  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  insurgents,  who  had  for  some 
time  past  been  making  demonstrations  against  the  public  property  at 
the  navy  yard.  Flag  Officers  McCauley  and  Pendergrast  came  on 
board.  Sent  parties  to  various  parts  of  the  yard  to  secure,  remove,  or 
destroy  public  property  liable  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  insurgents. 
A  large  party  went  ashore  to  knock  trunnions  oft"  guns;  succeeded  in 
breaking  a  few  off'.  Eeceived  from  the  Pennsylvania  four  boxes  of  arms ; 
also  a  detachment  of  thirty-four,  rank  and  file,  of  marines,  with  bags  and 
accouterments.  Sent  the  Massachusetts  volunteers  ashore  in  the  navy 
yard.  Sent  marines  brought  from  marine  barracks  at  Washington  to 
relieve  marines  belonging  to  the  yard;  the  latter  transferred  to  the 
Cumberland.  Placed  guard  at  the  main  entrance  to  yard,  and  others 
patrolled  the  yard. 

April21. — Commences  and  till  4  a.  m. ;  making  preparations  for  setting 
fire  to  the  ship  houses,  ships,  and  storehouses,  and  destroying  the  dry 
dock.  Landed  all  the  turpentine,  powder,  and  waste  received  on  board 
from  the  Anacostia  on  Friday  last.  Eeembarked  the  marines  and  the 
Massachusetts  regiment.  Sent  parties  in  charge  of  Captain  Wilkes, 
Commanders  Sands,  Eodgers,  and  Alden,  and  Captain  Wright,  of  IJ.  S. 
Engineers,  for  carrying  on  the  preparations  above  mentioned.  At 
about  2  a.  m.  the  marine  barracks  were  set  fire  to.  At  3 :  30  hauled 
oft'  from  the  wharf  and  prepared  to  take  the  flagship  Cumberland  in 
tow.  At  4:15  a.  m.  the  Cumberland,  having  the  steam  tug  Yankee 
alongside,  succeeded  in  getting  a  hawser  to  this  ship  and  slipping  her 
cable.  We  got  underway  and  commenced  steaming  down  to  Hampton 
Eoads.  At  4:20  sent  up  a  rocket,  and  the  ships,  buildings,  etc., 
were  fired.    Sent  all  hands  to  quarters,  opened  the  magazine  and  shell 
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rooms  and  manned  the  starboard  battery,  the  marines  being  all  on  deck 
under  arms.  Steaming  slowly  down,  passed  by  the  cities  of  Ports- 
mouth and  Norfolk  unmolested,  the  flames  of  the  burning  buildings  at 
the  yard  illuminating  the  vessels  and  the  town  perfectly.  Steaming 
slowly  to  allow  the  boats  to  come  alongside.  Oaptain  Wilkes  and 
Commanders  Sands  and  Alden  and  their  parties  returned  on  board,  but 
reported  their  inability  to  bring  off  Commander  Rodgers  and  Captain 
Wright,  U.  S.  Engineers.  At  0  approached  barriers  in  the  channel, 
and  found  new  obstructions  placed  there  since  we  passed  last  evening. 
Determined  to  anchor  the  Cumberland  and  examine  the  channel,  which 
was  done.  This  ship  passed  the  obstructions  without  touching  any- 
thing. At  6: 15,  when  near  the  wharf  at  Fortress  Monroe,  discovered 
the  steamer  Keystone  State,  with  men  and  marines  on  board,  under 
command  of  Lieutenant  M.  Woodhull,  standing  in.  Spoke  her.  At  8 
came  alongside  of  wharf.  From  8  to  meridian :  Debarked  the  Third 
Eegiment  of  Massachusetts  Volunteers,  who  returned  to  Fort  Monroe. 
Keystone  State  went  to  assistance  of  Cumberland.  Lieutenant  Chaplin 
went  aboard  to  pilot  her  through  the  barriers.  At  2: 30  p.  m.  Flag- 
Offlcer  Paulding  left  this  ship.  Hauled  down  the  blue  flag.  At  3  the 
Keystone  State,  bearing  the  flag  of  Flag-Officer  Paulding,  got  underway. 

April  22. — From  4  to  6  p,  m. :  Standing  up  the  Potomac  Eiver.  At 
9  anchored.    A  light-boat  on  fire  up  the  river. 

April  23. — Light-boat  still  burning.  At  10  a.  m.  passed  Mount  Ver- 
non ;  went  through  the  usual  ceremonies.  At  10 :  30  the  Keystone  State 
informed  us  that  there  were  batteries  planted  at  Alexandria.  Went  to 
quarters  and  made  preparations  for  action.  Passed  Alexandria  with- 
out seeing  any  batteries.  Ran  aground  off  the  arsenal;  were  towed 
off  by  a  tugboat  to  the  navy  yard  (Washington). 


BepoTt  of  Captain  Wilkes,  IT.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  destmotion  of  the  Norfolk  navy  yard. 

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee,  April  22, 1861. 

SiE:  Agreeably  to  your  orders,  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
circumstances  and  events  which  have  taken  place  under  your  orders  of 
the  20th  for  the  relief  of  the  frigate  Cumberland  and  the  vessels  of  the 
Navy  at  the  Gosport  [Norfolk]  navy  yard.  In  the  first  place,  I  must 
state  that  the  instructions  given  by  you  relative  to  the  destruction  of 
lirivate  property,  or  anything  that  in  any  way  could  be  construed  as  an 
aggression  on  individuals  or  their  property,  was  fully  impressed  on  your 
whole  command,  and  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  all  acted 
up  both  to  the  spirit  and  literal  construction  of  these  orders;  and  it 
was  expressly  understood  that  in  no  event  were  hostile  measures  to  be 
resorted  to  unless  initiated  by  the  authorities  and  people.  On  the 
information  possessed  of  the  actual  situation  of  the  vessels  and  force 
at  the  Gosport  [Norfolk]  navy  yard,  the  following  detail  of  oflBcers  for. 
the  duties  was  made.  The  vessels  known  to  be  under  repairs  and 
serviceable  were  the  following,  with  the  offlciers  who  were  to  be  attached 
to  them,  and  whose  duty  it  was  to  prepare  them  for  immediate  depar- 
ture, viz : 

Steam  frigate  Merrimaclc — Captain  [Charles]  Wilkes,  Commander 
B.  F.]  Sands,  Lieutenants  [H.  A.]  Wise  and  [A.  W.]  Johnson,  Chief 

ngineer  [J.  W.]  King. 

Sloop  of  war  Cermantown — Commander  [W.  M.]  Walker,  Lieutenants 
[S.  L.]  Phelps  and  [G.  U.]  Morris. 
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Sloop  of  war  Plymouth — Commander  [John]  Eodgera,  Lieutenants 
[William]  Gibson  and  [C.  P.]  McGary. 

Brig  Dolphin — Commander  [ JamesJ  Alden,  Lieutenant  J.  H.  Eussell. 

The  men  were  apportioned  to  these  vessels  as  follows,  viz :  Merri- 
maek,  50;  Germantown,  40;  Plymouth,  30;  Dolphin,  20;  besides  the 
marines  to  be  detailed. 

At  6:45  p.  m.  we  left  Fortress  Monroe,  having  taken  on  board  the 
Massachusetts  regiment.  Colonel  Wardrop,  360  strong,  who  had  previ- 
ously arrived,  and  stood  up  for  Korfolk.  Off  Sewell's  Point  we  easily 
passed  the  obstruction  which  had  been  sunk  to  prevent  the  exit  of  our 
war  vessels.  If  we  had  adopted  the  same  means  (which  it  was  abun- 
dantly in  our  power  to  have  doue,  by  sinking  in  the  channel  the  large 
vessels  in  ordinary)  we  could  have  annihilated  the  harbor  of  Norfolk 
for  fifty  years.  The  Pawnee  reached  the  navy -yard  wharf  without  any 
opposition  or  disturbance  whatever.  The  crews  of  the  Pennsylvania 
and  Cumberland  received  us  with  many  hearty  cheers,  which  were  patri- 
otically returned  from  those  on  board  the  Pawnee.  In  obedience  to  your 
order,  I  waited  upon  Commodore  McCauley,  with  Captain  Wright,  of 
the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Army,  reported  your  arrival  with  assistance, 
and  introduced  Captain  Wright  as  the  ofBcer  charged  with  the  defense 
of  the  yard.  Commodore  McCauley  informed  me  that  he  had  been 
deserted  by  all  his  officers,  including  an  officer  of  marines,  and  that  the 
yard  was  without  defense;  that  he  had  no  one  to  rely  upon,  and  desired 
me  to  report  that  he  had  scuttled  all  the  ships  about  4  o'clock  p.  m.  and 
had  destroyed  a  large  amount  of  property  to  prevent  them  from  falling 
into  the  hands  of  the  disaffected,  led  on  by  the  same  officers  who  had  left 
him.  This  caused  an  immediate  change  in  your  orders  to  me,  and  an 
endeavor  to  stop  the  sinking  of  the  vessels  and  their  further  destruc- 
tion. Commander  Walker,  with  other  officers,  was  directed  to  make 
the  examination,  with  the  aid  of  the  carpenter  of  the  Cumberland,  report 
their  condition,  and  if  their  sinking  could  be  prevented;  but  in  all 
except  the  Dolphin  it  was  found  to  be  impossible.  The  leak  in  the  lat- 
ter was  arrested,  when  your  orders  followed  to  prepare  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  property.  Officers  were  detailed  immediately  to  carry  it 
into  effect.  One  hundred  men  were  sent  by  Commodore  Pendergrast 
from  the  Cumberland  to  assist,  divided  into  several  gangs,  to  render  the 
new  guns  unserviceable;  but  after  some  time  spent  therein  it  was  found 
that  the  metal  of  the  guns  was  so  superior  as  to  resist  all  and  the  most 
powerful  efforts  to  break  off  the  trunnions.  They  were  spiked  and  ren- 
dered, as  far  as  the  time  would  permit,  unserviceable.  Commander 
Eodgers  and  Captain  Wright,  of  the  Engineer  Corps,  volunteered  for 
the  destruction  of  the  dry  dock,  and  the  powder  and  necessary  tools 
were  transported  by  a  detachment  of  forty  men  of  the  Massachusetts 
troops,  detailed  by  Colonel  Wardrop  for  this  purpose.  Lieutenant  Eus- 
sell was  sent,  under  orders  of  Commander  Eodgers,  to  act  as  his  aid,  by 
which  communication  could  be  kept  open.  Mr.  King,  engineer  in  chief, 
also  volunteered  for  this  service.  Commander  Alden  was  directed  to 
prepare  for  the  destruction  of  the  storehouse,  shops,  buildings,  etc., 
around  the  yard,  including  the  barracks;  Commander  Sands,  to  prepare 
for  the  destruction  of  the  ship  houses  and  their  contents,  and,  when 
ready,  to  report;  Lieutenants  Wise,  Phelps,  Gibson,  McGary,  and  Mor- 
ris, to  prepare  the  several  vessels  of  the  Navy  for  destruction  and  to 
distribute  the  material  provided  for  that  purpose  on  board  the  several 
vessels  designated  by  you;  and  trains  were  laid  on  the  Plymouth,  Mer- 
rimack, Germantown,  Baritan,  Columbia,  brig  Dolphin,  and  Pennsylvania, 
in  the  order  in  which  they  lay  moored.    The  ship  Delaware  was  left  out 
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in  consequence  of  the  distance  she  lay  ofi',  and  the  frigate  United  States 
was  in  so  decayed  a  condition  that  it  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  waste 
the  material  of  turpentine  upon  her.  At  1 :45  a.  m.  it  was  reported  to 
me  by  Commanders  Eodgers,  Alden,  and  Sands  that  all  was  ready,  and 
directions  were  given  that  all  the  men  that  could  be  spared  should  be 
sent  on  board  immediately,  retaining  only  those  necessary  to  ignite  the 
material,  and  that  the  signal  would  be  a  rocket  from  the  Fawnee,  to  be 
ordered  by  yourself.  The  troops  and  marines  were  rapidly  embarked, 
when  it  was  reported  to  you  by  the  youngest  son  of  Commodore  McCau- 
ley,  tears  streaming  down  his  cheeks,  that  his  father  refused  to  vacate 
his  post,  and  declined  all  inducement  to  do  so.  Commander  Alden  was 
selected  by  you  to  make  the  endeavor  to  induce  him  to  yield,  and  to 
state  that  it  was  your  intention  speedily  to  fire  the  buildings  and  his 
life  must  be  lost.  This  last  effort  succeeded,  and  he  was  induced,  with 
great  reluctance,  to  remove  to  the  Cumberland.  All  the  shore  parties 
having  been  withdrawn,  two  boats  belonging  to  the  Cumberland  were 
alongside.  One  was  put  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Wise,  with 
Lieutenant  Phelps,  to  fire  the  trains  on  tbe  appointed  signal  being 
given.  The  other  I  embarked  in  with  Lieutenant  Russell  to  await  the 
signal  and  bring  oft"  those  who  were  left,  viz.  Commander  Eodgers  and 
Captain  Wright,  Of  the  Engineer  Corps,  and  John  Reynolds,  ordinary 
seaman;  Commander  Alden  and  Samuel  Williams,  Commander  Sands, 
Samuel  Watson,  and  John  Koble ;  in  all,  eight  persons.  The  rendezvous 
was  carefully  pointed  out  and  made  known  to  all  of  them.  The  Pawnee 
left  the  wharf  at  2 :  25  a.  m.,  winded,  and  hawsers  were  passed  from  the 
Cumberland  for  the  purpose  of  towing  her  out.  At  4  o'clock,  after  a 
detention  of  nearly  two  hours,  the  Cumberland  slipped  her  moorings, 
and  both  vessels  stood  out  and  down  the  harbor.  At  4 :  20  the  signal 
was  made  and  the  torch  applied,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the  whole  area 
of  the  yard  was  one  sheet  of  flame — the  two  ship  houses  and  the  whole 
line  of  stores,  as  well  as  the  Merrimach.  The  marine  barracks  had  by 
some  accident  caught  flre  at  an  early  hour,  but  we  purposely  avoided 
any  attempt  to  extinguish  the  flames,  fearful  lest  the  fire  might  com- 
municate with  the  ship  houses,  and  thus  involve  both  the  Cumberland 
and  Pawnee  in  destruction.  The  station  1  had  chosen  for  the  boat  was 
just  ahead  of  the  Germantown  and  at  the  end  of  the  eastern  ship  house. 
The  Merrimach  lay  close  astern  of  the  Germantown,  and  the  fire  soon 
reached  her  rigging  and  spars.  In  a  few  minutes  Commander  Alden 
and  his  man  and  Commander  Sands  and  his  two  men  joined  me.  The 
flames  were  making  rapid  progress,  and  all  attention  was  turned  toward 
the  direction  from  whence  Commander  Eodgers  and  Captain  Wright 
were  to  come.  The  conflagration  was  rapid,  in  vast  sheets  of  flames, 
and  dense  smoke,  which  enveloped  us  from  the  Merrimack,  soon  made 
it  evident  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  anyone  to  pass  through  it; 
yet  they  might  have  made  the  attempt  to  reach  us.  It  was  a  painful 
anxiety  to  see  every  moment  the  chances  of  their  escape  diminishing. 
Our  own  safety  was  not  thought  of  until  aU  hope  or  chance  of  their 
joining  us  was  at  an  end.  Then,  and  with  great  reluctance,  I  gave  the 
order  to  shove  off".  As  we  emerged  from  the  smoke  we  caught  sight 
of  Lieutenant  Wise's  boat,  which  appeared  as  if  passing  through  the 
flames.  At  this  time  the  mast  and  spars  of  the  Germantown  were  on 
fire,  and  portions  of  her  hull  enveloped  in  the  flames  from  the  Merri- 
mach. I  directed  the  boats  to  pull  out,  and  was  followed  by  Lieutenant 
Wise,  the  large  flakes  of  fire  falling  around  us.  We  had  scarcely  got 
beyond  the  ship  Pennsylvania,  which  was  the  lowest  vessel,  when  the 
flames  from  the  lower  ship  house,  under  which  we  had  been  lying,  reached 
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her  sides,  and  shortly  after  she  was  enveloped  in  flames.  The  boats 
followed  the  vessels,  and  did  not  reach  thein  until  oft'  Craney  Island, 
when  I  reported  to  you  the  service  performed,  and  the  absence  of  Com- 
mander Eodgers  and  Captain  Wright  and  the  man  Eeynolds,  and  with 
this  exception  the  return  of  the  whole  party  without  accident  or  injury. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty  it  affords  me  the  highest  gratifica- 
tion to  bear  witness  to  the  zeal,  coolness,  and  energy  with  which  the 
officers  placed  under  my  orders  have  behaved,  and  the  devotion  exhib- 
ited to  the  country  and  Union.  Much  of  the  successful  accomplishment 
of  the  duties  are  due  to  the  assistance  and  arrangement  of  Commander 
Eowan  and  his  officers,  to  whom  I  feel  also  personally  greatly  indebted 
for  his  hospitality  and  attentions.  I  must  not  omit  to  bring  to  your 
notice  the  alacrity  with  which  the  detachment  from  Colonel  Wardrop's 
regiment  performed  the  duty  for  which  they  volunteered.  I  enclose 
you  the  names*  of  the  three  men  whose  conduct  has  been  reported  to 
me  by  their  officers  as  deserving  notice  for  their  conduct  under  the 
exciting  duty  they  had  to  perform. 

Believing  that  1  have  given  you  a  full  detail  of  all  the  circumstances 
which  passed  under  my  notice,  and  the  performance  of  tbe  duties  with 
which  you  intrusted  me,  I  am,  very  respectfully,  your  obedient  servant,

Beport  of  Captain  H.  G.  Wright,  V.  8.  Engineer  Corps,  relative  to  the  destmction  and 
abandonment  of  Norfolk  navy  yard. 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  26, 1861. 

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  the 
instructions  following,  received  from  the  Headquarters  of  the  Army  on 
the  19th  instant,  I  proceeded  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  on  the 
U.  S.  S.  Pawnee,  to  Fort  Monroe,  where  we  arrived  the  next  day  at 
about  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  communicated  with  the  commanding  officer. 
Colonel  Dimick.  The  object  of  the  expedition  was  to  secure  to  the 
United  States,  if  possible,  the  navy  yard  and  property  at  Norfolk, 
with  the  ships  of  war  then  in  that  harbor;  and,  in  furtherance  of  that 
object,  my  instructions  authorized  me  to  call  upon  the  commanding 
officer  at  Fort  Monroe  for  such  force,  to  the  extent  of  one  regiment,  as 
he  could  spare  from  the  garrison  without  jeopardizing  the  safety  of  the 
fort.  He  accordingly  assigned  to  the  expedition  one 'of  the  two  regi- 
ments which  had  that  morning  arrived.  This  regiment,  about  370 
strong,  under  Colonel  Wardrop,  was  promptly  marched  on  board,  and 
late  in  the  afternoon  the  steamer  proceeded  to  Norfolk,  where  she 
arrived  some  time  after  dark  the  same  evening,  the  20th  instant. 

On  reaching  the  yard  it  was  found  that  all  the  ships  afloat,  except 
the  Oumherland,  had  been  scuttled  by  order  of  Commodore  McCauley, 
the  commandant  of  tbe  yard,  to  prevent  their  seizuie  by  the  Virginia 
forces,  and  that  they  were  fast  sinking.  One  of  the  objects  of  the 
expedition,  that  of  removing  those  vessels  and  taking  them  to  sea,  was 
therefore  frustrated. 

On  reporting  to  the  commodore  of  the  yard  I  found  him  disposed  to 
defend  the  yard  and  property  to  the  last,  and  the  troops  were  accord- 

*  Not  found. 
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ingly  landed  aud  some  dispositions  for  defense  taken.  It  was  soon 
determined,  however,  by  Commodore  Paulding,  who  had  come  on  the 
Patcnee  from  Washington,  to  finish  the  destruction  of  the  scuttled 
ships,  to  burn  and  otherwise  destroy,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  prop- 
erty in  the  yard,  and  withdraw  with  the  frigate  Cumberland,  in  tow  of 
the  Pawnee  and  a  steam  tug  which  was  lying  at  the  yard. 

To  Commander  John  Rodgers,  of  the  Navy,  and  myself  was  assigned 
the  duty  of  blowing  up  the  dry  dock,  assisted  by  forty  men  of  the  vol- 
unteers and  a  few  men  from  the  crew  of  the  Pawnee.  The  dock,  which 
is  a  massive  structure  of  granite  masonry,  has  a  pumping  gallery  run- 
ning along  the  back  of  one  of  the  side  walls,  entering  from  the  level  of 
the  bottom  near  the  entrance  gate,  and  terminating,  as  is  understood, 
in  the  pumping  house  near  the  farther  end  of  the  dock.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances, of  want  of  time  for  preparation  and  the  darkness  of  night, 
this  gallery  offered  the  only  means  for  the  establishment  of  a  mine. 
Had  the  dock  been  full  of  water  this  advantage  could  not  have  been 
availed  of,  but  we  found  in  it  a  depth  of  only  about  2  feet.  We 
accordingly  proceeded  to  construct  in  this  gallery  a  platform  of  such 
materials  as  could  be  collected  to  a  height  above  the  surface  of  the 
water,  and  on  this  we  placed  the  powder  (2,000  pounds)  which  we  had 
brought  from  the  ship,  established  a  train  from  the  gallery  to  the  out- 
side, and  connected  with  it  four  separate  slow  matches. 

Everything  being  arranged,  all  the  men  were  sent  to  the  ship,  except 
one  of  the  crew  of  the  Pawnee,  who  was  retained  to  watch  for  the 
signal  from  the  commodore  for  lighting  the  matches  and  returning  to 
the  ship.  On  the  signal  the  matches  were  lighted  by  Captain  Rodgers 
and  myself,  and  we  made  the  best  of  our  way  toward  the  landing;  but 
before  we  could  reach  it  the  flames  of  the  burning  buildings  had 
become  so  intense  that  the  boats  had  undoubtedly  been  driven  off,  and, 
indeed,  we  could  not  approach  it.  After  some  delay  we  succeeded  in 
getting  out  of  the  yard  through  the  burning  gateway,  and  seized  a  boat 
in  the  hope  of  making  our  escape  by  the  river.  We  had  proceeded  but 
a  short  distance,  however,  Avhen  several  shots  were  fired  at  us  from  the 
Portsmouth  side,  and  as  the  armed  force  was  rapidly  accumulating 
against  us  at  a  point  below,  where  the  river  was  narrow,  and  where  we 
should  have  had  to  pass  within  effective  musket  range,  we  concluded  to 
land  on  the  Norfolk  side  and  deliver  ourselves  up  to  the  commanding 
general  of  the  Virginia  forces.  He  received  us  very  kindly  and  cour- 
teously and  on  giving  him  our  parole  he  provided  us  with  comfortable 
quarters  at  the  Atlantic  Hotel.  This  was  on  Sunday  morning  about 
6  o'clock.  On  Monday  at  noon  he  sent  us  with  an  officer  to  Richmond, 
where  we  were  most  kindly  treated  by  the  governor  add  his  family 
and  by  the  gentlemen  there  present  from  the  various  parts  of  Virginia. 
We  remained  as  guests  of  the  governor  on  parole  till  Wednesday,  the 
24th,  when  we  were  released,  aud  on  Thursday  morning  we  left  for 
Washington. 

To  Governor  Letcher  our  especial  thanks  are  due  for  the  uniform 
kindness  and  consideration  with  which  he  treated  us.  Probablj'  to 
protect  us  from  any  annoyance  from  the  populace  of  Richmond,  he 
accompanied  us  to  the  cars  at  6  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  to  further 
shield  us  from  possible  annoyance  along  the  road  he  detailed  two  oflfi- 
cers  of  the  Virginia  forces  to  conduct  us  safe  to  Washington,  where 
we  arrived  yesterday  between  4  and  5  o'clock  p.  m. 

From  what  we  could  learn  in  Norfolk  1  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
attempt  to  destroy  the  dock  did  not  succeed.    We  were  told  that  the 
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mine  did  explode  and  that  it  did  not.  Three  separate  explosions  took 
place  after  we  got  clear  of  the  yard,  one  of  which  I  presumed  at  the 
time  to  have  been  the  dock  mine;  yet,  after  considering  all  the  contra- 
dictory rumors,  it  seems  probable  that  the  structure  is  uninjured. 

In  addition  to  this  report,  I  desire  to  submit  a  rather  more  extended 
narrative,  which  may  possess  some  interest,  hereafter.

SiE :  No  written  report  has  ever  been  received  from  you  in  regard  to 
the  service  rendered  in  April  last,  on  special  duty  at  and  about  the 
time  of  the  destruction  of  the  public  property  at  Norfolk.  As  the  event 
was  one  of  no  ordinary  importance,  and  the  part  you  were  called  upon 
to  perform  a  marked  feature  in  it,  you  will,  as  early  as  you  conveniently 
can,  forward  your  report  to  the  Department,  commencing  with  the  order 
detailing  you,  and  your  proceeding  and  observations  to  the  close.

SiK:  lu  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Department  dated 
October  28,  and  just  received,  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  make  the 
following  report  in  regard  to  my  "proceedings  and  observations  in  April 
last,  on  special  duty  at  and  about  the  time  of  the  destruction  of  the 
public  property  at  Norfolk : " 

On  the  11th  of  April  I  received  at  the  Navy  Department  in  Washing- 
ton two  sets  of  orders — one,  which  was  to  go  on  iile,  simply  ordering  me 
to  report  to  Commodore  McCauley  for  temporary  duty,  and  the  other 
directing  me  to  take  the  Merrimack  to  Philadelphia  for  repairs.  This 
last  order,  or  private  instructions,  was  written  by  the  chief  clerk  him- 
self, and  it  was  intended  that  no  one  else,  either  about  the  Department 
or  elsewhere,  should,  on  account  of  the  excitement  at  Norfolk,  know  of 
their  existence;  still,  to  my  surprise,  all  Norfolk  seemed  to  be  full  of  it 
when  I  arrived  there,  and  they  had  made  up  their  minds  to  stop  the 
ship,  having  already  placed  obstructions  in  the  river  and  set  on  foot 
other  warlike  preparations.  Finding  that  my  movements  in  the  city 
were  watched  so  closely,  and  the  attitude  of  the  people  toward  me  so 
threatening,  I  destroyed  my  private  instructions  and  took  up  my  abode 
at  the  navy  yard  to  wait  for  the  ship. 

On  Thursday,  the  18th,  Mr.  Isherwood  reported  that  the  Merrimack, 
so  far  as  her  machinery  was  concerned,  was  ready  to  start.  He  had 
steam  up  and  the  engines  working  at  the  wharf.  I  therefore  called 
upon  Commodore  McCauley  and  reported  to  him  that  the  ship  was  ready 
and  that  1  only  Avaited  for  his  permission  to  take  her.  He  hesitated  at 
first;  said  he  had  not  made  np  his  mind  about  it;  that  he  thought  he 
should  require  her  for  the  defense  of  the  yard;  he  could  put  her  guns 
on  board  of  her,  when  she  would  be  a  formidable  battery  in  any  attack 
that  might  be  made.  He  thought,  too,  that  the  obstructions  which  had 
been  placed  in  the  river  were  enough  to  stop  her.  In  reply  to  this  last 
objection  I  told  him  that  Lieutenant  Murray,  first  lieutenant  of  the 
Cumberland,  had,  at  my  request,  examined  the  barrier  and  sounded  the 
whole  thing  out  that  morning  before  daylight,  and  had  found  a  place 
wide  enough  and  deep  enough  to  take  the  ship  through.  This  seemed 
to  make  some  impression  upon  the  commodore,  and  then,  upon  my 
appealing  tO  him  in  the  strongest  terms  to  let  me  have  the  ship,  and 
setting  forth  the  peremptory  nature  of  the  orders  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, he  turned  to  Commodore  Pendergrast  and  Captain  Marston,  of 
the  Cumberland,  who  were  present,  and  asked  their  advice  in  the  matter, 
when  it  was  decided  that  I  might  take  the  ship  and  make  the  attempt, 
at  least,  to  get  her  out.  Finding  that  she  had  no  guns  on  board,  I 
asked  the  commodore  for  two  fleldpieces,  which  he  told  me  to  get  from 
Commander  Tucker,  the  ordnance  officer  of  the  yard;  and  there  being 
no  men  either  on  board  of  her  or  the  receiving  ship,  I  asked  Commodore 
Pendergrast  for  thirty,  to  be  returned  as  soon  as  the  Merrimack  was 
anchored  under  the  guns  of  Fortress  Monroe,  which  he  readily  assented 
to.  Captain  Marston  then  left  the  ofQce  to  get  them  ready.  I  soon 
followed  him  to  make  my  preparations  for  starting,  and  sent  an  order 
on  board  to  be  ready  to  cast  off  in  two  hours.  8o  fully  impressed  was 
I  by  the  thickening  atmosphere  of  treason  around  me  that  nothing  but 
prompt  and  immediate  action  would  save  even  so  much  of  that  vast 
amount  of  property,  that  1  instructed  Lieutenant  Alexander  Murray, 
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who  had  volunteered  to  accompany  me  as  far  as  Fortress  Monroe,  to  go 
on  with  his  negotiations  with  a  certain  pilot  for  taking  the  ship  out, 
authorizing  hiui  to  offer  $1,000  for  the  Merrimack  and  twice  that  sum, 
together  with  a  place  iu  the  Navy  for  life,  if  we  succeeded  in  getting 
the  Qermantou-n  out  also.  I  then  went  in  pursuit  of  the  ordnance  and 
executive  offlcers  of  the  yard.  The  first  named  threw  all  sorts  of 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  my  getting  the  guns,  and  the  other  could  not  be 
found.  The  first  lieutenant,  in  answer  to  my  application  to  have  the  ship 
winded  and  fasts  singled,  as  she  was  chained  to  the  wharf  with  her  head 
upstream,  said  I  must  apply  to  Commander  llobb,  whom  I  soon  after  met 
coming  out  of  the  commandant's  office  with  the  intelligence  that  I  could 
not  have  the  ship ;  that  the  commodore  had  altered  his  mind  and  ordered 
the  fires  to  be  drawn.  Unwilling  to  believe  in  the  correctness  of  Com- 
mander llobb's  statement,  whose  loyalty  1  had  begun  to  doubt,  I  called 
upon  the  commodore  again  and  lound  it  was  too  true;  the  fatal  order  had 
been  given  which  resulted  iu  the  loss  to  us  of  one  of  the  finest  ships  in 
the  Navy.  Finding  that  my  mission  was  ended,  I  obtained  leave  from 
the  commodore,  and  the  same  night  proceeded  to  Baltimore,-  arriving 
early  next  morning  (the  19th)  at  Washington,  when  I  made  a  verbal 
report  to  you,  as  well  as  to  the  Cabinet,  which  was  then  in  session,  and 
before  which  I  was  called,  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  which  were  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  are  contained  in  this  report.  I  then  received  a 
verbal  order  to  join  the  exjiedition  which  was  at  that  time  fitting  out, 
and  which  left  Washington  the  same  evening  in  the  Pawnee  for  Norfolk. 
Occupying  a  subordinate  place  in  it,  and  presuming  that  the  senior  offi- 
cers have  made  full  and  circumstantial  reports  of  all  that  subsequently 
occurred,  it  will  hardly  be  expected  or  necessary  for  me  to  go  into  par- 
ticulars, and  I  therefore  shall  touch  upon  only  one  circumstance  in  that 
connection,  which  will  be  to  show  that  Commodore  McCauley  was  fully 
under  the  impression  that  we  had  gone  there  with  our  force  to  hold  and 
protect  the  yard.  With  that  comforting  idea  he  had  gone  to  rest  with 
his  brave  little  boy  at  his  side  for  the  first  time  after  many  sleepless 
and  anxious  nights ;  but  when  I  called  upon  him  after  midnight  to  tell 
him  that  the  time  for  his  departure  had  come,  that  we  were  about  to 
apply  the  torch  to  the  yard,  he  was  completely  overcome  with  chagrin 
and  mortification,  and  exceedingly  averse  to  leaving  his  post  without 
first  making  some  stand  to  defend  the  yard  against  any  and  all  comers. 
As  the  question,  "Why  didn't  the  commodore  let  you  (me)  have  that 
ship?"  has  been  often  asked,  coupled  always  with  an  expression  of  the 
utmost  confidence  in  his  honor  and  patriotism,  I  must  beg  leave, 
although  this  report  has  assumed  proportions  much  larger  than  I 
intended,  to  record  my  opinion  of  the  influences  at  work  in  the  commo- 
dore's mind.  I  believe — indeed,  I  know — that  the  old  hero  who  has 
fought  so  well  for  his  country  could  have  none  but  the  best  and  purest 
motives  in  all  he  did ;  but  he  was  surrounded  by  masked  traitors,  whom 
he  did  not  suspect,  and  in  whose  advice  he  thought  there  was  safety; 
the  cry,  too,  was  raised,  and  in  everybody's  mouth,  oflBcers  and  all,  "if 
they  move  that  ship  (the  Merrimack)  it  will  bring  on  a  collision  with 
the  people  outside,  who  are  all  ready,  if  anything  of  the  kind  is  done, 
to  take  the  yard."  Besides,  Commodore  Paulding,  whom  I  accom- 
panied to  Norfolk,  expressed  the  idea  that  if  we  could  not  do  anything 
better  she  (the  Merrimack),  with  her  guns  on  board,  would  make  a  good 
battery  for  the  defense  of  the  yard.  This  opinion  influenced  Commo- 
dore McCauley  not  a  little.  Again,  seeing  me  alone  and  single-handed, 
with  no  pilot  even  (the  governor  of  the  State  having  forbidden  their 
taking  any  men-of-war  to  sea),  might  he  not  be  excused,  under  the  cir- 
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cumstances,  for  doubting  my  power  to  carry  tliat  large  ship  safely 
through  a  narrow  channel  and  across  a  barrier  which  these  traitors  had 
represented  to  him  to  be  impassable?  His  remark  when  he  told  me  to 
take  the  ship  I  am  sure  will  justify  such  a  conclusion,  although  I  am 
certain  I  could  have  gotten  the  ship  out.  He  said,  after  hesitating 
some  time,  "  Take  her,  and  if  you  can't  get  her  out  burn  her,"  show- 
ing that  he  had  doubts  of  my  ultimate  success,  and  knowing  at  the  same 
time  that  if  she  once  got  beyond  his  reach  she  would  be  lost  to  him  as 
a  defense  to  the  yard,  and  if  I,  in  carrying  out  his  instructions,  got 
into  trouble  and  found  it  necessary  to  burn  her,  she  would  be  an  entire 
loss  to  the  Government. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  not  let  the  opportunity  pass  without  bringing 
to  your  notice  the  services  of  Lieutenant  Murray,  of  the  Cumberland, 
who  came  forward  with  the  utmost  promptness  and  offered  his  aid  in 
any  manner  in  which  it  could  be  made  available.

Testimony  of  Hon.  Isaac  Toncey  before  the  committee  of  the  United  States  Senate  appointed 
to  enquire  into  the  circumstances  attending  the  destruction  and  abandonment  of  the  navy 
yard  at  Korfolk,  Va. 

Hon.  Isaac  Totjcby  having  been  sworn,  in  answer  to  interrogatories 
gave  the  following  testimony : 

Examined  by  Mr.  Hale  : 
Question.  When  were  you  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States  1 
Ans-wer.  From  March,  1857,  to  March,  1861. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  have  any  apprehensions  for  the  safety 
of  the  navy  yard  at  Norfolk,  and  what  measures  did  you  take  to 
secure  it? 

Answer.  The  navy  yard  at  Gosport  [Norfolk]  was  not,  as  I  thought,  in  any  danger 
till  Virginia  should  secede  from  the  Union.  It  was  believed  to  be  fully  protected  by 
the  Pennsylvania,  the  Plymouth,  the  Merrimack,  and  the  marines  stationed  there.  The 
Cumberland  had  arrived  there  before  the  navy  yard  was  abandoned.  I  had  no  doubt 
about  the  safety  of  the  yard.  I  took  the  precaution  to  send  a  very  capable  and 
faithful  officer  of  the  Navy,  Captain  Powell,  upon  a  secret  mission  to  the  yard,  to 
confer  with  the  veteran  officer,  Commodore  McCauley,  who  was  ia- command  there, 
and  to  see  that  nothing  was  wanting  to  secure  its  safety.  His  report  was  entirely 
satisfactory  to  me.  I  was  aware  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Home  Squadron 
and  naval  force  at  home  could  be  called  in  aid  should  occasion  require  it.  The  Home 
Squadron  was  unusually  large.  It  consisted  of  the  Powhatan,  Sabine,  Brooklyn,  St. 
Louis,  Pocahontas,  Pawnee,  Mohawk,  Water  Witch,  Wyandotte,  Crusader,  Cumberland, 
Macedonian,  and  Supply — most  of  them  steamships.  The  sloop  of  war  Plymouth,  the 
practice  ship,  was  in  good  condition  at  Norfolk.  The  steamer  Anacostia  was  in  com- 
mission at  Washington.  The  frigate  Constitution,  having  been  thoroughly  repaired, 
was  anchored  at  Annapolis  in  aid  of  the  Naval  Academy.  The  great  steamships 
Colorado,  Minnesota,  and  Mississippi,  at  Boston,  and  the  Wabash,  at  New  York,  had  been 
thoroughly  repaired  and  secured  and  could  be  put  to  sea  in  two  weeks;  the  Merri- 
mack, at  Norfolk,  in  three  weeks,  and  the  Roanoke,  in  dock  at  New  York,  in  five  or  six 
weeks.  Of  the  above  vessels,  constituting  the  ready  naval  force  at  home,  fifteen  are 
steamers.  That  force  was  equal  to  any  emergency  likely  to  arise.  I  think  it  could 
not  have  been  greater  without  withdrawing  or  crippling  the  squadrons  on  foreign 
stations  and  neglecting  the  protection  of  our  commerce  and  our  citizens  in  foreign 
ports.    The  Mediterranean  Squadron  consisted  of  but  three  ships ;  the  Brazil  Squad- 
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ron  of  three  ships  only;  the  Bast  India  Squadron  of  four  ships  only;  the  Pacific 
Squadron  of  six  ships  only  for  the  whole  coast  of  North,  South,  and  Central  America; 
and  the  African  Squadron  of  seven  vessels,  being  somewhat  less  than  required  by  our 
treaty  with  Great  Britain.  There  were  at  the  navy  yard  eight  old  ships  of  the  line 
not  fit  for  sea  service,  which  might  be  converted  into  effective  steam  frigates,  as  I 
recommended  in  my  annual  report  of  December;  1860.  There  were  also  five  frigates 
out  of  repair,  which  I  also  recommended  should  be  razeed  and  con  verted  into  efficient 
sloops  of  war.  Both  these  measures  were  recommended  by  a  board  of  naval  officers, 
but  Congress  did  not  make  the  necessary  appropriation.  There  were  also  six  sloops 
of  war  which  had  within  a  few  months  previous  returned  from  their  regular  cruises 
on  the  coasts  of  Africa  and  South  America  and  the  East  and  West  Indies,  lying  at  the 
navy  yards,  which  perhaps  might  have  been  repaired,  but  the  Department  had  not 
the  means.  Congress  had  cut  down  the  appropriations  for  the  current  year  a  million 
dollars  below  the  estimates,  not  anticipating,  probably,  the  necessity  which  subse- 
quently occurred. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  receive  any  notice  from  any  oflScer  of  the 
Navy  that  further  supplies  of  men  or  means  were  wanted  at  2>rorfolk 
for  the  protection  of  the  yard? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  recollection. 

Question.  Please  state  as  nearly  as  you  can  the  report  which  Captain 
Powell  brought  to  you  on  his  return  from  Norfolk. 

Answer.  I  had  a  long  conference  with  him,  the  particulars  of  which  I  am  unable 
to  recollect.  His  report,  whatever  [however],  was  entirely  satisfactory  to  me — I  mean 
as  to  the  safety  of  the  yard. 

Question.  Was  the  condition  of  the  Norfolk  navy  yard  or  the  neces- 
sity of  taking  measures  for  its  protection  ever  the  subject  of  Cabinet 
discussion  while  you  were  Secretary  of  the  Navy? 

Answer.  I  have  no  personal  objection  to  answering  that  question,  but  I  think  I  am 
not  at  liberty  to  do  so.

Letter  bom  lientenant  Trenchard,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  V.  S.  S.  Keystone  State,  to  Captain 
'  Da  Font,  U.  8.  Navy,  relative  to  the  destraction  of  the  Korfolk  navy  yard. 

Private  and  confidential.]  [U.  S.  S.]  Keystone  State, 

Mew  York,  April  36, 1861. 

Deae  Captain:  I  write  to  say  that  we  have  just  arrived  and  will 
return  to  Washington  early  on  Monday  morning,  and  if  you  have  any 
dispatches  for  the  Department  I  will  be  most  happy  to  take  charge  of 
them  and  deliver  them  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  Direct  to  me  at 
the  navy  yard,  New  York. 

We  reached  Norfolk  too  late  to  participate  in  the  destruction  of  the 
navy  yard,  but  I  am  happy  to  say  that  we  rendered  good  service  in 
getting  the  Cumberland  over  the  sunken  vessels  on  the  bar.  Commo- 
dore Paulding  hoisted  his  flag  on  board  and  we  conveyed  him,  together 
with  the  ofl&cers  and  marines,  from  the  Norfolk  yard  and  Pennsylvania 
to  Washington. 

We  were  very  much  surprised  on  reaching  Washington  to  find  that 
all  the  oflBcers  attached  to  the  yard,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  ord- 
nance ofi&cers,  had  resigned.  Every  oflScer  from  Virginia  and  several 
from  Maryland  have  deserted  our  ranks. 

A  sad  state  of  things! 

The  mails  have  been  interrupted,  the  wires  cut,  and  the  Departments 
have  had  no  reliable  information  from  any  quarter  for  several  days. 
The  light-boats  in  the  Potomac  and  off  Smith's  Point  have  been  burned, 
and  I  suppose  the  next  move  will  be  to  destroy  the  light-houses. 
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We  have  brought  up  a  large  mail  and  will  take  back  to  Washington 
a  supply  of  provisions. 

I  have  been  appointed  by  the  Department  to  the  command  of  the 
Keystone  State,  and  hope  I  may  be  able  to  render  some  important  serv- 
ice.   I  requested  that  you  might  be  ofiicially  informed  of  the  orders. 

Will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  forward  me  at  New  York  written  orders  for 
the  officers  you  detailed  for  this  vessel,  so  that  they  may  receive  their 
sea  pay? 

Promotions  to  fill  vacancies  are  to  be  made  at  once.

BepOTt  of  Sailmaker  Hanll,  V.  8.  TSavy,  of  his  escape  from  Noifolk. 

Philadelphia,  April  29, 1861. 

SiE :  I  would  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  that  I  left  Norfolk 
on  Monday  evening  with  loss  of  my  furniture  and  clothing,  which  I 
was  obliged  to  leave  in  order  to  escape  arrest,  which  was  sought  in 
consequence  of  acts  opposed  to  the  Southern  Confederacy  and  asser- 
tions I  had  made  loyal  to  my  country.  On  Sunday  and  Monday  I  was 
sheltered  by  the  foreman  of  the  sail  loft,  and  while  there  I  was  several 
times  called  for  by  the  very  men  who  in  my  gang  patrolled  the  yard  but 
a  few  nights  previous. 

On  Monday  evening  I  applied  to  the  mayor  for  a  pass,  as  I  knew  I 
was  not  safe  without  it.  He  referred  my  case  to  Colonel  Hodges,  and 
he  said  there  was  no  order  issued  for  my  arrest.  The  mayor  asked  me  if 
I  had  resigned.  I  told  him  I  had.  He  then  asked  me  if  I  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  destruction  of  the  property.  I  told  him  I  had  not. 
Both  were  false;  yet  it  was  the  only  way  to  prevent  my  being  taken  a 
prisoner.  The  nien  who  were  watching  for  me  knew  better,  and  to 
avoid  them  I  disguised  myself  and  went  on  board  the  steamer  on  the 
forward  gang  plank  while  men  were  waiting  for  me  at  the  after  one, 
and  on  account  of  my  utter  destitution  I  did  not  reach  this  city  until 
Saturday. 

At  the  time  of  the  evacuation  of  the  yard  I  had  the  flags  of  the 
Merrimack  at  my  dwelling  about  half  finished ;  those  I  left  in  charge 
of  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Deans,  who  was  my  foreman.  He'  has  faithfally 
promised  to  take  care  of  them  until  such  time  as  he  can  deliver  them 
over  to  the  officers  of  the  Federal  trovernment,  but  begged  that  I  would 
not  send  for  them  at  present,  as,  if  known  by  the  authorities  at  Norfolk, 
it  would  probably  cause  a  confiscation  of  his  pi'operty.

"Washington,  May  2, 1861. 

My  Deab  Sir  :  I  have  not  seen  the  editorial  in  your  paper  which 
is  spoken  of  by  your  friends  as  evidently  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts 
relating  to  the  destruction  of  the  public  property  at  the  Norfolk  navy 
yard.  I  therefore  take  the  liberty  to  send  you  a  hasty  sketch,  which  is 
all  that  I  have  time  to  do. 

On  Tuesday  I  was  sent  to  Norfolk  with  special  dispatches  to  the  offi- 
cers in  command  of  the  yard  and  frigate  Cumberland,  and  to  confer 
and  advise  with  them.  A  threatening  and  hostile  spirit  seemed  to 
pervade  the  vicinity  of  the  yard,  and  the  public  property  seemed  in 
some  jeopardy,  and  all  practicable  arrangements  were  made  for  its 
defense.  The  officers  on  the  Cumberland,  five  commanders  and  one 
lieutenant,  men  that  I  had  known  and  esteemed  for  their  honor  from 
boyhood,  told  me  that  although  they  were  paiufuUy  situated  they  would 
defend  the  public  property  to  the  last.  On  the  same  day  this  pledge 
was  given  I  left  for  Washington,  arriving  on  the  day  following.  With 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  I  went  immediately  to  the  President,  stated 
the  case  of  the  officers,  who  were  all  Southern  men,  and  the  President 
said  at  once  that  the  officers  must  be  relieved  by  others  from  the  North. 
Before  any  action  could  be  taken  the  information  arrived  by  the  boat 
on  the  following  day  that  the  officers  had  all  resigned,  and  that  the 
attempt  to  put  the  guns  of  the  Merrimach  on  her  deck  was  so  repre- 
sented by  parties  in  the  yard  as  being  cause  of  collision  by  parties 
from  outside  that  the  order  was  countermanded.  The  steam  was  got 
up  on  board  of  her  to  bring  her  out  of  the  harbor,  a  commander  and 
engineers  having  been  sent  for  that  purpose,  and  her  departure  was 
forbidden.  It  was  in  this  condition  of  things  that  I  was  ordered  on 
Friday,  the  19th  ultimo,  to  take  the  war  steamer  Pawnee,  of  eight  guns, 
proceed  to  Norfolk,  and  bring  from  thence  the  ships  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  readiness  for  sea.  Besides  the  splendid  steamer  Merrimack, 
there  was  the  twenty-gun  ship  Germantown,  twenty-gun  ship  Plymouth, 
and  brig  Dolphin.  On  Saturday  night  at  8  o'clock  I  arrived  with  the 
Pawnee  alongside  of  the  yard,  and  to  my  amazement  and  chagrin  found 
that  all  these  ships  had  been  scuttled  two  or  three  hours  before,  and 
were  fast  sinking  and  could  not  be  saved.  This  had  been  done  by  the 
officers  in  command,  to  save  the  ships  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  those 
who  threatened  to  take  the  yard.  Armed  men  were  said  to  be  in  the 
vicinity,  but  I  did  not  see  any,  nor  did  I  witness  any  hostile  demonstra- 
tion, except  by  a  flag  of  truce  that  promised  we  should  not  be  molested 
if  we  desisted  from  the  destruction  of  public  property.  At  this  time 
the  frigate  Cumberland  was  lying  with  her  broadside  bearing  on  the 
yard.  As  vessels  were  employed  night  and  day  in  sinking  wrecks  in 
two  of  the  narrowest  parts  of  the  channel  of  Elizabeth  Eiver,  and  had 
already  greatly  obstructed  it,  it  was  apparent  that  to  save  the  Cumber- 
land it  was  necessary  to  tow  her  out  with  the  Pawnee,  and  it  was 
equally  apparent  that  the  only  way  to  keep  the  sunken  vessels,  hulks, 
and  Government  property  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  people  hostile 
to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  was  to  destroy  it.  It  was  a 
sad  necessity,  but  deeming  it  an  imperative  duty,  I  did  not  for  a  moment 
hesitate  in  its  performance,  and  with  the  Cumberland  out  of  danger, 
the  arrangement  having  been  made,  the  ships  and  buildings  were  tired. 
This  is  a  plain  narrative  of  the  whole  transaction.

[Telegram.] 

NOEFOLK,  April  22, 1861. 

North  left  for  Charleston  to-day ;  I  answer  your  dispatch.  The  Penn- 
sylvania, MerrimacTc,  Oermantown,  Baritan,  Columbia,  and  Dolphin  are 
burned  to  the  water's  edge  and  sunk.  The  Delaware,  Columbus,  and 
Plymouth  are  sunk.  All  can  be  raised;  the  Plymouth  easily;  not 
much  injured.  The  Germantown  crushed  and  sunk  by  the  falling  of 
shears.  Her  battery,  new  and  complete,  uninjured  by  fire;  can  be 
recovered.  The  most  abominable  vandalism  at  the  yard.  Destruction 
less  than  might  be  expected.  The  two  lower  ship  houses  burned,  with 
the  New  York,  line  of  battle  ship,  on  the  stocks.  Also  the  rigging  loft, 
sail  loft,  and  gun-carriage  depot,  with  all  the  pivot  gun  carriages  and 
many  others.  No  other  buildings  burned.  The  metal  work  of  the  car- 
riages will  be  recovered;  most  of  it  good.  About  4,000  shells  thrown 
overboard;  can  be  recovered.  The  Germantown's  battery  will  be  up 
and  ready  for  service  to-morrow.  In  ordnance  building  aU  small  arms 
broken  and  thrown  overboard  will  be  fished  up.  The  brass  howitzers 
thrown  overboard  are  up.  The  Merrimack  has  2,200 10-pound  cartridges 
in  her  magazine  in  water-tight  tanks.  The  flag  of  Virginia  floats  over 
the  yard.  Only  eight  guns,  32-pounders,  destroyed ;  about  1,000  or  more 
from  11-inch  to  32-pouuders  taken,  and  ready  for  our  cause.  Many  of 
them  are  ready  in  batteries.  We  saved  about  1.30  gun  carriages;  all 
saved  at  St.  Helena  [Va.].  Many  thousands  of  shells  and  shot,  from 
11 -inch  to  32-pounders,  safe.  All  the  machinery  uninjured.  Magazine 
captured,  with  2,000  barrels  of  powder  and  vast  numbers  of  shells  and 
quantities  of  fixed  ammunition.  An  attempt  made  to  blow  up  the  dry 
dock  failed.  Everything  broken  that  they  could  break.  Private  trunks 
broken  open  and  offtcers'  clothing  and  that  of  their  wives  stolen. 

Glorious  news !  General  Gwynn  just  read  me  a  telegram ;  it  comes 
from  a  reliable  source;  the  New  York  Regiment,  attempting  to  march 
through  Maryland,  was  met  half  way  between  Marlborough  and  Annapo- 
lis and  cut  all  to  pieces.

Beport  of  Uajor-General  Taliafeiro,  of  Virgina  Proviaioiial  Army,  to  the  govemoT  of  Tiiginia, 
of  the  occnpation  of  the  Horfolk  navy  yard  and  regarding  afEairs.in  ITorfolk. 

Richmond,  Ya.,  April  23, 1861. 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders  I 
proceeded  to  Norfolk  on  the  night  of  the  18th  instant  to  assume  com- 
mand of  such  troops  of  the  State  as  should  be  ordered  into  service  at 
that  point,  and  to  determine  what  course  should  be  pursued  with  refer- 
ence to  the  existing  difBculties  at  that  place. 

I  was  accompanied  by  Captain  Pegram,  of  the  navy  of  Virginia, 
who  had  been  ordered  by  you  to  cooperate  with  me  in  all  necessary 
naval  operations. 

I  reached  Norfolk  on  the  morning  of  the  19th  instant  and  found  the 
city  in  a  state  of  great  excitement,  which  had  proceeded  to  such  an 
extent  that  in  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  the  affairs  of  the  town  had  been 
committed  to  the  management  of  a  committee  of  safety,  composed  of 
some  of  the  most  respectable  and  intelligent  citizens. 
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The  cause  of  this  excitement  was  the  inauguration  of  certain  demon- 
strations against  the  Washington  Government  by  the  sinking  of  ships 
in  the  harbor  by  citizens  of  the  town  in  the  channel  of  the  river  some  9 
miles  below  the  city,  thus  attempting  to  prevent  the  egress  of  the  ves- 
sels of  war  from  the  harbor. 

1  found  the  military  force  of  the  city,  none  of  which  had  been  called 
into  service,  to  consist  of  a  battalion  of  volunteers  and  a  few  detached 
companies,  in  all  numbering  not  a  great  deal  over  300  men,  and  the 
force  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth  to  consist  of  a  regiment  of  volunteers 
of  about  the  same  strength. 

The  militia  of  the  two  towns  were  without  arms,  and  there  was  no 
naval  force  in  the  State  service  to  cooperate  with  me. 

The  only  artillery  consisted  of  a  few  6-pounder  fleldpieces. 

The  harbor  of  Norfolk  and  approaches  thereto  were  entirely  unpro- 
tected against  attack  from  Federal  vessels.  There  were  no  works  in 
condition  at  Craney  Island,  Fort  Norfolk,  or  any  point  commanding  the 
main  channel,  and  even  had  these  works  been  iu  perfect  preservation 
we  had  no  heavy  ordnance  with  which  to  make  them  available.  On  the 
east,  fronting  the  sea  and  Lynn  Haven  Bay,  the  city  was  open  to  attack 
by  a  force  landing  at  those  points,  and  a  large  force  had  already  reen- 
forced  Fort  Monroe  and  might  at  any  time  menace  the  city  from  that 
direction. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  navy  yard,  occupying  an  area  of  90  acres,  and 
fronting  upon  Elizabeth  River,  whilst  it  was  garrisoned  by  only  a  small 
force  of  marines,  and  protected  on  the  land  side  by  a  trifling  brick  wall, 
was  commanded  and  covered  entirely  by  the  ships  of  war  stretched  out 
along  the  river,  their  heavy  batteries  bearing  upon  all  parts  of  it.  These 
ships  had  springs  upon  their  cables  with  which  to  maneuver,  had  net- 
ting with  which  to  resist  boarding,  and  were  using  every  precaution  of 
guard  boats,  sentries,  etc.,  to  prevent  surprise. 

The  force  on  the  ships  and  in  the  yard  was  about  600  men;  but  there 
was  another  element  of  the  numerical  strength  of  the  place  to  be  con- 
sidered, in  the  political  opinions  and  sympathies  of  many  of  the  oper- 
atives in  the  yard  not  citizens  of  Virginia. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  the  alternative  was  presented  either  of 
attempting  to  take,  by  boarding,  the  ships  of  war  which  commanded 
the  yard,  or  of  waiting  until  such  heavy  ordnance  could  be  procured 
as  would  enable  me  to  erect  batteries  with  which  to  command  the  ships, 
as  well  as  to  protect  the  harbor  and  keep  off  reeuforcements,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  give  me  the  opportunity  of  assembling  such  force  as  could 
protect  the  land  approaches  and  justify  me  in  making  a  deipand  for  the 
surrender  of  the  ships  and  yard,  which  demand  could  be  enforced  if 
rejected. 

Notwithstanding  the  excitement  and  eagerness  of  some  ill-advised 
persons  for  immediate  hostile  action,  I  regarded  the  latter  as  the  wiser 
plan  under  the  circumstances,  subject,  however,  to  be  modified  by  sub- 
sequent events. 

To  have  boarded  the  ships  would  have  required,  by  the  estimate  of 
some  of  the  most  experienced  naval  oflBcers,  at  least  800  men — sailors, 
or  such  men  as  were  familiar  with  boats.  We  were  entirely  without 
such  force,  and  I  regarded  it  as  impracticable  to  board  with  volun- 
teer troops  unaccustomed  to  boats  or  vessels,  unless  such  force  were 
overwhelming. 

The  marine  force  in  the  yard  was  inappreciable,  in  my  estimate,  as  it 
would  have  required  only  a  few  minutes  to  have  overpowered  them  and 
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possessed  ourselves  of  the  yard;  but  the  condition  to  be  satisfied  was 
the  ability  to  hold  the  place  under  the  batteries  of  the  ships.  This  I 
believed  impracticable.  ■  n         • 

In  this  view  I  was  sustained  by  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  Captain 
Pegram  that  it  would  be,  in  his  opinion,  unwise  to  inaugurate  offensive 
operations  with  less  than  5,000  men,  unsupported  by  heavy  artillery. 
Other  officers  gave  much  higher  estimates. 

I  therefore  telegraphed  your  excellency  of  the  defenseless  condition 
of  the  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  and  urged  that  heavy  guns 
should  be  sent  with  which  to  protect  the  approaches  to  the  harbor  and 
to  arm  a  fieldwork  I  had  projected  at  a  point  called  St.  Helena,  com- 
manding the  naval  anchorage  and  navy  yard;  and  I  also  ordered  the 
Petersburg  battalion,  Major  [David  A.]  Weisiger,  to  proceed  to  Norfolk, 
which  force,  when  it  arrived,  I  stationed  in  the  rear  of  the  city  of  Nor- 
folk to  observe  any  threatened  attack  from  Fort  Monroe. 

Knowing  how  important  it  was  to  secure  a  supply  of  powder  for  the 
State,  I  determined  to  seize  the  powder  magazine  at  old  Fort  Norfolk, 
and  accordingly,  on  the  night  of  the  19th,  I  directed  Captain  [Geo.] 
Terry  Sinclair,  of  the  Navy,  to  proceed  to  the  magazine  with  Captain 
Taylor's  company  of  infantry,  to  be  so  disposed  as  to  prevent  attack ; 
and  I  directed  Captain  Harrison,  of  the  Navy,  to  impress  the  Glen 
Cove  steamer,  and  with  Captain  [Jacob]  Vickery's  company  of  artillery 
and  two  6-pounder  pieces  to  watch  the  harbor  and  fire  into  any  boats 
from  the  navy  yard  which  might  attempt  to  land  at  the  magazine. 

This  duty  was  performed  without  any  attempt  at  resistance,  and 
about  1,300  barrels  of  powder  transferred  to  lighters  and  vessels,  and  sent 
to  Eichmond  on  the  20th.  The  residue,  estimated  at  over  1,500  barrels, 
was  transported  in  carts  to  a  point  beyond  the  range  of  the  guns  from 
the  water. 

To  accomplish  this  it  was  necessary  to  press  into  the  service  of  the 
State  all  the  carts  and  horses  which  could  be  procured. 

The  whole  volunteer  force  of  Norfolk,  under  Major  Taylor,  was  ordered 
out  to  aid  in  removing  the  powder  from  the  magazine,  all  of  whom 
worked  with  extraordinary  zeal  and  uncomplaining  patience,  notwith- 
standing the  severe  labor  and  danger  they  encountered.  A  quantity 
of  ordnance  stores  were  removed  at  the  same  time. 

Ascertaining  that  one  32-pounder  and  ten  18-pounder  pieces  had  been 
found  in  the  old  custom-house,  I  directed  carriages  to  be  immediately 
constructed  for  them,  and  ordered  them  to  be  placed  in  battery  at  old 
Fort  Norfolk  as  soon  as  the  powder  was  removed.  The  guns  were 
transported  to  the  fort  on  the  20th,  but  were  not  put  into  battery  until 
next  day. 

I  did  not  think  it  prudent  at  that  time  to  throw  up  earthworks  at 
Craney  Island  or  any  other  point,  because  in  answer  to  my  telegrams  I 
was  informed  that  the  freshet  in  James  Eiver  rendered  it  impossible  to 
transport  the  guns  from  Bellona  Arsenal  [Va.],  and  it  was  useless 
to  expose  the  working  parties  to  attack  until  I  had  pieces  to  mount, 
when  the  works  could  be  speedily  erected  under  cover  of  night,  and 
without  loss. 

Such  was  the  condition  of  aiiairs  when,  on  the  night  of  the  20th,  the 
sloop  of  war  Pawnee,  passing  the  obstructions  in  the  harbor,  steamed 
up  to  the  navy  yard  with  a  force  of  500  men,  shortly  after  which, 
under  the  orders  of  Flag-Offlcer  Paulding,  was  inaugurated  and  in  part 
consummated  one  of  the  most  cowardly  and  disgraceftil  acts  which  has 
evt^r  disgraced  the  Government  of  a  civilized  people.  The  ships  of  war 
were  sunk,  and  most  of  them  burned  at  anchor;  the  ship  houses  and 
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some  other  property  fired;  and  to  render  the  atrocity  of  the  act  still 
greater,  the  dry  dock  was  mined,  and  a  slow  match,  which  was  so 
arranged  as  not  to  ignite  the  train  until  our  people  should  have  filled 
the  yard  and  the  works  in  their  efforts  to  save  the  Government  prop- 
erty, set  fire  to  and  left  burning. 

When  this  diabolical  act  had  been  committed,  the  steamer,  with  the 
Cumberland  frigate  in  tow  and  the  whole  command  of  sailors  and 
marines  on  board,  passed  down  the  river,  and  in  the  course  of  that 
evening  anchored  under  Port  Monroe. 

I  immediately  directed  Colonel  [  Jas.  G.]  Hodges,  with  the  Portsmouth 
regiment,  to  take  possession  of  the  navy  yard,  to  endeavor  to  extin- 
guish the  flames  wherever  it  was  possible,  and  to  protect  the  Govern- 
ment property. 

Fortunately,  the  damage  was  not  so  great  as  that  at  first  appre- 
hended. Only  an  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  property,  with  the 
exception  of  the  ships,  was  destroyed,  and  some  of  the  ships  may  yet 
be  made  serviceable. 

Two  officers — Captain  Eodgers,  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
and  Captain  Wright,  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States — were  taken 
prisoners,  having  been  cut  off  from  the  ships  by  the  flames.  These 
gentlemen  I  sent,  under  charge  of  Major  Robins,  to  this  place  to  await 
the  decision  of  your  excellency  as  to  what  disposition  should  be  ulti- 
mately made  of  them. 

On  the  same  morning  I  directed  Colonel  [T.  M.  E.]  Talcott,  of  the 
Engineers,  to  proceed  with  a  force  of  militia  and  with  all  the  negroes  I 
coxild  press  into  the  service  of  the  State  to  erect  earthworks  at  Hos- 
pital Point;  and,  under  the  superintendence  of  Captain  Fairfax,  of  our 
Navy,  I  ordered  heavy  guns  to  be  placed  in  battery  at  old  Fort  Nor- 
folk. I  also  directed  Colonel  Talcott,  under  cover  of  night,  to  proceed 
to  Craney  Island  and  repair  the  old  works  there,  and  gave  orders  for 
the  immediate  mounting  of  as  many  pieces  as  would  be  necessary  to 
supply  the  several  works. 

it  was  wonderful  with  what  promptness  these  several  orders  were 
executed. 

Before  night,  with  the  large  force  employed,  considerable  progress 
had  been  made  on  the  works,  and  many  guns  were  in  condition  to  be 
placed  in  position,  and  with  the  obstructions  in  the  channel,  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  Captain  Arthur  Sinclair,  I  regarded  the  city 
as  safe  from  any  immediate  attack. 

On  the  night  of  the  21st  I  received  your  order  assigning  Major-General 
Gwynn  to  the  command,  and  on  the  22d,  in  obedience  to  an  order  of 
that  date,  returned  to  Eichmond.  I  presume  Flag-Offlcer'Forrest,  who 
was  assigned  by  your  order  to  the  command  of  the  navy  yard,  will 
make  a  full  report  of  the  damage  done  to  and  return  a  schedule  of  the 
property  saved  and  on  hand  in  the  yard. 

I  beg  to  be  permitted  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  commenda- 
tion of  the  patriotism  and  zeal  displayed  by  the  citizens  in  rendering 
assistance,  and  of  the  energy  which  characterized  the  commissary  and 
quartermaster  departments  under  the  embarrassing  circumstances  of 
their  immediate  organization. 

The  engineer  department,  under  the  control  of  Colonel  Talcott, 
deserves  every  commendation.

Sir  :  I  have  examined  with  some  care  the  papers  which  you  handed 
to  me  relative  to  the  proceedings  of  (late)  Captain  French  Forrest  to 
get  public  money  out  of  the  hands  of  Purser  Doran,  at  Norfolk. 

1  also  referred  the  matter  to  the  U.  S.  attorney  for  this  district  (to 
whom,  indeed,  it  more  properly  belonged),  who  has  made  his  report  to 
the  effect  that  by  the  laws  of  this  District  the  process  of  attachment 
will  not  reach  the  real  estate  of  such  a  debtor,  but  his  chattel  interests 
only. 

In  prudence,  therefore,  I  decline  for  the  present  to  direct  any  action 
to  be  brought  against  Captain  Forrest;  and  I  herewith  return  the 
papers.

Gosport  [Norfolk],  Navy  Yard,  April  25, 1861. 

Paymaster  Edward  C.  Doran,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  being  under  arrest 
by  my  order  as  naval  commandant  at  this  post,  was  required  to  sur- 
render his  papers,  credits,  money,  and  whatever  else  might  be  under 
his  control  belonging  to  the  United  St9,tes.  He  protested  against 
this  proceeding,  but  considering  that  he  was  bound  to  comply,  I  insisted 
upon  his  compliance,  and  informed  him  that  I  was  determined  to  enforce 
it,  especially  as  I  discovered  from  the  papers  which  were  taken  from 
him  that  he  had  to  his  credit  at  the  depository  at  Baltimore,  Md., 
$18,750,  and  at  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer  in  New  York  the 
sum  of  $10,631,  and  $18.61  in  his  strong  box  in  the  navy  yard  at  this 
place.  Paymaster  Doran,  under  the  circumstances  of  coercion,  in  which 
I  had  properly  placed  him,  was  obliged  at  last  to  consent  to  the  follow- 
ing arrangement: 

First.  To  give  his  draft  on  the  depository  at  Baltimore  and  on  the 
Assistant  Treasurer  at  New  York  for  the  sums  above  stated,  with  the 
understanding  that  if  the  drafts  should  be  paid  so  much  thereof  as 
was  due  by  the  United  States  to  the  mechanics,  laborers,  etc.,  who 
had  been  employed  in  the  navy  yard,  and  were  entitled  to  it,  and  which 
Mr.  Doran's  clerk  estimated  at  from  $18,000  to  $20,000,  the  exact 
amount  to  be  ascertained  hereafter,  should  be  paid  to  them,  unless  I 
should  discover  that  some  of  the  claimants  were  untrue  to  the  State  of 
Virginia,  as  to  which  I  reserved  the  right  to  myself,  or  other  authority, 
to  decide  upon.

Report  of  Superintendent  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  regarding  measures 
of  protection  for  the  TJ.  S.  ship  Constitution. 

IfAVAL  Academy,  Annapolis,  April  22, 1861. 

SiE :  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  having  the  most  reliable  information 
that  it  is  the  determination  of  a  great  many  people  of  this  State  that 
the  Constitution  shall  be  the  tirst  ship  of  war  to  hoist  the  flag  of  the 
Confederate  States,  and  as  she  is  in  a  very  defenseless  condition,  I 
have  ordered  Lieutenant  G.  W.  Eodgers  to  take  her  to  New  York  the 
moment  he  is  able  to  proceed  to  sea.  I  have  asked  Brigadier-General 
Butler  to  furnish  a  small  detail  from  his  command  to  assist  in  taking 
her  round  unless  the  Pocahontas  should  arrive  in  time,  which  I  very 
much  hope  will  be  the  case.  Her  own  crew  consists  of  but  twenty-five 
men,  and  but  for  the  presence  of  General  Butler's  command  she  would 
have  been  boarded  by  steamers  from  Baltimore  last  night, 

I  trust  that  my  order  to  Lieutenant  Blake,  referred  to  in  my  informal 
note  of  this  morning,  may  be  approved  by  the  Department.  I  need  his 
services  very  much.  Several  lieutenants  have  resigned,  and  the  com- 
mandant of  midshipmen  is  broken  down  very  much  by  excessive  fatigue. 

I  would  add  that  the  telegraph  to  this  place  is  entirely  unreliable,  it 
being  in  the  hands  of  persons  who  communicate  everything  of  impor- 
tance to  the  secession  cause  to  a  committee  of  persons  in  this  place  who 
are  devoted  to  it.

SiE:  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  an  armed  naval  force  should 
appear  off  Annapolis  as  soon  as  Friday  morning,  and  if  sooner  it  will 
be  more  acceptable.  The  communication  to  Annapolis  by  water  must 
be  kept  open  and  resistance  to  United  States  authority  suppressed. 
You  will  therefore,  by  order  of  the  President,  immediately  charter  or 
purchase,  if  you  have  not  already  done  so,  two  steam  vessels,  and  arm, 
equip,  and  dispatch  them  forthwith  to  Annapolis.  Order  such  officer 
or  officers  as  you  have  near  you  on  this  duty.  A  steamer  has  also  been 
ordered  to  the  same  station,  at  the  same  time,  from  Philadelphia.  They 
will  report  to  Captain  G.  8.  Blake,  or  the  senior  officer  at  Annapolis, 
for  further  orders.  All  vessels  having  on  board  troops  or  munitions 
or  provisions  of  the  enemy  must  be  captured,  public  property  pro- 
tected, and  the  waters  of  the  Ohesapeake  kept  open  to  our  citizens.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  regarding  measures  taken 
for  the  protection  of  Annapolis,  Md. 

Commandant's  Office,  U.  S.  Natt  Yaed 

Philadelphia,  April  23, 1861. 
Sie:  My  letters  have  already  informed  you  of  my  having  dispatched 
the  steamer  Keystone  State,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Maxwell 
Woodhull,  to  Norfolk  with  120  men — sailors  and  marines at  3  o'clock 
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a.  m.  on  the  20th  instant.  Since  then,  in  order  to  assist  the  transporta- 
tion of  troops  via  the  Susquehanna,  and  particularly  to  guard  the  large 
and  valuable  iron  ferryboat  plying  across  that  river  and  belonging  to  the 
Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  Railroad  Company,  which  is  now  employed 
carrying  troops  to  Annapolis  from  Perry  ville  or  Cecil  since  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  railroad  beyond  Havre  de  G^race,  I  have  sent  Commander 
Steedman,  Lieutenant  Crosby,  and  Passed  Midshipman  [G.  B.  ?]  White, 
with  twenty-five  seamen  and  landsmen,  a  32-pounder  (new  ordnance) 
with  all  its  equipments,  together  with  a  12-pounder  howitzer,  to  arm 
the  ferryboat  Maryland  at  Annapolis,  she  having  not  returned  since 
carrying  General  Butler  and  the  Sixth  Regiment  from  Massachusetts 
to  that  place. 

I  am  now  fitting  out  with  all  possible  dispatch  the  Philadelphia  City 
Ice  Boat,  strong  and  suitable,  olfered  by  the  patriotic  city  which  owns 
her  to  the  Government.  Her  armament  is  to  be  four  32-pounders. 
This  boat  is  intended  to  be  used  as  a  protection  to  the  landing  of  troops 
at  Annapolis  and  for  receiving  and  carrying  them  from  Cecil  to  Annap- 
olis, as  well  as  to  prevent  armed  tugs  from  Baltimore  interfering  with 
the  boats  in  case  such  an  attempt  should  be  made. 

The  Ice  Boat  has  left,  under  command  of  Commander  O.  [S.]  Glisson 
and  Lieutenant  A.  K.  Hughes,  with  a  crew  of  thirty  men  and  one 
month's  provisions.  She  was  fitted  with  extraordinary  dispatch,  the 
zeal  of  the  ofBicers  and  men  of  this  yard  knowing  no  bounds,  the 
blacksmiths  refusing  to  go  to  their  meals  while  waiting  for  the  boat  to 
come  to  the  yard. 

Captain  [William  H.]  Gardner,  in  keeping  with  the  zeal  and  devotion 
of  his  character,  came  and  reported,  though  my  senior,  for  any  duty  the 
exigencies  of  the  moment  might  require. 

Since  writing  the  above,  I  am  dispatching  two  32-pounders,  with  ship 
carriages,  under  Mr,  Pendleton  G.  Watmough,  late  of  the  Navy,  direct- 
ing him  to  act  as  lieutenant  and  wear  his  uniform  for  the  protection  of 
Perryville,  the  point  on  the  Susquehanna  from  whence  the  troops 
embark.  He  will  be  of  great  service  to  the  colonel  and  regiment  hold- 
ing that  point  and  protecting  the  railroad.  This  is  done  at  the  request 
of  General  Patterson. 

I  have  heard  from  Commander  Steedman  of  the  perfect  success  of 
his  first  trip  to  Annapolis.    The  Department  will  perceive  that  I  am 
acting  on  my  own  discretion  in  many  things,  which  I  am  sure,  while 
,  cut  off  from  direct  communication  with  it,  will  be  approved. 

I  have  further  to  add  that  Captain  W.  C.  Nicholson,  my  senior  also, 
has  just  tendered  his  services  for  any  service  or  emergency.  Both 
these  gallant  men  are  Marylanders.

Report  of  8uperintendent  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  of  the  detail  of  ten 
midshipmen  subject  to  Department's  orders.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  22d  instant,  directing  me  to  order  ten  of  the  oldest  midshipmen  to 
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the  Navy  Department  for  duty.  I  have  detailed  ten  loyal  and  excellent 
young  gentlemen  who  will  proceed  to  Washington  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment.  The  communication  is  closed  at  this  time  and  there  is 
not  a  dollar  of  money  here  for  their  expenses. 

The  Academy  is  now  occupied  by  volunteers,  and  I  hardly  need  state 
that  I  am  doing  my  utmost  to  contribute  to  their  comfort  and  facilitate 
their  movements.  The  Constitution  is  off  the  port  in  a  position  to  cover 
the  entrance  of  transports,  and  is  doing  excellent  service  in  that  way. 
I  also  have  it  in  contemplation  to  transfer  to  her  the  acting  midship- 
men whenever  it  appears  that  we  can  not  subsist  them  on  shore.

Report  of  Superintendent  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  urging  the  transfer 
of  that  institution  to  Fort  Adams  or  other  Northern  work. 

'Sayax,  Academy, 

Annapolis,  April  24,  1861. 

SiK :  The  academic  routine  is  completely  broken  up  by  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  grounds  and  a  portion  of  the  buildings  of  the  Academy  by 
national  troops,  and  it  will  be  a  long  time,  in  any  event,  before  it  will 
be  possible  to  resume  a  regular  course  of  instruction  at  this  place. 

I  have  therefore  transferred  the  acting  midshipmen  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  shall  send  her  to  I^Tew  York  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant 
G.  W.  Rodgers,  who  will  preserve  organization  and  discipline  until  fur- 
ther orders. 

In  the  meantime,  aided  by  the  officers  and  professors,  I  shall  attend 
to  the  preservation  of  the  valuable  public  property  of  the  institution, 
the  library,  apparatus,  etc.,  that  they  may  be  in  readiness  for  any 
removal  that  may  be  ordered. 

I  propose  that  the  personnel  and  materiel  of  the  Academy  shall  be 
transferred  to  Fort  Adams  [E.  I.]  or  some  other  public  work  north  of 
the  Delaware.  The  transfer  is  necessary,  as  all  the  buildings  of  the 
Academy  not  immediately  occupied  by  the  families  of  those  connected 
with  the  institution  are  in  possession  of  troops,  and  it  is  to  be  appre- 
hended that  more  will  be  demanded  for  their  accommodation.  I  would 
add  that  the  oflBcers  and  students  of  the  Academy  would  be  an  efllcient 
garrison  for  the  fort  they  may  occupy,  and  would  promote  its  preser- 
vation.

Letter  from  William  H.  Aspinwall,  esq.,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 

relative  to  the  dispatching  from,  New  York  for  convoy  duty  of  the 

steamer  Monticello. 

Navy  Yard,  Brooklyn, 
Wednesday  Night,  April  24,  [1861,] 

Sir  :  Under  advisement  of  General  Wool,  Mr.  Hamlin,  and  myself, 
Commodore  Breese  has  taken  unusual  measures  in  fitting  out  and  dis- 
patching the  steamer  Monticello  to  the  capes  of  the  Chesapeake,  and 
the  dispatch  just  received  through  (Jolonel  Scott  from  Mr.  Porter  at 
Harrisburg  confirms  the  propriety  of  the  action  of  Commodore  Breese. 

Under  no  other  circumstances  could  he  have  afforded  the  convoy  now 
suddenly  asked  for.  In  three  or  four  days  more  he  will  have  three  or 
four  other  steamers  in  readiness  for  what  may  be  required  of  them. 

The  idea  of  sending  off  at  ouce  the  steamer  most  quickly  available 
arose  from  a  message  received  by  me  from  the  captain  who  landed 
the  Massachusetts  regiment  at  Fortress  Monroe,  that  Colonel  Dimick 
considered  the  movements  of  a  couple  of  small  steamers  suspicious, 
iind  that  he  needed  much  some  means  of  communicating  with  Govern- 
ment and  other  vessels  passing  in  and  out  of  the  capes. 

Knowing  how  exposed  the  steamers  conveying  men  and  provisions 
to  Washington  will  be  on  their  return  and  how  dangerous  one  of  the 
steamers  would  be  in  the  hands  of  the  secessionists,  it  was  evident 
that  an  armed  steamer  was  needed  to  see  them  safely  beyond  Cape 
Henry. 
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The  Monticello  has  one  10-inch  pivot  gun  forward  and  two  32-pound- 
ers  aft. 

She  has  power  enough  to  tow  the  Cumberland  and  thus  give  her  the 
efficiency  of  a  steam  corvette. 

She  can  aid  in  the  blockade  of  the  James  Eiver  when  not  needed  for 
convoying.  •    j    u 

Fearing  a  scarcity  of  provisions  at  Washington,  I  have  advised  the 
shipment  on  board  the  Monticello  of  all  the  bread,  etc.,  she  could  take 
after  taking  in  210  tons  of  coal,  which  will  last  her  three  or  four  weeks. 

This  has  been  done  without  the  usual  form  of  requisition  and  I  deem 
it  just  to  let  you  know  the  circumstances  under  which  the  irregularity 
of  the  proceedings  has  been  thought  justifiable.

Letter  from  William  H.  Aspinwall,  esq.,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
regarding  coal  and  vessels  for  the  use  of  the  Navy. 

Navt  Taed,  Beooexyn,  April  24,  [1861.] 

SiE :  As  the  Monticello  is  detained  a  few  hours,  I  beg  leave  to  add  to 
my  communication  of  this  date. 

Finding  that  one  of  the  largest  coal  companies  was  paying  demurrage 
on  vessels  loading  for  foreign  ports,  in  consequence  of  short  supplies 
from  their  mines  (arising  from  the  recent  freshets  and  from  the  enlist- 
ing of  their  operatives),  I  at  once  went  to  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Company  and  purchased  500  tons  lump  coal,  deliverable  in  a  week,  and 
2,000  tons  steamer  coal,  dehvered  in  all  the  month  of  May;  the  prices 
being  $3.70  for  the  former  and  $3.80  for  latter,  which  I  hold  at  your 
disposal  in  case  you  want  to  establish  a  coal  depot  ashore  or  in  a  hulk 
under  the  guns  of  Fortress  Monroe  or  of  the  Constitution.  If  you  can 
supply  yourself  from  the  canals  or  railroad  at  Havre  de  Grace,  I  would 
advise  your  retaining  these  2,500  and  adding  to  them,  for  the  supply  of 
Key  West  and  other  points  on  the  Gulf. 

1  have  notified  Mr.  Bridge  that  he  can  call  on  me  for  any  money 
needed  for  purchases  until  he  can  make  the  regular  arrangements. 
To-day  he  only  availed  of  what  was  necessary  to  secur^the  only  lot  of 
suitable  tobacco  in  the  city  and  concerning  which  he  had  to  give  an 
immediate  answer. 

The  large  Cnnarder,  Kedar,  has  been  chartered  to-day  and  can  trans- 
port a  large  body  of  horses,  if  needed,  between  decks.  She  carries 
English  colors  and  can  bring  up  a  large  amount  of  railroad  iron  to 
Annapolis  if  needed. 

I  find  a  great  deficiency  in  this  yard  of  gun  carriages  for  pivot  guns; 
if  there  be  four  or  six  which  could  be  spared  from  the  Washington 
yard,  and  they  can  be  sent  here  by  one  of  the  returning  steamers,  they 
win  be  needed  for  8-inch  guns. 

Although  I  presume  you  are  informed  of  what  is  passing  in  Boston,  I 
will  take  the  chance  of  repetition  and  say  that  Commodore  Stringham 
telegraphs  his  ship  can  not  be  ready  for  twelve  days. 

The  Niagara  has  arrived  from  Japan,  and  is  to-day  anchored  in  the 
outer  harbor,  and  were  anyone  authorized  to  give  the  order  I  presume 
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she  would  be  sent  to  Hampton  Roads  for  your  further  orders.  She 
could  take  provisions  and  troops  from  Boston  to  such  points  in  the 
Chesapeake  as  bay  transports  could  meet  her. 

Both  this  yard  and  that  of  Charlestown  [Mass.]  are  short  of  officers 
for  the  small  steamers  fitting  out,  but  prime  accomplished  men  can  be 
selected  from  the  merchant  captains  and  mates,  as  was  Commodore 
Hull,  from  my  grandfather's  service  at  New  London  years  ago.

Report  of  Flag- Officer  Pendergrast,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  commanding  Home 
Squadron,  of  the  seizure  by  the  U.  S.  ship  Cumberland,  of  the  steam  tug 
Young  America  and  schooner  George  M.  Smith. 

TJ.  S.  Flagship  Cumberland, 
Off  Fortress  Monroe,  Va.,  April  25, 1861. 

Sm :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  on  the  after- 
noon of  April  24, 1861,  a  schooner,  lying  off  Fortress  Monroe,  was  seen 
with  a  signal  of  distress  flying;  a  boat  was  immediately  sent  to  her 
relief,  when  the  steam  tug  Young  America  was  seen  coming  toward  her, 
evidently  with  the  intention  of  taking  her  off.  Fearing  that  the  boat 
could  not  bring  her  to,  I  ordered  a  shot  to  be  fired,  which  had  the 
desired  effect.  The  tug  was  then  ordered  to  come  alongside,  and  the 
schooner,  which  proved  to  be  the  George  M.  Smith,  of  New  York,  bound 
to  Wilmington,  N.  C,  anchored  under  the  guns  of  the  fort.  On  close 
inspection  of  her  cargo  it  was  found  to  be  contraband  of  war,  consist- 
ing in  part  of  a  complete  set  of  gun  carriages  for  a  light-artillery  bat- 
tery, and  was  accordingly  seized  by  me,  in  connection  with  the  steam 
tug,  and  forfeited  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  The  steam 
tug  is  at  present  used  by  me  as  a  tender,  and  I  have  found  her  to  be  of 
much  service.  I  would  be  glad  to  have  the  instructions  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  relation  to  them.  I  would  also  respectfully  recommend  to  the 
Department  the  necessity  of  having  a  couple  of  small  armed  steamers 
of  light  draft  sent  here  without  delay.

America  was  seen  coming  directly  toward  her.  Thinking  that  the  boat 
would  not  be  able  to  bring  her  to,  a  gun  was  fired,  which  had  the 
desired  effect. 

The  said  schooner  was  loaded  with  contraband  of  war  and  was 
accordingly  ordered  under  the  protection  of  the  fort  and,  in  connection 
with  the  steam  tug  Young  America,  becomes  the  property  of  the  TJ.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  New  York,  regarding  preparation  of 
naval  force  for  duty  in  the  Ghesapeake. 

Navy  Taed  [New  Toek],  April  35,  \1861.] 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  I  have  placed 
twenty-two  recruits,  with  arms  and  provisions,  on  board  the  steamer 
Yankee,  provided  by  Mr.  Aspinwall  as  a  dispatch  or  convoy  vessel 
between  Annapolis  and  Havre  de  Grace.  The  master  of  her  I  have 
appointed  acting  master  in  the  Navy  for  temporary  duty;  also  two  mas- 
ter's mates.  Mr.  Fox  I  have  appointed  for  the  moment  acting  lieuten- 
ant. As  the  Yankee's  crew  is  composed  of  United  States  seamen,  her 
officers  must  be  clothed  with  ofiBcial  authority.  I  regret  to  say  again 
there  are  no  officers  on  the  station  whom  I  can  employ.  I  trust  I  will 
have  your  authority  to  appoint  officers,  to  open  another  rendezvous,  to 
offer  $20  bounty,  to  take  men  without  bounty  for  a  year  or  less,  for  the 
purpose  of  manning  the  small  chartered  steamers;  otherwise  all  the 
three-year  men,  who  would  do  better  on  board  the  Wabash  or  Savannah, 
will  be  out  of  my  reach.  I  have  been  offered  by  the  yacht  club  to  pro- 
cure a  hundred  or  more  men  who  have  been  employed  with  them  for 
the  steamers,  if  I  would  accept  their  services  for  a  few  months,  or  a 
year  at  furthest.  I  should  like  to  have  your  authority  also  to  increase 
the  crew  proper  of  the  North  Carolina  by  the  addition  of  some  forty  or 
fifty,  recommended  by  the  superintendent  of  the  Sailors'  Home  at  Staten 
Island,  Captain  Bepeyster. 

1  have  your  communication  by  the  hands  of  the  messenger,  W.  T. 
Connor.    Most  of  its  directions  you  will  perceive  have  been  anticipated. 

Commodore  Striugham  telegraphed  me  that  the  Niagara  must  stop 
here  to  have  her  feed  pipes  repaired  and  to  obtain  officers.  I  informed 
him  yesterday  that  no  officers  could  be  obtained  here,  and  must  be  got 
in  Boston.  If  she  has  to  go  into  dock  to  do  these  repairs,  it  will  retard 
our  work,  I  fear,  more  than  is  desirable. 

The  Quaker  City,  furnished  by  the  committee  under  orders  of  General 
Wool,  was  intended  to  operate  within  the  capes  of  Virginia,  and  thus 
relieve  the  Monticello  from  that  duty,  so  that  she  may,  with  others,  be 
sent  elsewhere.  All  the  vessels  that  I  arm  here  I  have,  of  course,  to 
place  men  on  board  to  work  them,  as  I  shall  this  one,  on  board  which 
I  place  two  32-pounders.  Captain  Shufeldt  commands  her.

SiK :  By  the  chartered  steamer  Monticello,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Braine,  which  vessel  left  here  to-day  for  the  Chesapeake  at  the  sugges- 
tion and  by  the  advice  of  Vice-President  Hamlin  and  General  Wool, 
in  order  to  protect  the  transports  with  men  and  provisions  that  leave 
here  to-day  and  to-morrow,  I  have  assented  to  Captain  Eagle's  taking 
passage  with  communications  to  you  and  the  War  Department.  In 
them  I  neglected  to  say  that  in  view  of  the  difQculty  of  getting  men 
for  the  Navy  for  three  years  I  request  authority  to  order  them  shipped, 
at  least  as  many  [as]  are  necessary  for  the  steamers  ordered,  for  a 
shorter  period.  I  hope  I  am  acting  in  unison  with  the  views  and  wishes 
of  the  Department  in  making  the  acting  appointments  I  have  already 
made.

With  the  con- 
sent of  the  Department  I  will  open  a  second  rendezvous  temporarily, 
which  will  facilitate  getting  men.  I  am  now  preparing  the  propeller 
Yankee,  provided  by  Mr.  Aspinwall  to  ply  about  Annapolis,  and  will 
place  Mr.  Fox,  formerly  lieutenant  in  the  Navy,  in  command  of  her 
with  about  twenty  men  from  the  recruits.  I  have  put  two  32-pounders 
on  board.  She  may  leave  to-morrow.  I  have  provisioned  such  vessels 
as  are  already  prepared,  and  shall,  unless  directed  to  the  contrary, 
continue  to  do  so.  1  take  leave  again  to  urge  that  the  Bureau  of  Ord- 
nance be  directed  to  send  all  the  howitzers,  fixed  ammunition,  etc., 
possible.    I  send  this  by  your  return  messenger. 

The  Niagara  is  coming  here  from  Boston  and  will  want  nearly  all  her 
complement  of  officers.    There  are  none  here  for  her.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  Philadelphia,  regarding  equipment  of 
revenue  cutter  Forward  and  steamer  Phineas  Sprague. 

Commandant's  Office,  TJ.  S.  Navy  Yard, 

Philadelphia,  April  25, 1861. 

Sir  :  Tour  confidential  communications  of  the  22d  and  23d  instant 
were  delivered  to  me  late  last  night  by  a  special  messenger. 

My  letters  previously  written  will  inform  you  of  my  proceedings  up 
to  yesterday,  including  my  agreement  to  take  up  the  steam  packet  of 
the  Havana  line,  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  to  a  certain  extent  I 
have  anticipated  the  confidential  instructions  now  received.  To-day  I 
have  equipped  and  sent  to  sea  the  revenue  cutter  Forward,  under  the 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  orders  to  her  com- 
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mander,  Captain  H.  B.  Nones,  to  proceed  to  Annapolis  and  report  to 
Captain  Blake  for  further  instructions.  She  is  a  sailing  vessel.  In 
addition  to  this,  I  have  this  day  seized,  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  and  pressed  into  service  (without  objection  from  her  owners) 
the  fine  steam  propeller  Phineas  Sprague,  one  of  the  very  finest  steam- 
ers in  the  port.  Her  draft  of  water  is  rather  heavier  than  I  could  have 
wished,  but  under  your  modified  orders  I  had  no  hesitation  about  tak- 
ing her,  for  she  is  so  superior  in  her  qualities  and  can  carry  so  heavy  a 
battery  that  she  will  be  invaluable  to  the  service.  I  can  buy  the  ship, 
if  the  Department  would  prefer  it,  for  $95,000. 

I  omitted  to  mention  in  the  proper  order  of  this  letter  that  your 
order  to  keep  the  bay  open  for  the  transportation  of  troops  from  the 
Susquehanna  to  Annapolis  was  anticipated  in  sending  the  Ice  Boat 
with  four  32-pounder  cannon,  which  vessel  has  probably  reached  there 
to-night,  and  wiU  be  followed  by  the  cutter  Forward  and  other  vessels.

Commodore:  I  am  much  in  want  of  young  and  active  lieutenants; 
if  not  at  hand,  could  not  the  senior  class  at  Annapolis  be  graduated  at 
once? 

I  have  anticipated  the  Secretary's  order  by  several  days  in  covering 
Annapolis  by  an  armed  steamer  and  keeping  the  way  open  by  arming 
the  principal  steamer  plying  between  Perryville  and  Annapolis  and 
protecting  PerryviUe  at  the  point  of  embarkation."  I  have  just  sent 
the  revenue  cutter  Forward  (sailing)  to  the  same  point,  to  report  to 
Blake,  and  I  am  in  communication  with  the  latter,  through  Commander 
Steedman,  who,  with  a  party  of  sailors,  is  doing  good^  service  on  the 
Susquehanna.  Three  hundred  barrels  of  provisions  were  sent  by  the 
president  of  the  railroad  company  on  Steedman's  representations  of 
shortcomings  at  Annapolis.

The  Harriet  Lane,  having  been  reported  to  me  for  escort  duty  on 
Sunday  last,  sailed  the  same  day  about  6  p.  m.  in  charge  of  steamers 
containing  4,700  troops,  with  provisions  for  thirty  days. 

Finding  that  the  other  routes  were  obstructed,  I  directed  Captain 
Faunce  to  proceed  with  the  fleet  up  the  Potomac,  unless  there  was 
some  obstruction  which  could  not  be  overcome  by  the  force  which 
accompanied  him.  In  case  there  were  any  temporary  batteries  erected 
by  the  enemy  which  it  would  not  be  safe  to  pass,  the  commanding  ofil- 
cers  were  directed  to  land  and  destroy  them,  and  in  case  of  their  pas- 
sage being  absolutely  closed,  Captain  Faunce  was  instructed  to  proceed 
to  Annapolis. 

These  orders  were  kept  secret  and  the  public  was  not  aware  of  the 
destination  of  the  fleet. 

1  hope  it  has  arrived  safely.    The  fleet  which  sailed  on  Tuesday 
night  (the  23d  instant)  with  3,000  men,  under  the  escort  of  the  U.  S. 
brig  Perry,  was  directed  by  me  to  land  at  Annapolis,  in  order  to  reen- 
force  the  Seventh  Regiment,  then  delayed  at  that  port.

Proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  regarding  extension  of 
blockade  to  the  ports  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  April  ^7, 1861. 

Whereas,  for  the  reasons  assigned  in  my  proclamation*  of  the  19th 
instant,  a  blockade  of  the  ports  of  the  States  of  South  Oarohna,  Geor- 
gia, Florida,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Texas,  was  ordered 
to  be  established;  and,  whereas,  since  that  date  public  property  of  the 
United  States  has  been  seized,  the  collection  of  the  revenue  obstructed, 
and  duly  commissioned  of&cers  of  the  United  States,  while  engaged  in 
executing  the  orders  of  their  superiors,  have  been  arrested  and  held 
in  custody  as  prisoners,  or  have  been  impeded  in  the  discharge  of  their 
ofQcial  duties  without  due  legal  process  by  persons  claiming  to  act 
under  authority  of  the  States  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  an  effi- 
cient blockade  of  the  ports  of  those  States  wiU  therefore  also  be  estab- 
lished.

Tou  have  forgotten  to  send  me  instructions  in  case  I  come  in  contact 
with  Glisson.    It  would  be  extremely  mortifying  to  me  should  it  so 
happen  that  he  and  myself  come  in  contact  and  he  should  claim  rank, 
which  of  course  he  has  at  present  a  perfect  right  to  do.

You  will  therefore  proceed  off  the  mouth  of  the  Patapsco,  and  scruti- 
nize vessels  coming  from  Baltimore,  seizing  any  that  have  arms  or 
articles  contraband  on  board,  protecting  peaceable  and  loyal  citizens, 
and  suppressing  hostilities.

Torh,  regarding  measures  for  increase  of  the  naval  force. 

Confidential.]  Navy  Department,  April  27, 1861. 

SiK :  Your  communication  of  the  22d,  by  Special  Messenger  Budd,  is 
received,  and  the  course  which  you  have  pursued  in  ordering  the  Har- 
riet Lane  and  the  Perry  to  convoy  the  transports  approved.  The 
Department  would  have  issued  similar  orders  could  there  have  been 
communication.  The  general  arrangements  you  have  made — not  only 
in  regard  to  these  vessels,  but  others — in  compliance  with  the  wishes 
of  the  collector  for  protecting  the  commerce  and  guarding  the  port  of 
New  York  meet  my  approval.  The  emergency  was  one  requiring 
action,  and  the  assumption  of  responsibility  m  the  absence  of  orders 
and  the  ordinary  means  of  communication,  and  your  promptitude  and 
energy  are  commended. 

In  a  conversation  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  yesterday  he 
said  he  would  make  a  transfer  of  the  Gorwin  and  Bibb,  and  I  had  pre- 
viously suggested  to  him  a  suspension  of  the  coast  survey  for  the  pres- 
ent. He  will,  I  presume,  make  a  transfer  of  the  vessels  that  are  in 
New  York,  and  they  will  come  into  your  custody  and  supervision  as 
suggested. 

The  letter  of  this  Department  authorizing  the  employment  and 
equipment  of  ten  steamers  you  will  have  received  ere  this. 

Your  suggestion  that  8-inch  (or  smaller)  guns  be  substituted  for  the 
9-inch,  provided  the  latter  can  not  be  procured,  must  be  adopted. 

In  regard  to  seamen,  the  President  has  authorized  the  number  to  be 
increased  to  25,000,  and  it  is  hoped  the  enlistment  will  commence  with 
sufficient  rapidity  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  service.  Any  meas- 
ures suggested  to  encourage  and  promote  enlistments  will  be  acceptable. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  procure  from  the  Treasury  Department ^but 

not,  I  apprehend,  in  season  for  this  messenger — the  transfer  of  the 
coast  survey  vessels  alluded  to,  and  you  will  proceed  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  arrangements. 
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The  proposition*  of  Commander  Ward,  approved  and  forwarded  by 
you,  has  the  sanction  of  the  Department,  and  you  will  be  pleased  to 
lend  your  efforts  to  carry  the  same  into  immediate  effect.  It  is  very 
desirable  that  there  should  be  at  this  time  such  an  armament  on  the 
waters  of  the  Chesapeake  and  its  tributaries. 

Should  you,  while  communication  is  interrupted,  find  it  necessary  to 
call  into  service  any  officers  who  may  be  in  your  vicinity,  on  leave  or 
retired,  you  will  do  so,  reporting  forthwith  to  the  Department.

I  congratulate  you  on  the  capture  of  the  steam  tug  and  the  schooner 
with  gun  carriages  on  board.  As  you  find  the  steam  tug  useful,  would 
it  not  be  well  to  detain  her  in  your  service  as  a  tender  until  you  are 
better  supplied?  A  quantity  of  coal  has  been  ordered  to  Fortress 
Monroe,  and  that  which  you  have  seized  and  receipted  for  will,  it  is 
hoped,  sufiSce  until  you  are  supplied  from  Philadelphia  or  New  York. 
Your  vigilance  in  guarding  and  protecting  the  public  intierests  is  appre- 
ciated, and  it  is  important  that  every  suspicious  vessel  should  be 
stopped,  and  all  having  on  board  troops,  munitions,  or  articles  contra- 
band of  war,  captured.

Sir  :  Your  several  communications  of  the  24th  and  25th  are  received, 
stating  that  you  have  chartered  the  Monticello,  Mount  Vernon,  and 
Huntsville,  with  the  privilege  of  purchasing.  The  Department  approves 
your  action,  and  also  that  of  dispatching  the  Monticello  to  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay. 

In  relation  to  seamen,  the  President  has  ordered  an  increase  of  18,000, 
and  in  view  of  the  necessities  of  the  case,  and  that  the  service  will  be 
chiefly  in  the  home  squadrons,  they  may  be  enlisted  for  one  year.  On 
this  subject  general  orders  will  be  issued  to  the  different  rendezvous. 

The  arrangements  in  regard  to  the  Yankee  will,  I  presume,  be  accept- 
able. 

In  my  letter  of  the  23d  instant  1  referred  to  certain  gentlemen  as  an 
advisory  committee,  with  whom  you  might  consult.  One  of  the  gentle- 
men alluded  to,  George  D.  Morgan,  esq.,  has  the  special  confidence  of 
the  Department,  and  you  will  advise  with  him  in  behalf  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  as  its  friend  in  this  emergency,  in  the  purchases  you  may 
make,  and  the  extraordinary  measures  you  are  compelled  to  take. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  the  Department  to  witness  the  promptitude 
and  alacrity  that  has  been  exhibited  and  the  service  rendered,  not  only 
by  the  gentlemen  referred  to,  but  by  Mr.  Aspinwall  and  others.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  New   York,   regarding  officering  of 

vessels. 

Navy  Yard,  New  York,  April  29, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  to  inform  the  Department  that  the  Huntsville,  a  char- 
tered propeller,  and  the  Dawn,  also  a  piopeller,  will  be  ready  for  their 
officers  and  men  to-morrow.    I  had,  under  the  orders  of  the  23d  instant, 
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in  the  belief  tliat  tlie  service  of  the  vessels  chartered  was  wanted  imme- 
diately for  blockading,  directed  Lieutenant  Lynch  to  be  prepared  to 
take  command  of  her,  and  had  also  selected  from  the  civil  service  a 
competent  master  with  three  mates.  Her  engineers  are  disposed  to 
remain  by  her ;  to  all  of  them  I  proposed  to  have  given  temporary  acting 
appointments.  If  the  vessels  are  required  for  immediate  service,  if  the 
Department  proposes  ofQcering  them  entirely,  they  should  be  here 
soon.  I  hope,  about  every  three  days,  to  have  one  of  the  remaining 
seven  ready  to  go  to  sea.  I  have  informed  the  Department  that  I  have 
appointed  Lieutenant  Braine  from  the  North  Carolina  to  command  the 
Monticello,  and  given  acting  appointments  to  her  master,  two  mates, 
and  engineers.  She  is  now  in  the  Chesapeake.  I  have  given  also  the 
appointment  of  acting  lieutenant,  temporarily,  to  Mr.  Fox,  to  command 
the  Yankee,  a  vessel  furnished  by  the  committee  to  cruise  in  the  Chesa- 
peake, and  a  master's  appointment  to  her  captain  and  mate;  these 
appointments  from  me  were  necessary  to  give  the  oflScers  any  authority 
over  the  men  I  have  put  on  board  her  to  fight  her  guns,  two  32-pound- 
ers,  with  which  I  armed  her,  etc.  I  have  also  detailed  Lieutenant 
Bankhead  to  command  the  Mount  Vernon  now  in  progress  of  being 
made  ready,  and  am  seeking  for  a  commander  for  the  Dawn.  I  under- 
stand that  Ex- Lieutenant  P.  G.  Watmough,  of  Philadelphia,  proposes 
to  come  here  to  offer  his  services.  Shall  I  give  him  an  acting  appoint- 
ment for  the  command  of  the  Dawnf  I  have  had  several  applications 
for  employment  from  officers  resigned  long  since.  I  hope  the  Depart- 
ment will  recognize  the  appointments  I  have  made,  and  either  author- 
ize me  to  proceed  in  their  manning  and  officering  or  inform  me  if  it 
desires  that  the  vessels  shall  be  kept  here  until  the  Department  itself 
furnishes  officers  for  them.  It  is  probable  in  the  present  state  of  affairs 
that  some  considerable  detention  of  the  vessels  might  be  the  conse 
quence  of  the  latter  mode.  I  have  already  mentioned  that  pivot  guns 
could  not,  in  the  short  time  supposed  necessary,  be  prepared  for  all  the 
steamers,  but  a  part  of  them  will  be  supplied  with  32-pounder  carriage 
guns.    The  Keystone  State  left  this  morning. 

Your  orders  to  Commander  Glasson  to  proceed  to  New  Bedford 
arrived  here  after  the  Perry,  to  whose  command  I  appointed  him  for 
the  occasion,  had  sailed.  I  ordered  him  to  return  immediately  after 
having  seen  his  convoy  safe  to  Annapolis.    He  is  not  yet  arrived. 

The  Constitution,  Harriet  Lane  in  company,  arrived  today ;  the  former 
is  at  the  yard.

2.  Coal  at  Havana,  As  Con  sal- General  Shufeldt  was  hurried  off  to 
Havana  in  the  Karnak  on  Saturday  I  authorized  him  to  purchase  for 
the  TJ.  S.  Government  all  the  American  coal  in  Havana,  which,  from 
last  accounts,  was  2,000  or  2,500  tons,  and  I  asked  Howland  &  Aspin- 
wall to  furnish  the  gold  necessary.  They  consequently  placed  1,500 
Spanish  doubloons  in  his  hands  for  that  purpose. 

3.  The  Harriet  Lane  is  ordered  to  Aspinwall  [Few  Granada].  She 
has  not  capacity  to  carry  coal  for  the  trip,  and  I  ask  your  permission  to 
modify  her  instructions,  so  as  to  convoy  the  steamers,  of  which  there 
are  three  each  month,  through  the  passages  between  Cuba  and  San 
Domingo,  which  can  be  easily  done  by  each  being  at  the  Mariguana 
Passage  on  the  5th,  15th,  and  25th  of  each  month,  and  leaving  Cape 
Folly  on  the  8th  or  9th,  18th  or  19th,  28th  or  29th,  on  her  return  with 
the  homeward-bound  California  steamer.  This  would  allow  the  Harriet 
Lane  six  or  eight  days  three  times  a  month  to  visit  Havana  or  Kingston 
for  coal  or  orders. 

3  [4].  Commodore  Breese  understands  your  orders  of  26th  as  with- 
drawing the  authority  to  officer  and  man  the  vessels  he  is  fitting  out. 
Would  it  not  save  time  to  rendezvous  as  fast  as  possible  at  the  capes 
of  Virginia  for  your  orders  ?

On  passing  close  alongshore  on  Bush's  Bluff  I  saw  four  guns 
mounted  on  what  appeared  to  be  ship's  carriages  and  painted  red; 
also  a  few  men  who  appeared  to  be  hiding. 

On  the  bank  to  west  of  Craney  Island  there  is  an  encampment  of 
about  a  dozen  tents  and  three  small  wooden  houses.  Troops  are  drawn 
up  on  the  bank,  and  to  the  east  of  the  encampment  there  appeared  to 
be  about  three  hundred  men,  in  shirt  sleeves  and  otherwise,  throwing 
up  »D  embankment.    Near  them  were  guns  dismounted.    Above  Lam- 
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bert's  Point  I  could  see  the  masts  of  four  vessels  sunk  in  the  channel. 
Saw  a  steamer  going  up  with  a  rebel  flag.

SlE :  Since  I  bade  yon  good  bye  at  New  York  I  have  been  actively 
employed  boarding  many  vessels,  as  well  as  having  conveyed  the  bearer 
of  dispatches  to  Annapolis.  I  find  the  Monticello  in  almost  every  way 
adapted  for  the  duty  she  is  upon.  On  April  30  I  made  a  reconnois- 
sance of  the  rebel  works  on  the  Elizabeth  River  at  Bush's  Point.  They 
have  four  guns  on  ship's  carriages,  and  at  Craney  Island  I  saw  a  num- 
ber of  soldiers  in  tents  and  upward  of  500  men  busy  throwing  up  earth- 
works. When  I  approached,  the  soldiers  formed  near  fleldpieces.  1 
made  a  careful  reconnoissance  and  remained  upward  of  thirty  minutes 
near  the  batteries,  but  they  did  not  offer  to  fire.  I  have  written  this 
much,  thinking  it  might  be  of  interest  to  you  after  the  trouble  you  took 
to  fit  out  this  vessel,  and  in  addition,  I  have  a  request  to  make.  I  was 
sent  away  from  the  navy  yard  with  fifty  condemned  carbines.  Do  I  ask 
too  much  in  requesting  that  you  will  send  me  an  arm  that  I  can  depend 
on?  I  would  like  fifty  Sharps  rifles,  with  plenty  of  ammunition;  also 
a  dozen  revolvers.  If  you  can  send  them  by  the  first  steamer  sailing 
for  Hampton  Roads,  to  the  care  of  Lieutenant  [Charles  C]  Churchill, 
U.  S.  Army,  at  Fort  Monroe,  I  would  feel  much  obliged.

Letter  from  8.  G.  Mills,  esq.,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  suggesting  means 
for  an  erfficient  blockade  of  Southern  ports. 

New  York,  May  2, 1861. 

Honored  Sir:  In  such  times  as  these  it  may  be  that  a  hint  from  one 
who  has  not  the  weight  of  cares  on  him  that  you  must  have  may  be  of 
use,  and  I  beg  leave  to  oflFer  a  plan  for  the  efficient  blockade  of  the 
seceding  States.  I  think  it  could  be  done  efficiently  with  thirty  ves- 
sels, viz: 

Three  at  the  mouth  of  the  Chesapeake;  3  between  Beaufort  and  Wil- 
mington; 3  off  Charleston;  3  off  Savannah;  1  off  St.  Augustine;  1  oft 
St.  Marks;  2  off  Pensacola;  2  off  Mobile;  3  at  the  mouths  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi; 2  off  Galveston;  2  off  Matamoras;  5  for  relief. 

Let  Newport,  E.  I.,  be  the  headquarters  of  the  blockading  fleet, 
because  it  is  the  best  place  to  recruit  in  health  on  our  coast. 

It  would  be  a  pleasant  resort  for  our  naval  officers  and  the  best  place 
for  the  men  to  have  liberty,  avoiding  the  risk  attendant  upon  having 
liberty  in  such  places  as  New  York  and  Boston. 

Key  West  should  be  continued  as  a  coal  and  provision  depot. 

Let  the  twenty- five  blockading  ships  proceed  at  once  to  their  sta- 
tions, then  let  one  of  the  five  reserves  leave  Newport  in  a  fortnight, 
with  a  mail  for  the  blockading  squadron  and  Key  West;  this  vessel  to 
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communicate  witli  each  ship,  and  when  it  arrives  at  Matamoras  let  it 
take  the  place  of  one  of  the  vessels  blockading  that  port.  Let  the 
relieved  ship  go  to  Galveston  and  relieve  one  at  that  port;  the  relieved 
one  at  Galveston  will  relieve  one  at  New  Orleans ;  this  one,  one  of  those 
at  Mobile,  and  so  on  until  one  shall  be  relieved  at  Norfolk.  This  will 
then  go  to  Newport  and  stay  until  it  shall  be  her  turn  to  go  out  as  the 
first  and  do  as  the  first  did.  The  second  reserved  ship  should  leave  a 
week  after  the  first;  the  third,  a  week  after  the  second,  and  so  on;  so 
that  there  would  be  communication  after  the  first  fortnight  every  week 
with  the  squadron. 

This  continual  change  of  station  would  make  an  efficient  blockade,  be 
pleasant  for  both  officers  and  men,  and  keep  the  ships'  crews  healthy. 
It  would  keep  the  Government  and  others  in  constant  communication 
with  the  entire  fieet. 

The  outward  and  homeward  bound  vessels  would  be  serviceable  in 
arresting  straggling  vessels  hovering  near  the  coast,  waiting  an  oppor- 
tunity to  slip  in,  and  each  vessel  would  be  about  six  months  at  sea, 
which  is  quite  long  enough. 

The  blockade  might  perhaps  be  commenced  with  two  vessels  at  the 
ports  where  I  have  placed  three,  but  three  will  eventually  be  necessary, 
if  the  war  lasts  over  six  months. 

We  must  calculate  upon  desperate  efforts  being  made  at  such  places, 
not  only  to  evade,  but  to  destroy  the  blockading  vessels. 

Trusting  that  the  blockade,  whether  any  of  my  suggestions  are  acted

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  Commander  D.  B.  Eidgely  has 
this  morning  reported  to  me  in  command  of  the  receiving  ship  AlU- 
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ghany.  She  has  seventy-five  recruits  on  board,  which  he  informs  me 
are  good  men,  and  I  have  directed  him  to  take  on  board  two  32-pound- 
ers  mounted  upon  pivot  carriages,  which  still  remain  in  our  battery,  and 
to  anchor  his  vessel  in  such  a  position  as  to  command  the  channel  and 
to  cooperate  most  effectually  with  the  land  forces  in  the  defense  of  the 
port.  The  battery  of  the  Alleghany,  consisting  of  eight  8-inch  guns,  is 
at  the  navy  yard  in  Washington,  as  Commander  Eidgely  informs  me, 
and  I  respectfully  suggest  that  it  be  sent  to  her  with  a  supply  of  ammu- 
nition by  railroad  or  the  Anacostia, 

The  Alleghany,  with  this  armament  and  her  present  complement  of 
men,  would  be  a  most  eflicient  floating  battery  and  add  very  much  to 
the  security  of  this  very  important  post.  I  will  add  that  the  military 
commandant  of  the  post  fully  concurs  with  me  in  these  views.

In  regard  to  the  schooner  George  M.  Smith,  taken  with 
articles  contraband  on  board,  you  will,  if  you  have  not  already  done 
so,  take  a  careful  inventory  of  everything  that  was  on  board  at  the 
time  of  her  capture,  those  taken  for  use  as  well  as  those  that  were  not, 
and  send  her  to  New  York  to  be  delivered  to  the  U.  S.  marshal  of  that 
district. 

With  the  force  now  in  Hampton  Eoads  the  blockade  can  probably  be 
rigidly  enforced.  A  considerable  addition  will,  however,  be  made  to  it 
shortly  and  an  additional  number  of  lieutenants  will  be  ordered. 

The  Department  is  gratified  with  your  report  of  the  condition  of 
things  and  the  reconnoissances  made  and  to  be  made.  I  wrote  to  you 
yesterday  on  that  subject  in  consequence  of  reports  received  both  at 
this  and  the  War  Departments  of  hostile  demonstrations,  the  erection 
of  batteries,  etc. 

You  will  continue  to  be  vigilant,  preventing,  so  far  as  in  your  power, 
hostile  demonstrations.

Sir  :  The  Postmaster-General  is  desirous  that  the  mail  communica- 
tion should  be  continued  between  Baltimore  and  Norfolk,  and  suggests 
that  the  Baltimore  boats  should  be  permitted  to  go  as  far  as  Fortress 
Monroe  and  there  land  mails  and  passengers  under  the  supervision  of 
the  commandant.  It  is  suggested  that  a  small  boat  might  be  permitted 
to  come  down  from  Norfolk  and  meet  and  exchange  mails  and  passen- 
gers with  the  Baltimore  boat;  neither  boat  to  receive  from  the  other 
anything  but  the  mails  and  passengers.  Whether  such  an  arrangement 
can  be  made  without  detriment  to  the  blockade  and  the  public  interest 
is  somewhat  doubtful,  but  should  you,  with  all  the  facts  before  you,  be 
of  the  opinion  that  it  may  be  safely  done,  the  Department  will  not 
object  to  an  arrangepient  until  otherwise  ordered.

Sir  :  It  is  expected  that  Flag-OfBcer  Stringliam,  to  whom  has  been 
assigned  the  command  of  the  coast  blockade,  will  arrive  early  next 
week  in  Hampton  Koads  with  the  Minnesota  and  immediately  enter 
upon  the  duty  of  instituting  an  actual  blockade  of  the  priucijial  ports 
of  the  insurrectionary  States.  As  the  force  placed  at  his  disposal  is  as 
yet  insufficient,  it  is  desirable  that  you  should  remain  a  period  longer 
with  the  Cumberland  before  taking  her  to  New  York,  where  it  may  be 
necessary  to  have  her  docked,  as  she  grounded  in  coming  down  from 
Norfolk.

I  obtained  some  lumber  here  and  am  now  Butting  up  two  staterooms, 
which  will  make  us  more  comfortable. 

The  cabin  has  only  four  staterooms  and  they  are  for  the  use  of  the 
officers  of  the  boat. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  muster  roll  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Ice  Boat,  with  their  rates  and  pay. 

I  do  not  know  by  what  authority  this  crew  was  shipped  and  rated. 
In  addition  to  this  crew  I  have  30  men,  1  pilot,  and  1  carpenter  from 
the  Philadelphia  navy  yard,  1  lieutenant,  and  1  gunner;  I  also  have 
H.  Y.  Glisson  as  my  clerk,  and  Eobert  G.  Wright,  acting  master's 
mate,  neither  of  which  are  to  receive  pay  unless  approved  by  yourself 
and  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  They  have  been  of  great 
service  to  me,  each  of  them  keeping  a  watch  in  addition  to  their  other 
duties.  You  will  see  by  this  report  that  we  have  a  largo  crewj  and  I 
may  add  a  very  efficient  one.  They  are  well  drilled  and  I  think  will 
make  a  good  fight  if  we  are  so  fortunate  as  to  fall  in  with  an  enemy. 

I  hope  that  we  will  be  entitled  to  sea  service  for  this  duty.  We  are 
all  well.

Letter  from  commandant  navy  yard,  New  York,  to  Commodore  Paulding, 
V.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  equipment  and  officering  of  vessels. 

Semi-official.]  Navy  Yaed,  May  5, 1861. 

Deab  Gommodobe  :  As  I  wrote  you  at  considerable  length  yester- 
day, I  write  now  to  mention  what  I  then  neglected  to  do,  viz,  that  in 
order  that  the  Perry  should  be  ready  at  a  moment's  notice  to  perform 
any  duty  that  might  be  required  of  her  I  had  ordered  temporarily  to 
her  command  Commander  Meade,  who  is  now  on  board  her.  The  only 
order  I  have  received  in  relation  to  lier  was  one  from  the  bureau, 
ordering  her  to  be  got  ready  for  service,  issued  after  the  brig  had  left 
here  for  the  Chesapeake  with  convoy.  I  had,  fortunately,  believing  she 
might  be  among  the  first  vessels  required  by  the  exigency  of  the 
times,  prepared  her  completely  for  sea  some  weeks  before.  I  will  now 
transfer  her  crew  with  their  accounts  regularly  from  the  receiving  ship. 
May  I  know  whether  Commander  Meadewill  be  retained  by  [the]  Depart- 
ment as  her  commander  or  if  some  other  is  intended.  She  is  ready  at 
an  hour's  notice  to  proceed  when  she  may  be  directed.  The  Constitu- 
tion is  still  lying  at  the  yard  or  near  it,  occupying  room  that  we  much 
want  and  waiting  for  an  order  to  go  to  Newport.  When  the  officers 
report  for  the  Wabash,  and  I  am  directed  to  do  so,  she  can  at  once  be 
sent  into  the  stream.  As  we  have  several  steamers  here  altering, 
besides  the  Wabash,  Eoanoke,  Potomac,  and  8avannah,  you  will  readily 
see  that  we  are  much  straitened  for  room.  I  would  again  advise  the 
sending  of  the  Keystone  State  here  with  the  entire  amount  of  our  requi- 
sitions on  the  Ordnance  Bureau.  We  are  called  upon  for  these  things 
by  other  yards  and  still  must  have  on  hand  sufficient  for  the  four  ves- 
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sels  fitting  out,  besides  the  ten  steamers.  Why  is  it  not  well  to  give 
acting  appointments  to  those  lieutenants  who  some  years  since  resigned  ? 
I  mean  such  as  Joseph  [P.]  Sanlord,  whom  I  know  well,  Caldwell, 
Barnes,  Watmough,  Mygatt,  and  others,  all  good  ofi&cers  and  proper 
men  and  who  volunteer  for  it.  The  latter,  Mygatt,  I  have,  at  the 
request  of  Commander  Ward,  given  an  appointment  of  acting  master 
for  temporary  duty  in  Ward's  flotilla,  which  I  am  directed  by  the 
Department  to  have  prepared  as  soon  as  is  possible,  and  to  which  end 
I  liave  purchased  two  fast,  new  tugs,  quite  small,  of  6  feet  draft,  to 
carry  a  24-pounder  howitzer  and  probably  fifteen  or  sixteen  men;  the 
larger  vessel  I  am  in  negotiation  for,  and  will  probably  charter  her  at 
$G,000  per  month,  or,  which  may  be  better,  purchase  her  for  $35,000. 
I  think  they  may  all  be  ready  in  eight  or  ten  days.  In  reply  to  an 
enquiry  from  Captain  Du  Pont,  I  have  told  him  that  we  would  supply 
him  with  the  sixteen  guns,  32's  and  10-inch,  which  he  says  are  required 
at  that  yard.  I  presume  the  bureau  expects  me  to  farnish  him  if 
required.  The  Niagara  was  prevented  by  the  weather  and  tide  from 
going  to  sea  yesterday,  but  goes  to-day  at  1  p.  m.,  bound  off  Charleston. 
The  order  for  Purser  Semple  to  report  for  duty  in  her  I  have  not  been 
able  to  get  to  him,  not  knowing  his  whereabouts.  1  received  yesterday 
a  copy  of  an  oath  by  mail,  but  no  direction  to  administer  it  to  any  one, 
nor  am  I  aware  that  it  has  been  done  anywhere,  except  by  Captain 
McKean.  I  presume  the  loyalty  of  Southern  ofBcers,  as  a  general 
thing,  will  hang  loosely  on  them  under  some  circumstances.  It  appears 
that  only  the  active  officers  and  such  as  we  would  wish  to  have  in  the 
service  are  called  for  by  the  insurgent  authorities  or  who  do  leave. 
The  others  on  the  retired  list,  who  know  they  will  not  be  called  on  in 
this  crisis  to  bear  arms,  for  the  reason  that  they  would  probably  be  no 
more  loyal  than  their  fellow-Southerners,  and  the  other  reasons  that 
operated  with  the  board  to  retire  them,  should  not,  I  think,  be  con- 
tinued as  pensioners  of  the  United  States.  Is  not  the  Government 
rather  too  liberal  to  these  people?  But  all  honor  to  those  of  the  South 
who  rally  around  the  flag  and  the  Constitution  they  have  sworn  to 
support.  I  would  repeat  my  desire  to  know  from  the  Department  if  it 
meets  their  views  that  I  promise  and,  when  necessary,  make  acting 
appointments  for  engineers,  mates,  etc.,  to  officer  the  chartered  steam- 
ers. To  get  these  even  will  always  require  a  day  or  two  or  more.  I 
enlarged  on  this  and  kindred  matters  in  my  letter  of  yesterday.

Sib  :  In  pursuance  of  your  order  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
reports  of  separate  reconnoissauces  of  the  neighboring  shores  in  the 
steamer  YanJcee  on  April  29,  May  1  and  5 : 

On  April  29,  as  directed  by  you,  I  carefully  surveyed  the  shore  from 
Sewell's  Point  to  Cape  Henry  and  was  convinced  that  no  batteries  or 
obstructions  against  landing  had  been  erected.  Five  miles  inside  of 
Cape  Henry  I  discovered  a  party  of  cavalry  that,  from  their  movements, 
I  should  judge  was  a  patrol  kept  to  observe  proceedings  in  the  bay  and 
Eoads.  From  Willoughby's  Spit  to  Cape  Henry  the  water  is  sufficiently 
bold  to  allow  vessels  of  7  feet  draft  to  approach  within  200  yards  of 
the  shore.  Above  this,  toward  Sewell's  Point,  on  account  of  a  flat  which 
makes  off  some  distance,  lauding  would  not  be  so  easy.  The  coast 
along  I  found  cut  up  with  numerous  creeks,  which  penetrate  into  the 
interior. 

On  May  1, 1  examined  the  shores  from  Fortress  Monroe  to  the  mouth 
of  James  Eiver  and  could  discover  nothing  of  a  hostile  nature.  The 
shore  of  the  creek  that  separates  Old  Point  Comfort  from  the  mainland 
was  examined  in  a  boat,  but  the  density  of  the  woods  that  skirt  the 
bank  of  this  creek  does  not  admit  of  a  naval  reconnoissance,  but  should 
be  made  the  subject  of  military  attention,  as  batteries  could  be  placed 
in  these  woods  without  the  knowledge  of  the  garrison. 

On  May  5, 1  proceeded  in  the  Yankee  with  Colonel  De  Eussy,  of  the 
engineers,  for  an  examination  of  the  shore  from  Fortress  Monroe  to 
Back  Eiver  light  house,  a  distance  of  5J  miles.  We  could  perceive  no 
attempts  at  military  demonstrations.  The  ground  a  mile  from  the 
fortress  is  hilly,  and  in  the  possession  of  an  enemy  might  seriously 
menace  the  fort  and  anchorage.

SiE :  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  liave  the  honor  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing as  a  result  of  a  reconnoissance  of  both  banks  of  York  lliver  for 
20  miles.  From  its  mouth  to  Gloucester  Point  no  preparations  had 
been  made  to  obstruct  the  river.  At  Gloucester  Point  there  is  in  the 
course  of  erection  a  breastwork,  or  water  battery,  which,  -when  com- 
pleted, will  effectually  command  the  approach  of  the  river.  These 
preparations  thus  far  consist  only  in  a  heavy  rampart  and  the  collec- 
tion of  a  large  amount  of  turf  In  its  present  condition  it  is  useless  for 
defense,  as  it  has  not  attained  a  height  sufficient  to  protect  its  occu- 
pants, and  there  are  no  means  at  present  to  mount  its  guns.  Beyond 
this  point,  after  a  careful  survey,  I  could  perceive  no  unusual  appear- 
ances. The  buoys  are  all  in  their  places,  and  with  no  previous 
acquaintance  with  the  river  I  found  no  difficulty  in  keeping  in  3J  to  4 
fathoms  water.  If  I  may  be  permitted  the  liberty  I  would  respect- 
fully call  the  attention  of  the  flag-officer  to  the  importance  of  a  com- 
mand of  York  Eiver,  which,  from  its  depth  and  ease  of  access,  lead- 
ing into  the  heart  of  Virginia,  would  be  invaluable  in  the  case  of 
offensive  measures  being  decided  upon  by  the  United  States.  For  the 
present  it  is  my  humble  opinion  that  a  small  steamer  could  prevent  the 
further  progress  of  the  work  at  Gloucester  Point,  as  I  firmly  believe 
there  are  no  heavy  guns  in  the  neighborhood,  and  it  could  effectually 
retard  for  some  time  the  transportation  of  such  from  Richmond.  Two 
vessels,  the  brig  F.  Btissell,  of  Maine,  and  the  schooner  Josephine,  of 
Baltimore,  were  boarded  and  warned  off.

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  orders  I  left  here  at  10  a.  m.  in  the 
steamer  Yankee  for  an  examination  of  the  fortifications  on  Gloucester 
Point.  I  had  approached  within  about  2,000  yards  of  this  point  when 
a  shot  across  my  bow  first  apprised  me  that  the  enemy  had  guns 
mounted.  I  continued  to  steam  ahead  slowly,  when  another  was  fired 
in  line,  but  a  little  short.  I  stopped  steaming,  moved  all  heavy  articles 
to  the  port  side  and  started  all  the  water  in  the  starboard  tanks,  as  the 
Yankee  had  a  considerable  list  to  starboard,  from  moving  her  two  guns 
to  that  side.  I  fired  4  round  shot  and  two  shell  at  the  extreme  eleva- 
tion the  guns  would  permit,  but  they  all  fell  short.  Twelve  shots  in  all 
were  fired  by  the  enemy,  two  shells  passed  about  10  feet  over  and  burst 
some  20  yards  beyond;  the  remainder  fell  short.  Finding  the  guns 
opposed  to  me  so  much  superior  in  range  and  caliber  to  the  Yankee's 
light  32's,  I  considered  it  my  duty,  though  reluctantly,  to  return.  The 
guns  mounted,  as  near  as  I  could  judge,  were  one  8-inch  shell  and  two 
long  32's,  and  there  were  probably  forty  men  behind  the  breastwork. 
I  could  discover  no  armed  parties  other  than  these  in  the  vicinity.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  assumed  command  at  this 
post  at  7  o'clock  yesterday  evening.  I  hastened  to  assume  the  com- 
mand from  the  fact  that  Ilearned  on  my  way  from  Richmond  that  the 
howitzer  battery  under  Lieutenant  Brown,  acting  under  the  orders  of 
Captain  Whittle,  of  the  Virginia  navy,  had  resisted  the  approach  of 
the  steamer  Yankee  and  driven  her  back,  after  the  firing  of  some  ten 
or  twelve  rounds  on  either  side.  I  immediately  ordered  out  the  volun- 
teer forces  of  the  county,  amounting  to  some  250  men,  to  reenforce  the 
battery  and  prevent  a  landing  of  the  enemy  in  boats.  These  troops 
had  not  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State,  and  no  force 
beyond  a  small  guard  had  been  stationed  at  this  place.  Major  Page, 
mastering  officer,  will  muster  in  three  companies  to-day.    I  have  now 
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subsistence  for  400  men  for  thirty  days,  and  will  erect  huts  for  the 
troops  this  evening.  I  have  to  urge  that  you  will  order  to  this  point 
some  effective  seacoast  guns,  for  the  small  battery  of  6-pounder  guns 
now  here  will  prove  of  small  consequence  in  resisting  an  attack  upon 
this  place  by  a  naval  force  of  much  importance.

I  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  the  receiving  ship  Alleghany  be  filled  with  coal  and  towed  here 
and  anchored  with  good  substantial  moorings  so  as  to  resist  all  weather.

SiE:  By  direction  of  the  Department,  2,000  tons  of  coal  for  the  use 
of  the  vessels  of  the  Navy  have  been  shipped  to  tfie  commanding 
oflBcer  of  Fortress  Monroe. 

In  a  letter  just  received  from  him  he  represents  that  it  can  not  be 
accommodated,  and  he  states  that  he  will  enclose  the  bills  of  lading 
to  you. 

It  appears  to  be  of  the  iirst  importance  to  have  a  supply  of  coal  at 
that  point,  as  between  it  and  Key  West  there  can  be  no  other  depot. 
It  was  not  certainly  known  what  facilities  thei-e  were  at  the  fort,  and 
it  was  not  supposed  the  coal  would  lay  on  the  wharf,  but  might  be 
piled  on  the  shore  under  the  guns  of  the  fort. 

Tou  will  please,  for  the  present,  make  the  best  arrangement  you  can, 
and  the  Department  has  given  orders  for  the  purchase  of  a  couple 
of  vessels  that  will  contain  about  1,000  tons  each. 
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If,  in  addition  to  these  vessels,  a  small  piei-  or  pile  wharf  can,  in 
your  opinion,  be  made  sufficient  to  wheel  the  coal  from  the  vessels 
ordinarily  employed  in  that  trade  and  such  as  are  now  carrying  the 
coal,  and  you  can  now  give  me  a  statement  of  the  quantity  of  materials 
necessary,  they  can  readily  be  sent,  together  with  the  number  of  bar- 
rows and  shovels  which  may  be  wanted  for  a  prompt  unloading  and 
loading. 

If  you  can,  give  me  an  approximate  statement  of  the  cost  and  time 
such  a  landing  would  require,  if  you  should  think  it  should  be  made, 
Tou  will  please  furnish  the  information  as  early  as  practicable.

Instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  commandants  of  navy 
yards,  regarding  aMing  appointments  and  officering  of  chartered  vessels. 

Navy  Department,  May  13, 1861. 

Sir:  The  following  instructions  are  issued  for  your  guidance: 

You  will  administer  the  oath  anew  to  all  the  officers  and  heads  of 
the  departments  individually,  and  to  all  the  employes  of  the  Govern- 
ment collectively,  as  convenient. 

Chartered  vessels  having  guns  are  to  be  commanded  by  offlcers  of  the 
Navy.  The  first  lieutenant  will  also  be  an  officer  of  the  Navy  if  pos- 
sible, or  one  who  has  served  as  such.  The  exigencies  of  the  service 
may  require  that  other  appointments  shall  be  taken  from  civil  life. 

Acting  masters,  for  watch  offlcers,  assistant  surgeons,  and  first,  sec- 
ond, aucl  third  assistant  engineers,  will  be  allowed  as  required,  with 
corresponding  pay  to  those  ranks  in  the  Navy;  also  master's  mates  at 
$40  per  month  and  one  ration  a  day.  Coast  pilots  may  be  employed 
when  necessary  at  from  $50  to  $60  per  month  and  a  ration. 

The  officer  of  the  Navy  in  command  of  such  vessel  may  appoint  a 
suitable  person  to  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  and  acting  paymaster, 
who  shall  enter  into  bonds  for  $5,000,  with  two  sureties  approved  by 
the  U.  S.  district  attorney.  The  compensation  of  said  clerk  and  acting 
paymaster  shall  be  $1,200  per  annum  and  one  ration. 

AH  these  acting  appointments,  excepting  those  who  haVe  held  com- 
missions in  the  Navy,  are  to  be  subjected  to  such  examination  as  the 
commandant  of  the  station  can  conveniently  arrange,  so  that  persons 
not  fully  competent  in  every  respect  may  be  at  once  rejected. 

Persons  serving  on  board  of  the  vessels  when  chartered  will  be 
appointed  to  the  above-mentioned  places,  if  qualified,  upon  being  nomi- 
nated to  the  Department.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  the  order  of 
the  Department  of  the  27th  ultimo,  the  Naval  Academy  is  t*-ansferred 
to  Fort  Adams  and  that  the  duties  of  the  institution  are  this  day 
recommenced. 

The  library  and  all  the  instruments  which  could  be  safely  trans- 
ported have  been  brought  here,  and  I  have  made  a  special  report  to 
the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  and  Hydrography  in  regard  to  such  as  remain 
at  Annapolis.  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  recommendations  of  the 
academic  board  and  respectfully  ask  the  approval  of  the  Department 
of  the  same : 

1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  annual  examination  be  deferred  until 
the  25th  of  June,  and  that  authority  be  given  to  conduct  it  by  the  aca- 
demic board  without  the  presence  of  the  usual  Board  of  Visitors,  unless 
it  should  be  found  expedient  to  order  one. 

2.  That  from  the  close  of  the  examination  until  the  20th  of  September 
next,  when  the  new  appointees  will  report,  the  exercises  of  the  acting 
midshipmen  in  seamanship,  gunnery,  and  the  other  practical  branches 
of  the  profession  be  unremittingly  pursued  on  board  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  study  of  French  be  also  pursued  by  them  during  that  time. 
I  also  propose  that  the  ship  should  be  occasionally  got  underway. 

The  fort  will  be  immediately  put  under  careful  police  and  every  pos- 
sible attention  paid  to  its  preservation  and  that  of  the  public  property 
contained  in  it,  and  I  would  suggest  that  as  long  as  it  is  occupied  by 
the  Academy  it  may  be  considered  in  some  degree  garrisoned.  The 
Constitution  is  moored  near  the  fort  and  in  a  convenient  xiosition  for 
target  practice.  The  acting  midshipmen  will  remain  on  board  of  her 
for  the  present,  where  they  will  be  constantly  exercised  during  the 
hours  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the  Department. 

With  the  exception  of  the  commandant  of  midshipmen  and  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  Constitution,  Lieutenants  Simpson,  Buckner, 
Scott,  and  Lull  are  the  only  lieutenants  which  remain  attached  to  the 
Academy.  Their  services  are  so  very  important  in  reorganizing  the 
Academy  and  training  the  acting  midshipmen  that  I  beg  to  express 
the  hope  that  they  may  be  suffered  to  remain. 

I  also  respectfully  ask  that  the  Department  will  approve  my  retain- 
ing for  the  present  three  members  of  the  first  class  named  by  the  com- 
mandant of  midshipmen  in  his  letter  of  the  [9th]  instant.-  Their  services 
are  very  important  to  the  Academy  at  this  time.

SiB:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders*  of 
the  22d  of  April  I  proceeded  to  Perry  viUe  with  the  detachment  of  ofiQ- 
cers  and  men  and  the  guns  placed  under  my  command,  for  the  purpose 
of  arming  the  steamer  Maryland  and  with  her  keep  open  the  commu- 
nication between  that  place  and  Annapolis.  We  arrived  at  midnight, 
and  I  immediately  put  myself  in  communication  with  Colonel  Dare,  the 
commanding  of&cer.  From  him  I  learned  there  was  a  rumor  that 
Annapolis  had  been  seized  upon  by  the  secessionists,  thg  steamer  Mary- 
land aground  with  the  Massachusetts  regiment  on  board,  and  the 
steamer  Boston,  with  the  New  York  Seventh,  at  anchor  in  the  harbor 
and  unable  to  eftect  a  landing.  Hearing  also  from  him  that  the  author 
of  this  was  in  his  boat  at  the  wharf  I  sent  for  and  questioned  him. 
He  corroborated  the  above  statement,  which  he  assured  me  he  had 
obtained  from  the  pilot  of  the  Constitution.  He  also  informed  me  that 
he  had  assisted  in  towing  that  vessel  into  the  outer  Eoads  of  Annapolis. 
I  immediately  telegraphed  this  information  to  Mr.  Felton,  president  of 
the  railroad  company,  with  the  request  that  General  Patterson  and 
yourself  should  be  informed. 

After  much  difdculty  with  the  parties  in  command  of  the  steamers 
(sent  there  by  the  president  of  the  railroad  company  as  transports)

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who  were  evidently  unwilling  to  risk  either  themselves  or  their  boats, 
I  sncceded  in  prevailing  upon  the  captain  of  the  steamer  Wyoming  to 
place  his  vessel  at  my  disposal.  We  worked  all  night  in  getting  the 
guns  on  board,  and  having  obtained  from  Colonel  Dare  a  company  of 
the  Fourth  Pennsylvania  Eegiment,  I  started  at  7  a.  m.  for  Annapolis. 
On  our  passage  we  were  employed  in  mounting  the  32-pouuder,  a  work 
of  no  little  labor,  and  much  credit  is  due  to  Lieutenant  Crosby  for  the 
accomplishment  of  this  work  with  so  little  material  at  his  command. 
We  arrived  in  sight  of  Annapolis  Eoads  at  noon,  and  saw  the  Constitu- 
tion at  anchor.  I  stood  for  her  to  obtain  information  of  the  state  of 
affairs.  On  approaching  her  near  enough  to  be  heard  I  was  told  that 
Annapolis  was  in  possession  of  the  United  States  troops  and  General 
Butler  in  command,  with  his  regiment  and  the  New  York  Seventh.  I 
then  proceeded  to  Annapolis  and  reported  to  him  and  Captain  Blake, 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Academy,  the  object  of  my  visit. 

I  learned  from  them  that  there  was  a  great  scarcity  of  provisions, 
and  was  requested  to  report  this  fact  as  early  as  possible  to  Major- 
General  Patterson.  Remaining  only  long  enough  to  transfer  the  guns 
and  command  to  the  steamer  Maryland,  and  leaving  the  Wyoming,  at 
the  request  of  General  Butler,  I  returned  at  once  to  Perryville,  where 
I  arrived  at  midnight,  and  telegraphed  to  you  and  General  Patterson, 
through  Mr.  Felton,  the  state  of  affairs.  On  the  24:th  Lieutenant  Wat- 
mough  and  SaUmaker  Ferguson  arrived  at  Perryville  with  two  32- 
pounders,  which  were  placed  in  battery  for  the  protection  of  that  post. 
Provisions  having  arrived  I  took  them  on  board  and,  with  several 
bearers  of  dispatches  for  the  Government,  left  for  Annapolis,  leaving 
Passed  Midshipman  White  to  follow  in  the  Wyoming  (just  returned) 
with  provisions  and  stores.  I  found  upon  my  arrival  at  Annapolis  on 
the  morning  of  the  25th  instant  [ultimo]  that  several  transports  had 
arrived  during  my  absence  with  troops  and  an  ample  supply  of  provi- 
sions. This  was  unexpected,  as  they  had  been  ordered  to  proceed  to 
Washington  by  way  of  the  Potomac,  but  had  changed  their  route  on 
hearing  that  obstructions  had  been  placed  in  the  river  to  prevent  their 
ascent. 

From  Captain  Blake  I  procured  two  6-pounder  howitzers  and  neces- 
sary ammunition  and  returned  to  Perryville,  when  the  communication 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  (a  copy  of  which  I  herewith  send)  was 
handed  me,  also  a  letter  from  Major-General  Patterson  on  the  same 
subject.  I  thereupon  caused  to  be  fitted  out  and  armed  two  tugboats, 
placing  them  under  the  command  of  Lieutenants  Crosby  and  Wat- 
mough,  and  requesting  of  you  fourteen  more  men,  which  were  immedi- 
ately sent.  The  services  of  those  two  boats  were  of  much-  importance 
(the  re[)orts  of  their  commanders  are  herewith  transmitted)  and  I  take 
this  occasion  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  zeal,  energy,  and  ability  which 
these  officers  and  Passed  Midshipman  White  displayed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  various  duties,  of  which  I  respectfully  request  the 
Department  be  informed. 

From  the  25th  of  April  until  the  1st  of  May  I  was  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  troops,  munitions  of  war,  and  provisions  from  Perry- 
ville to  Annapolis.  On  the  3d  of  May  Major  Devins's  Battalion  Massa- 
chusetts Eifles  were  conveyed  in  the  Maryland  to  reenforce  Fort 
McHenry.  On  the  8th  of  May  the  Maryland,  with  Sherman's  battery 
on  board,  and  accompanied  by  four  other  steamers  with  the  United 
States  troops  aud  Colonel  Patterson's  regiment  of  Pennsylvania  vol- 
unteers, proceeded  to  Baltimore  and  landed  them  at  Locust  Point. 
On  my  return  to  Perryville,  deeming  it  no  longer  necessary  to  continue 
on  this  service,  as  there  was  not  the  slightest  probability  of  the  com- 
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miinication  being  interrupted  from  Perry ville,  I  availed  myself  of  the 
discretionary  orders  you  had  given  me  to  withdraw  on  the  11th  instant. 
I  returned  to  the  city  and  had  the  men  and  guns  (with  the  exception 
of  the  three  32-pounders,  which  were  for  the  present  left  at  Perryville) 
sent  to  the  navy  yard.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  the  conduct  of  the 
men  was  most  satisfactory.  I  found  Sailmaker  Ferguson  very  atten- 
tive to  his  duties. 

I  must  bring  to  your  notice  the  enclosed  passes,*  issued  by  a  Mr. 
Trimble,  which  were  taken  by  Lieutenant  Crosby  from  the  master  of 
the  steamer  Lioness  when  he  captured  her. 

Before  concluding  I  wish  to  express  mj  appreciation  of  the  great 
assistance  I  received  from  Colonel  Dare  and  his  command;  also  the 
untiring  zeal  of  officers  and  employes  of  the  railroad  company  and 
their  efforts  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Government.

Sm :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  opera- 
tions while  in  charge  of  the  steam  propellers  J.  B.  Thompson  and 
Thomas  Sparlcs,  cruising  between  the  points  Annapolis  and  Perryville. 
On  the  27th  of  April,  took  command  of  the  J.  R.  Thompson,  with  ten 
seamen  and  two  guns,  making  one  trip  to  Annapolis  and  back  to  Perry- 
ville, carrying  mails  and  jiassengers.  On  28th,  transferred  command 
to  Sparks,  making  daily  trips  to  and  from  above  point  with  mails  and 
passengers  or  special  messengers  till  the  30th  of  April.  May  1,  trans- 
ferred command  to  the  propeller  Shriver  for  the  purpose  of  landing 
Major  Morris  and  command  (of  the  Fourth  U.  S.  Artillery)  at  Fort 
McHenry,  Ualtimore.  On  the  2d  of  May,  returned  to  the  Sparks  and 
continued  trips  with  mails  and  passengers,  or  as  convoy  to  them  and 
treasure,  till  the  5th  instant.  On  afternoon  of  5th,  sailed  in  company 
with  the  tug  Eeaney,  Lieutenant  Crosby,  on  an  expedition  in  search  of 
light-boats  removed  from  Smith's  and  Windmill  points  south  of  the 
Potomac.  On  same  night  made  harbor  in  the  Patuxent,  in  consequence 
of  bad  weather.  At  3  a.  m.  same  night,  Reaney's  boiler  exploded, 
disabling  her.  Lieutenant  Crosby  transferred  men  and  guns  to  the 
Spdrks.  Lieutenant  Danels,  of  the  Navy,  with  a  detachment  of  sea- 
men from  the  Alleghany  at  Annapolis,  and  Lieutenant  Morton,  with  a 
detachment  of  soldiers  from  the  Thirteenth  New  York  Eegiment  and 
one  fieldpiece  (6-pounder),  had  also  joined  the  Sparks  at  Annapolis. 
On  the  7th  May  at  3  a.  m.,  started  for  the  Great  Wicomico.  Leaving 
Reaney  at  anchor,  succeeded  in  entering  the  inlet  over  the  flats  and 
seized  the  Windmill  Point  boat  snugly  moored  a  few  miles  inland- 
towed  her  out  and  same  evening  on  return  north  picked  up  the  Reaney, 
arriving  at  Annapolis  on  tlie  8th  May  at  5  a.  m.  The  same  evening 
towed  the  Reaney  up  to  Perryville.  On  the  10th  instant,  by  your  order, 
brought  men  and  armament  in  the  cars  to  Philadelphia  and  delivered 
the  men  to  the  receiving  ship  on  this  station.

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Philadelphia,  May  13, 1861. 
Sib  :  lu  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  26tli  ultimo,  I  took  command 
of  the  steamer  Commerce,  with  a  detachment  of  twelve  men,  Avith  two 
guns,  one  a  12-pounder  boat  howitzer,  and  one  a  6  pounder  fleldpiece; 
went  over  to  Havre  de  Grace  and  seized  the  steamer  Lancaster,  from 
Baltimore;  put  her  in  charge  of  Sailing  Master  George  B.  "White,  who 
brought  her  over  in  company  with  the  Gommerce  to  Perryville.  On  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  left  for  Annapolis  to  convoy  the  steamers 
Whildin  and  Wyoming.  On  our  way  down  discovered  a  steam  tug  tow- 
ing a  ship  down  the  Patapsco;  went  in  jjursuit  of  the  steam  tug,  in 
obedience  to  the  written  orders  that  I  had  received  from  you  to  seize 
all  tugs  south  of  Havre  de  Grace.  The  tug  cast  off  her  tow  and  imme- 
diately ran  away  from  us.  I  fired  a  shot  across  her  bow,  but  she  con- 
tinued her  course.  I  then  fired  several  shots  at  her,  but  being  much 
faster  than  the  Gommerce  she  was  soon  out  of  the  range  of  our  guns 
and  escaped.  We  then  resumed  our  course  and  anchoi-ed  off  Annap- 
olis iu  company  with  the  convoy.  On  the  27th  ultimo  we  returned  to 
Perryville  with  the  mail  and  passengers;  boarded  a  Baltimore  bark. 
On  our  arrival  we  transferred  the  guns  and  crew  to  the  William  B. 
Eeaney.  On  the  28th  ultimo,  at  2.30  a.  m.,  convoyed  the  steamer  Gom- 
merce to  Annapolis.  At  1  p.  m.  left  for  Perryville.  On  the  29th  trans- 
ferred the  guns  and  crew  to  the  steamer  Thomas  Sparks  and  carried 
mail  and  passengers  to  Annapolis  and  convoyed  two  steamers.  Eeturned 
on  the  30th  with  mail  and  passengers  to  Perryville;  transferred  the 
guns  and  crew  to  the  William  B.  Beaney.  On  the  31st  [sic],  employed 
in  convoying  vessels  to  Annapolis.  On  the  1st  left  tor  Perryville; 
seized  the  steam  tug  Lioness  off  the  mouth  of  the  Patapsco  and  took 
her  to  Perryville.  The  captain  of  the  Lioness  delivered  to  me  the 
papers*  signed  by  one  Trimble,  of  Baltimore,  which  were  necessary  for 
him  to  have  in  order  to  pass  in  and  out  of  the  port  of  Baltimore,  all  of 
which  I  handed  over  to  you.  On  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  and  5th  instant, 
employed  in  convoying  vessels  between  Annapolis  and  Perryville.  On 
the  6th  [5th]  instant  at  8  a.  m.,  received  orders  from  General  Butler  to 
fit  out  an  expedition  to  go  in  search  of  the  Smith's  Point  light-boat, 
said  to  be  in  Dividing  Greek,  between  the  Potomac  and  Rappahannock 
rivers.  Eeceived  a  detachment  of  thirty  recruits  from  the  U.  S.  receiv- 
ing ship  A  llegliany,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Danels,  and  thirty  New 
York  State  Militia,  Lieutenant  Morton  commanding ;  placed  them,  with  a 
fleldpiece,  on  board  the  Thomas  Sparks.  At  meridian  the  steamer  Thomas 
Sparks,  Lieutenant  Watmough  commanding,  left  in  company  with  the 
William  B.  Beaney  with  a  launch  in  tow.  At  8:30  anchored  in  the 
mouth  of  the  Patuxent  Eiver  on  account  of  bad  weather.  At  3  a.  m. 
eighty  stay  bolts  of  the  Beaneyh  boiler  blew  out,  scalding  James 
McDevitt,  landsman,  seriously.  I  discovered  that  the  accident  was 
occasioned  by  the  neglect  of  the  fireman,  who  left  his  post  and  turned 
in  without  waiting  for  the  second  engineer  to  relieve  him,  in  conse- 
quence of  which  I  placed  them  both  on  board  the  Tlwmas  Sparks  under 
the  sentry's  charge.  I  then  transferred  my  gun,  men,  and  launch  to 
the  Thomas  Sparks,  boarded  an  oyster  boat,  and  sent  a  bearer  of  dis- 
patches to  General  Butler,  informing  him  of  the  accident  and  of  the 
disabled  condition  of  the  Beaney.  The  captain  of  the  oyster  boat 
informed  me  that  the  Smith's  Point  light-boat  was  anchored  up  the 
Wicomico  Eiver  [Va.].  Owing  to  the  stormy  weather  we  were  obliged 
to  remain  at  anchor  until 2  a.  m.  the  following  morning.    The  wounded

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man  was  carefully  attended  to  by  Dr.  Gallagher,  who  volunteered  his 
services  for  the  expedition.  On  the  9th  [7th]  instant  at  2:30  p.m. 
[a.  m.],  took  the  Thomas  Sparks  and  launch  and  ran  down  to  the 
Wicomico,  where  we  arrived  about  8  a.  m.  Our  pilot,  who  was  sup- 
plied for  the  occasion,  proved  to  be  of  little  service  to  us,  and  we 
were  obliged  to  pilot  ourselves  in,  whereupon  we  discovered  a  light- 
boat  at  the  source  of  a  creek.  As  we  approached  her  the  lookout  at 
our  masthead  observed  her  crew  leaving  in  great  haste  with  their  boats; 
we  ran  up,  took  possession  of  her,  found  that  her  moorings  had 
been  slipped  and  that  her  light  apparatus  had  been  dismantled  and 
her  rudder  wedged  (she  proved  to  be  the  Windmill  Point  light-boat 
instead  of  the  Smith's  Point  light-boat),  in  consequence  of  which  we 
found  it  necessary  to  tow  her  back  to  Annapolis,  and  owing  to  the 
crippled  condition  of  the  Reaney  was  obliged  to  forego  further  search. 
Hove  up  her  anchor  and  knocked  the  wedges  from  the  rudder  and  the 
Sparks  took  her  in  tow.  Afterwards  I  took  the  launch  to  reconnoiter 
and  discovered  a  number  of  armed  men,  horse  and  foot.  Eeturned  and 
made  the  launch  fast  to  the  light-boat  and  ran  up  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Patuxent  Eiver  in  tow  of  the  Sparks.  At  9  p.  m.  the  Sparks  cast  off 
the  light-boat  and  ran  in  and  brought  out  the  Reaney  and  took  the 
light-boat  in  tow.  Ran  up  and  anchored  at  Annapolis  on  the  8th 
instant  at  5  a.  m.  and  turned  over  the  light-boat  and  public  books 
found  on  board  her  to  Colonel  Smith,  commanding  officer  of  the  station. 
I  found  by  the  log  of  the  light-boat  that  she  had  been  seized  by  three 
armed  vessels  under  the  command  of  the  colonel  of  Lancaster  County 
and  anchored  in  Indian  Creek,  there  to  await  the  orders  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  Virginia.  Sent  Lieutenant  Danels  and  his  men  on  board  the 
Alleghany,  Lieutenant  Morton  and  his  men  on  shore,  the  launch  to  her 
moorings,  and  landed  the  fieldpiece;  sent  the  fireman  and  second  engi- 
neer to  the  guardhouse,  and  James  McDevitt  to  the  hospital.  At  3 
p.  m.  ran  over  to  Perryville  in  tow  of  the  Sparks,  where  we  arrived  at 
10 :  30  p.  m.  During  the  9th  we  remained  at  Perryville  according 
to  orders,  and  on  the  10th  instant  transferred  the  men  and  guns  to 
Philadelphia.

Abstract  Log  of  the  U.  S.  Ship  Constitution,  April  21-May  9,  1861. 

April  21, 1861. — Harbor  of  Annapolis,  Md.  At  6  a.  m.  received  orders 
from  the  Superintendent  to  slip  and  get  the  ship  in  the  Eoads  as  soon 
as  possible.  At  6:30  the  steamer  Maryland  from  Havre  de  Grace 
came  alongside  with  the  Eight  Regiment  of  the  Third  Brigade  Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer  Militia  on  board  under  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Butler.  Received  three  companies  on  board  from  her.  Slipped 
our  moorings  and  began  towing  out  by  the  Maryland.  At  11 :30  got  in 
the  mud ;  cleared  and  got  as  far  as  Greenbury  Point  light,  when  we  took 
the  mud  again.    At  10  p.  m.  piped  down  to  wait  for  the  tide. 

April  22. — At  12:30  a.  m.  received  a  message  that  the  channel  out- 
side of  us  would  probably  be  obstructed  that  night;  the  tide  falling 
rapidly  and  the  ship  setting  in  the  mud  in  the  left  bank  of  the  channel, 
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called  all  hands  and  commenced  to  kedge  ship  out  into  deep  water. 
A  heavy  squall  drove  us  into  the  mud  again.  Several  vessels  at  this 
time  appearing  in  the  oflSng,  we  went  to  general  quarters  and  prepared 
for  an  attack.  After  remaining  there  nearly  an  hour  we  commenced 
heaving  again.  At  4 :  30  the  steamer  Boston  with  the  Seventh  Eegi- 
ment  New  York  Volunteer  Militia  came  in.  About  the  same  time  a 
tug  from  Havre  de  Grace  came  alongside  and  towed  us  out  of  the 
Eoads,  where  we  anchored.  At  7  p.  m.  steamer  Boston  disembarked 
her  troops  at  the  Academy  and  then  those  of  the  Maryland,  which  was 
aground. 

April  23. — At  10  a.  m,  a  steam  tug  hove  in  sight  with  a  mounted  gun 
forward;  beat  to  quarters,  and  as  she  came  up  her  commander  hailed 
us.  She  was  from  Philadelphia  and  went  in  the  harbor.  At  12: 30 
p.  m.  the  steamer  Maryland  came  alongside ;  received  from  her  our  guns, 
that  had  been  placed  on  board  of  her  to  lighten  the  ship.  At  10  p.  m. 
five  steamers  arrived  from  New  York  with  troops  convoyed  by  the 
Harriet  Lane. 

April '26. — ^From  8  to  meridian  got  underway  in  tow  of  the  steamer 
R.  E.  Guyler. 

April  29. — At  12:30  p,  m.  off  the  buoy  navy  yard,  New  York. 

May  8. — At  6:30  a.  m.  got  underway  in  tow  of  two  steamers  and  at 
7  passed  through  Hell  Gate. 

May  9. — At  3  p.  m.  anchored  off'  Fort  Adams,  [Newport,  E.  I].  At 
5:15  the  steamer  Baltic  arrived  from  Annapolis,  Md.,  with  the  com- 
mandant of  midshipmen,  G.  E.  P.  Eodgers,  professors,  and  attaches  of 
the  Academy.

You  -w^ill  forthwith  take  command  of  the  State  troops  ■which  are  now  or  may  he 
assembled  at  the  city  of  Norfolk.    Your  immediate  ijresence  there  is  necessary. 

The  governor  appointed  and  commissioned  the  following  ofi&cers  for 
the  State  navy : 

Robert  B.  Pegram,  captain,  to  rank  as  such  from  18th  of  April,  1861. 
George  T.  Sinclair,  captain,  to  rank  as  such  from  19th  of  April,  1861. 
Catesby  ap  R.  Jones,  captain,  to  rank  as  such  from  20th  of  April,  1861. 
James  H.  Rochelle,  lieutenant,  to  rank  as  such  from  the  18th  of  April,  1861. 

The  following  order  was  issued  to  Captain  Eobert  B.  Pegram : 

Sir  :  You  will  proceed  to  Norfolk  and  there  assume  control  of  the  naval  station 
with  authority  to  organize  naval  defenses,  enroll  and  enlist  seamen  and  marines, 
and  temporarily  to  appoint  warrant  officers,  and  do  and  perform  whatever  may  be 
necessary  to  preserve  and  protect  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth  and  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Virginia. 

Cooperate  with  the  land  forces  under  the  command  of  Major-General  William  B. 
Taliaferro  and  report  all  important  acts  which  may  be  done  or  performed  under 
your  orders  promptly  to  the  executive  through  the  general  in  command.

PORTSMOTTTH  [Va.],  April  23,  1861. 

Dear  Sir  :  We  have  received  your  letter  of  to-day  with  the  letter 
for  Mr.  Churchill.  We  send  a  tug  to  bring  you  up,  and  also  a  guarantee 
of  safe  conduct  of  your  vessel  up  and  back  to  sea  without  molestation. 
There  can  be  no  possible  difficulty  with  you  or  your  vessel.  Were  it 
otherwise  we  need  not  say  we  would  at  once  instruct  you  to  proceed  to 
some  other  port.  We  trust  j- ou  know  us  sufficiently  well  to  believe  that 
we  would  not  advise  you  to  any  course  that  could  possibly  bring  you 
into  difficulty.

Report  of  Captain  Cabell,  Virginia  forces,  of  the  movements  of  United 
States  vessels  near  Gloucester  Point,  Va.,  and  calling  attention  to 
importance  of  defending  that  place. 

Headquarters  Cabell's  Battery, 

Gloucester  Point,  May  10, 1861 — 9:30  a.  m. 
Sir:  Yesterday  about  1  o'clock  p.  m.  an  armed  steamer  approached 
our  battery,  coming  within  the  range  of  2  or  3  miles.     We  sprang  to 
our  guns  and  were  ready  for  action  as  soon  as  it  was  manifest  that  the 
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steamer  was  coining  up  the  river.  We  all  expected  an  attack,  but  she 
turned  and  proceeded  down  the  river  and  dropped  anchor  near  its 
mouth.  Another  ship  or  steamer  was  also  in  the  distance.  During  the 
night  there  was  a  vigilant  lookout.  This  morning  four  ships  or  steam- 
ers passed  beyond  the  first  steamer,  proceeding  rapidly  from  north  to 
south.  About  8  o'clock  this  morning  the  attacking  steamer  weighed 
anchor  and  left  the  river.  You  can  draw  your  own  couclusions  as  well 
as  I  can  of  the  purpose  of  the  enemy. 

I  regard  this  point  as  next  in  importance  to  Fortress  Monroe.  1  hope 
I  may  say  that  I  am  acquainted  at  least  with  the  commercial  wants  of 
the  State.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  invaluable,  both  for  military  defense 
and  the  commercial  necessities  of  the  State.  Let  its  importance  not  be 
underrated.  This  point  properly  secured  and  no  effectual  blockade  can 
continue,  no  ships  can  pass  up  York  Eiver,  no  attack  can  be  made  on 
Eichmond,  except  by  long  land  marches.  If  you  could  see  the  place 
you  would  be  satisfied  of  its  great  importance.  To  allow  it  to  be  lost 
would  be  a  fatal  error.  The  force  here,  consisting  entirely  of  volunteers, 
are  prepared  to  defend  it  to  the  last  extremity.  They  are  perfectly 
aware  of  the  strangeness  and  peril  of  their  situation,  but  though  "there 
is  plenty  of  danger,  there  is  no  fear."  But  if  I  am  correct  in  regard  to 
the  importance  of  retaining  this  position,  though  the  necessities  of  the 
State  would  not  permit  more  men  to  be  sent  for  the  support  of  the  few 
here,  yet  that  force  should  be  promptly  sent  for  the  protection  of  the 
present  and  future  fortifications  here.  Blind  as  Lincoln  and  Cabinet 
appear  to  be,  they  must  see  the  importance  of  taking  this  place.  A 
land  attack  by  a  large  force  would  probably  do  this.  We  would  dispute 
every  inch  of  ground  with  them,  but  however  valiant  our  defense,  it 
would  not  repay  the  loss  of  this  place.  I  believe  it  can  be  easily 
defended  from  a  land  attack.  Access  from  our  rear  is  over  ground 
perfectly  level  and  mostly  open.  The  enemy  must  march  through  a 
space  not  over  a  mile  or  mile  and  a  half  wide.  Defend  this  by  a  rude 
fort  of  logs  even  and  it  would  greatly  contribute  to  our  defense.  It 
will  require  a  much  larger  force  to  do  this.  But  the  plateau  in  the  rear 
of  this  is  the  most  beautiful  as  well  as  extensive  field  for  drill  I  have 
ever  seen.  A  brigade  could  well  maneuver  upon  it.  Send  down,  there- 
fore, some  of  your  raw  troops  of  infantry  and  let  a  school  of  instruction 
be  i)laced  here. 

The  Federal  troops  may  land  below,  but  they  must  pass  through  the 
level  interval  or  over  Sarah's  Creek.  They  can  not  pass  Sarah's  Creek 
without  boats  and  its  defense  is  very  easy.    I  have  not  time  to  say  more. 

Please  submit  this  to  General  Lee  and  the  governor  and  council. 
Let  the  public  not  hear  of  it  till  the  plan  is  executed. 

Excuse  haste  and  the  excitement  of  a  camp  life  and  the  errors  of 
composition  produced  by  constant  interruptions  and  camp  tables.

Report  of  Colonel  Taliaferro,  Virginia  forces,  commanding  at  Gloucester 
Point,  Va.,  of  the  movements  of  United  States  vessels  near  that  place. 

Headquarters  Gloucester  Point,  May  14, 1861. 
Colonel  ;  *  *  *  An  armed  vessel  of  the  United  States  steamed 
into  York  Eiver  yesterday  and  approached  within  some  3  miles  of  our 
works.  She  did  not,  however,  venture  to  approach  nearer,  but  seemed 
to  be  engaged  in  sounding  the  channel  at  the  mouth  of  the  river.  No 
boats  were  sent  out  from  her  and  no  attempt  made  J»  land  troops. 
Other  steamers  of  the  enemy  have  been  observed  in  Mobjack  Bay  and 
just  without  the  mouth  of  York  Eiver. 

Our  water  battery  is  now  armed  with  three  9-inch  guns,  and  the  men 
have  been  constantly  instructed  in  the  working  of  the  guns  by  Captain 
T.  J.  Page,  of  the  Navy.

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being  attacked.    I  therefore  feel  it  iny  duty,  iu  consequence  of  its 
defenseless  and  pregnable  condition,  to  request  a  reenforcement. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Lieutenant  [George  W.  G.J  Lee,  of  the  engineers, 
who  is  now  here  professionally,  tbat  150  tolerably  organized  nien  could 
enter  the  place  against  the  force  now  here.  As  I  do  not  wish  to  be 
placed  in  a  position  to  detract  from  the  high  character  of  my  corps,  I 
feel  myself  bound  to  make  this  report. 

Lieutenant  Lee  is  now  preparing  some  of  the  embrasures  to  mount 
howitzers  in,  but,  when  mounted,  I  have  not  men  sufficient  to  work 
them  and  at  the  same  time  protect  other  assailable  portions  of  the  fort.

Sir  :  In  reference  to  the  conversation  which  passed  between  us  some 
weeks  since,  relating  to  the  defense  of  this  yard  in  certain  contingen- 
cies, I  herewith  enclose  to  you  a  copy  of  my  confidential  instructions  to 
Commander  Dahlgren,  and  also  a  copy  of  his  reporfin  obedience  to 
them.  I  also  forward  for  your  information  my  plan  of  partial  detail 
for  defense  of  the  yard. 

The  Anacostia,  propeller,  is  kept  in  readiness  for  any  service  that 
may  be  required  of  her  and  to  receive  on  board  the  powder  from  the 
main  magazine,  should  I  decide  to  remove  it. 

Commander  Dahlgren  has  made  available  the  following  described 
howitzers:  Five  12pounder  smooth  bore,  three  12-pounder  rifled,  in 
addition  to  which  we  have  in  the  armory  about  800  muskets  and  rifles 
and  a  number  of  sabers  and  pistols. 

The  arrangements  are  as  yet  kept  secret,  except  from  the  ofiicers. 
Should  I  receive  information  from  reliable  persons  in  whom  I  can  place 
confidence,  and  who  have  promised  to  inform  me  of  any  contemplated 
movement  to  seize  the  yard,  I  will  at  once  assemble  all  the  employes  of 
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the  yard  and  promulgate  my  orders,  and  have  extra  sentinels  posted 
and  a  lieutenant  stationed,  at  night,  with  a  gun's  crew  in  the  ordnance 
building.

Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  8th,  marked  "strictly  confidential,"  was 
received  on  the  11th  instant  and  has  received  my  careful  cgnsideration. 

In  compliance  with  the  directions  therein  contained  to  make  sug- 
gestions in  relation  to  the  defense  of  the  yard  against  the  anticipated 
attack  of  a  mob,  I  have  to  remark  that  it  is  merely  a  collection  of 
buildings  open  to  the  water  on  nearly  one-half  of  its  outline,  and  on 
the  land  side  enclosed  by  a  wall,  easy  of  escalade;  it  could  only  be 
held  with  certainty  in  its  whole  extent  by  occupying  it  in  force,  with 
detachments  in  every  building.  The  northwest  angle  is  entirely  open 
to  attack,  as  nothing  but  a  slight  board  fence  is  erected,  and  just  here 
are  the  most  important  objects  to  defend — light  cannon,  rifles,  and 
ammunition. 

As  the  ordnance  buildings  have  been  built  without  reference  to  any 
defense,  they,  like  all  the  buildings  of  the  yard,  will  require  more  men. 
I  think  200  men  would  make  good  the  defense  of  the  department  and 
500  or  600  men  the  rest  of  the  yard. 
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It  may  not  be  easy  to  procure  tliis  force,  and  hence  such  as  can  be 
had  should  be  concentrated  as  much  as  possible  on  the  most  important 
points. 

To  this  end  I  have  nearly  completed  the  withdrawal  from  the  yard 
magazine  of  the  ammunition  there  to  the  attic  of  the  main  buildings, 
which  also  contains  tlie  cannon  and  rifles,  of  which  there  are  available, 
howitzers,  live  12-pounder  smooth,  three  12-pounder  rifled,  and  about 
800  muskets  and  rifles.    I  would  suggest,  therefore — 

1.  Withdrawal  from  general  magazine  of  all  the  powder  and  trans- 
ferred to  Foi  t  Washington,  the  magazine  being  too  far  from  the  yard 
and  not  easy  of  defense. 

2.  Patrol,  by  day  and  night,  about  the  northwest  angle,  by  marines. 
A  few  of  the  trusty  ordinary  men  to  sleep  in  the  main  ordnance 
building. 

3.  Require  200  able  seamen  from  the  receiving  ships  to  man  the  how- 
itzers and  handle  the  rifles.  I  have  flie  means  of  drilling  them ;  they 
can  be  messed  and  lodged  in  the  yard. 

4.  In  the  event  of  an»  actual  attack  by  a  mob,  volunteers  can  be  had 
from  the  mechanics,  which  I  can  arm. 

5.  The  marines  at  the  headquarters  should  secure  the  streets  leading 
to  the  yard,  using  a  night  patrol;  if  forced  back  they  should  retire 
upon  the  yard  and  not  on  their  barracks.  There  is  much  of  detail  that 
can  be  arranged  at  the  time  and  which  I  therefore  omit  now.

Sir  :  In  furtherance  of  your  instructions,  I  have  caused  to  be  removed 
the  contents  of  the  yard  magazine  to  the  attic  of  the  main  building, 
together  with  the  best  arms  in  the  armory,  so  they  can  not  be  reached 
by  force  until  the  defense  of  the  building  is  overpowered.  The  oper- 
ation has  been  conducted  secretly  by  two  trusty  men  at  dinner  hours 
when  tlie  other  men  are  absent,  and  I  believe  the  knowledge  is 
limited  to  them  and  the  two  clerks.  Whatever  small  amount  of  ammu- 
nition may  accumulate  from  the  product  of  the  laboratory  can  easily 
be  wetted  at  short  notice,  which  is  better  than  firing  it,  as  the  explo- 
sion might  damage  the  defense  of  the  main  building,  which  is  very 
near  it. 

I  now  only  need  about  100  good  men  (prefer  seamen)  to  hold  this 
building,  but  tliey  should  have  some  drill. 

Whenever  you  direct  nie  to  lay  communications  for  blowing  up  the 
main  magazine  I  shall  begin  to  do  so,  though  the  distance  from  the 
yard  will  render  the  success  very  doubtful.

Report  of  acting  commandant  navy  yard,  Washington,  regarding  equip- 
ment of  vessels  for  war  service. 

U.  S.  Navy  Yard,  Washington,  A'pril  22, 1861. 

Sir:  In  the  absence  of  the  commandant  of  the  yard,  I  have  to  report 
to  you  that  I  have  prepared  the  steamer  Mount  Vernon  for  service  to 
receive  your  orders,  so  far  as  the  following  extends :  A  32-pounder  with 
appliances;  a  breech-loading  rifle  for  each  hand  on  board;  a  pilot,  six 
hands,  seamen  to  operate  the  gun. 

I  have  also  directed  Boatswain  Willmuth  to  be  ready  to  take  the 
command  of  the  vessel  in  case  the  Department  has  made  no  other 
arrangements. 

There  is  wanted  an  assistant  pilot,  a  corporal's  guard  of  United 
States  troops  or  marines,  and  about  six  more  men  for  guard  duty  and 
defense. 

One  of  the  greatest  difi&culties  will  be  to  procure  pilots.  Several 
have  already  declined,  therefore  very  liberal  compensation  is  necessary, 
and  I  have  offered  the  pilot  of  the  Mount  Vernon  $85  per  month,  which 
is  better  than  he  can  get  from  any  other  party  and  contents  him  per- 
tectly. 

There  are  provisions  for  ten  days  for  50  men;  water  for  the  same 
period. 

The  deficiencies  of  the  yard  in  many  respects  are  so  great  that  I 
shall  be  obliged  to  supply  them  as  quickly  as  possible.' 

I  am  not  yet  informed  whether  the  men  in  the  yard  are  released 
from  militia  duty.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  equipment  of  these 
steamers  and  to  the  defense  of  the  yard  that  this  should  be  done  at 
once. 

As  soon  as  I  learn  that  the  resignation  of  Captain  Buchanan  has 
taken  place  I  shall  lose  no  time  in  putting  the  yard  into  the  best  state 
of  defense  that  the  time  and  means  permit. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  have  your  full  directions  for  the  steamer  and  will 
proceed  to  get  ready  the  other  three.

Potomac  River,  April  22,  1861. 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  order,  through  Commandant  Breese, 
received  at  navy  yard,  New  York,  forenoon  of  the  19th  instant,  we 
hastened  some  repairs  of  damages  from  stress  of  weather  at  sea  during 
the  time  we  were  coaling  ship  and  left  evening  of  same  day  for  port  of 
destination. 

Not  finding  a  pilot  off  or  in  the  Chesapeake  I  proceeded  on  up  the 
bay  by  soundings  and  bearings  of  lights  until  3  o'clock  a.  m.  Sunday 
morning.  After  anchoring  for  three  or  four  hours  in  the  hope  of  seeing 
or  hearing  of  the  steamer  Baltic  we  got  underway,  stood  on,  and 
entered  the  Potomac  River.  No  pilots  to  be  procured.  Anchored  at 
dark  and  again  this  morning  continued  up  the  river.  I  hove  to  a 
schooner  about  70  miles  from  Alexandria,  bound  to  Boston,  and  com- 
pelled her  master  to  come  on  board  this  vessel  as  pilot.  We  will  reach 
the  arsenal  or  navy  yard  at  Washington  this  afternoon  and  I  will  report 
in  person  as  directed.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  press  upon  your  attention  an  organization 
I  propose  of  a  flying  flotilla,  to  be  composed  of  one  larger  and  two 
smaller  steamers  and  three  light-draft  schooners,  the  larger  steamer  to 
be  commanded  by  myself  (in  charge  also  of  the  whole),  the  two  smaller 
by  Lieutenant  D.  L.  Braiue,  U.  S.  Navy,  and  Mr.  Budd,  now  a  master 
in  the  U.  S.  Coast  Survey,  the  whole  to  draw  (loaded)  but  7  feet  of 
water;  to  carry  a  sufficient  armament,  and  the  steamers  to  be  very  fast. 
Every  arrangement  exists  for  immediately  chartering  and  speedily 
equipping  the  light  flying  force  with  a  view  to  service  in  the  Chesa- 
peake and  its  tributaries;  to  interrupt  the  enemy's  communications; 
assuredly  keep  open  our  own;  drive  from  those  waters  every  hostile 
bottom;  threaten  all  the  points  of  a  shore  line  accessible  to  such  a 
force  exceeding  1,000  miles  in  extent;  protect  loyal  citizens;  convoy, 
tow,  transport  troops  or  intelligence  with  dispatch ;  be  generally  useful ;

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  Washington,  of  the  departure  from  that 
station  of  steamer  Mount  Vernon,  and  regarding  measures  for  the 
defense  of  the  yard. 

Navy  Yard,  Washington,  April  23, 1861. 

Sir  :  Conformably  with  your  orders,*  the  Mount  Vernon  left  this  yard 
about  midnight.  A  32  pounder  was  mounted  forward  and  a  coin])le- 
nient  of  breech  loading  rifles  for  the  crew  were  put  on  board.  Having 
no  commissioned  ofBcer  to  spare,  Boatswain  Willmuth  was  intrusted 
with  the  command.  Gunner  Mlis  volunteered  and  also  went.  Besides 
the  pilot,  engineer,  firemen,  etc.,  there  were  four  marines  and  ten  men 
of  the  Ordnance  Department  sent. 

Tliese  could  illy  be  spared  from  the  defense  of  the  yard,  but  I  had  no 
alternative,  for  the  captain  of  the  volunteer  Company  A,  Washington 
infantry,  declined  to  detail  any  of  his  men  for  this  service;  and  they 
refused  to  volunteer,  the  duty  being  out  of  the  District,  and  some  of 
the  men  considered  the  boat  unsafe  or  that  the  gun  might  burst. 

Mr.  Willmuth  was  instructed  in  writing  as  directed  by  your  order. 
I  also  told  him  to  commuuicate  with  Fort  Washington  and  ascertain  if 
anything  was  needed. 

A  number  of  the  people  at  work  in  the  yard  left  yesterday.  The 
force  for  the  defense  of  the  yard  last  night  consisted  [of]  : 

Men. 

Company  A,  Captain  Towers — 75 

Company  C,  Union  Volunteers,  Captnin  Jliller 93 

Company  A,  German  Turner  Rifles 109 

Marines ...     37

You  will  perceive,  however,  that  when  troops  are  at  liberty  to  discuss 
the  orders  and  even  to  refuse  obedience,  on  any  ground  whatever,  they 
are  no  longer  to  be  considered  as  eflective. 

One  of  these  companies  left  the  yard  this  morning  without  permis- 
sion and  all  of  them  are  fed  outside  of  its  limits.  I  would  therefore 
request  that  the  companies  now  on  duty  for  the  yard  may  be  relieved 
by  others  who  may  not  be  indisposed  to  meet  the  responsibilities  of  the 
time.

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This  yard  is  of  importance,  not  only  because  of  its  furnishing  the 
Navy  so  largely  with  naval  stores,  but  also  as  a  position  in  the  general 
defense  of  the  city.  Near  it  is  a  bridge  easily  reached  and  passed 
whenever  an  attack  may  be  conducted  by  crossing  from  Alexandria, 
then  over  the  low  heights  opposite  the  yard. 

I  sent  a  howitzer  with  ten  men  and  a  howitzer  and  corporal's  guard 
of  marines  to  guard  this  bridge  and  found  there  four  dragoons. 

The  companies  were  distributed  along  the  borders  of  the  yard,  which 
were  also  patrolled  by  a  strong  body  of  marines.  Cannon  were  planted 
looking  down  the  stream,  as  well  as  several  howitzers.  In  fact,  the 
whole  force  was  cm  the  alert  for  any  contingency. 

The  Pocahontas  arrived  last  night  and  on  receiving  a  pilot  came  up 
and  anchored  off  the  yard,  as  you  are  already  aware  from  my  directing 
the  oflBcer  with  Captain  Gillis's  reports  to  deliver  them  to  you  in  person.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  up  to  the  present  time  there  have 
been  no  obstructions  placed  in  the  channel  of  this  river  to  impede  navi- 
gation, neither  can  I  discover  any  semblance  of  batteries  or  earthworks 
in  the  course  of  erection  on  either  bank  of  the  Potomac  between  the 
Lower  Cedar  Point  and  this  place.  Very  particular  attention  has  been 
paid  to  these  matters. 

The  steamer  George  Page  lies  moored  at  the  railroad  terminus  at 
Aquia  Creek.  As  there  is  not  sufficient  water  for  this  vessel  to  approach 
near  enough,  I  can  not  say  if  there  have  been  any  defenses  erected  there 
or  not. 

Yesterday,  at  the  request  of  Major  [J.  A.]  Haskin,  the  commander 
of  Fort  "Washington,  I  took  the  steamer  Jerome  alongside  and  convoye-d 
her  to  the  Washington  Arsenal.  There  were  reasons  to  suppose  that 
she  would  be  detained  at  Alexandria.  She  had  on  freight — 144  barrels 
of  gunpowder  and  other  stores  for  the  Government.  I  also  convoyed 
a  large  schooner  laden  with  cement  and  other  matter  for  the  United 
States  Capitol. 

I  beg  leave  to  represent  that  I  have  no  pilot  that  can  carry  me  below 
the  Lower  Cedar  Point,  my  regular  pilot  having  been  transferred  to  the 
U.  S.  S.  Pawnee  for  special  and  particular  service. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  request  that  at  least 
one  other  responsible  ofiflcer  be  ordered  to  this  vessel,  as  the  constant 
and  unremitting  attention  that  is  necessary  to  the  proper  execution  of 
my  orders  is  more  than  nature  will  stand.  I  have  not  laid  myself  down 
since  Thursday  night.

At  11 :  30  left  the  wharf  at  navy  yard.  In  winding  steamer  our  stern 
struck  the  wharf,  damaging  rudder;  proceeded  down  river.  At  1:30 
a.  m.  made  fast  to  wharf  at  Fort  Washington.  At  6:30  a.  m.  left  the 
wharf  and  steamed  down  the  river.  At  9  a.  m.  fell  in  with  U.  S. 
steamers  Pawnee,  Keystone  State,  and  Anacostia,  under  command  of 
Commodore  Paulding.    Boa^rded  Keystone  State  and  reported.  Returned 

on  board  and  steamed  down  river.    At  12 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor 

miles  from  Lower  Cedar  Point  light-ship,  light-ship  bearing  N.  E.  by  E. 
by  compass.  Shortly  after  coming  to,  saw  smoke  in  direction  of  light- 
ship. In  a  short  time  saw  a  boat  with  twenty  men  leave  the  light  ship. 
Shortly  after  the  boat  left  discovered  light  ship  on  fire.  Fired  ten 
rounds  from  muskets  to  bring  boat  to;  boat  took  no  notice  of  the 
musketry;  fired  a  shell  across  his  bow,  but  they  proceeded  on  and 
effected  a  landing.  Meantime  steamer  James  Guy,  maneuvering  in  a 
suspicious  manner  and  communicating  with  the  shore,  steamed  along- 
side and  hailed  her;  having  lady  passengers  on  board,  allowed  her  to 
proceed.  We  then  returned  to  lightship,  lowered  a  boat  and  went 
alongside,  but  finding  her  a  perfect  wreck,  returned  to  steamer  and 
proceeded  to  Fort  Washington.  Commander  of  fort  expecting  an 
attack,  concluded  to  remain  all  night.  During  the  night,  steamer  leak- 
ing badly,  kept  the  watch  at  the  pumps  all  night.  At  5  a,  m.  lit  fires, 
ready  for  a  start.  At  7 :  30  a.  m.  U.  S.  S.  Anacostia  hove  in  sight.  At 
S:20  boarded  Anacostia  and  received  orders  from  captain  o{  Anacostia 
to  proceed  down  the  river.  Followed  instructions,  and  scrutinizing 
the  shore  on  both  sides  saw  no  signs  of  batteries.    At  11  a.  m.  passed 
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wreck  of  Lower  Cedar  Point  lightship;  proceeded  on ;  ascertained  that 
buoys  had  not  been  removed.  At  12 :  30  turned  the  steamer's  head  up 
river.  At  2 :  30  mustered  the  crew  for  drill  and  small  arm  exercise,  also 
target  exercise.  At  3  p.  m.  beat  the  retreat.  At  5 :  30  p.  m.  made  fast 
to  wharf  at  Fort  Washington.  Steamer  still  leaking  badly.  At  11 :30 
p.  m.  boarded  a  suspicious  schooner,  but  found  her  to  be  coaMoaded 
and  twenty-five  passengers  on  board,  bound  for  Philadelphia.  Allowed 
her  to  proceed.  At  5  a.  m.  started  fires.  At  7  a.  m.  cast  ofi' from  wharf 
and  steamed  up  river.  At  7 :  30  passed  the  U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas;  gave 
her  instructions  concerning  light-ship,  buoys,  etc.  At  8: 30  a.  m.  made 
fast  alongside  U.  S.  S.  Powhatan.

U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 
Off  the  Mouth  of  Potomac,  April  26,  1861. 

Sir:  On  receipt  of  your  order  on  the  evening  of  the  24th  we  left  in 
thirty  minutes  the  navy  yard,  Washington,  and  owing  to  the  stupidity 
of  the  pilot  (whom  I  had  cautioned  before  leaving)  grounded  hard  oppo- 
site the  arsenal.  I  sent  to  commandant  of  navy  yard,  requesting  the 
Potchatan  sent  to  our  assistance  by  high  tide  on  the  following  morning, 
having  used  all  exertions  with  our  crew,  which  had  been  hard  worked 
since  4  o'clock  a.  m.  of  same  day.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Powhatan 
at  C  a.  m.  25th  we  got  afloat  and  proceeded  down  the  river,  closely 
observing  its  banks;  no  offensive  demonstrations  were  seen.  Light- 
boats  on  the  river  P.  [Potomac]  and  at  Smith's  Point  taken  away;  a 
number  of  the  buoys  gone. 

Got  underway  at  daylight  (26th)  and  ran  down  the  Chesapeake  Bay 
to  opposite  Windmill  Point,  where  we  boarded  the  ship  Martha  Whit- 
more,  from  Baltimore,  bound  to  Liverpool.  Her  master  informed  me 
that  three  large  sea  steamers  and  a  brig  of  war  in  tow  were  at  anchor 
oft'  the  Potomac  yesterday  (25th)  at  noon;  that  they  contained  troops 
and  i)assed  on  up  toward  Annapolis.  A  large  sea  steamer  passed  down 
the  bay  on  the  24th;  another  yesterday  about  3  p.  m. 

Upon  receiving  this  information  I  immediately  stood  up  the  Chesa- 
peake, intending  to  proceed  as  far  as  Annapolis,  trusting  to  your 
approval  of  uiy  course,  believing  it  the  desire  of  the  Government  to 
have  the  troops  brought  to  Washington  by  way  of  the  Potomac  River. 

At  meridian,  26th,  received  your  order  of  the  25th  by  Lieutenant 
Sproston,  of  Potchatan,  as  we  were  passing  the  Potomac,  and  to  fulfill 
the  spirit  of  your  instructions  will  proceed  to  Annapolis  to  communi- 
cate with  the  commanding  ofiicer  of  the  troops  if  there.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Fillehrown,   U.   S.  Navy,  commanding   U.  8.  8. 
Anacostia,  of  the  cruise  of  that  vessel  in  the  Potomac  Eiver. 

U.  S.  S.  Anacostia, 

Washington,  April  26,  1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  yesterday  afternoon  I  proceeded 
down  the  Potomac  under  slow  steam  as  far  as  Occoquan,  keeping  a 
s-trict  lookout  to  both  sides  of  the  river.  I  could  not  discover  that  any 
earthworks  were  being  thrown  up  or  batteries  erected,  neither  could  I 
detect  any  suspicious  movements  on  the  part  of  vessels  or  persons  on 
shore. 

This  morning  at  daylight  I  proceeded  down  to  about  5  miles  below 
Maryland  Point  (50  miles  from  this)  without  discovering  anything  to 
attract  my  attention,  except  that  on  passing  Aquia  Creek  I  noticed 
that  the  steamer  George  Page  had  left  her  moorings  at  the  wharf.  My 
impression  is  that  she  has  proceeded  up  the  creek  to  avoid  seizure. 

On  my  return  I  dispatched  a  reliable  person  to  the  White  House 
Bluff  to  ascertain  if  any  fortifications  were  in  progress  at  that  point. 
After  a  careful  reconnoissance  he  reports  none  whatever.  A  battery 
on  this  point  would  command  the  approach  to  it  for  more  than  3  miles, 
and  vessels  of  more  than  12  feet  draft  can  not  pass  more  than  three- 
eighths  of  a  mile  from  it.    The  deepest  water  is  near  the  bluff. 

On  passing  Fort  Washington  I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  commu- 
nicate with  the  commander  thereof  with  the  view  of  conveying  such 
dispatches  or  information  as  he  may  wish  to  transmit  to  the  Govern- 
ment. 

On  passing  Glymont  I  was  boarded  by  Captain  [D.]  Pierson,  of  the 
schooner  John  McAdam,  of  St.  George,  Me.,  who  claimed  my  protection. 
He  reports  that  he  was  ordered  by  citizens  of  Charles  County,  Md.,  to 
leave  that  place  or  his  vessel  would  be  burned  to-night.  His  cargo 
consisted  of  timber  destined  for  the  U.  S.  navy  yard,  Charlestown, 
Mass.,  and  has  other  freight  to  take  from  the  navy  yard  here.  I  took 
him  in  tow  and  anchored  him  under  the  guns  of  the  fort.

Two  of  the 
pilots  we  received  from  Powhatan  proving  inefficient,  and  admitting 
they  were  only  capable  for  vessels  of  10  or  12  feet  from  Maryland  Point 
up,  I  took  the  lead  in  this  vessel  and  will  convoy  the  transport  to 
Washington. 

Communicated  this  forenoon  with  TJ.  S.  S.  Monticello,  Lieutenant 
Braine,  [and]  Captain  Eagle,  U.  S.  Navy,  on  board  with  dispatches  for 
Washington  via  Annapolis.  Continued  on  up  the  Potomac  nutil  dark, 
when  we  anchored  for  the  night,  Bienville  in  company ;  had  an  inter- 
view with  Lieutenant-Colonel  [J.  T.]  Pitman,  commanding  the  troops 
on  board  transport,  and  learned  that  4,000  volunteers  in  New  York 
await  transportation. 

The  Parlcersburg  sailed  on  Wednesday  with  Albany  troops,  the  Kill 
von  Kull  on  Thursday,  in  company  with  the  Monticello.  She  had  sup- 
plies and  material  for  repairing  railroad  from  Annapolis. 

April  28, 10  a.  m. — Having  overhauled  the  Daylight  near  Alexandria, 
I  have  the  honor  to  rei^ort  my  arrival  off  the  arsenal,  Washington,  con- 
voying the  two  transports  mentioned,  with  about  800  troops.  In  a 
former  letter  I  advised  you  of  having  directed  the  Daylight  to  proceed 
up  the  Potomac  with  the  recruits  for  Seventh  Regiment,  New  York 
State  Militia.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  of  reporting  the  arrival  of  the  Powhatan  at  the 
navy  yard,  having  left  the  same  in  obedience  to  instructions  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  25th  instant.  Steamed  down  the  Potomac,  speaking  the  Ana- 
costia  off  Freestone  Point,  and  anchored  at  midnight  below  Maryland 
Point.  It  was  here  that  I  discovered  having  in  my  possession  orders 
for  the  Anacostia,  which  I  much  regretted,  as  distance  and  time  pre- 
cluded my  steaming  back  to  deliver  them. 

At  daylight  weighed  anchor  and  continued  down  stream,  noting  the 
condition  of  the  channel  buoys,  more  especially  in  that  section  of  the 
stream  styled  Kettle  Bottom.  Both  light-boats  had  been  destroyed, 
the  stem  piece  of  one  being  visible  above  water.  The  lower  can  buoy 
and  stakes  in  position ;  those  above  gone.  Neither  going  nor  returning 
were  there  any  appearances  of  batteries  being  erected  at  Cedar  or 
other  points;  found  also  the  light-boat  missing  off  Smith's  Point  and 
learned  from  a  schooner  master  that  it  had  been  towed  inshore.  When 
5  miles  beyond  the  mouth  of  the  river  made  out  the  U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas 
steaming  up  from  the  southeast;  stood  for  her  and  communicated  with 
Captain  Gillis,  delivering  to  him  the  three  pilots  sent  down  in  my  charge 
as  directed. 

The  expected  transports  having  proceeded  up  the  bay,  even  before 
the  arrival  of  the  Pocahontas,  I  suggested  to  Captain  Gillis  the  utility 
of  the  Powhatan  accompanying  him  to  Annapolis,  to  which  he  assented, 
but  on  a  comparison  of  coal  and  distance  it  was  doubtful  if  the  former 
would  hold  out  the  required  time.  Since  then  by  experimenting — i.  e., 
working  expansively  in  connection  with  the  cut-off — a  much  less  con- 
sumption of  coal  has  been  obtained  and  a  fair  rate  of  speed  maintained. 

While  in  company  with  the  Pocahontas  a  bay  steamer  apjieared  in 
sight  standing  to  the  northward.  In  obedience  to  orders  from  Captain 
Gillis,  I  steamed  down  to  her.  She  proved  to  be  the  Belvidere,  from 
Eichmond,  bound  to  Baltimore,  cotton  and  tobacco  as  freight.  Ordered 
the  captain  to  hoist  his  colors  and  follow  in  my  wake.  A  boarding  ofll- 
cer  was  sent  to  her  from  the  Pocahontas  and  she  soon  after  kept  on  her 
course. 

Stood  in  for  the  Potomac,  passing  Point  Lookout  at  4  p.  m.;  Poca- 
hontas when  last  seen  standing  up  the  bay. 

Reached  the  Kettle  Bottom  Channel  after  dark,  but  the  pilot  (Cap- 
tain Walter)  took  the  steamer  through  safely  and  I  reached  the  navy 
yard  at  2 :  30  a.  m.

U.  S.  I^AVY  Yard,  Washington,  May  1, 1861. 
Sir:    I  enclose  herewith  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Sproston,  just 
returned  from  replacing  the  buoys  that  had  been  removed  from  the 
Kettle  Bottoms.    He  also  marked  the  dangers  formerly  indicated  by 
the  light-boats  that  were  burned. 

There  is  not  the  least  evidence  of  any  attempt  yet  to  fortify  the  bluff 
near  the  White  House,  but  all  that  is  necessary  could  be  done  in  a 
night,  so  that  continued  observation  is  requisite.  It  may  be  well  occa- 
sionally to  send  a  steamboat  to  look  at  the  buoys  which  have  been  just 
replaced. 

The  duty  assigned  to  Lieutenant  Sproston  appears  to  have  been  exe- 
cuted intelligently.

U.  S.  S.  Powhatan, 
Washington  Navy  Yard,  [May  1,  1861.] 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  return  of  the  Powhatan 
and  to  submit  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  under  instructions. 

Having  got  on  board  the  number  of  buoys,  sinkers,  and  spars 
required,  I  left  the  navy  yard  on  the  afternoon  of  the  28th  and  pro- 
ceeded down  the  river,  running  close  in  to  Alexandria,  communicating 
with  Fort  Washington,  and  taking  the  inshore  channel  past  White 
House  Point.  Too  dark  to  make  observations.  At  11:30  anchoredi 
below  Freestone  Point.  As  usual,  an  armed  watch  and  sentries  posted; 
banked  fires.  During  the  night  heard  in  the  distance  the  sound  of 
wheels,  as  if  a  steamer  had  gone  up  Aquia  Creek.  At  5  a.  m.,  underway; 
passed  Maryland  Point  and  prepared  buoys  and  spars  for  launching, 
Commencingoff  Upper  Cedar  Point  planted  buoys  in  the  following  order : 

Upper  Cedar  Point,  small  red  buoy;  Yates  Bar,  large  black  buoy; 
Montgomery  Bluff  P[oint],  Virginia  side,  large  black  and  white  buoy 
(charred  stem  of  light-boat  close  to  this  buoy);  Swan  Point,  spar  buoy; 
Kettle  Bottom  No.  1,  spar  buoy;  Kettle  Bottom  No.  2,  spar  buoy. 
Found  the  three  buoys  below  this  in  position.. 
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At  low  water  steamed  up  the  channel  again  and  sounding  found  nothing 
less  than  22  feet  6  inches.  At  2  p.  m.  anchored  ofl"  Montgoniery  Bluif 
(one-third  of  a  mile).  During  the  forenoon  obtained  fish  from  the 
fishermen  and  threatened  to  stop  fishing  on  the  river  if  the  buoys  were 
cut  away.  At  sunset  steamed  up  and  anchored  m  Machodoc  Creek. 
The  men  who  burned  one  of  the  light- boats  reside  in  this  neighborhood. 
At  daylight  weighed  anchor  and  steamed  down  along  the  settlement  of 
Madrick.  At  the  point,  seeing  the  people  seining,  pulled  on  shore, 
bought  fish  of  them,  and  held  a  conversation  of  a  civil  character.  A 
friend  of  the  pilot's  went  on  board  and  we  learned  that  two  schooners 
that  we  had  seen  the  day  previous  up  a  creek,  but  had  now  left,  had 
bodies  of  armed  men  on  board.  Steamed  to  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river  and  anchored  ofl"  Ludlow's  Ferry,  inside  of  Lower  Cedar  Point. 
In  a  little  inlet  nearby  discovered  one  of  the  channel  buoys  and  the 
longboat  of  the  light-ship.  Went  on  shore  with  an  armed  boat's  crew 
and  towed  i^^^  off.  Found  the  people  rank  secessionists.  They  had 
not  received  a  mail  for  two  weeks  in  this  part  of  the  country.  This 
day  spoke  a  store  steamer  bound  up  and  informed  them  of  the  buoys 
being  placed.  A  steamer  passed  down  also.  At  noon  a  heavy  squall 
of  wind  and  rain  coming  up  from  the  northeast,  was  obliged  to  get 
underway  and  sieam  to  the  lee  of  Upper  Cedar  Point  for  shelter.  At 
4  p.  m.  the  U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas  passed  down,  also  the  Urickson,  canal 
steam  packet  between  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  with  deck  freight 
visible.  In  coining  up  the  channel  sighted  all  the  buoys.  Within  these 
limits  channel  passes  a  half  mile  from  Montgomery  Bluff  and  close  to 
Upper  Cedar  Point;  all  other  points  are  distant  more  than  a  mile. 
From  Lower  Cedar  Point  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  ships  are  entirely 
out  of  range.  No  signs  of  batteries  in  contemplation  have  yet  been 
seen. 

May  1,  got  underway  at  5  a.  m.  and,  steaming  up  to  Tompkin 

glatomkinT  Point,  planted  a  spar  buoy  in  4  fathoms.  Keystone  State, 
oston,  and  tug  passed  up.  Steamed  along  the  beach  of  Sandy  Point 
and  anchored  off  Stump  [Neck]  Point;  went  on  shore,  communicated 
with  the  people,  and  bought  fish.  But  little  provision  in  the  county. 
Boatmen  afraid  to  bring  it  over.  At  11 :  30  anchored  off  the  White 
House  Bluff;  landed  with  an  armed  boat's  crew ;  divided  and  ranged 
the  heights;  saw  no  one  but  fishermen  and  negroes.  While  on  the 
summit  of  the  hiU  the  troopship  Daylight  passed  in  the  regular  ship 
channel,  well  outside  of  the  Powhatan.  The  altitude  was  such  as  to 
enable  me  to  look  directly  down  on  her  deck.  The  land  opposite  is  low 
and  sandy,  distant  a  mile. 

Provisions,  more  than  a  week's  supply,  excepting  butter,  of  which 
five  days  remaining.

U.  S.  S.  Anacostia, 
Washington  Navy  Yard,  May  3, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that,  in  obedience 
to  instructions  received  yesterday  afternoon,  I  proceeded  down  the  river 
as  far  as  Aquia  Creek  and  executed  my  orders. 

On  my  arrival  there  I  sent  a  boat  with  a  reliable  officer  to  make  a 
careful  examination  of  that  locality,  and  he  reports  that  there  were  no 
evidences  of  any  batteries  in  the  course  of  erection,  nor  could  he  per- 
ceive any  hostile  gatherings.  There  were  very  few  persons  to  be  seen, 
no  persons  in  uniform,  or  indications  of  troops  thereabouts. 

Just  as  I  anchored  I  observed  a  train  of  cars,  three  in  number, 
arrive  and  after  a  stay  of  about  fifteen  minutes  they  departed,  accom- 
panied by  another  train  of  eight  or  ten  platform  or  dirt  cars. 

The  White  House  Bluff  remains  the  same  as  indicated  in  my  last 
report.

Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  yesterday,  suggesting  a  compliance 
with  the  application  of  the  minister  of  Bremen  concerning  the  Bremen 
bark  Admiral  Bromney,  now  loading  at  the  port  of  Alexandria,  Va.,  I 
have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  commandant  of  the  blockading  squad- 
ron, Captain  Stringham,  has  not  yet  arrived  at  his  station.  After  he 
reaches  it  and  the  blockade  is  established  with  a  force  sufQcient  to 
close  the  ports,  his  instructions  are  "  to  neutral  or  foreign  vessels  that 
are  already  in  the  port  you  will  allow  a  reasonable  number  of  days  to 
leave  them."  He  will  be  instructed  to  give  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice 
for  vessels  to  leave,  with  or  without  cargoes. 

The  Bremen  vessel,  therefore,  will  have  ample  time  to  depart  without 
molestation  if  her  captain  exercises  ordinary  vigilance.

Report  of  Commander  Gillis,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Pocalum- 

tas,  of  the  cruise  of  that  vessel  in  the  Potomac  Siver  from  April  30  to 

May  4,  1861. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 
Off  Entrance  [to]  Potomac  Biver,  May  1,  1861. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  29th  ultimo,  we  left  the  navy 
yard  on  the  30th  April,  9: 30  a.  m.,  and  proceeded  down  the  Potomac; 
no  evidence  of  offensive  demonstrations  on  its  shores.  Spoke  the  Ana- 
costia  bound  up  and  the  river  steamer  Powhatan  at  anchor. 

After  dark  we  came  to  at  the  entrance  of  the  river  off  Point  Lookout 
light-house.  At  midnight  a  large  steamer  passed  up  the  Potomac,  too 
distant  to  hail ;  we  burned  blue  light;  supposed  her  to  be  the  Baltic. 
At  daylight  two  steamers  were  discovered  standing  up  the  Chesapeake 
too  far  off  to  be  made  out. 

As  we  stood  into  the  bay,  fell  in  with  and  boarded  a  small  schooner. 
Her  crew  anchored  her  and  fled  in  their  boat  to  the  shore.  She  proved 
to  be  an  empty  ?ime  vessel.  Continuing  down  the  bay,  so  as  to  inter- 
cept any  vessels  coming  up,  spoke  the  ship  Heloise,  one  hundred  and 
two  days  from  Valparaiso,  bound  to  Baltimore.  She  reports  no  steamers 
outside. 

Being  off  Windmill  Point,  we  now  stood  up  the  Chesapeake.  Spoke 
bark  [ ],  from  Baltimore,  bound  to  New  York.  She  reports  pass- 
ing last  night  at  9  o'clock  (about  the  time  we  reached  the  mouth  of  [the] 
Potomac)  a  steamer  at  anchor  off  the  Patuxent  with  troops  on  board; 
all  quiet  in  Baltimore  and  generally  in  the  State.  Spoke  Bremen  ship 
from  Baltimore,  bound  to  Bremen;  stood  down  the  bay  and  spoke 
steamer  Adelaide,  from  Old  Point  for  Baltimore;  no  news.  She  has  not 
seen  any  sea  steamers.  We  then  stood  up  the  bay;  fresh  gales  from 
northwest;  anchored  for  the  night  to  the  southward  of  Smith's  Point, 
off  Bluff  Point;  heavy  squalls  of  wind  through  the  night.  At  daylight 
steamed  up  to  Point  Lookout,  Potomac,  thence  out  into  the  Chesa- 
peake. Several  river  steamers  passed  up.  Eunning  off  and  on  in  track 
of  vessels,  and  at  sundown  anchored  in  the  bay  off  Point  Lookout. 
Fresh  breezes  from  northwest.    Weighed  anchor  at  8  p.  m.  and  chased 
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a  Steamer  bound  up;  fired  a  shot;  could  not  overhaul  her;  supposed 
her  to  be  a  river  steamer.  Anchored  in  the  bay.  At  daylight  steamed 
out  and  spoke  ship  Neptune,  from  Bremen,  bound  to  Baltimore.  She 
reports  two  steamers  with  troops  gone  into  Fortress  Monroe  yesterday 
(2d  May)  and  the  Qualcer  Otfy  cruising  at  entrance  of  Chesapeake  Bay. 
Exercised  the  crew  daily  at  the  great  guns  and  small  arms.  Blowing 
fresh  from  southward  and  eastward.  Kept  in  the  bay  until  near  dark, 
then  ran  into  mid-channel,  entrance  of  Potomac. 

At  daylight,  4th  May,  got  underway  and  stood  out;  spoke  brig  Trial, 
from  St.  Johns  [San  Juan],  Port  [Puerto]  Rico,  bound  to  Baltimore. 
Ship  John  GlarJc,  from  Liverpool  for  Baltimore,  reports  no  steamers 
down  the  bay  except  Quaker  City,  lying  off  and  on  the  entrance.  Spoke 
steam  tug  Commerce,  from  Washington  for  Philadelphia,  via  canal. 
Vessels  generally  seeking  a  harbor,  owing  to  rough  and  thick  weather, 
with  strong  breezes  from  northward  and  westward.  Anchored  off  Point 
Lookout ;  raining ;  thermometer  42°  F. 

I  have  written  in  detail,  showing  that  we  have  been  actively  employed. 
About  6:20  p.  m.  discovered  two  steamers  standing  up  the  bay;  made 
chase,  firing  guns,  and  after  dark  sent  up  rockets  to  bring  them  to; 
overhauled  them  off  the  Patuxent;  they  proved  to  be  the  Harriet  Lane, 
in  company  with  the  transport  Star  of  the  South,  having  on  board  600 
troops,  Brooklyn  regiment,  Lieutenant-Colonel  [Michael  W.]  Burns, 
commanding.  Communicated  with  him  and  directed  her  to  follow  the 
Pocahontas  to  the  Potomac.  They  report  the  U.  S.  steam  frigate  Niag- 
ara to  leave  New  York  to-day  (Saturday,  4th  May)  for  Chesapeake  Bay; 
transport  Columbia  to  leave  with  Maine  regiment.  I  learn  also  that 
Colonel  Ellsworth,  with  Firemen  Zouaves,  is  at  Annapolis;  the  Ulster 
County  Guards  left  in  barracks  in  park.  New  York.  Star  of  the  South 
waited  in  New  York  until  4 :  30  p.  m.  on  Thursday  for  Columbia;  Har- 
riet Lane  has  orders  to  proceed  to  mouth  of  Patapsco  River,  there  to  lie 
off  and  on  until  further  orders.  I  will  convoy  the  transport  to  Wash- 
ington 5th  May.  Troops  wiU  debark  at  Arsenal  [Greenleaf]  Point. 
The  motion  of  propeller  almost  prevents  writing.

The  foliage  at  the  White  House  Bluff  is  getting  quite  thick,  but  as 
far  as  I  could  observe  there  was  nothing  to  indicate  its  being  occupied 
by  any  military  or  other  force. 

At  Aquia  Creek  everything  seemed  quiet;  but  very  few  persons  to 
be  seen.

Steamer  Philadelphia, 
Navy  Yard,  Washington,  May  9, 1861 — 6  p.  m. 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  6th  instant,  I  proceeded  to  the 
arsenal  and  conveyed  to  Fort  Washington  in  two  trips  eleven  cannon, 
with  their  carriages,  and  a  large  quantity  of  ammunition  and  other 
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Stores,  72  barrels  of  musket  powder  to  the  arsenal  from  the  fort,  and 
convoyed  a  propeller  loaded  with  powder,  and  two  other  vessels  with 
stores  to  the  city. 

Yesterday,  while  loading  at  the  arsenal  wharf,  the  steamship  Colum- 
bia ran  into  this  vessel,  staving  the  port  wheelhouse  and  breaking  one 
of  the  braces  of  the  framing.  I  temporarily  repaired  it  to  enable  me 
to  complete  the  service  upon  which  I  was  engaged,  but  some  further 
work  will  be  required.

Sir  :  I  enclose  herewith  report  of  Lieutenant  Sproston,  of  the  Pow- 
hatan, returned  last  night  about  3:30  a.  m.  from  below. 

The  Baltimore  left  last  night  to  assist  the  propeller  ashore,  with 
orders  to  recapture  if  taken.    The  accidental  presence  of  the  other 
steamers  probably  prevented  this. 
The  Pawnee  left  early  this  morning  with  schooner  under  convoy. 
I  have  received  and  will  deliver  the  detachment  of  Lieutenant 
Sproston,  which  will  be  an  inconvenience  to  the  service  here  at  this  time.

U.  S.  Armed  Steamer  Powhatan, 

Washington  Navy  Yard,  May  [9],  1861. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  having  left  Washington  navy  yard 
on  May  5  at  11 :  30  a.  m.,  in  obedience  to  instructions. 

Communicated  with  Major  Eamsay  at  the  arsenal;  he, had  no  dis- 
patches to  send.  Stopped  at  Fort  Washington  and  landed  stores. 
Commandant  of  fort  was  advising  all  store  steamers  to  await  convoy 
up ;  he  also  spoke  of  the  want  of  a  serviceable  battery  at  the  fort,  the 
guns  there  being  few  and  old.  Spoke  the  Pocahontas  (convoying)  and 
Anacostia.  At  4  p.  m.,  off  Lower  Cedar  Point,  found  the  store  steamer 
Cataline  aground  on  a  ledge  of  rocks  near  mid-channel  buoy,  the  buoy 
being  placed  to  indicate  their  position.  She  had  struck  at  2 :  30  p.  m., 
high  water.  Anchored  near  her.  Also  anchored  the  Kill  von  Kull, 
which  was  steaming  by,  and  placed  her  in  charge  of  Mr.  Step^hens, 
pilot.  Anchored  ofiF  the  steam  tug  alongside  the  Cataline,  a  portion  of 
the  cargo  being  transferred  to  her.  Sounding,  my  pilot  reported  2^ 
feet  forward  and  9  feet  aft.  Made  preparations  for  towing  the  Cataline 
off.  Sent  a  midshipman  with  sixteen  soldiers  to  assist  in  transporting 
cargo  aft.  At  9 :  30,  hawsers  being  fast  from  this  steamer  and  the  Kill 
von  Kull,  commenced  towing  her  off.   At  11  she  swung  into  the  channel 
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and  at  12  got  clear  of  the  rocks.  Anchored  the  steamers  for  the  night, 
it  being  dark  and  rainy.  At  daylight  steamers  underway,  Cataline  and 
tug  steaming  up  the  river. 

May  6. — Eainy,  blowy  weather,  wind  S.  E.  Spoke  the  Chesapeake, 
bound  up  with  stores.  Exercised  the  crew  at  quarters,  fired  a  canister 
(300  yards),  5-second  shell,  1,600  yards.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.,  blowing  very 
fresh.  A  heavy  sea  on  for  the  day.  Consuming  much  coal  and  mak-^ 
ing  little  way ;  stood  inshore  and  anchored  oil'  Mill  Creek  with  both 
anchors,  keeping  12  pounds  of  steam  on.  Remainder  of  the  day  blow- 
ing a  S.  E.  gale.  At  sunset  saw  two  transports  in  the  bay  steaming 
up ;  blowing  too  heavy  to  go  out  to  them.  At  10  p.  m.  gale  broke  up  in 
a  thunderstorm.  Lights  and  boats  collecting  from  the  shore  astern, 
hailed  the  nearest  and  fired  a  musket.  No  reply.  Went  to  quarters; 
prepared  for  slipping.  Manned  a  boat  and  pulled  in  a  circuit  of  2  miles 
round  aud  inshore  of  the  steamers;  lights  out  and  boats  gone. 

May  7. — At  3  a.  m.,  underway ;  a  fresh  S.  W.  wind.  Twelve  miles 
N.  E.  from  New  Point  passed  a  sunken  schooner;  half  of  lower  masts 
above  water;  some  rigging  still  on  topmasts.  Three  miles  below  this 
passed  another  wreck  awash;  position  dangerous  for  vessels  bound 
down.  No  masts  standing  on  the  second  wreck.  Off  New  Point  made 
a  ship  standing  up;  fired  a  blank  cartridge;  no  notice  being  taken, 
sent  a  shell  across  her  bows.  She  hove  to.  Boarded  her;  found  her  to 
be  a  Eichmond  vessel  [Cherubim)  bound  to  Baltimore,  with  a  pass  from 
Captain  Marston,  of  the  Cumberland.  At  11  a.  m.  anchored  alongside 
the  flagship  Cumberland  and  delivered  dispatches  to  the  flag-officer; 
then  steamed  to  Fortress  Monroe  and  took  in  6  tons  of  coal  from  one 
of  several  prize  schooners.  Lifted  the  cylinder  head  and  repacked  the 
piston.  At  5  p.  m.  steamed  up  to  the  Cumberland,  received  dispatches, 
and  kept  on  up  the  bay.  At  midnight  off  the  mouth  of  the  Potomac. 
Shore  lights  confusing  and  water  shoaling;  stood  out  to  4  fathoms  and 
anchored. 

May  8. — At  daylight  found  the  ship  anchored  off  Smith's  Point.  The 
lights  seen  during  the  night,  from  bearings  taken,  must  have  been 
false  lights  on  the  Virginia  side.  Such  lights  about  Smith's  Point  are 
very  dangerous.  Point  Lookout  light  was  not  lighted.  At  10  a.  m. 
sent  an  officer  on  board  a  schooner ;  her  deck  load  proved  to  be  hogs- 
heads of  tobacco ;  and  then  to  a  Bremen  bark,  bound  from  Alexandria  to 
New  York  for  a  cargo.  At  11  spoke  the  Mount  Vernon  surveying.  At 
SOminutes  p.  m.  boarded  the  propeller  Octagon  [Octorara]  ashore  on  the 
Virginia  side;  found  a  guard  on  board  from  the  Anacostia,  the  pro- 
peller having  fleldpieces  and  stores  on  her  decks.  Got  a  hawser  and 
kedge  from  the  Anacostia,  steamed  into  draft,  carried  out  the  hawser, 
and  commenced  towing  off  the  tug,  when  the  hawser  parted.  Shortly 
after  the  discharge  box  of  this  steamer's  engine  (of  cast  iron)  com- 
menced leaking  badly,  and  was  obliged  to  get  underway  at  once.  Put 
on  all  steam  pumps,  stood  up  the  river,  and  kept  leak  under.  Pass- 
ing a  propeller  steaming  down,  by  request  of  Lieutenant  Command- 
ing Fillebrown,  ordered  her  to  pass  within  hail  of  the  Anacostia.  A 
side-wheel  steamer  of  light  draft  and  two  hawsers  are  requisite  to 
get  the  propeller  off',  or  a  large  boat  to  discharge  portion  of  cargo  into. 
The  pilot  of  this  propeller  was  picked  up  at  the  mouth  of  the  river, 
and  was  allowed  to  leave  her  after  the  vessel  grounded,  very  improp- 
erly. The  vessel  is  on  shore  nearly  a  mile  from  the  channel,  and  the 
whole  has  the  appearance  of  intention.  Her  position  is  on  Yates  Bar, 
near  wreck  of  light-boat  on  Virginia  side.  .Anacostia  at  anchor  two- 
thirds  of  a  mile  off  near  white  and  black  can  buoy.  Guard  is  to  remain 
oa  board  propeller  and  night  signals  are  arranged. 
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While  at  Old  Point  noticed  great  activity  on  the  part  of  gunboats. 
Monticello  came  down  from  off  Craney  Point;  had  been  well  within 
range  of  battery  without  being  fired  at.  Tug  Neptuneh  Gar  had  gone 
up  the  Virginia  side  of  the  bay  looking  for  batteries.  The  Yankee  had 
just  returned  from  off  Yorktown,  York  Eiver,  60  [6]  miles  up.  A  battery 
there  fired  ten  times  at  her;  no  shot  struck.  The  steamers  Kedar  and 
Kill  von  Kull  were  landing  ordnance  stores  and  provisions  at  the  fort, 
which  is  garrisoned  by  1,600  men.  A  schooner  loaded  with  arms  and 
clothing  for  North  Carolina  is  a  prize.  Two  little  steamboats  and  a 
dozen  schooners  are  prizes.  The  Niagara  is  expected  daily.  Saw  a 
secession  gunboat  at  the  end  of  James  Kiver  reconnoitering.  Intelli- 
gence from  the  Gosport  [Norfolk]  navy  yard  unreliable.  Quaker  City 
oft'  the  Horseshoe  boarding.  Soldiers  in  Fortress  Monroe  mounting 
guns.  Large  gun  still  on  beach  in  front  pf  fort.  Vessels  when  boarded 
are  warned  not  to  attempt  to  enter  a  Virginia  or  Southern  port.  The 
bay  boats  from  Baltimore  have  been  stopped.

One  of  these 
vessels  now  lies  in  a  creek  on  Virginia  side  river,  the  crew  having 
abandoned  her.  The  other  has  retreated  to  some  place  of  safety  and 
suppose  her  to  be  lying  near  Fort  Monroe. 

1  respectfully  solicit  the  protection  of  the  Government  and  the  assist- 
ance of  a  steam  tug  to  enable  me  in  security  to  bring  these  vessels  to 
the  landing  of  the  timber.

Sir  :  Having  reported  to  you  by  the  Baltimore  last  evening,  we  pro- 
ceeded down  the  Potomac,  and  this  morning,  7  a.  m.,  fell  in  with  the 
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Mount  Vernon  off  Aquia  Creek.  Delivered  to  Lieutenant  Sproston  his 
orders  "with  instructions.  He  reports  to  me  an  earth  battery  with  four 
embrasures  and  one  32-pounder  mounted ;  also  one  fieldpiece,  with  about 
fifty  men.  Their  gun  was  manned,  but  no  further  aggressive  movement 
seen. 

I  directed  Lieutenant  Sproston  to  send  his  pilot  on  board  this  vessel, 
who  reports  the  channel  at  Aquia  very  narrow,  with  but  10  to  12  feet 
of  water — not  room  enough  to  turn  the  vessel  in.  My  pilot  says  there 
is  but  9  feet. 

I  conclude  it  best  under  the  circumstances  to  proceed  in  obedience  to 
your  instructions  to  the  Eappahannock. 

If  a  storming  party  were  in  an  armed  steamer  of  light  draft,  with 
boats  to  land,  the  battery  could  be  taken  and  destroyed.  Eeport  says 
they  have  four  32-pounders  and  two  fieldpieces.

Anchored  the  night  previous  inpositionl.   Shortlyafterheardthebeat 
ing  of  drums  at  Aquia  Creek  landing.   At  midnight  blowing  and  rainiuff 
let  go  the  second  anchor.   At  daylight  the  reveille  was  beaten  in  the  same 
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quarter.  Weighed  anchor  and  stood  in  as  indicated  by  curved  line.  Dis- 
covered an  earthen  battery  inshore  of  the  end  of  wharf.  When  within 
about  a  third  of  a  mile  stopped  the  boat,  keeping  the  long  gun  trained  on 
the  battery.  Observed  with  the  glass  an  earthen  battery,  semicircular  in 
form,  having  four  embrasures ;  in  theone  next  thehouse  was  a  32-pounder 
manned  and  trained  on  the  boat,  an  officer  holding  the  lock  string.  In 
the  second  embrasure  they  were  preparing  to  mount  a  gun.  In  the 
third  was  apparently  a  fleldpiece  pointed  toward  the  opposite  side  of 
the  wharf,  at  the  end  of  which  we  supposed,  from  the  number  of  men 
gathered  there,  were  two  more  fieldpieces  concealed.  The  men,  some 
twenty  in  number,  at  first  advanced  to  the  end  of  the  wharf,  and  then, 
as  we  approached,  retired  to  the  main  fortification,  where  they  were 
now  engaged  in  cutting  down  two  trees  in  front  of  the  fort,  training 
the  large  guns  and  loading  small  arms  and  digging  out  the  interior  of 
the  fort,  most  of  which  was  visible  to  the  eye  unassisted  by  a  glass. 

While  steaming  into  position  noticed  the  Pocahontas  coming  down 
the  river.  Having  remained  stationary  some  ten  or  fifteen  minutes, 
making  the  above  observations,  backed  round,  steamed  out,  and  com- 
municated with  the  Pocahontas. 

I  am  informed  by  my  pilot  (Captain  Walter)  that  a  young  man,  Henry 
Hainey,  who  runs  a  sloop  in  the  river  and  who  was  driven  out  of  Alex- 
andria on  account  of  his  Union  sentiments,  came  up  from  Aquia  Creek 
yesterday  and  reported  having  seen  there  in  battery  four  guns  of  the 
size  of  this  steamer's  (32-pounder)  and  two  iieldpieces.  I  noticed  about 
fifty  men  in  and  about  the  battery,  many  muskets,  and  some  m  uniform.

SiE:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  here  of  this  vessel, 
which  sailed  on  the  4th  instant  in  conformity  with  instructions  from 
the  Department  of  the  3d  instant. 

The  steamer  proceeded  on  the  afternoon  of  the  3d  to-the  arsenal, 
received  on  board  a  number  of  gun  carriages,  ordnance  stores,  etc., 
which  were  landed  at  Forts  Washington  and  Monroe.  Upon  arriving 
at  the  last-named  place  I  found  the  steamer  Cambridge  taking  in  the 
Columbiads,  shot,  and  shell  that  this  vessel  was  designed  to  convey  to 
Washington.  I  then  proceeded  with  all  possible  dispatch  to  New  York, 
arriving  there  on  the  afternoon  of  the  7th  and,  after  receiving  on  board 
from  the  navy  yard  the  provisions  and  from  the  assistant  quartermaster- 
general  three  rifled  cannon  and  two  brass  fieldpieces,  sailed  for  this 
place,  arriving  here  at  10  o'clock  this  morning.

Washington,  May  15, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  that  to-day  I 
made  a  trip  down  the  Potomac  as  far  as  Smith's  Point  (about  45  miles), 
having  on  board  Lieutenant  [Thomas  S.]  Phelps,  of  the  Coast  Survey, 
now  engaged  in  making  a  reconnoissance  of  the  river. 

As  far  as  we  could  discover,  there  were  no  indications  of  batteries 
being  erected,  nor  could  we  perceive  any  hostile  gathering  or  any  assem- 
blage of  persons. 

From  a  fisherman  who  was  at  Dumfries  on  Sunday  last  I  gathered 
the  information  that  there  were  no  troops  assembling  there.  He  reports 
that  a  week  previous  to  that  time  there  had  been  a  company  of  about 
one  hundred  men  there,  but  they  only  remained  one  day. 

This  man  also  informed  me  that  there  is  a  battery  being  constructed 
at  Aquia  Creek,  a  short  distance  from  the  wharf,  the  guns,  some  ten  or 
fifteen  in  number,  having  been  brought  either  from  Richmond  or  Fred- 
ericksburg by  rail. 

This  fisherman  obtained  his  information  from  hands  employed  by  a 
man  named  Evans,  who,  he  says,  is  engaged  in  conveying  mails  to  the 
Maryland  shore  from  a  place  known  as  Evansport,  opposite  Budd's 
Ferry.

Pocahon- 
tas, of  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Rappahannock  River,  transmitting 
report  of  Lieutenant  Sproston,  TJ.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S,  Pocahontas, 
Chesapeake  Bay,  May  16, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  would  respectfully  state  that  this  vessel  and  the  Mount  Ver- 
non, steamboat,  ran  up  the  Rappahannock  20  miles  to  the  town  of 
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Urban  a  without  meeting  or  seeing  any  offensive  demonstrations;  all 
peacelul  along  the  shores,  and  the  people  employed  [in]  farming  and 
iisbing. 

We  have  some  reports,  which  may  be  of  the  sensation  order  or  very 
much  exaggerated,  circulated  possibly  by  secessionists  to  bring  on  some 
aggressive  act  which  may  be  used  politically  to  alfect  the  election  soon 
to  come  off  in  Virginia. 

1  dispatched  the  Mount  Vernon  to  overhaul  two  schooners  standing 
up  the  bay.  They  proved  to  be  from  the  Piankatank,  with  strong  Union 
passengers  on  board,  bound  to  Baltimore. 

On  the  15th  instant  sent  the  Mount  Vernon,  Lieutenant  Sproston,  to 
Indian  Creek  to  look  for  light-boat  reported  to  be  there.  His  report  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

We  have  seen  nothing  of  the  steamers  Virginia  and  Logan,  and  prob- 
ably will  not,  as  they  are  reported  to  be  at  or  near  Fredericksburg. 

Chased  to-day  the  schooner  Osprey  and  having  to  run  to  abreast  of 
Old  Point  before  overhauling  her,  I  communicated  with  the  flagship 
Minnesota.  There  has  been  captured  here  a  quantity  of  tobacco,  rumor 
says  $300,000  worth,  and  sent  North.    No  further  news. 

Left  the  Mount  Vernon  lying  off  and  on  the  entrance  of  the  Eappa- 
haunock.  Met  the  river  steamer  Baltimore.  The  Osprey's  papers  were 
all  right;  her  cargo,  resin,  for  New  York.  Am  on  the  lookout  for  trans- 
ports with  troops;  will  convoy  up  and  be  vigilant  in  examining  all 
vessels  of  a  suspicious  character.

I  proceeded  then  to  steam  into  Great  Wicomico,  below  Smith's  Point, 
and  examined  Cockle's  [Cockrell],  the  main  branch,  and  Mill  Creek,  but 
could  see  no  light- boat.  From  what  was  said  at  Indian  River  [Creek?], 
we  expected  to  meet  with  a  show  of  resistance  in  these  last-mentioned 
creeks,  but  none  was  made.

Report  of  Ideutenant  Fillebrotcn,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Ana- 
costia,  regarding  Confederate  battery  at  Aquia  Greek. 

U.  S.  S.  Anacostia, 

Washington,  May  17,  1861. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  a  battery  has 
been  erected  at  Aquia  Creek  immediately  around  the  hotel  at  the  ter- 
minus of  the  railroad. 

As  far  as  I  could  discover  there  are  only  four  guns  mounted,  one  of 

which  appeared  to  be  of  heavy  caliber  and  was  mann£d  while  I  was 

passing.    The  work  does  not  appear  to  be  completed  on  the  east  front. 

I  observed  a  number  of  men,  I  should  judge  about  200;  some  were 

armed  and  the  others  were  laboring  at  the  earthworks. 

A  small  Confederate  flag  is  hoisted  upon  the  engine  house  and  the 
steamer  George  Page  is  lying  at  anchor  in  the  creek  about  half  a  mile 
above  the  battery.  I  could  not  see  that  any  picket  guards  or  sentinels 
were  stationed  along  the  heights  extending  from  the  battery  toward 
the  mouth  of  Potomac  Creek.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  during  the  day  no  vessels  have  passed  up 
or  down  the  river.  The  people  on  shore  consider  the  river  in  a  state  of 
close  blockade.  Boarded  a  schooner,  the  Falcon,  in  ballast,  belonging 
to  the  settlement  opposite,  who  stated  that  the  inhabitants  on  the 
banks  of  the  river  were  fearful  that  we  would  attack  them. 
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1  told  him  to  say  to  them  that  we  were  here  to  attack  only  those  who 
were  in  arms  against  the  U.  S.  Government  or  were  assisting  the  rebels. 
Discovering  a  pole  at  the  end  of  the  point,  went  on  shore  in  an  armed 
boat;  found  halyards  attached  to  it;  considered  it  erected  to  show  a 
false  light,  cut  it  down,  and  sent  word  to  the  people  living  in  the  neigh- 
borhood the  reason  for  my  doing  so.  Learned  that  during  the  night  it 
had  been  guarded  by  a  party  of  eighteen  armed  men,  and  that  it  was 
the  first  of  a  system  of  poles  used  for  telegraphic  purposes  between  the 
point  and  Fredericksburg,  lights  being  hoisted  at  night  and  flags  by 
day.  Afterwards  noticed  similar  poles  farther  up  the  river,  time  of 
communication  with  Fredericksburg  being  from  one  to  two  hours.  A 
man  also  came  off  from  Stingray  Point  who  said  the  authorities  per- 
mitted but  would  not  authorize  him  to  come.  He  said  the  residents  on 
shore  wanted  to  know  the  steamer's  intentions ;  I  replied  as  above. 

At  2  p.  m.  the  steamer  Baltimore  passed  down  the  bay.    During  the 
night  all  quiet,  no  sails  passing  up  or  down  the  river.

Report  of  Brigadier- General  Butler,  TJ.  8.  Army,  commanding  Depart- 
ment of  Annapolis,  of  an  expedition  for  the  recapture  of  Smithes  Point 
light-boat,  in  Wicomico  River,  Virginia. 

Headquarters  Department  of  Annapolis, 

Washington,  May  18,  1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  having  received  information 
that  one  of  the  light-ships  removed  from  their  stations  in  Chesapeake 
Bay  was  concealed  in  a  branch  of  the  Wicomico  Eiver,  I  ordered  Lieu- 
tenant Flusser,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  with  the  chartered  steamer  William 
Underwood,  having  on  board  thirty  seamen  from  the  Alleghany  and 
Forward,  and  a  detachment  from  the  force  at  Annapolis  to  find  and 
recapture  her.  This  service  was  successfully  performed  and  the  prize 
now  lies  in  Annapolis  Harbor.  A  force  of  about  thirty  men  disputed 
the  recapture  of  the  vessel  and  a  brisk  fire  was  kept  up  on  the  steamer 
while  she  remained  in  range.  I  am  happy  to  report  no  casualties  on 
our  side. 

Owing  to  the  concealed  position  of  the  enemy  it  is  impossible  to  say 
whether  they  incurred  any  loss.  The  detachment  composed  of  five 
men  from  the  Thirteenth  New  York,  Lieutenant  Woodward,  and  two 
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guns  aud  twenty  men  from  the  Eighth  New  York,  Lieutenant  Byrnes, 
the  whole  under  command  of  Captain  [R.  S.]  Fay  [jr.],  of  my  staff, 
behaved  with  great  steadiness.  The  prize  is  the  Smith's  Point  light- 
ship. She  has  been  stripped  of  everything  which  could  be  removed, 
but  the  vessel  is  perfectly  good.

Abstract  log  of  steamer  Mount  Vernon,  Lieutenant  Sproston,  TJ.  S.  Navy, 
commanding,  from  May  13  to  19, 1861. 

May  13, 1861. — 1  ]).  m.,  left  the  yard.  Communicated  with  the  Poca- 
hontas,  Pawnee,  and  Fort  Washington.  At  8  p.  m.,  anchored  off  Aquia 
Creek.    Heard  the  beat  of  tattoo  and  reveille  and  standing  in. 

May  14. — This  morning  discovered  Aquia  Creek  battery.  Stood  out 
and  made  report  to  Commander  Gillis.  Pocahontas  in  company,  steamed 
down  the  river  and  bay  to  mouth  of  Eappahannock.  Stood  in  and 
boarded  schooners;  no  news.  Out  again  and  anchored  alongside Poca- 
hontas. 

May  15. — In  company  with  Pocahontas  steamed  up  the  Rappahannock 
to  country  town  of  Urbana  (20  miles  up  the  river).  Returned  again 
to  the  mouth.  River  deserted  by  crafts.  9  a.  m.,  parted  company 
with  Pocahontas.  Steamed  up  and  into  Indian  Creek  to  head  of  navi- 
gation and  returned.  Country  quiet ;  but  few  inhabitants  visible.  At 
the  mouth  anchored;  visited  a  county  judge;  learned  that  Mr.  Price's 
property  was  held  by  the  authorities  until  he  presented  himself  for 
examination;  men  still  in  confinement.  Steamed  up  the  Virginia  side 
and  into  Great  Wicomico  Branch,  Cockle's  [Cockrells],  and  Mill  Creek. 
From  information  received,  expected  resistance  here.  None  was  offered. 
Returning,  boarded  a  schooner  of  Philadelphia  from  Fredericksburg; 
had  been  detained  by  authorities  for  several  days ;  wanted  him  to  con- 
voy guns  to  Mathias  Point.  Reported  sending  guns  and  several  com- 
panies to  Aquia  Creek.  On  Sunday,  Virginia  carrying  guns  to  Bowlers 
Rocks,  which  point,  40  miles  up  the  river,  strongly  fortified.  Did  not 
know  where  steamer  Logan  was.  With  Pocahontas,  anchored  off  mouth 
of  river. 

May  16. — At  2  a.  m.,  chased  a  passing  steamer ;  did  not  come  up  with 
her;  steamer  bound  down  the  bay.  At  daylight  steamed  out  into  the 
bay  with  Poca/towtas;  blowing  fresh.  Parted  company,  returned  and 
anchored  well  inside  the  mouth  of  the  river.  2  p.  m.,  discovering  a  pole 
with  halyards  rove  at  end  of  Mill  Creek  Point,  considered  erected 
for  the  purpose  of  hoisting  a  false  light;  landed  and  cut  it  down. 
Boarded  a  schooner,  and  a  boat  from  shore  came  off.  Learned  an  armed 
guard  had  been  stationed  at  pole  night  previous ;  that  it  x^as  one  of  a 
chaiTi  communicating  for  telegraphic  purposes  with  Fredericksburg. 
During  the  night  anchored  with  spring  on  cable.  During  the  day  no 
vessel  passed  up  or  down. 

May  17. — At  daylight,  Pocahontas  steaming  up  the  bay;  anchored 
during  the  forenoon,  boarding  vessels  in  the  bay;  Pocahontas  went 
down  the  bay  and  returned  in  the  evening;  no  vessels  in  the  river 
during  the  day. 

May  18, — At  daylight,  steamed  out  into  the  bay  in  company  with  the 
Pocahontas;  left  the  Pocahontas  outside  and  returned  to  anchorage; 
visited  the  shore  in  an  armed  boat;  people  distrustful,  otherwise  civil;

obtained  a  quantity  of  water  for  the  steamer;  was  told  anyone  who 
brought  oft  supplies  to  the  steamer  would  be  hung;  volunteers  of  county 
to  muster  on  Wednesday  next;  county  much  in  want  of  usual  supplies 
from  Baltimore;  hauled  alongside  of  Focahontas  to  coal;  smoke  of 
steamer  seen  down  the  bay,  Virginia  side;  cast  off,  steamed  out,  met 
and  boarded  the  George  Peabody,  with  Government  stores;  communi- 
cated with  the  Focahontas;  received  orders  and  dispatches;  returned 
to  Oeorge  Peabody  and,  with  her  in  convoy,  steamed  up  the  bay  and 
Potomac  Eiver,  speaking  and  boarding  vessels  and  propellers  on  the 
way ;  anchored  at  8  p.  m.  oft'  Lower  Gedar  Point.  A  schooner  with 
Government  lumber  also  anchored  near. 

May  19. — ^At daylight  got  under  way;  Peabody  and  schooner  in  com- 
pany ;  on  Mathias  Point,  no  battery ;  at  Aquia  Creek,  three  more  guns 
mounted  in  barbette  below  the  house;  steamer  Page  in  sight  below  the 
bend  of  the  creek ;  no  signs  of  her  having  steam  up ;  sent  Captain 
Walter  on  board  George  Peabody  to  pilot  her  up ;  lost  sight  of  schooner 
above  Aquia  Creek;  communicated  with  Fort  Washington  and  Pawnee. 

Note. — The  residents  along  the  shore  of  Virginia  have  threatened 
Captain  Walter,  my  pilot,  through  those  who  have  communicated  with 
the  steamer,  his  knowledge  of  every  creek  and  inlet  on  the  coast  being 
the  cause.

Pocahontas, 
of  the  cruise  of  that  vessel  in  the  Potomac,  Chesapeake  Bay,  and  Rappa- 
hannock River.

Potomac  River,  May  21, 1861. 
Sir:  My  last  report  to  you  was  by  river  steamer  Mount  Vernon, 
which  vessel  I  dispatched  to  convoy  the  transport  George  Peabody  to 
Washington  with  Government  stores.  Since  then  we  have  run  up  to 
near  Urbana  (second  time)  on  the  Eappahannock,  looked  into  the 
Piankatank,  and  run  up  the  bay  alongshore.    All  quiet. 

[May]  19th  discovered  a  steamer  ahead  and  aground  off  the  entrance 
of  the  Potomac.  Went  to  her  assistance.  She  got  off'  at  sunset  and 
was  the  Baltimore,  of  Baltimore,  laden  with  lard  and  bacon,  bound  to 
Havana. 

[May]  20th  stood  down  the  bay.  Off  the  Eappahannock  met  trans- 
port steamer  Coateacoalcos,  from  New  York,  with  Government  stores 
for  Washington.  Took  her  under  convoy,  directing  her  to  follow  astern. 
Blowing  fresh.  While  running  along  with  her  well  off'  our  port  quar- 
ter she  took  a  sheer  and  ranged  up  alongside  suddenly;  put  our  helm 
a  port,  but  could  not  prevent  the  collision.  She  struck  us  on  the  port 
quarter,  stove  in  our  quarter  boat,  bending  iron  davits,  carrying  away

part  of  main  channels,  railing  and  stanchions  on  poop,  etc.  I  censured 
the  master  for  his  awkward,  lubberly  management.  He  replied  he 
could  not  help  it.  Had  he  stopped  his  engines  or  sheered  her  with 
starboard  helm  the  accident  would  not  have  occurred.  It  will  be  nec- 
essary to  make  these  repairs,  as  also  to  finish  those  on  engines. 

We  had  intercourse  with  several  persons  on  the  Rappahannock  and 
have  concluded  that  the  reports  given  generally  are  for  sensational  arti- 
cles, either  without  foundation  or  very  much  exaggerated,  particularly 
in  regard  to  batteries,  number  of  soldiers,  etc. ;  vide  that  published  in 
connection  with  Aquia  Creek,  where  one  gun  frightened  off  three  or 
four  steamers.  The  old  Virginia,  steamboat,  is  at  Fredericksburg  and 
Logan  up  York  Eiver,  which  is  blockaded.  One  or  two  of  the  river 
steamboats  would  be  more  efficient  off  the  Eappahannock  on  account  of 
their  speed.  At  7 :  30  a.  m.,  21st,  picked  up  the  steamboat  James  Guy. 
She  came  off  from  Machodoc  Creek.  Kan  in  as  far  as  water  would  per- 
mit to  Aquia  landing.  The  steamboat  James  [  George]  Page  lying  in  the 
creek.  Saw  an  earth  battery  of  four  embrasures,  but  no  guns  visible ; 
a  wheel  carriage  for  howitzers  on  beach ;  about  100  men  seen  on  the 
wharf  and  about  dwelling  house.  We  remained  a  short  time  making 
observations,  then  proceeded  up  the  river.  Will  deliver  the  James  Guy 
at  navy  yard.

Sir:  Steaming  down  the  river  to-day,  I  have  gone  close  in  with 
several  points  designated  as  the  "White  House,  etc.,  on  the  Virginia 
shore,  but  could  discover  no  signs  of  a  hostile  nature. 

The  pilot  ran  me  fast  aground  at  a  point  5  miles  above  Mathias. 
Every  eiibrt  to  get  afloat  having  failed,  1  have  taken  the  liberty  to 
detain  the  Philadelphia,  armed  tug,  which  conveys  this.  With  her  aid 
ill  various  ways,  lightening,  etc.,  I  hope  soon  to  get  off.  The  place  is 
rendered  dangerous  by  removal  of  the  buoy,  which  secession  parties 
have  done. 

Landing  abreast  this  place  on  the  Maryland  side,  I  found  the  inhab- 
itants strongly  Union  in  sentiment.  They  had  no  intercourse  with  the 
other  shore,  knew  nothing  of  any  batteries  there;  said,  however,  that 
constant  communication  was  kept  up  between  Port  Tobacco,  a  little 
way  below,  and  Mathias  Point.  Disaffected  Marylanders,  they  say,  go 
over  that  way  to  join  the  Virginia  forces;  also  that  supplies  pass.  I 
shall  report  all  this  to  the  flag-ofBcer  below. 

If  I  chance  to  pass  Mathias  Point  by  daylight  shall  give  it  a  critical 
inspection  and  go  so  close  as  to  tempt  their  tire,  and  know  therefore  if 
their  preparations  have  progressed  considerably. 

Possibly  the  flag-ofi&cer  may  direct  my  return  to  this  region,  in  which 
event  I  shall  be  pretty  sure  to  know  something  about  it. 

Considering  that  the  detention  of  the  tug  will  make  only  the  differ- 
ence between  arriving  in  the  evening  of  to-day  and  the  morning  of 
to-morrow,  I  have  not  hesitated  in  the  matter.

A  lieutenant  will 
be  detailed  to  command  her  and  you  will  please  discharge  her  present 
large  complement,  retaining  only  those  actually  necessary  to  man  her 
for  service  in  the  Potomac  River.  The  United  States  sailors  will  be 
retained,  and  the  Department  will  give  an  order  for  the  transfer  of  their 
accounts  from  Philadelphia  to  the  Washington  navy  yard.  Persons  on 
board  discharged  by  this  order  and  returning  to  Philadelphia  will  be 
paid  there  whatever  may  be  due  them.  No  facts  have  been  submitted 
to  this  Department  requiring  the  detention  of  the  small  craft  and  the 
men  seized  by  Commander  Ward.  You  will  detain  the  steam  tug  seized 
by  Commander  Gillis  and  send  her  captain  up  to  report  to  this  Depart- 
ment with  any  information  you  may  have  bearing  on  the  case. 
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In  regard  to  administering  the  oath,  no  reports  have  been  received 

from  the  other  yards.    With  the  exception  of  the  ofQcers  and  the  heads 

of  the  different  departments,  it  may  be  done  by  all  raising  their  right 

hand  in  the  presence  of  some  person  legally  competent  to  administer  it.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  Washington,  of  the  assistance  rendeied  by  the  Navy  in  the 
occupation  of  Alexandria,  Va.,  and  of  the  Trilling  of  Colonel  Ellsworth. 

Commandant's  Office,  Navy  Tard, 

Washington,  May  24,  1861. 

Sir:  Conformably  with  the  request  of  General  Mansfield,  the  steam- 
ers, lighters,  and  boats  at  this  yard  were  sent  to  assist  in  the  operations 
of  last  night. 

Between  2  and  4  a.  m.  the  regiment  of  Zouaves,  commanded  by  Colo- 
nel Ellsworth,  were  embarked  from  Giesboro  Point  in  the  steamers  and 
moved  to  Alexandria,  where  they  landed  and  occupied  position  about 
daylight. 

After  this  was  effected,  I  regret  to  say  that  Colonel  Ellsworth  was 
deliberately  murdered  by  one  of  the  inhabitants,  who  was  himself  killed 
instantly  by  a  private  who  was  near  the  colonel  at  the  time. 

My  short  acquaintance  with  this  officer  fully  impressed  me  with  the 
correctness  of  the  common  opinion  of  his  excellent  qualities  as  a  citizen 
and  a  soldier. 

I  conveyed  his  body  to  this  place,  where,  with  every  mark  of  respect, 
it  has  been  landed  under  the  escort  of  Zouaves,  Seventy-fir^t  Regiment, 
and  marines,  and  deposited  in  a  suitable  place  under  a  proper  guard. 

The  remains  of  this  gallant  soldier  await  the  further  disposition  of 
the  authorities. 

The  steamers  Baltimore,  Mount  Vernon,  and  Guy  were  commanded 
respectively  by  Lieutenant  West,  Master  Morris,  and  Acting  Master 
Woods; the  creditable  performance  of  the  duty  intrusted  to  them  in  this 
case  entitles  them  to  my  thanks. 

The  presence  of  Mr.  Fox,  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Department,  was 
exceedingly  acceptable,  and  the  interest  he  manifested  during  the  whole 
affair  had  an  excellent  effect  in  impressing  all  concerned  with  a  sense 
of  the  importance  which  the  Department  felt  in  the  operation.

Beport  of  Commander  Bowan,  V.  S.  Navy,  commanding  17.  S.  S.  Pawnee,  transmitting  report 
of  Lieutenant  Lowry,  TT.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  occupation  of  Alexandria,  Va. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
Off  Alexandria,  May  29,  1861. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  yesterday's  date,  to  furnish  the 
Department  with  a  minute  report  of  your  (my)  proceedings  during  the 
night  and  morning  of  the  2.Jd  and  24th  instant,  communicating  any- 
thing of  interest  or  importance  that  came  under  your  (my)  observation, 
in  reply,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  during  the  night  of  the  23d 
nothing  of  interest  or  importance  occurred.  On  the  morning  of  the 
24th,  about  daylight,  two  steamers  containing  the  Zouave  regiment 
approached  Alexandria  from  the  navy  yard,  for  the  purpose  of  landing 
and  occupying  that  city.  As  soon  as  the  steamers  came  in  full  view  of 
the  city,  and  so  near  as  not  to  expose  the  secrecy  of  the  expedition,  I 
sent  Lieutenant  [E.  B.]  Lowry  on  shore  to  demand  the  surrender  of  the 
town.  Lieutenant  Lowry  returned  to  the  wharf  in  time  to  meet  Colonel 
Ellsworth  as  he  landed  and  informed  him  that  no  resistance  would  be 
made — that  the  town  would  be  evacuated.  Shortly  after  Lieutenant 
Lowry  left  the  ship  I  sent  Lieutenant  [J.  C]  Chaplin  in  the  first  cutter 
to  lie  off  the  starting  point  of  the  railroad  cars,  and  to  jump  on  shore 
immediately  the  steamers  touched  the  wharf  and  cat  off  the  departure 
of  the  early  morning  train  then  at  that  point.  The  engine  escaped,  but 
the  burden  cars  laden  with  railroad  iron  were  captured. 

I  sent  a  cutter  in  charge  of  the  master  to  bring  out  two  steamers,  the 
Golly er  and  Oipsy,  that  had  been  seized  by  the  secessionists.  The 
former  belongs  to  parties  in  Washington  and  the  latter  to  parties  in 
Maryland.  Both  these  vessels  have  been  turned  over  to  their  respec- 
tive commanders  by  the  authority  of  the  Department  and  are  now  on 
their  routes,  the  tirst  between  Washington  and  Alexandria  and  the 
other  between  Alexandria  and  Fort  Washington. 

I  directed  Lieutenant  Lowry  to  return  to  the  town  and  cooperate 
with  the  troops,  under  the  impression  that  Colonel  Ellsworth's  command, 
was  the  only  force  then  moving  on  Alexandria,  and  that  his  knowledge 
of  the  localities,  together  with  this  additional  force,  would,  in  case  of 
resistance,  be  valuable. 

In  demanding  the  surrender  of  Alexandria  I  was  actuated  solely  by 
motives  of  humanity.  I  knew  the  town  to  be  full  of  helpless  women 
and  children,  mostly  of  the  middle  and  poorer  classes,  whom  I  saw 
running  frantically  through  the  streets  in  search  of  protection  as  the 
troops  lauded. 
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A  detailed  account  of  what  took  place  on  shore  connected  with  this 
ship  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  report  made  by  Lieutenant 
Lowry.

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
Off  Alexandria,  Va.,May  M,  1861 — 10:30  a.  m. 

SiE:  In  obedience  to  your  verbal  order  given  this  morning  about 
4: 20  a.m.,  I  proceeded  on  shore  at  this  place  and  communicated  with  a 
Major  [George  H.]  Terrett,  commanding  the  Virginia  secession  forces 
at  Alexandria.  In  your  name  I  demanded  the  surrender  of  the  place, 
stating  that  as  we  were  prepared  to  seize  the  place,  it  would  be  useless 
to  resist,  and  that  you  were  actuated  simply  by  a  desire  to  spare  the 
shedding  of  blood  of  women  and  children. 

The  interview  was  held  in  the  open  street,  surrounded  by  excited 
soldiers.  Major  Terrett  said  he  would  not  surrender;  that  he  would 
evacuate,  or  was  about  evacuating;  that  if  hostilities  were  not  opened 
upon  him  he  would  not  use  any.  He  wanted  to  know  how  much  time 
he  could  have.  I  told  him  I  did  not  know;  I  would  return  to  the  Paw- 
nee;  that  no  time  was  to  be  lost.  He  said  he  would  require  till  8  a.  m. 
to  get  such  women,  children,  and  property  out  as  he  would  require. 
I  said, "  Very  well ;  I  will  go  at  once  to  the  Pawnee.  Should  the  troops 
land  and  you  make  no  resistance,  I  have  no  doubt  that  no  harm  wiU 
be  done  to  the  town  and  its  inhabitants.  Should  the  Pawnee  be 
obliged  to  open  her  batteries  no  one  knows  better  than  yourself  what 
would  be  the  result." 

I  hastened  to  the  river  side  and  reached  the  wharf  just  in  time  to 
witness  the  first  approach  of  the  Zouaves  under  Colonel  Ellsworth. 
The  sentries  on  the  wharf  fired  their  muskets,  which  was  returned  by 
a  scattering  fire  from  the  troops  on  board  the  transports.  As  the  troops 
commenced  to  land  I  sought  out  Colonel  Ellsworth,  told  him  in  these 
words:  "Sir,  I  am  an  officer  of  the  Pawnee.  I  have  been  on  shore  with 
a  flag  of  truce,  demanding  the  surrender  of  the  town.  The  command- 
ing oflBcer  is  already  evacuating.  He  promises  to  make  no  resistance. 
The  town  is  full  of  women  and  children."  Colonel  Ellsworth  replied: 
"All  right,  sir;  I  will  harm  no  one." 

I  then  proceeded  with  a  detachment  of  men  from  the  Pawnee  under 
Lieutenant  Chaplin  and  took  possession  of  the  railroad  and  some  bur- 
den cars. 

1  informed  Colonel  Ellsworth  of  the  whereabouts  of  the  telegraph 
and  other  places.  He  landed  his  regiment  with  great  rapidity.  I  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Pawnee  and  reported  to  you,  when  you  sent  me  back  at 
once  to  cooperate  with  the  troops  and  to  say  that,  as  they  had  landed, 
you  had  no  further  jurisdiction,  and  that  I  should  accompany  the 
troops,  with  the  Pawnee's  force,  and  take  part  in  what  should  occur. 
1  did  so;  found  Colonel  Ellsworth  was  not  at  the  head  of  his  regiment, 
which  had  marched  some  distance  up  the  street.  After  waiting  some 
time  I  advanced  through  the  upper  part  of  the  town,  hoisted  the  Amer- 
ican ensign  on  a  street  flagstaff,.and  also  upon  the  custom-house,  where 
I  left  a  small  guard,  and  after  a  rapid  march  through  the  town  reached 
the  depot,  where  I  found  troops  of  the  United  States  in  possession. 
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These  troops  had  advanced  by  land  from  Washington  and  were  under 
command  of  Colonel  Willcox.  I  stated  to  him  the  substance  of  the 
above  report  subsequently,  as  Colonel  [O.  B.J  Willcox  called  on  board 
this  ship  for  a  better  explanation  of  our  position.  It  is  proper  to  state 
that  your  order  to  me  was  simply  "to  demand  the  surrender  of  the 
town."  Any  misunderstanding  which  the  rebels  may  have  had  was 
owing  to  their  excited  condition  and  exhibited  by  the  rapidity  in  wliich 
they  evacuated,  not  even  waiting  for  the  time  for  which  they  stipulated. 

The  spirit  of  my  language  was  intended  to  apply  only  for  the  "pro- 
tection of  helpless  women  and  children,"  and  I  so  distinctly  stated  to 
Major  Terrett. 

In  passing  to  and  from  the  interview  with  Major  Terrett  I  observed 
small  bodies  of  men  in  marching  order,  hastening  out  of  the  town.

Letter  frem  the  Secretary  of  the  Havy  to  Commander  Bowan,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S. 
Pawnee,  expressing  disapproval  of  his  course  in  connection  with  the  occupation  of  Alexan- 
dria, Va. 

Natt  Depaetment,  June  5, 1861. 

SiE :  I  have  received  your  report  of  the  29th  ultimo,  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  order  sent  to  you  by  the  Department  on  the  day  preceding, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Lowry  to  yourself  on 
the  24th  ultimo,  detailing  his  proceeding  at  Alexandria  on  the  morn- 
ing of  that  day,  which  had  not  previously  been  communicated  to  the 
Department. 

It  is  stated  in  your  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  instant, 
about  daylight,  two  steamers  containing  the  Zouave  regiment  ap- 
proached Alexandria  from  the  navy  yard  for  the  purpose  of  landing  and 
occupying  that  city.  As  soon  as  the  steamer  came  in  full  view  of  the 
city  and  so  near  as  not  to  expose  the  secrecy  of  the  expedition,  I  (you) 
sent  Lieutenant  Lowry  on  shore  to  demand  the  surrender  of  the  town. 
This  portion  of  your  report,  so  manifestly  inconsistent  with  correct  dis- 
cipline and  the  obligations  due  to  the  army  which  was  making  a  secret 
movement  on  Alexandria,  was  read  with  pain  and  surprise.  You  have 
received  no  orders  from  this  Department  to  demand  the  surrender  of 
Alexandria,  yet  when  you  became  aware  that  a  portion  of  the  army  was 
moving  on  that  place  you  volunteered  an  interference,  which  attended, 
perhaps,  by  no  serious  inconvenience  in  this  instance,  might  have 
defeated  the  object  intended  and  been  followed  by  serious  disaster.  As 
it  was,  your  demand  was  a  notice  to  the  leading  insurgents  to  escape 
capture,  and  they  availed  themselves  of  it. 

You  say  that  "In  demanding  the  surrender  of  Alexandria  I  was 
actuated  solely  by  motives  of  humanity.  I  knew  the  town  to  be  full  of 
helpless  women  and  children,  mostly  of  the  middle  and  poorer  classes, 
whom  I  saw  running  frantically  through  the  streets  in  search  of  pro- 
t((Ction  as  the  troops  landed."  While  I  will  not  question  the  humane 
nw)tives  alleged  as  a  justification  for  interfering  in  a  manner  that  might 
have  defeated  an  expedition  planned  without  your  knowledge,  let  me 
say  to  you  that  before  arriving  at  that  conclusion  it  would  have  been 
well  to  have  considered  that  those  who  projected  and  those  who  exe- 
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cuted  that  expedition  were  governed  by  motives  of  humanity  also. 
They  were  not  barbarians,  unworthy  or  incapable  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  orders  [with]  which  they  had  been  intrusted,  bnt  your  countrymen; 
and  why  you  should  have  availed  yourself  of  the  first  intelligence  that 
came  to  you  by  giving  an  alarm,  appears  so  unaccountable  that,  after 
waiting  a  reasonable  time  for  a  report  or  explanation  and  receiving 
none,  the  order  of  the  28th  ultimo  was  issued.  In  demanding  the  sur- 
render of  the  town  when  the  expedition  from  Washington  was  secretly 
approaching  it,  you  committed,  to  say  the  least,  a  grave  error.  The 
promptings  of  humanity  are  commendable,  and  the  sympathy  which  you 
felt  for  the  "women  and  children,  mostly  of  middle  and  poorer  classes, 
whom  [you]  saw  running  frantically  through  the  streets  in  search  of 
protection"  after  notice  had  been  given  them  and  as  the  troops  landed, 
may  do  credit  to  you  as  a  man,  though  having  its  origin  in  your  error 
as  an  ofi&cer. 

The  Department  deems  it  a  duty  to  express  its  disapproval  of  your 
interference  under  the  circumstances,  and  it  also  regrets  that  you  should 
have  omitted  a  prompt  and  frank  report  of  your  proceedings  on  so 
eventful  an  occasion  until  an  order  was  issued  demanding  it.

Manassas  Junction,  Va., 

Camp  Pickens,  May  28, 1861. 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  instructions  from  headquarters  of  this  day's  date 
in  regard  to  the  capture  of  Captain  Ball  and  his  troops,  I  have  to  report 
that  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  instant  about  1 :  30  a.  m.,  Captain  Ball 
came  to  my  quarters  and  reported  that  one  of  the  vedettes  stationed 
at  the  Chain  Bridge,  about  3  miles  west  of  Georgetown,  D.  C,  had 
informed  him  that  a  squadron  of  cavalry  had  crossed  over  to  the  Vir- 
ginia shore.  I  immediately  ordered  my  command  under  arms  to  await 
further  orders.  About  5 :  30  a.  in.  an  officer  was  sent  from  the  steamer 
Pawnee,  Northern  Navy,  to  inform  me  that  an  overwhelming  force  was 
about  entering  tbe  city  of  Alexandria  and  it  would  be  madness  to  resist, 
and  that  I  could  have  until  9  a.  m.  to  evacuate  or  surrender.  I  then 
ordered  the  troops  under  my  command  to  assemble  at  the  place  desig- 
nated by  me  on  assuming  command  in  Alexandria,  that  I  might  either 
resist  or  fall  back,  as  circumstances  might  require.  As  soon  as  the 
troops  were  formed,  which  was  promptly  done,  I  repaired  to  the  com- 
mand, and  then,  ascertaining  that  the  enemy  were  entering  the  city  by 
Washington  street  and  that  several  steamers  had  been  placed  so  that 
their  guns  could  command  many  of  the  i^rincipal  streets,  I  ordered  tbe 
command  to  march,  and  proceeded  out  of  the  city  by  Duke  street. 
Captain  Ball  accompanied  me  as  far  as  his  quarters,  a  little  west  of  the 
railroad  depot,  where  he  halted,  and  I  proceeded  to  the  cars,  which 
were  about  half  a  mile  from  the  depot,  where  I  had  ordered  them  to  be 
stopped;  and,  from  orders  given  before  marching  out  of  the  city,  the 
cavalry  was  to  follow  in  my  rear  for  the  purpose  of  giving  me  inlbrma- 
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tion  in  regard  to  the  movements  of  the  enemy.  Captain  Powell  fol- 
lowed my  instructions  and  why  Captain  Ball  did  not  I  am  unable  to 
report.

Sm:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  May  11, 1  proceeded  to  Fortress 
Monroe,  Philadelphia,  and  New  York  and  landed  the  ordnance  stores 
destined  for  those  places. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  the  21st  ultimo  [instant],  after  being  detained 
by  bad  weather  for  several  days,  I  sailed  for  Fortress  Monroe,  which 
place  I  reached  on  Thursday  afternoon,  having  been  obliged  to  harbor 
at  the  Delaware  Breakwater  on  account  of  the  weather. 

On  the  passage  from  the  breakwater  encountered  a  heavy  swell  from 
S.  E.,  which,  coupled  with  previous  straining,  broke  the  A  frame  of  the 
port  wheelhouse.  This  I  temporarily  secured,  but  it  will  require  a  thor- 
ough repair. 

Left  Fortress  Monroe  at  8:30  p.  m.  Thursday.  This  morning,  off 
Kettle  Bottom,  fell  in  with  propeller  City  of  New  Yorlc,  laden  with  army 
stores.    The  captain  desiring  convoy,  towed  her  as  far  as  Alexandria. 

On  my  way  up  carefully  examined  both  shores  of  the  river.  At  Aquia 
Creek  a  secession  flag  was  flying  over  what  appeared  to  be  a  battery 
and  the  steamboat  George  Page  lay  at  the  wharf.  No  signs  of  batteries 
at  any  other  point. 

In  conclusion  I  would  state  that  this  steamer  is  in  no  respect  suitable 
for  outside  service.

SiE :  Please  have  the  Yankee  calked  as  early  as  convenient.  If  you 
desire  to  alter  her  armament,  giving  her  rifled  guns,  which  Flag-OflBcer 
Pendergrast  very  much  desires  at  Hampton  Eoads,  or  in  any  other 
matter  to  render  more  efficient,  you  are  authorized  to  do  so.  If  any  of 
the  employes  of  the  yard  are  in  the  militia  and  the  work  is  retarded 
by  their  absence  send  their  names  to  the  Department  with  a  request 
for  their  discharge.  The  Pocahontas  should  be  in  condition  to  move 
at  short  notice  and  signals  arranged  to  bring  up  the  Pawnee  if  wanted. 
The  Anacostia  might  be  sent  down  occasionally  to  communicate  with 
Commander  Ward,  who  will  be  found  about  Nanjemoy  Creek,  and  to 
prevent  any  breaking  of  the  blockade  of  the  Virginia  shore  which  is 
said  to  be  done  to  a  great  extent.

Engagements  between  vessels  of  the  Potomac  Flotilla,  Commander  James 
H.  Ward,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  commanding,  and  the  batteries  at  Aquia  Greek, 
May  29-June  1,  1861. 

BepoTt  of  CommandeT  Ward,  IT.  S,  ITavy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Thomas  Feeeboen, 
Off  Aquia  Greek,  Potomac,  May  31, 1861. 

Sie:  My  immediate  commanding  offtcer  (Flag-Officer  Stringham)  not 
being  present  to  receive  it,  1  communicate  directly  to  the  Department 
the  report  of  a  serious  cannonade  made  by  this  vessel,  supported  by  the 
Anacostia  and  Resolute,  steamers,  upon  the  batteries  at  Aquia  Creek 
this  morning. 

After  an  incessant  discharge,  kept  up  for  two  hours  by  both  our  32- 
pounders,  and  the  expenditure  of  all  the  ammunition  suitable  for  dis- 
tant firing,  and  silencing  completely  the  three  batteries  at  the  railroad 
terminus,  the  firing  from  shore  having  been  rapidly  kept  up  by  them 
until  so  silenced,  and  having  been  recommenced  from  the  new  batteries 
on  the  heights  back,  which  reached  us  in  volleys,  dropping  the  shot  on 
board  and  about  us  like  hail  for  nearly  an  hour,  but  fortunately  wound- 
ing but  one  man,  I  hauled  the  vessels  off,  as  the  heights  proved  wholly 
above  the  reach  of  our  elevation. 

Judging  from  the  explosion  of  our  10-second  shell  in  the  sand  bat- 
teries, two  of  which  were  thrown  by  the  Anacostia,  it  is  hardly  possible 
the  enemy  can  have  escaped  considerable  loss.  Several  others  of  the 
Anacostia^  shells  dropped  in  the  vicinity  of  the  battery. 

I  can  not  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  oflBcers  and  men,  whose  cool- 
ness and  activity  under  great  exposure  are  beyond  praise.  As  the 
former  are  all  acting,  having  volunteered  from  civil  life,  none  but  myself 
being  of  the  Eegnlar  Navy,  I  beg  leave  to  ask  for  them  a  favorable  con- 
sideration by  the  Government. 

The  long  32-pounder  in  use  is  of  the  old  pattern  cast  in  1819,  and 
can  not  be  excelled  in  precision. 

Both  the  guns  are  on  carriages  of  the  new  construction,  devised  by 
myself,  and  answered  admirably,  working  with  such  ease  that  the  crews 
came  out  of  action  wholly  unfatigued.  In  the  extreme  sweep  of  140° 
which  these  carriages  have,  together  with  their  ease  and  rapidity  of 
movement,  enabling  the  vessel  to  constantly  change  position,  yet  keep 
up  accurate  fire,  which  impaired  the  enemy's  range  and  direction — he 
firing  always  with  rifled  cannon — is  to  be  materially  attributed  our 
escape  without  loss  of  life  or  damage  to  the  vessel  or  machinery.  The 
men  say  they  are  as  free  from  fatigue  as  when  they  entered  action. 

We  cannonaded  for  an  hour  before  the  same  batteries  the  day  before 
yesterday,  but  the  tide  being  out,  neither  party  reached  with  any  con- 
siderable certainty. 
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I  doubt  if  it  is  possible  to  reduce  the  batteries  now  established  on 
the  heights  from  ships ;  nor  is  it  at  all  important,  considering  that  they 
are  remote  from  the  ship  channel  of  the  river  and  command  only  the 
railroad  terminus. 

Yesterday  I  landed  in  person  with  Acting  Master  Budd  and  Master's 
Mate  Lee  and  a  small  party  of  seamen  and  made  a  most  minute  explora- 
tion, extending  over  the  whole  of  Mathias  Point.  I  am  therefore  able 
to  speak  with  ocular  certainty  and  to  say  that  not  a  sign  of  a  move- 
ment, the  cutting  of  a  sapling,  driving  a  stake,  or  casting  a  shovelful 
of  earth  toward  the  erection  of  a  battery  exists.  The  jungle  is  very 
thick,  but  we  penetrated  a  belt  of  it  300  yards  wide  from  the  shore  and 
3  miles  in  length,  assuring  ourselves  of  the  facts  as  stated  in  this  report. 

I  have  especially  to  ask  for  the  steamers  Reliance  and  Resolute,  of  the 
flotilla,  each  a  small  rifled  cannon  in  addition  to  the  smoothbored  gun 
with  which  they  are  provided.  For  the  want  of  a  rifled  gun  in  them  I 
was  obliged  to  forbid  their  coming  closely  under  a  fire  to  which  they 
could  not  reply  with  even  an  approximate  effect.

Beport  of  Commander  Ward,  V.  6.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla. 

Flotilla  Steamer  Freeborn, 

Potomac  Biver,  June  1, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  a  renewal  of  the  bombardment  at 
Aquia  Creek,  commencing  11 :  30  a.  m.  this  day  and  terminating  from 
fatigue  of  the  men — the  day  being  very  warm  and  the  firing  on  our  side 
incessant — at  4 :  30  j).  m.,  making  a  duration  of  five  hours. 

The  firing  on  shore  was  scarcely  as  spirited  at  any  time  as  yesterday. 
The  heights  were  abandoned,  the  guns  apparently  having  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  earthworks  at  the  railroad  terminus  in  replacement  of 
the  battery  silenced  there  by  us  yesterday.  During  the  last  hour  of  the 
engagement  only  two  or  three  shots  were  thrown  from  the  shore,  by  a 
few  individuals  seen  stealthily  now  and  then  to  emerge  from  conceal- 
ment and  hastily  load  and  fire  a  single  gun.  The  bulk  of  tie  party  had 
left  a  half  hour  before,  and  squads  were  observed  from  time  to  time 
taking  to  their  heels  along  the  beach  with  a  speed  and  bottom  truly 
commendable  for  its  prudence  and  highly  amusing  to  the  seamen.  It 
did  not  seem  advisable  to  permit  so  feeble  a  fire  to  wear  out  my  men, 
therefore  discontinued  the  engagement. 

Several  shots  came  on  board  of  us,  causing  the  vessel  to  leak  badly, 
and  beside  other  injuries  crippling  the  port  wheel,  the  wrought-iron 
shaft  being  gouged  by  a  shot  which  would  have  shattered  it  if  of  cast 
iron,  a  point  considered  by  me  in  selecting  this  vessel  for  purchase. 
Fortunately,  1  have  again  neither  killed  nor  wounded  to  report,  though 
the  shot  at  times  fell  thick  among  us,  testing  the  gallantry  and  steadi- 
ness of  my  people,  which  I  consider  of  standard  proof  for  any  emergency. 

I  proceed  to  Washington  to  repair  damages  and  refill  my  exhausted 
magazines.  The  Pawnee  remains  meantime  below  to  supply  my  place 
in  the  blockade.    Captain  Eowan,  of  that  ship,  joined  me  last  night, 
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replenishing  my  exhausted  stores,  and  most  gallantly  opened  the  lire 
this  morning,  having  followed  my  lead  inshore  toward  the  batteries. 
His  ship  received  numerous  wounds  both  below  and  aloft,  inflicted  by 
the  enemy's  shot,  appearing  from  her  size — therefore  most  easily  hit- 
to  be  their  favorite  mark,  and  was  herself  often  a  sheet  of  flame  owing 
to  the  rapidity  of  her  discharges. 

I  have  instructed  Captain  Eowan  to  report  circumstantially  direct  to 
the  Department. 

The  enemy  set  fire  to  the  large  passenger  and  freight  depot  on  the 
end  of  the  long  pier  as  we  were  approaching,  ])robably  to  remove  it  as 
an  obstruction  to  their  aim,  but  were  not  permitted  to  extinguish  the 
flames  during  the  whole  five  hours'  cannonade,  consequently  nearly 
the  whole  pier  was  destroyed,  only  the  charred  piles  remaining  above 
the  water  to  mark  its  former  position. 

My  gun  carriage  endures  its  continued  test  admirably.  The  pivoting 
arrangement  of  the  after  one  gave  out  in  the  last  hour  of  the  action, 
when  the  gun  was  fought  on  its  trucks,  which  had  neither  been  removed 
nor  in  any  manner  interfered  with  in  the  construction. 

The  recoil,  however,  became  severely  racking  to  the  vessel;  the  gun 
was  served  slower  and  with  less  accuracy,  and  with  greatly  increased 
awkwardness  as  well  as  fatigue  to  the  men. 

Though  not  assuming  to  be  proper  judge  of  my  own  invention,  it  is 
possible  the  officers  and  men,  especially  the  gun's  crews,  are  competent 
to  speak  after  the  several  cannonades  in  which  we  have  been  engaged, 
amounting  altogether  in  the  two  weeks  we  are  commissioned  to  ten 
hours,  nine  of  it  under  fire  returned  upon  us  with  more  or  less  vigor 
and  effect. 

More  than  100  shots  have  fallen  aboard  and  around  us,  any  one  of 
which  would  have  struck  a  frigate.  We  have  had  more  than  1,000 
shots  discharged  at  us  within  range,  and  have  ourselves  fired  upward 
of  300  shots  and  shells,  with  1,700  pounds  of  powder.  What  damage 
we  have  inflicted  remains  to  be  seen.  That  we  have  received  none  not 
easily  repaired  is  truly  remarkable. 

The  Anacostia  and  Reliance 'weve  not  permitted  to  come  under  damag- 
ing fire,  their  support  having  been  necessary  to  embolden  those  engaged 
by  giving  them  confidence  that  if  disabled  in  the  machinery,  assistance 
was  at  hand  to  drag  them  out.

Beport  of  CommandeT  Bowan,  XT,  S.  Nayy,  commanding  TT.  S,  S.  Pawnee. 

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
Off  Aquia  Creek,  Ya.,  June  2,  1861. 

SiE :  In  obedience  to  an  order  received  on  the  evening  of  the  31st 
ultimo,  I  proceeded  immediately  to  join  Captain  Ward. 

In  passing  down  the  river  I  was  informed  by  Lieutenant  Mygatt,  of 
the  steamer  Reliance,  that  Captain  Ward  had  gone  10  miles  below  Aquia 
Creek  for  the  night.  I  continued  down  the  river,  passing  the  creek 
about  3  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  1st  of  June.  At  6  o'clock  I  joined  Com- 
mander Ward.  At  9  I  stood  for  Aquia  Creek  in  company  with  the 
Freeborn  for  the  purpose  of  attacking  the  batteries.     We  arrived  off  the 
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creek  at  11  o'clock  and  at  half  past  11  we  ran  m,  the  Freeborn  leading, 
being  of  a  lighter  draft  than  the  Pawnee,  while  this  ship  kept  just  out- 
side on  her  starboard  quarter  to  avoid  grounding.  As  we  ranged  up 
the  enemy  set  fire  to  the  buildings  on  the  end  of  the  railroad  wharf  and 
then  opened  his  fire,  which  was  promptly  returned  by  us.  Finding  my 
15-second  shell  fell  short  witli  all  the  elevation  the  ports  admitted  of,  1 
ranged  ahead  of  the  Freeborn  and  edged  in  as  near  as  I  could,  feeling 
the  way  with  the  lead  till  I  got  within  range  of  the  forts  with  the  15- 
second  shell,  when  we  opened  a  heavy  fire.  I  held  this  position  as  long 
as  possible,  when  the  ship  fell  off  against  our  exertions  to  keep  her 
steady  and  [it  |  became  necessary  to  round  out  into  the  river  and  approach 
a  second  time  on  the  same  tack.  Having  got  the  ship  nearer  than  the 
first  position  and  as  near  as  was  safe,  with  but  2  feet  of  water  to  spare, 
and  to  the  northward  and  westward  of  the  Freeborn,  we  opened  a  ter- 
rible fire  from  five  9-inch  guns.  The  batteries  were  twice  silenced  under 
the  weight  of  our  fire,  but  resumed  again  when  our  fire  ceased.  The 
houses  near  the  forts  were  destroyed  and  the  southern  end  of  the 
bridge  set  on  fire  by  the  shells. 

The  wind  being  from  the  southward  the  bridge  was  destroyed.  The 
enemy's  fire  was  almost  exclusively  directed  at  this  ship,  his  rifled  shot 
passing  constantly  over  and  around  us. 

This  ship  was  struck  nine  times  during  the  bombardment,  four  of  the 
shot  in  the  hull,  one  of  them,  passing  through  the  bulwarks,  tore  up 
the  deck  and  was  glanced  on  board  by  one  of  the  iron  straps.  Of  the 
shot  that  hit  the  ship  above  the  hull  one  passed  through  the  maintop- 
sail  yard,  another  shattered  the  mizzenmast  head  and  topmast,  and 
another  passed  through  the  smokestack. 

The  cool  and  gaUant  bearing  of  the  officers  and  crew  excited  my 
warmest  admiration.  Every  man  of  the  divisions  performed  his  duties 
coolly  and  promptly  and  intelligently,  showing  the  sliip  in  a  high  state 
of  training;  to  attain  this  end  I  have  been  ably  seconded  by  the  divi- 
sional officers.  Lieutenant  Chaplin  and  Master  Elue,  but  above  all  by 
my  able  executive  officer,  Lieutenant  E.  B.  Lowry,  whose  fine  bearing 
on  the  occasion  was  everything  I  could  wish. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  I  have  no  casualties  to  report;  the 
only  scratch  was  one  that  I  received  on  the  face  from  a  small  splinter. 

At  4: 30  p.  m.,  having  expended  all  my  10-second  and  15-second  shell 
and  the  38  rounds  of  ammunition  for  the  rifled  cannon  and  155  hollow 
shot,  I  hauled  off  out  of  range. 

As  soon  as  I  am  relieved  by  Commander  Ward  it  will  be  necessary  to 
return  to  the  navy  yard  for  repairs  and  supplies.

Mt  Deae  Captain  Fox:  Captain  Budd,  of  the  Resolute,  had  a 
conversation  with  Mr.  Goff,  agent  of  the  St.  Nicholas,  steamer,  in  Bre- 
ton's Bay,  Maryland,  a  day  or  two  since.  Mr.  Goff  spoke  in  terms  of 
surprise  at  the  heroic  persistency  with  which  Captain  W.  F.  Lynch, 
formerly  of  our  Navy,  who  commanded  at  Aquia  during  my  several 
attacks,  held  his  post,  glass  in  hand,  on  the  ramparts,  against  all  the 
urgency  of  his  men  to  quit  a  post  made  desperately  hazardous  by  the 
shot  and  shell  falUng  thickly  and  exploding  about  him. 

Mr.  Goff,  though,  could  not  be  made  to  divulge  in  regard  to  the  exe- 
cution we  did.  His  expressions  regarding  Captain  Lynch  imply,  how- 
ever, that  it  was  considerable,  if  not  great.  I  would  like  you  to  talk 
with  Budd  or  set  him  in  hands  of  the  reporters.  I  am  quite  disposed 
to  have  this  thing  published.

Beport  of  Captain  Lynch,  Viiginia  navy,  commanding  naval  defenses  of  the  Fotomac. 

Nayal  Batteey  No.  1, 

Aquia  Greek,  June  J3, 1861. 

Sir:  On  Thursday  p.  m.,  as  my  telegram  the  next  morning  apprised 
you,  the  enemy  engaged  us  for  a  short  time  and  then  withdrew.  The 
Washington  papers  state  that  one  of  them  had  a  Massachusetts  regi- 
ment ou  board  for  the  i)urpose  of  landing.  One  of  the  steamers  was 
crowded  with  men. 

On  Friday,  at  10 :  30  a.  m.,  two  out  of  three  steamers  abreast  of  the 
battery  opened  fire  upon  us  and  continued  the  cannonade  for  three 
hours,  when  they  withdrew.  The  largest  steamer  very  much  resembled 
the  Crusader.  As  they  kept  at  long  shot,  mostly  beyond  our  range,  I 
economized  ammunition  and  only  fired  fifty-six  times.  One  of  the 
steamers  had  a  rifled  gun,  the  shell  from  which  penetrated  through  the 
sand  bank,  and  one  of  them  exploded  in  and  completely  demolished  the 
room  occupied  by  the  officers  and  myself. 

Upon  our  part  no  one  was  injured,  but  lookers  on  from  the  hills  and 
opposite  shores  state  that  the  enemy  was  repeatedly  struck. 

Yesterday  the  steamers,  which  had  laid  off  during  the  night,  were 
reinforced  by  the  Pawnee,  and  at  11 :  30  a.  m.  they  commenced  a  brisk 
cannonade,  which  continued  with  little  interruption  until  about  4:30 
p.  m.,  during  which  the  Pawnee  fired  392  shot  and  shell  and  the  other 
steamer  207,  the  greater  portion  of  the  latter  being  rifled  shells. 

Our  sand  banks  not  being  en  barbette,  we  could  only  fire  as  the  enemy 
came  within  range  through  the  embrasures.  This,  added  to  the  long 
distance  at  which  he  kept,  and  the  necessity  of  occasionally  repairing 
damages  to  the  breastwork,  combined  with  my  desire  to  save  ammuni- 
tion, constrained  me  to  withhold  fire  except  when  something  like  a  fair 
shot  presented.  The  houses  in  the  rear  were  very  much  knocked  about 
and  the  railroad  track  torn  up  in  three  or  four  places,  but  thanks  to  a 
kind  Providence,  who  seems  to  smile  benignly  upon  our  cause,  no  one 
with  us  was  injured. 

As  the  enemy  had  on  Friday  made  the  buildings  at  the  extremity  of 
the  wharf  his  line  of  sight  upon  the  battery,  I  had  all  the  furniture, 
etc.,  together  with  the  weatherboarding,  conveyed  to  the  rear  of  the 
battery,  and  in  the  course  of  the  forenoon  set  fire  to  and  blew  up  the 
platform  and  outer  end  of  the  bridge. 

I  have  spoken  of  Commander  Thorburn's  zeal  in  the  first  engagement, 
and  can  not  too  highly  applaud  the  spirit  and  alacrity,  tempered  by 
deference  to  orders,  of  Commander  Cooke  and  Lieutenant  Trobel.  With 
the  exception  of  Gunner's  Mate  Cunningham  and'Mastec's  Mate  Lar- 
mour,  whose  services  were  of  inestimable  value,  our  guns'  crews  con- 
sisted only  of  volunteer  militia,  who  stood  their  ground  bravely. 

We  had  yesterday,  in  addition  to  our  guns,  a  small  rifled  one  from 
Captain  Walker's  battery,  under  the  immediate  command  of  Lieutenant 
Eobertson,  of  Tennessee,  which  rendered  efficient  service. 

In  connection  with  the  transportation  of  the  Columbiads  to  the  sum- 
mit of  a  lofty  hill,  I  can  not  speak  in  too  highly  commendable  terms  of 
the  zeal  and  untiring  energy  of  Lieutenant  Charles  C.  Simms. 

One  of  the  enemy's  steamers  went  up  the  river  yesterday  afternoon, 
we  think  for  ammunition  or  additional  force.    The  Pawnee  and  another 
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steamer  remained  at  anchor  all  night  near  the  Maryland  shore,  and  at 
this  time,  9:15  a.  m.,  occupies  the  same  position.

Sir  :  In  my  report  of  the  engagements  with  this  battery  I  am  not 
certain  of  having  stated  that  on  Friday  Walker's  battery  of  four  3-inch 
rifled  guns  opened  fire  from  an  eminence  in  our  rear;  and  although 
their  shot  fell  short  they  evidently  diverted  a  portion  of  the  fire  of  the 
enemy. 

On  Saturday  one  of  the  four  guns  was  placed  in  battery  here  and 
was  well  and  bravely  handled  under  the  immediate  command  of  Lieu- 
tenant Robertson,  a  volunteer  from  Tennessee.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  two  small  steamers  of  the  enemy 
attacked  the  Aquia  Creek  Railroad  battery  last  evening  about  sunset 
with  twelve  shot  and  shell.  Our  battery  returned  the  fire  with  twelve 
shot  and  shell.  The  contest  terminated  about  9  o'clock,  when  the 
enemy  departed.  One  man  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  hand  by  the 
fragments  of  a  shell.  I  prepared  to  cover  our  front  with  my  whole 
force,  comprising  the  Tennessee  regiment  and  a  battalion  of  volun- 
teers, assembled  at  Camp  Mercer,  and  proceeded  with  some  700  men 
to  the  point  attacked,  having  in  view  sending  back  the  train  for  the 
remaining  500.  The  conflict  having  terminated  before  we  reached  the 
scene  of  action,  I  returned  with  the  forces  above  specified,  reaching 
this  town  about  5  a.  m.  The  spirit  and  conduct  of  the  troops  have  been 
admirable  in  connection  with  this  little  affair.  Much  agitation  prevails 
along  the  Potomac  coast  from  apprehension  that  the  enemy  will  land  in 
large  and  small  numbers  to  devastate  and  plunder.  I  respectfully 
recommend  that  guns  of  heavy  caliber  be  furnished  (say  12's,  18's,  and 
32'8)  for  use  at  various  points  on  the  coast  for  surprising  and  harassing 
the  enemy.

Fredericksburg,  F«.,  June  1, 1861, 

Sir  :  The  enemy  attacked  tlie  naval  battery  at  Aquia  Creek  yester- 
day about  10  a.  lu.  The  enemy  liad  three  war  steamers  and  some  small 
transports,  not  containing,  however,  many  troops.  They  had  some 
longboats,  or  launches,  but,  so  far  as  observed,  made  no  preparation 
for  lauding.  Tbe  fire  on  both  sides  was  skillfully  directed  and  contin- 
ued up  to  about  1  p.  m.,  when  the  steamers  hauled  off,  and,  it  is  sup- 
posed, in  a  partially  disabled  condition.  I  took  all  the  available  forces, 
comprising  the  four  companies  of  infantry  and  one  of  cavalry,  from  this 
vicinity,  and  Colonel  Bate's  Tennessee  (Walker)  Legion  with  me,  reach- 
ingthePotomac  soon  afterthe  flringceased.  The  conduct  of  the  troops 
in  the  batteries — that  of  Captain  Walker,  with  his  Gpounder  rifle  guns, 
having  been  brought  early  into  the  action — is  represented  as  having 
been  admirable,  including  the  covering  and  protecting  force  on  the 
field.  I  have  transferred  the  Tennessee  (Walker)  Legion  to  Brooke's 
Station,  where  I  have  reestablished  Camp  Jackson.  From  that  point 
lateral  movements  may  be  easily  made  to  cross  the  coasts  and  forward 
movements  to  cover  the  batteries  with  great  facility. 

The  ladies  are  now  making  tents,  cartridges,  and  belts,  and  I  hope 
soon  to  have  our  forces  sheltered  and  better  equipped.    I  left  Aquia 
Creek  late  last  evening  and  return  there  this  morning.

Sir  :  The  report  has  arrived  this  moment  that  five  of  the  enemy's 
steamers,  with  two  transport  ships,  one  of  which  is  of  considerable  size, 
had  appeared  ofi"  Aquia  Creek  battery,  with  the  evident  intention  of 
attacking  it.  When  the  train  left  (11  a.  m.)  soon  after  heavy  firing  was 
heard  from  that  point.  I  am  in  want  of  at  least  1,000  well-deciplined 
volunteers  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  send  them.  Twenty  thousand 
musket-rifle  caps  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the  use  of  troops  with 
percussion  arms.  I  go  to  the  battery  at  once.  Communicate  with 
Major  [W.  S.]  Barton,  acting  assistant  adjutant-general  to  this  ofiSce.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  for  the  information  of  the  command- 
ing general,  that  four  of  the  enemy's  armed  steamers  commenced  firing 
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on  our  batteries  at  Aquia  Creek  yesterday  morning  at  about  9  o'clock 
and  continued  until  about  4  p.  m.  On  our  side  nobody  was  hurt  and 
no  material  damage  was  done  to  our  batteries.  The  enemy  gave  no 
indications  of  an  intention  to  land,  but  hauled  off  to  the  Maryland  shore 
at  the  close  of  the  action.  This  demonstration,  thus  persevered  in,  is 
made,  I  doubt  not,  in  view  of  collateral  action  and  movements.  I 
arrived  on  the  field  about  midday  and  returned  to  this  place  at  night. 
The  batteries  were  commanded  by  Captain  Lynch  and  other  naval 
officers.  The  conduct  of  my  entire  force,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Bate,  of  the  Walker  Legion,  until  my  arrival  on  the  field,  was  admir- 
able throughout  the  day.  The  enemy  is  represented  to  have  thrown 
597  shotj,  and  shells  and  our  battery,  under  Captain  Lynch,  75.

BepoTt  of  Colonel  Boggles,  C,  S.  Army,  commanding  Department  of  Fredeiicksbnrg,  Va, 
regarding  measures  of  protection  against  farther  attacks  upon  Aqnia  Creek  batteries. 

Headqxjabtebs  Department  of  Fredericksbtjeg, 

Fredericksburg,  Va.,  June  4,  1861. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  for  the  information  of  the  general 
commanding,  that  since  Saturday  last  no  attack  has  been  made  on  our 
batteries  at  Aquia  Creek,  and  that  the  steamer  Pawnee  only  has  been 
lying  off  at  that  point  repairing  damages  and  in  communication  with 
various  steamers  and  other  vessels  passing  up  and  down  the  Potomac. 
It  has  just  been  reported  to  me,  however,  that  after  I  left  the  creek 
yesterday,  and  at  about  9  o'clock  at  night,  two  or  more  war  steamers, 
with  a  vessel  in  tow,  came  down  the  Potomac  and  joined  the  Pawnee. 
Thus  far  I  have  no  report  of  the  renewal  of  the  attack  this  morning. 
It  is  my  intention  to  throw  the  Arkansas  regiment.  Colonel  Pagan,  now 
at  Camp  Jackson,  upon  the  Potomac  coast,  near  Chopawamsic,  as  soon 
as  it  is  in  condition  to  do  so. 

I  am  much  in  want  of  an  effective  battery  of  24-pounder  howitzers 
for  service  in  conjunction  with  that  force  to  prevent  the  enemy  from 
landing.  The  Fredericksburg  Artillery,  of  G-pounders,  will  be  wanted 
at  Aquia  Creek  to  prevent  landing  there  if  an  attack  is  made.  The 
movements  of  the  enemy  indicate  that  an  attempt  will  soon  be  made 
in  force  to  land  at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Mathias  Point  in  a  brief  period 
of  time.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  that  point  be  covered  by  a 
good  regiment  of  infantry,  with  a  good  battery  of  field  guns,  until 
measures  are  taken  to  establish  a  good  and  sufficient  battery  at  that 
point  to  command  the  channel,  for  the  establishment  of  which  I  respect- 
fully renew  my  former  recommendation.  Under  authority  given  me  I 
have  fabricated  here  carriages  for  a  battery  of  6-pounder  guns,  and 
respectfully  request  that  guns  may  be  furnished  me  without  delay  for 
use  in  the  field. 

Siuce  it  has  become  impracticable  to  establish  a  battery  at  the  White 
House  to  command  the  Potomac,  1  respectfully  recommend  that  a  com- 
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petent  engineer  be  sent  me  to  examine  the  vicinity  of  Evansport  with 
that  view,  and,  if  found  suitable,  that  a  battery  may  be  established 
there  with  as  little  delay  as  is  practicable.  That  point  is  important  in 
connection  with  the  position  at  Manassas  Junction,  as  well  as  the  ave- 
nues of  approach  from  the  Potomac  to  this  town.

Letter  from  Captain  Lynch,  C.  S.  Navy,  to  the  editor  of  the  Fredericksbnig  Kews. 

NavAX,  Batteby,  Aquia  Greek,  June  9,  1861. 

SiE:  My  official  report  of  our  recent  contest  with  the  enemy  was 
rendered  as  brief  as  possible,  embracing  only  the  names  of  those  who 
were  legitimately  engaged;  but  as  there  were  several  instances  of  indi- 
vidual gallantry  by  volunteers,  some  of  whom  reside  in  this  vicinity, 
1  deem  it  proper  to  give  publicity  to  them. 

To  this  I  am  the  more  impelled  by  the  slanderous  assertion  cast  upon 
them  by  the  commander  of  the  enemy's  flotilla. 

Had  that  oflScer,  whose  characteristic  traits  long  since  earned  for  him 
in  his  profession  the  cognomen  of  "Yankee  Ward,"  for  once  violated 
his  instincts  and  been  sincere  he  would  have  stated  that  men  were 
seen  running  toward,  as  well  as  from,  the  batteries,  mostly  bearing 
ammunition. 

The  attack  on  Wednesday  evening  was  repelled  with  spirit  by  Com- 
mander Thorburn,  as  I  did  not  reach  the  battery  until  very  near  the 
close  of  the  engagement. 

In  writing  my  ofiHcial  report  I  labored  under  the  impression  that  the 
shot  from  Captain  Walker's  battery  during  Friday's  engagement  fell 
short,  although  it  diverted  the  fire  of  the  enemy;  but  the  admission  of 
that  enemj'^  proved  the  fire  of  the  rifled  battery  to  have  been  effective 
and  that  my  impression  was  an  erroneous  one. 

During  Friday's  attack  Lieutenant  Barnes,  of  the  Stafford  Griiards, 
bore  a  message  from  me  to  Captain  Walker  and  returned  with  his 
reply,  his  course  being  along  the  causeway  over  which  the  enemy's 
shot  was  sweeping. 

On  the  same  day,  too,  if  I  remember  aright,  Lieutenant  Betts,  of  the 
Washington  Guards,  came  to  the  battery  and  tendered  hfs  services. 

On  Saturday  Lieutenants  Tancey  and  Eckles,  of  the  Tennessee  vol- 
unteers, with  two  others,  whose  names  I  unfortunately  do  not  know, 
volunteered  their  services  at  the  guns  just  before  the  conflict.  I  sta- 
tioned them  near  by,  to  be  ready  in  the  event  of  casualties.  One  of 
them  bore  a  note  from  me  to  the  mainland  during  the  hottest  of  the  fire 
and  two  or  three  others  went  for  and  brought  ammunition. 

So  far  from  trepidation,  one  of  the  messengers  stopped  upon  the 
causeway  and  picking  up  a  shot  which  had  fallen  near  him  brought  it 
in  as  a  trophy. 

Captain  Sener,  of  the  Washington  Guards,  was  present  during  the 
day's  conflict  and  volunteered  to  extinguish  a  fire  kindled  at  the  inner 
.end  of  the  wharf,  but  I  withheld  consent.  • 

Captain  Wise,  of  Company  E,  Eichmond  volunteers,  was  by  me 
throughout  Saturday's  engagement,  and  while  the  enemy's  fire  was 
hottest  volunteered  to  go  for  infantry  to  repel  an  apprehended  landing  of

the  enemy  under  cover  of  the  smoke.  Before  recognizing  Captain  W[ise] 
I  twice  ordered  him,  the  last  time  peremptorily,  within  the  redoubt, 
for,  next  to  damaging  the  enemy,  it  was  my  duty  to  preserve  the  lives 
of  those  around  me.  These  are  all  the  individual  cases  I  can  call  to 
mind.  The  demeanor  of  the  men  at  the  battery  is  so  worthy  of  com- 
mendation that  it  would  be  invidious  to  particularize,  even  if  they  were 
not  mentioned  in  my  ofiicial  report.  Being  short  of  ammunition  our 
guns  were  worked  discreetly,  but  now  we  are  prepared  to  warm  them 
thoroughly.

Letter  from  Colonel  Bate,  C.  S.  Army,  commanding  Walker  Legion,  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Camp  Jackson,  on  the  Potomac,  June  11, 1861. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  suppose  you  have  heard  all  the  particulars  of  the  Aquia 
Creek  fight  and  the  part  borne  by  the  Walker  Legion.  One  company 
of  it  was  in  one  of  the  batteries  and  the  celebrated  rifled  cannon,  so 
effective  upon  the  enemy,  was  managed  by  one  of  our  young  lieutenants. 
The  remainder  of  the  regiment  was  held  in  reserve,  though  within  range 
of  their  guns,  at  a  point  of  concealment  to  prevent  a  landing  if  such 
was  attempted.  The  boys  were  too  eager  and  courted  a  hand-to-hand 
fight.  I  made  a  report  to  Colonel  Euggles  and  forbear  further  trespass 
now.  I  want  the  Walker  Legion  to  be  in  the  column  which  advances 
upon  Washington.  I  believe  we  will  have  skirmishes  here  now,  noth- 
ing more.  We  will  sink  their  ships  on  another  effort  if  they  come  in 
range.  I  had  Walker's  rifle  battery  under  my  command  placed  with 
two  rifle  companies  to  sustain  and  one  company  of  mounted  men  with 
carbines  within  hailing  distance  on  Symmes's  Point  under  cover — a 
masked  battery — Saturday  night  after  the  fight,  thinking  they  would 
return  to  their  same  position  next  morning.  That  night  we  worked 
300  men  all  night  to  have  two  Columbiads  and  this  battery  of  Walker's 
in  place,  but  the  enemy  being  so  crippled  did  not  return. 

The  arrangement  Sunday  morning  would  have  sunk  their  ships  in  an 
hour  had  they  resumed  their  position.  We  are  drilling  daily  and  almost 
hourly  and  will  look  to  you  to  give  us  a  chance. 

I  want  one-half  hour's  talk  with  you,  and  if  you  will  telegraph  Gen- 
eral Holmes  to  send  me  individually  to  Eichmond  for  a  day  I  can  get 
to  go ;  otherwise  I  don't  think  the  Old  Tycoon  (Holmes)  will  let  me,  and 
I  never  disobey  orders.  You  may  be  sure  I  will  not  leaA^e  when  there 
is  a  prospect  of  a  fight.  Everything  is  peaceable  here  now  except  the 
Pawnee,  which  still  coils  about  our  shore  like  a  wounded  viper.  We 
have  vedettes  near  her. 

I  get  information  from  above  and  below  this  point  for  20  miles  every 
day  through  couriers  and  can  know  when  it  is  safe  to  leave  for  Eichmond 
only  a  day. 

Pardon  the  length  of  this  free-and-easy  letter.  I  know  it  is  a  trespass 
on  your  much-engaged  time.  Let  me  hear  from  you.  Send  the  dis- 
patch spoken  of,  or  write  letter,  and  oblige.

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Letter  from  U.  Vf.  HcCInskey,  esq.,  to  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  Confederate  States,  describing 
the  attack  by  United  States  vessels  on  Aqnia  Creek  battery,  June  1,  1861. 

Aquia  Okeek,  June  1, 1861. 

My  Dear  Sib:  I  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  at  this  point  to-day 
most  of  the  engagement  between  one  of  our  batteries  and  three  Lin- 
coln men-of-war,  one  of  them  supposed  to  be  the  Pawnee,  the  other  the 
Anacostia,  and  the  other  unknown.  Our  forces  acted  manfully  and 
suffered  no  injury,  though  some  of  the  enemy's  shot  were  well  directed, 
and  where  it  seemed  providentially  averted  from  doing  mischief.  The 
light  was  a  continuation  of  the  one  the  day  before.  Our  battery  fired 
the  first  shot  to-day,  then  all  of  its  garrison  mounted  the  fort  and 
cheered  in  defiance  of  the  enemy.  The  shot  was  promptly  returned 
and  the  enemy  kept  up  a  brisk  cannonading,  firing  before  the  close  592 
shots,  comprised  of  shell  and  balls  of  the  largest  dimensions.  The  only 
damage  to  our  side  was  the  death  of  a  chicken,  though  a  stray  ball  killed 
a  horse  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek.  Our  own  battery  fired  but  76 
shots,  three  of  which  are  said  to  have  been  fired  with  ett'ect.  The 
firing  ceased  at  3 :  30  p.  ni.,  when  a  barge  from  the  Pawnee  went  to  the 
Maryland  shore  and  returning  the  Anacostia  proceeded  up  the  river, 
supposed  to  be  bound  for  Washington  for  a  fresh  supply  of  ammunition. 

One  of  the  guns  on  our  battery  was  under  the  command  of  one 
of  the  Walker  Legion,  Cadet  Patton  Eobevtson,  of  Nashville,  who 
fired  the  rifled  cannon  with  remarkable  precision,  and  displayed,  for  a 
young  man,  not  yet  of  age,  the  most  dauntless  and  cool  bravery.  The 
big  gun  on  the  new  battery,  which  is  garrisoned  by  the  Carolina  Greys, 
of  our  regiment,  under  command  of  Captain  Hunt,  was  placed  in  posi- 
tion about  5  o'clock  this  afternoon  and  will  thunder  in  the  anticipated 
engagement  of  to-morrow.  Another  one  for  the  same  battery  will  be 
planted  to-morrow.  These  guns  are  in  the  most  splendid  locality  to 
command  the  river  that  could  well  be  wished  for. 

To  morrow  Captain  Walker's  command  of  rifled  cannon  will  be  at  a 
prominent  point  of  land  at  the  mouth  of  the  creek  on  the  opposite  side, 
which  will  bring  him  within  a  mile  and  a  quarter  of  the  location  of  the 
Lincoln  vessels  in  the  engagement  of  to-day.  Pits  will  also  be  dug 
to-night  at  the  same  place  for  the  use  of  two  of  the  rifle  companies  of 
the  Walker  Legion.  We  are  all  at  the  creek,  though  our  encampment 
is  4  miles  back. 

The  vindictiveuess  of  the  enemy  is  shown  by  the  quickness  with 
which  they  throw  their  shells  at  any  body  of  men  who  may  appear  on 
the  height  to  view  the  engagement.  One  of  our  companies  was  fired  at 
with  a  shell  the  moment  they  emerged  from  the  woods  to  ebtain  a  more 
satisfactory  view  of  the  fight,  which  exploded  over  them  and  miracu- 
lously scattered  so  as  not  to  hurt  one  of  the  number. 

Colonel  Bate  has  been  assigned  the  command  of  the  brigade  here, 
composed  of  his  own  regiment  and  the  Virginia  troops  present,  and  is 
working  with  a  zeal  consistent  with  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  his 
nature.  I  have  written  these  lines  thinking  you  would  be  glad  to 
learn  that  the  regiment  which  has  appropriated  your  name  as  its  des- 
ignation is  confided  with  the  most  important  posts  of  duty  in  the 
engagement  at  this  point  and  vicinity.

Report  of  Captain  Palmer,  TJ.  S.  Army,  of  topographical  reeonnoissance 

in  the  Potomac. 

Coast  Survey  Office,  June  8, 1861. 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  conformity  with  your 
instructions  of  the  31st  ultimo  I  have  completed  the  reeonnoissance  of 
Lower  Cedar,  Mathias,  and  White  House  points,  on  the  Potomac  River. 
I  was  informed  on  the  3d  at  the  Navy  Department  that  the  small 
steamer  Resolute,  with  sixteen  armed  men,  would  be  placed  at  my  dis- 
posal for  this  duty.  At  7  p.  m.  that  evening  I  left  the  navy  yard  in  that 
vessel  and  the  next  day,  the  4th,  made  the  necessary  examination  at 
Lower  Cedar  Point,  Md.  On  the  5th  I  carefully  examined  Mathias 
Point,  Va.,  and  the  Maryland  shore  opposite.  On  the  6th  your  instruc- 
tions were  accomplished  at  White  House  Point,  Va. 

The  three  sketches  herewith  enclosed,  giving  the  width  and  depth  of 
the  river,  the  height  and  topographical  features  of  the  banks,  etc., 
exhibit  the  details  of  the  work  executed  during  my  short  absence. 

I  am  confident  that  at  the  date  of  my  visit  no  batteries  had  been 
erected  at  either  of  these  points,  although  both  are  commanding  posi- 
tions and  thickly  wooded. 
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I  beg  leave  to  state  that  I  am  much  indebted  to  Commander  Eowan, 
U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  the  U.  S.  sloop  of  war  Faicnee,  whose  ship  I 
found  opposite  the  rebel  batteries  at  Aquia  Creek,  for  the  great  assist- 
ance he  gave  me.  At  Lower  Cedar  Point  he  lent  me  one  of  his  boats 
and  carried  his  ship  to  Mathias  and  White  House  points.  Tlie  proxim- 
ity of  her  guns  may  have  had  a  good  influence  on  the  rebels  there,  as, 
although  I  lauded  and  scoured  the  woods  at  these  places  with  an  escort 
of  two  officers  and  twenty  men  only,  I  was  not  disturbed  by  them. 

The  negro  slaves  expressed  a  strong  desire  that  I  should  take  them 
with  me;  this  I  declined  doing. 

Actiu  g  Lieutenant  Blue,  of  the  Pawnee,  executed  a  part  of  the  hydrog- 
raphy for  me. 

My  assistants,  Messrs.  Junken  and  Sands,  from  this  office,  were  very 
zealous  and  industrious.

Report  of  Commander  Rowan,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
transmitting  report  of  Acting  Master  Budd,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding 
U.  S.  8.  Resolute,  of  reconnoissance  in  the  Potomac  and  burning  of  the 
schooner  Somerset. 

U.   S.    S.  i^AAVNEE, 

Off  Aquia  Creel;  Va.,  June  10,  1861. 

Sir:  The  blockade  of  the  Potomac  is  conducted  with  as  much  watch- 
fulness as  the  nature  of  the  case  and  the  force  will  admit. 

I  And  it  necessary  to  remain  off  Aquia  Creek  with  this  ship,  particu- 
larly at  night. 

There  is  communication  between  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  shores 
throughout  its  entire  length.  The  people  on  the  Maryland  side  all 
sympathize  with  the  enemy,  so  far  as  I  can  judge. 

On  the  5th  instant  Lieutenant  Mygatt  captured  a  rowboat  ou  the 
Virginia  shore  that  had  crossed  from  the  Maryland  side  at  Budd's 
Ferry,  supposed  to  have  taken  mail  matter  over.  The  crew  took  a 
package  from  the  boat  and  ran  into  the  woods. 

I  gave  Captain  Palmer  the  aid  of  this  ship  to  mal^e  reconnoissance 
and  survey  of  Mathias  Point  and  the  White  House. 
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The  Resolute,  Acting  Master  Budd,  returned  from  tlie  lower  Potomac 
yesterday,  having  closely  examined  the  shores  and  burned  a  schooner. 
His  report  is  herewith  enclosed  for  the  information  of  the  Department. 

I  dispatched  the  Reliance  yesterday  to  blockade  the  Virginia  shore 
between  St.  Mary's  and  Wicomico  and  to  give  some  ammunition  to 
the  light-house  keeper.  I  recommend  that  he  be  furnished  with  six 
muskets. 

The  prize  tiig  Young  America  has  just  reached  here  in  a  crippled 
state,  and  I  have  directed  the  Resolute  to  tow  her  to  the  navy  yard. 

The  enemy  is  constructing  other  batteries  on  the  heights  overlooking 
Aquia  Greek.

SiE:  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  I  have  made  an  examination 
of  the  lower  part  of  the  Potomac  Eiver  and  have  the  honor  to  lay 
before  you  the  following  report  of  the  same: 

Leaving  the  anchorage  off  Aquia  Creek  early  on  the  morning  of  the 
6th  instant,  I  proceeded  to  and  landed  at  Blakistone  Island  light-house 
and  learned  ifom  the  keeper  that  he  had  received  a  letter  a  short  time 
since  threatening  him  with  violence  and  the  building  with  destruction 
if  the  light  was  not  extinguished  at  once.  He  declined  complying  with 
the  order  and  requests  that  arms  and  ammunition  maybe  given  him  to 
defend  himself  and  the  iiroperty  intrusted  to  his  charge. 

A  person  named  Blackwell,  living  on  the  Virginia  shore  immediately 
opposite,  and  two  others,  named  Key  and  Harris,  residing  in  Breton's 
Bay,  Md.,  weroj  as  far  as  I  could  ascertain,  the  authors  and  senders  of 
the  letter  above  alluded  to. 

Learning  that  supplies  and  men  were  constantly  passing  from  Breton's 
Bay  to  Virginia,  I  left  an  oflBcer  and  boat's  crew  to  keep  a  strict  watch 
on  all  vessels  in  the  vicinity  and  proceeded  to  Piney  Point  light,  the 
keeper  of  which  stated  that  the  supply  of  oil  was  almost  exhausted, 
there  being  only  5  gallons  on  hand  the  day  of  my  visit;  nothing  else 
required  at  this  point. 

After  visiting  St.  Mary's,  I  returned  to  Breton's  Bay,  where  I  captured 
the  schooner  Somerset,  which  vessel  was  there  and  had  been  for  some 
time  engaged  in  carrying  provisions  and  men  from  Maryland  to  Vir- 
ginia. As  I  could  not  spare  men  to  take  care  of  her,  I  towed  her  close 
to  the  Virginia  shore  and  burned  her  on  the  night  of  the  8th. 

From  reliable  information  and  my  observation,  I  am  positive  that 
large  quantities  of  supplies  and  numbers  of  men  are  constantly  passing 
the  Potomac  at  Breton's  Bay  and  St.  Mary's.  Vessels  are  loaded  with 
provisions  in  Baltimore  and  dispatched  without  clearances  or  manifests, 
some  for  St.  Mary's,  others  for  Breton's  Bay,  and  many  when  boarded 
state  that  their  cargoes  are  for  farmers  along  the  Maryland  shore  of  the 
river.  There  have  been  more  provisions  landed  in  St.  Mary's  within 
the  last  month  than  the  inhabitants  of  that  vicinity  would  require  for 
three  years.  One  schooner  after  anchoring  in  the  harbor  crossed  over 
to  Yeocomico  [Va.],  twice  discharged  her  cargo  there,  and  is  now  in 
Baltimore  loading  for  the  third  trip. 
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I  examined  the  Virginia  shore  closely  down  as  far  as  Hog  Island,  but 
could  not  discover  anything  like  batteries  below  Potomac  Creek.  Hear- 
ing that  there  was  a  battery  at  Ragged  Point  I  went  close  in  there  this 
morning  and  fired  three  or  four  rounds  from  my  bow  gun  without 
receiving  any  reply.    No  works  of  any  kind  were  visible. 

There  are  two  small  vessels  lying  at  Currioman  Bay.  I  could  not  see 
any  others  between  Hog  Island  and  Aquia  Creek.  The  illness  of  my 
engineer  compelled  me  to  return  without  extending  the  examination  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Rappahannock.

Sir:  In  my  communication  of  the  10th  instant  I  omitted  to  inform 
the  Department  that  another  schooner  was  burned  on  the  Virginia 
shore  below  Budd's  Ferry  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  |8th?]  by  the 
Resolute  [Eeliancef]. 

I  had  dispatched  that  vessel  the  night  previous  with  directions  to 
drop  up  opposite  Budd's  Ferry  and  watch  that  point.  The  ferry  at 
Thomas's  Point  [Thorn's  Point?]  is  watched  by  this  ship  in  boats  at 
night.  The  communication  between  the  two  shores  at  these  iwints  is 
now  very  limited. 

A  colored  man  came  off  this  morning  in  a  small  boat,  stating  that  he 
belonged  to  a  Mr.  Healy,  and  asked  my  protection.  Having  little  faith 
in  the  loyalty  of  the  i)eople  residing  on  the  Maryland  bank  of  this 
river,  I  declined  to  receive  him.  He  left  the  ship  and  continued  down 
the  river.

Report  of  Commander  Ward,  U.  S.  Navy,  commai-ding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
of  affairs  on  the  Potomac  River  and  urging  iiic  need  of  a  permanent 
guard  for  the  Maryland  shore. 

Flotilla  Steamer  Freeborn, 
'  Navy  Yard,  Washington,  June  10, 1861 — p.  m. 

Sir:  Acting  Master  Budd,  commanding  the  Resolute,  having  towed 
up  the  disabled  Government  steamer  Young  America,  I  haye  directed 
him  to  communicate  verbally  with  the  Department  and  convey  such 
intelligence  gathered  in  the  cruising  service  as  it  may  desire. 

It  will  be  unwise  to  leave  the  Maryland  shore  op])osite  Aquia  and 
Potomac  creeks  without  constant  watch,  the  accumulation  of  supplies 
there  being  great,  to  be  run  over  the  moment  obstructions  now  offered 
by  the  Pawnee  cease. 

So  long  as  the  rebels  possess  the  steamer  Page  at  Aquia  only  a  steamer 
is  fit  to  watch  that  place.  I  had  contemplated  an  enterprise  to  burn 
the  Page,  but  she  is  removed  a  considerable  distance  up  the  creek  and 
guarded  by  a  considerable  force.  It  will  be  inexpedient  to  detail  one 
of  my  active  steamers  on  the  service,  nor  is  any  one  of  them  but  the 
Freehorn  of  sufficient  force  to  encounter  the  Page,  and  even  she,  with 
her  low  sides,  would  fare  badly  if  attacked  by  some  hundreds  of  troops 
in  the  Page.

SiE :  With  a  view  to  render  my  proposed  cordon  of  observation  along 
the  Maryland  shore  of  ^e  Potomac  complete,  I  respectfully  ask  that 
two  more  of  the  Coast  Survey  schooners  remaining  in  New  York  may 
be  towed  here  by  some  steamer  coming,  to  be  left  with  the  Pawnee  off 
Aquia  Creek  or  with  this  vessel  if  met.  It  is  believed  two  schooners 
remain  in  New  York  which  are  unfit  for  any  other  service,  yet  all  abun- 
dantly fit  for  this.  With  this  addition  of  force  I  think  the  communi- 
cation with  Maryland  from  Virginia  can  be  cut  off  with  certainty,  for 
every  essential  point  will  be  guarded  by  a  small  fixed  force,  leaving  the 
light  steamers  free  for  active  movements  from  one  to  another  as  circum- 
stances may  require.

Sir:  We  have  good  reason  to  believe — in  truth  we  have  almost 
undoubted  evidence  of  the  fact — that  there  is  a  large  quantity  of  goods 
now  being  shipped  from  our  citj'^  on  board  the  schooner  Mount  Vernon, 
ostensibly  intended  for  Tall  Pine,  St.  Mary's  County,  Md,,  but  really  en 
route  for  Virginia.  If  we  are  correctly  informed,  they  will  be  landed 
at  Tall  Pine  and  from  thence  wagoned  across  the  country  to  the  Poto- 
mac, a  distance  of  12  or  15  miles,  to  the  neighborhood  of  Swan  Point, 
where  a  wagon  road  to  Fredericksburg  intersects.

Flotilla  Steamer  Feeeboen, 

Potomac  Biver,  June  13,  1861. 

Sir:  You  will  be  pleased  to  remain,  with  the  Pawwee,  uuder  your 
command,  at  or  not  unnecessarily  far  from  your  present  station  off 
Aquia  Greek  and  effectually  continue  the  blockade  of  that  region 
against  all  egress  of  vessels  or  persons,  and  ingress  of  them,  or  sup- 
plies of  any  sort,  in  any  form,  or  on  any  pretense  whatever. 

^o  one  of  the  smaller  vessels  of  my  command  is  fit  to  lie  there,  sub- 
ject to  be  boarded  suddenly  at  night  by  large  numbers  of  troops  put 
on  board  the  rebel  steamer  Page,  known  to  be  in  the  creek,  too  high 
up  for  attack  by  us,  and  too  well  guarded  by  soldiers.  You  will  exer- 
cise every  degree  of  vigilance  against  such  surprise  and  maintain 
yourself  in  all  needed  preparation. 

You  will  permit  no  craft  of  any  description  to  be  underway  at 
night.  The  object  of  this  precaution  is  to  insure  a  discontinuance 
of  all  intercourse  between  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  shores,  which 
object  must  be  carried  out,  and  no  discretion  in  any  case  what- 
ever exercised  to  the  contrary  by  any  one  subject  to  my  command. 
Vessels  sailing  at  night  can  elude  any  amount  of  vigilance  if  permitted 
to  continue  so  and  watch  their  opportunity.  Any  discovered  so  under- 
way are  to  be  ordered  under  the  guns  of  the  Pawnee,  and  if  found  in 
disobedience  after  such  orders,  either  on  the  same  or  a  subsequent 
night,  will  be  made  prize. 

Two  or  three  armed  boats  will  row  guard  or  station  themselves  off 
such  points  on  the  Maryland  shore,  near  Maryland  Point  and  opposite 
Aquia,  or  at  such  other  localities  conveniently  near  as  there  is  reason 
to  apprehend  supplies  may  be  collected  for  transportation  to  Virginia, 
and  exercise  such  vigilance  and  activity  as  will  put  the  effective  execu- 
tion of  the  object  in  view,  as  explained  in  this  communication,  beyond 
a  doubt  or  question  in  the  part  of  the  Potomac  where  you  are  or  may 
be  stationed. 

I  shall  leave  above  Cedar  Point  the  steamer  Beliance  as  an  active, 
movable  force,  subject  to  your  discretion  within  the  limit  of  these 
orders,  directing  the  officer  in  charge  of  her  to  report  to  you  for 
instructions. 

I  shall  further  anchor  one  of  the  flotilla  schooners,  with  a  master's 
mate  and  six  hands  armed  with  muskets,  off  Port  Tobacco  or  Nanjemoy, 
probably  between  the  two  places,  as  a  permanent  guard,  whom  you  will 
please  see  are  heaitily  engaged  in  carrying  out  the  spirit  of  these 
instructions  in  that  quarter,  keeping  the  schooner's  small  boat  out  at 
night  for  that  purpose,  giving  the  men  rest  during  the  day. 

My  intentiou  is  that  the  Beliance  shall  as  a  rule  cruise  at  night  under 
low  steam,  giving  the  people  rest  while  at  anchor  during  the  day.  It 
is  at  night  that  the  violation  of  blockade  is  most  apprehended.  Hence 
these  specific  directions. 

I  am  in  expectation  of  another  schooner,  to  be  stationed  as  part  of  a 
cordon  of  observation,  at  or  near  Budd's  Ferry  (Chicomuxen  Creek), 
which  place  is  reported  as  a  depot  of  supplies  for  rebel  forces. 

Until  I  get  such  schooner  it  would  be  well  to  put  your  armed  launch 
there  every  night,  to  be  towed  up  by  the  Beliance  and  brought  down  in 
the  morning,  said  launch  being  one  of  the  two  or  three  boats  ordered 
on  guard  at  night.    This  boat  service  can  be  made  easy  for  your  crew 
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by  SO  dividing  the  duty  as  to  detail  no  one  upon  it  oftener  tban  every 
third  night,  to  which  end  the  boats  need  not,  except  the  launch,  be 
j'our  heaviest,  nor,  unless  beyond  reach  of  ready  support  from  you,  will 
they  be  fully  manned. 

If  you  have  undoubted  conviction  that  a  depot  of  sujDplies,  arms, 
amnmnition,  or  provisions  exists  in  Maryland  within  your  ready  reach, 
destined  for  Virginia,  awaiting  only  the  opportunity  to  elude  you  and  be 
carried  over,  you  will  seize  such  property  and  hold  it  subject  to  my 
decision.  I  shall  probably  pass  my  time  in  the  lower  Potomac,  but  will 
visit  you  at  short  intervals  and  keep  you  provided  with  the  necessary 
provisions  and  stores. 

The  schooners  of  this  flotilla,  which  may  be  stationed  above  Gedar 
Point,  you  will  be  pleased  to  look  after  so  far  as  possible  consistently 
with  your  other  duties,  particularly  their  safety.  I  am  aware  of  tlieir 
exposure  to  capture  by  surprise  at  night  and  for  that  reason  have  pre- 
ferred that  they  should  be  armed  only  with  musketry.  They  should 
lie  always  in  a  state  of  preparation  for  scuttling,  the  arms  and  ammu- 
nition readj-  to  be  thrown  overboard,  so  that  in  the  event  of  being 
overpowered  by  numbers  the  capture  could  add  neither  trophy  nor 
strength  to  the  rebel  forces. 

The  boats  of  Budd's  Ferry  must  cease  to  ply,  otherwise  they  must 
be  seized  and  sent  to  Washington,  leaving  the  owners  to  find  a  remedy 
there  against  the  Government.  In  my  absence,  while  ijerfecting  arrange- 
ments lor  a  more  complete  blockade  on  the  lower  Potomac,  you  will  be 
pleased  to  carry  out  this  order  in  respect  to  Budd's  Perry  as  thoroughly 
as  your  means  M'ill  possibly  allow.

He  is  now 
waiting  for  permission  to  cross  with  some  household  effects  subject  to 
inspection  and  search.  He  declares  himself  a  loyal  citizen  and  willing 
to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance.  Shall  I  permit  him  to  pass  if  he  takes 
the  oath?

The  steamer  from  Baltimore,  St.  Nicliolas,  arrived  yesterday  (Sun- 
day a.  m.)  and  announces  her  departure  for  to-morrow  a.  m.  The 
captain  reports  being  brought  to  by  a  shotted  gun  on  the  river  and 
compelled  to  lay  by  during  the  night,  and  on  assuring  the  commander 
of  the  war  steamship  of  the  St.  Nicholas  being  a  peaceful  steamer, 
resuming  her  regular  trips  to  and  from  Baltimore  and  Washington,  he 
was  allowed  to  proceed. 

The  plan  of  communication  between  Baltimore  and  Richmond  is  for 
the  steamer  to  land  at  a  small  port  on  the  Maryland  side  nearly  oppo- 
site Aquia  Creek,  where  a  depot  has  been  established.  Small  boats  are 
ready  to  carry  over  the  passengers,  merchandise,  and  mails  during  the 
night. 

I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  sending  a  person  in  her  to-morrow 
to  observe,  and  then  take  care  of  her  on  the  second  trip,  at  which  time 
the  apparent  success  of  the  first  trip  would  insure  a  good  haul  of 
contraband.

Sir:  On  the  15th  of  June  I  was  ordered  by  Commander  J.  A.  Dahl- 
gren to  take  charge  of  the  steamer  Mount  Vernon  and  make  a  recon- 
uoissance  of  White  House  Bluff,  to  determine  if  any  rebel  batteries  had 
been  erected  there.  When  off  the  mouth  of  Pamunkey  Greek  (nearly 
opposite  to  White  House  Bluff)  the  pilot  of  the  Mount  Vernon  pointed 
out  to  me  a  small  sloop  at  anchor  in  the  creek,  which  he  Icnew  had  been 
engaged  in  carrying  rebel  troops  from  Maryland  across  to  Virginia.  I 
immediately  returned  to  the  navy  yard  to  obtain  the  authority  of  Com- 
mander Dahlgren  to  seize  her;  after  obtaining  this  authority,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  the  creek  and  found  the  sloop  had  got  underway.  I  then  fol- 
lowed the  Maryland  shore  up  the  river  and  found  tlie  sloop  some  2  or  3 
miles  above  her  original  position.  When  those  on  board  saw  I  was  in 
pursuit  they  ran  the  vessel  on  shore,  after  which  I  seized  and  towed 
her  to  the  navy  yard.  The  name  of  the  vessel  was  the  Alena.

Report  of  Commander  Ward,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
of  the  burning  of  the  schooner  Christiana  Keen  by  ajparty  of  Virgin- 
ians and  transmitting  copy  of  warning  to  vessels  against  sailing  at 
night. 

Flotilla  Steamer  Freeborn, 

Potomac  River,  June  16, 1861. 

Sir  :  Accompanying  this  I  send  a  paper  drawn  up  in  the  form  of  a 
public  notice,  which  contains  information  [that]  it  seems  to  me  should 
be  made  known  to  prevent  an  unnecessary  alarm. 

The  master  of  the  schooner  burned  very  unnecessarily  exposed  him- 
self to  this  disaster  by  sailing  at  night  when  the  navigation  is  very 
intricate  and  keeping  to  windward  on  the  Virginia  shore,  when  the 
channel  lay  on  the  other  shore,  the  wind  being  entirely  fair. 

The  burned  wreck  now  lies  opposite  Cedar  Point,  not  far  from  where 
the  light-boat  was,  where  also  a  buoy  was  until  two  or  three  days  ago. 
The  wreck  is  now  a  good  mark,  one  not  easily  removed. 
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The  party  of  thirty  or  forty  which  made  the  attack  were  uniformed  in 
gray,  with  felt  hats,  so  the  master  of  the  schooner  says,  and  I  judge 
they  were  a  detachment  of  soldiers.  This  fact,  and  their  proximity  to 
Mathias  Point,  together  with  information  gathered  yesterday  at  Coan 
Eiverthat  a  company  had  lately  gone  from  there  to  Mathias,  indicates 
the  protection  of  that  point  against  visits  such  as  have  recently  been 
made  in  two  instances  for  reconnoissances,  once  by  myself  and  since  by 
Captain  Palmer,  of  the  Army.  I  see  yet  no  signs  of  a  battery,  but 
shall  watch  for  any  which  may  be  discoverable.

The  schooner  Christiana  Keen,  running  last  night  in  the  Potomac 
near  Lower  Cedar  Point,  grounded  on  the  Virginia  shore  off  Upper 
Macliodoc  Creek,  not  far  below  Mathias  Point,  and  was  burned  by  a 
party  of  thirty  Virginians,  who  put  out  from  the  creek  in  rowboats  for 
that  purpose. 

The  officer  in  command  on  the  Potomac  does  not,  as  a  rule,  permit 
vessels  to  sail  at  night,  nor  does  he-consider  it  prudent  for  them  to  do 
so  even  when  permitted,  but  counsels  them,  for  mutual  protection 
against  marauders,  to  anchor  at  St.  Mary's  Eiver,  Blakistone  Island 
light,  Nanjemoy,  or  off  Aquia,  at  each  of  which  points  a  Government 
armed  vessel  Avill  generally,  if  not  always,  be  found  to  afford  further 
protection. 

By  sailing  two  or  more  in  company,  the  mutual  support  arising  from 
such  an  arrangement,  especially  if  all  vessels  trading  to  this  river  be 
armed  with  musketry  and  observing  the  precautions  indicated,  the 
little  danger  existing  only  in  case  of  calms  and  grounding  will  be 
obviated. 

To  mitigate  alarm,  which  this  accident  will  produce,  it  is  proper  to 
state  that  the  schooner  first  grounded  fast  in  4^  feet,  only  half  a  mile 
from  the  Virginia  shore  on  the  weather  side  of  the  river,  where  it  is  2J 
miles  wide  and  the  channel  near  the  Maryland  shore. 

The  flotilla  on  that  night  was  distributed  at  Budd's  Ferry,  Aquia, 
Nanjemoy,  Blakistone,  St.  Mary's,  and  Smith's  Point,  at  any  of  which 
localities  there  was  protection. 

Since  the  removal  of  buoys,  light-boats,  and  other  marks,  the  navi- 
gation between  Cedar  and  Maryland  points  is  altogether  too  hazardous 
for  the  night.  Some  of  the  buoys,  it  is  true,  remain,  but  one  or  another 
is  from  time  to  time  removed,  so  that  no  dependence  whatever  can  be 
placed  on  them  as  marks.  Tlie  master  of  the  schooner  burned  inferred 
(all  see  now  how  erroneously)  that  because  Piney  Point  and  Blakistone 
Island  lights  are  burning,  all  the  others  on  the  river  were,  including  the 
light-boat  formerly  on  the  flats  where  he  grounded. 

This  fact  is  published  as  a  warning  to  others  against  a  similar  mis- 
take.

The  above  pass  is  not  recognized  because  it  does  not  bear  the  signa- 
ture of  a  commanding  officer,  who  alone  is  authorized  personally  to 
hear  and  decide  cases  of  the  kind  and  to  grant  passes. 

The  present  case  is  one  in  which  the  vessel  had  been  found  by  me  on 
the  Virginia  shore  and  ordered  to  Washington  to  get  a  pass  from 
authority  there  and  not  to  be  found  down  the  Potomac  again  without 
one.  The  master  did  not  go,  but  practiced  this  deception,  for  which  he 
is  a  prize. 

The  Bachelor  has  farther  offended  by  being  found  several  miles  below 
Nanjemoy  without  permission,  and  anchored  close  under  the  Maryland 
shore,  opposite  to  and  in  the  nearest  and  most  convenient  position  for 
communicating  with  Mathias  Point,  where  there  are  troops  stationed, 
as  there  is  every  reason  to  believe.  A  small  vessel  like  this  went  to 
Mathias  yesterday  and  escaped  during  the  night.  The  troops  there 
undoubtedly  get  supplies  from  the  Maryland  side  by  means  like  this, 
hence  the  summary  proceedings  in  this  case.

■P.  S. — The  schooner  Bachelor,  warned  by  me  three  or  four  days  ago, 
has  been  found  in  disregard  of  it;  has  deceived  Captain  Eowan  by  false 
statements  or  suppression;  has  violated  Captain  liowan's  pass,  and 
been  found  by  me  concealed  ou  the  Maryland  side  opposite  Mathias 
Point,  at  the  place  most  convenient  for  crossing.  I  have  therefore 
seized  her  and  send  her  up  by  you  as  at  least  a  more  effectual  warning 
than  was  before  given  her.  Perhaps  some  detention,  while  it  is  just, 
may  be  a  sufficient  penalty  and  deter  the  owner  from  so  exposing  him- 
self again.    It  will  also  put  others  on  their  guard. 

The  sloop  H.  Bay,  belonging  to  the  same  owner,  I  have  detained  for 
use  at  Nanjemoy,  where  just  such  a  vessel  is  needed  to  watch  the  place 
she  was  taken  in.

Sir:  Some  two  weeks  since,  we  discovered  a  number  of  hogsheads  of 
bacon,  barrels  of  whisky,  etc.,  in  a  fish  house  near  Maryland  Point. 
Having  suspicions  of  the  loyalty  of  the  owner  of  the  property,  I  caused 
a  strict  watch  to  be  kept  in  boats  at  night,  fearing  that  the  goods  might 
be  intended  for  the  enemy.  To-day  I  sent  Lieutenant  Lowiy  on  shore 
to  examine  the  premises  and  ascertain  whether  the  goods  had  been 
removed.  He  reports  that  everything  is  still  there  and  the  people  about 
the  house  say  that  the  owners  have  not  yet  sent  for  them. 

I  respectfully  request  instructions  in  the  premises.  I  believe  they 
are  intended  for  shipment  to  Virginia,  but  have  no  proof.  I  send  a 
description  of  the  articles  with  the  marks,  etc.

Report  of  Commander  Rowan,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  JJ.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
regarding  the  seizure  of  suspicious  stores  at  Maryland  Point. 

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
Potomac  River,  June  18, 1861. 
Sir:  On  the  3d  instant  I  discovered  stowed  in  a  fish  house  owned 
by  a  Mr.  Carpenter,  residing  at  a  landing  place  opposite  Aquia  Creek, 
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a  number  of  hogsheads  and  some  barrels  and  bags.  Suspecting  that 
it  might  be  provisions  intended  for  the  enemy,  I  kept  a  close  watch  on 
it  up  to  the  16th  instant,  when  Lieutenant  Lowry  demanded  the  keys 
and  took  the  marks,  etc.,  which  I  have  already  given  in  my  communi- 
cation of  the  17th. 

Having  determined  in  my  own  mind  that  this  provision  was  not 
intended  for  consumption  in  Maryland,  partly  from  the  length  of  time 
it  was  allowed  to  remain  in  store,  and  partly  from  a  firm  conviction  that 
Carpenter  holds  intercourse  with  the  enemy  and  has  been  in  Virginia 
the  last  two  weeks,  from  whence  he  returned  the  night  before  last, 
crossing  the  river  in  a  small  boat  near  Nanjemoy  Creek.  The  most  of 
my  information  is  derived  from  colored  people,  who  answer  questions 
without  reserve  when  opportunity  oifers.  To-day  I  seized  the  provi- 
sions in  Carpenter's  fish  house  and  put  them  on  board  a  wood  schooner 
that  happened  to  be  loading  here,  and  directed  Lieutenant  Mygatt,  of 
the  tug  Reliance,  to  tow  her  to  the  navy  yard  and  deliver  the  provisions 
to  the  commandant  of  the  yard.

Sir  :  I  seized  10  hogsheads  of  bacon  (upward  of  10,000  pounds),  3 
barrels  whisky,  2  barrels  of  sugar,  and  2  bags  cofiee  that  I  found  stowed 
in  a  fish  house  on  the  Maryland  shore  belonging  to  a  man  named  Car- 
penter. I  am  convinced  from  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  that 
the  provisions  were  not  intended  for  consumption  in  Maryland  and 
determined  to  capture  them  and  send  them  to  you. 

I  have  made  no  agreement  with  the  wood  schooner  for  the  freight  of 
the  captured  goods  sent  in  tow  of  the  tug  Reliance,  but  should  judge 
$20  would  be  more  than  ample.

Tobacco,  Md.,  June  17,  and  reoonnoissance  to  White  House  Bluff,  Vn., 
June  19. 

Commandant's  Office,  Navy  Taed, 

Washington,  June  20,  1861. 

Sir  :  Upon  information  given  by  certain  parties,  a  detachment  of  the 
Seventy-flrst  Eegiment  left  here  at  9  p.  m.  of  the  17th,  in  order  to  seize 
some  arms  said  to  be  collected  near  Port  Tobacco. 

The  movement  was  made  by  night  with  judgment  and  great  celerity, 
the  troops  being  commanded  by  Captain  Ellis,  but  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  it  only  failed  because  the  arms  had  been  removed  to 
Virginia. 

Yesterday  a  reconnoissance  was  made  of  the  White  House  Bluff.  It 
appears  to  have  been  visited  on  Saturday  last  by  an  officer  and  some 
men  of  the  secessionists,  who  were  overheard  to  speak  of  the  probable 
erection  of  a  battery.  On  the  same  day  it  Avas  also  stated  that  a  small 
village  not  far  from  the  bluff  was  occupied  by  some  companies  of 
secessionists. 

The  steamer  Mount  Vernon  was  subsequently  dispatched  to  seize  a 
small  sloop  Avhich  is  known  to  have  conveyed  armed  men  from  the 
Maryland  to  the  Virginia  shores,  and  in  all  probability  the  arms  secreted 
near  Port  Tobacco. 

This  vessel  is  now  here  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Navy  Department.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  evening  of  the  17th,  I  took 
the  first  cutter  Avilh  sixteen  men  and,  in  tow  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Reliance, 
proceeded  to  Cockpit  Point,  where  I  landed  and  found  several  boats, 
and  being  satisfied  that  they  were  used  for  bringing  men  and  i)rovisions 
from  the  Maryland  shore,  took  possession  of  them  and  towed  them  to 
the  Reliance,  where  they  were  destroyed.  I  also  skirted  the  beach  for 
several  miles  but  saw  nothing  suspicious.  From  this  point  I  proceeded 
to  Eyansport,  and  landing  half  a  mile  below,  sent  six  men  in  charge  of 
Master's  Mate  Bogert  to  reconnoiter,  keeping  the  larger  portion  with 
me.  In  about  ten  minutes  Mr.  Bogert  returned  and  informed  me  that 
they  had  driven  in  a  picket  guard  of  mounted  troopers.  My  not  know- 
ing what  force  the  enemy  may  have  had  stationed  in  the  vicinity,  I 
deemed  it  expedient  to  return  to  my  boat  and  follow  out  your  orders 
farther  down  the  river.  On  arriving  at  Scott's  Landing  I  landed  and 
found  several  boats  hauled  up  on  shore  under  a  fishing  shed,  and  while 
a  portion  of  my  men  were  getting  these  boats  in  the  water  I  took  the 
rest  up  to  a  dwelling  house  to  examine  the  premises,  and  on  gaining 
the  rear  of  the  house  discovered  three  troopers  who  galloped  off  on 
discovering  who  we  were.  I  then  returned  to  my  boat  and  towed  off 
four  boats  to  the  Reliance,  the  same  I  brought  alongside. 

The  Reliance  then  steamed  up  again  to  Evansport,  where  we  saw  a 
large  number  of  men  running  along  the  shore,  all  of  them  armed,  but 
it  being  early  daylight  we  were  unable  to  tell  how  well. 

We  lay  off  the  place  for  some  time  and  finding  we  could  do  nothing 
further  I  concluded  to  return. 

While  turning  around  some  muskets  were  fired  from  behind  some 
bushes,  which  we  returned  with  canister  from  the  howitzer  on  the 
Reliance.  As  no  other  shots  were  fired  from  the  shore,  and  my  men 
having  been  up  all  night  and  much  fatigued,  we  returned  to  the  ship. 
During  my  absence  from  this  vessel  I  captured  nine  boats,  five  of  which 
were  destroyed.

Private.]  Baltimore,  June  19, 1861. 

Deae  Bie:  I  have  reason  to  suspect  that  quite  an  amount  of  aid  and 
comfort  is  being  sent  from  this  city  to  Virginia  by  way  of  the  Rappa- 
hannock Eiver.  Small  crafts  load  here,  ostensibly  for  the  eastern  shore 
of  Maryland,  but  rendezvous  among  the  Tangier  Islands.  Watching 
their  oi)portuuity  they  cross  the  bay  and  sail  up  the  Kappahannock  to 
a  small  town  called  Tappahannock  and  there  discharge  their  cargo. 
The  principal  articles  shipped  have  been  provisions,  of  which  I  am 
informed  the  Yirginians  are  much  in  want. 

I  write  the  above  in  case  you  should  consider  it  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  communicate  to  the  blockading  division.

Report  of  Commander  Ward,  JJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 

relating  to  the  capture  of  the  schooner  Buena  Vista  and  other  affairs  on 

the  Potomac  Eiver. 

Flotilla  Steamer  Peeeborn, 

St.  Mary's  River,  June  20, 1861. 

SiE :  The  prize  schooner  Buena  Vista  was  sent  by  me  to  Washington 
on  Monday,  the  17th,  in  charge  of  the  Resolute,  Acting  Master  Eudd, 
with  orders  to  report  verbally  the  circumstances  of  the  seizure  and  the 
grounds  on  which  it  was  made. 

Enclosed  is  the  report*  I  have  required  Acting  Master's  Mate  [James 
L.]  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  flotilla  schooner  Bailey,  to  make  of  his 
knowledge  and  agency  in  the  case.  By  said  report  it  will  appear  that 
the  Buena  Vista  is  the  first  fruit  of  the  arrangement  by  which  the 
schooners  of  this  flotilla  are  stationed  at  Nanjemoy  and  Port  Tobacco, 
at  Breton's  Bay  (Leonard town),  and  at  St.  Mary's.  I  had  anchored 
the  Bailey  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  the  14th,  having  that  morning 

*  Not  I'onud. 
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anchored  the  flotilla  schooner  Gohh  at  Breton's  Bay  to  cut  ofi  traffic 
with  Virginia  from  Leonardtown:  at  which  place,  as  well  as  at  Port 
Tobacco,  the  secession  feeling  is  largely  demonstrative. 

The  flotilla  schooner  Dana,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate 
[Robert  B.l  Ely,  watches  at  Nanjemoy  and  Port  Tobacco,  both  which 
she  is  enabled  to  do  by  means  of  the  small  sloop  H.  Day,  seized  under 
suspicions  circumstances  a  few  days  ago  and  appropriated  by  me  to 
serve  as  tender  to  the  Dana. 

These  schooners  serve  also  as  depots  for  coal  in  aid  of  the  active  ves- 
sels of  the  flotilla,  the  endeavor  being,  by  taking  coal  from  Government 
or  other  transports  as  they  pass  up  the  river,  to  keep  the  supply  in  each 
schooner  equal  to  40  or  50  tons.  With  the  two  other  schooners  asked 
for  I  shall  be  able  to  stop  the  illicit  trade  with  Virginia  so  far  as  carried 
on  from  the  Potomac  shore  of  Maryland. 

On  Friday  evening,  the  14th,  I  had  sent  the  Resolute  to  Smith's  Point 
with  orders  to  make  a  thorough  reconnoissance  and  join  me  off  the 
Yeocomico  at  noon  on  Saturday.  On  his  way  up  Saturday  morning 
Acting  Master  Budd  cut  off  from  the  shore  and  captured  two  fisher- 
men, bringing  them  to  me  at  Yeocomico.  On  a  close  examination  of 
the  prisoners  I  extracted  from  them  the  information  that  the  suspected 
schooner  Mount  Vernon  has  not  made  a  successful  trip,  at  least  directly 
to  Coan  Kiver,  but  the  schooner  Buena  Vista  had.  I  therefore  issued 
orders  that  said  schooner  should  be  seized  whenever  and  wherever  found 
and  detained  for  my  adjudication.  To  blockade  Coan  River  and  Yeo- 
comico closely  against  entrance  from  Baltimore  direct  I  need  another 
steamer,  one  like  the  Leslie,  at  the  Washington  yard,  with  a  rifled  how- 
itzer, to  watch  these  points  closely  and  constantly  and  the  whole  breadth 
of  the  Potomac  at  this  point.  To  anchor  a  sailing  vessel  off  either  of 
these  rivers  might  be  hazardous,  both  on  account  of  the  weather  and 
liability  to  attack.  I  think  the  schooners  on  the  Maryland  shore  are 
safe  enough  in  all  respects  with  their  present  force  of  six  men,  visited 
so  often  as  they  are  by  the  steamers.  Whatever  the  force,  unless  very 
large,  it  is  liable  to  possible  capture,  and  if  captured  the  smaller  the 
better.  I  have  an  especial  repugnance  to  the  loss  of  a  cannon,  therefore 
have  not  proposed  one  as  an  armament  for  either  of  the  schooners.  The 
oflBcers  in  charge  have  orders  to  be  in  constant  readiness  to  scuttle  or 
burn  their  vessels,  with  provision  for  the  escape  of  their  men.  They 
express  a  determination  never  to  be  taken  and  I  believe  so  intend. 

In  regard  to  the  reported  rebel  project  of  obstructing  the  channel  of 
the  Potomac,  I  look  upon  it  as  futile;  for  below  White  House  Point  it 
is  not  anywhere  less  than  a  large  three-fourths  of  a  mile  wide,  steep, 
too,  on  both  sides.  The  steamers  or  boats  of  the  flotilla  pass  to  and  fro 
daily,  besides  being  in  constant  communication  with  private  vessels 
trading  up  or  down  or  public  transports,  any  of  whom  would  be  likely 
to  know  and  will  be  instructed  to  report  any  indications  of  the  kind 
which  observation  can  detect/ '  Abov^  White  Hwuse  Point  I  recommend 
a  reconnoissance  by  boat^  from  the  Pocahontas,  such  as  I  have  directed 
to  be  kept  up  by  the  boats  of  the  Pawnee  between  Aquia  and  Budd's 
Ferry,  until  I  get  another  schooner  to  anchor  off  that  point.

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Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  Washington,  regarding  measures  for 
the  protection  of  communication  in  the  Potomac. 

Commandant's  Office,  Navy  Yakd, 

Washington,  June  20,  1861. 

Sir:  As  circumstances  may  lead  to  some  attempt  on  tlie  communica- 
tions of  this  place  by  the  Potomac,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following- 
remarks  thereon : 

There  are  only  two  points  where  this  can  be  done  successfully.  The 
lowest  of  these  is  Mathias  Point,  about  50  miles  from  Washington. 

The  channel  is  so  narrowed  here  that  vessels  can  not  keep  farther 
than  1,400  yards  from  the  point  at  one  place,  exposing  them  to  consid- 
erable chance  of  damage  by  daylight. 

The  distance  of  the  opposite  bank  (4,000  yards)  is  so  great  as  to  pre- 
clude the  possibility  of  silencing  batteries  on  Mathias — they  could  only 
be  annoyed. 

If  suffered  to  remain  the  passage  must  be  effected  under  cover  of  the 
night. 

The  best  plan  is  to  seize  and  hold  the  point  at  once,  which,  from  the 
nature  of  the  ground,  would  not  be  difficult  nor  require  a  large  force. 

Its  extreme  margin  i)rcsents  firm  ground  of  no  great  extent,  separated 
from  the  remainder  by  a  swamp  which  can  no  doubt  be  made  impassable 
by  some  field  works  and  artillery,  supported  by  five  or  six  companies  of 
good  troops,  and  the  guns  of  a  few  vessels  near  the  edge  of  the  channel. 
I  would  recommend  a  reconnoissance  by  proper  officers  to  this  end,  and 
if  in  their  opinion  advisable,  to  be  carried  out  without  delay. 

White  House  Bluff"  is  the  other  position  that  may  be  used  to  hinder 
the  communication  by  the  river. 

This,  like  the  other,  would  be  best  guaranteed  by  occupation,  but  the 
operation  would  require  more  force,  is  not  assisted  by  the  nature  of  the 
ground,  and  is  so  near  to  the  principal  secessionist  force  that  it  could 
hardly  be  made  secure  except  by  a  larger  body  of  men  than  could  be 
spared. 

Resort  must  be  had,  therefore,  to  a  counter  battery  on  the  opposite 
shore,  distant  1,700  to  2,000  yards,  and  some  heavy  pieces  afloat  to 
enfilade  the  principal  front.  Even  with  these  it  would  be  impossible  to 
free  the  bluff'  entirely  from  batteries,  so  that  the  cover  of  the  night 
would  have  to  be  used  in  passing. 

A  railroad  acting  below  this  point  would  obviate  the  difflculty,  but 
might  not  be  made  available  in  the  time  required.  Other  modes  of 
communication  might  also  be  substituted  for  transportation,  which  I 
need  not  enlarge  on  here. 

I  would  advise,  however,  that  some  measures  be  taken  toward  the 
occupation  of  Mathias  Point  and  the  counter  battery  to  the  White 
House  Bluff.

Sir:  Having  arrived  here  this  morning,  am  in  receipt  of  the  Depart- 
ment's communication  of  the  18th,  with  copy  of  instructions  to  Com- 
mander Rowan,  of  the  Pawnee,  respecting  suspected  bacon  stored  in 
Maryland. 

Enclosed  I  send  copy  of  my  instructions*  to  Commander  Rowan, 
which,  it  will  appear,  embraced  in  their  scope  authority  sufficient  to 
justify  the  seizure  made  without  appeal.  The  delicacy  of  the  proceed- 
ing, however,  undoubtedly  rendered  the  highest  authority  within  reach 
desirable. 

I  can  not  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  Department  the  necessity  of 
continuing  the  Pawnee  or  some  other  steamer  of  size  fit  to  resist  board- 
ers off  Aquia.  I  had  laid  plans  for  cutting  out  the  rebel  steamer  Page, 
which  is  the  cause  of  this  precaution,  but  they  have  been  frustrated 
by  her  removal  up  the  creek.

Report  of  Commander  Rowan,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  8.  S.  Pawnee, 
transmitting  statement  of  a  deserter  from  the  Confederate  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
Off  Aquia  CreeJc,  Va.,  June  21,  1861. 

Sir  :  At  daylight  this  morning  a  man  was  seen  swimming  toward  the 
ship  from  the  Maryland  shore.  A  boat  was  sent  to  his  aid  and  he  was 
brought  on  board.  He  states  that  his  name  is-John  Dowling,  of  Great 
Barriugton,  Mass.,  is  a  carpenter  by  trade,  and  has  been  residing  in  the 
South  since  April,  1860.  He  is  last  from  the  batteries  at  Aquia  Creek, 
where  he  arrived  the  day  before  his  desertion.  He  went  down  to  the 
end  of  the  wharf  to  bathe,  and  before  he  was  observed  he  was  half  a 
mile  distant  from  the  batteries,  swimming  for  this  ship.  Several  shots 
from  cannon,  which  he  says  were  rifle,  were  fired  at  him.  We  heard 
the  firing,  but  supposed  it  was  practice. 

This  escape  showed  coolness  and  nerve,  as  well  as  great  physical 
endurance.  The  distance  from  the  battery  to  where  we  landed  on  the 
opposite  shore  is  about  6  miles.  Added  to  this  his  exposure  during  the 
night  on  the  beach  naked,  and  a  walk  of  2  miles  up  the  beach  opposite 
the  ship,  and  another  SAvim  of  a  mile  to  the  ship,  all  bespeak  character 
and  energy. 

I  enclose  a  detailed  statement  of  all  he  saw  during  his  residence  in 
the  Soutli.

Statement  of  John  Dmoling,  a  deserter  from  the  (so-called)  Confederate  Navy. 

Aquia  Greek,  June  22,  1861. 
I  reside  in  Great  Barrington,  Mass.    I  left  home  on  the  5tli  April, 

1860.  I  am  a  carpenter  by  trade.  I  went  to  Savannah^XJa.,  and  worked 
there  at  my  trade  till  the  following  November. 

I  left  Savannah  on  the  12th  of  November  for  Montgomery,  Ala.; 
worked  there  and  in  the  vicinity  five  months.  Having  no  further 
employment,  I  went  to  Columbus,  Ga. 

There  I  joined  the  Confederate  States  Sentinels  on  the  15th  of  May, 

1861,  to  prevent  being  arrested  as  an  abolitionist.  May  18  the  Senti- 
nels were  moved  to  liichmond,  Va.,  wliere  I  remained  with  the  troops 
six  days  and  deserted.  I  took  the  direction  of  Yorktown  in  hopes  of 
escaping  by  water.  When  within  9  miles  of  Williamsburg  I  was  told 
I  could  not  get  through,  martial  law  being  declared  in  Williamsburg 
and  a  cordon  of  troops  between  the  two  rivers.  I  then  went  off  in  the 
direction  of  York  River  and  crossed  it  at  West  Point,  which  is  the 
terminus  of  the  Eichmond  Eailroad.  I  there  found  an  earthwork  pre- 
pared for  three  or  four  guns;  the  guns  were  daily  expected  from  Eich- 
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mond.  I  went  to  West  Point  to  enlist  with  a  hope  that  I  might  have 
an  opportunity  of  deserting,  but  I  was  required  to  take  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance, and  refused  to  do  so.  I  then  took  the  train  for  Eichmond,  hav- 
ing seen  in  the  i)apers  that  carpenters  were  wanted  there.  I  worked 
in  Kichmond  six  and  a  half  days.  This  was  in  early  part  of  this  month. 
I  finished  the  work  I  could  get  and  left  Eichmond  for  Fredericksburg, 
where  I  was  told  I  could  not  get  to  the  river.  Finding  no  way  of 
escape,  I  shipped  in  the  (so-called)  Confederate  Navy.  Captain  Robert 
Thorburn  shipped  me  for  twelve  months  without  requiring  the  oath  of 
allegiance.  This  was  on  the  19th  instant.  I  came  down  on  the  train 
to  Aquia  Creek  and  reported  to  a  person  by  the  name  of  Cunningham, 
and  he  reported  iny  arrival  to  Captain  Lynch.  On  the  evening  of  the 
20th  I  went  to  bathe  and  started  from  the  end  of  the  burned  wharf  for 
the  Paicnee.  After  getting  out  about  a  half  a  mile  I  was  discovered 
and  fired  at  eight  or  ten  times  from  a  rifle  cannon.  I  was  swept  down 
by  the  tide  and  reached  Maryland  shore  near  Maryland  Point.  I  saw 
but  one  company  of  troops  in  Fredericksburg.  There  were  no  defenses 
in  and  around  Eichmond  when  I  left  on  the  16th  instant.  I  heard  that 
a  battery  was  being  erected  10  miles  below  Williamsburg,  between  the 
two  rivers.  I  heard  they  were  preparing  or  had  a  battery  near  James- 
town. There  were  some  3,000  troops  between  James  Eiver  and  York- 
town,  mostly  cavalry.  There  were  about  3,000  troops  at  Eichmond, 
mostly  from  cotton  States. 

I  was  told  in  Eichmond  that  the  principal  crossing  place  for  troops, 
etc.,  from  Maryland  was  at  a  point  about  35  miles  below  Alexandria. 

At  Aquia  Creek  there  are  three  or  four  regiments,  about  3,000  men, 
encamped  behind  the  hills.  Forty-two  men  are  stationed  at  the  depot. 
The  steamboat  Page  is  u])  the  creek  and  not  manned  or  armed.  The 
new  battery  on  the  north  hill  has  three  8-inch  guns;  the  south  battery, 
two  rifled  cannons;  the  lower  battery,  one  rifled  cannon. 

The  earthworks  on  the  point  Avere  almost  leveled  the  day  of  the  bom- 
bardment and  the  shells  burst  in,  over,  and  around  the  fort,  while  the 
empty  shells  went  through  the  portholes  and  earthworks.

Report  of  Commander  Ward,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
regarding  detention  of  John  W.  Quinn  and  William  G.  Biggin,  of 
schooner  Secretary. 

Flotilla  Steamer  Freeborn, 

Lower  Potomac,  June  22, 1861. 
Sir:  Under  date  June  5  I  received  from  the  Department  a  communi- 
cation,* accompanied  by  information  respecting  detention  of  Union  men 
of  Maryland  in  Pocomoke  Sound,  and  giving  me  qualified  directions. 
I  have  not,  until  yesterday,  been  able  to  obtain  any  certain  and  relia- 
ble intelligence  in  the  premises,  when  I  ascertained  as  follows,  which 
is.  a  copy  of  a  memorandum  taken  down  after  a  close  examination  of

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the  two  parties  mentioned  In  the  memorandum,  who  came  on  board 
here  from  their  schooner  Secretary.  Both  were  strongly  Union  in  their 
expressions : 

Captain  John  W  Quinn  and  Captain  William  C.  Riggin,  of  schooner  Secretary, 
belonging  to  and  now  from  Snow  Hill,  Md.,  laden  with  lumber  for  Washington, 
boarded  by  me  in  the  Potomac,  June  21, 1861,  on  being  questioned,  say  that,  trading 
constantly  as  they  do  to  and  from  Snow  Hill,  Quinn  aspartowner  and  Riggin  as  mas- 
ter, they  are  prepared  to  and  do  say  with  confidence  and  certainty  that  no  vessel 
trading  from  Maryland  out  ot  the  Pocomoke  River  has  been  molested  by  parties  in 
or  from  Virginia ;  that  the  steamer  Wilson  Small  diii.  not  abandon  the  route  up  the 
Pocomoke  Irom  fear  of  molestation,  but  because  she  could  not,  after  the  blockade  of 
Virginia,  land  freight  and  passengers  in  the  Pnngoteagne  and  Chesconessex  rivers 
[creeks?]  in  Virginia,  and  could  get  her  Maryland  freight,  etc.,  at  Annemessex  with- 
out the  time  and  cost  of  going  50  miles  round  to  Newtown  on  the  Pocomoke,  the  end 
of  her  route,  it  being  but  15  miles  by  land  across  Maryland  territory  from  Annemessex 
to  Newtown. 

Assuming  this  information  to  be  correct,  I  suppose  the  Department 
will  not  expect  me  to  abandon  more  important  duties  in  the  river;  there- 
fore shall  not  at  present  make  the  trip  I  had  contemplated  to  the  eastern 
shore.

Dear  Sir  :  Tou  may  not  be  aware  that  there  is  a  regular  communi- 
cation between  Salisbury,  eastern  shore  of  Maryland,  and  some  point 
in  Virginia.  It  is  a  fact  known  to  the  writer  of  this  note;  a  channel 
through  which  passes  men  and  munition  of  war.  The  travel  to  that 
point  is  by  the  Delaware  Kailroad  and  by  the  Chesapeake  Bay.  Tbe 
name  of  the  principal  agent  at  that  point  is  Andrew  Scoot.  Letters 
reach  Virginia  with  as  much  facility  through  this  route  as  through  the 
regular  mail  when  it  was  in  operation.

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Report  of  Commander  Ward,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
requesting  200  troops  to  assist  in  clearing  Mathias  Point. 

Flotilla  Steamer  Fkeeborn, 
Potomac  River,  Cedar  Point,  June  24,  1861. 
Sir:  I  sent  yesterday  informally  to  Captain  Dahlgren  asking  tbe 
aid  of  200  troops  with  materials,  for  the  purpose  of  denuding  Mathias 
Point  of  the  jungle  and  thicket  of  young  growth  which  now  conceal 
from  view  soldiery  and  their  works.  They  have  fired  several  volleys 
of  rifle  bullets  into  the  Freeborn,  as  I  understand  also  into  other  vessels. 
The  distance  they  fire  is  about  500  or  600  yards.  It  is  the  alarm  more 
than  the  material  damage  produced  by  this  firing  which  is  injurious 
and  ought  to  be  abated.  Hence  the  enterprise  I  propose.  It  is  possi- 
ble I  could  efiect  it  without  troops ;  nevertheless  it  is  best  to  be  sure 
and  have  them  if  convenient. 

Vessels  in  the  river,  bound  up,  report  to  me  that  they  have  been 
advised  at  Cape  Henry  to  await  convoy  in  Hampton  Eoads  for  Wash- 
ington. This  is  decidedly  unnecessary  and  wrong.  Will  the  Depart- 
ment please  apply  the  correction  ?  No  convoy  is  necessary  except  that 
which  three  or  four  vessels  together  will  aft'ord  one  another,  and  for 
this  purpose  they  should  assemble  at  Blakistone  Island  light-house, 
where  there  is  a  man-of-war  schooner  for  protection.

Descent  on  Mathias  Point,  Va.,  June  25,  1861. 

Beport  of  Acting  Uaster  Bndd,  V.  S.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Besolate,  relative  to  his 
burning  of  a  depot  for  contraband  goods. 

TJ.  S.  S.  EesolTTTE,  June  35,  1861. 

Sir:  I  made  a  descent  on  the  Virginin.  shore  yesterday  and  broke  up 
a  depot  that  was  there  for  harboring  and  forwarding  men  and  supplies 
to  the  enemy.  Dr.  Hooe,  the  proprietor  and  owner,  has  been  very  active 
in  his  efforts  against  the  Government.  He  sent  for  the  marauders  and 
requested  them  to  burn  the  Christiana  Keen  (that  New  Jersey  schooner 
that  was  burned  a  short  time  since). 

She  got  ashore  before  daylight  within  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  his 
place,  and,  as  I  said,  he  caused  her  destruction.  He  has  had  a  number 
of  mounted  troopers  quartered  in  and  lying  about  his  premises,  who 
were  there  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  boats  which  got  across  from 
Maryland  with  men,  etc. 

My  boats  and  the  boats  of  the  flotilla  have  been  fired  upon  from  his 
place  when  not  interfering  with  his  property. 

Major  Watson,  on  the  Maryland  shore  opposite,  receives  the  contra- 
band supplies  and  forwards  them  to  Hooe.  His  boats  and  his  negroes 
have  been  actively  engaged  in  this  business,  and  his  house  is  the  ren- 
dezvous. 

Hooe's  place  was  a  barracks ;  he  had  accommodations  put  up  in  his 
schoolhouse  and  outhouses  for  twenty-five  men. 
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At  the  time  of  my  attack  there  were  few  troopers  at  the  house.  I 
dispersed  them  with  a  few  rounds  from  my  bow  gun,  and  before  they 
could  return  in  force  I  landed  and  fired  the  premises,  which  were  com- 
pletely destroyed.    I  got  some  information  also. 

I  took  a  secession  dragoon  uniform  (officers)  that  I  found  there,  and 
destroyed  everything  else. 

I  enclose  a  description  of  an  agent  of  the  rebels,  who  is  a  spy  and 
is  now  in  Baltimore  procuring  arms  to  run  across  the  river.    He  has 
made  two  trips  already. 
I  send  you  this,  as  Captain  Ward  is  not  here.

Headquarters,  Brooke's  Station,  Va.,  June  27,  1861. 
Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  a  small  party  of  the  enemy  landed  at 
Mathias  Point  on  the  25th  and  burned  the  house  of  Dr.  Howe  [Hooe]. 
The  landing  was  effected  under  the  guns  of  the  enemy,  and  doubtless 
was  with  a  view  to  discover  whether  we  were  erecting  a  battery  there. 
If  it  be  the  Avish  of  the  commanding  general  that  a  battery  should  be 
erected  to  prevent  the  free  navigation  of  the  river,  I  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  neighborhood  of  Evansport  should  be  preferred 
to  Mathias  Point.  There  is  very  little  difference  in  thcdistance  of  the 
channel  from  the  shore,  and  large  guns  will  command  either.  From 
Evansport  there  is  a  good  road  to  Fredericksburg,  which  would  turn 
this  position,  and  a  good  load  to  Manassas,  turning  that  position; 
whereas  from  Mathias  Point  it  would  require  a  long  land  travel  to  any 
vulnerable  point.  If  you  can  send  me  two  32-pounders  (rifled),  or  two 
8-inch  Columbiads,  I  believe  I  could  stop  the  navigation  of  the  river, 
if  the  general  commanding  thinks  it  a  matter  of  sufficient  importance 
to  justify  the  expense.  I  could  use  the  rifled  G-pounders  that  I  now 
have  in  Walker's  battery  to  annoy  the  enemy's  commerce,  but  we  have 
not  the  ammunition  to  spare.

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Report  of  Commander  Rowan,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  S.  Rawnee, 
of  a  reconnoissance  of  Mathias  Roint. 

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
Rotomac  River,  June  25, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  I  left  Aquia 
Creek  this  morning  at  half  past  a  o'clock  and  proceeded  to  Mathias  Point, 
accompanied  by  the  steamboat  James  Guy,  having  on  board  Captain 
Woodbury,  Engineer  Corps,  and  Captain  Palmer,  Topographical  Engi- 
neer Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  reconnoissance 
of  the  point  and  to  ascertain  whether  the  enemy  was  erecting  batteries 
or  not.  At  5  o'clock  a.  m.,  I  sent  an  escort  on  shore,  in  two  boats,  of 
forty  sailors  and  marines,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Chaplin  and  Master 
Blue,  and  placed  them  under  the  command  of  Captain  Woodbury. 

As  Ave  approached,  the  enemy  appeared  in  numbers  equal  to  one  or 
more  companies.  A  few  shell  from  the  Rawnee  soon  made  them  scam- 
per over  the  hills,  and  an  occasional  shell  kept  them  in  clieck  while  the 
oflBcers  completed  their  work.  Our  sailors  captured  two  horses,  sad- 
dled and  bridled,  and  compelled  the  riders  to  seek  shelter  in  flight. 
One  of  the  men  received  a  slight  graze  from  a  revolver  ball  on  the 
wrist.  The  horses  were  brought  off  to  the  ship  and  hoisted  into  the 
James  Guy  and  sent  to  the  navy  yard,  Washington,  as  prizes. 

During  the  reconnoissance  I  threw  some  thirty  shell,  which  kept  the 
enemy  in  check,  notwithstanding  their  reported  force  is  600  men,  of 
whom  100  or  more  are  mounted.  On  the  return  of  the  party  to  the 
ship  I  was  informed  that  they  saw  tho  enemy's  camp  from  Grimes's 
house  on  the  hill,  and  having  pointed  out  its  direction,  I  hauled  the 
ship  inside  the  shoal  and  with  15-second  shells  dispersed  the  camp  and 
set  fire  to  something  behind  the  hills.  A  negro  man,  who  was  stand- 
ing by  a  boat  on  the  beach  that  I  sent  Lieutenant  Chaplin  to  bring  off 
or  destroy,  came  off  and  gave  us  information  tljat  200  troops  are  kept 
on  the  beach  constantly,  and  the  remainder  in  camps  aforesaid.  I 
regret  that  the  negro  was  brought  off,  but  being  ou  board  I  don't  know 
what  to  do  with  him.  I  send  him  in  the  Guy  to  the  navy  yard  to  be 
disposed  of  as  you  may  direct.

Sir  :  About  sundown  the  evening  of  the  26tli  instant,  while  at  anchor 
oft' Aquia  Creek,  I  received  an  order  from  Commander  Ward,  a  copy  of 
which  is  herewith  enclosed,  to  send  him  two  boats,  armed  and  equipped, 
in  command  of  Lieutenant  Chaplin.  This  order  was  immediately  com- 
plied with  in  all  its  details  and  the  party  left  the  ship  in  tow  of  the 
Resolute  at  9  o'cloct  p.  m.  To-day  about  noon  the  Resolute  returned 
with  a  request  from  Captain  Ward  that  I  should  send  her  back  if  I 
had  no  more  important  service  for  her.  I  immediately  dispatched  the 
Reliance  to  Captain  Ward,  knowing  the  danger  to  which  our  people 
would  be  exposed  if  he  contemplated  a  landing  at  Mathias  Point,  as  I 
feared  was  his  intention,  judging  from  the  nature  of  the  order  he  gave 
me  to  furnish  him  with  such  equipments  as  were  necessary  to  cut  down 
the  trees  on  the  point  and  burn  them.  At  9  o'clock  this  evening  the 
Freeborn  and  Reliance  came  up,  having  been  repulsed  by  the  rebels  at 
Mathias  Point,  in  which  Lieutenant  Chaplin  and  his  command  escaped 
utter  destruction  by  a  miracle. 

It  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  announce  to  the  Department  the  death 
of  Commander  J.  H.  Ward,  of  the  Freeborn.  He  was  shot  in  the  abdo- 
men while  in  the  act  of  sighting  his  bow  gun. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  gallantry, 
coolness,  and  presence  of  mind  of  Lieutenant  Chaplin,  of  the  Pawnee, 
commanding  the  party  on  shore.  He  remained  steady  and  cool  amongst 
a  perfect  hail  of  musketry  from  hundreds  of  men,  while  he  collected  his 
own  people  and  made  good  his  retreat  without  leaving  the  enemy  a  trophy 
beyond  a  few  sand  bags  and  some  axes  and,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  the 
muskets  of  the  wounded  men.  The  last  man  left  the  shore  with  him,  and 
not  being  able  to  swim  to  the  boat  with  his  musket.  Lieutenant  Chaplin 
took  him  ou  his  shoulders,  musket  and  all,  and  safely  reached  the  boat 
without  a  scratch,  save  a  musket  hole  through  the  top  of  his  cap. 

In  consequence  of  the  want  of  ordinary  comforts  in  the  Freeborn  for 
wounded  men,  I  brought  the  two  wounded  men  belonging  to  that  ves- 
sel, with  those  two  of  this  ship,  with  the  remains  of  the  late  commander 
J.  H.  Ward,  to  the  navy  yard,  Washington,  where  I  now  await  orders. 

I  must  also  call  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  bravery  of  John 
Williams,  captain  of  the  maintop  of  the  Pawnee,  who  told  his  men  while 
lying  oft'  in  the  boat  that  every  man  must  die  on  his  thwart  sooner  than 
leave  a  man  behind,  and  when  the  flagstaft'  of  his  boat  was  shot  away 
and  the  ensign  fell,  he,  although  suft'ering  from  a  gunshot  wound  of 
the  thigh,  seized  it  in  his  hand  and  bravely  waved  it  over  his  head. 

A  copy  of  the  surgeon's  report  of  casualties  is  herewith  enclosed. 
The  wounded  have  been  removed  to  the  hospital.  I  also  enclose  copies 
of  orders  addressed  to  Lieutenant  Lowry, 

Lieutenant  Chaplin's  report  of  the  affair  is  not  yet  readj'.  When  it  is 
presented,  I  shall  forward  a  copy  for  the  information  of  the  Department.

SiE:  On  receipt  of  this  order  you  will  be  pleased  to  send  your  second 
launch,  by  which  I  mean  your  second-sized  boat;  also  your  smallest 
boat,  not  estimating  your  gig,  which  need  not  be  sent,  with  their  crews 
armed  with  muskets  having  bayonets,  or,  if  without  bayonets,  their  cut- 
lass with  each  musket,  and  a  suitable  amount  of  ammunition;  also  pro 
visions  for  three  or  four  days,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Chaplin,  down 
to  Nanjemoy,  alongside  the  schooner  Dana  tliere,  and  await  my  arrival 
in  the  Freeborn,  when  Lieutenant  Chaplin  will  report  to  me  with  the 
boats  so  armed  and  i>rovisioned. 

You  will  further  be  pleased  to  send  in  the  boats  all  the  tar  you  have 
on  board  the  Paionee,  a  gallon  of  spirits  of  turpentine  in  a  can,  all  the 
shovels  and  all  the  coal  bags  yon  have,  except  twelve  retained  to  handle 
coal  with ;  all  the  oakum  you  have,  not  exceeding  one  bale  in  quantity; 
a  quantity  of  old  canvas,  all  you  can  possibly  spare,  and  your  gunner's 
dark  lantern.  Send  also  every  ax  and  hatchet  you  have,  except  the 
cook's.  The  launch  and  boat  you  will  see  are  provided  with  their 
kedges  and  all  other  expeditionary  outfits,  as  prescribed  in  the  ord- 
nance regulations,  including  howitzer  for  the  large  boat,  if  you  have 
two  and  one  is  fitted  to  sailboat. 

You  will,  while  your  boat  expedition  ordered  down  to  Nanjemoy  is 
serving  as  I  intended  at  Matthias  Point,  let  the  Reliance  visit  me  at 
least  once  every  day,  and  twice  or  oftener  if  convenient  with  other 
duties  you  may  need  her  for.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Pawnee, 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  28,  1861. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  orders  of  the  26th  instant,  I  took  charge 

of  the  first  and  third  cutters,  with  twenty-three  men,  and  went  to  the 

Reliance  to  be  towed  to  Nanjemoy  to  report  to  Captain  Ward,  of  the 

Freeborn.    Not  finding  her  that  night,  anchored  at  Naujemoy,  and  yes- 
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terday  morning  proceeded  to  Mathias  Point  and  discovered  the  Free- 
born some  4  or  5  miles  below.  I  Immediately  went  to  her  and  reported 
to  Commander  Ward  for  service. 

The  Freeborn  then  stood  up  for  Mathiaa  Point,  and  on  arriving  there 
threw  shot,  shell,  and  grape  into  the  woods  near  where  we  were  to  land. 
About  10  [a.  m.]  the  lauding  was  effected,  my  party  under  the  charge 
of  Commander  Ward,  who  lauded  with  me.  I  threw  my  men  out  as 
skirmishers,  and  on  getting  about  300  yards  from  the  boats  discovered 
the  enemy's  pickets,  who  fired  and  retreated.  My  men  followed  them 
for  a  short  distance  and  fired  on  them.  I  then  discovered  the  enemy 
coming  toward  me  over  the  brow  of  a  hill  and  judged  there  were  some 
four  or  five  hundred  men.  I  went  back  to  Commander  Ward  and 
reported,  when  he  ordered  me  to  take  to  the  boats  and  lie  off'  while  he 
went  on  board  of  his  vessel  and  fired  into  the  bush  again.  After  some 
fifteen  minutes'  firing  I  was  ordered  to  land  again  and  throw  up  a  breast- 
work of  sand  bags.  I  sent  out  four  men  as  pickets  and  commenced  the 
work, and  at5  [p.  m.]had  nearly  completedit,  when  thesignal  was  made 
for  me  to  return.  I  sent  everything  to  the  boats  and  with  seven  or  eight 
men  covered  the  bags  with  limbs,  that  the  enemy  might  not  distinguish 
it  from  the  dense  thicket  near,  and  was  about  leaving  when  the  enemy 
opened  onus  with  muskets  at  a  distance  of  250  yards,  and  for  some  rea- 
son the  Freeborn  did  not  open  on  the  place  with  her  heavy  guns  to  cover 
my  retreat.  I  sent  all  my  men  in  the  boats  and  stayed  ou  the  beach  till 
I  had  counted  and  found  they  were  all  safe. 

By  this  time  the  boats  had  drifted  some  distance  out,  and  rather 
than  bring  the  men  any  nearer,  swam  to  the  third  cutter  and  pulled  off 
to  the  Freeborn. 

My  boat  was  riddled  with  shot,  the  flagstaff  shot  away,  and  nineteen 
holes  through  the  flag. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  two  of  my  men  were  seriously  injured: 
John  Williams,  captain  maintop,  musket  ball  in  thigh ;  William  J.  Best, 
ordinary  seaman,  wounded  in  four  places,  the  hand,  the  arm,  the  leg, 
and  body. 

I  can  not  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  gallantry  of  my  men,  and 
particularly  of  John  Williams.  Though  wounded  he  retained  charge  of 
his  boat,  and  when  the  staff'  was  shot  away  held  the  stump  in  his  hand 
with  the  flag  till  we  got  alongside  the  Freeborn,  when  I  learned  of  the 
injury  to  Commander  Ward  and  also  to  several  of  his  men.  Com- 
mander Ward  not  being  able  to  give  any  orders,  and  with  the  advice  of 
the  surgeon,  started  for  the  Pawnee  for  medical  aid,  where  I  arrived  at 
9  last  evening.

Sir:  I  hereby  certify  that  J.  H.  Ward,  who  was  a  commander  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy,  while  attached  to  the  steamer  Freeborn  and  holding  rank 
above  mentioned,  departed  this  life  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  1861,  and 
that  he  died  of  a  gunshot  wound  of  the  abdomen  received  while  acting 
in  the  line  of  his  duty,  as  held  forth  in  the  record  of  his  case  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy : 

Commander  Ward  had  been  on  shore  with  a  party  consisting  of  34 
seamen  besides  Lieutenant  Chaplin,  of  the  Pawnee,  and  Master's  Mate 
[John]  Kellogg,  of  the  Freeborn.  He  returned,  however,  soon  after  and 
remained  on  board  until  his  death,  which  took  jJace  off  Mathias  Point 
about  6  p.  m.  He  was  struck  by  a  musket  ball  from  the  enemy  while 
sighting  his  forward  gun.  The  ball  entered  at  a  point  just  above  and 
a  little  to  the  right  of  the  umbilicus  and  passed  directly  through  the 
abdomen,  escaping  at  a  point  opposite,  about  2  Inches  to  the  right  of 
the  spinal  column.  He  died  from  internal  hemorrhage  about  an  hour 
after  being  shot.

I)anies  of  volunteers,  and  I  have  ordered  a  section  of  Walker's  battery 
to  reenforce  them.  This  force  I  think  sufficient  to  prevent  a  landing 
for  purpose  of  holding  the  point.  If  it  be  your  design  to  erect  a  bat- 
tery there  to  command  the  river,  I  think  instructions  to  that  effect 
should  be  given  immediately  and  another  regiment  ordered  to  report  to 
me  for  its  defense  after  constiuction.

SlE :  I  have  the  honor  to  state  for  the  information  of  the  general  com- 
manding that  in  conformity  to  his  orders  received  last  evening  at  7 
o'clock  I  ordered  Major  Mayo  with  his  battalion,  composed  as  indicated, 
to  proceed  without  delay  to  Brooke's  Station,  for  which  ample  prepara- 
tion has  been  made,  to  commence  the  movement  to-morrow  morning. 

I  have  also  the  honor  to  state  that  at  an  early  hour  this  morning  a 
steamer,  supposed  to  be  the  Freeborn,  and  two  tugs,  having  in  tow  a 
large  open  boat  or  raft,  with  several  small  boats  suitable  for  landing 
men,  took  position  nearly  in  front  of  this  camp,  and  was  represented  to 
have  effected  that  purpose.  The  employment  of  the  principal  part  of 
command  for  some  hours  was  thus  rendered  necessary  to  ascertain  the 
fact,  with  a  view  of  repelling  the  enemy,  which  fortunately  proved 
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groundless.  At  about  1  p.  m.  our  pickets  reported  that  the  enemy, 
whose  steamers  had  returned  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Mathias 
Point,  liad  already  effected  a  landing  of  a  strong  detachment  of  men  at 
the  point,  from  which  the  pickets  were  mainly  driven  by  the  raking  fire 
of  shell  and  shot  from  the  enemy's  steamers.  The  condition  of  things 
rendered  vigorous  measures  on  our  part  indispensable,  and  which  has 
resulted,  I  am  happy  to  inform  you,  in  complete  success.  The  enemy, 
who  had  landed,  as  before  reported,  with  a  detachment  of  at  least  fifty 
men,  was  driven  after  a  short  conflict  on  board  of  his  steamers  in  a 
state  of  undoubted  discomfiture,  and  immediately  withdrew  from  our 
shores.  Night  having  closed  in  about  the  time  this  success  was  obtained, 
full  particulars  as  to  any  loss  of  the  enemy  have  not  yet  been  obtained. 
I  shall  embrace  an  early  moment  to  forward  detailed  reports  of  subor- 
dinate commanders. 

I  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance  for  yotir  information  that  we  dis- 
covered, immediately  after  the  enemy  was  driven  oft',  the  foundation  of 
a  regular  sand-bag  battery,  in  the  erection  of  Avhich  considerable  prog- 
ress had  been  made  during  the  brief  period  the  enemy  had  occupied  the 
position,  which  would  have  completely  commanded  Mathias  Point, 
where  it  has  been  in  contemplation  that  a  permanent  battery  may  be 
established  commanding  the  Potomac  Eiver  channel.  In  addition  to 
the  sand  bags  we  captured  a  considerable  number  of  axes  and  spades, 
a  very  large  coil  of  heavy  rope  (evidently  to  draw  heavy  guns  on  shore), 
left  by  the  enemy  in  his  precipitate  flight.  I  have  been  thus  particular 
in  stating  the  arduous  service  in  which  this  entire  command  has  been 
engaged  to-day,  aisd  from  which  we  have  this  moment  returned,  at  9 :  30 
p.  m.,  to  apprise  you  as  to  how  completely  paralyzed  we  are  for  the 
want  of  a  battery  of  heavy  guns  to  command  the  channel  and  one  field 
battery  of  effective  rifled  guns  to  enable  us  to  drive  the  enemy's  steam- 
ers from  almost  every  portion  of  the  extended  range  of  coast  constantly 
threatened  by  them.  During  the  entire  period  of  our  operations  this 
afternoon  one  or  more  of  the  enemy's  steamers  has  thrown  shot  and 
shell  in  rapid  succession,  sweeping  almost  the  whole  space  in  which  the 
successive  positions  of  our  troops  were  taken,  and  at  times  greatly 
endangering  them.  Under  the  circumstances  I  am  constrained  to 
request  that  you  will  send  me  Captain  Walker's  light  battery  of  rifled 
guns,  or,  in  the  event  that  it  can  not  be  spared,  Captain  Braxton's  field 
battery,  for  a  brief  period  of  service  which  I  consider  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  interests  of  the  State.  I  am  also  constrained  to  delay  the 
movement  of  Major  Mayo's  command,  owing  to  the  very  critical  condi- 
tion of  affairs  in  this  district,  rendering  it  necessary  to  einploy  strong 
pickets  to-night  and  to  commence  the  erection  of  breastworks  at 
Mathias  Point  and  near  Grimes's  house  without  a  moment's  delay,  and 
for  which  purpose  detachments  are  now  moving  to  the  ground,  until  1 
may  be  enabled  to  receive  further  orders  of  the  general  in  the  case.  I 
have  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  enemy  may  return  strongly  reen- 
forced  before  morning.  I  have  the  gratification  of  being  able  to  bear 
testimony  as  to  the  excellent  tone  which  has  been  exhibited  by  this 
command  to  day  and  the  zeal  M'ith  which  officers  and  men  have  partici- 
pated in  the  stirring  scenes  through  which  we  have  passed. 

In  conclusion  I  feel  constrained  to  express  the  opinion,  in  which  all 
the  field  officers  concur,  that  without  artillery  this  command  can  not 
hold  this  important  position  and  prevent  the  enemy  from  effecting  a 
substantial  lodgment  and  strike  an  irretrievable  blow  against  the  inter- 
est and  material  defenses  of  the  State. 
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I  have  to  request  that  this  communication  may  be  forwarded  to  the 
War  Department  of  the  Confederate  Government  as  my  report  of  the 
events  of  the  day. 
I  am  happy  to  state  that  no  casualties  have  occurred  to  our  forces.

Eeport  of  Major  Mayo,  C.  S.  Army. 

Mathias  Point,  Va.,  June  28,  1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  of  communicating  to  you  the  action  of  my 
command  yesterday.  About  3  o'clock  I  received  a  communication 
from  Colonel  Brockenbrough  that  the  enemy  were  landing  at  the  point 
and  that  he  wished  my  cooperation.  The  distance .  from  my  camp  to 
the  point  is  about  3  miles.  I  immediately  put  my  command,  consisting 
of  one  cavalry  and  three  infantry  companies,  in  motion.  On  arriving 
near  the  point  1  found  Colonel  Claybrook  with  several  companies  iu 
reserve.  Being  confident  that  1  was  better  acquainted  with  tbe  topog- 
raphy of  this  point  than  almost  any  officer  iu  this  district,  I  determined, 
without  waiting  further  orders,  to  take  my  command  through  the  Avoods 
in  an  entirely  different  direction  from  that  followed  by  Colonel  Brock- 
enbrough and  yourself.  Having  heard  from  Colonel  Brockenbrough's 
pickets  that  they  thought  the  enemy  were  erecting  a  battery  in  tlie 
pines  on  the  end  of  the  point,  I  took  ten  men  from  Captain  CJ-ouldin's 
company,  and,  halting  the  rest  of  my  forces,  went  into  the  bushes 
with  them  to  ascertain  the  correctness  of  the  report.  Having  pro- 
gressed some  distance  into  the  pines,  and  on  the  immediate  brink  of 
the  river,  where  we  could  see  a  steamer  and  a  sail  vessel  about  300  or 
400  yards  from  the  shore,  I  found  that  my  skirmishing  party  Avas  too 
small  to  examine  properly  the  ravines  and  bushes,  and  returning  to  my 
command  deployed  Captain  Gouldin's  company  and  Lee's  Legion  (under 
command  of  Lieutenant  Beale,  Captain  Garnett  being  sick  and  absent) 
dismounted  as  skirmishers,  leaving  the  rest  of  my  command  in  reserve. 
We  swept  entirely  through  the  bushes  on  the  point  and  did  not  get  in 
view  of  the  enemy  until  we  reached  a  marsh  that  separated  us  from 
them,  and  was  entirely  commanded  by  the  steamer  and  the  vessel.  On 
arriving  in  this  position  we  discovered  the  enemy  getting  into  their 
boats  about  250  or  300  yards  distant,  and  we  immediately  commenced 
a  fire  both  upon  the  boats  and  the  steamer.  The  boats  returned  our 
fire  two  or  three  times,  and  then  all  of  their  men,  except  two  or  three 
who  had  fallen  overboard,  lay  down  in  their  boats  and  it  was  some 
time  before  they  could  get  their  oarsmen  to  pull  the  boats  from  the 
shore. 

We  feel  confident,  from  the  number  of  men  who  never  rose  from  the 
bottom  of  the  boats  and  the  blood  upon  the  shore,  that  there  were 
eight  or  ten  killed  and  several  more  wounded. 

After  we  had  fired  five  or  six  rounds  the  steamer  opened  fire  upon  us 
with  shot  and  shell,  but  by  making  my  men  lie  down  nobody  was  hurt. 
After  firing  several  times  went  high  up  the  river  in  order  to  meet  their 
boats,  which  could  not  come  to  them,  as  they  would  have  to  approach 
nearer  to  our  skirmishers.    Having  accomplished  my  purpose  I  would 
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not  allow  my  men  to  crosis  the  marsh,  as  it  would  have  exposed  them  to 
a  raking  fire  from  the  steamer,  but  returned  in  the  same  direction  we 
bad  come. 

I  have  never  realized  until  yesterday  how  absolutely  necessary 
artillery  is  at  this  point.  With  a  single  smooth-bore  12-pounder  I 
could  have  sunk  the  steamer  and  vessel  without  exposing  my  men  more 
than  they  were.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  my  men  acted  very  gallantly 
throughout  the  action.

Freeborn,  of  the  condition  of  that  vessel  upon  his  assuming  command.

OffAquia  Greek,  June  28,  1861. 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order*  of  yesterday  1  assumed  command 
of  this  vessel. 


*  See  p.  539. 
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Upon  examination  I  have  to  report  that  the  condition  of  said  vessel 
is  far  from  serviceable.  The  frequent  firings  from  her  heavy  32-pound- 
ers  and  stern  gun  have  very  much  shattered  the  upper  works  and 
weakened  the  frame,  at  no  time  a  strong  one.  The  crew  are  very  much 
worn  out  by  exposure,  bad  quarters,  want  of  fresh  provisions,  and 
constant,  severe  duty.  The  ship's  account  of  stores,  men,  and  ammu- 
nition seems  to  be  in  utter  confusion,  as  the  crew's  stores,  etc.,  of  all 
the  flotilla  come  under  one  head.  The  sudden  death  of  Commander 
"Ward  has  deprived  me  of  all  clue  to  readily  taking  it  in  hand.  The 
accounts  are  still  at  the  navy  yard,  New  York. 

On  an  examination  of  the  magazine  I  found  only  67  charges  of  pow- 
der, 32  shell,  100  round  shot,  no  grape.  The  32-pounder  gun  is  worn, 
honeycombed,  and  past  effective  service. 

The  provisions  of  the  flotilla  are  very  much  reduced,  as  per  report 
from  Acting  Paymaster  [Edward]  Foster  enclosed.  The  propellers  |  sic] 
order  from  this  ship.  I  enclose  engineer's  report  on  condition  of  engines 
and  boilers,  which  speaks  for  itself.  The  vessel  leaks  badly.  On  yes- 
terday eleven  Sharps  rifles  were  lost  by  the  men  of  this  ship,  leaving 
only  ten  on  board,  insufiQcient  to  arm  her  men  for  proper  defense.

Sir:  The  following  damage  has  been  done  to  the  machinery  of  the 
TJ.  S.  S.  Freehorn  and  will  need  repairing. 

The  engine  is  very  much  out  of  line;  the  expansion  joint  on  the 
exhaust  pipe  is  cracked,  and  the  joint  on  the  condenser  and  steam 
chest  is  blown  out,  all  caused  by  the  cannonading  the  vessel  has  been 
subjected  to. 

A  great  amount  of  sand  has  accummulated  in  the  boilers,  on  account 
of  our  having  been  run  ashore  so  often,  and  require  cleaning.  Steam 
has  been  kept  on  the  boilers  constantly  since  the  12th  June. 

The  vessel  is  leaking  very  freely,  caused  by  having  been  hard  aground 
several  times. 

There  are  about  fifteen  tons  of  coal  aboard.  The  state  of  the 
machinery  is  such  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  repairs  should  be  made 
without  delay.

The  following  is  copied  from  a  letter  received  at  this  Department : 

Baltimore,  June  26,  1861. 
When  in  Washington  on  Tuesday  morning  I  had  the  pleasure  of  having  a  conver- 
sation with  you  in  regard  to  parties  shipping  goods  in  the  lower  part  of  Maryland, 
to  be  shipped  thence  to  Virginia. 
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I  promised  to  call  and  see  you  again  before  I  left  for  Baltimore,  but  business 
prevented  me. 

I  hasten  to  give  you  all  the  information  I  can.  The  name  of  it  (tho  boat)  is  Ada,  of 
Baltimore,  bound  for  the  Eappahannock  River.  The  captain's  name  is  Sutton. 
Schooner  painted  dark  green,  with  a  red  stripe  round  her  bends.  The  gentleman 
■who  shipped  the  goods  on  the  above  vessel  left  here  on  last  Friday  afternoon  in  the 
steamer  St.  Mcholaa  for  Leonurdtown,  Md.,  with  a  young  girl  in  his  charge  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  letters  and  papers  on  her  person,  and  from  there,  or  some  other 
point  in  the  neighborhood,  to  cross  the  Potomac  for  the  Virginia  shore. 

The  party's  name  is  William  Bayne,  doing  a  cigar  and  tobacco  business  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  and  having  a  brother  in  Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  doing  business 
at  Baynesville,  Va.,  2  miles  from  the  Potomac,  opposite  Port  Tobacco,  Md.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lowry,  U.  S.  Mivy,  commanding  U.  8.  S.  Thomas 
Freeborn,  of  condition  of  affairs  on  Ms  line  of  Mochads. 

U.  S.  S.  Freeborn, 
Off  Aquia  Creek,  June  29,  1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  all  quiet  on  my  line  of  blockade.  Yesterday 
the  enemy  at  this  place  exposed  five  large  fishing  boats  filled  with 
armed  men,  which  he  was  exercising  up  and  down  the  beach,  in  embark- 
ing and  disembarking  and  other  drills  belonging  to  boat  expeditions. 
At  sunset  the  five  boats  were  left  off  the  beach  at  different  points, 
extending  from  the  outer  point  with  tho  White  House  as  far  as  the 
gorge  below  the  railroad  curve.  I  am  convinced  that  ho  is  preparing  • 
his  men  for  boat  service  of  some  sort.  Kot  feeling  able  to  defend  this 
vessel,  with  her  guards  and  bulwarks,  against  a  strong  boarding  party, 
I  deemed  it  prudent  to  move  my  position  till  daylight. 

The  Reliance  reconnoitered  off  Mathias  Point  all  of  yesterday. 
Lieutenant  Mygatt  reports  seeing  a  large  body  of  men  and  a  camp 
near  Grimes's  house.  The  master's  mate  in  charge  of  schooner  Dana 
reported  seeing  men  at  work  near  where  the  Pawnee's  party  had  been. 
Three  armed  steamers  from  Boston,  with  the  Ninth  Massachusetts  Eeg- 
iment,  passed  this  morning  at  9  a.  m.  They  reported  having  tried  their 
guns  on  the  point  with  shell. 

Two  of  those  steamers  seemed  admirably  adapted  for  service  in  this 
river,  one  being  armed  with  four  heavy  broadside  gnns,  the  other  with 
a  bow  and  stern  chaser,  evidently  rifle ;  names  Gambridge  and  PembroJce. 
On  going  to  quarters  last  night  at  11,  owing  to  the  suspicious  move- 
ments of  a  steamer,  which  proved  to  be  the  CI.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon,  I 
found  great  diflBculty  in  working  the  gun  carriages  of  this  vessel.  In 
shifting  the  guns  from  the  turntable  to  the  slide,  great  nicety  must  be 
observed,  as  the  slightest  deviation  from  a  straight  line  destroys  the 
continuous  line  of  rails  and  prevents  the  running  out  to  fighting  posi- 
tion. A  connecting  block  in  front  of  the  gun  is  also  difiicult  of  adjust- 
ment; this,  at  night  when  the  men  must  go  by  feeling,  is  a  serious 
objection. 
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There  is  not  in  this  vessel  one  cartridge  belt  or  box,  not  one  belt  for 
captain  of  gun;  never  has  been.

The  Ada  is  a  schooner  belonging  to  Baltimore,  painted  dark  green, 
with  a  red  stripe  round  her  bends. 

The  captain's  name  is  Sutton.  William  Bayne  is  the  name  of  the 
shipper.  He  left  Baltimore  for  Leonardtown  in  the  St.  Nicholas  on  Fri- 
day, accompanied  by  a  young  girl  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  letters  on 
her  person.

Sir  :  After  leaving  the  steamer  Mount  Vernon  I  made  the  best  of  my 
way  down  the  Potomac  Eiver. 

On  my  way  down  a  boat  was  seen  that  was  trying  to  escape  to  the 
Virginia  shore.  In  it  were  two  men.  They  state  that  the  St.  Nicliolas 
was  captured  by  a  party  of  men  off  Point  Lookout,  who  went  on  board 
in  women's  clothes  at  the  point  and  took  possession  of  her  after  leaving 
the  wharf.  She  was  afterwards  taken  into  Coan  Eiver  and  then  taken 
down  the  bay,  the  man  says,  into  the  Eappahannock. 

He  accounts  for  liis  being  in  the  river  by  saying  that  Ire  had  taken 
some  men  over  who  were  on  their  way  to  Baltimore,  and  that  they  gave 
him  $5  in  paper  money.  On  examining  I  found  $13  in  Virginia  paper 
money  and  70  cents  in  silver.  Under  the  circumstances  I  think  it  best 
to  send  the  men  to  you.

Sir:  The  Resolute  has  just  (2  p.  m.)  arrived  from  below,  bringing 
information  of  the  seizure  of  the  St.  Nicholas  at  Point  Lookout  by  a 
party  of  men  just  after  midnight  on  Saturday  morning.  They  carried 
the  steamboat  over  to  Coan  Eiver,  and  after  a  short  stay  left,  supposed 
for  the  Eappahannock. 

The  Freeborn  is  off  Aquia,  and  reports  that  the  Page  has  had  steam 
up ;  also  the  presence  of  three  large  launches  at  Aquia  wharf  with  men, 
who  are  being  exercised. 

The  Reliance  reports  the  continued  passage  of  men  from  Maryland  in 
the  lower  Potomac.  Passed  Mathias  Point  early  this  morning  and  saw 
only  the  usual  pickets. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  Pocahontas  has  not  yet  left  Alexandria. 
Captain  Dove  came  up  to  the  yard  not  long  since,  and  I  urged  him  to 
return  to  his  vessel  and  proceed  at  once  down  the  river.

Letter  from  Charles  WortMngton  esq.,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Havy,  reporting  the  capture  by 
a  party  of  Confederates  of  the  steamer  St.  Kicholas. 

Washington,  July  1, 1861. 

Dear  Sir:  The  steamer  St.  Nicholas  left  Baltimore  on  Friday  last  at 
4  p.  m.,  laden  with  freight  for  the  consumption  of  the  citizens  of  St. 
Mary's  and  Charles  counties,  Md.,  and  with  other  cargo  for  Washing- 
ton, Alexandria,  and  Georgetown.  She  also  had  on  board  a  number  of 
passengers  who  were  to  be  landed  at  her  regular  landings  on  the 
Maryland  shore  of  the  Potomac  River. 

It  is  reported  by  the  officers  of  the  steamer  Diamond  State,  which 
arrived  here  on  Saturday,  that  they  saw  her  about  1  o'clock  that  morn- 
ing leaving  Point  Lookout  and  heading  under  great  speed  for  the  Vir- 
ginia shore,  presumed  to  be  destined  to  Kin  sale.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  that  she  was  taken  forcible  possession  of  either  by  parties  who 
came  passengers  on  her  from  Baltimore  or  by  a  force  from  Virginia. 
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It  is  Bot  known  that  she  had  on  board  any  suspicious  persons  wheij  she 
left  Baltimore,  but  such  may  have  been  the  case  unknown  to  her  officers. 
Nothing  has  been  heard  of  her  since. 

I  will  add  that  after  an  interview  with  yourself  and  your  chief  clerk 
a  week  since,  I  took  passage  on  her  on  Tuesday  last  for  Baltimore  for  the 
purpose  of  consulting  with  Captain  Ward  as  to  the  most  effectual  mode 
of  preventing  the  landing  on  the  Maryland  shore  of  any  articles 
intended  for  transportation  across  the  river  into  Virginia  and  at  the 
same  time  avoiding  any  unnecessary  detention  to  her.  The  arrange- 
ment we  made  was  mutually  satisfactory,  and  he  promised  to  meet  her 
on  every  Saturday  morning  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  and  give  her  a  pass 
to  proceed  on  her  trip.  But  alas!  he  is  no  more.  Doubtless  ill  disposed 
persons  took  advantage  of  the  absence  of  a  Government  vessel  and 
made  the  seizure.  As  the  lives  and  property  of  loyal  citizens  of  Mary- 
land and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hazarded  by  her  detention,  may 
I  ask  that  measures  may  at  once  [be]  taken  for  her  recapture.

Report  of  Brigadier-General  Holmes,  C.  S.  Army.

Sir:  In  answer  to  yours  relative  to  cooperating  with  Commander 
Lewis,  Confederate  Navy,  I  have  respectfully  to  say  that  I  did  not  feel 
justified  in  ordering  volunteer  troops  on  an  expedition  so  fraught  with 
ruinous  consequences  if  it  failed,  and  the  success  of  which  required 
thnt  so  many  contingencies  should  be  effectually  accomplished,  I 
referred  the  matter  to  the  colonels  of  regiments  and  they  declined  to 
volunteer  their  men.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  your  instructions  received  last  night  I  dispatched 
Colonel  Bate,  with  the  effective  force  of  his  regiment  present,  to  sup- 
port Commander  Lewis,  C.  S.  Navy,  i  consider  the  commaud  (about 
400)  unnecessarily  strong,  as  Colonel  Bate  is  positively  ordered  to  take 
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no  part  in  the  expedition  on  the  water.  I  sincerely  hope  your  excel- 
lency will  not  consider  nic  extra  cautious  in  this  matter,  for  when  we 
consider  that  an  indispensable  requisite  to  success  would  be  the  abso- 
lute concealment  of  300  or  400  men  on  a  comparatively  small  steamer, 
and  those  men  untrained  volunteers,  and  that  this  is  only  one  of  several 
other  contingencies  equally  difficult  to  be  reconciled,  it  seems  to  me 
that  success  would  be  miraculous.

Extracts  froai  notes  by  CommaiideT  George  N,  Hollins,  C,  S.  ITavy. 

At  6  o'clock  a.  m.,  June  18, 1861, 1  left  Baltimore  on  the  Mary  Wash- 
ington, a  steamboat  running  to  the  Patuxeut.  On  landing  at  one  of 
the  landings  on  the  river  I  went  to  the  plantation  of  Mr.  S.,  where  1 
suggested  the  idea  (which  originated  entirely  with  myself),  of  seizing 
the  St.  Nicholas,  a  boat  running  between  Baltimore  and  Washington,  and 
manning  her  with  volunteers,  and  then  to  take  the  Pawnee,  a  United 
States  steamer  commanded  by  Yankee  Ward,  and  which  was  a  great 
annoyance  to  the  boats  on  the  Potomac.  I  was  told  that  the  plan  could 
not  bo  carried  out,  as  tl-ere  were  so  many  Union  men  about;  that  it  must 
be  certainly  discovered  before  it  could  be  executed.  Finding  I  could  not 
act  there,  I  ciossed  the  Potomac  in  an  open  boat  pulled  by  lour  negroes. 
On  reaching  the  Virginia  side  I  went  to  the  residence  of  Dr.  Howe 
[Hooe],  about  20  miles  from  Fredericksburg.  This  place  I  reached  at 
1  a.  m.  Tliis  gentleman  was  a  perfect  stranger  to  me,  but  lie  received 
me  kindly,  entertained  me  handsomels',  he  and  his  charming  family  so 
soon  to  be  rendered  houseless  and  homeless  by  the  incendiary  act  of  the 
vandal  Captain  Budd,  of  the  United  States  gunboat,  a  name  ever  to  be 
remembered,  desecrated  as  the  insulter  of  unprotected  females,  firing 
into  barns  and  houses,  and  everything  but  what  might  have  been 
expected  of  an  oflBcer  or  a  gentleman. 

The  same  day  Dr.  Howe  fHooe]  chartered  a  buggy  and  drove  nie  to 
Fredericksbui  g,  where  I  arrived  at  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  On 
registering  my  name  at  the  hotel,  a  gentlemen,  Mr.  Chew,  introduced 
himself  to  me  and  insisted  most  kindly  on  taking  me  to  his  house, 
where  he  entertained  me  most  handsomely  and  hospitably. '  Next  morn- 
ing 1  went  to  Eichmond  on  the  cars.  I  immediately  proceeded  to  the 
Navy  Department  and  reported  myself  to  the  Secretary,  and  at  once 
received  my  commission  as  captain  in  the  Confederate  States  Navy. 
After  getting  my  position  and  commission  I  went  into  the  Bureau  of 
Details,  where  1  met  many  of  my  old  friends,  who  had  also  resigned — 
Barron,  Maury,  Lewis,  Spotswood,  and  many  others.  In  conversation 
ill  that  office  I  suggested  my  plan  of  seizing  the  St.  Nicholas  and  carry- 
ing out  the  scheme  that  had  suggested  itself  to  me  at  Colonel  S's.  I 
was  told  that  the  Secretary,  Mr,  Mallory,  would  not  agree  to  the  plan, 
but  that  the  governor  (Letcher)  would.  I  then  remarked  that  I  would 
obtain  Mr.  Mallory's  permission  to  apply  to  the  governor.  I  walked 
into  Mr.  Mallory's  room  and  asked  his  permission.  He  granted  it,  and 
I  at  once  went  straight  to  the  governor's.  When  I  made  my  proposi- 
tion, Governor  Letcher,  without  a  moment's  hesitation,  acceded  to  the 
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proposal  and  gave  me  a  draft  for  $1,000  to  send  Noitli  for  arms  and 
men,  etc.  He  then  and  there  introduced  me  to  Colonel  Thomas,  of 
Maryland,  alias  Zarvona,  as  a  person  who  could  be  trusted  to  go  North 
and  purchase  arms  or  transact  other  business.  That  same  afternoon  I 
started  oft'  for  Point  Lookout  via  Fredericksburg.  After  leaving  Fred- 
ericksburg I  met  my  two  sons,  who  were  on  their  way  to  Hichmond; 
they  joined  me,  of  course.  That  next  evening  we  recrossed  the  Poto- 
mac to  toe  Maryland  side,  St.  Mary's  County,  where  I  went  to  the 
house  of  a  friend  and  remained  until  sundown,  when  I,  my  two  sons, 
and  five  men  started  in  a  wagon  in  a  pouring  rain,  a  nasty,  dirty  night, 
for  Point  Lookout,  where  the  St.  Nicholas  had  to  stop  on  her  way  to 
Washington.  About  an  hour  after  our  arrival  at  Point  Lookout  the  St. 
Nicholas  came  to  the  wharf.  After  reaching  the  Maryland  side  I  signed 
the  draft  and  Colonel  Thomas  took  the  Patuxent  boat  and  went  on  to  Bal- 
timore and  Philadelphia  to  purchase  the  arms,  etc.  I  directed  him  to  get 
the  arms  and  return  down  the  bay  in  the  St.  Nicholas,  and  get  as  many 
men  to  join  him  as  he  could.  I  also  stated  to  him  that  I  should  join  him 
at  Point  Lookout,  At  12  p.  m.  midnight  I  went  on  board  with  ray  party; 
I  saw  Colonel  Thomas  dressed  as  a  woman,  to  avoid  suspicion,  as  he  had 
high,  large,  trunks  such  as  milliners  use ;  they  contained  arms  and  ammu- 
nition. I  told  Colonel  T.  to  hold  himself  in  readiness;  as  soon  as  we 
cleared  the  wharf  we  would  take  the  steamer.  In  a  few  minutes  we 
left  the  wharf  and  1  soon  made  the  appointed  signal.  The  trunks  were 
then  opened,  the  men  seized  the  arms;  I  took  a  musket,  or  rather  a 
Sharps  rifle,  and  a  pair  of  pistols,  ran  up  to  the  wheelhouse,  put  my 
hand  on  the  captain's  shoulder  and  told  him  I  had  captured  his  boat,  and 
ordered  him  to  take  the  boat  over  to  Coan  Eiver,  but  he  declined,  say- 
ing he  was  no  pilot.  I  told  him  I  knew  he  was  a  pilot  and  that  if  he 
did  not  pilot  me  over  I  would  set  fire  to  the  St.  Nicholas  and  land  all 
my  men  in  his  boats,  as  1  was  determined  she  should  not  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  enemy.  I  learned  since  that  the  captain  became  so 
uneasy  that  another  man  piloted  her  over.  About  an  hour  after  my 
arrival  at  Coan  Eiver  Landing  a  body  of  Confederate  soldiers  and 
sailors  came  down  to  assist  me,  the  soldiers  commanded  by  Captain 
Lewis.  I  then  read  the  Baltimore  morning  papers  and  ascertained  that 
Captain  Ward  had  been  killed  while  making  an  attack  on  Mathias 
Point  and  all  the  gunboats  had  left  the  river  and  gone  up  the  river  to 
Washington  to  the  funeral. 

There  were  several  passengers  on  board,  but  I  landed  them  and  gave 
permission  to  all  who  wished  to  return  to  Baltimore  to  do  so.  Few 
returned,  as  nearly  all  were  on  their  way  South,  and  although  it  was 
Sunday  the  ladies  amused  themselves  by  making  Confetlerate  flags  out 
of  the  Yankee  flags  I  had  captured. 

Finding  there  was  no  chanceof  capturing  the  Pawnee,  and  deeming 
it  unsafe  to  remain  where  I  was  in  a  steamer  without  guns,  I  resolved 
to  go  up  to  Fredericksburg,  and  immediately  ran  out  into  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay.  I  saw  a  fine  brig;  ran  alongside  of  her;  she  proved  to  be 
the  brig  Monticcllo,  from  Rio,  loaded  with  coffee  and  bound  for  Balti- 
more. I  merely  captured  her,  taking  the  crew  on  board  the  St.  Nicholas 
and  leaving  the  captain  and  his  wife  on  board,  as  I  did  not  wish  to  ter- 
rify the  hidy  or  render  her  uncomfortable.  I  put  Lieutenant  Eobert 
[IJ.]  Minor  on  board  with  orders  to  take  the  brig  to  Fredericksburg. 
The  coffee,  a  full  cargo,  was  a  great  treat  to  our  "  boys  in  gray,"  who 
were  already  beginning  to  endure  some  of  the  many  privations  that 
made  them  in  later  days  "truly  an  army  of  martyrs."  In  an  hour  or 
less  I  captured  a  schooner  from  Boston  loaded  with  ice  and  bound  for 
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Washington.  I  placed  an  officer  and  prize  crew  on  board  and  dis- 
patched her  to  Fredericksburg.  The  ice  just  got  there  in  time,  for  the 
wounded  and  sick  in  the  hospitals  were  suffering  for  the  want  of  it ;  and 
the  Yankee  captain  of  the  schooner  attended  the  sale,  and  seeing  the 
fine  prices  paid  for  the  ice  he  came  to  me  and  proposed  that  he  should 
go  to  Boston,  get  another  vessel  loaded  with  ice,  bring  her  down  and 
let  me  know  precisely  when  to  meet  him  that  I  might  capture  him,  take 
the  vessel  to  Fredericksburg,  sell  the  ice  and  divide  the  proceeds. 
Would  anyone  but  a  Yankee  have  been  guilty  of  such  rascality?  He 
had  a  splendid  flag  of  a  74,  an  ensign  that  he  had  borrowed  from  the 
navy  yard,  Boston,  to  hoist  on  the  occasion  of  Douglas's  death,  but  of 
that  same  ensign  a  goodly  number  of  secession  flags  were  made.  I 
next  captured  another  vessel  from  Baltimore,  loaded  with  coal,  bound 
to  Boston — a  most  fortunate  prize,  as  I  was  on  my  last  bucket  of  coal 
in  the  St.  Mcholas.  I  filled  up  as  I  went  along,  as  I  began  to  feel  a 
little  fearful  that  some  of  the  gunboats  might  be  after  me,  so  we  went 
up  to  Fredericksburg,  I  towing  my  prize.  We  reached  there  safely. 
The  Government  bought  the  8t.  Micltolas  for  about  $45,000  and  turned 
her  into  a  gunboat.  The  coffee  sold  well,  but  as  she  was  a  Baltimore 
vessel  and  owned  by  gentlemen  of  that  city.  Government  ascertained 
the  price  of  the  coffee  in  Baltimore  and  paid  Messrs.  Spence  and  Eeid 
12  cents  a  pound,  and  sold  it  at  25  or  30  cents  in  Eichmoud.  The  ves- 
sel was  returned  to  the  owners.  I  then  went  to  Eichmoud  and  was 
ordered  to  the  command  of  fortifications  on  the  James  Eiver.  After 
liaving  been  there  for  some  time,  and  knowing  I  was  not  competent  to 
build  longshore  fortifications,  whatever  other  navy  officers  might  have 
been,  1  applied  for  other  duty  more  in  the  line  of  my  profession,  and 
was  ordered  to  take  command  of  the  station  at  New  Orleans,  with  the 
rank  of  commodore.

SiB:  On  my  way  to  St.  Mary's  and  Leonardtown  I  fell  in  with  the 
tng  Reliance  on  her  return  from  Hampton  Eoads  and  the  Rappahan- 
nock. Lieutenant  Mygatt  reported  to  Flag-Ofificer  Stringham  that  the 
steamboat  St.  ^Nicholas  had  been  captured  and  taken  into  the  liappa- 
hannock.  The  Penguin,  Commander  Livingston,  was  ordered  immedi- 
ately to  the  mouth  of  the  river  and  subsequently  relieved  by  thcilfoM»< 
Vernon.  The  tug  Reliance  returned  to  the  Potomac,  touching  at  St. 
Mary's  and  Breton's  Bay. 

It  is  reported  that  the  steamers  Patuxent,  Planter,  and  Mary  Wash- 
ington are  in  the  habit  of  carrying  numbers  of  men  from  Baltimore  and 
landing  them  at  some  point  on  the  Patuxent  from  whence  they  cross  to 
the  Potomac  and  so  into  Virginia. 

I  passed  Mathias  Point  to-day  without  seeing  anyone.  The  point  is 
apparently  deserted.  I  saw  no  signs  of  entrenchments.  The  Poca- 
hontas is  anchored  off  the  point,  keeping  a  close  watch  on  the  rebels' 
movements. 

Lieutenant  Mygatt,  commanding  Reliance,  reports  seriois  defects  in 
the  engine,  which  makes  it  necessary  to  send  him  to  Washington  for 
repairs.    The  engineer's  report  of  defects  is  terewith  enclosed.

Mathias  Point,  July  4, 1861. 
'  Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  yesterday  I  left  here  early  in  the  morning 
for  Aquia  Creek  to  look  after  the  smaller  steamers  and  examine  the 
river,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  also  the  Pawnee  &\xA.  James  Ouy 
there.  After  communicating  with  Captain  Eowan  and  sending  letters 
by  the  Ouy,  I  returned  here  in  the  afternoon. 

The  steamers  Ben  Deford  and  Pembrohe  came  down  past  the  point  in 
company  with  me. 

On  passing  Nanjemoy  Eeach  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  tender  Bana 
reported  that  during  my  absence  a  large  party  of  men  came  down  on 
the  point  and  tore  down  two  fish  sheds  and  carried  off  the  boards  for 
the  purpose,  he  supposed,  of  erecting  batteries. 

The  large  lighter  or  longboat  used  by  Captain  Ward  having  dragged 
her  anchor  from  the  Maryland  to  the  Virginia  shore,  I  towed  her  back 
again.  I  cautioned  the  two  steamers  about  passing  too  near  the  point 
and  to  keep  outside  of  me,  as  the  report  of  batteries  might  be  true, 
the  absence  of  the  fishing  sheds  confirming  it  partly. 
N  w  R— VOL  4 36 
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They  mistook  a  wood  pile  for  one  and  opened  flre  as  they  went  by. 
Their  shells  were  well  thrown,  bnt  it  was  a  useless  expenditure.  I 
anchored  near  the  same  position  I  had  before  and  could  discover  noth- 
ing. One  part  of  the  point  is  a  dense  pine  thicket;  the  other  and  the 
highest,  where  Captain  Ward  attempted  to  make  a  lodgment,  is  partly 
cleared,  but  nothing  is  yet  visible. 

Professor  Lowe  and  his  military  balloon  are  the  only  means  of  ascer- 
taining the  fact  of  erecting  fortifications.  The  commanding  officer  of 
the  Dana  also  reports  that  a  schooner  in  passing  was  tired  at  with  rifles. 

Both  the  Freeborn  and  Reliance  are  in  bad  condition  and  it  is  a  diffi- 
cult matter  to  decide  which  can  be  best  spared.  Captain  Kowan  passed 
by  yesterday,  bound  down,  to  be  absent  two  or  three  days.  He  sent 
me  a  short  note,  leaving  the  matter  to  me,  but  I  can  only  decide  on 
consultation  with  Lieutenants  Lowry  and  Mygatt,  whom  I  will  see  this 
afternoon,  as  I  will  go  up  to  Aquia  for  that  purpose. 

Tou  will  oblige  me  very  much  if  you  will  send  me  down  100  bags  of 
coal.  The  tops  of  the  cylinders  are  quite  exposed  and  a  single  well- 
directed  rifle  cannon  shot  may  disable  the  steamer.  I  wish  the  bags 
for  a  barricade  on  the  spar  deck,  around  them,  and  to  fill  up  the  pas- 
sages. The  sooner  I  receive  these  bags  the  better,  as  there  is  no  telling 
the  emergency  requiring  them. 

I  have  also  to  report  the  erection  of  an  earthwork  on  the  south  side 
of  Potomac  Creek  at  the  entrance.    Three  embrasures  look  toward  the 
river  and  one  to  the  northward  across  Ihe  creek.

On  examining  the  case  I  find  that  her  owner  was  for 
merly  keeper  of  the  Long  Bridge  and  gave  up  that  office  to  join  the 
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Confederates.    The  sloop  has  nominally  been  employed  in  fishing,  but 
there  seems  little  doubt  that  she  has  long  been  made  use  of  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  the  report. 

A  thorough  search  was  made  of  her,  but  nothing  like  letters  or 
papers  could  be  found.  She  has  two  women  as  passengers  and  a  load 
of  crabs  from  St.  Clement's  Bay.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  capture  of  the  sloop  Teaser, 
answering  to  the  following  description,  viz :  Painted  black,  with  a  yellow 
bead  and  white  topmast,  clean  built,  and  a  fast  sailer.  This  sloop  was 
reported  to  me  nearly  three  weeks  ago  by  the  captain  of  a  small  fishing 
vessel  as  being  engaged  in  carrying  letters,  arms,  and  other  contraband 
goods  from  the  Maryland  to  the  Virginia  shore.  My  informant  was 
unwilling  to  give  me  his  name,  fearing  (as  he  said)  that  in  the  event  of 
the  capture  of  the  Teaser  the  owner  of  her  might  by  some  means  find 
out  who  gave  me  the  information  and  do  him  some  personal  injury. 
Since  then  I  have  heard  the  same  reports  concerning  the  Teaser  from 
other  vessels  trading  up  and  down  the  river.  Their  testimony  concern- 
ing her  corresponded  exactly  with  what  I  had  heard  at  first.  I  have 
consequently  been  on  the  alert  for  her  and  this  afternoon  succeeded  in 
capturing  her.

Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  a  report  made  by  Lieutenant  Lowry,  com- 
manding the  Freeborn,  of  the  manner  he  rescued  the  schooner  Mait- 
land, laden  with  Government  property,  from  a  most  perilous  situation, 
and  of  the  conduct  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  steamer  Yankee. 

I  would  call  to  the  recollection  of  the  Department  the  fact  that  a 
schooner  had  been  burned  a  few  days  since  at  this  pofcit,  and  had  it 
not  been  for  the  presence  of  the  Freeborn  and  the  exertion  made  by 
Lieutenant  Lowry  this  schooner  would  have  shared  the  same  fate.  The 
conduct  of  the  Yankee  was  doubly  reprehensible  in  not  offering  assist- 
ance to  the  schooner  and  in  treating  with  contempt  the  order  of  Lieu- 
tenant Lowry.  I  refer  the  matter  for  the  consideration  and  action  of 
the  Department. 

These  men  should  be  taught  common  civility  at  least,  and  if  they 
persist  in  refusing  to  answer  hails,  as  some  of  them  do,  they  may  get 
shot.  In  these  times  we  can't  tell  at  night  who  are  friends  unless  we 
get  prompt  evidence. 

Lieutenant  Lowry  would  have  been  justified  in  seeding  a  shot  after 
the  Yankee  and  compelling  him  at  all  hazards  to  answer  him  and 
explain  the  reason  for  his  hurry.

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee,  July  6, 1861. 
Sir  :  While  proceeding  down  the  Potomac  last  night,  about  11 :  30 
p.  m.,  I  observed  several  suspicious  lights  on  board  of  some  vessels. 
On  giving  chase  I  found  that  the  Government  steamer  Mount  Vernon 
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had  been  on  shore  off  Tates  Shoal,  and  that  she  had  left  the  Govern- 
ment steamer  Yankee  hard  aground  on  the  same  shoal.  I  steamed  to 
within  hailing  distance  and  anchored.  I  then  found  the  schooner  J.  W. 
Maitland,  from  Philadelphia  (with  280  tons  of  Government  coal  on 
board),  hard  aground  on  Lower  Cedar  Point  shoals,  and  within  three 
cables'  length  of  the  Yanlcee.  As  this  was  the  place,  the  most  danger- 
ous on  the  river,  where  the  Virginia  rebels  had  burned  a  vessel  under 
the  same  circumstances,  I  decided  to  remain  by  them  till  daylight.  At 
about  3 :  30  a.  m.  the  Yankee  floated  and  steamed  within  20  yards  of  me. 
1  hailed  him  and  received  for  a  reply,  "  Halloo."  I  said,  "This  is  the 
Freeborn;  that  schooner  is  loaded  with  Government  property.  I  want 
you  to  lie  by  me  till  I  get  her  off,  when  1  want  you  to  convoy  her  to 
Mathias  Point."  To  my  utter  surprise,  the  Yankee  took  no  further 
notice,  but  steamed  directly  up  the  river  without  taking  the  slightest 
notice. 

I  have  no  knowledge  who  the  commander  of  the  Yankee  is,  but  as  she 
is  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States,  I  suppose  he  is  subject  to  some 
of  the  rules  of  the  naval  service.  If  he  is  my  senior  in  the  service  he 
exhibited  an  amount  of  discourtesy  and  indifference  to  the  public 
service  not  usual;  if  my  junior,  a  positive  disrespect  to  me,  which 
sanctions  me  in  asking  for  the  action  of  the  Department.  My  con- 
sideration for  him  and  the  public  service  prompted  me  to  stay  by  him 
all  night  when  I  had  other  important  duty  to  perform. 

Finding  the  schooner  J.  W.  Maitland  in  a  precarious  situation,  I 
remained  by  her,  using  every  exertion  to  get  her  afloat.  To  that  end 
I  transferred  from  her  to  this  ship  about  25  tons  of  coal  for  the  use  of 
the  Freeborn.  Having  parted  all  the  hawsers  and  lines  belonging  to 
this  vessel  and  the  schooner,  1  proceeded  to  Nanjemoy  and  obtained  a 
new  4 J- inch  manila  hawser;  with  this  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  get 
the  Maitland  afloat  at  3  p.  m.,  having  worked  at  her  incessantly  for 
nearly  twelve  hours.  The  crew  and  engineer  department  are  very 
much  exhausted,  while  the  engineer  reports  his  engine  needing  repairs 
very  badly. 

1  have  towed  the  Maitland  to  this  anchorage.

I  got  underway  and  steamed  up  the  river  a  short  distance  to  enable 
me  to  get  ready  for  action,  lowered  down  the  launch  and  starboard 
quarter  boat  and  towed  them  astern ;  shifted  the  port  quarter-deck  gun 
to  the  starboard  gangway,  making  four  in  battery.     When  all  ready  I 
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ran  Aovm  the  Virginia  shore  to  abont  500  yards  of  Brent's  Point.  The 
Page's  smoke  pipe  was  the  target  and  I  estimated  the  distance  to  her 
a<;ross  the  point  abont  500  more.  Heel  of  the  steamer  by  the  spirit 
level  of  the  pivot  gun  was  1  degree.  A  quartermaster  was  stationed 
ill  the  fore- topmast  crosstrees  with  a  spyglass  to  observe  the  effect. 

The  first  shell  from  the  10-inch  was  directed  admirably  by  Lieutenant 
Semmes,  and  broke,  after  grazing  the  top  of  the  hill  on  or  immediately 
over  her.  Four  shots  were  then  fired  from  the  batteries  on  the  hills 
south  of  the  creek,  but  we  were  not  within  their  range  and  they  discon- 
tinued. After  our  first  shot  a  large  gang  of  men  was  immediately  set 
to  work  on  the  Page,  but  for  what  purpose  the  lookout  could  not  deter- 
mine. Some  of  the  32-pounder  shells  broke  well,  but  the  most  of  them 
were  too  high.  Three  round  shot  from  them  ricoclietted  in  the  creek 
and  went  into  the  cornfield  on  the  other  side.  The  third  and  last  sheU 
from  the  10-inch  I  think  set  the  Page  on  fire.  There  was  smoke  of  a 
different  color  from  that  of  the  charge,  which  lasted  about  ten  minutes, 
the  men  at  work  on  her  all  the  time. 

We  laid  off  about  an  hour,  during  which  we  were  able  to  throw  about 
fourteen  shells.  The  steamer  grounded  in  backing  up  nearer  the  shore, 
but  she  did  not  stick  long. 

The  Page  was  moved  higher  up  the  creek,  out  of  range,  and  I  returned 
to  the  anchorage  at  7  a.  m.  on  the  Maryland  side.  She  was  afterwards 
again  moved  down  to  a  place  from  which  her  smoke  pipe  could  not  be 
seen. 

I  ought  to  add  that  the  gangway  gun  was  manned  by  our  marine 
guard,  and  they  made  the  second  best  shot  of  the  32-pounders.

Report  of  Commander  Rowan,  XJ.  8.  I^avy,  commanding  TJ.  8.  8.  Pawnee, 
transmitting  report  of  Acting  Master  Budd,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding 
TJ.  8.  8.  Resolute,  of  the  discovery  of  a  torpedo  in  the  Potomac  River, 
July  7, 1861. 

U.  S.  S.  Pawnee, 
Off  Aquia  Creek,  Va.,  July  9  [7\,  1861. 

SiB:  This  afternoon  two  large  casks  were  seen  floating  down  the 
river,  passing  within  some  200  yards  of  this  ship.  The  Resolute  being 
in  the  act  of  getting  underway  to  proceed  down  the  river  on  special 
service,  went  to  the  casks  and  brought  them  alongside  of  her  with  one 
of  her  boats.  Mr.  Budd  towed  them  under  the  stern  of  this  ship,  when 
I  directed  him  to  be  careful,  that  they  might  be  explosive  machines  act- 
ing upon  concussion  or  friction,  and  to  tow  them  to  Nanjemoy  to  the 
schooner,  and  there  land  them  on  shore  and  examine  them  and  report 
to  me  the  result.  In  doing  so  one  of  the  casks  sprung  a  leak  and  sunk. 
I  enclose  a  diagram  of  the  machine,  drawn  by  Mr.  Budd,  which  I  find 
upon  personal  examination  to  be  correct  of  the  one  saved,  and  the  other 
was  of  course  of  the  same  character.  The  evident  intention  of  the 
design  of  the  machine  was  to  drop  it  down  with  the  tide,  and  at  a  suit- 
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able  distance  to  set  flie  to  matches,  and  when  it  had  swung  across  the 
cable  with  one  of  the  machines  close  under  each  bow,  to  explode  in  due 
time  and  so  destroy  the  ship. 

The  idea  was  a  wicked  one,  but  the  execution  clumsy.    I  send  the 
machine  by  the  Freeborn  to  Captain  Dahlgren  to  receive  that  close  and 
thorough  examination  on  shore  which  would  not  be  safe  to  make  on 
board  ship.

U.  S.  S.  Resolute,  July  8, 1861. 

Sir  :  On  proceeding  down  the  river  to  destroy  the  infernal  machine 
I  picked  up  yesterday  morning  I  discovered  that  there  was  some  heavy 
substance  attached  to  the  casks  underneath  the  surface  of  the  water. 
On  attempting  to  raise  one  of  the  casks,  which  had  partially  filled,  the 
iron  straps  parted  and  it  immediately  sank.  I  secured  the  other,  with 
its  attendant  torpedo,  and  hoisted  the  whole  affair  on  board  this  vessel 
complete. 

The  apparatus  in  its  perfect  state  consisted  of  two  large  oil  casks 
connected  by  25  fathoms  of  3J-inch  manila  line,  the  line  being  kept  on 
top  of  the  water  by  corks  secured  to  it  at  intervals  of  2  feet.  Under- 
neath each  cask,  at  a  distance  of  6  feet,  was  slung  an  iron  cylinder, 
4  feet  6  inches  in  length  and  18  inches  in  diameter  at  one  end  and  17 
inches  at  the  other.  The  fuze  for  igniting  the  combustible  material 
contained  in  the  cylinder  was  placed  in  the  cask  in  the  following  man- 
ner: The  upper  end  of  the  fuze  was  secured  on  the  top  and  near  the 
outer  end  of  the  cask,  being  protected  from  moisture  by  a  square  box 
and  gutta-percha  pipe  following  it  through  the  aperture  it  was  placed 
in.  It  was  carefully  coiled  on  a  platform  secured  on  the  inside  of  the 
cask  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  it  from  any  water  that  might  lodge 
in  the  bottom.  From  the  platform  it  entered  a  copper  pipe  that  con- 
nected with  a  gutta  percha  hose,  the  lower  end  of  which  was  secured 
to  the  iron  cylinder  below.  In  each  cask  were  two  fuzes,  each  about 
40  feet  in  length.  AH  four  had  been  on  fire.  Whether  they  were  on 
fire  or  not  when  I  first  reached  them  I  can  not  say,  as  my  first  act  was 
to  throw  water  down  the  air  holes  that  were  bored  in  the  upper  stave 
of  each  cask.  I  enclose  a  rough  sketch  with  the  distances  marked 
according  to  measurements  made  by  me  at  the  time  I  secured  the 
apparatus. 

The  sunken  torpedo  I  think  I  can  obtain,  as  I  took  ranges  to  deter- 
mine its  position  before  leaving  the  locality  it  went  down  in.

Patuxent  River.  The  memorandam  is  from  a  responsible  source.

Memorandum. — A  man  of  notoriously  bad  character  named  James  0. 
Hurry,  a  resident  of  Baltimore,  has  formed  a  plan  for  the  capture, 
during  the  present  week,  of  one  of  the  steamboats  plying  between 
Baltimore  and  the  Patuxent  River,  either  by  putting  his  men  on  board 
the  boat  at  Baltimore,  or  at  Millstone  Landing,  on  that  river. 

This  Millstone  Landing,  or  Point,  is  a  position  whence  more  smug- 
gling of  men  and  provisions  is  carried  on  than  any  other  place  in  the 
Chesapeake  waters.  Small  vessels  are  constantly  plying  between  that 
position  and  the  Rappahannock  and  Coan  rivers,  chieliy  to  the  latter, 
where  a  Tennessee  regiment  is  posted. 

These  vessels  are  run  outside  of  Captain  Budd's  lines.

Sir:  The  Pocahontas  has  just  arrived  from  a  cruise  down  the  bay. 
Commander  Dove's  report  is  important.  I  enclose  it  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Department.  I  intended  to  have  sent  the  Freeborn  to  the 
navy  yard  for  repairs,  but  Lieutenant  Lowry  thinks  under  the  circum- 
stances and  the  necessity  of  having  a  force  immediately  in  the  bay 
that  he  can  make  her  work  a  day  or  two  longer. 

I  have  dispatched  her  to  Cape  Lookout  and  the  mouth  of  the  Patuxent; 
the  Resolute  is  ashore  on  the  Kettle  Bottom.  I  directed  Lieutenant 
Lowry  to  get  her  off  and  take  her  with  him,  and  be  in  position  to-night 
to  cut  off'  communication  to  Coan  River.  I  shall  follow  immediately  in 
this  ship,  leaving  the  Pocahontas  here.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  proceeded  down  the  river  and  car- 
ried out  the  programme  except  as  to  communicating  with  the  tender  at 
Breton's  Bay,  which  I  did  not  find. 
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Nothing  required  my  particular  attention  until  I  reached  Point  Look- 
out, when  I  learned  that  a  pungy  had  come  over  from  Coan  Eiver  and 
landed  the  crews  of  the  three  vessels  captured  by  the  St.  Nicholas. 
The  crews  proceeded  by  land  to  Millstone  Landing,  on  the  Patuxent, 
and  the  pangy  went  on  a  cruise  up  the  Chesapeake  Bay.  She  was 
manned  by  well-armed  men,  variously  estimated  from  eighteen  to  thirty. 
I  then  debated  whether  I  should  send  a  force  on  board  the  tender  sta- 
tioned in  the  neighborhood  with  the  howitzer,  or  whether  I  would  go 
up  to  the  month  of  the  Patuxent  myself  in  the  steamer,  and  decided 
upon  the  latter  cruise. 

Upon  arriving  there  yesterday  afternoon  about  7,  I  communicated 
with  a  Bremen  bark,  at  anchor,  and  learned  that  the  men  overland 
arrived  safely  and  had  taken  passage  in  the  steamer  Mary  Washington 
for  Baltimore,  but  that  the  piratical  pungy  had  not  been  seen. 

The  notorious  Thomas  went  up  in  disguise,  and  the  idea  of  him  and 
the  armed  party  in  the  pungy  is  to  capture  the  next  steamer  from  Bal- 
timore, which  will  be  the  George  Weems.  I  have  therefore  to  request 
that  I  may  be  allowed  to  return  immediately  and  try  to  prevent  it.  The 
pungy  is  too  powerful  for  any  of  the  tenders  and  the  presence  of  one 
of  the  larger  steamers  is  very  necessary  between  Point  Lookout  and 
the  Patuxent. 

All  the  inhabitants  on  the  Maryland  shore  are  put  to  great  inconven- 
ience from  not  having  a  regular  steam  communication  as  formerly  by  the 
line  from  Baltimore  to  Washington.    It  is  of  such  importance  to  them 
as  to  require  notice  given  to  the  Department  to  which  it  belongs.

The  Pocahontas,  Paicnee,  Yankee,  Freeborn,  Release,*  Reliance,  schooners 
Chaplin,  Dana,  and  two  others  t  whose  names  have  not  been  furnished 
the  Department,  composing  part  of  the  flotilla  under  command  of  the 
late  Captain  J.  H.  Ward. 

Your  principal  duty  will  be  to  blockade  the  coast  of  Virginia,  agree- 
ably to  the  proclamation  of  the  President,  excepting  only  the  port  of 
Alexandria. 

A  great  deal  is  left  to  your  discretion  in  the  delicate  duty  of  dis- 
criminating between  loyal  citizens  and  those  who  are  in  insurrection 
against  the  Government;  but  it  is  very  important  that  a  full  and  final 
end  should  be  put  to  the  intercourse  between  the  two  shores,  and  the 
capture  or  destruction  of  all  vessels  engaged  in  this  crime  is  fully

Sir  :  I  informed  the  Department  under  date  of  the  7th  [9th]  instant 
that  I  should  move  down  the  river  with  this  ship,  Freeborn,  and  tug 
Resolute  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  the  steamer  Weems  and  frus- 
trating the  designs  of  the  party  that  crossed  to  seize  her.  The  Free- 
born and  tug  were  sent  in  advance  to  the  Patuxent,  while  this  ship 
followed  shortly  after  and  took  a  position  for  the  night  to  cut  the 
rebels  off  from  Coan  Eiver. 

Not  being  certain  that  the  blockade  of  the  Eappahannock  was  kept 
up,  I  left  the  Potomac  as  soon  as  the  weather  was  clear  enough  to  run 
and  shaped  a  course  for  the  Eappahannock.    Arriving  within  10  or  12 
miles  of  that  river,  I  saw  a  Government  steamer  at  anchor,  and  being 
satisfied  that  all  was  safe,  hauled  toward  the  Virginia  shore  to  examine 
a  wreck,  which  I  found  to  be  a  ship  or  bark  that  had  been  grounded 
'.  on  the  flats,  laden  with  corn.    While  making  this  examination  the 
Mount  Vernon,  Commander  Glisson,  came  up  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Eappahannock  and  informed  me  that  he  held  the  mouth  of  that  river. 
I  returned  to  the  mouth  of  the  Potomac,  where  I  found  the  Freeborn 
and  Yankee. 
Lieutenant  Lowry's  report  of  his  visit  to  the  Patuxent  is  enclosed.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  proceeded  down  the  river  last 
night  as  far  as  St.  Mary's,  for  the  double  purpose  of  securing  an 
anchorage  for  the  night— the  night  being  dark  and  squally— and  for 
supplying  provisions  to  the  schooner  Bailey,  which  vessel  I  did  not  find 
at  her  anchorage.  At  3: 30  I  got  underway  and  stood  by  Point  Look- 
out and  thence  to  the  Patuxent  Eiver.  There  I  found  at  anchor  the 
U.  S.  steam  gunboat  Penguin.  Communicated  with  Commander  Liv- 
ingston, who  informed  me  that  he  had  been  in  search  of  a  schooner 
named  the  Georgiana,  said  to  be  armed  and  full  of  men. 

A  plan  was  supposed  to  be  laid  to  seize  any  steamer  which  might  run 
to  the  Patuxent.  At  8  a.  m.  the  Penguin  left.  I  remained  till  the 
George  Weems  came  down  the  river:  boarded  her;  found  a  large  num- 
ber of  passengers,  twenty-five  men  and  about  twelve  women.  Warned 
the  captain  about  the  attempt  to  take  him.  He  vouched  for  all  his  pas- 
sengers, that  they  were  planters  and  farmers  and  that  he  knew  every 
one  of  them.  I  beg  leave  here  to  suggest  that  all  steamers  running 
from  Baltimore  should  have  a  guard  of  United  States  soldiers  on  board. 
I  observed  sufficient  from  the  manner  and  bearing  of  the  passengers  to 
satisfy  me  that  all  were  enemies  of  our  flag  and  the  Union. 

The  women  did  not  hesitate  to  insult  us  by  sneering  remarks  and 
cries  of  three  cheers  for  Jeff.  Davis.  The  object  of  [my]  visit  to  the 
Patuxent  being  accomplished,  viz,  to  look  after  the  safety  of  the  Weems, 
1  have  returned  to  await  further  orders.

Freeborn,  of  the  impaired  condition  of  that  vessel. 

U.  S.  S.  Preeborn, 
.  Potomac  River,  Va.,  July  10,  1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  the  condition  of  the  Freeborn  is  such  that 
repairs  are  positively  needed  to  make  her  efficient.  The  battery  requires 
changing,  as  the  bow  gun,  a  32-pounder  of  1819,  is  vent- worn,  cracked, 
and  unsafe.  The  gun  carriages  are  very  much  broken  by  incessant  use. 
The  engines  are  very  much  out  of  line  and  various  parts  require  repair- 
ing, an  engineer's  report  of  which  I  forwarded  through  Commander 
Eowan  some  weeks  since.  The  crew  is  much  reduced  by  detailing  men 
for  the  schooners  and  by  men  going  to  New  York  with  the  body  of  Com- 
mander Ward  who  have  not  and  who  may  not  return.  The  arms  and 
stores  of  the  vessel  are  very  much  reduced  in  consequence  of  the  affair 
at  Mathias  Point,  Avhen  at  least  eleven  Sharps  rifles  were  lost.  The 
efi'ectiveness  of  the  vessel  has  been  kept  up  by  a  detachment  of  men 
from  the  Pawnee  who  must  be  returned  to-night.  The  ammunition 
has  been  reduced  to  about  70  charges  of  all  calibers,  26  shell,  70  round 
shot,  20  canister.      The  ship  leaks  badly,  but  that  can  be  remedied 
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only  by  docking,  which  I  do  not  propose.    The  engine  pumps  can  keep 
her  free.

Report  of  Commander  Dove,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 
regarding  the  pursuit  and  capture  of  one  Taliaferro. 

U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 

Aquia  Creek,  July  12,  1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  yesterday  at  8 :  30  p.  m.  the  steamer  James 
Ouy  came  down  from  the  navy  yard,  having  on  board  the  U.  S.  mar- 
shal, in  pursuit  of  one  Taliaferro,  who  left  Washington  in  the  morning 
by  stage  for  Port  Tobacco,  in  whose  trunk  was  correspondence  for  vari- 
ous parties  in  Virginia,  which  he  intended  to  carry  over  and  deliver. 

The  steamer  having  left  the  navy  yard  in  great  haste,  and  the  mar- 
shal being  of  opinion  that  she  had  not  sufftcient  force  on  board  in  case 
of  resistance,  her  commanding  officer  applied  to  me;  whereupon  I  sent 
the  launch  with  her  howitzer  and  crew  armed  with  Sharps  rifles  and 
our  marine  guard,  sergeant,  and  eleven  men. 

She  was  taken  in  tow  by  the  steamer  to  Port  Tobacco  Creek  [Eiver] 
and  this  morning  at  8  returned,  having  been  entirely  successful  in  the 
object  of  the  expedition. 

The  marshal  expressed  himself  much  pleased  with  the  assistance  ren- 
dered and  with  the  activity  and  zeal  with  which  his  orders  were  carried 
out  by  the  party  furnished  to  him. 

The  Guy,  after  returning  the  launch  and  men,  proceeded  up  to  Wash- 
ington in  all  haste  with  the  prisoner  and  his  correspondence.

Sir  :  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  report  from  Commander 
S.  0.  Eowan.  Upon  questioning  Mr.  Travers  and  his  wife  as  to  their 
motives  in  crossing  the  Potomac  Eiver  they  informed  me  that  they  had 
left  their  residence  in  Washington  on  Monday  last  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  receiving  some  valuable  property  which  they  had  near  the  mouth  of 
Coan  Eiver. 

Mr.  Travers  was  by  my  order  thoroughly  searched  for  papers,  etc., 
and  there  being  nothing  found  upon  his  person  I  ordered  Acting  Mas- 
ter Budd,  in  command  of  the  Resolute,  to  take  him  to  his  place  of  des- 
tination and  aid  him  in  saving  his  property  and  while  doing  so  not  to 
allow  him  to  communicate  with  any  person  on  shore.  Mr.  Budd  per- 
formed the  duty  assigned  him,  removing  to  the  Resolute  a  quantity  of 
household  furniture  from  the  shore,  and  returned  to  this  anchorage  at 
about  10 :  30  p.  m.  of  yesterday. 

The  fact  of  Mr.  Travers  having  so  much  luggage  with  him  when  cap- 
tured excites  in  my  mind  the  suspicion  that  he  must  have  had  some 
farther  object  in  view  than  that  of  landing  for  the  purposes  assigned, 
and  I  have  thought  proper  to  order  Commander  Eowan,  who  necessa- 
rily goes  up  the  river  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up  his  water,  to  take 
them  in  charge  and  send  them,  under  a  proper  officer,  to  Washington 
Davy  yard,  there  to  await  your  further  orders.. 

Since  joining  this  flotilla  the  vessels  composing  it  have  been  con- 
stantly and  actively  employed  in  cruising. 

On  my  visit  to  the  mouth  of  the  Patuxent  Eiver  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  11th  instant  I  learned  that  since  the  capture  of  thfe  8t.  Nicholas 
there  had  been  no  communication  by  the  usual  steamers  between  that 
place  and  Baltimore  and  I  have  since  heard  it  reported  that  the  owners 
had  withdrawn  their  steamers  from  that  line. 

On  my  way  down  the  Potomac  on  the  10th  instant  I  steamed  suffi- 
ciently close  in  toward  Aquia  Creek  to  satisfy  myself  that  there  were 
one  or  two  small  batteries  there,  but  not  so  well  manned  [or]  armed  as 
I  had  been  ijreviously  led  to  believe;  and  passing  within  600  yards  of 
Mathias  Point  I  could  discover  no  indications  of  the  rebels  or  of  their 
having  made  attemyits  to  fortify  it.

SiE:  In  oT)edience  to  your  order  1  got  underway  on  the  morning  of 
the  11th  instant  and  proceeded  to  the  mouth  of  the  Patuxent  to  look 
out  for  the  schooner  Georgiana  and  the  steamer  due  from  Baltimore. 
The  Baltimore  steamer  had  not  made  her  appearance  at  sundown,  whon 
I  left,  although  due  at  12  o'clock  m.  I  then  proceeded  to  Cape  [PointJ 
Lookout,  where  I  anchored  at  10  o'clock  p.  m. 

Next  morning  got  underway  and  stood  up  toward  Piney  Point. 
About  11  a.  m.  saw  a  small  boat  under  sail  on  the  Virginia  side  stand- 
ing toward  the  shore;  stood  for  her  and  found  it  to  contain  two  persons, 
a  lady  and  gentleman  named  Travers,  man  and  wife.  I  took  them  on 
board  this  ship  with  some  baggage — a  trunk,  carpetbag,  and  bonnet 
box — and  brought  them  to  Piney  Point,  when  I  reported  the  circum- 
stance to  you.  I  shall  put  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Travers  on  board  the  Mount 
Vernon,  as  you  directed,  to  be  landed  at  the  navy  yard,  Washington.

U.  S.  Schooner  Bailey, 

Potomac  River,  July  18,  1861. 
Sir  :  According  to  your  orders  of  the  12th  instant  I  delivered  all  the 
coal,  175  bags,  to  the  Ice  Boat,  Lieutenant  Commanding  [W.  N.l  Allen 
retaining  the  empty  bags  on  board.  On  Sunday,  the  14th,  while  cruis- 
ing in  the  river,  spoke  the  propeller  Sophia,  bound  to  Washington,  and 
received  information  from  an  ofiQcer  on  board  of  her  that  he  saw  a 
schooner  close  inshore  near  Coan  River.    Immediately  made  sail  and 
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ran  over  to  Virginia  and  examined  it  from  Jackson's  Creek  to  Coan 
River,  but  could  not  discover  anything.  At  4: 30  p.  m.  came  to  auclior 
off"  Point  Lookout.  On  Tuesday,  16th,  went  up  the  St.  Mary's  Eiver 
for  water,  and  while  on  shore  had  conversation  with  several  of  the 
planters  in  that  vicinity;  they  all  wished  me  to  request  of  you  to  allow 
a  steamer  to  run  between  Baltimore  and  Washington,  allowing  her  to 
stop  only  at  such  points  as  you  should  see  fit  and  by  daylight.  I  have 
still  on  board  the  two  negroes  which  I  picked  up  off"  Lynch's  Point  on 
tlie  evening  of  July  10.  One,  William  Jenkins,  says  he  is  free;  the 
other,  Sam,  says  he  is  a  slave,  belonging  to  Colonel  T.  R.  Shackelford, 
of  Warsaw,  Va.,  who  is  now  at  Mathias  Point  with  the  rebel  troops.

Report  of  Commander  Craven,  U.  S.  N'avy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
of  the  seizure  of  the  schooners  Brunette  and  Ring  Dove  and  other  serv- 
ices performed  by  the  vessels  under  his  command. 

U.  8.  S.  Yankee, 
Off  Aquia  Greek,  July  19,  1861, 

Sir  :  On  the  morning  of  the  16th  instant,  while  off  the  mouth  of  the 
Patuxent  Eiver,  I  was  informed  by  an  oysterman  that  there  were  two 
suspicious  schooners  anchored  in  the  Nanticoke,  on  the  eastern  shore 
of  Maryland.  I  immediately  stood  across  the  bay,  and  on  our  arrival 
at  a  point  about  5  miles  above  Vienna,  discovered  the  schooners  Bru- 
nette, of  Vienna,  and  Ring  Dove,  of  Georgetown,  D.  C.  The  Brunette 
was  found  to  be  partially  laden  with  about  10  tons  of  pig  iron,  500  kegs 
of  nails,  and  a  quantity  of  camp  kettles;  the  Ring  Dove  with  about  80 
tons  of  pig  iron  and  two  carboys  of  vitriol.  Upon  examining  one 
George  H.  Stewart,  who  was  on  board  the  Brunette,  he  said  the  Ring 
Dove  was  loaded  at  Philadelphia  and  her  cargo  was  consigned  to  some 
one  in  Richmond.  The  Brunette  was  loaded  at  Baltimore  and  was 
destined  to  Norfolk  and  Petersburg. 

As  there  was  no  doubt  that  these  two  vessels  were  in  the  employment 
of  the  rebels,  I  have  seized  them  and  placed  them  in  charge  of  Lieuten- 
ant Commanding  R.  H.  Wyman,  who  is  directed  to  take  them  to  the 
navy  yard  at  Washington  and  to  await  your  further  orders. 

On  Sunday  last,  as  I  was  proceeding  down  the  Potomac,  off  Mathias 
Point,  spoke  the  steamer  Sophia,  bound  to  Washington.  The  officer  in 
charge  of  her  informed  me  that  he  [had]  just  been  fired  into  from  the 
point.  The  Yankee  was  then  steamed  in  close  under  the  land,  and 
throwing  three  shells  in  among  the  trees  I  was  unable  to  discover  any 
signs  of  an  enemy. 

On  Monday,  with  the  Resolute  and  three  boats  from  the  Pawnee  in 
company,  I  made  a  thorough  reconnoissance  of  the  Yeocomico  and  its 
branches.  We  found  several  small  schooners  there,  but  all  except  one 
had  their  sails  unbent  and  had  apparently  been  laid  up  for  some  time. 
The  one  with  her  sails  bent,  the  Favorite,  was  evidently  preparing  for 
a  trip  outside.  We  took  her  in  tow  and  anchored  her  off  Piney  Point, 
when,  on  my  return  yesterday,  I  found  she  had  been  sunk,  either  by 
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being  carelessly  run  into  by  another  vessel  or  from  the  neglect  on  my 
part  to  leave  men  on  board  to  watch  and  keep  her  pumped  out. 

Yesterday  morning  Master  Budd,  commanding  the  Resolute,  towed 
into  Piney  Point  a  fine  little  pungy,  the  Ocean  Wave,  of  Great  Wicomico, 
which  he  had  captured  after  a  long  chase  off  the  mouth  of  the  Great 
Wicomico.  Her  officers  and  crew  made  their  escape  by  taking  to  their 
boat,  taking  with  them  everything  from  the  vessel.  She  is  now  being 
employed  under  the  direction  of  Commander  Rowan,  whom  I  have 
detailed  to  watch  by  night  the  coast  from  Smith's  Point  down  toward 
the  Rappahannock  River,  where  I  am  satisfied  from  information  obtained 
while  in  the  Fanticoke,  the  greater  part  of  the  supplies  furnished  the 
rebels  is  conveyed  from  the  eastern  shore  or  Tangier  Sound. 

Those  points — Tangier  and  Pocomoke  sounds — require  a  thorough 
examination,  and  as  I  can  spare  the  vessels,  a  search  will  be  made. 
The  Resolute  left  yesterday  for  Wicomico  River,  where  I  am  informed 
is  a  schooner  laden  with  supplies  of  ammunition  for  the  rebels. 

Commander  Dove,  with  the  Pocahontas,  Release,  and  Reliance,  is 
stationed  off  Aquia,  where  he  is  directed  to  watch  the  movements  of 
the  rebel  steamer  Page,  and  to  offer  protection  to  vessels  passing  up 
and  down  the  river.  The  tenders  Bailey,  Dana,  and  Gohh  are  eingaged 
constantly  in  affording  convoy  by  day  and  in  watching  the  movements 
of  all  boats  by  night.  They  are  so  stationed  as  to  be  within  easy  access 
of  some  one  of  the  steamers  of  the  flotilla. 

Judging  from  appearances  and  from  what  Commander  Dove  has 
mentioned  to  me,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  rebels  have  been  moving  the 
greater  part  of  their  forces  from  the  heights  back  of  Aquia  Creek. 
Their  camp,  which  was  quite  conspicuous  a  few  days  ago,  is  now 
broken  up.

Marine  Babkacks,  Headquarters, 

Washington,  July  2i,  1861. 

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  movements  and  operations 
of  the  battalion  of  marines  under  my  command,  detailed  to  cooperate 
with  the  Army. 

The  battalion  left  the  barracks  at  headquarters  in  time  to  reach  the 
Yirginia  end  of  the  Potomac  Long  Bridge  at  3  p.  m.  July  16,  and 
proceeded  up  the  Columbia  turnpike  until  an  officer  purporting  to  be 
the  assistant  adjutant-general  of  Colonel  [Andrew]  Porter's  brigade 
came  up  and  assigned  us  position  in  the  line  of  march,  which  placed  us 
immediately  in  the  rear  of  Captain  [Charles]  Griffin's  battery  of  flying 
artillery.  This  assignment  was  continued  up  to  the  period  of  the  bat- 
tle of  Bull  Run.  On  reaching  the  field,  and  for  some  hours  previously, 
the  battery's  accelerated  march  was  such  as  to  keep  my  command  more 
or  less  in  double-quick  time;  consequently  the  men  became  fatigued  or 
exhausted  in  strength.  Being  obliged  at  this  period  to  halt,  in  order 
to  afford  those  in  the  rear  an  opportunity  of  closing  up  and  taking 
their  proper  place  in  line,  the  battery  was  lost  to  protection  from  the 
force  under  my  command. 

This  I  stated  to  Colonel  Porter,  who  was  ever  present  watching  the 
events  of  the  day.  The  position  of  the  battery  was  pointed  out  and  I 
was  directed  to  afford  the  necessary  support,  lu  taking  this  position 
the  battalion  was  exposed  to  a  galling  fire.  While  holding  it.  General 
McDowell  ordered  the  battalion  to  cover  or  support  the  Fourteenth 
New  York  Regiment,  which  was  about  to  be  engaged.  The  battalion 
in  consequence  took  the  position  indicated  by  the  general,  but  was 
unable  to  hold  it,  owing  to  the  heavy  fire  which  was  opened  upon  them. 
They  broke  three  several  times,  but  as  frequently  formed,  and  urged 
back  to  their  position,  when  finally  a  general  rout  took  place  in  which 
the  marines  participated.  No  effort  on  the  part  of  their  officers  could 
induce  them  to  rally.  I  am  constrained  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that,  when  taking  into  consideration  the  command  was  composed 
entirely  of  recruits,  not  one  being  in  service  over  three  weeks,  and  many 
had  hardly  learned  their  facings,  the  officers  likewise  being  but  a  short 
time  in  the  service,  their  conduct  was  such  as  to  elicit  the  highest  com- 
mendation. Of  the  350  officers  and  enlisted  men  undir  my  command, 
there  were  but  2  staff  officers,  2  captains,  1  first  lieutenant,  and  9 
noncommissioned  officers,  and  2  musicians  who  were  experienced  from 
length  of  service.  The  remainder  were  of  course  raw  recruits,  which 
being  considered,  I  am  happy  to  report  the  good  conduct  of  officers  and 
men.  The  officers,  although  but  little  experienced,  were  zealous  in  their 
efforts  to  carry  out  my  orders.  In  the  death  of  Lieutenant  Hitchcock 
the  corps  has  been  deprived  of  a  valuable  acquisition.  On  the  field  he 
was  ever  present  and  zealous.  He  sought  and  won  the  approbation  of 
his  commanding  and  brother  officers.  Enclosed  please  find  a  return  of 
the  battalion,  showing  its  present  strength  with  casualties,  etc.  The 
abrupt  and  hasty  retreat  from  the  field  of  battle  presents  a  deplorable 
deficiency  in  both  arms  and  equipments.  The  rout  being  of  such  a 
general  character  the  men  of  all  arms  commingled,  the  only  alternative 
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left  was  to  hasten  to  the  ground  occupied  by  the  brigade  to  which  we 
were  attached  on  the  morning  of  the  day  of  the  battle.  On  my  way 
thither  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  fall  in  with  General  Meigs,  whose 
consternation  at  the  disastrous  retreat  was  pictured  upon  his  counte- 
nance. He  was  of  the  opinion  the  army  should  hasten  to  Arlington, 
fearing  otherwise  the  enemy  would  follow  up  their  successes  and  cut 
us  off  on  the  road.  My  men  being  weary  and  much  exhausted,  without 
blankets  and  other  necessaries,  1  determined  to  strengthen  such  as 
sliould  pass  the  wagons  by  hot  coffee,  and  move  on  to  headquarters  at 
Washinton  City,  where  their  wanls  could  be  supplied.  But  few  came 
uj),  others  continued  on  to  the  Long  Bridge,  where,  on  my  arrival,  I 
found  some  seventy  or  more,  who,  at  my  urgent  solicitation  were  per- 
mitted to  accompany  me  to  the  barracks.  In  assuming  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  return  to  headquarters,  I  trust  my  course  will  meet  the 
approbation  of  authority. 

Blankets  were  thrown  aside  by  my  order  on  entering  the  field,  which, 
from  force  of  circumstances,  we  were  afterwards  unable  to  recover.

Sir:  On  the  22d  instant  I  received  a  request  from  Major  [G.  D.] 
Ramsay  to  furnish  some  seacoast  howitzers  or  ammunition  to  assist  the 
forts  on  the  south  side  of  the  Potomac. 

Last  night  I  also  received  your  order  to  send  some  offtcers  and  men 
to  assist  in  working  the  guns  of  Fort  Ellsworth;  also  to  have  landed 
from  the  Pawnee  and  Perry  some  ofQcers  and  men  for  the  same  purpose. 
With  a  view  to  meet  both  of  these  contingencies  contemplated  by 
your  order  and  the  request  of  Major  Ramsay,  I  have  forwarded  some 
IX-iuch  cannon  and  eight  howitzers  with  70  seamen  from  the  yard,  20 
from  the  Pawnee,  and  20  from  the  Perry,  with  a  request  to  the  com- 
manding general  to  assign  a  position  where  the  detachment  can  be 
kept  together  under  its  own  officers. 

This  amount  of  ordnance  will  be  well  supplied  with  ammunition,  and 
I  have  also  made  arrangements  for  the  subsistence  of  the  detachment.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Budd,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Resolute, 
of  a  reconnaissance  in  Wicomico  and  Pocomoke  rivers. 

U-  S.  S.  Eesolute,  July  25,  1861. 

SiE :  By  direction  of  Commander  Craven  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before 
you  the  following  information  obtained  by  me  in  a  recent  reconnoissance 
of  the  Wicomico  and  Pocomoke  rivers  and  of  Tangier  and  Pocomoke 
sounds : 

Large  numbers  of  men  and  quantities  of  supplies  are  constantly  [car- 
ried] into  Accomac  County,  Va.,  and  from  there  tranferred  to  the  xork 
and  Rappahannock  rivers,  leaving  the  eastern  Virginia  shore  by 
Pungoteague,  Onancock,  and  Cherrystone  inlets,  the  means  of  traus- 
portation  across  the  bay  being  small  schooners  and  large  rowboats; 
the  trips  are  made  principally  at  night.  A  person  named  Wilson,  pro- 
prietor of  the  Washington  House  at  Princess  Anne,  Md.,  receives  and 
harbors  supplies  and  recruits.  He  forwards  them  by  hacks  and  wagons 
to  I^'ewtown,  Md.  At  the  latter  place  H.  Dryden,  of  the  Union  Hotel, 
forwards  them  to  Yirginia.  Virginia  hacks  and  wagons  come  and  go 
to  and  from  "Newtown ;  the  men  and  arms  pass  through  daily.  There  is 
a  large  number  of  Union  men  in  Newtown,  but  they  are  helpless  and 
unarmed.  I  would  particularly  call  your  attention  to  the  steamer 
Wilson  Small,  running  between  Baltimore  and  Princess  Anne,  making 
an  intermediate  weekly  trip  to  Aunemessex.  She  has  violated  the 
blockade  twice  by  going  twice  into  Virginia  during  her  absence  from 
Baltimore  during  the  past  twenty  days.  She  carries  large  quantities  of 
goods  to  Aunemessex  marked  P.  Cary  &  H.  Dryden.  These  goods  all 
find  their  way  to  Accomac  and  from  thence  to  west  Virginia.  The 
captain  of  the  Wilson  Small  owns  a  store  in  Pungoteague,  Va. 

In  the  river  Wicomico,  at  Salisbury,  a  person  named  Parker  is 
engaged  in  forwarding  supplies  obtained  from  Baltimore  to  Virginia. 

The  United  States  collector  at  Deal's  Island,  W.  Price,  has  issued 
licenses  to  vessels  owned  in  Virginia,  permitting  them  to  hail  from 
Deal's  Island  under  sub  rosa  owners.  These  vessels  are  engaged  in 
furnishing  supplies  to  the  rebels,  regularly  clearing  from  Baltimore.  I 
obtained  the  name  of  only  one,  the  Dispatch.  I  had  information  that 
the  collector  at  Snow  Hill  had  also  issued  licenses  in  the  same  way. 
Supplies  are  sent  also  from  the  North  to  Chincoteague,  on  the  Atlantic 
coast,  from  thence  across  country  and  ultimately  to  west  Virginia.  A 
person  named  Clark,  a  pretended  Union  man  in  Newtown,  furnishes 
large  quantities  of  supplies  to  rebels  in  east  Virginia.  There  is  a  camp 
of  insurgents  near  Eastville,  one  at  Horntown,  one  at  Drummond 
Town,  also  at  Pungoteague  and  Onancock  inlets;  they  are,  as  far  as  I 
could  ascertain,  well  supplied  with  arms.  The  inhabitants  of  Tangier 
and  Watt's  islands  are  constantly  threatened  with  attacks  from  maraud- 
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ing  parties  from  east  Virginia.  They  are  able  to  give  plenty  of  inform- 
ation, and  would  hail  with  delight  the  appearance  of  a  couple  of  our 
small  steamers,  who,  by  cruising  in  Tangier  and  Pocomoke  sounds,  would 
effectually  stop  the  passage  of  supplies  and  protect  them  at  the  same 
time.  I  captured  three  small  schooners  who  have  been  and  are  engaged 
in  carrying  supplies  to  the  rebels,  namely,  the  Artist,  the  OhempeaJce, 
and  the  Jno.  McCabe.  I  would  respectfully  again  call  your  attention  to 
the  steamer  Wilson  Small,  She  will  be  seized  at  Annemessex,  as  the 
St.  Nicholas  was  in  the  Potomac,  if  measures  are  not  instantly  taken  to 
stop  her  nefarious  traffic. 

While  in  the  Pocomoke  Eiver  an  attempt  was  made  by  the  Virginians 
to  intercept  and  capture  my  vessel  on  my  return  down  the  river.  Six 
hundred  riflemen  were  sent  up  with  two  fleldpieces  from  Horntown. 
Happily,  I  got  a  hint  of  what  was  going  on  and  dropped  quietly  down 
at  night  below  the  point  of  danger.  The  insurgents  came,  but  too  late.

Sir:  I  send  Acting  Master  Bogert  with  sloop  A.  B.  Leon,  the  master 
of  which,  with  two  boats,  I  captured  on  the  Virginia  shore;  the  sloop  at 
anchor  opposite  on  the  Maryland  shore.  I  captured  two  pungies  and 
one  sloop  on  representations  from  Port  Washington  and  handed  them 
over  to  Major  [J.  A.]  Haskin.  On  board  of  one  I  found  a  Mr.  Nagle,  of 
Philadelphia,  who,  by  his  own  admission,  has  just  left  Virginia.  By  his 
papers  and  contradictory  statements  I  have  no  hesitation  in  pronounc- 
ing him  an  enemy  to  our  cause  and  recently  in  communication  with 
the  rebels.

sloop  A.  B.  Leon. 

Navt  Yard,  Washington,  July  26, 1861. 
Sir  :  While  proceeding  down  the  river  yesterday  in  the  Freeborn, 
when  off  Fort  Washington,  we  were  boarded  by  an  officer  from  the 
fort  who  reported  several  vessels  below  landing  men  in  Virginia. 
We  went  down  and  took  possession  of  them,  bringing  them  up  to 
the  fort  and  delivering  them  over  to  Major  Haskin,  from  whom  we 
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received  the  information.  On  again  leaving  for  our  station  below  we 
found  the  sloop  A.  B.  Leon  anchored  near  the  Maryland  shore,  opposite 
White  House  Point,  while  the  captain  with  one  man  was  seen  on  the 
Virginia  shore  with  two  large  boats.  Lowering  the  cutter  we  proceeded 
toward  the  shore  to  take  possession,  when,  seeing  escape  impossible, 
they  came  off.  Not  trusting  the  story  they  told.  Captain  Lowry  ordered 
me  to  take  them  to  the  navy  yard  and  report  to  Commander  Craven. 
Meeting  him  on  the  river  in  tlie  night  he  ordered  me  to  report  to  you 
directly.  The  vessel  is  now  at  the  navy  yard,  subject  to  the  disposition 
of  the  Government.

Sir  :  I  have  received  reliable  information  that  there  are  now  secreted 
at  Leonardtown,  Md.,  two  pieces  of  cannon  and  about'forty  stand  of 
arms.  The  cannon  have  arrived  there  but  recently  and  are  en  route 
for  the  rebels.  The  small  arms  are  supposed  to  belong  to  the  State  and 
should  have  been  turned  in,  in  obedience  to  a  proclamation  issued  some 
time  since  by  the  governor. 

Could  I  be  assisted  by  the  marshal  or  one  of  his  deputies  with  the 
necessary  search  warrant,  I  have  no  doubt  that  these  arms  can  be 
found  and  seized.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  Washington,  regarding  further  reen- 
forcement  for  Fort  Ellsworth. 

Commandant's  Office,  Natt  Yard, 

Washington,  July  27, 1861. 

Sib:  In  pursuance  of  your  telegraphic  order*  of  the  22d  I  sent  a 
detachment  of  ofQcers  and  men  from  this  yard  to  assist  in  the  defense 
of  Fort  EUsworth,  and  having  some  pieces  of  heavy  and  light  ordnance 
also  at  hand,  which  would  be  very  useful  and  to  which  the  seamen  are 
better  accustomed  than  to  army  ordnance,  I  sent  them  also. 

A  suitable  position  having  been  designated  by  the  proper  military 
authority  the  guns  have  been  i)laced  there  and  I  have  now  the  satis- 
faction to  inform  you  that  last  night,  when  a  general  beat  to  quarters 
occurred,  our  naval  battery  of  three  IX-inch  guns  and  five  howitzers 
was  manned  and  ready  to  take  its  part  in  defending  the  lines. 

The  site  of  the  battery  is  a  spur  of  the  plateau  where  stands  Fort 
Ellsworth,  but  to  which  the  work  can  not  be  conveniently  extended. 
It  is  therefore  of  importance  and  is  perhaps  the  most  accessible  to 
attack  from  the  character  of  the  ground. 

The  total  force  is  110  seamen  and  40  marines. 

Lieutenant  Parker,  to  whom  I  have  assigned  this  charge,  has  asked 
of  me  some  reenforcement  of  seamen  and  marines,  which  I  am  unable 
to  give  without  lessening  the  force  in  the  yard  too  much.- 

I  would  like  to  do  so,  however,  if  the  Department  thinks  proper  and 
would  allow  me  a  reenforcement  of  about  100  seamen  for  the  yard. 

It  is  due  to  our  men  to  say  that  they  have  laid  the  platforms  and 
done  all  the  work  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  guns.

Sir:  At  about  10  o'clock,  as  I  was  passing  the  mouth  of  Potomac 
Creek,  I  discovered  au  encampment  of  the  rebels  upon  Marlborough 
Point,  and  at  the  same  time  a  battery  of  about  five  heavy  guns  on  the 
southern  bank  of  the  creek. 

With  a  view  of  ascertaining  if  the  rebels  were  there  in  force,  accom- 
panied by  the  steamer  Reliance,  I  opened  fire  upon  the  encampment. 
Our  fire  was  promptly  returned  by  a  concealed  battery  on  Marlborough 
Point,  the  first  shot  from  a  rifled  cannon  taking  effect  upon  our  port 
wheelhouse,  but  without  doing  any  material  damage.  The  little  Reli- 
ance gallantly  tried  her  best  to  reach  the  rebels.  Having  accomplished 
the  object  of  my  examination,  and  finding  our  guns  had  not  siUfficient 
range  to  be  effective,  I  proceeded  on  my  course. 

At  Marlborough  Point  there  is  encamped  at  least  one  regiment  of 
men.  They  have  mounted  at  least  five  rifled  cannon,  besides  the  five 
just  mentioned  on  the  south  side  of  the  creek. 

When  passing  Mathias  Point  it  was  supposed  by  several  of  the  oflcers 
on  board  of  the  Reliance  and  this  vessel  that  they  observed  signs  of 
the  rebels  having  been  at  work  throwing  up  batteries  of  earthworks.

As  an  instance  of  the 
means  resorted  to  for  smuggling  arms  and  contraband  ^oods  into  the 
insurrectionary  States,  the  case  of  the  schooner  Buena  Vista  I  would 
refer  to.  She  cleared  from  Baltimore  for  St.  Mary's  with  an  assorted 
cargo  and  was  seized  by  the  late  Commander  Ward  as  a  suspicious 
vessel  and  brought  to  the  navy  yard  here.  Her  cargo  was  sold,  and  it 
has  since  come  to  light  that  5  barrels  purporting  to  contain  whisky 
were  filled  with  pistols.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  have  been  cruising  in  this  vessel 
between  Fort  Washington  and  Budd's  Ferry.  The  prize  schooner 
Ocean  Wave  is  in  progress  [of]  refitting.  Major  Haskin,  commandant 
at  Fort  Washington,  having  no  regular  means  of  communicating  with 
Alexandria,  I  have  placed  the  schooner  at  his  disposal  when  he  needs 
her.  As  my  crew  is  small  I  proposed  to  place  an  officer  and  a  few  men 
on  board  at  night  to  cruise  near  the  White  House  to  intercept  parties. 
This  morning  I  discovered  two  boats  pulling  for  the  Virginia  shore 
opposite  Indian  Head.  They  succeeded  in  landing,  but  my  boat  was 
so  close  in  pursuit  that  she  succeeded  in  picking  up  three  carpetbags 
which  the  fugitives  threw  away. 

They  contain  some  clothing  of  no  value  and  the  enclosed  letter.  I 
have  information  that  a  great  deal  of  communication  is  carried  on  near 
Marbury's  Landing  and  near  White  House.  I  have  just  begun  to  be 
familiar  with  the  ground  and  think  that  if  I  continue  on  this  ground  I 
can  succeed  in  effectually  destroying  [communication].  I  cruised  all 
last  night  off  Budd's  Ferry,  but  could  discover  no  indications  of  com- 
munication. 

On  the  Virginia  shore  I  found  a  large  bateau,  evidently  lately  used, 
which  I  have  seized;  another,  too  large  to  launch,  I  destroyed.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  Ist 
instant  calling  my  attention  to  the  detention  of  the  schooner  Robert  K. 
Scott,  and  asking  me  why  she  was  detained. 

On  the  morning  of  the  22d  ultimo  I  received  verbal  orders  from  the 
Department,  through  Lieutenant  F.  A.  Parker,  to  take  what  measures 
I  thought  proper  to  prevent  the  rebels  from  following  our  army  across 
the  Potomac.

Report  of  Commander  Dove,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Pocahon- 
tas, regarding  information  received  from  two  refugees. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 
Off  Aquia  Creel;  August  3, 18G1. 
Sie:  By  direction  of  Captain  Craven  I  send  up  herewith  two  colored 
men  whom  I  picked  up  off  Maryland  Point  while  cruising  yesterday 
morning.  The  account  they  gave  of  themselves  seemed  of  so  much 
importance,  if  their  statement  can  be  relied  upon,  that  I  sent  them  first 
down  to  him  off  Point  Lookout  by  the  Reliance,  as  he  could  more 
readily  from  them  ascertain  the  truth,  and  they  were  brought  back 
to-day  with  the  orders  above  mentioned. 

They  say  that  they  belong  to  Mr.  Daingerfield  Lewis,  of  Marmion, 
about  3  mUes  back  from  the  Virginia  shore;  that  the  governor  sent  an 
order  to  their  master  for  his  people  to  go  to  the  mouth  of  the  Eappa 
hannock  to  assist  in  building  a  fort  there;  that  Mr.  Lincoln's  steam- 
boat (meaning,  I  suppose,  the  St.  Nicholas),  a  brig,  and  a  large  scow, 
loaded  with  men,  cannon,  and  tools  for  that  purpose  [were  there] ;  that 
their  master  did  not  like  it,  and  told  them  to  get  off  if  they  could,  and 
that  they  followed  his  advice  and  escaped. 

The  boat  was  very  old  and  leaky,  calked  with  strips  of  guano  bags, 
one  of  the  men  bailing  her  constantly,  the  other  rowing.  It  contained 
besides  two  bags  of  clothes  a  bag  of  corn  meal,  and  one  of  peaches. 
There  was  a  heavy  fog  on  the  river  all  the  morning,  to  which  they 
owed  their  safety,  as  the  shores  seem  to  be  well  guarded.

TJ.  S.  S.  Freeborn,  August  4, 1861. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders  to  bring  out  the  vessel  seen  from 
the  steamer  in  Pohick  Creek,  I  took  the  first  cutter  and  a  crew  of  seven 
men  to  obey.  On  getting  alongside  I  found  her  to  be  the  schooner 
Pocahontas,  loaded  with  wood. 

Saw  several  persons  on  the  hills  at  some  distance  from  us,  but  could 
not  get  them  within  speaking  distance.  I  then  took  possession  and  got 
her  underway. 

There  were  several  other  vessels  farther  up  the  creek,  but  being  short 
of  men  was  only  able  to  bring  off  one  more,  the  sloop  Mary  Grey,  said 
to  belong  to  Mr.  Jonathan  Boberts. 
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In  getting  out  of  the  creek  I  was  considerably  troubled  by  head 
winds  and  tide,  but  at  last  got  them  out  by  towing  first  one  a  short 
distance  and  then  the  other. 

I  saw  a  couple  of  armed  men  come  down  on  a  point  it  was  necessary 
to  weather,  and  sit  down  behind  some  driftwood.  Thinking  it  more 
than  probable  they  were  going  to  fire  into  me  on  my  rounding  the 
point,  and  being  alone  in  the  sloop,  I  took  the  first  shot  myself,  upon 
receiving  which  they  left  over  the  hill.  I  then  got  the  vessels  out  to 
the  steamer  and  delivered  them  to  you.

The  sloop  James  Skidmore  and  other  boats  ferry  across  the  Potomac 
between  Pamunkey  Creek  and  Mattawoman.  They  go  to  Evansport 
and  into  Occoquan  Creek.  A  family  of  Johnsons,  from  Alexandria, 
located  at  Stump  Neck,  are  engaged  in  ferrying  boats  from  Stump 
Neck  to  Cockpit  Point.  It  is  said  that  the  James  SUdmore  has  moved 
down  to  Sandy  Point  recently,  between  Cbicomuxen  and  Maryland 
Point.    A  strict  watch  should  be  kept  over  Herring  Creek. 

The  ferrying  is  carried  on  both  night  and  day  in  the  interim  between 
the  passage  of  the  steamers  up  and  down  the  river.

U..  S.  S.  Yankee,  August  9, 1861. 

Sir  :  This  morning,  as  I  was  off  8andy  Point,  there  came  alongside 
in  a  small  skiff  a  man  calling  himself  William  McCue,  who  said  he  had 
yesterday  escaped  from  the  Virginia  shore  and  wanted  my  permission 
to  go  down  the  river  as  far  as  Thom's  Gut  (opposite  to  Aquia)  to  see 
his  mother. 

He  stated  that  about  a  month  ago  he  left  Alexandria  in  a  small  row- 
boat  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  his  parents,  who  live  between  Thom's 
Gut  and  Smith's  Point,  and  being  driven  over  toward  the  Virginia  shore 
by  a  strong  gale  he  was  captured  at  Cockpit  Point  by  a  party  of  seven 
armed  men.  Since  his  capture  he  has  been  kept  under  strict  guard  for 
about  three  weeks  at  Aquia  Creek.  He  was  then  taken  to  Chopawam- 
sic  Creek,  where  he  was  also  kept  carefully  watched  and  not  allowed 
to  see  or  hear  anything  of  their  movements. 

At  Quantico  Creek  he  says  there  is  an  encampment  of  about  2,000 
men  from  Tennessee,  commanded  by  one  Colonel  [W.  B.]  Bate.  At 
Chopawamsic  there  is  a  troop  of  cavalry  numbering  some  300  men, 
commanded  by  Captain  [Samuel  A.]  Swann,  and  at  Aquia,  or  in  its 
immediate  neighborhood,  a  regiment  of  men  is  always  kept  somewhere 
back  of  the  hills. 

As  my  pilots,  who  say  they  know  the  man  by  sight,  have  hinted  that 
the  man's  reputation  is  bad,  and  as  I  have  my  doubts  as  to  the  cause  af 
his  being  in  Virginia,  I  have  sent  him  on  board  of  the  Pawnee,  there  to 
await  your  further  orders.

Sir  :  The  major-general  commanding  this  division  directs  me  to  say 
to  you  that  he  has  been  of  late  frequently  informed  from  sources  of 
indisputable  authority  that  a  flotilla  is  being  gathered  together  at  or 
near  Aquia  Creek  by  the  rebels,  consisting  of  several  small  steamers, 
scows,  and  flatboats.  This,  he  has  no  doubt,  indicates  their  intention 
to  make  some  demonstration  toward  Maryland  and  perhaps  by  that 
means  to  reach  Washington.  The  general  respectfully  suggests  that 
measures  be  immediately  taken  to  frustrate  this  design  by  destroying 
any  craft  that  may  be  assembled,  and  thinks  the  most  effectual  method 
of  doing  so  would  be  the  employment  of  as  many  more  steamers  as 
can  be  made  available  by  the  Navy  Department.

Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
transmitting  reports  of  officers  of  his  command  of  services  performed  by 
them. 

U.  S.  S.  Yankee, 
Off  Piney  Point,  August  11, 1861. 
Sir  :  Herewith  I  send  you  a  letter  from  Acting  Master  Budd,  which 
speaks  for  itself.     I  received  it  last  night  from  ou  board  the  Dana 
wY'ile  on  my  way  down  the  river. 
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As  tlie  vesvsels  of  the  flotilla  are  getting  short  of  provisions,  I  have 
ordered  Mr.  Budd  to  proceed  with  the  Resolute  to  the  navy  yard  to 
obtain  a  full  supply  for  six  weeks;  also  to  report  to  you  in  person  the 
circumstances  attending  the  capture  of  the  ten  negroes,  who  have  been 
returned  to  his  vessel  to  await  your  further  orders. 

Four  other  negroes  taken  by  Lieutenant  Mygattare  also  sent  up;  his 
report  concerning  them  is  herewith  enclosed. 

This  evening  at  sunset  a  negro  came  on  board  and  intimated  to  my 
steward  that  he  could  give  me  some  important  information.  Upon 
questioning  him  he  stated  that  there  was  at  Herring  Creek  one  Mad- 
dox,  an  Irishman,  who  has  been  quite  active  in  procuring  supplies  of 
men,  munitions  of  war,  clothing,  etc.,  for  the  rebels,  and  that  he  had 
sent  many  boat  loads  of  them  over  to  Virginia;  that  on  Tuesday  last 
he  sent  eight  wagons  and  sixteen  horses  to  Maryland  Point  (one  wagon 
was  loaded  with  uniforms),  and  on  the  same  day  eight  men,  who  came 
from  Baltimore,  were  sent  across  the  river.  Cooperating  with  Maddox 
is  one  Dr.  Combe,  [Coombs'?]  who  has  appropriated  an  old  outhouse 
as  a  barrack  for  the  reception  of  volunteers  for  the  rebel  Army.  Yes- 
terday week  there  were  ten  men  lodged  in  this  barrack  and  two  men 
and  a  woman  in  his  house.  The  man  Maddox  and  Dr.  Combe  employ 
their  negroes,  horses,  and  wagons  in  transporting  recruits  to  the  vari- 
ous landings,  at  night,  watching  their  opportunity  when  our  cruisers 
are  out  of  sight. 

One  Ben.  Hughes  furnishes  the  recruits  with  shoes.  His  brother  ran 
the  Pocahontas  with  freight  to  and  from  Baltimore  and  has  brought 
provisions  for  the  rebels.  Maddox  has  been  absent  for  a  few  days  in 
Baltimore;  was  expected  back  to-day  (he  was  seen  this  afternoon  by 
Mr.  Budd).  Two  boats  are  now  in  Herring  Creek.  They  came  from 
Virginia,  containing  three  men,  one  woman  and  child,  and  the  owner  of 
the  boat,  who  is  now  at  the  house  of  one  Johnson.  Johnson's  house  is 
also  a  depot  for  recruits.  At  his  house  there  is  a  minister  who  came 
from  Virginia  and  acts  as  a  spy,  and  is  in  constant  communication  with 
one  Bell.  Bell  came  over  from  Virginia  on  Wednesday  night;  does  not 
stay  at  any  particular  place  for  fear  of  being  taken. 

This  statement,  sir,  although  made  by  a  negro,  has  every  appearance 
of  being  truthful,  and  from  hints  which  have  come  to  me  from  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  hotel  here,  I  am  convinced  that  all  these  persons  are 
active  participators  in  the  rebellion  and  are  constantly  engaged  in 
traitorous  acts. 

At  11  p.  m.  (it  is  now  1  a.  m.  of  the  12th)  I  started  a  party  of  eight 
men,  under  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Street  and  my  clerk,  Mr. 
Swift,  to  seize  the  boats.  I  shall  use  my  utmost  efiorts  taobtain  other 
and  legal  evidence  against  these  people,  and,  if  good  and  sufficient,  shall 
adopt  such  means  as  will  insure  their  capture. 

From  all  I  can  see  and  learn  of  the  people  of  Maryland  I  am  con- 
vinced that  along  the  shores  of  the  Potomac  there  is  not  one  in  twenty 
who  is  true  to  the  Union,  and  I  sometimes  think  there  are  many  hun- 
dreds of  them  thoroughly  organized  into  companies,  perhaps  regiments, 
and  prepared  to  act  against  the  Government  at  any  moment.

Sir  :  I  broke  up  the  depot  for  receiving  recruits  aud  supplies  from 
Herring  Creek  this  morning,  said  depot  being  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Machodoc  Creek,  Virginia.  On  going  into  the  creek  I  was  fired  at  with 
musketry.  I  landed,  destroyed  the  premises,  and  captured  a  large  boat 
that  arrived  from  Maryland  the  night  before.  When  1  landed  there 
was  a  party  of  secessionists  from  Maryland  in  the  house;  they  made 
their  escape  into  the  woods.  I  chased  them  for  a  mile,  but  they  got  ofl'. 
I  took  ten  contrabands  who  belonged  to  the  person  (Colonel  Brown) 
owning  the  premises.  Colonel  Brown  has  been  the  receiver  and  for- 
warder of  supplies  and  recruits,  and  of  course  his  property  used  for 
that  purpose  is  confiscated.  As  the  schooner  Dana  is  entirely  out  of 
provisions,  and  I  have  none  to  supply  her,  I  send  her  up  with  the  con- 
trabands. The  foreman  of  the  contrabands,  who  is  a  remarkably  intel- 
ligent negro,  informs  me  that  an  expedition  is  organized  in  Machodoc 
to  capture  any  of  the  schooners  that  are  anchored  or  becalmed  in  that 
vicinity.

The  crew  was  com- 
posed of  four  negroes,  who  represented  themselves  as  having  belonged  to 
a  Colonel  Forbes,  and  that  he  lived  on  Machodoc  River,  Virginia.  They 
stated  that  they  had  run  away  from  their  master  because  he  intended 
to  use  them  for  military  purposes,  or,  to  use  their  own  word,  "because 
he  wanted  to  send  them  to  the  wars."  I  detained  them  subject  to  your 
action. 

In  obedience  to  your  order  they  have  been  sent  to  the  Resolute  for 
transportation  to  Washington.

Off  Piney  Point,  August  12,  1861. 

Sir:  This  morning  a  person  calling  himself  William  Gemeny  and 

hailing  from  Baltimore  came  on  board  with  a  note  from  General  Bix, 
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asking  my  assistance  in  getting  his  wife  and  children  away  from  Vir- 
ginia. With  the  Reliance  in  company,  I  proceeded  over  to  Little  Yeocom- 
ico,  where,  on  entering  its  mouth,  I  hoisted  a  flag  of  truce  and  steamed 
up  its  main  fork  to  Kinsale,  where  Gemeny  said  his  family  had  resided 
several  months  past.  On  our  arrival  there  an  officer  was  sent  on  shore 
with  a  request  that  Gemeuy's  family  might  be  permitted  to  leave  Vir- 
ginia. After  waiting  there  five  hours  for  an  answer  from  the  command- 
ing [officer]  of  the  forces,  who  was  said  to  be  some  8  miles  distant  from 
the  lauding,  and  receiving  a  flat  refusal  to  permit  the  removal  of  his 
family,  on  the  plea  that  Gemeny  was  a  deserter  from  the  Virginia  militia, 
I  returned  to  this  place. 

While  in  the  creek,  owing  to  the  carelessness  of  the  pilot  in  backing 
the  vessel,  she  struck  a  sand  bank  and  considerably  damaged  our  rud- 
der. As  we  have  no  material  for  repairing  it,  unless  I  can  obtain  it 
and  a  competent  carpenter  from  the  Pocahontas,  I  shall  be  obliged  to 
resort  once  more  to  the  navy  yard  for  repairs.

My  Deae  Sie  :  I  had  a  talk  last  eve  with  General  McClellan,  who 
feels  somewhat  anxious  about  a  small  force  being  thrown  across  the 
river  from  Aquia  in  combination  with  other  movements. 

I  suggested  that  you  better  come  up  and  have  a  talk  with  him,  which 
he  wished  very  much.    Will  you  come  in  the  next  three  days? 

The  boat  that  takes  this  note  is  bound  to  Hampton  Boads  for  four 
launches,  each  having  a  12-pound  rifled  gun  and  equipments  complete. 
You  can  have  these  boats  delivered  to  you  as  they  return,  or  they  can 
be  lauded  at  the  navy  yard  and  ammunition  provided,  etc.  I  am  more 
afraid  of  the  capture  of  the  Ice  Boat  than  anything  else. 

We  have  several  prizes  here.    If  they  could  be  sunk  in  the  Aquia 

Creek  channel  they  are  at  your  service.    Your  force  -will  be  much 

increased  very  soon,  as  we  have  purchased  several  very  nice  tugs  and 

are  fitting  them  with  iron  bulwarks  to  resist  rifled  shot  from  muskets.

Sie  :  Enclosed  is  a  letter  from  General  McClellan,  which  is  forwarded 
to  you  by  special  messenger  for  your  information.  The  Pawnee  can  not 
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get  up  steam  before  Thursday,  when  she  will  be  sent  immediately  to 
report  to  you  at  Aquia.  An  officer  will  be  sent  to-day  to  Flag-Offlcer 
Stringham  to  bring  up  the  Harriet  Lane  or  some  other  light-draft  ves- 
sel, which  will  also  be  ordered  to  join  you  at  Aquia  Creek.  In  the 
meantime,  the  Department  has  every  confidence  that  you  can  prevent 
the  crossing  of  any  considerable  force.  If  coal  (or  other  important  sup- 
plies) is  wanted,  do  not  send  up  your  vessels  at  present,  but  send  a  requi- 
sition to  the  yard  by  the  steamer  that  takes  this  to  you.

Sir  :  I  have  to-day  received  additional  information  which  convinces 
me  that  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  enemy  wiU,  within  a  very  6hort 
time,  attempt  to  throw  a  respectable  force  from  the  mouth  of  Aquia 
Creek  into  Maryland.  This  attempt  will  probably  be  preceded  by  the 
erection  of  batteries  at  Mathias  and  White  House  points.  Such  a  move- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  in  connection  with  others  probably 
designed,  would  place  Washington  in  great  jeopardy.  I  most  earnestly 
urge  that  the  strongest  possible  naval  force  be  at  once  concentrated 
near  the  mouth  of  Aquia  Creek,  and  that  the  most  vigilant  watch  be 
maintained  day  and  night,  so  as  to  render  such  passage  of  the  river 
absolutely  Impossible.  I  recommend  that  the  Minnesota  and  any  other 
vessels  available  from  Hampton  Eoads  be  at  once  ordered  up  there,  and 
that  a  quantity  of  coal  be  sent  to  that  vicinity  sufficient  for  several 
weeks'  supply.  At  least  one  strong  war  vessel  should  be  kept  at  Alex- 
andria, and  I  again  urge  the  concentration  of  a  strong  naval  force  in 
the  Potomac  without  delay.  If  the  naval  department  will  render  it 
absolutely  impossible  for  the  enemy  to  cross  the  river  below  Washing- 
ton, the  security  of  the  capital  will  be  greatly  increased.  I  can  not  too 
earnestly  urge  an  immediate  compliance  with  these  requests.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  this  date  and  its  accompanying  copy  of  a  letter  from  General 
McGlellan. 

I  have  at  present  lying  off  Aquia  Creek  the  Pocahontas,  Ice  Boat, 
h'eliance,  and  Yankee.  Have  sent  by  the  Mount  Vernon  for  the  Freeborn, 
which  is  somewhere  between  this  and  Fort  Washington.  She  will 
probably  arrive  here  before  daylight. 

The  Resolute  is  now  at  the  navy  yard  and  will  be  down  here  early  in 
the  morning.  I  was  on  my  way  to  Washington,  in  compliance  with  a 
request  received  this  morning  from  Assistant  Secretary  Fox,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  having  my  rudder  repaired,  when  I  received  your  letter. 

I  have  been  apprehensive  for  some  time  past  that  points  this  side  of 
Washington  would  be  chosen  by  the  rebels  in  case  they  should  attempt 
the  passage  of  the  Potomac,  and  in  view  of  strong  secession  feeling 
which  prevails  all  along  the  Maryland  shore  and  the  possibility  that 
they  have  already  organized  bands  to  assist  the  rebels,  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  through  you  to  General  McGlellan  whether,  as  a  matter  of 
precaution,  batteries  should  be  erected  and  occupied  by  two  or  three 
regiments,  so  as  to  command  the  crossings  at  or  near  Marshall's  Point, 
Indian  Head,  Stump  Neck,  Budd's  Ferry,  Smith's,  Lower  Thorn's,  and 
Upper  Cedar  points,  and  at  the  mouth  of  Port  Tobacco  Eiver.  Such 
o(^cupancy  on  the  part  of  our  military  forces,  with  the  small  force  under 
my  command,  would  in  my  opinion  render  it  absolutely  impossible  for 
the  enemy  to  cross  the  river. 

Be  assured,  sir,  that  no  effort  on  my  part  shall  be  spared  to  render 
the  Potomac  Flotilla  worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  it.

Sir:  Having  this  morning  carefully  examined  our  rudder,  I  find  it 
will  be  impossible  to  repair  it  here.  It  is  badly  shattered,  and  the 
storm  of  last  night  has  so  weakened  it  that  it  will  scarcely  hang 
together  more  than  forty-eight  hours;  besides,  it  is  so  much  slued  to 
one  side  as  to  be  almost  useless  in  turning  the  vessel,  excepting  with 
a  port  helm.  Under  these  considerations  1  respectlully  submit  whether 
it  would  not  be  better  to  send  the  Yankee  immediately  to  the  yard, 
where,  with  ordinary  diligence,  she  can  be  made  serviceable  in  a  few 
hours.

At 
about  3  p.  m.  the  Resolute,  Acting  Master  Budd,  returned  to  this 
anchorage  and  made  this  report,  which  is  herewith  enclosed.

U.  S.  S.  Ebsolute,  August  16  [15],  1861. 
In  obedience  to  your  orders  I  proceeded  down  the  river  to  make  an 
examination  of  Mathias  Point  and  the  immediate  vicinity.     Nothing 
indicating  a  hostile  movement  could  be  discovered  at  or  about  the 
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point.  Hearing  that  a  schooner  was  ashore  at  Lower  Cedar  Point  I 
thought  it  advisable  to  go  down  to  her  and  get  her  off  if  possible.  A 
boat  was  seen  on  the  Virginia  shore  a  short  distance  this  side  of  Per- 
simmon Point,  and  I  dispatched  an  officer  and  five  men  in  a  boat  for 
the  purpose  of  capturing  her.  They  had  just  reached  her  and  were  in 
the  act  of  making  fast  when  a  volley  of  musketry  was  fired  froni  the 
adjoining  bushes,  not  more  than  5  or  6  yards  distant,  instantly  killing 
three  of  the  boat's  crew  and  wounding  another.  I  immediately  opened 
fire,  throwing  shell  into  the  cover  that  sheltered  the  enemy.  After  four 
or  five  rounds  they  were  driven  out,  running  in  parties  of  three  and 
four  in  different  directions,  some  of  them  running  into  some  dwelling 
houses  on  the  right.  The  survivors  of  the  boat's  crew  succeeded  in 
getting  her  off  from  shore  while  I  was  firing.  The  Reliance  coming  up 
at  this  moment  commenced  throwing  shell  at  the  flying  enemy,  and  also 
sent  a  boat  to  assist  In  getting  my  boat  oft'.    Nothing  was  left  behind. 

My  boat  is  completely  riddled,  particularly  in  the  after  part.  The 
attacking  party  numbered  about  thirty.  Lieutenant  Mygatt  remained 
with  his  vessel  in  the  vicinity  until  I  could  report  to  you.  The  follow- 
ing persons  were  killed  and  wounded :

OffAquia,  August  15, 1861. 

SiE :  The  whole  naval  force  in  the  Potomac,  with  the  exception  of 
the  brig  Perry,  at  Alexandria,  is  now  at  anchor  at  this  point.  The 
squadron  consists  of  the  Pawnee,  Pocahontas,  Ice  Boat,  Yankee,  Free- 
born, Resolute,  and  Reliance. 

There  is  not  a  single  Federal  gun  between  Aquia  Creek  and  Fort 
Washington,  nor  from  Aquia  to  the  mouth  of  the  Eappahannock. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  close  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Potomac,  in  Virginia,  are  two  rivers  (Coan  and  Yeocomico),  both  capa- 
ble of  admitting  vessels  drawing  12  feet  of  water. 

Also,  between  the  Potomac  and  Eappahannock,  there  is  an  estuary 
(Great  Wicomico  Bay  [Eiver]),  also  having  a  depth  of  14  feet.  These 
inlets  possess  admirable  facilities  for  concealing  vessels  and  boats, 
and  are  all  unguarded.  You  will  see  by  consulting  any  map  of  the 
county  that  there  is  an  abundance  of  land  and  water  communication 
from  these  places  to  the  Eappahannock. 

The  enemy  has  within  a  short  time  cixt  down  all  the  woods  and  large 
trees  on  Brent's  Point  (which  forms  one  side  of  Aquia  Creek),  so  as  to 
enable  him  to  sweep  the  point  with  guns,  which  have  lately  been  placed 
in  position  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek,  and  are  as  yet  masked, 
his  object  being  to  guard  himself  from  any  attempt  to  land  above  and 
out  of  the  range  of  his  main  works.  Last  night  he  threw  up  an  earth- 
work connecting  two  of  his  hill  batteries,  about  1,200  yards  distant  from 
each  other.  While  I  write  this  he  is  fortifying  a  ravine  between  Poto- 
mac and  Aquia  creeks.  The  Pawnee  is  within  good  shelling  distance 
looking  at  the  performance.  His  rifle  guns  will  hunt  her  out  of  that 
when  he  gets  them  in  position.  The  enemy  is  evidently  strengthening 
his  position  by  every  possible  means.    We  do  nothing. 

1  suppose  if  anything  takes  place  here  we  are  all  to  fight  on  our  own 
hook,  as  we  have  no  plan  of  signals,  organization,  or  attack. 

The  promised  increase  of  force  has  not  yet  arrived,  and  the  enemy 
has  the  river  to  himself  above  and  below  us. 

2  p.  m.  I  have  just  returned  from  an  examination  of  Mathias  Point. 
Nothing  indicating  a  new  or  hostile  movement  is  visible,  but  the  woods 
and  undergrowth  are  so  dense  that  it  is  impossible  to  find  out. 

Pushing  my  reconnoissance  a  little  farther  down,  and  endeavoring 
to  cut  out  a  boat  with  supplies  for  the  insurgents,  I  fell  on  a  party  of 
about  thirty  Confederates.  We  had  a  brush.  I  lost  three  killed  and 
one  wounded,  but  can  not  tell  the  loss  on  the  other  side.  I  hunted  them 
out  of  their  cover  with  shell  and  shrapnel,  but  only  one  of  their  number 
was  actually  seen  by  me  to  be  killed.  I  was  not  iu  force  to  penetrate 
the  cover  after  they  abandoned  it. 

Will  you  not  change  the  policy  of  the  naval  force  and  Department, 
and  compel  them  to  drop  Micawber's  role  and  do  something?

Have  no  street  fights ;  teep  Baltimore  quiet  for  tlie  present ;  in  ten  days  I  shall 
command  the  Potomac  and  cross  between  Mathias  Point  and  Aqnia  Creek  into 
Charles  and  St.  Mary's  counties  (they  are  all  friends  there)  and  march  upon  Annapo- 
lis. Then,  having  two  of  the  approaches  to  Washington  in  possession,  let  Baltimore 
rise  and  bum  the  bridges.     The  movements  in  the  npper  Potomac  are  only  feints. 

Source  unquestionable.  The  same  party  informs  me  that  a  regular 
communication  exists  by  means  of  the  St.  Mary's  steamboat  line  from 
Baltimore  up  the  Patuxent  and  then  in  an  open  boat  from  Port  Tobacco 
to  the  Virginia  shore  after  the  police  boat  has  passed.  This  was  inter- 
rupted bv  [General]  Banks  for  a  time,  to  the  great  confusion  of  the 
enemy.

Dear  Sir:  The  object  of  this  letter  is  to  give  yourself  and  our 
friends  at  home  a  sketch  of  the  maimer  iu  which  we  have  been  used 
since  leaving  Philadelphia.  At  that  time  we  had  no  less  than  four 
captains,  one  lieutenant,  purser,  gunner,  and  purser's  clerk.  Since 
that  time  we  have  changed  commanders  no  less  than  eight  times,  so 
that  by  the  time  one  commander  has  about  become  acquaiuted  with  the 
boat  and  her  crew  he  is  ordered  away  and  another  takes  his  place,  aud 
he,  finding  out  his  own  position  and  about  [how]  long  he  will  probably 
remain,  cares  not  how  the  men  are  cared  for  and  leaves  everyone  to 
shift  for  himself.  By  that  means  you  will  see  there  are  no  regulations 
of  any  kind  and  no  one  to  take  an  interest  iu  the  men.  By  that  means 
we  are  left  to  suit  our  own  taste  about  the  arrangement  of  matters 
aboard  the  vessel.  Four  weeks  after  we  had  left  Philadelphia  we  had 
no  whisky,  coffee,  or  stove  in  which  to  cook  what  provisions  we  had 
on  board,  the  pay  for  which  we  will  never  get.  At  one  time,  some- 
where in  the  neighborhood  of  two  weeks,  while  outside  cruising  in  the 
bay,  we  lived  entirely  on  raw  meat  and  biscuit.  At  another  time  we 
were  for  seven  weeks  without  fresh  provisions  of  any  kind,  although 
we  were  in  port  every  few  days.  There  are  now  some  forty  blue  jackets 
on  board,  and  we  can  sling  but  fourteen  hammocks,  and  I  have  seen 
the  time,  when  it  rained  very  heavy,  that  no  one  on  the  vessel  closed 
his  eyes  for  twenty-four  hours  at  a  time,  there  not  being  even  a  dry 
place  to  stow  our  bags  in,  our  clothes  being  always  in  a  damp  and 
dirty  condition.  Before  we  came  around  here  to  Washington  some  of 
the  men  had  gone  barefooted  for  two  weeks,  the  ofBcers  telling  us  that 
we  were  likely  to  be  out  of  commission  soon  and  such  things  would  not 
be  needed  until  we  got  aboard  our  regular  seagoing  ship. 

Now,  sir,  we  all  know  it  is  not  the  right  thing  for  any  man,  especially 
in  times  like  these,  to  complain  of  their  officers,  and  we  have  not  done 
so  until  forbearance  has  ceased  to  be  a  virtue,  and  we  are  now  com- 
pelled to  speak  lor  ourselves.  At  the  time  we  shipped  we  did  so  with 
our  minds  made  up  to  go  through,  without  complaint,  any  task  or 
hardship  that  might  fall  to  our  lot;  but,  sir,  for  all  that,  we  do  still  con- 
sider ourselves  men,  and  think  that  we  should  be  treated  as  such,  and 
not  like  dumb  brutes.  At  the  present  time  our  battery  consists  of  one 
flinch  shell  gun,  one  6-inch  rifled  gun,  two  32-pounders,  one  12-pounder 
howitzer,  beside  Mini6  muskets,  carbines,  boarding  pistdls,  cutlasses, 
boarding  pikes,  and  battle-axes,  with  revolvers  for  the  picked  men. 
And  now  we  are  stationed  here  without  even  the  common  necessaries 
of  life,  to  lead  the  van  in  every  affair  where  there  is  likely  to  be  plenty 
of  hard  work  and  no  thanks  for  the  same;  and  at  this  present  time  I 
can  safely  say  there  is  not  a  man  on  the  vessel  who  will  not  dare  as 
much  to  serve  his  country  as  any  man  in  the  United  States  Navy,  but 
at  the  same  time,  as  we  have  said  before  and  now  repeat,  we  wish  to  be 
treated  as  men.  There  is  not  a  week  goes  by  but  we  are  short  in  our 
allowance  in  some  way  or  another.  At  present  we  are  living  on  ten 
days'  allowance  of  old,  moldy  bread  that  they  would  not  or  could  not 
use  themselves,  and  also  drinking  our  coffee  without  sugar,  although 
we  are  only  55  miles  from  the  capital.  Now,  sir,  we  expect  nothing  but 
what  is  allowed  us,  and  want  nothing  unreasonable,  but,  sir,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  justice,  we  demand  our  rights,  or,  whatever  may  be  the  conse- 
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quence,  the  muster  roll  aboard  this  vessel  wiU  be  found  short  before 
many  days  pass  by,  and  to  let  you  know  that  these  are  not  the  senti- 
ments of  one  man,  but  of  the  whole  ship's  crew,  every  man  o^  \^^ 
vessel  signs  this  letter  of  his  own  free  will ;  and,  sir,  if  you  will  be  kind 
enough  to  have  this  inserted  in  your  paper  you  will  receive  the  thanks 
of  the  whole  ship's  crew.

U.  S.  S.  Yankee, 
Off  Aquia,  August  15, 1861 — 10  p.  m. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  two  com- 
munications of  this  date,  one  accompanied  by  information  relative  to 
the  movements  of  the  enemy,  the  other  without  its  intended  accom- 
panying enclosure. 

Since  our  arrival  off  this  station  the  rebels  have  been  constantly  at 
work  in  throwing  up  heavy  earthworks  in  every  available  position  com- 
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manding  the  mouth  off  Aquia  Creek  and  are  beyond  doubt  making 
extensive  preparations  for  some  great  move.  Unless  the  landings  on 
the  Maryland  side  are  immediately  occupied  by  our  troops  and  made 
secure  by  extended  batteries  I  shall  be  placed  between  two  fires,  and  it 
will  be  hardly  possible  with  the  small  force  under  my  command  to  pro- 
tect the  passages  across  the  river. 

As  I  informed  you  in  my  letter  of  yesterday,  the  rudder  of  the  Yankee 
is  badly  injured,  and  in  case  of  having  any  extroardinary  work  to  do  it 
will  be  very  difficult  to  maneuver  her.  I  hope,  sir,  in  view  of  the  pres- 
ent aspect  of  affairs  the  Department  will  see  the  necessity  of  largely 
increasing  my  forces  immediately.

Petition  of  John  Lawrence,  esq.,  captain  of  sloop  Jane  Wright,  for  damages  in  the  case 
of  the  destrnction  of  that  vessel  by  XJ.  S.  S.  Tankee. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  12, 1861. 

Sir:  Tour  petitioner,  Captain  John  Lawrence,  of  St.  Mary's  County, 
Md.,  captain  and  owner  of  the  sloop  Jane  Wright,  on  the  15th  day  of 
August,  A.  D.  1861,  obtained  from  the  Navy  Department,  a  written 
permission  to  go  with  his  said  sloop  from  the  city  of  Washington  to  his 
home  in  St.  Mary's  County,  and  on  that  day,  accompanied  by  Mr.  John 
F.  Russell,  his  hand  on  said  sloop,  your  petitioner  left  Washington  at 
about  3  p.  m.  and  proceeded  on  his  way  down  the  river,  and  on  the 
morning  following  (to  wit,  the  16th  of  August),  about  one  hour  after 
sunrise,  when  near  Smith's  Point,  your  petitioner  was  hailed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment war  vessels  and  ordered  to  come  to,  when  your  petitioner 
immediately  obeyed  and  ran  his  said  sloop,  as  ordered,  alongside  of 
the  war  steamer  Yankee,  and  the  papers  of  said  sloop  were  demanded 
and  delivered  over  to  one  of  the  ofBcers  or  men,  and  your  petitioner 
was  informed  that  his  said  sloop  would  be  sunk  and  destroyed. 

Your  petitioner  immediately  protested  against  such  an  act,  and 
claimed  that  he  had  the  right  to  go  home,  and  that  the  permission  was 
endorsed  on  one  of  the  papers  delivered  up,  and  your  petitioner  requested 
the  commandant  of  the  Yankee  to  inform  him  the  reason  why  his  sloop  was 
thus  seized,  but  no  reason  was  given  for  the  act,  and  your  petitioner 
was  told  that  he  might  go  on  shore  in  his  small  boat,  but  that  his  sloop 
would  be  sunk  and  destroyed,  which  has  since  been  done. 

Your  petitioner  further  states  that  he  is  acquainted  with  Mr.  William 
H.  Bailey,  the  engineer  of  the  Yankee,  to  whom  he  refers  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  evidence  of  the  facts  herein  stated  in  reference  to  the 
seizure  of  his  said  sloop. 

Your  petitioner,  who  is  a  poor  man,  is,  in  consequence  of  the  loss  of 
his  said  sloop,  greatly  distressed,  having  been  heretofore  engaged  in 
carrying  oysters  and  fruit,  etc.,  to  the  Washington  market  for  a  sui)port. 

Your  petitioner  further  says  that  he  should  not  have  started  down 
the  river  with  his  sloop  had  he  not  first  received  the  aforementioned 
written  permission,  which  he  was  advised  would  insure  him  protection 
and  a  safe  conduct  home;  and  inasmuch  as  your  petitioner  has  lost  his 
sloop  under  such  circumstances,  according  to  justice  and  equity,  your 
petitioner  should  be  paid  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  thereby ; 
and  your  petitioner  prays  the  Government  to  pay  him  the  amount  of 
damages  he  has  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  loss  of  his  said  sloop, 
which  is  about  $450.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  advised  in  a  way,  and  it  comes  from  »  source  that 
leaves  no  ground  for  doubt,  that  the  Confederate  forces  south  of  the 
Potomac  and  the  disloyal  men  of  Maryland  are  acting  in  vigilant  con- 
cert, with  a  design  to  make  a  descent  upon  Maryland  at  some  point, 
most  likely,  I  think,  to  be  from  St.  Mary's  or  Charles  counties.  Will  it 
not  be  well,  I  respectfully  suggest,  to  increase  the  Government  forces 
with  efficient  vessels  to  ply  between  Washington  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Potomac  Eiver  to  cut  off  their  forces  if  tliey  attempt  to  cross;  also 
allow  me  to  advise  au  increased  force  of  men  and  vessels  to  watch  the 
two  eastern  shore  counties  of  Virginia  in  General  Butler's  division. 
The  20th  instant  is  the  time  designated  by  them  for  assault.  Do  not 
think  me  scared ;  I  only  wish  to  head  oft"  the  rebels.

OffAquia  Creek,  August  17, 1861. 

Sir  :  It  becomes  my  duty  for  tlie  good  of  the  service  to  make  known 
to  you  that  on  the  13th  instant  when  1  took  charge  of  this  vessel  she 
was  in  a  disorganized  and  almost  defenseless  condition. 

The  crew  were  not  properly  stationed  at  quarters  or  armed.  There 
were  no  boarding  nettings  or  defenses  against  boarders  rendered  imper- 
atively necessary  in  a  vessel  without  bulwarks  whose  guards  are  not 
above  3  feet  from  the  water. 

The  shot  and  ammunition  for  the  bow  guns  were  aft  and  the  shot  for 
the  after  guns  forward,  while  the  long  engine  room  would  have  pre- 
vented these  articles  being  moved  rapidly  in  time  of  action. 

In  the  after  magazine,  with  open  barrels  of  powder,  were  stowed  iron 
shovels  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  engineer's  department  and 
a  number  of  percussion  shells  for  the  rifled  gun  (whether  filled  or  not 
I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain)  were  exposed  in  the  engine  room. 

The  crew  are  now  stationed  and  armed,  the  arms  and  ammunition 
properly  distributed  and  stowed,  and  boarding  nettings  are  being  made. 
To  man  all  the  guns,  however,  twenty  more  men  are  requisite.

A  certain  Lemuel  W.  Hammond,  keeper  of  Pye's  or  Guymont  [Gly- 
mont]  Wharf,  Charles  County,  Md.,  is  in  the  habit  of  crossing  at  Pi  seat- 
away  Creek  and  obtaining  recruits  for  the  rebels,  and  giving  and  carry- 
ing information  to  the  enemy.

Sir:  I  cruised  all  night  between  Quantico  and  Indian  Head.    'So 
boats  or  movements  on  the  river  were  discovered. 

Immediately  above  Cockpit  Point  men  and  lights  were  seen  in  consid- 
erable numbers  on  the  beach  and  adjoining  heights  busily  moving  about 
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from  1  to  4  o'clock.    I  watched  them  till  daylight,  when  nothing  could 
be  discovered,  either  of  them  or  their  operations.

SiK:  The  accompanying  report  and  letters  were  received  by  me  last 
night,  and  I  take  the  earliest  opportunity,  by  the  Robert  Leslie,  to  for- 
ward them. 

Mr.  Ely's  opinion  of  the  organization  of  military  bodies  of  men,  is 
without  the  slightest  doubt  correct,  and  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced 
that  the  people  on  the  Maryland  shore  are  secretly  lying  [in]  wait  for  a 
move  on  the  part  of  the  rebels  to  uncover  and  fly  to  their  assistance. 

As  yet,  sir,  I  see  no  signs  of  a  reenforcement  of  this  flotilla.    I  hope 
you  [will]  pardon  me  for  the  solicitude  I  feel  for  seeing  not  only  a  large 
increase  of  the  forces  afloat,  but  an  immediate  occupation  of  some  of 
the  prominent  landings  hereabouts  by  our  military  forces.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  proceedings  of  Mr.  Gray 
and  myself  as  follows,  viz: 

On  the  night  of  the  14th  instant,  a  Mr.  Smith,  who  keeps  a  store  on 
St.  George's  Island,  came  alongside  of  my  vessel  and  made  complaint  to 
me  that  he  had  been  threatened  with  personal  injury  by  several  parties 
residing  on  the  Maryland  shore,  in  particular  by  Captain  Code  [Goad  ?], 
on  account  of  his  Union  sentiments,  and  requested  of  me  that  I  would 
solicit  protection  for  himself  and  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  island, 
who  are  all  Union  men,  from  the  commander  of  the  flotilla.  At  the 
suggestion  of  myself  and  Mr.  Gray  they  drew  up  a  memorial,  which  I 
enclose  to  you,  signed  by  the  two  most  prominent  men  on  the  island. 
After  some  further  conversation  with  Smith  I  found  that  the  aforesaid 
Code  (CoadfJ  and  his  father  (Colonel  Code  [Coad?]),  who  resides  in  the 
neighborhood,  have  been  in  the  habit  of  sending  provisions  to  Virginia, 
and  that  Captain  Samuel  Trader,  of  St.  George's  Island,  was  the  man 
whom  they  had  endeavored  to  ])ersuade  to  engage  in  this  contraband 
trade,  and  that  he  had  at  present  in  his  possession  certain  goods  bound 
to  the  sacred  soil. 

Acting  upon  this  information,  Mr.  Gray  and  myself  got  our  vessels 
underway  ana  went  to  St.  George's  Island,  where  we  landed  in  two 
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boats  and  called  on  Captain  Trader.  Having  called  him  aside  I  told 
him  that  I  had  sufficient  evidence  of  his  contraband  predilections  to 
warrant  me  in  searching  his  premises.  He  immediately  delivered  to 
me  one-half  barrel  of  coffee,  one-half  barrel  of  sugar,  and  some  salt, 
which  he  said  had  been  given  to  him  by  Colonel  Dix  to  take  to  Virginia 
on  the  4th  of  July  last;  that  he  had  had  them  ever  since,  and  had  been 
using  them  in  his  family  and  never  intended  to  take  them  to  their  places 
of  destination.  I,  however,  took  them  and  have  them  now  on  board 
awaiting  your  orders  as  to  what  disposition  I  shall  make  of  them.  I 
would  respectfully  suggest  that  they  may  be  useful  as  a  bribe  to  bim 
for  further  information.  The  idea  struck  me  that  he  might  have  some 
letters,  and  I  asked  him  for  any  letters  he  might  have  in  his  possession; 
he  at  once  gave  me  the  enclosed  letters,  which  implicate  several  other 
parties;  one  of  them,  Mr.  Dix,  who  sent  the  captured  articles  and  the 
letters,  I  found  upon  enquiry  had  a  large  six-oared  boat  which  had 
taken  several  loads  of  men  to  Virginia.  I,  therefore,  went  that  night 
and  took  her,  and  being  without  a  boat,  I  have  appropriated  her  to  the 
use  of  my  vessel.  On  returning  to  our  vessels  we  met  a  Mr.  Roswell, 
whose  father  is  the  principal  owner  of  St.  George's  Island.  He  thought 
it  more  than  probable  that  we  might  find  a  quantity  of  contraband 
goods  in  possession  of  Captain  Code  [Coadl].  A  difficulty  now  arose 
in  my  mind  as  to  what  might  be  the  best  mode  of  procedure.  Mr.  Gray 
thought  we  were  not  allowed  to  search  private  property  in  Maryland 
without  an  order  from  yourself  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  Force, 
therefore,  being  out  of  the  question,  we  determined  to  try  a  stratagem. 
After  some  deliberation  we  decided  on  the  following  plan,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  which  Mr.  Roswell  kindly  offered  his  assistance,  as  he  was  well 
acquainted  with  Captain  Code  [Coad?].  It  made  the  execution  of  the 
following  plan  comparatively  easy : 

The  night  being  very  dark,  I  got  the  Dana  underway,  and  with  Mr. 
Gray  and  six  of  his  men  on  board,  and  Mr.  Roswell  and  Captain  Trader 
as  pilots,  we  steered  our  course  up  St.  George's  Creek  and  anchored 
within  musket  shot  of  Code's  [Coad?]  house.  I  then  disguised  myself 
and  two  of  my  men  and  in  company  with  Mr.  Roswell  went  on  shore  to 
pay  our  compliments  to  the  captain.  Mr.  Gray  had  his  boat  filled  with 
armed  men  and  ready  to  give  any  necessary  assistance  should  our  dis- 
guise be  discovered. 

The  darkness  and  rain,  together  with  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the 
boat  in  which  I  landed,  made  recognition  next  to  impossible. 

Mr.  Roswell  introduced  me  as  Captain  Williams,  of  the  schooner 
John  Orant,  a  good  secessionist,  and  bound  to  Coan  River  with  bacon 
and  salt  from  Port  Tobacco.  Captain  Code  [Coad?]  ask^d  me  how  I 
had  escaped  the  steamers.  I  told  him  that  was  easily  done;  that  I  had 
been  carrying  coal  for  the  Government;  that  almost  all  the  steamers 
had  taken  coal  out  of  my  vessel;  consequently,  being  well  acquainted 
with  me  and  believing  me  to  be  a  good  Union  man,  they  never  took  the 
trouble  to  search  me.  He  then  asked  me  if  I  was  not  afraid  of  being 
seen  by  the  cutters.  I  said  no;  that  the  night  was  very  dark  and  that 
one  of  the  cutters  was  up  the  river  and  the  other  two  had  gone  out  into 
the  bay.  He  complimented  me  on  my  sagacity  and  said  it  rejoiced  him 
to  meet  a  man  of  my  stamp  and  wished  me  all  possible  success.  The 
conversation  then  became  general.  He  freely  expressed  his  sentiments 
to  me,  offered  us  wine  and  cigars,  and  gave  me  much  valuable  informa- 
tion as  to  the  state  of  feeling  in  his  neighborhood;  told  me  that  several 
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parties  had  crossed  from  his  immediate  vicinity  and  expressed  his  sym- 
pathy for  them,  and  from  the  tenor  of  his  conversation  I  was  led  to 
believe  that  there  were  organized  companies  of  armed  men  ready  to 
cooperate  with  any  forces  which  might  land  from  Virginia  in  an  attack 
upon  the  Government,  which  event,  he  said,  the  Unionists  had  more 
cause  to  fear  than  armed  men  going  from  Maryland  to  Virginia.  As 
Colonel  Code  [Goad?]  is  an  influential  man  and  a  politician,  I  report  his 
conversation  thus  minutely. 

It  now  showed  signs  of  clearing  away,  and  daylight  coming  on  I  sig- 
nified my  intention  of  leaving  while  the  darkness  favored  me.  I  called 
him  to  one  side  and  offered  to  carry  any  goods  or  letters  he  might  wish 
to  send  over  to  Virginia. 

He  said  he  was  sorry  he  had  nothing  at  present,  but  that  he  thought 
if  I  had  the  time  I  might  get  quite  a  quantity  up  the  St.  Mary's  River, 
near  the  factories;  but,  said  I,  "I  may  speak  to  a  Union  man  and  get 
myself  into  trouble."  Said  he:  "Tou  can  not  find  a  Union  man  from 
Breton's  Bay  to  Point  Lookout,  except  Dr.  Jones  and  the  inhabitants  of 
St.  George's  Island."  I  then  left  him,  having  promised  to  call  and  see 
him  again  and  let  him  know  how  I  succeeded  in  my  enterprise. 

We  had  intended  to  go  up  to  the  factories,  but  when  we  got  into  the 
St.  Mary's  Eiver  it  was  broad  daylight.  We  therefore  gave  it  up  and 
returned  to  our  anchorage  with  my  prize  and  information. 

I  have  since  thought  it  was  better  to  keep  things  dark  and  content 
ourselves  with  keeping  a  strict  watch  until  we  got  advice  and  further 
orders  from  yourself  as  to  our  future  movements. 

I  forgot  to  mention  that  Mr.  Gray  took  a  runaway  negro,  claimed  by 
Colonel  Code  [Coad?]  and  also  by  his  son-in-law.  Dr.  Coombs.  The 
negro  says  that  his  master  threatened  to  shoot  him  for  reporting  cer- 
tain boats  to  you  as  having  been  engaged  in  contraband  trade  and  that 
he  ran  for  his  life. 

He  says  he  is  the  person  who  was  on  board  your  vessel  last  Sunday 
night  and  gave  you  the  information  for  which  he  is  now  a  fugitive. 
Colonel  Code  [Coad?]  and  Dr.  Coombs  both  came  to  Piney  Point  yes- 
terday and  demanded  him  from  Mr.  Gray,  but  he  refused  to  give  him 
up  without  orders  from  you.

Sir  :  We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  certify  and  are  willing  to  take 
oath  to  the  same,  that  we,  the  inhabitants  of  this  island  (St,  George's), 
have  been  threatened  by  Captain  Edward  Code  [Coad?J,  captain  of  a 
cavalry  company  in  Maryland,  and  residing  on  St.  George's  Creek,  and 
having  in  his  possession  the  arms  for  a  cavalry  company,  and  never 
having  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  as  foUows, 
viz: 

First.  On  August  6  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  Captain  Code  fCoad?]  said  in 
conversation  that  should  the  Southern  Confederacy  by  any  means  gain 
so  much  the  advantage  of  the  North  as  to  enable  Maryland  to  secede 
or  to  be  able  to  declare  her  sentiments,  that  we,  the  inhabitants  of  this 
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island  (St.  George's)  will  be  compelled  to  leave  our  homes  at  the 
shortest  possible  notice  and  that  at  least  300  men  would  be  employed 
to  expel  us  if  necessary.

Sir  :  The  rebels  are  at  work  now  planting  two  8-inch  Columbiads  on 
Mathias  Point.  At  present  only  the  two  guns  and  the  round  shot  are 
there.  The  carriages  are  now  about  ready  to  be  conveyed.  They  are 
being  constructed  a  few  miles  back.  Sappers  and  miners  are  throwing 
lip  earthworks  to  enclose  about  100  by  100  feet  round  the  guns  and  an 
outer  work  20  or  30  yards  distant.  No  soldiers  are  there  now,  but 
tliere  are  plenty  near  by.  Do  not  move  to  suppress  it  with  less  than 
5,000  men  that  can  be  depended  on.  No  water  attack  with  guns  would 
avail  after  it  is  planted,  but  it  could  now  be  taken  from  the  water  side. 
A  secret  night  expedition  might  easily  bring  away  the  two  guns  with 
a  small  force,  but  that  would  be  of  no  use,  as  they  have  plenty  more 
guns.  If  attacked  it  should  be  held,  and  it  is  a  good  spot  for  us  to 
have.  And  a  dock  should  be  built  there  for  open  communication.

Washington,  August  14,  1861. 

Sir:  I  thought  that  I  would  just  drop  you  a  few  lines  to  give  you 
some  sort  of  a  notion  about  the  laud  side  of  the  Potomac  from  Aquia 
Cieek  np  as  far  as  Mrs.  Nelly  Moucure's  farm — about  8  miles.  Aquia 
Creek  or  Bay  is  about  2  miles  long  and  one-fourth  to  one-half  mile  wide. 
Our  boats  could  uot  get  up  there  unless  the  rebels  would  let  them  go, 
and  they  would  not  fire  a  gun  until  you  got  in  there,  and  then  you 
would  never  get  out  again.  Just  across  from  the  creek  landing  on  that 
]ioint  it  is  called  Smith's  Point.  It  is  a  level  country  all  around  there 
for  about  2  miles,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  they  have  a  heavy  battery 
on  that  point,  and  7  miles  up  this  way  also,  to  prevent  us  from  going 
ujj  and  down  the  river.  The  river  is  only  3J  miles  wide  all  along  there, 
and  at  low  tide  a  man  can  wade  out  about  one-half  a  mile  all  along  that 
shore.  In  that  case  they  could  land  10,000  men  over  on  the  Maryland 
side  in  twenty-four  hours.  Look  out  for  Smith's  Point.  And  8  miles 
this  side  of  the  creek,  there  is  a  creek — I  think  it  is  called  Quantico — 
where  there  is  a  small  bay  that  would  hold  100  fishing  boats,  and  you 
could  not  see  them  going  up  and  down  the  river.  There  is  a  small 
island  called  Fox  Island  that  hides  that  little  ducking  river.  We 
might  make  a  halt  there  about  daybreak  some  morning;  but  look  out  for 
masked  batteries.  There  is  a  large  brick  house  a  little  below  it  as  you 
go  down  the  river.  It  is  between  two  high  hills.  But  the  mischief  is 
how  to  get  ashore  unless  you  have  small  boats.  The  channel  is  on  the 
Maryland  side  of  the  river. 

Up  the  Aquia  Creek,  I  have  no  doubt,  at  the  place  called  the  Land- 
ing, there  are  several  schooners  in  the  wood  and  rock  business.  With 
a  fair  wind  they  could  soon  run  out  of  that  place.

The  rebels  are  preparing  to  attack  General  Banks  -with  50,000 men;  part  are  now 
at  Leesburg;  threatened  attack  on  Washington  only  a  blind.  At  Mathlas  Point 
two  Columbiads,  8-inch;  two  32-pounders,  rifled;  garrison,  700  riflemen  and  two 
12-pouuder8;  5,000  men  encamped  5  miles;  5,000,  10  miles  distant,  with  telegraph 
lines  between.  Below  the  point,  7  miles,  on  Maryland  side,  extensive  preparations 
ibr  formidable  battery ;  1,000  men  at  work  to  plant  twenty  10-inch  Columbiads  to 
come  at  night  from  Norfolk;  each  gun  on  flotilla  covered  with  railroad  iron.  A 
force  will  move  from  Leesburg  Tuesday  night,  though  not  entirely  certain.  I  hope 
the  information  will  do  no  harm.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  urging 
the  necessity  of  fortifying  Mathias  Point. 

Navy  Department,  August  20, 1861. 

Sir  :  The  importance  of  keeping  open  the  navigation  of  the  Potomac 
is  so  obvious  that  no  argument  is  necessary  on  the  subject. 

So  far  as  is  possible  this  Department  has  and  will  continue  to  discharge 
its  duty  in  this  matter  by  an  armed  flotilla;  but  there  are  one  or  two 
points  where  shore  batteries  can  bemade  to  intercept  communication,  and 
in  view  of  that  danger  and  recent  investigations  I  would  most  urgently 
request  that  immediate  measures  be  taken  by  the  War  Department  to 
fortify  and  intrench  Mathias  Point.  A  single  regiment  aided  by  two  of 
our  steamers  could  heretofore,  and  perhaps  may  still,  take  possession 
and  secure  it;  but  if  more  than  a  regiment  is  required  it  appears  to  me 
indispensable  that  the  requisite  number  should  be  furnished. 

Attention,  on  separate  occasions,  has  been  called  to  the  particular 
necessity  of  holding  that  place  as  absolutely  essential  to  the  unob- 
structed navigation  of  the  Potomac.  The  Navy  will  at  any  moment 
contribute  its  efforts  toward  seizing  and  holding  that  place,  and  I 
apprehend  there  should  not  be  any  delay.  Can  not  a  sufflcient  force  be 
sent  down  forthwith  to  seize  and,  in  connection  with  such  armed  ves- 
sels as  we  can  order  for  that  purpose,  hold  Mathias  Point  and  thus  keep 
open  the  navigation  of  the  Potomac? 

I  understand  that  troops  will  be  sent  to  the  lower  Maryland  counties 
to  keep  the  peace  and  prevent  batteries  from  being  erected  on  the  left 
bank.  This  is  a  timely  and  wise  precaution,  bat  it  is  equally  neces- 
sary that  we  should  take  possession  of  Mathias  Point.  Should  the 
insurgents  get  possession  of  that  point  it  will  require  a  very  large 
force  to  dispossess  them.

Sib  :  I  captured  last  night  off  Evansport  a  negro  man  attempting  to 
cross  the  river  to  Virginia. 

He  states  that  he  was  sent  by  Messrs.  Poses'^  and  Renner,  in  Mary- 
land, to  assist  in  the  construction  of  a  battery  between  Possum  Nose 
and  Cockpit  Point  and  also  to  inform  Mr.  Evans  that  a  party  of  six  or 
eight  intended  to  cross  on  the  first  opportunity.  He  states  that  there 
is  almost  daily  communication  between  Evans's  and  Budd's  houses  and 
men  are  taken  across. 

A  person  named  Renner,  living  near  Budd's,  has  a  schooner  called  the 
Constitution  engaged  in  the  wood  trade,  which,  on  her  return  trip,  gen- 
erally brings  ammunition,  etc.,  in  small,  detached  parcels  stowed  under 
the  cabin  floor.  She  is  now  up  and  expected  down  in  a  day  or  two. 
The  negro's  conduct,  the  circumstance  of  his  capture,  etc.,  are  calcu- 
lated to  excite  suspicion.  He  says  he  belongs  to  a  Mr.  Griffin,  in  Vir- 
ginia; was  sent  across  three  weeks  ago  for  safe-keeping.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report : 
Having  heard  that  there  was  an  encampment  of  the  enemy  conspicu- 
ous on  PotomacCreek,  I  offered  to  go  in  and  examine  closely  the  possible 
strength,  by  permission  of  Commander  Dove,  to  report  to  Commander 
Goldsborough,  of  the  Union.  I  got  underway  with  the  Resolute  and 
Reliance  and  proceeded  off  the  creek.  After  communicating  with  Com- 
mander Goldsborough  I  stood  in  with  the  Resolute,  but  she  drawing  too 
much  water  I  stood  in  alone.  Getting  close  to  the  encampment,  in  9 
feet  water,  I  threw  two  shells  over  their  teuts,  which  caused  them  to 
rally  around  the  colors.  At  that  moment  a  battery  on  their  left  and  on 
the  beach  opened  upon  me.  I  threw  several  shells  at  it,  when  it  ceased 
firing  and  two  batteries  of  rifled  guns  opened  from  the  point  of  the 
creek.  They  fired  rapidly  and  all  the  shots  and  shells  came  close,  and 
several  passed  over,  bnt  none  struck  the  vessel.  Finding  my  guns 
would  not  reach,  I  came  out  of  range  of  the  enemy's  batteries,  when 
they  then  engaged  the  Ice  Boat,  which  had  just  arrived  in  position  for 
her  rifled  gun.  No  damage  sustained  by  her.  At  6:30  I  returned  to 
my  anchorage  here.

Sie:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  orders  I  got 
underway  at  half  past  4  p.  m.  and  stood  over  to  the  Virginia  shore  and 
engaged  two  of  the  enemy's  batteries  of  rifled  guns,  placed  on  opposite 
sides  of  the  Potomac  Creek.  One  battery  consisted  of  four  heavy 
guns,  the  other  of  two  long-ranged  rifled  guns.  At  4:45  I  opened 
upon  the  enemy  with  my  heavy  rifled  gun,  and  soon  after  brought 
my  9-inch  Dahlgren  gun  to  bear  upon  the  batteries.    At  half  past 
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5  the  battery  on  t.he  soutli  side  of  the  creek  ceased  firing,  conse- 
quently I  devot€d  my  attention  to  the  rifled-gun  battery  on  the  north 
side  of  the  creek,  which  was  playing  upon  me  with  vigor.  Two  shells 
passed  over  my  hurricane  deck  and  six  or  eight  burst  under  the  bows, 
doing  no  injury  to  the  vessel  or  crew.  At  6  p.  m.  I  withdrew  from  the 
batteries,  in  obedience  to  a  signal  from  my  commanding  ofiQcer. 

Captain  Mygatt,  of  the  Reliance,  came  on  board  just  as  I  was  getting 
underway,  and  was  of  the  greatest  service  to  me.  Being  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  river,  he  piloted  me  into  safe  water,  and  then  at  my 
request  took  command  of  our  enormous  rifled  gun  and  fought  it  during 
the  action  with  skill  and  judgment  that  entitles  him  to  all  praise.

When  down  the  river  yesterday  an  encampment  was  seen  on  the 
bluff'  to  the  southward  of  Potomac  Creek.  Commander  Dove  was 
informed  of  the  matter  and  he  gave  the  commanding  ofBcers  of  the 
Jacob  Bell  and  Resolute  and  myself  permission  to  go  in  and  see  what 
they  were  doing.  The  Jacob  Bell  and  Resolute  went  close  in  and  fired 
a  shot,  when  they  immediately  fired  from  three  different  points.  I 
went  ill  on  the  Ice  Boat,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Pattison.  Several 
shots  were  fired  from  her  rifled  gun,  but  the  effect  could  not  be  seen. 
The  eucampment  is  a  very  large  one. 

I  think  that  I  discovered  another  large  encampment  on  the  hills 
nearly  opposite  Sandy  Point,  but  could  not  see  distinctly  as  the  light 
was  too  glaring.

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  afternoon  at  about 
4:30  o'clock  the  enemy's  steamer  Yankee  [Jacob  Bell]  and  a  tug  were 
seen  standing  in  the  mouth  of  Potomac  Creek.  I  ordered  down  on  to 
the  point  the  siege  rifled  gun  (Betty  Holmes)  and  a  section  (rifle)  of 
Walker's  battery. 

The  enemy  fired  the  first  shot,  not  aimed  at  this  point,  however. 
Smith's  battery  replied.  As  soon  as  our  fieldpieces  opened,  the  TJ,  S.  S. 
Release  \Ice  Boat]  stood  in  and  engaged  us. 

The  officers  in  charge  of  the  pieces  and  the  men  behaved  with  proper 
coolness  and  deliberation.  They  were  Lieutenants  Hagerty,  Pegram, 
and  Dabney. 
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The  enemy's  fire  was  very  accurate,  frequently  bursting  his  shell  in 
close  proximity  to  our  pieces.  It  is  believed  that  both  the  Yankee  and 
the  Release  were  hit,  the  former  more  than  once.  No  one  was  hurt  on 
our  side. 

The  action  lasted  about  forty  minutes,  during  which  we  fired  some 
twenty-flve  shot  and  shell,  the  enemy  as  many  more.    Captain  R.  L. 
Walker  was  present,  in  immediate  command  of  all  the  pieces.

Sir  :  I  am  compelled  to  report  to  you  the  condition  of  this  vessel,  as 
I  consider  her  unfit  for  service. 

The  armament  of  the  vessel  consists  of  one  8inch  shell  gun,  of  63 
hundredweight,  and  one  6-inch  rifled  gun,  of  about  the  same  weight, 
and  there  are  only  twenty-one  men  to  work  these  guns  and  pass  powder 
and  shells. 

The  cooking  arrangements  are  very  incomplete,  there  being  but  a 
small  stove  for  this  purpose,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  cook  the 
rations  in  small  portions. 

Neither  officers  nor  men  have  sufficient  quarters;  the  latter  are  com- 
pelled to  sleep  about  the  deck,  and  even  then  it  is  difficult  to  find  suffi- 
cient room  to  protect  them  from  the  weather. 

The  apartment  in  which  the  ammunition  is  stowed  is  very  incomplete, 
as  the  projectiles  and  powder  are  stowed  together. 

There  are  neither  day  nor  night  signals  on  board.  But  one  small  boat 
belongs  to  the  vessel,  and  there  are  no  boat  davits. 

No  small  arms  of  any  description  whatever  or  spyglass  have  been 
allotted  to  the  vessel. 

The  boiler  is  leaking  samuch  that  it  is  necessary  to  get  underway 
every  eight  or  ten  hours  to  pump  it  up.    The  vessel  itself  is  leaking  so 
much  that  it  requires  from  three  to  four  hours  pumping  to  keep  her  clear.

Report  of  Commander  Craven,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
of  the  overhauling,  by  U.  8.  8.  Yankee,  of  schooner  Remittance,  of 
Baltimore. 

IT.  S.  S.  Yankee, 
OffAquia,  August  30,  1861. 

Sir  :  On  the  28th  instant,  off  Lower  Cedar  Point,  we  overhauled  the 
schooner  Remittance,  of  Baltimore,  from  Port  Tobacco,  bound  to  Balti- 
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more,  commanded  and  owned  by  one  James  H.  M.  Biirroiiglis.  Upon 
examining  this  vessel,  which  is  laden  with  tobacco  and  grain,  we  found 
five  passengers,  three  of  whom,  viz,  Alexander  Johnson,  Edward  San- 
ders, and  Charles  A.  Yates,  say  they  are  farmers,  living  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Port  Tobacco,  are  owners  of  part  of  the  cargo  of  tobacco, 
and  are  going  to  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  selling  it.  One,  a  Mr. 
Lancaster,  is  going  to  St.  Mary's  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  debts. 
The  fifth,  calling  himself  John  P.  Eichards,  is  a  person  who  came  down 
in  the  schooner  on  her  last  trip  from  Baltimore.  He  asserts  that  his 
trunk,  which  is  a  large  one,  was  thoroughly  searched  by  the  boarding 
officers  at  Baltimore  and  "passed"  by  them;  that  it  contained  nothing 
more  than  it  has  in  it  at  the  present  moment,  which  consists  of  very 
few  articles  of  old  and  dirty  clothing  and  could  readily  be  made  up  into 
a  very  small  bundle.  One  of  the  crew  of  this  schooner,  William  Posey 
(colored),  who  has  sailed  in  her  for  several  years,  states  most  positively 
that  the  trunk  was  not  examined  at  Baltimore,  and  moreover  that  it 
was  tightly  packed  with  some  heavy  articles  which  he  believes  to  have 
been  contraband  and  that  they  have  been  conveyed  over  into  Virginia. 

In  the  left-hand  end  of  the  trunk  are  evidences  of  there  having  been 
false  lining,  which  was  stuck  to  the  true  lining  by  wafers,  aflording  a 
space  between  the  two  where  letters,  etc.,  could  have  been  concealed. 
As  this  person,  John  P.  Richards,  could  not  give  a  satisfactory  account 
of  himself,  and  his  whole  manner  and  appearance  are  suspicious,  I  have 
thought  proper  to  send  him  to  Washington  for  further  examination. 

The  man,  William  Posey,  states  that  the  master,  James  H.  M.  Bur- 
roughs, is  a  rank  secessionist;  that  his  vessel  has  been  used  for  carry- 
ing contraband  goods  from  Baltimore,  and  that  his  boats  have  been 
frequently  used  for  conveying  goods,  men,  horses,  and  other  contraband 
articles  across  the  river  to  Virginia,  and  that  Thomas  F.  Burroughs, 
brother  of  the  master  and  mate  of  the  vessel,  has  been  in  the  habit  of 
going  over,  and  that  he,  William  Posey,  has  been  made  to  help  pull  the 
boat  on  these  "excursions,"  and  he  states  further  that  the  Remittance, 
with  the  same  master,  mate,  and  crew  who  are  now  on  board  of  her, 
was  one  of  the  vessels  which  went  alongside  the  light-boat  off  Cedar 
Point  and  set  fire  to  her  in  March  or  April  last.  Edward  Ellis,  who 
was  one  of  the  light- boat  keepers  and  now  a  resident  of  Allen's  Fresh, 
Charles  County,  Md.,  may  be  able  to  identify  these  brothers.  Burroughs, 
as  a  part  of  the  party  concerned  in  the  destruction  of  the  light-boat. 

I  send,  under  charge  of  Lieutenant  Mygatt,  James  H.  M.  and  Thomas 
P.  Burroughs  and  John  P.  Eichards,  with  the  witness,  William  Posey, 
to  the  navy  yard  at  Washington,  with  orders  to  deliver  them  in  charge 
of  Commander  Dahlgren,  there  to  await  further  instructions  from  the 
Department. 

The  Remittance  is  now  at  anchor  at  Piney  Point  under  the  safe-keep- 
ing of  Acting  Master's  Mates  [James  L.]  Gray  and  (A.  J.]  Frank,  whom 
I  have  ordered  to  detain  her  until  next  Wednesday,  when,  if  they 
should  receive  no  further  order  from  yourself,  to  allow  her  to  sail  for 
Baltimore.

The  400  seamen  left  here  as  directed  for  Fort  Ellsworth.  Lieutenant 
Eoe  reports  that  on  arriving  at  Alexandria  he  went  out  to  the  fort  and 
found  it  occupied  by  other  troops.  He  could  not  find  the  commanding 
general  of  brigade.  No  provision  being  made  for  our  men,  either  as 
regardsfood  or  shelter,  he  writes  me  that  he  remains  at  the  wharf  under 
shelter  with  the  men  until  further  orders.  I  shall  immediately  cause  a 
steamboat  to  return  with  the  men's  rations.  Captain  Wainwright  has 
been  sent  for  and  will,  I  hope,  report  in  season  to  go  down  in  the  steam- 
boat. Should  there  be  an  alarm  in  the  night  the  seamen  will  speedily 
be  at  the  fort.  It  would  be  well,  however,  that  General  McClellan 
should  know  the  circumstances  above  stated.

Sir  :  This  morning  as  we  were  passing  Upper  Cedar  Point  there  came 
on  board  four  colored  men ;  one,  named  James  Scott,  states  that  he 
belongs  to  a  Mr.  Benjamin  Weaver,  of  King  George  Oourt-House,  Va., 
and  that  he  (Scott)  and  Henry  Young  have  been  employed  lielping  to 
build  batteries  at  Mathias  Point.  There  are  two  batteries  now  at  the 
point  ready  for  their  guns,  which  are  now  on  their  way  from  Eichmond 
and  are  daily  expected.  Henry  Young  says  he  belongs  to  one  Dr. 
Young,  who  lives  at  Lemon  [Orange?]  Court  House,  Va.;  he  states  also 
that  he  has  worked  at  a  battery  which  is  being  built  at  Mathias  Point, 
and  that  there  are  three  heavy  guns  to  be  mounted  there  sometime 
during  the  present  week. 

Tlie  other  two  slaves,  William  Henderson,  belonging  to  one  John  E. 
Wilson,  of  Wakefield,  Va.,  and  Grandison  Piper,  belonging  to  one  Dr. 
Frederick  Wheelwright,  of  Westmoreland,  Va.  These  four  men  left 
Virginia  in  a  small  skifl'  last  night.  I  sent  them  to  the  navy  yard  for 
your  final  disposition.

There  have  been  forwarded  to  the  eastern  shore  of  Virginia,  across 
the  bay  from  Eichmond,  Va.,  six  brass  cannon  for  the  troops  in  Accomac 
County,  Va.,  and  from  a  good  source  I  learn  that  they  are  in  camp 
drilling,  etc.,  3,000  strong  and  well  suppled  with  ammunition  of  all 
kinds,  and  also  are  receiving  and  forwarding  the  same  to  the  western 
shore  to  the  enemy.  The  way  the  cannon  were  sent  over  to  eastern 
Virginia  from  Richmond  was  down  the  Rappahannock  River  to  a  point 
inside  the  said  river  10  miles  and  then  sent  to  a  place  called  the  Divid- 
ing Creek,  running  up  into  the  land  above  the  mouth  of  the  Rappahan- 
nock River  some  12  miles.  You  can  carry  12  feet  water  up  this  creek 
some  5  miles  out  of  sight  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay.  It  is  at  this  point 
where  powder  is  being  received  and  sent  to  the  enemy  in  various  parts 
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of  western  Virginia.  It  is  sent  into  Ohincoteague  Inlet,  on  the  coast,  in 
vessels  on  the  southerly  side  of  Cape  Charles  and  taken  across  the 
county  [of )  Accomac  to  Cherrystone,  and  from  there  sent  across  the  bay 
to  this  Dividing  Creek,  above  the  Rappahannock  Eivor,  inland,  and  then 
sent  to  the  various  rebel  armies.  The  supplies  sent  are  large,  as  the 
vessels  discharge  the  powder  on  the  sea  side  of  Accomac  County  and 
have  been  doing  so  for  some  time.  The  powder  is  from  Few  York  and 
Philadelphia.  I  believe  that  the  larger  ])ortion  of  their  powder  lias 
been  received  through  this  channel,  which  up  to  the  present  has  been 
overlooked.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.  of  this  day  I 
discovered  four  boats  on  the  Virginia  shore,  at  a  place  called  Ferry 
Landing,  which  I  deemed  necessary  to  destroy.  I  first  endeavored  to 
shove  the  boats  out  and  tow  them,  but  failing  in  this  I  proceeded  to 
burn  them.  Learning  that  rebel  pickets  were  in  the  habit  of  frequent- 
ing the  place,  I  fired  two  shots  in  the  nearest  thicket  to  drive  away 
anyone  who  might  be  concealed  there.  I  then,  with  a  boat's  crew  of 
five  men,  went  on  shore  and  set  fire  to  the  boats  and  boathouse,  having 
my  gun  ready  to  cover  my  crew  in  case  of  an  attack.  The  flames  from 
the  boats  communicated  to  the  small  dwelling,  which  was  also  destroyed.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the 
31st  ultimo. 

The  schooner  Eagle,  Captain  Laycock,  was  detained  by  Acting  Mas- 
ter Budd,  of  the  Resolute,  on  or  about  the  iilst  ultimo.  He  had  spoken 
her  during  the  night  and  ordered  her  to  go  up  the  river  and  anchor  near 
the  Penguin,  and  apparently  the  Eagle  started  to  go  in  that  direction, 
but  some  time  afterwards,  when  on  his  tour  of  night  scouting,  he  dis- 
covered the  Eagle  running  down  the  river,  evidently  intending  to  dis- 
obey the  order. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  the  then  apprehended  attempt  of  the 

rebels  to  cross  the  river,  Mr.  Budd  took  charge  of  the  schooner,  and 

upon  his  report  of  the  circumstances  I  ordered  her  to  be  taken  to  the 

Washington  navy  yard,  there  to  await  further  instructions  from  yourself.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  enclose  the  report  of  Acting  Mas- 
ter's Mate  Ely,  relative  to  the  capture  of  the  sloop  T,  J.  Evans. 

I  had  received  information  of  the  Evans  being  at  anchor  off  Holland 
Island,  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Maryland,  on  the  29th  ultimo,  and  that 
she  was  suspected  of  being  engaged  in  illicit  trade,  and  dispatched  the 
Dana  with  orders  to  seize  her. 

Mr.  Ely's  account  of  the  escape  of  the  owner  of  the  cargo,  George 
Henry,  is  not  satisfactory  to  me,  and  I  regret  that  from  the  representa- 
tions made  to  me  by  one  of  the  Dana's  crew,  there  appears  to  be  strong 
ground  for  suspecting  Mr.  Ely  of  having  been  bribed  by  the  rebel  to 
allow  him  to  escape.  I  respectfully  request  that  his  conduct  may  bo 
thoroughly  investigated. 

By  Acting  Master  Foster,  temporarily  in  charge  of  the  Resolute,  I 
send  the  prize  T.  J.  Evans,  with  her  master,  calling  himself  Thomas 
Stewart,  and  cargo,  consisting  of  9  bales  of  waterproof  blankets,  6 
cases  of  surgical  instruments,  4  boxes  of  percussion  caps  and  friction 
primers,  and  4  Colts  navy  revolvers,  to  be  delivered  to  the  care  of  Com- 
mander Dahlgren  at  the  navy  yard,  Washington,  there  to  await  further 
orders  from  the  Department.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  capture  of  the  sloop  T.  J. 
Evans,  from  Baltimore,  bound  to  Annemessex  Kiver,  having  on  board 
3  large  boxes  of  percussion  caps,  4  Colts  revolvers,  6  boxes  of  surgical 
instruments,  1  box  of  cannon  primers,  and  several  bales  of  gutta- 
percha mattress  covers  and  blankets,  together  with  two  men,  who  were 
sailing  the  vessel,  one  of  whom  subsequently  escaped. 

In  accordance  with  your  orders  I  started  in  pursuit  of  her  from  Piney 
Point  on  the  29th  day  of  August.    By  your  instructions  1  went  to  Hoi- 
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laud  Island,  where  the  vessel  was  reported  to  be,  but  on  arriving  there 
I  found  that  the  vessel  and  one  of  the  men  had  left.  I  immediately 
took  charge  of  the  other  man,  whom  I  found  there  and  whom  I  now 
deliver  to  you,  and  obtained  the  following  information  in  regard  to  the 
vessel,  \iz: 

That  the  owner  of  the  cargo  had  pushed  the  vessel  off  from  the  beach 
in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  several  of  the  inhabitants  to  detain  him.  He 
threatened  to  shoot  tbe  first  man  who  put  a  foot  upon  his  vessel.  Not 
understanding  the  mode  of  working  a  small  vessel  he  got  her  aground 
near  Clay  Island,  where  he  was  captured  by  stratagem  by  some  of  the 
islanders,  who  had  followed  him  in  their  canoes,  and  taken  to  the  mag- 
istrate's house  on  Clay  Island.  I  then  took  six  men  in  my  boat  and 
pulled  to  Clay  Island,  where,  after  walking  5  miles,  I  found  the  man 
and  the  sloop,  and  at  once  took  them  in  charge  and  returned  to  the 
vessel.  I  then  got  underway  and  came  to  Piney  Point,  where  I  found 
the  steamer  George  [JE.  M.]  Herbert,  which  towed  me  up  the  river  to 
your  vessel  this  morning. 

While  lying  at  Piney  Point  Mr.  George  Henry,  one  of  the  prisoners 
and  the  owner  of  the  cargo,  who  was  very  sick,  asked  permission  of  me 
to  go  on  shore  and  get  his  supper,  as  he  could  not  eat  the  salt  provis- 
ions which  I  had  oil  board  of  my  vessel.  I  granted  his  request  and 
went  on  shore  with  him,  where  we  took  supper  at  the  hotel.  After  tea 
he  asked  me  to  permit  him  to  go  out  to  fulfill  the  call  of  nature.  I 
permitted  him  to  go,  but  fearing  that  lie  might  attempt  to  escape,  I 
followed  immediately  after  him,  but  favored  by  the  darkness  and  the 
thick  growth  of  trees,  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  he  succeeded  in  making 
good  his  escape.  The  other  man,  Thomas  Stewart,  the  vessel  and 
cargo,  I  now  deliver  to  you.

vessel  in  permitting  the  escape  of  owner  of  cargo  of  schooner  T.  J.  Evans.

SiK:  As  instructed  I  have  questioned  the  undersigned  men  and  they 
give  this  as  their  statement  in  regard  to  Mr.  Ely  and  the  escape  of  his 
prisoner.  After  taking  the  prize,  with  two  prisoners,  he  returned  to 
Piney  Point,  being  absent  two  days.  Mr.  Ely  immediately  after  arriv- 
ing took  the  cargo  out  of  the  prize  and  loaded  her  with  hawsers,  etc., 
to  take  them  on  shore,  taking  the  starboard  watch  with  him  (four  men). 
Leaving  them  on  shore,  he  then,  with  Mr.  Marshall's  boy,  went  back 
to  the  schooner  and  asked  the  prisoners  to  go  on  shore  with  him,  which 
they  did.  The  captain  of  the  prize  took  several  articles  out  of  his  car- 
petbag and  told  one  of  the  men  that  if  he  did  not  return  the  man  might 
have  It.  They  then  went  on  shore,  Mr.  Ely  returning  again  to  the 
schooner  for  the  balance  of  his  crew  to  help  draw  the  wagon  on  which 
the  four  men  had  placed  the  rigging,  leaving  one  man  without  arms  to 
take  charge  of  the  prisoners.  When  the  crew  got  on  shore  the  captain 
of  the  prize  gave  one  of  the  men  $1  to  treat  themselves  with.    After  they 
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drank  Mr.  Ely  treated  them  again.  The  crew  then  hauled  the  rigging 
up  and  put  it  away,  after  which  they  went  on  board  to  get  their  supper, 
leaving  Mr.  Ely  and  the  prisoners  at  the  hotel  to  get  their  suppers. 

The  crew,  after  getting  their  suppers,  went  again  on  shore  and  saw 
Mr.  Ely  and  the  two  men  going  out  of  the  dining  room  into  the  bar- 
room, shutting  the  door  when  they  saw  the  crew  coming  on  the  porch. 
They  remained  in  the  room  about  fifteen  minutes,  when  Mr.  Ely  came 
out.  He  had  Mr.  Marshall  and  one  of  the  prisoners  with  him,  leaving 
the  captain  of  the  prize  in  the  room.  Mr.  Ely  then  ordered  the  crew  to 
the  boat  and  went  on  board  the  Bailey.  While  there  he  wrote  a  letter, 
intending  it  for  you.  When  finished  he  asked  Captain  Oray  how  it 
would  do.  Mr.  Ely  went  on  shore  with  the  prisoners  at  4 :  30  p.  m.  and 
did  not  return  until  10  o'clock. 

These  men  say  they  lelt  satisfied  the  jirisoner  would  not  come  back 
when  he  left  the  vessel,  and  further  that  Mr.  Ely  was  very  familiar  with 
him,  telling  him  of  all  proceedings  of  the  flotilla  on  the  river.

Letter  from  Thomas  R.  Stewart,  esj.,  to  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  requesting  an 
early  investigation  of  his  case. 

U.  S.  S.  AnACOSTIA,  Sunday,  Septemher  8,  1861. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  would  like  very  much  for  you  to  have  my  case  brought 
up  for  trial  or  whatever  process  of  law  I  have  to  go  through.  I  am  an 
innocent  man  and  would  like  to  be  released.  I  will  state  the  circum- 
stance under  which  I  was  arrested  or  taken : 

I  was  not  arrested ;  I  gave  myself  up  to  the  captain  of  the  U.  S. 
schooner  Dana;  his  name  is  Ellie  [Ely].  I  was  hired  in  Baltimore  by 
a  man  by  the  name  of  George  Henry  as  a  sailor  or  i)ilot  in  his  boat,  to 
go  as  far  as  Annemessex  River,  Maryland.  We  stopped  to  get  a  rudder 
on  Holland  Island.  There  was  an  officer  came  down  and  requested  the 
captain  to  show  him  what  those  things  were,  or  what  kind  of  goods  he 
had  on  board,  which  he  refused  to  do.  I,  thinking  something  was 
wrong,  left  the  boat.  He  ordered  me  to  get  on  board,  which  I  refused 
to  do.  He  then  started  away,  and  was  arrested  some  15  miles  from 
where  I  was  by  the  officer  of  Dorchester  County,  and  kept  until  the 
cutter  came  over  and  took  charge  of  the  boat  and  Captain  Henry  and 
mj'self.  He  acknowledged  to  the  captain  of  the  cutter  that  I  knew 
nothing  about  what  kind  of  goods  he  had  on  board;  that  he  was  the 
owner  of  the  goods,  and  I  was  hired  by  him  as  a  sailor  or  to  pilot  him 
to  Annemessex  River.  I  asked  liim  what  those  things  were  and  he  told 
me  they  were  dry  goods  and  ready-made  clothing.  The  captain  and 
myself  were  allowed  to  go  on  shore  at  Piney  Point  with  Captain  Ellie 
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[Ely]  to  get  supper,  and  after  supper  Captain  Henry  ran  off  and  made 
ins  escape.    Then  I  was  sent  here.    By  your  having  my  case  investi- 
gated would  oblige  me  very  much.

The  Ceres  is  being  pushed  forward  and  will  soon  be  ready.  She 
has  been  calked  and  coppered,  etc. 

The  Underwriter  is  now  on  the  rail  [ways]  and  will  be  thoroughly 
repaired — calked,  coppered,  etc. 

Then  comes  the  Island  Belle  (like  the  Ceres),  and  then  the  Anacostia; 
so  you  see  there  is  plenty  to  do. 

The  Geres  has  the  lightest  gun  above  a  boat  howitzer;  liope  it  will 
not  be  too  heavy. 

We  have  possession  of  Fort  Ellsworth,  and  yesterday  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Army  asked  if  I  had  cannon  that  would  reach  Mun- 
son's  Hill,  3  miles  off.  So  I  offered  to  put  a  number  of  rifled  80-pound- 
ers  there  on  the  condition  that  I  should  conduct  the  operation ;  not 
accepted  yet. 

The  Savannah  has  been  fired  at  and  I  sent  her  a  rifled  80-pounder 
last  night.

the  evening  of  the  same  day  at  8 :  15. 

We  discharged  our  passengers  and  anchored  in  the  stream  till  Fri- 
day morning  at  8  o'clock  on  the  23d,  at  which  time  we  again  touched  at 
the  dock,  toolc  on  our  passengers,  and  left  for  this  citj',  arriving  at 
5:45  p.  ni.  same  day. 

The  sentiment  of  the  people  at  Point  Lookout  is  intensely  Southern, 
and  I  was  informed  by  slaves  who  came  on  board  to  sell  fruit  that  their 
masters  offered  every  facility  to  the  rebels  in  the  way  of  Information 
and  passing  to  and  from  the  loyal  States.  Our  anchorage  was  in  the 
Potomac  Kiver,  opposite  Coan  Elver.  Vessels  were  passing  in  and  out

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close  under  the  Virginia  shore  at  all  times  with  perfect  freedom,  there 
being  no  blockading  vessel  at  the  mouth  of  the  Potomac,  and  I  saw 
none  while  we  were  at  Point  Lookout,  or  during  our  trip.

Report  of  Captain  Craven,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
denying  the  charge  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  his  com- 
mand. 

U.  S.  S.  Yankee,  September  5,  1S61. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  3d  instant,  with  its  accompanying  copy  of  a  report  of  an  expe- 
dition sent  by  MajorGeneral  Dix  to  tlie  mouth  of  the  Potomac.  As 
the  report  of  Captain  H.  Duryea,  New  York  State  Volunteers,  seems 
to  imply  that  the  officers  of  this  flotilla  are  negligent  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties,  and  it  has  apparently  been  endorsed  by  no  less  a 
person  than  General  McClellan,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
statement.    Captain  Duryea  in  his  report  of  the  24tU  August  says: 

Onr  anchorage  was  in  the  Potomac  River  opposite Coan  River.  Vessels  were  pass- 
ing in  and  out  close  under  the  Virginia  shore  at  nil  times  with  jierfect  freedom,  there 
being  no  blockading  vessel  at  the  mouth  of  the  Potomac,  and  I  saw  none  while  we 
were  at  Point  Lookout  or  during  our  trip. 

When  I  was  called  by  your  order  of  the  13th  August  to  concentrate  my 
forces  before  Aquia  Creek,  knowing  that  the  schooners  Dana,  Bailey, 
and  Cobb  could  be  of  no  earthly  assistance  to  me,  I  left  them  near  tlie 
mouth  of  the  river,  with  orders  to  watch  closely  the  movements  of 
rebel  sympathizers,  whom  I  knew  to  be  located  about  Herring  Creek, 
St.  Mary's  Kiver,  and  Point  Lookout.  On  my  first  visit  to  Piney  Point, 
after  an  absence  from  there  of  about  ten  days.  Acting  Master's  Mates 
Ely  and  Gray  both  informed  me  of  the  visit  made  to  Point  Lookout 
by  the  steamer  Hugh  JenMns  on  the  evening  of  the  21st  August.  They 
were  both  in  the  vicinity  of  that  point  when  she  first  made  her  appear- 
ance and  there  during  her  stay,  watching,  not  only  her  movements,  but 
as  usual  that  of  all  other  vessels  passing  up  or  down  the  river,  and 
to-day  upon  questioning  those  gentlemen  as  to  the  passing  of  vessels 
"close  under  the  Virginia  shore  at  all  times,"  they  state  such  was  not 
the  fact.  1  can  only  attribute  this  misstatement  of  Captain  Duryea's 
to  his  ignorance  of  nautical  affairs,  and,  therefore,  incajiacity  to  dis- 
tinguish a  national  cruiser  from  a  wood  barge.  Vessels  passing  4  or 
5  miles  from  Point  Lookout  might  to  the  inexperienced  eye  appear  to 
be  close  to  the  Virginia  shore,  when  in  reality  they  would  be  at  least 
3  or  4  miles  distant  from  it.  "Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  statement, 
sir,  I  must  confess  from  what  I  can  learn  that  for  the  past  two  weeks 
there  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  intercourse  between  the  rebels  of 
either  shore  of  the  Potomac,  particularly  from  Mathias  Point  down  as 
far  as  Herring  Creek;  but  situated  as  I  have  been,  with  so  few  vessels 
at  my  command,  and  these  few  but  half  equipped  and  manned,  it  has 
been  impossible  to  prevent  it.  Yesterday  and  to-day  I  received  an 
accession  to  my  forces  of  two  small  steam  tugs  and  three  cutters.  The 
steam  tugs  have  each  a  small  rifle  cannon,  and  a  crew  of  but  six  or 
seven  meu;  they  are  totally  unprovided  with  muskets,  pistols,  pikes, 
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or  sabers.  The  cutters,  instead  of  being  manned  by  thirteen  or  fifteen 
men,  which  is  the  least  number  sufiBcient  to  manage  them,  have  come 
down  with  but  six  and  seven  men.  As  poorly  provided  as  they  are,  I 
have  been  busy  all  day  in  stationing  them  at  the  most  important  points 
from  Pope's  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  the  river:  At  Pope's  Creek,  a 
steam  tug;  at  Lower  Cedar  Point,  a  cutter;  at  Cobb's  Point,  a  steam 
tug;  Blakistone's  Island,  a  schooner,  and  so  on  down;  four  steam  tugs, 
three  schooners,  and  three  cutters.  With  two  additional  steamers  and 
four  more  cutters,  properly  armed  and  manned,  this  part  of  the  river 
would  be  perfectly  secure  against  crossings,  and  a  large  amount  of  aid 
and  comfort  which  has  but  recently  accumulated  on  the  Maryland 
shore  would  have  to  seek  some  other  outlet  in  order  to  reach  its  desti- 
nation.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  two  com- 
munications of  the  4th  instant,  one  asking  for  a  report  of  the  result  of 
the  examinations  made  at  Leonardtown,  Port  Tobacco,  etc.,  as  called 
for  by  you  in  your  letter  of  the  24th  August,  the  other  accompanying 
information  from  the  provost- marshal  relative  to  crossings  made  nightly 
from  Breton's  Bay,  St.  Mary's  River,  etc. 

In  reply  to  the  first,  I  would  respectfully  state  that  but  two  days 
previous  to  its  receipt  there  was  an  examination  made  under  the  charge 
of  Major  Reynolds,  of  the  Marine  Corps,  who  proceeded  to  these  two 
places  and  to  Pope's  Creek  with  200  marines  in  the  Mount  Vernon. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrell,  in  the  Free- 
born. Major  Reynolds  reported  to  me  verbally  that  he  could  discover 
nothing  at  either  of  these  places.  The  positions  named  in  your  letter 
of  the  24th  August  were  thoroughly  searched,  and  so  was  every  place 
likely  to  contain  concealed  arms  or  supplies  for  the  rebels,  but  without 
being  able  to  discover  anything. 

On  the  31st  of  July  I  had  myself  been  at  Leonardtown  in  search  of 
these  two  pieces  of  cannon,  and  reported  the  result  to  the  Department 
on  the  1st  of  August.  A  few  days  since  that  time,  and  only  a  few  days 
after  the  search  made  by  Major  Reynolds,  I  was  informed  by  three  or 
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four  diflfereut  parties  tliat  the  guns  in  question  liad  been  at  Leonard- 
town,  but  about  tlie  middle  of  July  they  Avere  removed  back  toward 
the  Patuxent  Eiver. 

I  am  aware,  sir,  that  I  should  have  made  a  full  statement  of  these 
facts  to  you  at  the  time  of  their  occurrence,  but  I  was  then  so  absorbed 
in  the  task  assigned  mo  by  an  order  from  the  Department  of  the  13th 
August,  requiring  the  concentration  of  all  my  forces  before  Aquia 
Creek  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  enemy's  crossing  the  river, 
that  I  overlooked,  jierbaps,  many  things  of  minor  importance.

Poca- 
hontas, regarding  the  blockade  of  the  Potomac. 

U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 

September  11,  1861. 

Sir  :  When  the  moon  went  down  last  night  I  sent  our  launch  in 
toward  High  Point  with  orders  to  keep  a  lookout  that  no  boats  passed, 
close  inshore.  This  morning  the  coxswain  in  charge  reports  that  near 
midnight  he  discovered  a  large  boat  coming  from  the  direction  of  the 
OccoquanEiver  toward  High  Point.  He  pulled  in  and  the  boats  crew 
seeing  our  launch  pulled  back.  She  pulled  very  fast,  and  though  he 
tried  to  get  his  gun  to  bear,  she  was  out  of  sight  inside  the  point  before 
he  succeeded.  As  you  remarked  a  day  or  two  since,  should  they  attempt 
a  crossing  they  would  be  likely  to  pull  up  close  under  the  land  to  Hal- 
lowing Point  [Va.J,  and  then  cross  to  the  creek  which  makes  up  at 
Chapman's  Point  [Md.],  within  a  very  short  distance  of  the  road  lead- 
ing to  Piscataway.  The  head  of  the  creek  is  also  but  a  short  distance 
from  the  head  of  Mattawoman  Creek. 

When  a  boat  goes  down  to  Aquia  Creek,  can  I  be  permitted  to  send 
down  tlie  launch  now  here  and  take  the  launch  originally  belonging  to 
this  vessel,  which  is  now  at  the  Freeborn,  and  in  which  are  some  articles 
belonging  to  the  crew  of  this  launch? 

Should  there  be  a  smoothbore  12  pounder  howitzer  available,  it  would 
add  to  this  vessel's  efficiency  to  mount  it  on  the  field  carriage  which  we 
have  on  the  poop  deck,  our  12  [pounder]  being  mounted  on  the  boat  car- 
riage on  the  tojjgallant  forecastle. 

The  crew  of  the  vessel  are  short  three  ordinary  seamen  and  two  or 
three  messenger  boys,  which  can  be  had  from  the  Freeborn,  they  wishing 
to  transfer  them.  Even  could  we  have  three  howitzers  on  field  car- 
riages they  could  be  mounted  astern  with  advantage. 

1  find  that  some  time  ago  Mr.  Budd  took  Mr.  Page  over  to  Dr.  Stew- 
art's (once  if  not  oftener)  to  see  one  of  Dr.  Stewart's  daughters,  to  whom 
he  is  engaged;  that  Dr.  Stewart  told  Commander  Dove,  who  went  in 
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under  a  flag  of  truce,  that  bo  wished  Mr.  Budd  to  discontinue  coming 
there,  as  he  feared  that  some  of  the  neighbors  might  kill  him,  and  he 
would  not  wish  that  to  happen  on  his  property.  I  return  enclosed  the 
order  marked  confidential.  Commander  Dove  appeared  to  be  wholly 
ignorantof  any  cause  for  arrest,  and  said  that  he  was  entirely  innocent 
of  any  action  or  thought  which  could  justify  it. 

As  far  as  T  can  judge  thus  far,  this  vessel  is  in  a  very  eflQcient  state, 
and  their  pivot  gun,  Avhich  has  just  been  exercised,  is  handled  admir- 
ably. 

Some  time  since  Lieutenant  Magaw  applied  for  the  command  of  the 
Underwriter.    He  is  no^N'  the  senior  without  command  in  the  flotilla.

Wavy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla., 
forwarding  information  regarding  battery  under  construction  hy  the 
Confederates  on  Mathias  Point. 

U.  S.  S.  Yankee,  September  11, 1861. 
SiE:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  last  evening  on 
board  the  Yanlcee  of  four  contrabands  from  Virginia,  three  of  whom, 
viz.,  James  Minor,  George  Washington,  and  Samuel  Bunn,  belong  to 
Phelan  [Fielding]  Lewis,  who  resides  on  the  llappahannock  Eiver, 
The  fourth,  James  Lawson,  a  house  servant,  belonging  to  John  Tayloe, 
of  King  George  County,  Va.,  a  colonel  in  the  lebel  Army,  is  quite  an 
intelligent  man,  states  that  the  rebels  are  building  a  battery  at  Mathias 
Point,  for  which  there  are  now  in  Fredericksburg  seven  guns,  three  of 
9-inch  bore,  and  the  rest  are  from  8  to  7^-inch  bore.  They  intend  to 
convey  these  guns  to  Hop  Yard  Wharf,  which  is  2  miles  above  Cherry 
Point,  on  the  Rappahannock,  and  from  thence  across  to  Mathias  Point, 
so  that  they  will  have  them  the  day  the  battery  is  prepared,  and  they 
will  clear  the  trees  off  in  front  of  the  battery  as  soon  as  it  is  fully 
equipped.  The  statement  of  this  man  is  similar  to  that  I  have  received 
from  other  sources.  He  also  says  they  have  700  militia  encamped  5 
miles  back  from  Mathias  Point,  on  Machodoc  Creek,  and  2,000  meji  on 
Potomac  Creek.  I  will  send  them  by  the  first  opportunity  to  the  navy 
yard,  there  to  await  the  disposition  of  the  Department.

September  12, 1861. 

Sir  :  In  a  creek  which  makes  up  just  below  Freestone  Point  I  have 
seen  this  afternoon,  for  the  first  time,  the  three  masts  of  a  longboat  and 
tlie  single  mast  of  another  boat. 

This  creek  has  its  entrance  below  Freestone  Point,  but  makes  up  (as 
the  pilot  says)  to  the  northward,  the  boats  being  seen  over  the  low  laud 
above  Freestone  Point.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  there  is  a  creek 
making  in  just  to  the  northward  of  the  point. 

The  masts  of  these  boats  have  again  been  taken  down,  so  it  may  be  that 
there  are  many  more  in  this  creek  that  are  concealed  by  the  land.  It  has 
occurred  to  me  that  the  "varmints"  might  try  and  spring  a  fire  ship  on  us 
out  of  some  of  these  creeks,  but  I  will  look  out  for  these  two  entrances 
with  the  tug  and  launch.  Sending  aloft,  three  boats  can  be  seen  in  this 
creek,  two  large  and  one  small.    Above  and  over  the  sandy  beach  which 
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makes  inside  of  High  Point  toward  Occoquan  Eiver,  a  longboat  is  vis- 
ible, hauled  up,  and  some  six  to  eight  men  appear  to  be  working  on  her.

Dear  Sir:  I  dislike  very  much  to  be  obtruding  so  frequently  upon 
your  attention,  but  a  matter  has  come  to  my  knowledge  recently  that 
were  I  not  to  disclose  it  1  should  feel  that  I  was  derelict  in  my  duty  as 
a  good  citizen. 

I  learn  from  a  gentleman  just  returned  from  Eichmond,  Va.,  that  the 
Baltimore  papers  are  received  there  almost  as  regularly  and  promptly 
as  they  are  here  in  Hagerstown,  and  .that  they  cross  at  Mathias  Point. 

The  gentleman  from  whom  I  derived  this  ijiformation  has  been  to 
Richmond,  by  permission  of  our  Government,  on  a  mission  of  mercy, 
to  obtain  the  release  of  a  prisoner  who  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the 
rebels  while  General  Patterson's  division  was  at  Oharlestown;  and  my 
informant  was  only  defeated  in  his  errand  by  the  appearance  in  Eich- 
mond one  morning  of  the  Baltimore  American  and  Sun,  containing  a 
notice  of  its  (his]  visit  and  its  object. 

I  do  not  know,  of  course,  that  your  Department  is  aware  of  this  point 
of  transit  for  the  newspapers  of  Baltimore,  and  therefore  make  this 
communication  for  what  it  is  worth.  A  much  closer  watch  than  that 
heretofore  observed  must  be  inaugurated  so  as  to  prevent  all  intercom- 
munication between  us  and  the  rebels,  or  our  plans  will  be  constantly 
liable  to  be  frustrated.

,    Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  a  short  time  before  midnight  a  howitzer 
was  fired  down  the  river  and  two  blows  from  a  steam  whistle  heard.    I 
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at  once  nnsliackled  chain  and  prepared  to  go  to  her  assistance,  suppos- 
ing it  to  be  the  Herbert.  Soon  after  a  tug  hove  in  sight  with  a  launch 
in  tow,  and  although  hailed  frequently  by  me  and  a  musket  fired  no 
reply  was  given  except  two  blows  from  her  whistle.  I  thought  I  rec- 
ognized her  to  be  the  Resolute.  Please  instruct  me  whether  1  am  to 
allow  these  vessels  to  pass  under  like  circumstances  or  whether  I  am 
to  enforce  an  answer  to  my  hail. 

About  1  o'clock  a.  m.  it  was  reported  to  me  that  exhaust  steam  was 
heard  toward  the  Virginia  shore  and  a  dim  light  seen.  I  watched  very 
closely  the  position  designated,  but  saw  nor  heard  nothing,  else  1  should 
have  reconnoitered.  This  morning,  however,  the  tug  James  Murray 
was  seen  at  daylight  anchored  between  us  and  Cockpit  Point.  Her 
officer  stated  that  he  had  been  instructed  to  watch  for  two  boats  that 
had  been  seen  under  Freestone  Point.  He  had  therefore  evidently  mis- 
taken his  position.

— I  went  on  shore  at  Ledowes  Ferry,  Mr.  Henry  Fergu- 
son's, and  learned  that  there  was  a  boat  there,  [in]  which  he  had  been 
conveying  men  across  the  river  to  Virginia;  so  I  took  her  in  charge  and 
kept  her  until  Friday,  10th  [13th],  and  she  proved  to  leak  very  badly; 
so  I  had  her  cut  up. 

September  13. — I  took  three  men  on  board  from  Lower  Cedar  Point, 
who  were  fugitives  from  Richmond,  taken  at  the  battle  of  Manassas, 
from  their  statement,  viz:  First,  Quartermaster  Charles  J.  Murphy,  of 
the  Thirty-eighth  Eegiment  New  York  Volunteers;  Second,  Captain 
J.  E.  Hurd,  Second  Eegiment  Kentucky  Volunteers,  Scott  Life  Guards ; 
Third,  Lieutenant  W.  H.  Eaynor,  First  Ohio  Eegiment. 

13th. — I  took  a  reconnoissance  and  found  one  of  the  best  boats  that 
has  been  ca^itured  for  the  use  of  the  secesh  [to]  cross  toMathias  Point.  It 
was  belonging  to  Mr.  George  Dent.  The  boat  was  used  on  the  12th  at 
night.  She  carried  over  four  men,  from  what  I  can  learn.  There  was 
some  wheat  to  go  on  the  same  night,  but  I  have  not  learned  whether 
the  wheat  went  or  not. 

Captain  Craven,  sir,  as  far  as  I  have  learned,  and  my  judgment  serves 
me,  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  three  or  four  of  these  gentle- 
men arrested,  viz,  Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Watson,  Mr.  Dent,  Mr.  Ferguson. 

I  boarded  twenty-one  vessels  on  the  14th,  bound  up  the  river,  laden 
with  assorted  articles — coal,  wood,  wheat,  hay,  oats,  lumber,  etc.

department,  that  on  Thursday  afternoon  last,  when  between  Barn  [Bar- 
ren1|  Island  and  Hooper  Strait  [Maryland],  he  saAv  a  pungy  off  his  port 
bow,  and  when  near  Point  Lookout  he  distinctly  saw  from  thirty-five 
to  forty  men  on  her  deck.  She  stood  over  between  Coan  Greek  [River] 
and  Smith's  Point.    1  desired  him  to  communicate  these  facts  to  you. 

I  have  further  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  your  permission  I 
allowed  Mr.  Posey  to  enter  the  creek  below  me  with  his  guano,  but 
hearing-  subsequently  a  rumor  that  he  had  been  engaged  with  others 
l)reviously  to  the  present  rigid  blockade  of  the  river  in  swimming 
horses  across  from  the  Maryland  side  to  the  Virginia  shore,  I  deemed 
it  my  duty  to  have  his  vessel  thoroughly  searched  and  shall  further 
attend  to  her.    He  had  quite  a  large  ilatboat  in  tow. 

1  have  been  informed  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  McCrea  that  an 
order  existed  prohibiting  any  communication  between  the  officers  of  the 
flotilla  and  the  residents  on  the  -Maryland  shore.  I  respectfully  ask 
wliether  these  instructions  apply  to  supplies  of  vegetables  furnished  by 
the  negroes.

Report  of  Captain  Graven,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
urging  immediate  occupation  of  Mathias  Point  by  United  States  troops. 

U.  S.  S.  Yankee, 
Off  Indian  Head,  September  16,  1861. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  15th,  in  reference  to  the  probability  of  the  closing  of  the 
river  by  the  enemy.    To  prevent  such  an  event  I  would  respectfully 
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suggest  that  Mathias  Point  be  immediately  taken  possession  of  and 
occupied  by  a  strong  body  of  our  troops.  Batteries  from  Chapman's 
to  Marshall's  points  would  command  the  opposite  positions  on  Hallow- 
ing and  Whitestone  points.  To  prevent  the  possibility  of  the  enemy's 
crossing  the  river,  either  I  must  have  a  much  more  powerful  and  efficient 
force  than  I  have  at  present,  or  I  should  be  backed  by  batteries  to  the 
positions  whence  the  enemy  would  be  most  likely  to  make  a  demonstra- 
tion. Those  places,  in  my  opinion,  are  Occoquan  and  Ifeabsco  rivers, 
Powell's,  Quantico,  Chopawamsic,  Aquia,  and  Potomac  creeks.  Should 
such  an  attempt  as  the  closing  of  the  river  by  the  enemy  be  successful, 
supplies  could  reach  me  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  the  Mattawoman  Creek. 
While  employed  here  with  the  whole  of  my  force  to  guard  against  a 
possible  attempt  to  cross  the  river,  I  frequently  hear  rumors  and 
occasional  reports  of  the  intercourse  kept  up  from  the  Maryland  shore 
to  Mathias  Point.  Within  the  past  three  weeks  I  have  had  seized  from 
Pope's  Creek  no  less  thau  three  fine  boats,  which  are  said  to  belong  to 
one  Mr.  Dent,  who  is  largely  engaged  in  the  transportation  to  Virginia 
of  mails,  passengers,  and  munitions  of  war. 

Again,  sir,  I  beg  leave  to  remind  the  Department  of  the  very  inefficient 
condition  of  the  vessels  comprising  this  flotilla.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Pocahontas,  Seminole,  Penguin,  and  Union,  there  is  not  [one]  of  the 
steamers  that  is  not  liable,  in  consequence  of  the  exposed  condition  of 
their  engine,  to  utter  disability  by  even  a  musket  ball;  and  besides  all 
this  there  are  almost  daily  complaints  from  some  one  of  them  of  repairs 
needed  to  engines,  strengthening  of  decks,  .etc.

schooner  Howell  Cobb,  of  the  rumor  of  an  intended  attack  on  his  vessel. 

U.  S.  Schooner  Howell  Cobb,  September  18, 1861. 
Dear  Sir:  On  the  15th  I  sent  you  a  dispatch  by  the  steamer  Bal- 
timore, but  not  hearing  from  you  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to 
report  to  you  these  few  facts. 
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Sir,  last  Saturday  niglit  was  set  apart  by  Messrs.  Ferguson, "Watson, 
Jones,  and  Dent,  with  a  posse  of  16  men  and  5  boats,  which  they  have 
in  Virginia,  from  Avhat  I  can  learn,  to  capture  me  and  vessel.  I  was  at 
Lower  Cedar  Point  last  Saturday  night.  The  schooner  John  Wilson, 
of  Baltimore,  Captain  Benjamin  Hardy,  and  the  schooner  Catharine 
Jane,  of  Baltimore,  Captain  Eosenbrock.  These  rebels  took  the  schoon- 
ers' boats  and  took  two  loads  apiece,  and  sent  the  boats  back  and  said 
to  the  men  they  would  want  them  when  they  commenced  their  batteries 
in  Maryland. 

I  took  a  boat  from  Mr.  Ferguson  and  cut  her  up,  and  since  then  I 
took  Mr.  Dent's  boat,  which  has  been  their  main  boat,  so  these  men  are 
hot  foot  after  me  and  threaten  to  capture  me  the  first  opportunity. 

Captain  Craven,  sir,  I  call  on  you  for  more  arms  and  ammunition. 
If  you  please,  let  me  have  a  howitzer,  for  I  can  assure  you  it  is  for  the 
safety  of  the  vessel  and  crew.  If  you  should  send  me  any  help  I  think 
the  steamer  Rescue,  Captain  Haines,  seems  to  be  well  acquainted,  and 
the  steamer  makes  less  noise  than  any  I  have  seen. 

If  you  conclude  to  send  the  arms,  I  should  like  four  men  more,  and  I 
think  that  we  can  take  care  of  ourselves  then  with  the  assistance  of  a 
steamer.  My  ammunition  is  getting  short  and  had  to  get  some  from 
Captain  Haines. 

We  are  well  at  present  but  the  cook,  who  has  something  of  a  bilious 
attack. 

I  hope,  captain,  this  will  meet  your  approbation.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  order  I 
proceeded  with  this  vessel,  on  the  18th  instant,  to  make  an  examination 
of  Mathias  Point  and  Pope's  Creek.    On  arrival  at  the  latter  place  dis- 
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covered  the  schooner  Harford,  loaded  with  3,800  bushels  of  wheat  and 
160  hogsheads  of  tobacco.  She  being  without  papers  of  any  description 
I  seized  her,  and,  leaving  her  in  charge  of  Master's  Mate  Frank,  com- 
manding U.  S.  schooner  Dana,  I  returned  to  this  anchorage,  having 
discovered  nothing  suspicious  except  the  schooner  above  mentioned. 

Yesterday,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  I  proceeded  to  Pope's  Creek 
for  the  purpose  of  towiDg  up  the  schooner  Harford,  and  when  opposite 
the  house  of  Mr.  Grimes  was  fired  upon  with  musketry  by  a  force  of  at 
least  200  cavalry.  I  returned  the  fire  with  four  shell,  which  put  them 
to  flight.  While  at  Pope's  Creek  1  received  on  board  two  negroes,  the 
property  of  Henry  Ferguson,  a  resident  of  Maryland,  living  on  the 
Maryland  shore  above  Cedar  Point.  The  negroes  inform  me  that  their 
owner,  Mr.  Ferguson,  has  been  engaged  in  carrying  mails  and  passen- 
gers from  Maryland  to  Virginia  and  that  when  I  received  them  on 
board  they  were  returning  from  having  landed  Mr.  Ferguson  in  Virginia. 

My  master's  mate  and  myself  know  that  the  schooner  Harford  had 
painted  on  her  stern  as  late  as  August  1,  "  Tappahannock,  Va.," 
although  she  now  hails  from  Baltimore.  This  is  condrmed  by  one  of 
the  crew  now  on  board. 

From  Mr.  Burrows,  residing  at  Lower  Cedar  Point,  I  received  infor- 
mation that  Mr.  George  Dent,  residing  on  the  high  bluif  opposite 
Mathias  Point,  which  bluff  has  a  commanding  view  up  and  down  the 
river,  signalizes  to  the  rebels  at  Mathias  Point  all  the  movements  of 
the  flotilla. 

From  one  of  the  crew  of  the  schooner  Harford  I  have  the  following 
information:  George  Brent,  lawyer,  at  Port  Tobacco;  J.  H.  Neil,  two 
farms  above  Dent's,  and  John  Ware,  first  farm  above  Dent's,  have 
aided  in  conveying  men  and  provisions  to  Virginia. 

Walter  and  Heb  Mitchell,  residing  near  Port  Tobacco,  left  three  days 
since  to  join  the  rebels  in  Virginia.  John  Johnson,  William  Campbell, 
Alexander  Campbell,  Frank  Clements,  and  Alfred  Naley,  are  the  names 
of  the  parties  who  burned  the  light-boat.  All  of  them  are  now  in  Vir- 
ginia except  the  latter,  who  resides  at  Chapel  Point,  Port  Tobacco 
Creek  [River]. 

Francis  Dilehay,  with  several  others,  took  up  arms,  joined  rebel  com- 
pany organizing  at  Port  Tobacco.  He  is  still  in  Maryland  and  resides 
at  Chapel  Point. 

With  the  schooner  Harford  in  tow,  her  ofiBcers  and  crew  in  custody, 
and  the  negroes  received  on  board  at  Pope's  Cceek,  I  returned  to  this 
anchorage  at  1  a.  m.  this  morning.

Dear  Sir:  From  the  reconnoissance  made  last  night  of  Whitestone 
Point  there  are  no  troops,  breastworks,  or  anything  of  the  kind  there; 
neither  have  there  been  any  troops  there.  About  2  miles  up  the  creek 
(Pohick)  there  is  a  body  of  troops,  but  how  many  could  not  be  ascer- 
tained. We  have  been  lying  here  now  two  days  and  no  court  yet.  Our 
coal  is  in,  flues  and  boilers  cleaned,  and  we  are  ready  to  go.  I  suppose 
that  the  court  will  meet  to-day.  There  is  nothing  new  here.  The 
Underwriter  looks  as  if  she  might  be  ready  in  a  week,  and  the  Forbes  is 
on  the  ways.  I  have  not  seen  Captain  Dove,  bat  intend  calling  there 
this  forenoon.

Steam  Tug  E.  H.  Herbert,  September  21, 1861. 

Fir  :  The  steam  tug  Resolute  hailed  me  at  midnight  September  19, 
and  stated  that  the  captain  of  the  Ice  Boat  gave  hira  orders  to  bring 
away  or  destroy  a  certain  fishing  boat  in  Chicomuxen  Creek,  and  he 
requested  that  I  might  attend  to  the  matter.  On  Friday  afternoon  I 
took  my  yawl  boat,  lead,  and  line  and  proceeded  up  the  creek.  I  saw 
several  boats,  some  on  the  shore  and  two  housed.  The  person  I  met  on 
shore  {Mr.  Posey)  claimed  longboat  General  Worth,  an  old  affair  sunk 
since  December,  1800. 

Mr.  Posey  owns  two  good  boats,  housed,  20  and  21  feet  keel,  used  for 
gilling  and  occasionally  going  to  mill  in  Virginia;  one  small  scow;  also 
Rising  Sun,  licensed,  and  a  scow  tender  and  bateau  for  Rising  Sun. 
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I  was  informed  that  one  good  boat  on  the  shore  belonged  to  a  Mr. 
Joseph  E.  Spransey,  formerly  of  Marcus  Hook,  Pa.,  now  working  in  the 
navy  yard,  Washington,  as  a  ship  carpenter.  J.  L.  Speake  owns  a  boat; 
also  Captain  Wheeler  one  boat.  A  large  seine  boat  lies  sunk  at  the 
head  of  the  creek.  I  saw  two  wherries  at  the  upper  point  at  the  entrance 
of  the  creek.  Not  having  official  notice  for  the  taking  or  destroying 
any  boats,  I  conferred  with  Captain  Budd,  of  the  steamer  Penguin,  wlio 
deemed  it  advisable  to  bring  the  matter  before  you  for  such  instructions 
as  you  may  be  pleased  to  give  in  the  case. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  if  it  is  right  to  ask  questions  of  a  citizen  of 
Maryland,  as  in  the  above  case,  when  information  for  the  U.  S.  Gov- 
ernment may  be  obtained  without  committing  myself  in  questioning 
parties.

Report  of  Midshipman  Walker,  Z7.  S.  Navy,  regarding  sloop  Maryland 
and  signals  between  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  shores. 

TJ.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Seminole, 

Potomac  Flotilla.,  September  22,  1801. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report : 
Last  night,  while  cruising  between  Indian  Head  and  Chapman's  Point, 
rapid  signals  were  discovered  between  the  Virginia  and  Maryland 
shores.  Pulling  in  toward  the  latter  side,  I  discovered  and  boarded  a 
small  sloop,  the  Maryland,  but  found  no  persons  on  board.  Her  sails 
were  loosed  and  the  cabin  hatch  left  open,  although  the  weather  was 
very  inclement  and  rainy.  On  boarding  her  a  signal  was  made  from 
the  Maryland  shore,  and  I  was  hailed  with  "What  boat  is  that?" 
Eeturning  no  answer,  all  lights  were  at  once  extinguished. 

Judging  from  circumstances  and  contents  of  vessel  (a  list  of  which 
is  herein  enclosed),  I  sent  her  to  the  Seminole.  Continuing  the  cruise, 
the  signals  still  being  exchanged  between  the  two  shores,  I  ran  close  in 
to  the  Maryland  side  and  remained  for  about  an  hour,  when  all  signals 
ceased.

I  telegraphed  to  you  to-day  to  search  vessels  having  liay  on  board 
coming  up  the  Potomac.

There  is  little  doubt  that 
vessels  both  from  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  have  been  so  employed 
as  well  as  from  other  places.

Bell,  of  information  obtained  regarding  batteries  at  Evansport,  Va. 

TJ.  S.  S.  [Jacob]  Bell,  Potomac  Flotilla, 

Off  Indian  Head,  September  24,  1861. 
Sir:  Considering  the  following  intelligence  and  report  of  great  and 
immediate  value  1  send  it  directly  to  the  Department,  the  commander 
in  chief  being  absent  down  the  river  some  ten  hours  distant,  leaving 
me  senior  officer  present  at  this  point  commanding  the  division.  Tbe 
following  is  a  copy  of  my  dispatch  to  the  commodore,  which  I  sent 
immediately  to  him  by  a  tug : 

I  proceeded  to  Inilian  Head  this  day  at  meridian.  I  took  that  anchorage  to  facili- 
tate overhauling  vessels,  as  all  vessels  were  sent  to  me  for  examination.  As  soon  as 
anchored  a  person  came  down  to  the  beach  in  front  of  Smoot's  house.  I  sent  a  boat 
and  brought  him  off.  He  proved  to  be  Lientenant  [E.  A.]  Sherbnrne,  of  the  Arkan- 
sas regiment,  in  the  service  of  the  Confederates.  I  have  examined  him  and  gleaned 
the  following ;  He  was  a  two  years'  resident  of  Arkansas,  formerly  of  Wisconsin ;  his 
regiment  is  encamped  a  short  distance  back  of  Evansport ;  he  left  the  lines  yester- 
day at  3  p.  m.,  and  left  the  Virginia  shore  at  dark,  having  constructed  a  raft  of 
wood  logs  to  get  across  the  river.  He  landed  near  Budd's  Ferry  and  came  up  on 
foot  till  opposite  to  my  anchorage.  He  reports  erecting  heavy  batteries  at  Evans- 
port  and  along  the  connecting  shore  1^  miles;  four  rifled  gnns  and  one  64-ponnder 
at  Evansport.  Lieutenant  Simms,  formerly  U.  S.  Navy,  conducts  operations ;  their 
object,  says  Lieutenant  Simms,  is  to  get  all  ready  with  their  batteries,  leaving  the 
woods  up  in  front  of  their  works  till  then,  when  at  night  "let  fall"  and  open  on  the 
vessels.  He  says  there  are  10,000  troops  within  one  and  a  half  hours  from  Evans- 
port, General  Holmes,  brigadier-general  commanding;  and  that  the  St.  Nicholas, 
steamer,  is  fitting  out  at  Fredericksburg.  He  speaks  of  the  men  of  the  Confede- 
rates as  indifferently  supplied  with  blankets  and  shoes. 

I  made  a  reconnoissance  of  all  the  shore  near  where  he  mentions  the 
batteries  and  found  his  information  correct  as  far  as  points  go,  but 
could  not  see  any  guns,  though  evidently  a  change  since  my  last  scout 
of  the  Virginia  shore  some  four  days  ago.  At  Freestone  Point  I 
observed  persons  on  the  hill  evidently  laying  out  positions  for  batteries, 
and  I  am  informed  by  some  contrabands  that  200  men  are  employed 
digging  at  night,  and  that  there  are  now  two  guns  mounted.  The 
thick  chaparral  makes  it  impossible  to  see  anything  beyond  the  front, 
though  I  go  as  close  as  the  draft  of  my  vessel  will  permit  (about  6  feet 
is  the  draft).  I  would  inform  the  Department  that  1  am  In  no  condi- 
tion for  attacking  batteries,  having  carried  the  deck  away  forward, 
which  supports  my  8-inch  shell  gun,  a  month  ago  while  engaged  with 
the  batteries  at  Potomac  Creek.  I  have  only  15  working  men ;  the  for- 
ward gun  demands  14,  after  one  10;  but  I  will  go  in  and  attack  any 
battery  and  fight  my  guns  till  they  go  through  the  bottom.  This  ves- 
sel has  not  been  at  the  yard  for  repairs  (or  fitting  up).  She  had  two 
guns  put  on  her  upon  her  arrival  there  from  New  York,  and  sent  down 
to  tow  a  lot  of  launches,  to  return  immediately;  that  was  on  the  20th 
of  August.  She  has  been  down  ever  since.  No  accommodations  for 
officers  or  men  for  the  coming  winter.

They  claim  to  be  the  property  of 
one  T.  B.  Eobinson,  of  Ohio  Farm,  Virginia,  and  report  that  there  are 
in  [and]  about  that  vicinity  about  400  armed  men,  and  that  two  days 
since  they  commenced  erecting  a  battery  on  Freestone  Point,  about  4 
miles  from  our  present  anchorage,  and  that  200  men  with  two  heavy 
siege  guns  passed  through  their  place  yesterday.  They  tell  a  consistent 
story,  but  none  have  positi^  ely  seen  the  aforesaid  battery. 
,  As  the  presence  of  the  woman,  from  want  of  accommodation,  is  rather 
embarrassing,  I  respectfully  request,  at  your  convenience,  instructions 
as  to  their  disposition.

Sir  :  Having  returned  this  evening  from  near  Piney  Point,  whither  I 
proceeded  last  night  to  report  to  Captain  T.  T.  Craven,  in  obedience  to 
your  order,  I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding McOrea,  of  transactions  occurring  during  my  absence. 

I  have  stationed  for  the  night,  in  order  to  prevent  the  crossing  of  the 
rebel  forces  in  boats  below  this,  the  Seminole  at  Indian  Head,  Jacob  Bell 
at  Stump  Creek,  Valley  City  near  the  Six  Chimneys,  Satellite,  north 
point  of  Matta woman,  and  the  Penguin  at  south  point  of  same  creek. 
The  vessels  will  return  at  early  daylight  to  this  anchorage,  when  I  shaU 
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dispose  of  tliem  as  circumstances  may  require,  should  Captain  Craven 
not  arrive  from  the  lower  part  of  the  river.  I  forward  some  dispatches 
from  Captain  Craven,  also  five  contrabands — four  men  and  one  woman — 
from  the  Seminole.  A  refugee.  Lieutenant  E.  A.  Sherbourne  [Sher- 
burne] of  the  First  Arkansas  Eegiment,  is  sent  to  [the]  navy  yard  by 
same  conveyance.  He  has  information  in  relation  to  the  rebel  force 
near  Evansport.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 
This  morning  about  sunrise  I  discovered  men  at  work  digging,  etc., 
at  Freestone  Point.  I  got  underway  at  9.30  a.  m.  (having  satisfied 
myself  that  they  were  making  batteries)  in  company  with  the  Seminole, 
Lieutenant  Norton  in  charge.  I  ordered  her  to  follow  my  motions.  We 
proceeded  to  Freestone  Point,  and  I  went  in  and  fired  six  shells,  dis- 
persing the  workmen.  Receiving  no  return  of  fire  1  stood  out.  At 
that  moment  the  Seminole  opened  fire  with  her  battery,  which  was 
immediately  answered  from  the  said  point  with  rifled  shots,  disclosing 
the  existence  of  a  battery  there.  The  Seminole  continued  her  fire  some 
time,  answered  continually  by  the  battery  on  shore.  After  she  fired 
sufficiently  long,  in  my  opinion,  I  ordered  her  to  cease  firing  and  return 
to  her  anchorage.  After  taking  a  curve  by  the  nature  of  the  channel, 
and  on  standing  up  the  river,  she  was  fired  upon  by  the  battery  on 
shore,  which  she  returned;  and  while  passing  the  Valley  City  she  was 
informed  that  a  shot  from  shore  had  passed  through  the  bows  of  the 
said  vessel;  and  not  having  sufficient  steam  to  make  any  progress  to 
get  out  of  the  reach  of  the  enemy's  battery,  requested  Lieutenant  Norton 
to  tow  him  toward  Indian  Head,  which  was  done.  The  enemy's  battery 
continued  their  fire  upon  all  vessels  and  steamers  passing  up  and  down 
until  3  p.  m.  To  the  best  of  my  judgment  there  are  four  guns  at  said 
battery,  one  rifled  gun,  extreme  rauge,  as  many  of  their  shots  during 
their  firing  almost  touched  the  Maryland  shore.  No  one  was  injured 
iduring  the  action,  the  officers  and  men  firing  deliberately  and  coolly.

Sir  :  1  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  my  attack  upon  Free- 
stone Point  yesterday.    I  have  already  written  one  and  forwarded  it 
to  Captain  [  J.  P.J  Gillis,  of  the  Seminole,  who  arrived  at  this  point  last 
evening  after  the  affair.    Under  pressure  of  time  I  was  unable  to  keep 
a  copy  for  you  as  commander  in  chief  upon  your  arrival  here : 
At  sunrise  yesterday  morning  I  discovered  a  number  of  men  digging 
N  w  R — VOL  4 44 
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and  throwing  up  earthworks  on  Freestone  Point.  After  having  satis- 
fled  myself  that  they  were  engaged  in  erecting  batteries  on  said  point, 
I  got  underway  in  company  with  the  Seminole,  Lieutenant  Norton  in 
charge,  and  stood  close  to  the  point.  At  about  9:30  a.  m.,  I  got  close 
under  the  point  and  opened  my  guns  with  shell,  throwing  several 
among  the  workmen,  dispersing  them.  After  having  fired  suiBciently 
long  without  any  return  of  flre  I  stood  out  from  underneath  the  point. 
At  that  moment  a  shot  was  fired  at  me  from  the  point.  The  Seminole 
also  about  that  time  opened  her  guns  upon  the  discovered  battery, 
planting  her  shell  fairly.  After  thirty  minutes  continued  firing  on  both 
sides,  I  ordered  the  Seminole  to  cease  firing  and  return  to  her  anchor- 
age. The  enemy  then  turned  their  flre  upon  the  Valley  City.  The 
Seminole,  by  the  nature  of  the  channel,  could  not  turn  at  once,  in  obedi- 
ence to  my  orders,  but  was  obliged  to  take  a  curve,  which  brought 
her  close  to  the  Valley  City,  when  he  was  informed  by  Captain  Chaplin 
that  a  shot  had  passed  through  his  bows,  and  not  having  sufficient 
steam  to  get  quickly  out  of  the  enemy's  line  of  fire,  he  requested  Lieu- 
tenant Norton  to  take  him  in  tow  to  follow  me. 

All  the  vessels  of  this  division,  namely,  Seminole,  Valley  City,  Pen- 
guin, Satellite,  Murray,  and  this  vessel,  anchored  here  at  about  meridian. 
The  enemy  continued  their  flre  on  all  the  vessels  passing  up  and  down 
the  river  until  about  3  p.  m.,  when  they  ceased.  I  judge  from  close 
observation,  only  three  guns  were  in  use  and  mounted,  though  they  no 
doubt  attempted  by  their  rapid  firing  to  deceive  us  in  the  idea  that 
they  had  more.  They  are  rifled  guns  and  of  long  range,  for  I  observed 
many  of  their  shot  striking  close  to  the  Maryland  shore.  No  one  was 
injured ;  the  officers  and  men  acting  deliberately  and  coolly  throughout. 

The  Murray,  in  charge  of  Midshipman  McGlensey,  took  in  tow  a 
launch  that  was  anchored  in  front  of  the  enemy's  batteries,  which  drew 
a  fire  upon  her,  but  she  accomplished  it  without  any  injury  to  herself 
or  those  on  board.

DXTMFEIES,  September  35, 1861. 
The  fleet  lying  in  this  portion  of  the  river  sent  an  armed  tug  to  feel 
our  batteries.  She  fired  ten  shots  into  the  point  occupied  by  Hamp- 
ton's battery  before  they  were  returned.  The  battery  then  drove  her 
off.  The  war  steamers  then  opened.  We  fired  thirty  shots;  the  enemy 
twenty-two.  General  Whiting  ordered  the  firing  to  continue  after  they 
ceased  to  show  them  we  could  drive  them.  The  fleet  is  now  divided — 
part  above  Powell's  Eun  and  part  below.  When  Stevens's  batteries 
are  ready  they  will  stop  the  lower  detachment  of  the  fleet.  The  infan- 
try supports  are  active  and  ready.  If  the  enemy  land  our  knowledge 
of  the  ground  will  make  us  equaX  to  ten  times  our  numbers.  All  are 
cheerful,  and  the  army  will  send  you  its  congratulations  if  a  serious 
action  results.

Acting  Master  Lelar,  attached  to  this  vessel,  while  performing  guard 
duty  last  evening,  boarded  two  vessels  on  their  passage  up  the  Potomac 
Eiver,  the  captains  of  which  informed  him  that  in  passing  a  place  on  the 
river  called  Freestone  Point,  they  were  fired  at  from  shore  batteries,  and 
subsequently  Acting  Master  French  boarded  several  vessels,  bound  up 
to  Washington,  the  captains  of  all  of  them  stating  that  while  passing 
the  same  place  their  vessels  were  fired  at,  and  that  men  were  employed 
on  shore  in  clearing  away  trees  and  other  obstacles  from  about  these 
batteries.

You  are  there- 
fore authorized,  when  their  services  can  be  made  useful,  to  enlist  them 
for  the  naval  service,  under  the  same  forms  and  regulations  as  apply 
to  other  enlistments.  They  will  be  allowed,  however,  no  higher  rating 
than  boys,  at  a  compensation  of  $10  per  month  and  one  ration  a  day,

Euu,  escaped  from  Richmond  on  the  18th  instant,  crossed  the  Potomac 

on  a  raft  from  bight  above  Freestone  Point  (Occoquau  Bay),  left  two 
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other  escaped  prisoners  in  an  old  fishing  house  at  same  place;  their 
names,  Kelly  and  James  Eorty,  of  the  Sixty-ninth. 

Oflacers  and  men,  prisoners  at  Richmond,  he  says,  are  confined  in 
tobacco  warehouses,  without  any  conveniences;  not  even  a  blanket 
supplied. 

O'Donohue  reports  a  great  number  of  rifle  cannon  passing  through 
Richmond  toward  Yorktown,  and  some  fifty  army  wagons,  new  harness, 
and  tine  mules,  going  same  direction.  North  of  Richmond  are  two  forts, 
one  like  Fort  Corcoran.  Colonel  Corcoran  and  about  28  officers  and 
130  privates  sent  to  Charleston  10th  September.  Many  of  our  men 
attempted  to  escape,  but  were  brought  back.  All  citizens  of  the  country 
around  Richmond  and  in  other  parts  of  Virginia  act  as  police.  Negroes 
arrested  two  of  our  men.  He  further  states  that  1^  miles  from  Free- 
stone Point  are  two  camps  of  the  rebels,  one  infantry,  the  other  cavalry. 
He  has  other  information  which  he  will  impart  on  arrival  at  Washing- 
ton. Will  send  him  to  Captain  Dahlgren,  commandant  of  navy  yard, 
for  your  disposal.

SiE:  I  beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  the  following  statement  with 
regard  to  the  collision  between  the  gunboat  Valley  City,  Captain 
Chaplin,  and  the  U.  S.  S.  Seminole  on  the  25th  instant: 

"While  standing  down  the  river,  in  passing  the  Valley  City  I  saw  a 
shell  from  the  battery  go  through  her  bows  and  her  men  attempting  to 
lift  her  anchor  in  great  haste.  On  my  return,  in  about  fifteen  minutes 
after,  I  was  hailed  by  the  commanding  of&cer  of  the  Valley  City  and 
asked  to  take  his  hawser  and  tow  him  out  from  under  fire,  at  the  same 
time  waving  a  white  handkerchief,  which  1  took  to  be  a  signal  of 
distress. 

I  backed  in  toward  him  to  meet  his  boat  with  the  end  of  his  hawser, 
and  when  about  three  ship's  lengths  off,  I  first  discovered  that  he  was 
underway  under  steam  and  had  considerable  headway. 

I  immediately  reversed  our  engines,  put  the  helm  hard  aport,  hailed, 
and  told  him  to  put  his  helm  to  starboard,  as  he  was  pointing  directly 
for  our  starboard  mizzen  chains. 

Before  we  could  overcome  our  sternway  and  start  her  ahead  the  stem 
pf  the  Valley  City  struck  us  just  over  the  starboard  stern  port  (see 
enclosed  report  of  carpenter). 

There  was  an  abundance  of  time  and  space  for  the  Valley  City  to 
have  avoided  us  had  she  minded  her  helm,  nor  did  I  see  any  indica- 
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tion  of  an  attempt  upon  that  vessel's  part  to  reverse  Ler  engines,  and, 
by  checking  her  own  headway,  thus  avoid  collision.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  defects  of  this 
vessel : 

The  head  is  started  to  starboard  some  2  inches,  from  the  effects  of 
the  collision  with  the  U.  S.  frigate  Wabash.  It  sways,  and  head  sail 
can  not  be  set  in  heavy  weather  when  at  sea. 

The  ship  usually  makes  from  16  to  18  inches  of  water  in  the  twenty- 
four  hours,  increasing  considerably  after  the  firing  of  guns. 

The  lower  boxes  of  the  main  pumps  have  to  be  drawn  almost  always 
after  pumping,  on  account  of  coal  choking  up  the  boxes.  This  can  not 
be  remedied  without  free  access  to  the  bottom  of  the  pipes,  which  can 
not  be  had  except  at  such  times  as  the  coal  bunkers  are  empty. 

The  bilge  water  is  very  bad,  which  I  judge  is  caused  by  the  decom- 
position of  chips,  coal  dust,  and  drippings  of  oil  from  the  machinery 
between  the  timbers,  as  there  is  no  filling  in  the  ship. 

There  appear  to  be  no  limbers  under  the  engine,  as  the  water  can  not 
flow  aft.  The  limber  chain  runs  only  from  the  after  part  of  the  engine 
to  the  after  part  of  ship.    It  should  run  fore  and  aft.

Sir  :  The  Underwriter  has  been  made  fully  equal  to  any  service  and 
was  in  readiness  to  join  the  flotilla  last  night.  In  fitting  her  for  an 
armament  it  was  necessary  to  replace  the  slight  deck  beams  and  plank 
entirely,  so  as  to  endure  the  weight  of  the  heavy  guns.  The  bottom 
required  calking  and  was  also  coppered. 

These,  with  repairs  of  boiler  and  engine  and  a  renewal  of  the  joiner's 
work,  are  estimated  to  have  cost  about  $9,000,  so  that  the  expense  of 
the  vessel  in  her  present  condition  has  been  $27,500. 

She  is,  however,  in  the  most  complete  order  except  the  boiler,  which 
may  last  six  months. 

The  frame  and  planking  were  found  to  be  strong  and  perfectly  sound, 
a  few  feet  of  stuft"  I'eplacing  all  the  unsound  plank  in  her  bottom. 

The  vessel  mounts  a  rifled  80-pounder  and  an  8-inch  shell-gun  of  G3 
hundredweight,  one  rifled  and  one  smooth  12-pounder. 

She  carries  also  more  than  two  months  provisions,  is  very  fast,  and 
of  light  draft. 

I  consider  her  the  best  vessel  of  the  class  that  has  been  at  this  yard, 
and  obtained  at  a  much  less  price  than  paid  for  vessels  much  inferior, 
if  I  am  correctly  informed. 

In  this  connection  I  may  mention  a  sample  of  quick  work  last  night. 
The  [jB.  B.]  Forbes,  which,  but  for  the  neglect  of  a  master  workman, 
would  have  been  launched  in  the  morning,  was  not  afloat  till  the  after- 
noon tide,  about  4  p.  m.,  and  it  was  5  o'clock  before  she  was  under  the 
shears.  In  four  hours  her  masts  had  been  hoisted  in,  stepped,  and  the 
rigging  set  up,  the  armament  on  board,  powder,  shells,  etc.,  stowed, 
provisions  and  water  in,  steam  up,  men  aboard,  and  all  ready  to  join 
tlie  flotilla  and  go  into  action  by  9  p.  m.,  the  greater  part  of  the  work 
being  done  by  the  light  of  lanterns.

Information  is  coDimunicated  to  tlie  Confederates  in  Virginia  by  persons  who 
cross  the  Potomac  from  Maryland  and  laud  on  the  Virginia  sido  at  Muddy  Creek, 
just  below  the  dike  of  Johnston's  farm,  and  a  short  distance  below  the  mouth  of 
Hunting  Creek.  Landing  there  they  keep  on  down  to  the  Red  House  farm  and  via 
Gum  Spring,  about  a  mile  north  of  Mount  Vernon,  until  they  pass  the  range  of  the 
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Federal  pickets.  They  can  easily  carry  supplies  by  the  same  route.  This  could  all 
be  broken  up  by  a  small,  light-draft  vessel,  properly  aimed,  and  stationed  opposite 
the  Tent  Landing.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  ackowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  2d  instant  asking  for  a  statement  of  the  circumstances  attending 
the  collision  between  this  vessel  and  the  schooner  Samuel  B.  Orice. 

On  Saturday  evening  at  about  8  o'clock,  the  night  being  quite  dark, 
the  pilots  suddenly  discovered  a  schooner  on  our  starboard  bow;  we 
were  then  hard  over  on  the  east  side  of  the  channel,  and  about  IJ 
miles  below  Alexandria.  Immediately  upon  the  discovery  of  the 
schooner  (which  was  at  that  time  supposed  to  be  at  anchor)  the  engines 
were  stopped.  A  moment  thereafter  the  schooner  was  discovered  to  be 
underway  and  standing  directly  toward  our  starboard  bow.  The  ves- 
sel was  hailed  and  ordered  to  put  his  helm  hard  down,  that  is,  astar- 
board,  which  he  failed  to  do,  and,  as  a  collision  was  inevitable,  our 
pilots,  very  properly,  to  avoid  being  struck  on  our  broadside,  put  our 
helm  hard  aport.  The  consequence  was  that  we  took  her  on  her  port 
bow,  starting  three  or  four  of  her  planks  and  carrying  away  her  bow- 
sprit. The  damage  sustained  by  the  schooner  could  not,  in  my  opinion, 
amount  to  more  than  $150. 

When  the  Grice  was  first  discovered  this  vessel  was  going  at  the 
rate  of  about  7  knots,  or  at  half  speed;  the  schooner  had  shown  no 
lights,  and  from  the  discovery,  or  alarm,  to  the  moment  of  colliding  the 
time  was  scarcely  a  minute  and  a  half.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Gash,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  an  expedition  under  his 
command  to  the  St.  Mary's  Biver,  Maryland. 

U.  S.  S.  Jacob  Bell, 
Potomac  Biver,  October  7, 1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders  of 
the  5th  instant,  I  proceeded  with  ten  men  from  TJ.  S.  S.  Yanhee,  in 
tliis  vessel  to  Piney  Point,  and  there  taking  on  board  Acting  Master's 
Mate  Gray,  commanding  IT.  S.  schooner  Bailey,  proceeded  to  an  anchor- 
age in  St.  Mary's  River,  where  we  arrived  at  7  a.  m.  yesterday. 

At  8  a.  m.,  with  Mr.  Gray  and  the  two  officers  accompanying  the 
expedition,  I  landed  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Booth,  irom  whom  I 
obtained  information  regarding  the  different  localities.  I  then  pro- 
ceeded to  the  post-office  at  Great  Mills,  distant  8  miles  from  our  anchor- 
age, and  seized  all  the  mail  matter  then  in  that  ofiSce,  consisting  of 
lifty-five  letters,  giving  the  postmaster  a  receipt  for  the  same.  From 
the  postmaster,  who  appears  to  be  a  loyal  citizen,  I  received  valuable 
information  regarding  the  operations  of  a  Mr.  Allison,  a  merchant  and 
resident  of  Great  Mills;  it  appears  beyond  doubt  that  he  has  been 
engaged  in  aiding  the  enemy  in  many  ways;  forwarding  men  and  pro- 
visions and  allowing  his  store  to  be  used  as  a  storehouse  for  goods  and 
rendezvous  for  men  en  route  to  Virginia.  I  am  of  opinion,  from  my 
conversation  with  the  postmaster,  that  the  majority  of  the  people 
in  that  section  of  the  country  are  engaged  in  the  same  business,  and 
do  not  hesitate  to  forward  men  and  provisions  to  Virginia  whenever 
the  opportunity  offers.

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After  returning  to  the  vessel  at  6  p.  m.,  I  proceeded  to  the  residence 
of  Mr.  J.  Thomas  Travis  and  succeeded  in  arresting  liim  without  diffi- 
culty, and  transferred  him  to  officer  Thomas  E.  Williams,  thus  accom- 
plishing all  the  objects  of  the  expedition  with  the  force  under  my 
immediate  command. 

For  the  further  operations  of  the  party  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
Lieutenant  Commanding  B.  P.  McCrea,  of  this  vessel,  who  at  this  point, 
assumed  command.  I  turned  over  to  him  all  the  mail  matter  seized 
and  it  now  remains  in  his  custody.

In  consequence  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  darkness  of 
last  night  I  was  obliged  to  anchor  off  Maryland  Point,  previous  to  reach- 
ing which,  this  vessel,  I  regret  to  state,  came  in  collision  with  the  tug 
Rescue.  She  was  first  discovered  on  the  starboard  bow.  I  slowed, 
stopped,  steered  well  clear  of  her,  and  started  ahead;  soon  after  which 
she  also  started  her  engine  and  ran  directly  athw^art  my  bows,  regard- 
less of  my  frequeutorders  to  back.    We  both  showed  lights.    The  only 
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excuses  offered  by  lier  officer  in  charge  were  that  he  took  us  to  be  the 
Resolitfe.  which  he  luiew  to  be  at  anchor  near  him.  As  I  had  no  diffi- 
culty in  determining  her  size  from  the  first,  I  can  not  conceive  how  he 
could  have  made  this  mistake,  except  that  much  confusion  prevailed  on 
board  of  her.

Point, 
Reliance  off  Mattawoman  Creek,  with  orders  to  return  at  daylight, 
which  duty  was  performed.    Last  night  I  stationed  the  Valley  Oity  and 
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Sale  off  Budd's  Ferry,  but  they  -were  witlidrawn  by  Lieutenant  Oom- 
nianding  Harrell's  order  at  a  later  hour.  The  Reliance  I  stationed  at 
Holland's  |  Hallowing,  or  Hollis's  ?]  Point.  At  3  a.m.  this  morning  1  dis- 
covered a  rocket  going  up  and  saw  flashes  of  light  and  lieard  reports  of 
artillery  down  the  river.  I  got  underway  with  the  Valley  City  and  went 
as  far  as  Quantico  Creek,  where  I  saw  something  burning,  making  alarge 
fire ;  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  I  made  it  to  be  a  schooner.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  repoit  for  your  infor- 
mation: 

Being  informed  of  a  large  schooner  lying  in  Quantico  (or  Dumfries) 
Creek,  knowing  also  that  a  large  number  of  troops  were  collected  at 
that  point  with  the  view  of  crossing  the  Potomac  Kiver,  as  was  reported 
to  me,  1  conceived  it  to  be  my  duty  to  destroy  her.  With  this  object 
in  view  I  took  two  launches  and  my  boat  and  pulled  in  for  the  vessel 
at  half  past  2  this  morning.  One  of  the  launches  was  commanded 
by  Midshipman  W.  F.  Stewart,  accom])anie(l  by  the  master,  Ed.  L. 
Haines,  of  the  Rescue,  and  the  other  by  Acting  Master  Amos  [P.] 
Foster,  of  the  Resolute.  1  took  with  mc  the  pilot  of  this  vessel,  Lewis 
Penn. 

Some  little  difiSculty  was  experienced  in  finding  the  entrance  to  the 
creek,  which  you  will  remember  is  very  nai-row;  but  having  found  it 
we  pulled  up  this  crooked  channel  within  pistol  shot  of  either  shore 
until  we  discovered  the  schooner.  She  was  close  to  the  shore  in  charge 
of  a  sentry,  who  tied  at  our  approach  and  alarmed  the  camp.  She  had 
a  new  sui't  of  sails,  and  all  the  furniture  complete  in  the  cabin,  which 
was  collected  together  and  fired,  producing  a  beautiful  conflagration, 
but  unfortunately  revealing  our  position  to  the  enemy,  who  commenced 
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a  rapid  fire  from  botli  banks  of  that  narrow  and  tortuous  stream  and 
kept  it  up,  intermingled  with  opprobrious  epithets,  until  we  were  beyond 
their  range. 

Our  crews  returned  a  random  fire  from  the  boats  and  two  steamers, 
gave  three  cheers,  and  pulled  for  their  vessels,  the  light  from  the  burn- 
ing schooner  guiding  them  on  their  way.  Her  destruction  was  com- 
plete, and  although  the  clothes  of  the  men  and  the  boats  were  perforated 
with  balls,  not  a  man  [was]  killed.  Officers  and  men  vied  with  each 
other  in  the  performance  of  their  duty.  Acting  Master  Foster  applied 
the  match  in  the  cabin  of  the  doomed  vessel.  Acting  Assistant  Sur- 
geon W.  R.  Bonsall  accompanied  the  expedition,  ready,  should  his 
services  be  required. 

I  hope  what  I  have  done  will  meet  your  approbation,  notwithstanding 
I  have  acted  without  orders.  This  little  aft'air  will  show  the  enemy  at 
least  that  we  are  watching  him  and  ready  to  meet  and  destroy  his 
preparations  for  crossing  this  river  at  all  times.

Report  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Street,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S. 
schooner  Dana,  of  engagements  with  Confederates  at  Stafford  Mills. 

U.  S.  SCHOONEK  Dana,  October  11, 1861. 

Sib  :  While  cruising  close  along  the  Virginia  shore  on  the  7th  instant 
I  was  iired  into  by  the  rebels  with  rifles  at  Stafibrd  [Stratford?]  Mills. 
I  fired  one  shot  at  them ;  the  second  jammed  in  the  gun.  It  being  near 
dark  I  withdrew.  On  the  10th  I  again  sailed  over  to  the  mills,  intend- 
ing if  tired  upon  to  retaliate.  On  my  approach  horns  were  sounded 
around  the  country  and  in  a  few  minutes  I  could  see  men  on  the  bluffs 
(which  at  this  place  are  200  feet  high)  and  on  the  beach.  Those  on  the 
beach,  after  getting  behind  the  v-  ood  piles  that  are  there,  fired  upon  us. 
I  fired  five  shrapnel  at  them,  being  all  the  dry  ammunition  I  had  on 
board,  each  of  which  went  on  shore  among  the  wood  and  bushes,  but 
with  what  effect  I  could  not  ascertain.  Those  on  the  bluffs  fired  con- 
stantly at  us  while  we  remained  near  the  shore,  but  did  not  hit  anyone 
on  board. 

The  Island  Belle  came  down  the  river  shortly  afterwards  and  fired  a 
few  rounds  and  returned  uj)  the  river  again.  Sailing  down  the  river, 
and  when  near  the  mouth  of  Eomini  Bay,  I  saw  a  man  on  the  hill  wav- 
ing a  signal  attached  to  a  pole.  The  wind  being  offshore  I  worked 
in  toward  him  and  when  near  enough  he  halloed  to  us  that  he  wanted 
to  come  on  board.  I  told  him  to  go  down  to  a  long  sand  beach,  about 
300  yards  below,  and  I  would  take  him  on  board.  Finding  that  we  were 
as  near  to  the  shore  as  we  would  go,  a  fire  was  opened  on  us  from  the 
bushes  with  rifles.  Judging  from  the  number  of  shots  fired  the  first 
round,  there  were  from  fifteen  to  twenty  men.  Not  having  any  dry 
ammunition,  I  gave  the  order  for  the  men  to  lie  down  on  deck,  took  the 
helm  and  sheered  off  from  shore.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  no  one  was 
injured,  although  the  balls  fell  thick  around  us.

Report  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Harris,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U,  8.  8. 
Island  Belle,  regarding  engagement  at  Stafford  Mills. 

U.  S.  S.  Island  Belle,  October  12, 1861. 
Sir:  Yesterday  evening  the  U.  S.  store  boat  Wyandank  came  steam- 
ing down  the  river,  bound  to  Piney  Point.    I  got  underway  and  accom- 
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panied  Lim  to  Blakistone  Island,  wliere  I  discovered  a  schooner  under 
the  White  [Nomiiii]  Cliffs,  Va.,  directly  opposite,  firing  upon  some  per- 
sons ashore.  I  immediately  directed  our  course  for  them  and  on  coming 
up  -with  them  I  found  it  was  the  U.  S.  schooner  Dana.  I  enquired  the 
cause  of  his  firing.  He  said  they  were  reconnoitering  along  the  shore 
when  a  party  of  men  ran  out  of  an  old  mill  and  fired  upon  his  vessel, 
the  balls  falling  all  arouud  him.  He  returned  their  fire  with  three 
shell  without  doing  any  execution,  so  I  steamed  along  within  half  a 
mile  of  the  beach  and  fired  a  rifle  shell  at  the  mill,  when  I  distinctly 
saw  some  thirty  men  running  from  difterent  hiding  places  and,  concen- 
trating their  whole  force  behind  a  wood  pile,  they  commenced  a  deliber- 
ate tire  at  us,  their  aim  being  either  too  high  or  too  low;  so  I  directed 
our  guns  for  the  wood  pile,  the  first  shell  passing  over  their  heads  and 
the  second  too  low;  the  third  exploded  in  their  very  midst,  scattering 
the  wood  in  every  direction  and  maiming:,  if  not  killing,  several  of 
them,  as  I  saw  some  of  them  assisting  others  to  get  away.  I  continued 
firing  as  long  as  I  could  see  them.  I  then  returned  to  my  station.  I 
sincerely  hope  this  will  not  meet  your  disapprobation,  for  I  acted  as  I 
thought  you  would  have  me  act  were  you  here.

There  is  nothing  whatever  going  on  at  that  point.. 
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1  left  there  and  vent  to  tlie  mouth  of  Machodoc  Creek  (under  the  plea 
of  delivering  some  letters  to  soldiers  from  Maryland).  An  old  man,  a 
farmer,  told  me  that  a  small  oyster  schooner  came  into  the  creek  about 
three- fourths  of  a  mile  up  with  200  kegs  of  powder  and  5,000  Mini(§  car- 
tridges. He  told  me  that  nearly  every  week  some  one  or  more  vessels 
come  up  the  creek.  The  schooner  referred  to  received  her  cargo  at  or 
near  Newcastle,  Del.,  and  came  through  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware 
Canal. 

I  wen  t  back  to  the  creek  and  from  there  went  near  Port  Tobacco, 
and  at  night  (Sunday)  hired  a  man  to  take  me  to  Mathias  Point.  I 
landed  and  walked  fully  200  yards  before  I  met  a  rebel  soldier,  who  con- 
ducted me  to  ('aptain  Edeliu,  of  St.  Mary's  County,  when  I  delivered 
five  letters  to  be  sent  to  Richmond.  He  told  me  that  there  are  two 
regiments  stationed  near  the  point.  One  is  commanded  by  Colonel  Bur- 
gess, of  Virginia.  All  of  his  men  belong  to  the  eastern  part  of  Vir- 
ginia.   The  other  is  commanded  by  Colonel ,  also  of  Virginia.   It 

is  composed  of  companies  from  Charles,  St.  Mary's,  and  Calvert  coun- 
ties, of  Maryland,  and  the  rest  of  Virginia. 

There  were  five  regiments  stationed  tliere  until  last  week,  Monday, 
when  three  left  to  go  in  the  neighborhood  of  Freestone  Point. 

They  have  no  battery  at  Mathias  Point,  but  two  8-pounder  cannon, 
mounted  on  four  wheels.  They  would  have  larger,  and  would  erect  a 
battery  at  the  point,  but  the  land  in  the  rear  of  the  point  is  swampy 
and  they  can  not  get  larger  cannon  there.  They  commenced  making  a 
battery  there,  but  abandoned  making  it. 

Edelin  also  told  me  that  they  wanted  the  Government  to  believe  that 
there  was  a  battery  there,  so  as  to  prevent  our  troops  landing  there  to  go 
to  Fredericksburg. 

He  says  there  is  not  less  than  10,000  men  between  Mathias  Point  and 
Aquia  Creek;  that  the  only  strong  batteries  that  they  have  on  the 
Potomac  are  at  Aquia  Creek.  He  also  says  that  on  nearly  every  point 
on  the  Potomac  they  have  brush  batteries  with  one  and  two  guns  each 
The  guns  are  not  exposed,  with  no  breastwork,  but  brush  in  front. 

He  also  says  they  are  going  to  erect  a  large  battery  at  the  White 
House,  5  to  8  miles  below  Mount  Vernon,  and  that  they  can  prevent 
the  navigation  of  the  Potomac  alone  at  that  point,  as  vessels  have  to 
come  within  200  yards  of  the  Virginia  shore  at  that  point. 

He  also  told  me  that  they  received  Washington  papers,  etc.,  every 
other  night;  that  every  week  three  men  come  over  to  the  point  sep- 
arately, once  a  week ;  they  come  from  Washington,  and  report  to  Colonel 
Burgess. 

Two  of  them  are  named  Eeynolds  and  Maxwell,  from  Maryland. 
When  they  want  to  go  over  to  the  point  a  small  red  lantern  is  hoisted 
in  a  cluster  of  trees  between  Port  Tobacco  and  Pope's  Creek. 

He  says  these  men  go  to  Washington  by  an  old  road  to  Washington 
and  Baltimore  turnpike  road. 

The  men  are  stationed  about  400  yards  directly  in  the  rear  of  the 
point,  and  the  officers'  quarters  are  at  the  large  white  house,  which  is 
on  a  large  hill,  also  in  the  rear. 


Instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Captain  Craven,  IT.  S. 
Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla,  regarding  volunteer  appointments. 

Navy  Department,  October  ll,  1861. 
Sir:   In  this  great  emergency  the  Department  has  made  many 
appointments  from  outside  of  the  Navy  for  the  numerous  vessels  fitted 
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out.    It  made  them  upon  the  best  recommendations  possible  to  obtain, 
but  on  several  melancholy  instances  has  been  deceived. 

The  Department  relies  upon  the  vigilance  of  the  flag-officers  to  watch 
over  these  appointees,  instruct  them  carefully  in  their  duties,  perfect 
them  in  the  drill  at  the  great  guns  and  small  arms,  but  to  take  care 
that  no  movement  is  hazarded  by  being  confided  to  [injcompetent 
hands. 

The  loss  of  one  of  our  useful  steam  tugs,  most  of  which  are  com- 
manded by  persons  from  the  merchant  service,  would  be  felt  far  beyond 
its  pecuniary  value,  as  the  offensive  operations  of  the  Navy  thus  far 
have  been  skillful  and  successful.  You  will  make  such  changes  in  the 
commanders  of  these  vessels  and  the  subordinate  officers  as  shall  Insure 
their  safety  and  efficiency. 

The  patriotism  of  the  merchant  service  gives  us  a  volunteer  force  of 
excellent  seamen,  brave  and  loyal,  and  you  will  take  care  that  the 
inefficient  under  your  command  are  removed  immediately  from  positions 
of  trust,  reporting  action  in  all  cases  to  the  Department.

Report  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Frank,  U.  8.  Wavy,  commanding  U.  8. 
schooner  Howell  Cobb,  of  action  with  the  Confederates  on  Mathias 
Point. 

U.  S.  Schooner  Howell  Cobb, 

Mathias  Point,  October  12,  1861. 

In  running  up  to  Pope's  Creek  1  discovered  a  schooner  ashore  on 
Mathias  Point  and  ran  up  to  see  what  she  was.  I  came  to  anchor  about 
50  or  60  meters  off  and  I  manned  my  boat  with  four  men  and  myself,  and 
started  for  the  vessel  that  was  aground,  but  before  we  could  reach  the 
vessel  there  was  a  volley  of  musketry  fired  on  me  from  the  shore,  so  1 
had  to  retreat  to  my  vessel  again,  and  I  opened  fire  on  the  rebels  and 
kept  it  up  until  I  had  fired  thirty  rounds,  which  silenced  them.  This 
action  took  place  about  1  o'clock.  I  heard  our  shot  strike  very  dis- 
tinctly. They  had  two  guns  that  would  reach  us  and  all  the  rest  fell 
short.  After  a  short  period  of  time  I  got  on  the  way  and  went  in 
search  of  the  Island  Belle  and  met  her,  and  she  took  the  Howell  Cobb 
in  tow  and  ran  up  to  Mathias  Point,  and  Captain  Harris  fired  a  few 
shells  in  those  pines,  and  the  rebels  ran  down  the  shore  like  wild  turkeys 
through  the  bushes.  I  lay  all  night  off  the  point  to  guard  the  schooner. 
They  seem  to  know  my  boat,  for  in  leaving  the  steamer  to  go  on  board 
they  tired  on  the  boat  from  down  the  beach  from  the  thicket. 

Since  I  last  saw  you,  sir,  I  have  paid  Port  Tobacco  Creek  three  visits 
and  making  [made]  strict  enquiry  of  the  said  Naley,  but  found  he  had 
gone  to  Virginia.    In  cruising  down  the  Virginia  shores,  I  find  there 
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are  pickets  stationed  along  the  shore;  there  are  some  ten  or  twelve 
at  the  mouth  of  Pope's  Greek  on  Virginia  shore.      I  see  them  very 
distinctly  through  the  glass.

I  beg  respectfully  to  state  that  the  withdrawal  of  so  many  of  the 
largest  vessels  from  the  flotilla  has  made  it  necessary  (for  the  want  of 
accommodation  of  their  crews)  to  return  six  of  my  launches  to  the  navy 
yard. 

This  afternoon  Lieutenant  Commanding  B.  P.  McCrea,  whom  I  had 
sent  down  the  river  as  far  as  Aquia  Creek,  reported  on  his  return  that 
the  enemy  had  erected  a  battery  on  Sliipping  Point  and  had  already 
several  guns  mounted  there.

The  guns  are  iu  two  batteries  of  9 
guns.

Report  of  Acting  Lieutenant  Budd,  IT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S. 
Penguin,  regarding  the  condition  of  that  vessel. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Penguin, 
Hampton  Boads,  October  15, 1861. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  orders  of  the  12th,  I  was  relieved  off 
the  Rappahannock  by  the  Valley  City  yesterday  a.  ra.,  and  the  same 
p.  m.  reported  for  duty  to  Flag-Officer  Goklsborough  (in  the  absence  of 
Flag-Officer  Du  J'ont)  for  duty  on  the  South  Atlantic  Blockade. 

I  beg  leave  to  state  iu  rei)ly  to  the  clause  in  your  instructions,  which, 
says,  "Should  the  Penguin  in  your  judgment  be  unfit  to  go  down  the 
Atlantic  coast,"  that  Commander  Livingston  reported  her  condition  to 
the  Department,  I  believe,  some  weeks  since.  Her  boilers  require  brac- 
ing and  are  now  being  cooled  off  preparatory  thereto,  and  the  coal 
removed  from  the  side  bunkers.    But  not  being  aware  of  the  service  on 
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which  she  may  be  required,  I  do  not  feel  prepared  to  do  otherwise  than 
to  pre])are  for  sea  with  the  utmost  dispatch.

Passage  of  U.  8.  steamers  Pocahontas  and  Seminole  by  the  Confederate 
batteries  on  the  Potomac  River. 

Seport  of  Captain  Craven,  IT,  S.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla. 

U.  S.  S.  Yankek, 
Off  Occoquan  Creek,  October  15,  1801. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  yon  that  the  U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas 
passed  this  anchorage  at  about  9:40  this  morning.  At  about  10 :  30, 
when  abreast  of  Evansport,  she  commenced  firing. 

The  Seminole,  which  was  at  that  time  abreast  of  me,  immediately 
started  on  her  way  down  the  river.  After  firing  some  eight  or  ten  shots 
the  Pocahontas  ceased  firing.  I  could  not  discover  that  her  fire  was 
returned  from  the  shore,  but  distinctly  saw  tlie  enemy  gather  in  large 
force  upon  the  river  bank,  cutting  and  clearing  away  trees.  At  about 
11 :  20,  the  Seminole  being  directly  abreast  of  Evansport,  the  rebels  com- 
menced firing  upon  her  from  a  battery  of  at  least  ten  heavy  guns,  two 
or  three  of  which  were  rifled  and  of  large  caliber.  As  long  as  they 
were  within  range,  some  twenty  minutes,  the /Sewtmoie  returned  their 
fire  with  great  spirit.  Some  thirty  or  thirty-five  shots  were  fired  from 
the  shore  and  some  twenty  were  fired  from  the  Seminole. 

Since  the  engagement  the  rebels  have  been  amusing  themselves  by 
firing  at  a  small  schooner  which  is  at  this  time  out  of  reach  of  his  [their  J 
guns. 

At  the  time  of  this  engagement,  sir,  I  was  compelled  to  be  an  inactive 
and  useless  spectator,  the  engineers  being  at  work  upon  our  engine.  So 
long  as  that  battery  stands  at  Shipping  Point  and  Evansport  the  nav- 
igation of  the  Potomac  will  be  efi'ectually  closed.  To  attempt  to  reduce 
it  with  the  vessels  under  my  command  would  be  vanity.  Had  our  army 
occupied  the  points  opposite,  as  I  have  suggested  in  two  previous  com- 
munications, this  insult  would  not  have  been  perpetrated.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Seminole, 

Potomac  River,  October  15,  1861. 
Sir  :  Detained  yesterday  to  make  some  repairs  of  work  imperfectly 
done,  I  Iiave  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  we  proceeded  tliis  morn- 
ing in  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  13th  instant,  Pocahontas  ahead.

We  discovered  a  short  distance  below  the  White  House  a  body,  say 
a  battalion,  of  men  on  the  hills  of  Virginia,  moving  u])  the  river; 
between  Freestone  Point  and  Cockpit  another  body  of  Confederate 
troops  moving  in  same  direction. 

The  Pocahontas  being  some  distance  ahead,  was  seen  to  open  fire  on 
the  shore  below  Freestone  Point  and  at  Evansport  or  Shipping  Point, 
which  was  not  observed  to  be  returned  by  the  Confederates. 

At  10 :  45  a.  m.,  as  the  Seminole  was  passing  ma,iestically  slow  by  Evans- 
port,  three  batteries  opened  a  brisk  fire  of  rifled  shot  and  shell  npoTi 
us.  Two  of  these  batteries  were  on  the  bank  of  the  river;  the  other 
lies  a  short  distance,  say  400  yards,  inland.  We  returned  their  fire 
from  our  pivot  gun  and  two  medium  32-pounders  with  effect,  as  our 
shell  were  seen  to  fall  in  and  around  their  works,  keeping  steadily  on 
our  course,  as  a  matter  of  more  importance  to  take  our  vessel  to  her 
place  of  destination  uninjured. 

The  length  of  the  Seminole  and  her  very  slow  rate  of  speed  made  us 
a  fine  target  for  the  rebel  rifled  guns,  to  which  we  returned  fire  with 
interest. 

One  of  their  shot  crippled  our  mizzenmast  about  15  feet  below  cross- 
trees,  and  cut  away  starboard  after  mizzen  shroud;  another  carried 
away  mainstays  near  masthead;  another  passed  through  the  rail  near 
pivot  gun ;  another,  amidships,  passed  through  both  hammock  nettings 
and  rail,  covering  the  deck  with  splinters;  a  heavy  shell  burst  close 
under  our  starboard  bow;  fragments  of  shell  taken  out;  waist  boat 
shot  through ;  a  rifled  shot  struck  obliquely  and  glanced  off  quarter 
seizing  of  after  swifter;  starboard  fore  rigging  shot  away,  and  some 
injuries  inboard. 

Several  persons  were  scratched  by  the  splinters,  but  providentially 
none  killed;  officers  and  crew  did  their  duty  gallantly. 

I  shall  endeavnr  to  have  damages  repaired  at  the  anchorage  desig-

Unofficial  report  of  Commander  Gillis,  TT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  V.  S.  S.  Seminole. 

[U.  S.  S.]  Seminole, 
Hampton  Roads,  October  16, 1861. 

Dear  Craven:  Did  you  hear  the  row  ?  We  had  quite  a  sharp  action 
with  the  rebel  batteries,  three  in  number,  as  we  passed  Evansport  yes- 
terday. It  continued  about  forty  minutes,  as  the  "  old  wagon"  moved 
leisurely  down  the  river.  Two  of  the  forts  are  on  the  bank  of  the 
river,  the  other  lies  inland  300  or  400  yards.  They  poured  the  rifled 
shot  and  shell  into  us  in  a  lively  manner,  which  we  answered  briskly  so 
long  as  our  guns  could  be  brought  to  bear.  We  kept  steadily  on  our 
course,  deeming  it  a  matter  of  more  importance  to  take  the  vessel 
uninjured  to  her  destination  for  work  of  more  consequence  than  shell- 
ing the  batteries  of  the  Potomac. 

The  Pocahontas  stirred  up  the  party  with  a  gun  or  two  as  she  steamed 
down  ahead  of  us,  which  the  batteries  did  not  reply  to.  She  continued 
on,  leaving  us  to  do  battle  with  the  Dixie  boys.  They  did  us  some  dam- 
age.   The  "varmints"  shot  away  our  mizzenmast  and  mizzen  after 
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shroud,  also  both  mainstays  near  masthead,  sent  two  shot  through  our 
rail  and  hammock  nettings,  and  doing  us  some  injury  inboard,  as  they 
Ijassed  through  both  sides.  A  shell  or  two  burst  close  under  our  star- 
board bow,  giving  us  a  fine  shower  bath  at  pivot  gun,  and  burying  some 
fragments  in  outside  planking,  etc.  Providentially  none  were  killed ;  a 
few  scratches  from  splinters.  Our  shell  fell  in  and  around  their  works, 
and  I  should  think  with  effect,  but  of  course  they  will  not  acknowl- 
edge any  damage. 

How  are  you  getting  on  1  Has  your  flagship  arrived  yet?  We  will 
])robably  be  here  a  day  or  two.  We  are  employed  getting  out  the  miz- 
zenmast.  It  hung  by  a  thread  as  it  were,  the  shot  taking  effect  about 
15  feet  below  the  crosstrees.  Have  procured  a  spar  for  another,  an 
indifferent  stick,  7  feet  shorter  than  old  mast.

Sir  :  I  have  to  inform  you  that  while  passing  down  the  river  to-day 
the  Seminole  was  fired  upon  by  a  battery  from  the  Virginia  shore, 
located  at  the  mouth  of  Quantico  Creek.    The  Seminole  returned  the 
fire  with  shells,  many  of  them  bursting  in  the  enemy's  batteries. 

I  boarded  her  as  she  passed  down,  and  Captain  Gillis  informed  me 
that  his  ship  liad  been  struck  five  or  six  times.  His  mizzenmast  was 
nearly  cut  away;  he  was  then  fishing  it.  No  person  hurt.  There  is  a 
steamer  here,  which  I  liave  detained,  loaded  with  Government  stores. 
Please  inform  me  whether  I  shall  permit  vessels  at  present  to  pass  up 
the  river. 

There  is  a  transport  steamer  on  shore  below  Maryland  Point.     She 
was  passing  down  tlie  river  when  she  took  the  ground.

SiE :  I  have  the  pleasure  to  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  private  let- 
ter just  received  from  Lieutenant  Commanding  Wyman.  It  shows  that 
the  fire  from  the  rebel  batteries  was  much  more  effective  than  I  at  first 
supposed  it  to  be.  It  was  most  fortunate  that  Captain  Wyman  followed 
my  advice  "not  to  return  the  fire  of  the  enemy,"  for,  as  he  says,  had 
the  men  been  at  their  quarters  several  of  them  would  in  all  probability 
have  been  killed. 

Considering  the  improvement  of  their  gun  practice  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  that  until  the  enemy's  batteries  be  silenced  or  removed 
that  there  shall  be  no  more  transportation  of  Government  stores  upon 
the  river.

Beau  Sik  :  We  have  received  no  damage  of  any  importance,  and  I 
believe  that  the  main  object  has  been  accomplished.    No  material  dam- 
age to  hull  or  spars  and  no  one  hurt. 

After  having  the  guns  all  ready  I  sent  all  the  men  to  the  opposite  side 
of  the  deck,  protecting  them  by  hammocks,  etc.,  across  the  launch.  As 
agreed  upon,  I  liad  determined  not  to  fire  unless  I  found  the  enemy's 
fire  annoying  or  destructive,  and  as  it  was  neither,  not  a  gun  was  fired 
by  us.  I  am  glad  that  I  pursued  that  course,  as,  had  the  men  been 
at  the  guns,  several  of  No.  2  gun's  crew  would  have  been  killed.  The 
sliot  which  struck  or  passed  close  to  us  were:  One  tlirough  nettings, 
staiboaid  and  port,  in  wake  of  No.  2  gun,  cutting  hammock  in  two; 
one  glanced  on  starboard  bow;  one  shot  amidships,  2  feet  above  water 
line;  one  shot  through  dingy  and  into  side,  not  going  through,  lodged 
just  above  air  port  of  first  lieutenant's  room  and  started  it;  one  knocked 
off  boat's  rudder  abaft  starboard  gaiigway,  and  one  cut  away  fore  vang; 
another  or  perhaps  the  same  cutting  ridgerope  of  awning. 
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I  think  there  are  five  or  six  guns — two  32-pouiiders,  one  heavy  rifle, 
«ay  6-inch,  two  or  three  small  rifles,  and  placed  in  two  batteries. 

I  am  now  waiting  at  Maryland  Point  merely  to  pack  our  engines  and 
shall  be  underway  as  quickly  as  possible  and  shall  Oe  glad  to  get  to  Old 
Point  and  get  rid  of  the  marines,  as  we  are  crowded  to  death.

I  sent  down  three  tugs  and  one  steamer  to  try  the  passage  last  night. 
Two  of  the  tugs  got  by  before  they  were  seen.  The  steamboat  would 
not  attempt  it,  and  the  other  tug  ran  into  a  propeller  coming  up  and 
disabled  her.  The  tugs  that  got  by  towed  back  two  loaded  vessels 
and  were  fired  at,  but  not  struck.  Some  measure  is  needed  to  lessen 
the  risk  of  the  passage,  and  even  if  counter  batteries  are  erected  I  think 
the  plating  of  the  Anacostia  will  contribute  very  much.  It  might  be 
done  in  two  weeks  from  order.  Lights  are  shown  on  the  Maryland  size 
to  give  notice  of  our  vessels  coming  and  should  be  seized.  Small  par- 
ties of  troops  should  be  distributed  near  the  locality  to  observe  and 
check  communication  by  boats  between  the  shores.  The  GoRur  de  Lion 
arrived  last  night  from  New  York  with  a  sloop  in  tow;  was  not  hit  by 
the  batteries.    The  Harriet  Lane  went  down  about  half  an  hour  since.

On  reaching  the  north  point  of  the  mouth  of  Chicomuxen  Creek  I 
discos  ered  a  number  of  men  on  the  south  point,  close  to  where  the  boat 
landed,  and  thinking  it  possible  a  number  might  be  there  superior  to  my 
boat's  crew,  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  communicate  with  one  of  the  ves- 
sels lying  in  the  creek  before  proceeding  to  land.  On  reaching  the 
schooner  and  communicating  with  her  captain,  I  learned  that  several 
boats  had  crossed  from  Virginia  to  Maryland  and  back  since  the  battery 
at  Ship  [Shipping]  Point  opened  its  fire.  Thinking  from  this  information 
that  the  enemy  might  have  landed  a  small  force,  I  deemed  it  advisable 
not  to  land.  While  on  board  the  schooner  I  was  able  to  view  the  Vir- 
ginia shore  from  the  mouth  of  Chopawamsic  Creek  to  Cockpit  Point, 
and  the  captain  of  her  kindly  furnished  me  with  information  of  the  num- 
ber and  locality  of  all  the  batteries,  he  having  been  at  the  same  anchor- 
age from  the  time  they  first  opened  fire.  I  enclose  a  sketch  made  from 
the  information  gained  from  him,  and  am  indebted  to  him  for  a  30-ponnd 
Parrott  Eifle  shot  which  was  fired  this  morning  from  the  battery  at  Ship 
[Shipping]  Point  at  a  small  schooner  passing  down  the  river,  and  which 
landed  directly  in  front  of  Mrs.  Budd's  house.  I  have  marked  the  spot 
on  the  enclosed  sketch  thus,  x.  He  informed  me  that  many  of  their 
shot  reached  far  on  the  Maryland  shore.

Small 
parties  of  troops  should  be  distributed  near  the  locality  to  observe  and 
check  communication  by  boats  between  the  shores.'' 

Similar  views  are  expressed  by  Captain  Craven,  in  command  of  the 
flotilla.  The  Navy  has  exerted  itself  to  keep  open  this  important 
avenue  to  the  city,  and  thus  far  with  success,  but  the  erection  of  exten- 
sive batteries  and  stationing  troops  to  the  amount  of  many  thousands 
in  their  vicinity,  imperatively  requires  the  action  of  the  Army,  unless 
communication  by  the  river  is  to  be  abandoned,  which  on  many 
accounts  would  be  unfortunate  and  almost  disastrous.  I  deem  it 
important  to  communicate  to  you  these  reports  and  suggestions  from 
the  officers  named  and  would  add  my  concurrence.

I  have  just  learned  that  the  enemy  crossed  the  river  yesterday  morn- 
ing during  the  fog  500  strong.  They  crossed  in  fishing  boats  and  scows. 
A  consultation  was  held  with  the  leading  men  of  the  neighborhood, 
conspicuous  among  whom  was  Mr.  Posey.  They  Avere  told  that  all  was 
ready  for  them  in  that  part  of  the  State;  they  then  returned,  with  the 
understanding  that  they  would  be  in  Maryland  immediately.  Mary- 
land Point  is  to  be  fortified.  I  shall  keep  a  watch  upon  that  place,  and 
the  moment  I  see  a  movement  I  shall  at  once  destroy  certain  houses  and 
endeavor  to  keep  the  enemy  from  that  point.  As  they  have  command 
of  the  river  and  can  transport  artillery  across  at  pleasure,  I  fear  I  shall 
be  compelled  to  drop  farther  down  the  river.  To  add  to  my  unpleasant 
situation  I  have  only  two  days'  provisions.  I  may  be  able  to  get  some 
from  the  Ice  Boat;  if  not,  I  must  depend  upon  the  shore.  Please  give 
me  some  general  instructions  as  to  my  course  should  the  Maryland 
shore  become  fortified,  which  most  assuredly  will  be  the  case  in  a  few 
days  unless  the  enemy  is  checked.  You  are  aware,  no  doubt,  that  they 
captured  two  schooners  during  tlie  fog.  I  permit  notliing  to  pass  and 
will  not  until  I  receive  orders  to  the  contrary.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  according  to  instructions  I 
started  about  daylight  this  morning  for  the  point  from  where  1  heard 
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the  drum  beat  last  evening.  After  getting  about  2  miles  over  fences  and 
through  cornfields  and  pine  woods,  I  heard  the  report  of  musketry 
across  Mattawoman  Creek.  I  at  once  discovered  by  the  army  baggage 
wagons  all  was  right.  I  fired  a  riile  several  times  and  hoisted  a  white 
flag,  which  soou  attracted  the  attention  of  Colonel  Taylor,  of  the  New 
York  Third  "Excelsior."'  A  scow  at  hand  was  paddled  across  the 
creek  and  I  was  introduced  to  the  officers,  Captain  [R.  S.J  Williamson, 
topographical  engineer,  and  Majjor  William  O.  Stevens,  from  Washing- 
ton, last  Friday,  2  p.  m.,  and  bonnd  to  Budd's  Landing.  The  regiment 
consists  of  830  men  and  officers,  viz,  130  cavalry,  700  infantry.  Colonel 
Taylor  informed  me  that  a  corps  of  cavalry  that  was  to  have  reported 
to  him  had  not  done  so  yet;  ought  to  have  communicated  yesterday. 

There  was  some  degree  of  reserve  on  the  part  of  Colonel  Taylor  to 
communicate  with  me  till  I  produced  a  letter,  written  last  evening,  to 
the  editor  of  the  Philadelphia  Evening  Journal.  He  then  expressed 
himself  very  freely  and  gave  his  compliments  to  Commodore  Craven, 
and  also  said  it  would  afford  him  pleasure  to  cooperate  with  him  in 
every  legitimate  way  possible.  I  informed  him  of  your  willingness 
to  afford  him  every  facility  to  promote  the  wishes  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  your  hearty  cooperation  with  Colonel  Taylor,  and  at  anytime 
that  he  had  any  communications  to  make  to  Commodore  Craven  that 
the  tugs  running  up  and  down  the  river  would  transmit  the  news.  I 
made  known  your  wish  in  reference  to  Mr.  Posey,  Mr.  Mason,  and  Mr. 
Eunyea,  and  if  the  above  parties  were  arrested  to  let  you  know.

Sir  :  I  learned  last  night  through  a  trusty  channel  that  a  battery  at 
Mathias  Point  was  nearly  ready  to  open  fire.  Although  I  placed  full 
confidence  in  the  statement,  I  determined  to  wait  until  this  morning  to 
verify  it.  I  sent  the  Rescue  down  with  orders  to  Lieutenant  Magaw  to 
keep  a  sharp  lookout  upon  that  point.  Shortly  before  sundown  this 
evening  I  heard  firing  in  that  direction  and  immediately  dispatched 
the  Rescue  to  ascertain  what  it  meant.    She  met  a  schooner  close  to  the

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point  and  was  informed  by  the  captain  that  the  Freeborn  and  Island 
Belle  fired  into  the  bushes,  and  the  iire  was  immediately  returned  by 
the  rebels.  Several  shots  were  exchanged,  when  the  steamers  retired 
below  the  point. 

My  informant  stated  last  night  that  the  battery  consisted  of  eighteen 
guns.  Soon  as  I  received  the  information  last  night  I  ordered  all  ves- 
sels below  the  point,  and  1  believe  there  are  but  two  schooners  at  this 
time  above  that  place.  You  will  perceive  that  I  am  placed  between  two 
fires.

Sir:  The  steamer  Page,  which  has  been  lying  in  Aquia  Creek,  made 
her  appearance  in  the  river  opposite  here  a  short  time  since,  and  is 
now  lying  under  the  guns  of  the  rebel  battery  at  Shipping  Point.  She 
has  thus  succeeded  in  eluding  the  U.  S.  S.  Union,  which  was  watching 
her-off  Aquia  Creek.  As  there  are  some  indications  on  the  other  side 
of  preparations  for  crossing  to  this  shore,  and  as  I  have  no  artillery 
and  would  be  unable  to  oppose  a  landing  by  them,  I  shall  this  evening 
move  my  encampment  to  some  point  upon  the  road  leading  from  here 
to  Washington,  and  near  where  I  encamped  last  Sunday  on  Mattawo- 
man  Creek. 

If  you  can  move  any  of  the  vessels  under  your  command  somewhat 
farther  down  the  river,  I  think  they  will  be  unable  to  land  above  the 
mouth  of  Matta woman  Creek,  and  their  movements  from  Shipping 
Point  may  be  observed  if  not  prevented.

Sir:  Last  night  I  received  a  message  from  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Harrell  informing  me  that  there  were  no  sailing  vessels  between  Smith's 
and  Lower  Cedar  Points,  and  a  statement  that  by  to-morrow  morning 
there  would  be  four  additional  heavy  guns  mounted  at  Mathias.  In 
view  of  being  entirely  cut  off,  both  from  above  and  below,  he  requested 
])ermissiou  to  drop  down  under  cover  of  the  night  to  Lower  Cedar 
Point.  The  case  seemed  to  be  an  urgent  one,  and  taking  into  consid- 
eration that  the  vessels  at  anchor  off  Aquia  could  be  of  but  little  serv- 
ice there,  I  sent  word  to  him  that  I  sliould  leave  him  to  act  altogether 
uf  on  his  discretion.  This  morning,  from  a  fishing  boat  just  up  from 
below,  I  learned  that  the  Union,  Ice  Boat,  Satellite,  and  Rescue  had  gone 
down  the  river,  and  that  the  rebel  steamer  George  Page  had  gone  up  to 
Quantico  Creek,  where  she  is  safe  under  the  batteries  of  Shipping  Point.

Sir:  In  view  of  the  utter  uselessness  of  the  Potomac  Flotilla  for  tlie 
further  protection  of  the  river,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  respectfully  suggest 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Department  that  tlte  guns  of  all  tlievessels 
be  landed  at  Mattawomau  Creek  and  mounted  ui>on  Stump  Neck.  In 
addition  I  would  propose  that  the  guns  of  tlie  Pensacola  be  also  mounted 
lit  that  point;  then,  with  the  aid  of  as  many  heavy  siege  mortars  as  are 
available,  we  might,  by  concentrating  our  fire  upon  one  battery  at  a 
time,  be  enabled  to  drive  the  enemy  from  his  positions  on  the  opposite 
bank  of  the  river. 

I  must  confess,  sir,  that  I  am  wholly  ignorant  of  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  such  an  operation,  but  if  intrusted  to  a  competent  officer  I 
have  no  doubt  that  it  would  result  to  our  advantage.

Instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Captain  Craven,  U.  8. 
Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla,  urging  continued  vigilance  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Army. 

Kavy  Department,  October  24, 1861. 

Sir:  Your  several  favors  of  the  23d  are  received,  stating  the  dis- 
membered condition  of  the  flotilla  under  your  command,  the  withdrawal 
of  its  vessels  from  before  Aquia,  the  egress  of  the  George  Pago  into  the 
Potomac,  and  the  further  demonstrations  by  the  batteries  of  the  insur- 
gents. These  evidences  of  accumulated  force  in  that  quarter  may  for  a 
time  embarrass  your  command,  but  must  not  be  permitted  to  discour- 
age you,  and  I  am  confident  will  cause  no  relaxation  of  your  vigilance 
or  exertion. 

I  notified  you  briefly  at  a  late  hour  last  night  that  General  Hooker's 
division,  with  three  batteries,  would  commence  their  march  from 
Bladensburg  this  morning.  Such,  I  am  informed,  is  the  fact,  and  they 
go  with  a  view  of  cooperating  with  and  assisting  you  in  repelling  the 
enemy.  In  order  to  operate  effectually  against  the  batteries  on  the 
Virginia  shore,  guns  of  a  larger  caliber  than  are  in  possession  of  either 
yourself  or  the  army  under  General  Hooker  will  be  necessary.  It  will 
not  be  advisable,  therefore,  to  land  the  guns  from  your  vessels,  as  sug- 
gested, but  keep  them  prepared  for  active  use  on  board,  as  occasion  will 
soon  require. 

You  will  communicate  with  that  portion  of  the  flotilla  that  is  below 
you,  enjoining  upon  them  to  exercise  unremitted  vigilance  in  detecting 
and  preventing  all  hostile  movements  in  that  quarter  and  to  hold  them- 
selves in  readiness  for  orders  to  proceed  up  the  river  when  you  shall 
require.  Great  firmness  and  resolution  are  expected  of  them  in  times 
like  these,  as  well  as  constant  watchfulness.  In  all  these  your  example 
and  counsel  will  have  their  effect,  and  in  you  the  Department  has 
implicit  confidence. 

If  these  demonstrations  of  the  enemy  on  the  lower  Potomac  are  tem- 
porary, and  designed  as  much  to  draw  attention  from  movements  in 
other  quarters  as  to  effect  the  lower  MarylaTid  counties,  it  is  none  the 
less  necessary  that  our  forces  and  vigilance  should  be  exercised. 

You  will  put  yourself  in  communication  with  General  Hooker  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  he  arrives  in  your  vicinity.  It  is  expected  he  will 
reach  Budd's  Ferry  or  some  point  in  that  neighborhood  to-morrow 
afternoon.  Communicate  freely  and  fully  with  that  officer,  who  will 
receive  similar  instructions  in  regard  to  yourself,  and  let  your  mutual 
counsels  produce  unity  of  action. 
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Write  freely  and  fullj'  to  the  Department  by  every  opportunity  when 
you  have  anything  to  communicate,  and  keep  us  advised  of  the  condi- 
tion of  affairs  as  tlioroughly  as  possible.

Report  of  commandant  navy  yard,  Washington,  regarding  means  for  pro- 
tecting river  communication. 

Commandant's  Office,  Navy  Taed, 

Washington,  October  25, 1861, 

SiE :  The  Potomac  is  now  so  far  obstructed  that  it  is  no  longer  used 
by  the  army  for  the  transportation  of  supplies,  and  the  sole  dependence 
for  that  iDurpose  and  for  the  supplies  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  city  is 
limited  to  the  railroads  alone. 

The  daily  consumption  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  is  about  700  tons, 
including  the  feed  for  the  horses.  The  travel  and  trade  of  the  city  will 
bring  the  total  to  nearly  1,000  tons  daily. 

The  capacity  of  the  railroad  is  stated  at  about  1,500  to  1,600  tons  per 
day.  Tliis  would  seem  sufficient  to  meet  ordinary  wants  and  even  those 
of  an  unusual  description,  yet  some  days  since,  when  I  wished  to  obtain 
some  bales  of  hay  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  I  was  answered  by  Colonel  [D.  H.]  Kucker  that  he  had 
scarcely  more  than  one  day's  provender  on  hand  for  the  horses,  and  up 
to  this  time  both  the  railroad  and  river  had  been  open  for  all  manner  of 
supplies. 

Jt  does  not  seem  advisable,  therefore,  to  permit  the  river  to  be  closed 
without  some  effort,  for  the  railroad  is  not  infallible,  but  is  liable  to 
interruption  from  severe  storms,  particularly  in  the  approaching  sea- 
son. Moreover,  the  disposition  of  the  hostile  batteries  is  such  as  not 
only  to  separate  our  flotilla,  but  to  exclude  its  action  from  some  25  or 
30  miles  of  the  river  and  leave  this  extent  open  to  their  one  steamer 
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and  other  facilities  by  water  for  communicating  with  the  Maryland 
shores  and  supply  their  forces  along  the  bank,  when  by  laud  this  would 
be  tedious  and  uncertain. 

The  advance  of  the  army  will  undoubtedly  clear  the  Virginia  bank 
effectually,  and  even  cause  the  loss  of  the  cannon,  which  are  too  heavy  for 
withdrawal,  but  it  may  be  a  question  whether  it  is  not  better  to  relieve 
the  army  of  this  necessity  and  be  ready  to  assist  its  interim  operations 
as  well  as  to  open  an  important  avenue  for  its  supply.  To  this  end  we 
must  resort  to  counter  batteries,  which,  if  they  will  not  destroy  those 
of  the  enemy,  will  at  least  clear  the  river  of  his  craft,  and  probably 
cover  the  passage  of  our  own. 

I  assume  the  distance  across  as  3,500  yards,  and  propose  to  operate 
against  the  batteries  from  Cockpit  Point  to  Evansport  with  not  less  than 
fifty  heavy  pieces. 

Of  these  there  are  now  disposable  here  (including  battery  of  Pensa- 
cola)  27  of  IX-inch,  2  of  Xl-inch,  1  60-pounder,  4  mortars  (10-inch),  3 
riiled  80-pounders;  total,  33  cannon  and  4  mortats.  Three  mortars  on 
their  way,  leaving  only  ten  cannon  to  be  provided,  which  can  no  doubt 
be  done  in  season. 

If  the  operation  is  to  be  performed  it  should  be  begun  in  twenty-four 
hours;  and  if  unlimited  means  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  officer 
who  is  to  command,  the  batteries  should  be  ready  in  two  weeks  iroui  this 
date. 

Of  course  I  am  to  be  understood  to  speak  of  a  naval  affair  only, 
which  is  not  to  embarrass  the  army  or  to  divert  from  it  anything  neces- 
sary to  the  particular  designs  of  the  commanding  general.  The  troops 
that  may  assist  in  throwing  up  the  entrenchments,  and  to  guard 
against  unfriendly  designs  in  the  rear,  will  be  most  convenient  for  cross- 
ing to  the  opposite  shore  by  the  naval  forces  when  their  services  may 
be  needed. 

Indeed,  if  we  are  able  to  silence  the  hostile  batteries,  an  opportunity 
may  be  found  for  attacking  in  good  force  when  the  advance  of  the  main 
army  may  render  it  advantageous. 

It  is  Jieedless  to  enter  upon  technical  details.  These  must  be  left  to 
the  option  of  the  oflcer  in  command,  and  he  must  also  have  control  of 
the  flotilla.

Dear  Sie  :  I  send  the  enclosed.    I  hope  it  may  be  of  some  service,  if 
[you  have]  any  intentions  of  dislodging  the  Confederates.    They  seem 
now  entirely  to  have  the  control  of  at  least  15  miles  of  the  river,  and  the 
George  Page  is  cutting  around  considerably.

Cockpit  Point  where  the  Confederates  have  a  battery,  is  in  some 
respects  a  remarkable  military  position.  It  commands  Freestone  Point 
on  the  north,  Ship  [Shipping]  Point  on  the  south,  being  distant  from 
either  about  2J  miles.  The  land  is  higher  than  either  of  them  and  it 
projects  farther  into  the  Potomac.  In  the  rear  it  is  defended  by  Power's 
[Powell's]  Creek,  the  low  grounds  of  which  are  commanded  by  it. 

Oi)posite,  in  Maryland,  are  Stump  Neck  and  Budd's  Ferry.  The 
height  of  the  land  at  Cockpit  above  the  river  is  from  40  to  50  feet, 
while  that  of  Stump  Neck  is  not  more  than  8  or  10  for  a  distance  of  IJ 
miles  back  from  the  river.  The  river  here  being  1^  miles  wide,  the  dis- 
tance from  this  rebel  battery  to  high  ground  in  rear  of  Stump  Neck 
would  be  2f  miles;  to  the  heights  at  Budd's  Ferry  not  more  than  2i 
miles  at  most. 

A  vessel  lying  at  Six  Chimneys  (the  upper  point  of  Mattawoman) 
would  be  in  range  and  could  choose  her  position  anywhere  between  that 
point  and  Cockpit,  the  channel  being  deep  and  bold.

Report  of  Captain  Graven,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Potomac  Flotilla, 
regarding  prisoners  captured  by  the  U.  8.  steamers  Island  Belle  and 
£.  E.  Herhert. 

U.  S.  S.  Hakeiet  Lane,  October  28, 1861. 

SiE :  On  the  20th  instant  a  person  calling  himself  Patrick  McCafferty 
was  ])icked  up  by  the  steamer  Island  Belle  Avhile  in  the  act  of  crossing 
over  in  a  small  boat  from  the  Maryland  shore  toward  Mathias  Point. 

He  tells  a  very  lame  story  of  his  having  always  been  a  common  day 
laborer,  of  his  destitution  for  want  of  means  of  support,  and  that  he 
was  going  to  Fredericksburg  to  see  a  friend,  from  whom  ho  was  certain 
of  obtaining  assistance.  He  pretends  also  that  it  was  only  a  drunken 
spree  that  brought  him  to  this  trouble;  that  he  did  not  know  where  he 
was  or  where  he  was  going  to  when  he  was  taken  on  board  of  the 
Island  Belle.  A  day  or  two  after  he  was  received  on  board  of  this  ves- 
sel. Acting  Master  Cash  recognized  him  as  a  person  who  had  been  in 
the  employ  of  Norris  Brothers,  of  Philadelphia,  where  he  held  the 
responsible  trust  of  timekeeper  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum.  Upon 
being  recognized  by  Mr.  Cash,  McCafiferty  exhibited  a  considerable 
degree  of  uneasiness.  This  morning,  upon  further  questioning  by 
myself,  he  acknowledges  that  he  had  been  in  the  employ  of  Norris 
Brothers,  of  Philadelphia;  E.  S.  Norris,  Schenectady,  and  Eichard 
Norris  &  Son,  of  Philadelphia.  E.  S.  Norris,  he  says,  has  recently  gone 
to  Europe.  Looking  upon  his  case  as  a  suspicious  one,  1  have  sent  him 
up  to  the  navy  yard  to  await  the  disposition  of  the  Department. 

This  morning  the  master  of  the  Herbert  took  a  man  from  the  beach 
at  Smoot's  Landing.  -This  person  j)retends,  although  he  has  lived  all 
his  life  in  this  country,  that  he  can  not  talk  English;  says  his  name  is 
Albert  Jackson ;  has  a  brother  living  in  Virginia,  where  he  left  him 
about  ten  or  twelve  days  ago.     Not  being  satisfied  with  his  account  of

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himself,  and  particularly  with  the  evident  disguise  in  which  he  has 
habited  himself,  I  have  thought  proper  to  send  him  also  to  the  navy 
yard.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  to  call  your  honor's  attention  to  tlio  subjoined 
statement  of  facts,  of  serious  import  to  myself  and  some  of  my  neigh- 
bors, and  to  ask  your  favorable  consideration  of  the  same. 

The  facts  are  as  follows,  viz:  Tliat  we  are  unable  to  get  our  grain 
to  market,  in  consequence  of  a  late  order  from  the  Navy  Department  to 
allow  no  vessel  or  sailing  craft  to  pass  up  the  Potomac  above  Matliias 
Point,  thereby  subjecting  many  of  us  to  great  inconvenience  and  pecun- 
iary embarrassment  and  perhaps  loss.  If  we  can't  get  our  produce  to 
market  we  have  not  tlie  means  to  purchase  supplies  of  stores  and  cloth- 
ing for  our  families. 

Hence,  I  respectfully  ask  for  myself  and  neighbors  that  if  we  can  get 
vessels  from  below  to  carry  our  produce  to  market,  inasmuch  as  the 
flotilla  has  returned  to  Smith's  Point,  that  an  order  may  be  given  to 
the  flotilla  below  Mathias  Point  to  allow  vessels  to  come  up  as  far  as 
Smith's  Point  to  take  off  grain  and  produce  for  the  farmers  living 
between  those  points. 

I  would  further  state  to  your  honor  that  I  )nake  petition  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  an  officer  of  the  flotilla  off  Smith's  Point. 

I  would  also  state  that  it  bears  particularly  hard  upon  me,  as  I  was 
prevented  from  shipping  my  grain  by  an  orde''  for  arrest  from  your 
Department  in  the  case  of  Commander  Dove  and  detained  at  Washing- 
ton with  my  entire  white  family  for  nearly  three  we?ks,  and  I  had  made 
arrangements  to  commence  shipping  my  grain  the  day  following  the 
night  of  mj-  arrest,  and  hence  the  unfortunate  situation  in  which  I  am 
placed. 

Your  early  attention  to  and  favorable  consideration  of  the  above

Sir  :  1  have  nothing  new  to  report  from  this  part  of  the  river,  except 
the  discovery  of  a  battery  of  rifled  guns  of,  I  think,  three  in  number, 
about  li  miles  below  any  that  have  been  fired  heretofore.  It  is  sit- 
uated a  little  below  a  new  brick  house  ■which  you  may  remember 
stands  below  the  wharf  at  Evansport.  I  sent  the  Ice  Boat  up  to  try 
the  range  of  her  long  guns  upon  the  lower  battery  (as  I  supposed)  of 
the  enemy.  After  she  had  tired  several  times  the  new  battery  disclosed 
itself  within  easy  range.  In  fact  some  of  the  shot  went  entirely  across 
the  river.  She  was  struck  by  only  one  shot,  which  did  no  damage.  I 
have  sent  the  steamer  Baltimore  to  Old  Point  for  provisions  and  water. 
1  have  detained  two  coal  schooners,  which  will  supply  us  with  coal  for 
a  month  or  nearly. 

I  have  detached  the  iEescwe,  by  order  of  Mr.  Fox,  and  sent  her  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Kappahannock. 

I  have  stationed  the  Island  Belle  at  Mathias  Point,  and  send  the 
Freeborn  down  every  day  to  shell  the  place.  As  there  are  no  troops  at 
that  point,  except  militia,  who  run  away  when  fired  at,  I  hope  to  delay 
if  not  entirely  put  a  stop  to  their  operations.  I  wish  much  to  establish 
a  signal,  wliich  can  only  be  done  by  rockets,  with  our  pickets  at  Budd's 
l''erry  to  warn  me  in  case  the.P«<7e  should  start  down  the  river.  I  am 
induced  to  believe  that  she  is  anxious  to  return  to  her  old  ])lace  of 
refuge.  When  she  came  out  Aquia  Creek  she  supposed  we  had  aban- 
doned this  part  of  the  river.  She  is  in  a  much  worse  position  now,  for 
her  own  safety,  than  she  was  before. 

Please  send  any  orders  you  may  have  for  me  by  the  bearer,  who  is 
a  trusty  man.

Headquarters  Hooker's  Divison, 
Six  Miles  from  Budd's  Ferry,  Md.,  October  31, 1861. 
Commodore:  Yesterday  I  made  an  examination  of  the  enemy's 
defenses  on  the  opposite  shore  of  the  Potomac,  and  found  them  with 
plenty  of  guns  in  position  and  actively  employed  in  establishing  addi- 
tional ones.    The  Page  is  lying  up  Quantico  Creek,  and  so  much  shel- 
tered by  the  high  bank  between  lier  and  the  Potomac  as  to  expose 
only  about  two-thirds  of  her  length  of  smoke  pipe  and  her  walking 
beam,  a  very  small  object  for  me  to  open  my  batteries  on  at  our  distance. 
Last  night  a  parapet  was  thrown  up  by  men  to  shelter  a  few  pieces, 
but  1  would  not  advise  the  use  of  it  until  the  Page  moves  from  her  pres- 
ent moorings.    Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  our  batteries 
will  be  exposed  to  a  much  heavier  fire  than  we  can  give,  as  regards 
calibers  and  number. 
I  have  written  to  Major-General  McClellan  to  this  effect.

U.  S.  S.  Harriet  Lane,  October  31,  1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  hoTior  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letters  of 
the  24th,  28th,  and  29th  instant. 
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In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  called  upon  Brigadier-General 
Hooker  on  the  26th  instant,  and  was  gratified  to  find  that  he  was  ready 
and  -willing  to  cooperate  witli  me  at  all  times  in  repelling  the  enemy. 
On  the  29th  instant  the  general  informed  me  that  the  rebels  had  sent  a 
small  boat  from  Quantico  Creek  over  toward  Budd's  Ferry  bearing  a 
flag  of  truce,  and  that  when  she  had  approached  within  200  or  300  yards 
of  the  Maryland  shore  a  barrel  with  something  attached  to  it  was  thrown 
overboard,  and  the  boat  immediately  turned  and  pulled  back  to  the  Vir- 
ginia shore.  I  have  no  doubt  but  this  is  one  of  their  infernal  machines. 
If  this  is  the  use  to  Avhich  the  enemy  is  to  put  flags  of  truce,  God  help 
us  from  Southern  chivalry. 

General  Hooker  thinks  with  me  that  for  the  present  any  demonstra- 
tions on  the  part  of  the  flotilla  by  firing  upon  the  enemy  might  possibly 
embarrass  him  in  his  operations,  and  I  have  therefore  not  yet  fired  at 
him,  as  suggested  in  your  letter  of  the  21st  instant. 

The  Page  is  still  at  Quantico  Creek,  but  hauled  up  so  far  that  she  is 
not  discernible  from  the  Maryland  shore.  Three  small  oyster  pungies 
passed  up  last  night,  reporting  all  quiet  below. 

There  are  some  six  or  eight  Northern  schooners  now  lying  off  Indian 
Head  awaiting  a  fair  wind  and  dark  night  to  pass  down  the  river.

Commodore  :  The  only  visible  result  of  our  experiment  of  yester- 
day was  the  change  in  the  moorings  of  the  rebel  steamer  Page.  She 
moored  about  100  yards  higher  up  the  river,  without  improving  her 
condition  so  far  as  it  regards  exposure.  She  must  have  oeen  about  2 
miles  from  our  battery,  for  in  order  to  reach  her  at  all  with  our  small 
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guns  it  -was  necessary  to  discharge  them  at  an  augle  ofeight  or  nine 
degrees  of  elevation.    The  line  firing  was  c.Ncellent. 

This  fact  was  established  yesterday  to  my  satisfaction,  that  it  will  be 
extremely  hazardous  for  the  Parjc  to  attempt  to  pass  into  the  Potomac 
by  daylight  with  our  guns  in  their  i>resent  position.  We  were  not  dam- 
aged from  the  enemy's  batteries.

S.  S.  Union, 
of  affairs  on  the  loiver  Potomac. 

U.  S.  S.  Union, 
Off  Aquia  Creel;,  November  1,  1861. 

Sir:  I  have  given  permission  to  an  engineer  who  is  attached  to  the 
Ice  Boat  to  go  to  Washington  for  a  day  or  so,  if  it  meets  with  your 
approbation.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Pattison  says  he  can  spare 
him. 

I  have  nothing  new  to  report  on  this  part  of  the  river.  Men  occa- 
sionally show  themselves  at  Mathias  Point,  but  retire  upon  the  approacli 
of  our  vessels.  The  place  is  shelled  every  day,  and  I  keep  a  steamer 
there  always  at  night.  The  steamer  Baltimore  has  returned  with  all 
that  I  required. 

The  captain  of  that  vessel  reports  his  pilot,  Kansom  Brown,  as  hav- 
ing deserted  his  ship  yesterday,  but  after  an  absence  of  some  hours 
returned,  having  changed  his  mind.    He  was  excessively  insolent, 

abusing  the  operations  of  the  flotilla,  and  saying  if  I  were  not  a  d d 

coward  I  would  open  the  river,  and  much  more  infamous  language.  I 
had  him  put  in  irons.  The  captain  of  the  Baltimore  says  he  h;is  a 
man  on  board  who  is  a  good  pilot,  and  he  hopes  you  will  authorize  his 
appointment.  Most  assuredly  such  a  scoundrel  as  Brown  should  be 
dismissed  and  never  permitted  to  reenter  the  service  in  any  capacity. 
He  has  forfeited  his  pay  by  desertion.  I  beg  you  to  excuse  my  earuesV 
ness  in  this  matter,  as  this  man  has  outraged  my  feelings  much  more 
than  I  have  expressed.  It  was  entirely  gratuitous  on  his  i)art,  too,  as 
I  had  never  seen  him  before. 

1  stretch  my  vessels  across  the  river  at  night,  so  that  the  Page  can 
not  escape  us  if  she  attempts  to  regain  her  old  anchorage.

I  would 
respectfully  suggest  that  her  armament  be  removed  to  the  navy  yard 
at  Washington,  and  that  she  be  sent  to  Baltimore  for  repairs,  or  to  be 
laid  up.

SiE  :  I  have  nothing  of  importance  to  communicate  in  relation  to  the 
enemy  at  this  point.  1  have  been  down  the  river  and  examined  Mathias 
Point;  found  everything  still  as  death.  The  talk  among  the  negroes, 
however,  is  that  a  battery  will  be  opened  there  soon  as  they  can  get 
soldiers. 

The  Inland  Belle  picked  up  in  the  river  the  other  day  twenty-three 
negroes — men,  women,  and  children.  There  are  now  some  forty  or 
more  contrabands  on  board  tlie  diflerent  vessels.  These  people  have 
all  to  be  rationed,  and  it  is  becoming  very  embarrassing  to  me,  short 
of  provisions  as  1  am.  The  last  ])arty  of  twenty-three  have  not  been 
employed  on  any  military  works,  according  to  their  own  confessions, 
and  lan  away,  as  they  allege,  because  their  masters  did  not  give  them 
enough  to  eat,  which  their  appearance  by  no  means  indicates.  I  thinkit 
wouldbe  a  good  strokeof  jiolicy  to  return  those  negroes  to  their  owners. 
It  would  tend  to  put  a  stop  to  the  wholesale  desertion  that  is  now  going 
on,  and  relieve  us  of  a  most  unpleasant  difiiculty.  1  have  no  doubt  that 
many  of  them  are  from  Maryland,  notwithstanding  they  in  variably  repre- 
sent themselves  as  coming  from  Virginia.  Please  give  me  instructions 
astotlie  disposition  to  be  made  of  these,  and  for  my  government  in 
future  similar  cases. 

The  Ice  Boot  is  becoming  more  rickety  every  day;  her  fires  are  now 
down  and  they  are  endeavoring  to  patch  her  boilers.  1  fear  every  day 
to  hear  of  her  breaking  entirely  down;  in  that  eventshe  would  be  a 
source  of  great  trouble  to  ns.  Should  you  have  any  vessels  above  that 
you  could  spare,  they  could  be  most  usefully  employed  below.  I  under- 
stand there  is  communication  across  the  lower  part  of  the  river 
constanilj-. 

1  have  the  pilot  of  the  Baltimore  still  in  confinement,  awaiting  your 
decision.

Sir:  I  have  to  inform  yon  that  I  learned  at  12  o'clock  last  night  that 
a  battery  was  ready  to  open  Are  from  Virginia  shore  nearly  opposite  to 
Maryland  Point.  1  sent  the  Freeborn,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Magaw, 
at  daylight  this  morning  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  the  infoimation.  I 
herewith  enclose  his  report.   It  will  be  seen  by  an  inspection  of  the  chart 
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that  all  vessels  drawing  6  or  7  feet  of  water  will  have  to  pass  within 
less  than  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  the  battery,  which  is  located  in  a 
ravine,  and,  with  pits  in  the  ground  for  the  men,  is  completely  sheltered 
from  our  guns. 

It  may  be  the  intention  of  the  enemy  to  cross  from  the  Potomac 
Creek.  Maryland  Point  should  be  occupied  immediately  by  our  troops. 
T  have  sent  an  officer  to  General  Hooker  to  inform  him  of  the  situation 
of  afiairs. 

You  will  perceive  that  I  am  between  two  fires,  with  a  hostile  popula- 
tion on  either  shore.  My  situation  is  by  no  means  enviable.  It  is  true 
I  can  pass  below  during  a  favorable  opportunity  and  escape.  If  I  do, 
however,  this  part  of  the  river  falls  into  the  enemy's  bauds  at  once. 
He  could  employ  the  steamer  Page  and  all  his  boats  for  such  purposes 
as  he  chooses ;  in  short,  nothing  could  appear  upon  this  part  of  the 
river  except  with  his  consent.  I  shall  therefore  remain  here  until  other- 
wise ordered.  I  have  more  than  fifty  contrabands  here.  I  must  dispose 
of  them  soon  or  I  shall  be  short  of  provisions.  I  have  a  schooner  of 
about  100  tons  loaded  with  coal.  When  that  is  gone  I  fear  I  can  get  no 
more  from  below. 

I  have  just  learned  that  the  Island  Belle  landed  a  party  of  men  from 
Colonel  [Charles  K.]  Graham's  regiment  last  night  at  or  near  Mathias 
Point,  and  are  burning  houses,  etc.  I  have  not  learned  whether  they 
met  with  opposition  or  not. 

As  I  informed  you  in  my  last  we  are  much  in  want  of  clothes,  pea- 
jackets,  blankets,  shoes,  etc.  I  have  ordered  my  messenger  to  follow 
you  in  order  that  he  may  bring  back  your  orders  to  me.  I  think  the 
Resolute  could  x>ass  the  batteries  with  safety,  and  did  I  have  her  below 
I  could  communicate  with  you  with  ease ;  now  it  is  difficult.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  verbal  order,  I  made  an  examination  of  the 
Virginia  shore  in  this  vicinity  and  was  fired  on  by  a  battery  of  field- 
pieces,  I  think  four  in  number. 

This  battery  is  situated  about  200  yards  below  the  landing  at  Boyd's 
Hole  and  is  protected  by  a  natural  embankment. 

The  enemy  threw  twelve  shell  over  and  around  us,  and  strange  to  say 
we  were  untouched  even  by  a  fragment.  I  fired  but  once,  throwing  an 
8-inch  shell;  the  morning  was  so  dark  I  could  see  nothing  but  the 
flashes.  At  7  a.  m.  the  house  of  Mr.  Grimes  and  others  in  that  vicinity 
on  Mathias  Point  were  in  flames.

Sir:  Tours  of  the  llth  instant,  enclosing  a  letter  from  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Harrell  and  also  one  from  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Magaw,  has  been  received;  also  your  dispatch  of  the  9th  instant. 

The  dismissal  of  the  pilot,  Brown,  is  approved,  and  I  congratulate  you 
on  the  favorable  termination  of  the  disease.  Cut  the  hatches,  as  you 
request,  as  early  as  practicable.  You  will  take  the  public  property  out 
of  the  Ice  Boat  and  send  her  to  Philadelphia  under  charge  of  Acting 
Master  Parks  and  such  crew  only  as  are  necessary  to  carry  her  safely 
home,  where  she  will  be  turned  over  to  her  owners.  If  Acting  Master 
Parks  and  her  engineer  consider  her  unsafe  to  make  this  trip,  she  might 
be  temporarily  repaired  at  Baltimore.  The  shipped  men's  accounts 
will  be  sent  with  them  to  Philadelphia.  Furnish  the  Department  with 
a  list  of  the  other  persons  who  leave  in  the  vessel. 

The  Department  presumes  that  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  keeping 
open  communication  sufficient  fortransportation  of  stores,  etc.,  between 
your  vessels  with  the  light-draft  steamer  Stepping  Stones.  If  this  is 
impracticable  please  notify  the  Department,  as  it  will  involve  leaving 
the  river  above  Mathias  [Point],  according  to  the  dispatch  of  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Harrell.  This  must  be  avoided  if  possible.  The  Navy 
Department  has  some  200  tons  of  coal  at  Annapolis,  which  you  can  use 
if  necessary. 

The  ways  at  the  navy  yard  are  now  free  and  can  take  another  vessel 
for  repairs.

Dear  Sir  :  Having  received  information  from  Captain  Arnold  Har- 
ris, of  the  steamer  Island  Belle,  that  Lieutenant  Commanding  Samuel 
Magaw,  of  the  steamer  Freeborn,  and  himself  had  arranged  an  expedi- 
tion to  Mathias  Point,  in  conjunction  and  by  direction  of  Colonel  Charles 
K.  Graham,  Fifth  Regiment,  Excelsior  Brigade,  for  the  purpose  of  land- 
ing a  military  force  and  making  a  reconnoissance,  and  as  the  commander 
of  the  Freeborn  was  prevented  by  circumstances  from  carrying  out  his 
intentions,  I  was  applied  to  to  furnish,  as  far  as  lay  in  my  power,  means 
of  transportation  in  lieu  of  that  vessel.  Judging  the  object  to  be 
attained,  viz,  the  ascertaining  the  positive  existence  of  the  presumed 
batteries  on  Mathias  Point  to  be  a  fact,  and  the  making  a  general 
inspection  of  the  country  to  be  a  sufficient  apology  for  leaving  my  sta- 
tion, I  did  so  and  was,  on  the  evening  of  the  10th,  towed  up  by  the 
steamer  Island  Belle  opposite  Chapel  Point,  on  the  Port  Tobacco  Creek 
[Eiver],  where,  at  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  I  embarked,  by  order  of  Colonel 
Graham,  about  200  men,  one-half  the  force  to  be  employed  on  the  expe- 
dition, consisting  of  Companies  B,  C,  and  D  and  a  howitzer  squad. 
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During  the  afternoon  of  tbe  10th,  in  order  to  facilitate  matters,  I  seized 
boats,  such  as  I  deemed  suitable  for  the  purpose,  either  from  vessels  on 
the  river  or  fishing  boats  on  the  shores,  which,  in  couueetioii  with  the 
launch  of  the  Island  Belle,  furnished  atlequate  means  for  embarking 
the  troops  in  perfect  good  order  and  without  confusion  in  about  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour. 

Arrived  at  Mathias  Point,  the  debarkation  was  superintended  by 
myself  and  was  successful,  as  was  iu  fact  the  whole  expedition,  for  a 
detailed  account  of  whicli,  on  the  part  of  our  military  allies,  I  would 
respectfully  refer  you  to  Colonel  Graham's  official  report  to  General  D. 
E.  Sickles. 

After  making  a  thorough  reconnoissance  and  seizing  and  destroying 
a  large  amount  of  rebel  property  and  skirmishing  with  the  enemy's 
I)ickets,  killing  one  man  and  wounding  two  others,  the  troops  were 
withdrawn  and  reembarked  in  capital  order  about  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 
we  reached  Chapel  Point  at  12  in.,  finishing  an  affair  that  will  set  at 
rest  the  supposed  existence  of  heavy  artillery  on  that  point,  and  throw- 
ing the  enemy  into  a  great  state  of  trepidation  for  their  unprotected 
coast  on  the  Potomac. 

It  was  the  original  intention  to  have  landed  from  the  Dana  the  how- 
itzer, but  it  was  finally  decided  to  advance  without  it. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  referring  to  the  conduct  of  the 
regiment,  or  rather  detachment,  engaged  in  this  matter.  They  pre- 
served the  most  ])erfect  order,  silence,  and  quiet  on  board  the  vessels 
emjjloyed,  and  while  engaged  ashore  evinced  the  coolness  and  determi- 
nation of  veterans. 

There  are  on  the  point  partially  masked  and  unfinished  intrenchments 
iu  three  places,  which  have  not  been  apparently  worked  upon  nor  occu- 
pied for  some  time  and  are  of  no  particular  moment  in  their  present 
condition.  The  cord  wood  and  buildings  on  the  point  and  the  building 
known  as  Grimes's  house  were  all  destroyed  by  fire,  thus  unmasking  to 
the  fire  of  i)assing  boats  the  only  earthworks,  as  spolcen  above.  There 
were  also  numerous  attempts  made  to  fire  the  woods  upon  the  point,  but 
with  only  qualified  success,  on  account  of  the  dampness  from  the  recent 
storms  and  noninflammable  nature  of  the  timber.  The  crew  of  the 
Dana  conducted  themselves  with  the  greatest  coolness  and  propriety 
during  the  affair,  and  merit  mention  for  their  general  demeanor  and 
prompt  obedience  to  orders.

Sir:  On  the  night  of  the  11th  instant  our  guard  boat  spoke  two 
schooners  coming  up  the  river  near  the  bluff  just  above  Fort  Washing- 
ton; one,  the  Enterprise,  of  Baltimore.  The  captain  reports  having 
had  two  sliot  fired  at  him  without  effect.  The  other,  the  Village  Belle, 
of  Deal's  Island.    Captain  reports  having  had  several  shot  fired  at  him 
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aDd  thinks  one  took  effect  below  water  line,  as  she  made  considerable 
water  afterwards.  Also  reports  having  seen  Federal  troops  landing  at 
Mathias  Point;  thinks  from  1,500  to  2,000.  All  the  firing  was  from 
batteries  near  Quantico  Creek,  which  they  passed  on  the  night  of  the 
10th  instant.

Sir  :  I  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  offered  by  the  Stepping  Stones 
to  report  all  quiet  on  the  lower  part  of  the  river  at  present.  The  ene- 
my's battery  at  Boyd's  Hole  has  been  withdrawn.  Troops  are  numerous 
in  the  vicinity  of  Aquia  and  Potomac  creeks.  No  new  batteries  have 
been  discovered.  I  have  removed  all  the  public  property  from  the  Ice 
Boat,  as  directed,  and  will  send  her  to  Philadelphia  immediately.  I 
have  taken  fourteen  of  her  crew  to  fill  vacancies  on  board  this  vessel, 
and  respectfully  request  your  approval  of  the  same.  I  enclose  you  a  list 
of  the  men  thus  retained,  and  should  it  meet  your  approval,  please 
direct  the  transfer  of  their  accounts  to  this  ship.  I  enclose  also  a  list 
of  those  who  accompany  the  Ice  Boat;  also  of  those  I  send  to  you, 
together  with  a  list  of  contrabands  that  have  been  collected  by  the 
various  vessels  of  the  flotilla. 

Some  means  should  be  adopted  by  which  we  could  receive  a  regular 
supply  of  coal.  There  are  no  coal  vessels  in  the  river  except  one,  which 
is  partially  discharged.  We  require  about  100  tons  per  week,  and  have 
sufficient  for  nearly  three  weeks.  If  an  arrangement  could  bo  made  by 
which  I  would  be  certain  to  receive  that  quantity  of  coal,  I  could  dis- 
pense with  the  Baltimore  and  send  her  to  Washington.  The  pilot  of  the 
Island  Belle  has  run  that  vessel  ashore  repeatedly  and  is  entirely  unfit 
for  his  position.  He  wishes  to  be  discharged.  There  is  a  man  onboard 
the  U.  S.  schooner  ^at/ey  who  is  represented  to  be  an  excellent  pilot;  if 
you  will  authorize  his  employment  as  such,  I  will  give  him  the  order. 
If  he  proves  capable,  as  he  is  said  to  be,  he  should  receive  his  discharge 
and  be  rated  pilot.

Sir:  Nothing  new  has  transpired  on  this  part  of  the  river  since  my 
last  report.  I  have  seen  it  stated  in  the  newspapers  that  there  is  a 
battery  5  or  6  miles  below  Aquia  Creek;  such  is  not  the  fact.  Since 
the  removal  of  the  guns  from  Boyd's  Hole  none  have  been  seen  below 
Potomac  Creek. 

I  have  caused  a  strict  watch  to  be  kept  upon  the  Page,  and  have  never 
seen  her  outside  Quantico  Creek  until  last  night.  The  guard  boat  of 
this  vessel  found  her  at  10  o'clock  last  night  in  the  middle  of  the  river 
opposite  Bndd's  Ferry.  She  was  lying  across  the  stream,  evidently 
waiting  for  something  to  pass.  The  guard  boat  pulled  close  to  her,  so 
close  as  to  see  [a]  great  many  men  on  board.  She  hailed  and  said  she 
was  the  Penguin  and  had  important  dispatches,  and  desired  the  boat 
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to  come  and  get  them.  The  boat,  however,  knowing  that  the  Penguin 
was  not  in  the  river,  thought  it  advisable  to  pull  in  another  direction. 
I  suppose  she  was  afraid  to  fire  upon  the  boat,  lest  she  should  draw  the 
fire  of  our  batteries  upon  herself. 

The  Gceur  de  Lion  has  arrived  here  from  Fortress  Monroe,  and  I 
thought  it  best  to  detain  her  under  the  circumstances  until  I  hear  from 
you.  Should  she  fall  in  with  the  Page  her  capture  would  be  almost 
certain.  Please  inform  me  whether  I  shall  permit  other  vessels  to 
pass  up. 

1  have  refrained  from  reporting  the  condition  of  this  vessel  until  I 
can  defer  it  no  longer.  She  has  been  leaking  very  badly  for  a  long 
time  past  and  it  is  increasing  daily,  and  has  now  reached  from  9  to  10 
inches  per  hour.  As  we  have  no  means  of  freeing  her  except  by  the 
hand  pumps,  the  crew  are  now  employed  nearly  half  their  time  in 
keeping  the  water  below  the  floor  of  the  engine  room.  We  have  lost  a 
quantity  of  powder,  and  have  no  secure  place  to  store  it  below  the 
water  line. 

Her  boilers  and  machinery  also  are  much  out  of  order.  I  enclose  the 
report  of  the  engineer  for  your  information  in  that  department.

Sir  :  I  take  this  method  of  informing  you  of  the  condition  of  the 
engines  and  boilers  of  this  vessel. 

In  the  first  place  the  engines  are  an  old  pair,  and  are  considerably 
out  of  order  and  want  repairing  in  many  places;  the  packing  bolts  in 
the  steam  cylinder  are  completely  gone,  and  is  the  cause  of  our  using 
a  greater  amount  of  fuel  than  we  should  do.  One  of  the  air  pump  rock- 
shaft  arms  is  cracked  and  bent  and  is  liable  to  give  out  at  any  moment. 

Both  of  the  boilers  are  in  a  very  bad  condition,  especially  the  star- 
board boiler;  there  are  thirty  two  of  the  tubes  entirely  stopped  up  and 
entirely  useless,  and  the  others  are  leaking  badly  and  getting  worse 
every  day.  And  by  having  no  auxiliary  power  for  pumping  up  the 
boilers  while  lying  at  anchor,  we  have  to  blow  off  steam  and  pump  up 
by  hand,  which  is  a  great  injury  to  them.

Abstract  log  of  TJ.  S.  S.  E.  B.  Hale,  September  4  to  November  22,  1861. 

September  4, 1861.— At  2  p.  in.  the  vessel  was  put  in  commission,  navy- 
yard,  New  Tork. 

September  28. — At  8  a.  m.  got  underway  for  Washington. 

October  l.—At  3 :  45  a.  m.  arrived  at  navy  yard,  Washington. 

October  7. — At  11  a.  m.  got  underway  to  proceed  down  to  the  flagship 
for  further  orders. 

October  10.— At  6  a.  m.  went  up  river.  Eeceived  orders  to  board 
every  vessel  bound  out. 

October  11. — At  3  a.  m.  we  heard  the  report  of  guns  and  saw  the  flash 
in  the  direction  of  Quantico  Greek. 

October  13.— At  9:20  a.  m.  the  U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas  passed  down  the 
river.  When  off  Shipping  Point  heard  the  report  of  three  guns  fired 
from  a  battery  on  the  point.  At  10:15  the  TJ.  S.  S.  Seminole  passed 
down  the  river.  When  ofi'  Shipping  Point,  11 :  10,  two  shots  were  fired 
from  the  battery,  the  Seminole  returning  the  compliment.  Kept  firing 
till  11 :30;  nineteen  shots  were  fired  from  the  battery  and  eleven  from 
the  Seminole. 

October  16. — At  4 :  40  a.  m.  TJ.  S.  S.  Pawnee  passed  down  with  two  boats 
in  tow.  When  the  boats  were  down  toward  Shipping  Point  the  battery 
opened  fire  upon  them.  Kept  on  till  6 :  25 ;  twenty-seven  shots  were  fired. 
At 6  p.  m.  three  shots  were  fired  from  Shipping  Point  battery;  nineteen 
shots  were  fired  from  the  battery  toward  the  Mount  Vernon,  as  reported 
by  the  Pusey. 

October  17. — At  6  a.  m.  sixteen  shots  were  fired  from  the  battery, 
Shipping  Point,  and  fifteen  at  8:25, 

October  18. — From  1:45  till  12:10  midnight:  Fourteen  shots  were 
fired  from  the  rebel  battery  toward  the  TJ.  S.  S.  Columbia,  which  passed 
us  during  the  time  up  river.  From  1:57  to  2:20  a.  m.  six  shots  were 
fired  from  the  battery.  At  10  Captain  Foster  and  Chief  Engineer 
Harrington  went  in  the  starboard  boat,  all  armed  with  small  arms,  in 
company  with  the  Beliance^s  boat,  up  Chicomnxen  Eiver  [Creek],  and 
returned  at  1  p.  m.,  each  with  a  skiff.  At  5  p.  m.  three  sbots  were  fired 
off  Aquia  Creek  from  the  TJ.  S.  S.  Satellite. 

October  19. — At  12 :40  a.  m.  six  shots  were  fired  from  the  rebel  battery. 
At  2 :  10  three  shots  were  fired ;  at  9  seventeen  shots  fired.  At  10  a.  m. 
commenced  firing,  continuing  until  10:55;  in  that  time  fired  152  shots 
from  the  rebel  battery  toward  the  towboat  Resolute,  with  two  schooners, 

and  the  towboat ,  with  two  schooners  in  tow  alongside.    At  noon 

towboats  passed  with  three  schooners ;  the  Resolute  let  one  schooner 
go,  which  the  rebels  took  into  Aquia  Creek.  From  1:30  p.  m.  five 
shots  were  fired  from  Shipping  Point.

S.  S.  Rescue  came  with  dispatches 
from  Commodore  Craven ;  reported  a  new  battery  erected  on  Mathias 
Point,  mounting  eighteen  guns. 

October  23. — At  11  a.  m.  saw  a  steamer  off  the  rebel  battery  going  up 
Quantico  Creek. 

October  28. — At  7 :  30  a.  m.  dropped  anchor  off  Indian  Head.  During 
the  afternoon  twenty-nine  shots  were  fired  from  the  rebel  battery  at 
Shipping  Point.    At  8 :  15  dropped  anchor  off  Stump  Neck. 
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October  39.— At  7 :  30  a.  m.,  in  company  with  the  Resolute  and  Reliance, 
anchored  off  Indian  Head.  During  the  afternoon  eleven  shots  were 
fired  by  the  rebel  battery  at  Shipping  Point.  At  7  p.  m.  three  shots 
were  fired  from  the  Union  battery  at  Budd's  Ferry. 

October  31. — ^At  2  a.  m.  three  oyster  sloops  passing  up  river  reported 
having  seen  the  rebel  steamer  Page  in  the  Potomac  off  Shipping  Point. 

November  ii.— During  the  forenoon  forty-five  shots  were  fired  from 
the  rebel  battery  on  Shipping  Point  toward  some  passing  schooners. 

November  i4.— At  1:30  p.  m.  a  battery  on  Cockpit  Point  opened  fire 
on  a  schooner  laden  with  wood,  bound  up. 

November  i5.— Heavy  firing  off"  Shipping  Point  from  the  rebel  battery 
during  the  afternoon,  tbrty-flve  shots  in  all. 

November  22.— Got  underway  for  Fortress  Monroe. 


Abstract  log  of  the  T7.  S.  S.  Pawnee,  May  20  to  August  21,  1861. 

May  20,  1861.— OW  Alexandria  from  8  to  meridian.  The  steamer 
Thomas  Freeborn  passed  up  the  river  to  Washington  with  several 
prizes  in  tow. 

May  24. — Making  preparations  to  land  troops.  At  4:20  a.  m.  an 
officer  was  sent  ashore  by  the  commanding  officer  to  demand  the  sur- 
render of  the  city  (Alexandria).  Before  negotiations  were  concluded 
the  steamers  Baltimore  and  Mount  Vernon  arrived  with  troops  and  took 
possession  of  the  place.  Manned  and  armed  boats  and  took  out  from 
the  dock  the  steamers  Thomas  Gollyer  and  Gipsy.  From  meridian  to  4 
p.  m. :  Prisoners  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Chaplin  were  sent  up  to  navy 
yard  (Washington)  in  the  Baltimore  and  delivered  to  Commander 
Dahlgren. 

June  1. — At  10:20  a.  m.  came  in  sight  of  Aquia  Creek;  steamed  in. 
At  11:40  the  batteries  on  shore  opened  fire  with  rebel  flag  up.

June  3. — From  8  to  meridian:  Eebels  throwing  up  earthworks. 

June  4. — From  meridian  to  4:  Boarded  several  vessels  bound  up  and 
down  and  warned  them  off"  the  blockade  coast. 

June  5. — At  4 :  30  a.  m.  got  up  anchor  and  steamed  down  the  river. 
At  6:30  anchored  off"  Mathias  Point.  At  8  a.  m.  sent  armed  party  of 
marines  and  seamen  on  shore,  under  command  of  Master  Blue,  to  pro- 
tect surveying  party.  At  5 :  30  p.  m.  completed  survey.  Got  underway 
and  steamed  up  to  Aquia  Creek.    At  8  anchored  in  old  position. 

June  6. — At  5  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  up  the  river,  with  Cap- 
tain Palmer  and  surveying  party  on  board.  Stopped  several  times  to 
overhaul  crafts.  At  10 :  30  stopped  off  White  House.  Sent  40  marines 
and  seamen,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Chaplin,  to  protect  survey-

veying party  returned  m  boat.  Got  underway  and  stood  down  the 
river.

June  16. — From  8  to  meiidian :  Guns  fired  by  the  rebel  battery,  sup- 
posed to  be  trying  range  of  their  guns.  From 8  to  midnight:  The  first 
cutter  and  Daisy  left  the  ship  to  prevent  communication  between  the 
Maryland  and  A'lrginia  shores.

— From  4  to  8  a.  ni. :  The  West  Hill  battery  fired  two  shots 
at  a  sailing  vessel  beating  up  the  river;  both  shots  fell  short. 

June  25. — Off  Mathias  Point.  At  2 :  45  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood 
down  the  river.  At  5 :  30  discovered  armed  troops  in  ambush  along 
Mathias  Point.  Opened  fire  with  shell.  Armed  and  sent  on  shore  under 
charge  of  Lieutenant  Chaplin,  Master  Blue,  Midshipman  Suell,  Engineer 
Trilley,  sixty  men,  all  armed,  under  command  of  Captains  Palmer  and 
Wof)dbury,  U.  S.  Army.  Boats  landed  and  men  scouted  about  the 
secession  forces.  At  8  the  party  returned,  having  captured  two  horses 
with  tlieir  equipments.  Reported  driving  in  the  enemy  with  a  fire  of 
musketry.  Discovered  a  cainp  and  supposed  the  forces  were  500  men. 
Fired  forty-eight  shell,  grape  and  shot.  A  man,  Kelly  Jackson,  came 
to  our  boat  and  gave  himself  up.    At  10  stood  up  the  Potomac. 

June  2i). — Off"  Aquia  Creek.    At  9  p.  in.  Lieutenant  Chaplin  left  the 

ship  in  command  of  first  and  third  cutters,  consisting  of men, 

armed  and  equipped,  to  be  towed  by  the  tug  Reliance  to  the  Freeborn, 
near  .Mathias  Point,  there  to  report  to  Commander  Ward,  in  obedience 
to  an  order  received  from  that  officer  an  hour  before.  The  boats,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  complete  equipment  have,  by  order  of  Commander 
Ward,  a  bale  of  waste,  4  gallons  tar,  1  gallon  spirits  turpentine,  axes, 
hatchets,  and  coal  bags. 

June  27. — At  9  p.  m.  the  Thomas  Freeborn  came  up  river  and  hailed 
this  ship,  saying,  "Captain  Ward  was  killed  and  several  men  wounded 
ill  the  exj)edition  at  Mathias  Point."  The  Reliance  came  up  with  the 
Freeborn.  Sent  a  boat  and  brought  the  wounded  on  Iroard.  In  retir- 
ing from  the  point  the  boats  left  behind  them  200  coal  bags,  1  spyglass, 
several  shovels,  and  one  Sharps  rifle. 

June  28.— At  2 :  30  a.  in.  got  underway  and  stood  up  river.  At  9 :  30 
hauled  alongside  the  navy  yard  (Washington)  wharf.  At  11  sent  the 
remains  of  Captain  Ward  on  shore  with  an  escort  of  about  forty  of 
our  men.

At  10: 10  p.  m.  came  to 
anchor  off  Piiiey  Point. 

July  ;.?.— Off  Point  Lookout.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Sent  launch, 
first  and  second  cutters  on  an  expedition.    At  0:30  p.  m.  the  Yankee

and  Resolute,  with  our  boats  in  tow,  returned  from  their  expedition  up 
the  Yeocomico  Elver.

July  24. — Commander  Rowan  communicated  with  General  Eunyon,  in 
command  of  Alexandria.

— From  8  to  meridian :  Sent  Mr.  McCann  (prisoner)  to  the 
Columbia,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  F.  A.  Parker.  From  0  to  8  p.  m. : 
The  marines  sent  on  the  expedition  to  Port  Tobacco  returned  on  board 
from  steamer  Baltimore. 

October  16. — Steaming  down  the  Potomac  with  tugs  alongside.  At  5 
went  to  quarters  to  pass  the  batteries  at  Quautico.  At  5  the  enemy 
commenced  firing  and  continued  for  twenty-five  minutes.

April  25,  1861. — In  the  Potomac  River.  Passed  near  the  White

At  11  discovered  two  large  schooners  at  Aquia  Creek  landing.  Stood 
down  for  them;  everything  looking  quiet,  hauled  oft'  and  stood  down 
the  river.  From  8  to  midnight:  Point  Lookout  bore  E.  N.  E.  f  E.,  dis- 
tant about  1  mile.     Saw  a  fire  bearing  S.  by  W. 

May  2. — From  8  to  midnight:  Discovered  a  steamer  standing  up  the 
[Chesapeake]  Bay.  At  8:45  got  up  steam  and  gave  chase;  fired  a 
rocket  and  howitzer,  but  failed  to  heave  her  to. 

May  12. — At  noon  spoke  the  schooner  Sally  Frances,  of  Accomac,  Va. 
From  12  to  4  p.  m.:  Sent  a  boat  on  board  the  schooner  Sally  Frances; 
found  she  had  neither  pass  nor  flag  on  board;  sent  a  ])rize  crew  in  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant  Howison  on  board. 

May  jf5.— Mouth  of  the  Rappahannock  River.  Tlie  Mount  Vernon 
came  alongside  and  reported  that  she  had  spoken  a  schooner  from  up 
the  river,  which  reported  a  fortification  about  35  miles  up  the  river.  At 
9:30  p.  m.  discovered  a  steamer  passing  down  the  bay.  The  Mount 
Vernon  got  underway  and  gave  chase,  and  at  10 :  20  returned  without 
being  able  to  speak  her. 

May  21.— At  10  a.  m.  stood  in  Aquia  Creek,  beat  to  quarters;  discov- 
ered a  battery  ou  shore  and  the  steamer  George  Page  at  anchor  oft'  the 
wharf. 

May  55.— Captain  Dove  came  on  board  and  relieved  Captain  Gilbs  ol 
the  command  of  this  ship. 
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June  17.— A.t  midnight  [16thJ  sent  a  party  of  twenty-two  men  ashore 
with  the  howitzer,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Nicholson  and  Lieutenant 
Howison.  From  8  to  meridian :  Lieutenant  Nicholson  with  seven  of  the 
men  returned,  leaving  the  rest  still  ashore. 

June  29. — At  9  p.  m.  sent  a  party  of  men  in  the  launch  to  go  down 
the  river  to  watch  some  lights,  supposed  to  be  signals  made  to  the 
enemy.    At  11  launch  returned. 

June  30. — At  9  p.  m.  armed  and  manned  the  launch  and  sent  her  in 
charge  of  Lieutenant  Howison  on  a  scouting  expedition  down  the  river, 

July  1. — Prom  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Brought  on  board  offtcers  and 
men,  howitzers  and  ammunition  from  camp  at  Cloud's  Mill. 

July  5. — At  9  a.  m.  the  captain  went  under  flag  of  truce  to  the  Vir- 
ginia shore.  At  9 :  40  p.  m.  the  Freeborn  passed  down  and  stood  over 
to  the  Virginia  shore.  Shortly  afterwards  heard  reports  of  firing  and 
explosion  of  two  shells. 

July  7. — At  3 :  45  a.  m.  U.  S.  S.  Freeborn  stood  down  the  river.  Sev- 
eral shots  fired  on  Virginia  shore  during  the  watch.  At  4 :  45  got 
underway  and  shifted  the  port  aftergun  to  the  starboard  gangway.  At 
5 :  45  beat  to  quarters  for  action,  turned  head  down  the  river,  and  stood 
toward  the  Virginia  shore.  When  within  range  fired  seven  shell  and 
six  round  shot  at  the  steamer  George  Page,  the  smokestack  of  which 
was  just  visible  across  the  land.  Two  batteries  replied,  their  shot  fall- 
ing from  half  a  mile  to  a  mile  short.    At  6 :  45  stood  off  and  anchored. 

July  11. — At  9  p.  m.  got  the  launch  out  and  sent  an  armed  crew  along 
with  the  boat  howitzer,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  in  tow  of  James 
6uy. 

July  17. — At  1 :  15  a.  m.  sent  the  launch  armed  with  Sharps  rifles  on 
a  cruise.  At  1 :  10  p.  m.  discovered  a  boat  ahead,  crossing  from  Virginia 
side.  At  1 :  40  anchored  on  the  Maryland  side  off  Watson's  farm  and 
sent  an  armed  boat  ashore.  At  3  our  boat  returned,  having  burned  the 
boat  that  ran  the  blockade. 

July  18. — At  2 :  30  a.  m.  sent  the  launch  on  a  cruise.  From  8  to 
meridian:  The  launch,  with  howitzer  and  Sharps  rifles,  in  charge  of 
first  lieutenant,  went  on  a  cruise. 

July  21. — Sent  the  launch  with  crew  of  8  men,  armed  with  Sharps 
rifles,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  on  a  cruise.  From  meridian  to  4  p.m. : 
During  the  first  hour  heard  heavy  cannonading  in  the  direction  of 
Manassas  Junction. 

July  29. — 8  to  meridian :  There  was  an  exchange  of  shots  between  the 
Potomac  Creek  battery,  on  the  Virginia  shore,  and  the  Yankee  and 
Reliance. 

August  6. — The  commander  landed  on  the  Virginia  shore  with  a  flag 
of  truce. 

August  8. — 8  to  meridian :  Sent  the  launch,  armed  with  rifles,  in  toward 
Potomac  Creek  on  a  cruise. 

August  11. — 4  to  8  p.  m. :  Ice  Boat  fired  on  a  boat  under  the  Virginia 
shore  filled  with  men  bearing  the  secession  flag;  did  no  execution. 

August  14. — Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The  Reliance  went  down  and  then 
returned  and  fired  at  something  on  the  Virginia  shore. 

August  15. — Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The  Resolute  came  up  with  flag  at 
half-mast.  Upon  boarding  her  learned  she  had  been  fired  into  from 
Mathias  Point  and  had  2  officers  and  1  man  killed  and  1  man  wounded. 
Freeborn  got  underway  and  went  down.  8  to  midnight:  Freeborn 
returned  from  the  bombardment  of  Grimes's  house  and  boat. 

August  16. — At  5 :  15  a.  m.  a  new  battery  opened  Are  upon  us.  One 
shot  fell  short  and  three  passed  over  us,  between  main  and  forerigging. 
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8  to  meridian :  Whole  fleet  underway  until  flagsliip  signalized  us  to 
anchor.    Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Firing  from  the  upper  battery. 

August  17.— The  Resolute  came  down  and  threw  two  shells  into  the 
Virginia  shore.  8  to  meridian :  Several  shots  from  a  heavy  gun  were 
fired  from  the  Virginia  shore  during  the  watch.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. : 
Five  heavy  guns  were  fired  from  up  the  creek. 

Atigust  33.— 4:  to  8  p.  m.:  The  Ice  Boat,  Jacoh  Bell,  and  Resolute 
exchanged  several  shots  with  the  batteries  on  shore. 

August  26.— Km^i&w  to  4  p.  ra.:  The  Hull,  in  charge  of  Brown,  and 
Perry,  in  charge  of  Coflee,  were  sent  to  tow  a  wreck  from  the  Virginia 
side  of  canal  [channel],  but  being  fired  upon  by  the  battery  were 
recalled. 

September  7.— Resolute  threw  three  shells  into  West's  farm  (on  Vir- 
ginia side)  and  then  went  up  river. 

September  10. — Lieutenant  Commanding  Wyman  assumed  command. 

October  9. — Commander  Percival  Drayton  formally  took  command  of 
the  ship. 

October  10. — Eeceived  on  board  one  rifled  gun. 

October  i5.— Fired  three  12-pound  rifled  shot,  two  32-pound  shot,  one 
32-pound  shell,  and  one  shell  from  the  pivot  at  the  batteries  at  Evans- 
port.  About  11  a.  m.  heard  heavy  firing  astern ;  turned  and  stood  up- 
stream. At  11 :  50  spoke  the  &ininote.  She  reported  having  received 
several  shot  from  the  battery  at  Evansport.  We  turned  around  and 
resumed  our  course  down  the  river  in  company  with  her.  At  2 :  30 
p.  m.  went  to  quarters,  fired  one  10-inch  shell  and  one  12-pound  rifled 
shot  into  Mathias  Point. 


Abstract  log  of  IT.  S.  S.  Satellite  from  September  12  to  December  7,  1861,  Actmg  Haster 
Joseph  Spinney,  commanding. 

September  12, 1861. — Ship  put  in  commission  [Brooklyn  navy  yard]. 

September  13. — At  11 :  50  a.  m.  cast  off  buoy  and  sailed. 

September  17. — At  7: 20  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Indian  Head. 

October  18. — Got  underway  and  fired  three  shells  into  Shipping  Point. 

October  19. — From  8  to  12  m.  fired  one  round  8-inch  shell  into  Vir- 
ginia. 

November  2. — At  3 :  20  p.  m.  Union  made  signal  to  get  underway  and 
come  within  hail;  was  ordered  to  take  in  tow  a  schooner  that  was 
dragged  Into  Aquia  Creek.  While  giving  her  a  line  was  fired  into  three 
times  from  the  shore,  all  of  which  fell  short. 

November  12. — At  1  p.  m  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  Maryland 
Point,  a  rebel  battery  having  opened  on  the  Freeborn;  discovered  it  on 
the  Virginia  side,  near  Boyd's  Hole. 

November  15. — At  10  a.  m.  sent  two  officers  and  five  men  down  river 
on  scouting  expedition. 

November  16. — At  2 :  30  p.  m.  boat  returned  from  down  river  with 
two  scows  and  three  skiffs  as  prizes. 

November  18. — At  9  a.  m.  proceeded  down  the  river.  In  passing  the 
place  below  Boyd's  Hole,  where  a  few  days  ago  they  had  a  rifle  battery, 
we  threw  two  8-inch  shells  from  after  and  one  from  the  rifle  gun  forward ; 
no  reply  from  shore,  battery  having  been  removed. 

December  7. — At  11  ]).  m.  proceeded  up  the  river;  in  passing  Shipping 
Point  the  batteries  opened  on  us,  and  four  sliells  passed  over  us,  about 
15  feet  above  the  deck,  between  the  pilot  house  and  after  part  of  the 
paddle  box. 
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August  22,  18G1. — Potomac  Creek.  At  1  p.  m.  observed  two  men 
making  signal  to  us  from  the  beach.  Sent  the  cutter  off.  They  proved 
to  be  two  officers,  who  had  been  captured  at  Manassas  and  escaped. 
Eeceived  a  launch  and  howitzer,  with  six  cases  of  lixed  ammunition. 

Aitfjust  23. — At  4 :  30  p.  m.  the  guuboat  [Jacob  |  Bell  and  tugs  Reliance 
aud  Resolute  came  down  for  the  purpose  of  driving  away  new  encamp- 
ment of  the  rebels  south  of  Potomac  Greek  ou  the  highland.  The  Ice 
Boat  accompanied  them  over.  After  some  very  ineffectual  wild  firing 
the  first  three  returned  on  signal  from  this  vessel.  The  Ice  Boat 
engaged  at  long  range,  with  her  rifle  gun  and  IX-inch,  the  Potomac 
Creek  battery,  which  fired  briskly  at  her  but  without  effect;  nobody 
hurt. 

August  28. — At  12:15  p.  m.  the 'launch,  in  charge  of  Midshipman 
Stewart,  was  dispatched  to  destroy  all  boats  found  on  the  Maryland 
shore  in  this  viciiiity.  From  6  to  8  \>.  m. :  Launch  returned,  having 
destroyed  three  small  boats  and  one  scow  belonging  to  George  Carpen- 
ter, and  three  small  boats  and  one  scow  below  him. 

August  30. — At  9  a.  i\\.  sent  launch  to  destroy  small  boats.  At  11 :  30 
launch  returned  with  two  small  boats ;  destroyed  them  alongside  the 
ship;  having  destroyed  one  large  fishing  boat,  one  scow,  and  five 
small  boats,  valued  in  all  at  about  $350,  belonging,  it  is  said,  to  James 
Ferguson,  of  Baltimore. 

August  31. — The  enemy  fired  a  gun  from  a  battery  at  the  mouth  of 
Aquia  Creek. 

heiJtemher  3. — Lieutenant  P.  G.  Watmough  took  command  of  this 
ship. 

September  19. — At  9.  p.  ni.  sent  out  the  cutter  to  observe  the  move- 
ments of  the  enemy  at  Aquia  Creek. 

September  20. — Boats  returned  from  expedition  to  Virginia  shore. 

September  24. — From  G  to  8  p.  m. :  Steamer  JsZawd  Belle  passed  down 
the  river,  throwing  a  few  shell  in  the  direction  of  Aquia  Creek. 

September  30. — Lieutenant  A  D.  Harrell  was  jdaced  in  command  of 
this  vessel. 

October  10. — From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Prepared  launch  for  immediate 
action.  At  8  our  launch  and  the  Releases  shoved  oft".  At  9  an  expedi- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  destroying  a  schooner  called  the  Martha  Wash- 
ington, lying  up  Dumfries  [Quantico]  Creek,  left  this  anchorage.  It 
consisted  of  two  launches,  with  howitzers,  each  of  17  men;  one  in 
charge  of  Midshipman  Stewart,  accompanied  by  Master  E.  L.  Haines 
and  Assistant  Engineer  McCutcheon ;  and  the  other  of-Acting  Masters 
Palmer  and  Foster;  and  the  gig  and  four  men  and  pilot,  containing 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrell,  in  command  of  the  expedition. 
These  boats  were  towed  off  the  mouth  of  the  creek  by  the  steamers  Res- 
cue and  Resolute. 

October  11.— At  2 :  30  a.  m.  the  boats  pulled  into  the  creek  and  reached 
the  schooner,  which  was  effectually  fired.  In  coming  out  the  enemy 
fired  several  volleys  of  musketry,  which  were  replied  to,  but  fortu- 
nately nobody  hurt.  The  steamers  then  fired  several  shell  where  the 
firing  was  seen.  At  3  got  underway  for  our  station.  Observed  two 
rockets  ascend  and  burst  up  the  river,  supposed  from  the  expedition. 
Soon  after  saw  the  flash  of  powder,  and  soon  heard  the  report  of  can- 
non at  intervals  of  five  ininutes.  Directly  after  saw  flames  ascend  from 
what  proved  to  be  a  vessel  fired  by  the  expedition.  At  4 :  15  a.  m.  the 
expedition  returned,  having  burned  the  schooner  in  Dumfries  Creek 
without  losing  a  single  man. 
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October  15. — At  10  a.  m.  heard  firing  from  a  steamer  coming  down ; 
she  proved  to  be  the  Pocahontas.  At  10 :  45  heard  heavy  firing  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Dumfries  [Quantico]  Creek ;  it  proved  to  be  from  on 
shore  and  the  steamer  'Seminole.  Prom  12  to  4 :  Orders  given  to  stop 
all  vessels  bound  up. 

October  16. — At  5:30  a.  m.  the  batteries  on  Quantico  Greek  opened 
fire  on  the  steamer  Pawnee  as  she  was  coming  down.  As  she  passed  us 
sbe  reported  "no  damage  done;  struck  only  six  times."  At  9  p.  m,  the 
battery  on  Dumfries  [Quantico]  Creek  opened  fire  on  the  steamer  Reso- 
lute and  fired  nine  shots. 

October  IT. — From  12  to  4  a.  m. :  Flashes  as  if  from  guns  were  occa- 
sionally seen  in  the  direction  of  Quantico  Creek,  but  heard  no  reports. 
From  4  to  8  a.  m.:  Transport  steamer  William  Whildin  arrived  from 
upper  Potomac  with  mail  for  Commodore  Craven ;  reports  a  heavy  bat- 
tery and  large  caliber  guns  mounted  upon  the  Virginia  side.  Several 
schooners  passed  down  and  were  fired  on,  but  were  not  injured,  though 
near.  At  10:30  two  schooners  arrived  from  up  river;  were  fired  on 
from  batteries  at  Dumfries  [Quantico]  Creek,  none  of  the  shots  injur- 
ing the  vessels.  From  3: 15  p.  m.  to  midnight:  Shots  were  frequently 
fired  from  the  batteries  at  Quantico  Creek  at  vessels  going  up  and  coming 
down  the  river. 

October  18. — At  5  p.  m.  discovered  a  battery  in  process  of  erection  on 
the  Virginia  shore ;  sent  the  Resolute  and  Satellite  to  reconnoiter. 

October  19. — At  2  a.  m.  the  steamer  Murray  arrived  from  above  and 
was  fired  on  by  the  batteries  at  Dumfries  [Quantico]  Creek.  From 
8  a.  m.  to  12  m. :  Dispatched  boats  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  any 
movements  up  the  river.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  steamer  Satellite  ran  in  under 
the  Virginia  shore  to  reconnoiter;  threw  two  shot  by  firing  ashore  and 
was  recalled.  At  3  p.  m.  discovered  a  schooner  oft'  Dumfries,  a  prize 
to  the  enemy.  Steamer  Satellite  dispatched  to  watch  Aquia  Creek 
movements. 

October  20. — At  6  a.  m.  dispatched  the  cutter,  well  armed,  to  notify 
every  sailing  vessel  to  get  underway  and  go  down  the  river  below 
Mathias  Point.  From  8  to  12  meridian :  A  few  shots  were  fired  by  the 
batteries  at  Quantico  Point  at  vessels  passing  down,  none  taking  effect. 

October  28. — At  2  p.  m.  Release  went  up  to  exchange  shot  with  bat- 
teries; discovered  one  gun  below  any  before  opened. 

Ifovember  1. — At  3  p.  m.  three  small  sailing  vessels  came  down  from 
upper  Potomac  and  were  saluted  by  the  batteries  by  three  shot,  but 
passed  unscathed.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Two  schooners  in  passing  down 
were  fired  upon  by  the  batteries  at  Quantico. 

November  11. — ^At  10  a.  m.  steamer  Freeborn  arrived  frorn  Maryland 
Point;  reported  a  battery  at  Boyd's  Hole,  which  opened  fire  upon  her 
while  passing,  the  missiles  passing  over  and  beyond  some  150  yards, 
sustaining  no  damage.  From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Steamer  Satellite  passed 
down  the  river  to  reconnoiter  near  Boyd's  Hole.  At  12 :  30  p.  m.  heavy 
firing  at  Quantico  Creek  upon  sailing  vessels  passing. 

November  12. — From  8  to  12  midnight:  Steamers  Freeborn  and  Release 
left  for  reconnoissance. 

November  13. — At  2  p.  m.  heard  heavy  firing  in  the  direction  of  Poto- 
mac Creek  and  saw  several  shots  strike  the  water  about  the  middle  of 
the  river.  At  2 :  50  p.  m .  steamer  Satellite  arrived  from  Maryland  Point ; 
reports  troops  crossing  Potomac  Creek  in  large  numbers  in  launches 
toward  Aquia  Creek. 
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ITovemher  15.— A.t  3:55  p.  m.  heavy  firiug  by  the  batteries  on  the 
Virginia  shore.  Between  4  and  5  p.  m.  the  batteries  at  Quantico  liept 
up  a  heavy  firing  at  a  schooner  coming  down ;  she  reported  one  shot 
through  her  jib. 

November  J7.— At  2 :  30  p.  m.  firing  at  oyster  vessels  from  the  bat- 
teries at  Quantico. 

Xovember  19.— Two  of  the  flotilla  report  that,  "while  passing  the  bat- 
teries heavy  shot  were  fired,  which  came  near,  doing  no  damage." 

November  50.— Commenced  firing  from  rebel  batteries  at  Quantico 
Creek  at  10 :  30  a.  m.,  at  intervals  of  five  minutes. 

November  22.— At  3 :  30  p.  m.  a  schooner  went  up  river ;  was  fired  upon 
by  thirty-two  shots  from  the  rebel  batteries  at  Quantico  Creek  without 
damage. 

November  26. — At  7  p.  m.  the  gig,  manned  by  an  armed  crew,  went 
over  to  the  Virginia  shore  to  reconnoiter. 

November  5<S.— The  scouting  boat  returned  at  10 :  30  p.  m.  and  reported 
having  been  chased  by  tlie  I'age,  which  was  lying  out  in  the  river. 

November  29. — From  8  to  12  meridian :  Five  shots  fired  from  the  bat- 
teries at  Quantico  Creek  over  to  the  Maryland  shore. 

December  1. — At  12:15  a.  m.  the  gig  came  alongside  from  reconnoiter- 
iug.  At  C  a.  m.  saw  thirty  shots  fired  at  a  schooner  by  the  batteries 
at  Quantico.  Steamer  Grnur  de  Lion  in  waiting  to  give  assistance  if 
necessary. 

December  3. — At  10 :  30  a.  ni.  batteries  fired  thirty  shots  at  a  passing 
schooner,  none  taking  effect. 

December  10. — Went  out  of  commission,  navy  yard,  Philadelphia. 


Abstract  log  of  the  IT.  B.  S.  Valley  City,  September  13  to  October  22,  1861,  Lieutenant  J.  C. 
Chaplin,  IT.  S.  Nayy,  commanding. 

September  13,  1861. — At  10  a.  m.  ship  put  in  commission,  navy  yard, 
New  York. 

September  14. — At  6: 30  a.  m.  ship  got  underway  and  stood  down  the 
bay. 

September  17. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Standing  up  the  Potomac.  At  9 
went  to  quarters  and  fired  two  shots  into  Mathias  Point. 

September  25. — At  9  a.  m.  U.  S.  S.  Jacob  Bell  stood  into  Occaquan 
Creek  and  opened  fire  upon  Freestone  Point  with  shell.  At  9: 30  Sem- 
inole also  commenced  firing,  when  the  fire  was  returned  from  a  con- 
cealed battery  with  rifled  cannon.  The  rebels  commenced  felling  the 
trees  and  exposed  the  battery  to  our  view.  As  our  guns  could  not 
reach  them,  wc  up  anchor  and  got  out  of  range  and  stood  up  to  Indian 
Head  in  tow  of  the  Seminole. 

October  15. — At  anchor  ofl'  the  Eaj^pahannock  Eiver. 

October  21. — At  12 :  10  p.  m.  discovered  a  steamer  standing  down  the 
Eappahannock  River  toward  us;  hove  up  anchor  and  stood  out  of  the 
bay  with  the  ship  ready  for  action.  Finding  she  came  no  further  we 
stood  down  for  her.  She  then  turned  and  ran  up  the  river  with  us  in 
pursuit.  From  4  to  G  p.  m.:  Standing  up  the  liver  under  sail  and 
steam  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy's  steamer;  finding  we  could  not  overhaul 
her  we  fired  one  shot  at  her  and  started  down  the  river.  From  6  to  8 
p.  m.:  Discovered  two  schooners  inshore;  sent  a  boat  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Brooks  to  take  tliem.  The  schooners  got  underway  and  stood  up  the 
creek,  ran  ashore  and  [crew]  deserttd,  taking  with  them  all  valuables. 
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Mr.  Brooks  chased  and  captured  the  boats  and  proceeded  to  the 
schooners,  taking  all  that  was  valuable,  and  not  having  means  to  fire 
[them]  left  [them].  Came  to  anchor  40  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the 
river. 

October  22. — Crew  under  arms.  Number  of  lights  on  both  shores. 
Sent  a  boat  to  burn  the  schooner,  but  the  weather  being  too  hazy  was 
unable  to  fire  her.  Stood  down  the  river  and  at  9  a.  m.  came  to  anchor 
at  its  mouth.

Report  of  Major  Williamson,  Virginia  army,  and  Lieutenant  Lewis,  Vir- 
ginia navy,  regarding  reconnoissance  in  Aquia  Creelc  with  a  view  to 
fortifying  it. 

Frbdeeicksbueg,  Va.,  April  24, 1861. 

[Sir:]  By  your  orders  I  proceeded  to  Aquia  Greek  and  examined 
the  place  with  the  view  of  fortifying  it  for  the  purposes  indicated  by 
your  verbal  directions  of  this  date,  viz,  to  secure  the  railroad  iron,  the 
timber,  two  vessels,  and  a  small  steamer  at  that  point  from  the  enemy. 
I  was  joined  in  tlie  evening  by  Lieutenant  Lewis,  of  the  Virginia  navy, 
at  your  request,  and  we  reviewed  the  ground  together.  After  examin- 
ing the  topography  of  the  ground  and  the  character  and  position  of 
the  channel,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  best  place  to  put  a  battery 
is  on  the  Split  Eock  Bluff  [ya-]?  as  the  channel  can  be  commanded  from 
that  point  by  guns  of  sufficient  caliber.  A  battery  on  Cream  Point 
[Va.]  would  invite  attack  and,  being  separated  from  the  landing  by 
Aquia  Creek,  would  be  difficult  to  hold.  We  do  not  think  the  place  worth 
fortifying,  and  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  small  force  of  ten  or 
twenty  men  be  kept  there  to  keep  off  any  boats  that  might  attempt  to 
land  there,  and  be  employed  in  loading  cars,  which  should  be  sent  to 
remove  the  iron  and  timber  to  Fredericksburg  at  once;  that  the  cap- 
tain of  the  vessels  be  allowed  to  sail  with  their  vessels  at  their  pleas- 
ure. While  the  enemy  holds  the  Potomac  the  steamer  is  of  no  value 
to  us,  and  we  have  not  the  slightest  idea  that  the  enemy  will  make  the 
attempt  to  possess  themselves  of  it.  The  men  kept  there  should  be 
required  to  give  information  to  headquarters  of  any  attempt  of  the 
enemy  to  land  there  in  force,  which  would  be  indicated  by  the  number 
of  vessels  in  the  offing,  and  not  allowed  to  harass  the  inhabitants  by 
reporting  every  vessel  they  see  in  the  river.

[SiR|j  After  consultation  with  Lieutenants  Maury  and  Smith,  of  the 
Navy,  I  find  the  time  is  not  yet  when  we  should  unmask  our  designs 
upon  a  certain  point,  or  when  we  are  in  force  suflScient  to  enter  fully 
upon  that  enterprise,  in  the  very  face  of  the  enemy,  now  probably 
50,000  strong  at  Washington,  Annapolis,  and  the  Potomac  Itiver.  The 
heavy  guns  should  doubtless  be  held  ready  in  your  rear  and  in  mine 
until  we  shall  be  ready  on  both  lines  of  operations  to  converge,  unmask, 
and  force  on  that  enterprise  in  the  face  of  any  odds  that  can  bo  brought 
against  us.  Strengthen  your  position,  therefore,  with  men,  munitions, 
and  heavy  ordnance,  while  I  shall  do  the  same.  As  to  your  front,  cover 
it  with  the  "eyes  and  ears  of  an  army" — cavalry — as  best  yoa  may. 
Observe  the  enemy;  gather  intelligence;  keep  at  your  outposts  lines  of 
vedettes  and  couriers;  gather,  therefore,  all  the  cavalry  you  can  in 
your  district  without  infringing  on  mine;  strengthen  yourself  in  infan- 
try and  field  artillery;  drill,  organize,  equip,  discipline,  and  generally 
get  ready  to  converge  with  me  when  the  time  shall  come ;  keep  yourself 
in  regular,  prompt,  and  speedy  communication  with  my  headquarters 
through  all  media — rail,  wire,  and  courier.  Report  to  Assistant  Adju- 
tant-General Jones  from  time  to  time  the  numbers,  description,  and 
general  condition  of  all  forces  under  your  command  and  how  located 
or  distributed.

To  place  this  battery  a  large  supporting  force  will  be  necessary,  and 
as  the  Federal  Government  has  now  in  Washington,  as  we  believe, 
20,000  or  25,000  troops,  and  means  of  transporting  4,000  or  5,000  in  a 
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few  hours  to  any  point  on  the  Potomac,  we  consider  a  movement  of  that 
kind  at  present  injudicious.

I  am  given  to  understand  that  the  intention  of  erecting  a  battery 
at  Mathias  Point  is  not  abandoned.  Although,  after  sounding  the 
channel  off  that  point,  I  expressed  in  my  report  the  opinion  that  a 
cross  fire  from  it  upon  a  steamer,  at  a  distance  IJ  miles,  for  the  space 
of  about  five  minutes,  would  be  a  waste  of  ammunition,  yet  I  am  ready 
to  obey  any  order  upon  the  subject;  and  in  pursuance  of  the  information 
I  have  received,  respectfully  ask  what  guns  can  be  furnished  for  that 
position?  It  was  originally  designed  to  mount  twelve  8-incli  guns 
there  and  a  like  number  at  the  White  House  [Va.,  Potomac  River].  To 
the  latter  place  I  gave  the  preference. 


Instructions  from  Major- Qeneral  Lee  to  Brigadier- General  Ruggles,  com- 
manding Virginia  volunteers,  regarding  measures  for  defense  of  Vir- 


Headqtjaetees  Virginia  Forces, 

Richmond,  Va.,  May  8,  1861. 

General  :  I  am  instructed  by  Major-General  Lee  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  communications  from  Major  T.  H.  Williamson,  engineer 
Virginia  army,  Lieutenant  H.  H.  Lewis,  Virginia  navy,  and  W.  H. 
Kerr,  brigade  inspector  Virginia  volunteers,  in  relation  to  fortifying 
Aquia  Creek.  The  general  commanding  desires  mc  to  say  that  the 
object  in  view  is  the  defense  of  the  avenues  of  approach  to  the  terminus 
of  the  railway,  rather  than  the  protection  of  the  few  vessels  at  Aquia 
Creek ;  that  the  instructions  given  by  him  with  reference  to  this  matter 
were  based  upon  the  report  of  Captain  Lynch,  Virginia  navy.  You 
will  therefore,  being  on  the  spot  and  in  possession  of  the  facts  requisite 
to  a  proper  disposition  of  the  works  and  the  troops  under  your  com- 
mand, exercise  your  judgment,  in  connection  with  that  of  Captain 
Lynch,  with  reference  to  the  defense  of  the  avenues  of  approach  to  the 
terminus  of  the  railroad  and  the  general  protection  of  that  country. 

The  importance  of  erecting  batteries  at  Mathias  Point  is  apparent; 
but  from  the  report  of  Captain  Lynch,  which  represents  the  necessity 
of  supporting  such  a  movement  by  a  larger  force  than  you  had  at  your 
disposal,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  employ  the  guns  originally 
intended  for  that  point  in  the  defense  of  the  approaches  to  Fredericks- 
burg by  rail  or  river.

Report  of  Brigadier- General  Ruggles,  commanding  Virginia  volunteers, 
regarding  erection  of  battery  at  Aquia  Creek  Railroad  Landing. 

Headquarters,  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  May  8,  1861. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  for  the  information  of  the  command 
ing  general  that  I  located  a  battery  at  the  Aquia  Creek  Railroad 
Landing  this  morning  and  placed  it  under  the  charge  of  Major  T.  H. 
Williamson,  engineer,  for  completion. 
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111  the  absence  of  Captain  Lyuch,  of  the  Navy,  for  whom  I  have  dis- 
patched a  messenger,  I  have  directed  Captain  Thorburn  to  put  the  guns 
in  position  and  make  the  necessary  preparation  for  service.  It  is  my 
expectation  that  the  battery  will  be  in  a  measure  completed  within 
forty-eighthours.    Measures  will  betaken  to  givetherequisiteprotection. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  battery  of  four  32-pounders  be  estab- 
lished on  the  liappahannock  Eiver  at  Bristolmines  [Brisco  Mines?]  or 
Tappahauuock,  with  as  little  delay  as  is  practicable. 

1  transmit  a  memorandum  of  a  statement  made  yesterday  by  Messrs. 
John  T.  Washington  and  John  H.  Stuart,  of  King  George  County,  Va. 
Measures  were  taken  immediately  by  dispatching  mounted  men  to 
intercept  and  recover  the  slaves  supposed  to  have  escaped,  but  thus 
far  without  satisfactory  results. 

Repeated  applications  have  been  made  to  me  from  counties  bordering 
on  the  liappahannock  on  both  sides,  along  the  Northern  Neck,  for 
instructions  preliminary  to  enrollment  as  volunteers,  from  the  fact, 
doubtlessly,  that  they  were  within  my  original  jurisdiction.  1  am 
instructed  by  General  Cocke  to  embrace  my  original  limits  until  further 
orders.

Report  of  Commander  Kennedy,  C.  S.  Wavy,  of  a  reconnoissance  of  the 

Fotomac  Rirer. 

liiCHMOND,  July  S,  18U1. 
SiK :  I  have  returned  from  the  ex])]oration  of  the  river  Potomac  at 
Evansport.  The  activity  of  the  enemy's  cruisers  on  the  river,  the 
method  and  importance  of  keeping  the  secret  from  the  enemy,  neces- 
sarily caused  much  delay.  I  lost  also  much  time  by  endeavoring  to 
measure  the  angles  for  the  determination  of  the  distance  across  the 
1  iver  with  a  worthless  quadrant  that  would  not  stay  in  adjustment,  and 
1  was  at  last  compelled  to  borrow  a  surveyor's  compass  in  order  to 
measure  the  angles.  I  found  the  nearest  measured  distance  from  shore 
to  shore  to  be  2,513  yards.  Theie  are  two  cliannels  and  a  middle  ground 
between  them,  with  3J  fathoms  of  water  on  it.  The  Virginia  edge  of 
this  middle  ground  lies  about  000  yards frojn  the  shore.  From  this  edge 
tlie  water  gradually  shoals  to  '6\  fathoms  and  then  deepens  again  to  5 
iathoms  on  the  Maryland  edge  of  the  bank,  the  width  of  the  bank 
being  about  300  yards.  The  main  ship  channel  runs  on  the  Virginia 
sliore,  and  I  learned  from  a  fisherman,  who  ])rofessed  to  know  the  river 
well,  that  the  course  of  ships  of  heavy  draft  is  on  a  line  connecting 
Sandy  Point  with  Possum  Nose,  a  jjoiut  on  the  Virginia  shore  about 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  above  Ship  [Shipping]  Point,  the  southern 
l)oinf  Quantico  Creek.  He  also  informed  me  that  a  kettle  bottom  shoal 
makes  out  about  GOO  yards  from  tlie  Maryland  shore  below  Budd's 
Ferry,  witli  channels  between  the  knolls,  and  that  another  shoal  makes 
out  from  the  Maryland  shore  about  2  miles  from  Stump  Point  [Neck], 
the  northern  point  of  Chicomuxen  Creek.     I  was  not  able  to  verify  this 
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statement,  nor  to  measure  the  width  of  the  Virginia  channel.  I  went 
out  in  a  crazy  skiff  for  this  purpose,  and  having  narrowly  escaped  cap- 
ture by  one  of  the  enemy's  tugs  I  did  not  attempt  it  again.  Ship  [  Ship- 
ping] Point  is  a  bluff  of  clay  formation  and  about  25  feet  in  height. 
From  it  the  land  slopes  away  gradually  to  Mulberry  Point,  and  a  little 
distance  therefrom  dips  suddenly,  forming  a  depression ;  thence  it  rises 
again  to  a  height  of  8  or  10  feet,  and  slopes  away  to  the  edge  of  the 
marsh  in  rear  of  the  wharf.  Through  tliis  marsh  runs  a  very  small 
stream,  emptying  into  the  river  near  the  wharf.  Ship  [Shipping]  Point 
is  thickly  wooded  with  a  growth  of  cedar  trees,  extending  nearly  or 
quite  to  Mulberry  Point,  but  thinner  there.  How  far  the  middle  ground 
extends  up  or  down  the  river  I  was  unable  to  ascertain.  I  was  informed 
that  vessels  of  12  feet  draft  could  not  pass  over  the  shoal  that  makes 
out  from  Stump  Neck  without  difficulty,  the  channel  being  very  narrow 
and  winding  among  the  knolls  comprising  the  shoal.  My  opinion  is 
that  9-inch  guns  will  command  the  channel,  and  with  the  aid  of  one 
rifled  12-pounder  will  close  the  river  in  the  day  time.  During  the  night 
tugs  and  vessels  of  light  draft  may  pass  by  hugging  the  Maryland 
shore.  I  was  assisted  in  the  work  by  Mr.  Holmes,  of  Prince  William 
County,  and  the  other  surveyors.
